LL things are the more, moft things the better fbelnhl 
for Addition- In honour and wealth no fault is 
found with encreafe; fall meales Stfull pleafures 
too, brim-full have no guard upon them. The 
fuller the better: If the husbandry bellowed up¬ 
on this Book hath improv'd the foils, finceyou 
view’d it laft, the Lyme was yours and charge of 
bringing; the fpreading only belongs to meeas 
ycur day-labourer. 

To improve on your incouragement, is for 
your credit, my delight; both our benefits. The gale you late fo favourably 
lent me Ipred my affediion, and againe lancht me into another Ocean. And, 

Turpi mild abire damo, vacuum % redire ejf. 

I know my new Relations mud endure the touch; yea, and the handling 
too. So fhould all Books: But in this Age it fares with Books as with French 
toyesjfaire to the eyes, well coverd with your empty Gallants, who take the 
people with the out-fide bravery; Give me good Lynings. 

My minde is like my habir, plaine; and my expreffions (I hope fo) too. If 
my new thoughts have added to your bottom, I know you will unwinds gent¬ 
ly forfeate of ravelling, and tie a knot where the thread breaks. But if I have 
made no Topographic midakes, I feare no other deviations. 

The firft(che frafs of youth and hade) came abortive into your hands; and 
fail'd no: ofrefpeSftve welcome. Yet in fo cold, fo nipping a Zone, more 
cloathing may be accepted of, and which I have woveo with fome toyle, but 
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very willingly, hoping it may difcover more maturity. I formerly obeyed 
my friends, who thought the firft too fhort; this then may prove the happier, 
fiace I have laboured to give them a ready acknowledgement. Let my errors 
therefore reflect oo them, and impale me in your favour, for peradv culture I 
may give boldneffe to yonr Faftors, to fetch exotique rarities in a new divifi- 
on ol the world , and in alluring their Barques to bring yon home, what may 
prove worthy your fight and mony. But this 1 ucky gale will fufFer no longer 
complement. 

The relation of our Sea-voyage, is firft enjoyned me. 

1626 . XT Pori Good-Friday, we took fhip at Dw, having fix great Si well-man’d 
t fhips along with us. In few houres coafting clofe by the lie of Wight 
(call'd fo from Gwydh a Brittifh word fignifying, feene at diftance^ VeBis'm. 
Pliny,Vt-ftam Eutropius :) where,ahidden and violent guff afTaulted us-which, 
after an houres rage, fpenc itfelfe, and blew us the third day (double folem- 
niz’d by being the feafts of Mother and $onne)upon theLizards point or lands 
end of England, the utmoft promontory of Cornwall^ and from whence, ro 
the extxeamqff cape of Afrique, wee compute our longitude,and not from the 
Azores the firft Meridian. 

The wind ble w faire,fo as thefeven and twentieth day wee entred the Spa¬ 
in fh Ocean, the coaft of Elfcay neighbouring us. Ere long, we defcried feven 
tall fiiips, whom reputing enemies, we bore up to fpeake with, but they pro- 
ved friends, Hollanders out of the Levant, who drunk our healths as they 
paftjby a rOring Culverin^and we vomited out a likeeccho of thunder ^plow¬ 
ing up the liquid Seas iu merriuefTe, till the nine and twentieth day made us 
thcfpoic of Danger, dancing upon the raging billow es, Alains from his iron 
whiffle bluftering meknchollytunes, a good while heaven and fe a feeming 
undivided. To which Tune Horace , Orf.iJib.x.

Violence has no permanence y in thirty houres, the quarrcll’cwixt wind 
and fea was ended , and joy in a ferene sky reanimated us, fo as wee ended 
March in chafe of a Turkifh.Pirat, whom with top-gallant cop-failes we pur- 
fued 6 houres, but (to our griefe) he out-failed us. ‘The firft of April we cut 
Atlantic ouppaffiige into the vaft Ailantichficean, by Arabs call’d Magyibana, as faith 
Ocean, Mat ntolittt, (nam d from Aths Maurus, (brother to the ftar-gazer Prometheus'^ 
from whom two famous Mounts, on? in Mauritania, thother in Lybta^ic de¬ 
nominate.) Long wc had not been iu thefe feas, but another Barbarian Sally 
man o. V one came up to us, fculking all night in hope to board the firft hee 
Uw divided; at day break w c found the vilfaine, who, loath ro parlee in fire 
and fhot,f3edamaine and left us 5 who fwum fo well, that the third of April 
at Titans firft blulh wc got fight of Porte Santo, a holy Port 3 (call’d Cerm in

Ptolemy) commanded by the fupcrftitious Spaniard, and of Madera (or lie of 
Wood) from the Canaries 300 miles; the firft,difcovered by Ptrcftnlhts 3 anno 
141^.5 jSpnodjfcoveredjgiveahim upon condition he would people it,which 
he found difficult.,the Conies in fuch numbers refilling and undermining him. 
The other the fame yeere by Gonzal m Zarco from incouragement of Henry , 
fonne to King John the firft, of Portugal!. The holy Port has five and twenty 
miles compalfe, notable in Wheat, Ry, Rice, Oxen, Sheep, Bores, Conies. 
Sanguk Dracomm, Fruits, Flowers, and Grapes, at s leagues distance thus re- 
fpe&ing us. 



The fixt of A prill we had 27 degrees and a halfe, at that inftant defcrymg 
the lies Cauari<e 3 of old,fortunate in name though notin quality, undifcover’d 
till the yeare 1328 accidentally by one Machan (or Marcham ) an Englifh man, 
from whofe relation terns dtCerdezoivso yeare after fail'd thither,and by con- 
fent of his King, Pedro of Arragon , had liberty of conquefl and benefit^ but 
Jong enjoyed neither, loin 2. the Cajtiliao King, Amo 1405 extruding him; 
From whom alio, Ventacurtins a French man (hatches them, but by John 4 e

and conllancie hefubdued five of the lies, La Palma 3 taCemera y Lauzarota , 
Jw<?,aad Fortimntura 3 an achievement honourable, yet fuch vexation pof- 
feft the ambitious Gaule that Carnrie mafterd him, as made him entertaine 
death with an ufeleffe complement j his Nephew Mtnddns left heire to what 
he had got, and fhas added) his misfortunes; Myedusa. haughty Bifhop incen- 
fing the CajUlian King, by whofe greatneffe Memldus is forced thence, glad of 
fomecompofirion pay’d him by Don Barba the Bilhops kinfman. But fee va¬ 
riety 1 Barba repents the purchafe,and for fmall profit affignes his Title to Don 
Fernando Perazzo } whofe brain taking like infection,growes weary of his toile, 
and for other impioyment parts with his claims to the Prince of CaJHle y from 
whom ‘rwas cornc by Don Henrico Infant of Spains 3 to this day conftantto 
Spanifh fervitude. 

Thefe Iks (perhaps the fame Ptolemy and Mela call Deorum curries') arc 
from the Morocco or Lybian continent 20 leagues, from Spains 200. fix com¬ 
monly nnmbteaijCadamajius^en^ three by fpeculation)by old, Authors, Viola- 
m h ?tiny } Strabo 3 and others, Canaria^ Capraria, HivmaJunonia y Omhrian (or 
Plumalia ,) Apr oft a (or fratta lance a) and,as Martian zdds y cafptria (or Fortu. 
natal) At this day thus; Canaria , La-palma , TeneriffdjLanctfreta, Hierro , La 
Gomera, and F^rtevmtura. A word of what they were and are. They knew 
uo God, but Nature, were ignorant of the ofe of fire, fliaved with flint Hones, 
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gave their children to benurft by Goats, cultured the earth with homes of 
Oxen, abhonainited the Daughter ofbeafts.

Some glimmering they had of fuperftition : having alwayestwo Kings, one 
alive, one dead. The dead'they wafh and ereft him in a Cave, a fraffe in one 
hand 5 a payle of milk and wine fee by him, tofupport and help him in his 
Travtil. 

At this day are Spanifh Ghriftians. The Inquifition affrighting honeft men 
to come among ’em. Grand Canarie is the refidence of the lnquifitor, whither 
all the other lies repaire for Jufticeand other bufineffe. Canarie has 120 miles 
circumference, full ofmanygood things,Goats, Beeves, Affes, Hoggs, Barly, 
Rye, Rice, variety of Flowers, Grapes, and other excellent fruits. The lie 
as I tooke it, thus feemes at 8 leagues diftance. 




Tenerifajn multitude of Inhabitants compares with great fanary. Exceeds 
it in Grapes, yeelding yearely eight and twenty thoufand Butts of Sack, out¬ 
braves all the earth for fupereminence.Her high peak Teyda towrin* fo loftily 
into the ayre, as feemesnot only to penetrate the middle Region, but in a Cove 
to peepe into heaven it felfe, from whence Larins metaphorically calls it At- 
las and Olympus. 'Tis accounted 15 miles high, and feene (in faire weather Tx- 
fcore (fome fay 300) Englilh miles diftant, and ferves as an excellent Vharoe

The ninth of Aprill wee croft the Tropick of Cancer ^ of like diftance from Tropic. 
the JEquator , the uemoft limit of the temperate Zone is from the Pole,called ('ancri. 
Cancer from Apollo s Crab like retrogradation,moving back in lune from that 
figuein the Zodiac: The 12 day, wee had the wind high and large, fo that in 
two dayes faile we made the Sunne cur Zenith or verticall point, his declina¬ 
tion at that inftaat 14 degrees North; where note, that only then, when we 
are Nadyrtothe Sunne, weehaveno fhadow 5 asalfo, whereas to all in the 
temperate Zone, in theSunnes Meridian their ftiadowes caft North, having 
paft the Zenith, the lhade or umbra becomes contrary.

both wayes according as the Sunoe is hi declination^ aod Afcijoi fiiad0wieffe 5 
whence/ is Zenith, from which point when it fleets either North or South 
the fhadow ever darts contraiily, as falls out when ever the gnomon or ccela- 
ted body is interpofed. The prifeij have their fludow circulating , their 
mericiionall fhadowes having no exigence from the vercicc , but oblique and 
extended to the plaine of the terreftriail Horizon, glomerating the gnomon 
or bodyopacous; thefe fort of people freezing within the polar circles (of 
like diihnce from the pole, the Tropicks are from the ^qumoftiall) tfcepole 
being their vertex,and Equator (90 degrees) their direft Horizon. Th cHefc- 
rofeijare fuch as live inthe temperate Zone , whofc flaadowes atnooneday 
rurne hut one way. And this the Math erratic ks teach us, that the Heterofcij 
comprehend 41 parelklls, the Ampkrfeij feven, the Perifcij (thofe in the fro¬ 
zen Zone) halfe the ycare. With thefe, goe others as they ftand compara¬ 
tively, the Perfect Antaciy Antichtboms . The firft being fuchas dwell in two 
oppofite points of a like circle, one from the other a femiritcle or iso de¬ 
grees,to they be numbred after leffer pareUells. The Antxci are alfo oppofite, 
but vary neither in Meridian nor aequidiftance from the Horizon, refpcCting 
either Hcmifphere. 

The Antipodes are fitch as be feet to feet, a precife ftraigfit line palling tho- 
poy riie Center from one fide to another: differing fr 5 the Period by degrees 
of a fmaller circle, whence we obferve^that fuch as be to us Period, be Antmci 
to our Antichthones , each inverted to other in a perfect contrary. Nor doubt 
wee that there be, Antipodes , (the vaile of fiupid ignorance being rene> 
away) the fehericity of the world, and that every place in the earth (the op- 
pofice)ts habitable,now fo well knowne as nothing leemes more familiar.Not- 
withftanding, it was not foof old, when Boniface Bilhop of Mextz, (a CJerkc 
well learned in that blockiih age) was excommunicated By P opt Zachary^ 
Anno 74s. for maintaining fuch a paradox,yea was fentenc’d to be burnt for a 
heretick except hee had re canted: the holy Father bringing in SAutAugnJiin 
agaiuft it in his id. book de civit. Dei , 6 >w Antipodas effe fabulantur, gfec. nul~ 
lo modo credendum ejl : and La&antms another great Scholler deriding it in 
his third booke of Infiituticns. Veryftrange 5 fuch famous men tobeefo ill 
read in Chorography : tfpecially, fincefucha tenet was proved before them' 
by many: by Enclyde^ by Cicero in his 4. lib.de t^Acadm. qvefiio/t- by Tyberia- 
nm who records an old Jet ter beginning. Supers infer is. Saint em-^ by Strabo , 
and ofall others moil ingentoufly by Lucretius^ lib , 1.

By .this, under 13. degrees we are parrellel with Sierra Lem a Cape land 
upon the Lybian fhoare,by old Geographers improperly cal’d Deornm citrrus , 
Fross Africa jTagazza and Zanguebann Thevet and Mar malms : ftrengthned 
by a Cattle built by the SpawardfomouCed for refrelbing our EnglijloNeptun^ 
Vrakg, at his returne from circumnavigating the body of the whole Earth: 
and that thence to Bab mandel, (the entrance into the red Sea ) Africk^ is no 
where broader. 

The Inhabitants here along the Guinea coaft, Bynnw, Cape Palmas, Lopez 
Gonzalvo , &r. know no God, nor are willing to bee in ft rafted by Nature, 
Scire nihil, jucundijfimnm. Howbeit, the dive 11 (who will dot want his cere¬ 
mony) has infufed demonomy and prodigious idolatry into their hearts , 
enough toreilifhthe divells pallatand agrandizs their owne tortures, when 
hee gets power to fry their foules, as the raging Sunne has fcorcht their 
bodies. . 

A Ship of ours coafting along and landing for difeovery, was fo admired at 
by the Salvages, as if they never had feene men nor Ship afore. Two of our 
men adventured the fhoare, (feme hoftages kept in the boat till they return'd) 
and are welcom'd by thoufands of thofe naked black skind Ethiopians, who 
were fo farre from injury,that they loaded them with Flowers, Fruits,Toddy 
and what they judged acceptable: after xmmeafurable admirations returning 
them fafe aboard all contented. 

April the 18; wee had 15. degrees, and ere morne were in height of Cape 
Vcul in 14. degr. fo named by Florlan.Hefyetion cornu & Surrentium in Pliny, 
Lyb'm promontorium in Straboyod old cald <^ 4 rfinarium, at this day by the Ne¬ 
groes MandanganJAaedar by the Alfirabes, Difcovered by Dio Fernandezo, or 
Antonio di Node a Goman , Anno 144$. at the charge q( King Alphonfes 5. 
Famonfed especially in the Hefperian Garden, enrich t with Golden Apples, 
robd by Ale ides in defpighc of that hundred-headed Dragon, engendred by 
Typkon on Echydna. Twas a Grceke fable: who fur part for lyes. The moral! 
this. The garden was a fpacious, greenc and pleafant Field • the apples of 
gold, good fheep worth gold (fnch flieep and fleece as lafon had) the errour 
partly arifing from the word admitting a double con ft ruft ion , flieep 

and apple. The Dragon, no otherthan a meare or fluxe of the Sea,in forme 
or nature of a’Dragon or Serpent invironing it, fw el ling in 100 armes or 
fluces: which Hercules (to enrich Spaine) pafled over and exported. The 
three faire daughters of Hefyerus, were three honeft Hands in the W eft, ad- 
joyningthis garden; their names EgtAj Aretbufa, and Flefyerthufa-, now new 
named, 1 \layo, Sal,m&Bcqayifia : three other neighbouring rhem, the Atlan- 
tiades , which we have no leifure now to treat of, the magniSqne Fabrick of 
Anthaus calling ns away to look upon, but alas we find nothing extant fave 
memory 5 a pallace doubtleffe brave and capacious, the Lord of it being no 
mcane nor little man : he grew 70. cubits high (a dozen ordinary mens pro¬ 
portion) a proper man, and an excellent log for Hercules to fmite at: yet 
(the Greeks perfwade us) his fword could not conquer,nor was.he overcome 
when by prodigious forc^Ifi^ejrJoigejhrcw him thrice upon the ground, 
the Earthhis mother belnppercelv^he ftrangled 

or choakt him in the helpleffe Aire. 

April 1 1. Eolaswas a fleep, one breath of Ayre not comforting us, the 
* Sunne 
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Sunne over-topping us and darting out fuch fiery beames char the Ayre in- 
fl imedjthe Seas Teemed to burne,onr Ship fulphureous,no decks, no awnings 
nor invention poffible able to refrelhus, fo that for 7 dayes (yo-are better 
endured in a zone more temperate) wee fweat and broyle, unable co fleep, 
rc(f eat or drink without much faintnefie; in this (pace our Ship making no 
wav (no current is felt in the vaft Ocean) till the fife day the billowes began 
torowle and the Ayre troubled, travelling with an abortive cloud, which 
fuddeoly fell dowoe in forme of an inverted Piramid, wonderfull and dan¬ 
gerous. A cloud (as I apprehend) exhaled by the Sun (a powerfull Magnet) 
not agitated by the wind , and milling the retentive property in the loweft re¬ 
gion j diftills notin fweet drops, butdiffudes or falls hid eou fly the whole Spouts of 
cloud together, fo impetuoufly into the Ocean, that many great fliips (as if raine . 
a thoufand milftones or cataracts had fallen) have beene dafht and funke paft 
all recovery; and what’slittle ieffe formidable^heftinkingraineisnofooner 
in the Sea, but (asafearefull far well) a whirl e wind circles with fuch vio¬ 
lence as helps the cloud to lafli the murmuring Seas fo furioufly chat oftimes 
the waves or furges rebound top gallant height, as if i: meant co retaliate the 
Ayre in another region: God be praifed, we mift the rage of raine, the guft 
fo me what affrighted us; but it confraried Senecas Philofophy. finis alter ins 
nraU ,grains eflfuturi : a pleafanc Ereefe firft, increafing into a happy gale, 
cooled the Ayre and polled us out of thofe exuberances of nature : fo that 
on May day we croft under the iEquinc&iall, a circle imagined to divide the v£quater. 
world into two eq 11 alls, from cither Pole ninety degrees, and where we loft 
fight of the Sydvsfahttareyhe Pole-ftarre, of a third magnitude.fixt in the tip 
of the little Beares tayle: the Sunne at this time was in the 19. degree of 
Taurus Artick declination 17. degrees, 3i. minutes. 

May 6 , We had fome thunder and lightning or corpo fiw&as, fuch as fee me 
good Omens to the fuperftitious Port ngalls^andex. night, paft by Santo croix , 
the holycrcfie, every houre expelling the Monsoon , an anniversary wind Ajon^ons* 
that blowes one way fix moneths, and the other halfe yeerthe contrary way 
conftantly ; which if Sea-men neglecf they lofe their happy pafiage in¬ 
to India. 

But how prepofterous the yeere and wind proved elfewhere ! know nor, 
doubriefle it is the Emblem of inconftancy, experience taught it us; fo 
long time proving our Anragonift that our pafiage to the Cape of good Hops 
became fixe weekes longer than we looked for, forck to runne into much 
more longitude than we defired. 

May s. We had 8. degr. 10. minutes Antartick latitude,the Mono mot span on 
the onefide,the Braftlisn coaft on the other fiding us to the wt&.Thc^friyue 
Ihore runs on in divers names. Congo in 6. degr. Angela in 9. Mamcongo.Loanga % 
Menomotdpa , Benomotapa , as dCaffSf&i, full of wretched black skin’d wret¬ 
ches; rich in earth, but miferable in demonomy : the difeovery is given to 
many men (rhe firft not agreed upon), to Petrus CamUanim , to Jacobus Ca - 
Partolmeode Dyos , Fafcode Gama, and fuch as John 2 King of Portu- 
gall imployed about it. Anno 1497. or thereabouts* Let one chara&er ferve 
them all: they look like chimney (weepers; are of no profefiion, except ra¬ 
pine, and villany makes one. Demonk omnia plena, Mokifies or deformed 
I'doJJsare indeered amongft them,the red Dragonufnrping worlhip in a Dra- 

C # gons 
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gons (hape, a Goate, an Owle, a Batt, a Snake , a Cat, a Dogge, or what the 
witches (dckero/tta mevcbuni) urge them to, and to adore in an infernall po- 
fture; gaping, whooping, groveling, foyling their helJifh carkafles with 
juyceof herbs, ryce, roots, fruits, or what the old impoftor infatuates them 
with 5 the female fex each new Moone defying pale fac*c Cynthia by turning 
up their bummes, imagining her the caufe of their diftempeis. A Dogge is cf 



fuch value here, that 3 0 ./aIvage men have been made the price of one : their 
coyne, are beads of glade, (hells, Hones or trafh: they marry not; they bury 
thus 5 the dead are wafht, painted, apparrel’d, and laid to deep in a neat and 
fpacious dormitory, his Armolets, Bracelets, and voluntary (hackles accom¬ 
pany him, they circle the grave with mimmick geftures and ejaculations 
concludingby the facnficeofalufty Goate, andfo gofatisfied. In Longa and

the AtrJgui (whence Wlm drawes his origin, even from Zayre a lake riecre 
the mountaiues of the Mcone) the people (if Gonfalvo Soza fay true) vsv 
divels incarnate ; not fatisfied with natures treafures, as gold;, precious (tones, 
ftren°th,and the like; the deftruftion of men and women neighbouring therm, 
tetter contenting them, whofe dead carkafies they devoure with a vultures 
appetite: whom if they rniiTe, they ferve their friends(fo they mif call them) 
fuch feurvy fauce, butchering them, thinking tbeyexcufe all in a comple¬ 
ment, that they knew no rarer way to exprelfe true love than in making (not 
two foules) two bodies one in an iofcparable union: yea, fome (worne by 
aoe orworme-eaten by the pox) proffer themfelves to the ft ambles, and 
accordingly are joynted and fee to fell upon the Halls. Juvenal had notice 
of them.

The only ornament they have, w 
Halting and cutting their skinneand faces; the Sunne and Moone are man 
and wife, the Starres their children, in their religion; thedivell istheir 
Oracle. . ■ . ; . _ 

May 24. We had ip degrees and a halfe, from whence to the thirtieth degr. 
the wind was large and prosperous, nothing in that great diftance obfervable, 
lave that on the 26 day, our Admirall the Mary (in which one JiaU comman¬ 
ded} early diferyed a faile, which he made after with his barge, longboat, and 
So. men: at two leagues diftance they perceived her a Carrack of 1500 Tun, 
who durft not adventure her hulk agalpft ourftoc, and therefotp made all 
fades draw and that night efcaped; tho to grapple her, our fleeffidivided all 
eight, but faw her not till the 27. day, and but faw her, her velocity fo much 
excelled ours;till the 7. of June fee againe deluded us, afeer two houres chafe ^ 
as a phantafma vanifeiug towards Goa. 

Vpon May day we croft the line, and laft of May the Tropick of Capricorne^ Tropicus, 
the utmoft limit of A polio’s pr ogre fie towards the Antartick; and 53 dayes we Capricomi, 
fwet within the burning Zone ere we paft under both the Tropiqnes. The 
firftof Tune, our obfervation was in 24 degrees 42 minutes South latitude, Jumj t r„- 
the Suone then in 23. degrees, 8b North, in the 20. degree of Gemini. In 
which height, we had many Hidden and violent gufts and ftormes, contrary to 
our defires, unable thereby to direft our courfe, being driven to Lee-ward 
Jco leagues upon the coaft of Brazeef to 25. degr. latitude and 27. of lon¬ 
gitude from the Lizard. Hov/beir, pcfl multcs fequitur una ferenadies , for on 
the 13. day, in thefirft watch, our longlookc for favomm blew fweetly 
upon us.

Tis not long, fince I told you how favourably Bolut entertained us, but 
his other tdjuna is inconftaDcy 5 for, veering into another quarter, he began 
topuffe and bluffer, yea fofurioufly, that N eft urn fweld with rage in fuch 
impatience, that the Tritons (Marriners) grew agaft, not without resfon, 
the Cape land thought (not neere enough, and yet) too neere us: for fourc 
dayes and nights not daring to beare any fail e, but lay ahull, driving whither 
the ftorme compelled us, all chat while the fea furges fo fublim^ and impetu¬ 
ous , that wee were toft up into the Ay re, and forthwith throwne downe as 
into an AbifTe, fometime* dancing upon the liquid ridge of a dreadfull wave, 
and anon inveloped with many others all feeming to fwallo w- us, h eaven and 
fea roaringand commixing in an undivided manner ; yet the Lord be praifed 
(havingSe^roome and good cite Ships) his providence faved us; in 16 dayes 
more, meeting together joyfully at the Cape of good hope: and I con- 
fefle ingenioufly, not till then did I feelc that Ironic Satyre of Ittvena! 
biting us.

Tune 24. Wee rais’d the Pole Antarcick fix and thirty degrees, our longi¬ 
tude from the Meridian of the Lyzard five and twenty degrees, wanting three 
to the Cape; variation three degrees; our courfe E.S.E. the Sunnes declina¬ 
tion , two and twenty degrees, twenty fixe minutes, and as many feconds 
North, in the 17. degree of Gemini. The fame time mid-fummer in England\ 
and mid-winter with us in thofe South clymsts. They, of luly^ betimes wee 
deferied land and tho threefcore miles diftant (from its height,) feemed very 
nigh us, proving the place wee aimed at, that famous promontory ( now no 
longer Torment O-ZO) but) of good Hope. Howbeit, we could not flie upon the 
Wings of defire,the wind withstanding our haft,wherby we let fall our Anchor 
(14 leagues fhort of theBay of Soldanid ) and went a fhore upon a little lie 
(j miles round) corruptly cal’d Cony He, from the Welfh Cain-yue or white 
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Xie, where we kil’dmany Conies (or Cats rather) great and rammifli, bad and 
waterilh, commended for dainty meat by hungry Sailers, Iejunm raroftoma- 
chits mlgarit icmnit : It alfo fuperabounds with Seales (pifits marinrn) as big 
as Lyons,and though doggedly vifaged, can out barke them, yea bellow l ike 
Bulls, and from fuch as not rill then fee any, may challenge wonder. They 
turne to oyle, and give rheir skins for buffe eoates, fofc and ferviceable. 

Here are alfo birds cal’d fen-gmns ( white-head in Welch) like Pigmies walk¬ 
ing upright, their-fin ns or wings hanging very orderly downe like fleeves, a 
creature, filb and flefh, panicipating fea and fhore, feeding in the one,breed¬ 
ing in the others ealieto be caught on land (but that their undermining the 
fandy ground for habkacles makes the paflage bad,) at fea, diving like a Duck, 
fwife as a Dolphin $ fat, but oylie 5 fome dare eat them, curiofity may invite a 
take, but to make a meal e on, unfapory and offenfive: to which May-game 
of nature I may inculcate that, made on her acquaintance.

Ten-gma lie is 6 or 7 leagues from the continent, which when wee got' 
afterae we grew becalnfd, land-lockt in a fort, and were (ported all the way 
(till we dropt anchor) by Whales, the Seas Leviathan, who after their man¬ 
ner thundred our welcome into dSthtopia^ fuzzing or fpotating part of the 
briny Ocean in wantonneffeout of their oylie pipes bored by nature atop 
their prodigious (boulders, like fo many floating Hands concomitatingus. 

The 1. of Inly wee anchor’d with fafety in the Soldania Bay, i» leagues 
fhort of the utmoft Cape: a Road worthily cald good Hope , by Ring Iohm 
2. of VortngaS re j eft in g that of Tempeftuous firftimpofed by Gama^ in that 
if any attaine hither, their Indian voyage is halfe done, and the other pare 
Jefie foIit»ry,fo many excellent Hands entertaining them; 

The Soldania Bay is of a fcmi-lunary forme ; large and fafe ; high, 5 or <S 
miles from the fea; towards the (hoare,low and fruitful!. Where we pitch our 
Tents,is a (mall ftreame of Cbryftaliin water, exceeding fwcet,trickling front

a mighty mounraine 4 miles from the Sea 5 and in a perpendicular eleven 
thoufind eight hundred and fixty foot 5 from its refemblance , commonly 
cald rhe Table; the afcent uneafie , but moil pleafant at the top, difcerning 
thence 100 miles into the Ocean , and looking S. S. W. we fee the Cape or 
exrreame point of Afrit l^ 12 leagues eff, whole chara&erin the inhabitants 
feemes long fince to be drawne in this fame diftich.

And from this TabIe,or from Herberts mount (a Piramid adjoyning,Iike the 
Sugar loafe, another hill fo named) we fee Cape Falfi S. and by E.ten leagues* 
either of thefc great Promontories are divided by a Bay, but inconvenient to 
jidein : the diftmee of each Cape is 10 miles from North to South * either 
fide environed with mountaines fo lofty as feeme to penetrate the middle 
region with their afpiring foreheads, where they find fuffieieot moyftnreto 
ccole their ambition : another river cal’d Iaquelina , ftreames upon the N. 
fide of the roade,halfe a league from our Tents (under King Tames h is mount 
we ufually pitch them) broader than our rio dulce: but by a low ccurfe and 
too long fpomng with the briny Ocean it tails brackiih andinfalubriousj it 
is foordable without boate or Elephant, and gives variety of Shell-fiih, as 
Tortoifes, Limpits, Muffels, Cockels, Crabs, Rock-fifh, and Mullets, Cra- 
fifh, Thorn back, Gudgeon, Eeeles, Sec. The Earth abounds with roots, herbs 
and graffe aromatique, redolent andbeneficiall: inch as I took notice of, I 
may dare to name * Agrimony, Mynt, Caiamint, Betony, Plantain,Rib wort, 
Spinage, Sorell, Scabious,Holy Thiftle, and (of which beware) Coliquintida: 
all the yeer long,nature roabingthe fruitfull earth with her cholfeft Tapiftry, 
Flora feeming to drefieher felfe with art]efie Garlands* Alctsoe and Temps 
ferving as Emblems to this Elyfium. gfuamvis enim montofa apparent , & col- 
libtts mult it dijlia&ay interim fasten mult is 'vallibm , [this, pratifqus decor at a 
eji , gramina & fores fuavifame olentes , magna copU prcducit. Cervofque & 
far as & leones multo numero mtrit , qu<e omnia vifu & afieStt longe jncun- 
difame exifunt: preferea. limpidifamh fontibus fcatet qttamplurimh, quit non 
fine gratifamo p/furro, de montihus alth prorumpmtes^ flu minibus fefe pcjfm 
infinuant, & cum eh pofimodum in mare exonerantur.

Lyons, ( which ufually fteaJe Beefe our of the water 
when Shipsare herc,fire or a lighted match only fearing t h/^Dromiidaries, 
Antilopes, Apes, Baboons., (vene nous* ones) Zebrat, Wolves, Foxes, Lrekalls, 
P^gs, Cats,: and others * and. in birds, asEttriches, Vultures, Cranes, and 
1 afle-fiemingoes, whofefeachers (equalizing rhebirds of Paradife) a re rich 
crzmfon-andpure whitefo mi iably com mixed,chat above orhersit inric ;ed ray 
pains toprefeJarityou.jwhichihah terminate our curiofity touching the}earth 
St commence an Anatomy leisure of the moft favage (ofa] Ravage) ioha! fitams! 

The 
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The Cape of good Hope elevates the Antartick-Pole foure and thirty de¬ 
grees 3 minutes; has longitude from the Meridian of the JLyzard 28 degreesj 
and Wefterly variation, one degree, and about forty minutes: diftaot from 
England about 6<5oo miles Eogiifh ; (or 2200 leagues, which at Sea we ufually 
reckon by)from Saint Helena S.E.600 leagues 5 from lava major 1850 leagues; 
from Surat 1800. This land is the furtheft part of the old knowne world, 
god Terminus here especially triumphing. Afriquc in holy writ is called 
(from Cham)Chamefia: Lybia by the Greeks : "Befee ath by the Indians : by Leo, 

Tphrycbia: by T bevel, Albpbulan : by Pliny , Atlantia & Aetherid. Aphrica and 
Ethiopia in their Etimon are not dife repant : the firft from & and <pptx.n, 
without cold : the other from and £4, tofcorchche face : but feme 
would have the one from A fir fonneof Abram and Get nr a : the other from 
<Aithiofs fonne of (Cham or) Vulcan. That it is part c>$ /Ethiopia, wee muff 
prove againft ioconfiderat Laudinus who will not be perfwaded , any part fo 
nam’d, exceeds the Tropicks. Aethiopia is (therefore) either fnperiour, from 
6 degrees North to the Ne plus ultra , compelling Mauritania, Lybia, Guiney , 

Cape Vcrdfix.. orinferiour, from thence ft retching South to this promontory 
by Zanzibar, Monomotapa, Municongo, Angola , Caffariafac. by Homer alfo, di¬ 
vided into two extra et in fallowing it the better halfe of Africl termina¬ 
ted (faith he) on Eaft, Weft, and South by the Ocean; JEthiopes, Mtherij & 

Microbijqui Africnm ad A of rale mare habitant. Mi rod, lib.1. admitting which, 
it miaft needs tranfeend the Tropicks: the moft Auchentiquc of Poets is of 
this opinion. 0^,13.

Vtolomy nor P/b^knew it not; chat report of Herodotus gayning little cre¬ 
dit, who labours toperfwadc ns in his fourth book, how Pharao Necho (after 

his 
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his lofie of 1200000 men imploy’d to make the red and mid-land Sea as one) 
incouraged the Phoenicians (then, proud of their Art in Navigation) to fur- 
round ^^tf^whichto pleafe him but more for glory, they undertook,and in 
three ycares effected. But fure, fo excellent an adventure (if it had beene fo) 
could not have efcaped the bufie pens of the ^Egyptians and Greeks, who for 
want of true matter,in vented a thoufand Fables. The firft chrefore we can ho¬ 
nour (as faycs oforius) is, Vafco de Gama or Fartolo de Dhs y Lttptaniaxs,awi 9 
1497. from Adam 5467.by importunity of that excellent Prince, John 2. cost¬ 
ing hither and fo into the Orient. 

The Country is rich and fruitfull in her womb, but owned by an accurfed 
Progeny oi cbam , who differ in nothing from bruit heafts fave forme 5 a peo¬ 
ple by fome call’d (metonimicaIly)C(/j^iw or Atheifts; Anarchy confounds 
order, no Prince of power or policie awing them: each Canton commanded 
by a Captaine, not chofen by voice but as force urges it. Captain Fitz-Her- 
bert fome ycares fince ceremonioufly devoted the Title to our King, in a me¬ 
morial 1 new naming two little riling Mounts 'twixt the Sea and Sugar loafe. 
King James and Prince Charles their Mounts, (our pow dread Soveraigne?) 
Give we an exa Oild<ea of the Inhabitants. 

The People Their colour is ugly black, areftrongly limbd, defperate, crafty, andinju- 

iefiriked, r * I0US * Their heads are long; their haire, woolly and crilpc, no apparell in 
any place fhewing more variety. Some (have one fide and leave the other Jong 
and curled. Another cuts all away, a little tuft atop, excepted $ a third (think-* 
ing his invention heft) fiiaveshere and there, the bald fcull appearing in many 
places; and otherfome, (notunlikeOccafion) ihaveawayall fave a lock be¬ 
fore, of no ufe, fave ornament. Such as have tufts, or haire , plait brafll* but¬ 
tons, fpurre.towelis, pieces of pewter, or what elfe the mirth foil Sayier ex¬ 
change for Beefe, Mutton, Woodlbrreli, Oeftrich egge-fhells, little Tor- 
toifes,Scc. their eares are long, made longer by ponderous Babies they hang 
there, fome ufing links ofbrafle, of iron, others have glafie-beads,chains,blew 
ftones, bullets, or Oyfter-fhdls. Andfuch as cannot reach to fuch jewells 
(rather than be without) have Angles oft)eMe, beaks of birds, Dcggs or Cats 
ftones, Egg-fhells, or the like : their nofes are flat, cm flit fo in their infancie 5 
great lips, defeription cannot make them greater; quick crafty cyes;and about 
their necks (in imitation of the Dutch Commandsres chaines) have guts and 
raw-puddings, ferving both for food and complement, eating and lpeaking 
both together. Yet of late they have got hooped of iron, and long iinksof 
bralfe, grafic wreathes, or greafie thongs of finking leather. Their armes are 
loadenwith voluntary (hackles of iron," Jvory, ruftybrafle, or mufty copper. 
The reft oftheir bodies are naked, fave that a thong or girdle of raw leather 
circles them, a fquare peece (like the back of a Glove) is faftned to it, ferving 
to cover their pudenda. But I cannot commend their niedefty, the women 
(upon receipt of any thing) returning her gratitude by difeoyeringher fhame, 
a curtefie taught them by fome ill-bred Boore, our men I hope have more 
civility. The grand Seigniors among them have better cloathing ;a nafty un- 
tand hide or skin of a Lyon, Leopard, Calfe, Baboon, or Sheep (the haire in¬ 
verted; is as a roabe put about their fiioulders reaching ro their wafte,thighe$ 
and legges never covered, their feet faftned to a broad peece of leather, tied 
by a little ftrap, refembling the Roman crepidula, notalwaycs worne , their 
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hands for che moft part hold them, not that they feare to weare them out, but 
thattheir feet may have their liberty to fteale, which with their toes they can 
doe moft daintily , all the while looking you in the face as if they knew not 
how to deceive any. Moft of the men are Semi-Eunuch s,oae ftone ever be' 
ing tane away by the Norfe, either to diftinguilh them from ordinary men, 
or that MiftrelTe Venus allure them not from Valias. The women alfo ex cue 
them Pelves, not from a Notion of religion but as an ornament: Both (ex, ni- 
deoufly cut, and gafti, and pink in fmfdry works, their browes, nofe, cheeks, 
armss,breft, back, belly, thighes and leggesin Acherontife order; in a word, 
are fo deformed, that if they had ftudied to become autick , they might be 

praifed for invention. . _ 

Antra lares , dumeta t boros > cAnacula rapes ; They have.no bottles, Caves 
and holes they delight to dwell in, or Lyons dennes, unfnmilked, but per¬ 
fum’d I warrant you,a whole Tribe commonly keeping together, equally vil~ 
lanous, coupling without diftin&ion, the name of wife or brother unknowns 
among thefeinceftuous Troglodites: feeding, fleeping, (peaking all together 
without order or law; in the night deeping round a lire,a Centinell regarding 
the Lyons their adverfaries, 'twixt whom is fuch hate and ftratagems, Vfoitur 
ex rapt o that one eat other, the Lyon fuddenly tearing forne of them,and they 
other times trayning the Lyons over cover’d pits, which catches them, and fo 
retaliating ^ Haying and eating them to day, who perhaps were Sepulchres to 
their friends or parents the day before. Other times they dawb and rub their 
skinne with greafe and coale , and fo indent it, drying them in the Sunne, by 
that trick becomming Monfters to abl civil! eyes that look them upon. 

By what I have faid, you may imagine their pallats are not very delicate. 

Soltnns calls the tawny Afrians^Agriophagi (or Panther and Lyon-eaters) we 
now call them I&bioa nd Anthropophagi , a degree more barbarous than the 
Lyons, of whom cislaid, Mott norum cadaveranon gfeant 5 quod vivify corri- 
piunt et ex eo comedunt. But thefe Savages eat men alive or dead, as in botn 
kinds many poore men have lamentably made experience of Which whe they 
faile of, dead Whales, Seales, Peng wins, greafe or raw Puddings diet them. 

Safety is fear ce among themfclves, for when the froft of old age benums their 
vigour, unaptingthem to provide their owne food, they either eat them, or 
leave them deftitute ofdefence upon fome Mountain, pittied by none, where 
famine kills them, or the ravening Lions. 

With thefe) no violent death nor ’jlroyiag rage Non prwnaturi cineies, neefunus acerbum 

OfLrtft, is halfejo dreadjaH as old age . Luxuriated morte magis meraenda fcncfti’s. 

The lefle to be admired at, for where God is not knowne , what villany is 
unwarrantable. Arfeotk a Heathen (I remember) could make it 3 tnaxime. 
tlib.decash. Of tints homines Notionem Deorimhabcntq&c. And another. Vni- 
vtrfum genus humanism ubi% Terrarum colit Deum verum velfalfnm. Which is 
beleev’d by moft men,and 1 dare not oppofe it. Notwithstanding, though 1 1 
madeall fignes,and tried each way poffible to difeover fome fpark of devotion, 
of the knowledge of God, heaven, hell, or imortality 5 1 could not finde any 
thing that way, no place of wordiip, no day of reft, no order in Nature, no 
Ikame, no truth, no ceremony in births, or burials, me ere brutifimelle and ftu~ 
pidnelTe wholly Ihadowing them.

To draw to an end, (left Minds# gates be opened) many beafts we got here 
for refreftiment, fuch and the good fidkds and baths quickly recuring above 
300 of our men (till their landing) nigh dead of the feurvie. Anno idooSk 
lames Lane afar had toco Sheep and jo Oxen for Trifles. Wee had no want, 
and midit have had more but for a trick the Hollanders put upon our Nation^ 
riding here with our Colours out, and killing fome of the people when they 
had got their ends, that at our arrivall wee might be the bafeJier ufed; they 
traine their cattell to fuch obedience, as with a Call or Whiftle (impofiible to 
be counterfeited) a great Heard will follow them like dogges, and being fold, 
with a like Call will as readily runne after them, to the pur chafers coftly mirth 
and admiration ^ a deceit fo longfo unjoftly afted,that now (to prevent them) 
our men upon delivery of each beaft, either kill it quickly , or fatten their 
homes with cords to ftakes plac’d here of purpofe: and to fay truly, by the 
friendship and good dealing our men ule to thcm(Nvmn amhitia bar bar a eor-> 
da moved) our efteeme among them is moregratious than of Portugall, Dane, 


orFJcmmin. 

Their Arc in Wane is guided by diforder, their weapon no other than a. 
Javelin headed with iron, and direfted by fome feathers^ which they take off 
and on at pleafure 5 fome quarrels happend (by fome mens indifcrcrioa) cwixE 
us and them, and I know a dozen Mufquets will chafe 1000, at every difeharge 
falling downe as thunder-(truck. Yet let me advife our Men to avoid need- 
le/Te bravadoes, and not contemne them from their indefenfive nakednefle, 
or by a fupercilious conceit of their owne weapons and field praCtifes. Exem- 
pla docent. Abney da the braveft Captains the Porcugals ever had, after many 
glorious atchievements in Ajia and Africfa t bought invincible, and returning 
home anno 1 $ 10 out of India: Hcc, eleven Captain esand many OEher gallant 
men, upon a fmall affront putting fome of the Savages to death (who grew 
defperatein revenge ) were fet upon by thefe naked Barbarians, and flaine 
e Very one of them. gut (faith 0form) cum per mediae fammas, per pitas innu - 
merabiks , per tda, pergladhs, fac uUa formidinisftgnifaatione ruentes , maxi¬ 
mum terronm hojUbus intulijfent et infignesvi&orias contra innumerabiles ini-* 
micos adept'sfoifast ^ tunc a panels Immnibus inermibus at% nudis interfeUi et 
fpolhUfuerunt. And as Ample as they feeme, they are witcy enough in craft, 
revenge, and villany. I will end all in a fuccinft dnrafter Salvian libro devero 
judicio has made of all the Africans. Omnes qt/ippe gentes habent faut peculia¬ 
rs mala , it a etiam quredam bona 5 in i^dfris pent omnibus infant omnia make ; 
inhuman^ impuri, ebriofl, falfjjsms, fraudulentijjimi , cupidijjlmf perfidiffmi , 

& ohfeanis libidimm omnium impuritat i & blafph&miis addjdijjmf&c. 

The iQ.otluly we weighed anchor fro the Cape of Good Hope pen ding our 
eourfe towards Madagafcar } the wind was favourable till fuch time as Cape 
Falfo was doubled, for then being off to Sea we perceiv’d a fiorme intended^ ° 
us,happy in fight of a fmall black bird,long wingd (in-juftly by Seamen call’d 
the divells bird) an Antimilago never feene bucagainft ftormy weather5 
doubtleffe it is a warning from God rather, as bee the Pant ado birds (like 
Iayesin colours) who about thefe remote feas are ever flying and give Sea- 
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men an infallible incourag.-ment (when neither founding nor obfervarion 
from Sunne, Moone nor Planets for many dayes are had) they ate upon this 
coaft, thefe birds and SargafTes or Trumbaes (eradicated by ftormes) being 
neverfeene in fuch quantity in any other part of the univerfe, upon thefe for 
50- leagues into the fea feldome failing our intelligence. The three and 
twentieth of July the wind got up, inraging the reftlcfle Ocean j one furging 
wave (I well remember) linking us fo pat upon our broad fide, as forced our 
Ship in defpight of her helrne (then elofeby the Lee) toturne about above 
5 points in the compaffe, the ncyfe not inferionr to a Cannon: infonmch,our 
Captain e cryed out we had ftruck upon a rock, but his error quickly appea¬ 
red (after fo great a thunder) the wave fhftiing upon our decks fo much fait 
water as foundly wafhc us all 5 the ftorme continuing till the eight and twen¬ 
tieth day, when veering into a milder quarter (ourcourfeE. N, E.) itgrew 
calmeand moderate. 

And now that the Seas are peaceable, the Ayre calme, the SkieTerene 5 let 
us look about for fomelleor other, that 5 (if poffible) which Venetm (per¬ 
haps from an Optick glafie upon a Tarrafe beyond Tartary) deferied in 
this fea and about this place} where we find none refembling; but hee not only 
allures an He, but fawa bird there (his multiplying glafle deceived him) 
fo bigas aShip , and fo ftrong as in her tallons can eafily gripe and truffeup 
an Elephant: I will not paraphrafe,take his phantafma in his owne expanfioD, 
Nam falfa eft veris affinia multa locutus. In qnadam In pda verfus Meridiem 
frope Madagascar , certo Ami tempore apparet mira bills fpecies Avis, qua JLuc 
appellatur. Aquilf qmdtrn habeas efiigiem y fed immenfs magmfudmis .* pleraf- 
qtie alarum pennas habet 3 in longiittdine continent es duodecim pajfus i fiijfitudi- 
ttm vtro ejus proportioned tenere longit ndinis , & totum Avis corpus pennis 
proport rone refiendet. EJi etiam tantdr fortitudinis y nt fola fine aliquo admini- 
culo Fkphantem capeat & in full:me fufioBit, atque iternm ad terram cadere 
finat quo car nib vs ejus vefei pofp.t . A bird worthy of Gefaers knowledge, 
and which we will ranck with thefe Gryffins that guard the Ophyrian Mounts 
of gold againft the Arimafit (who from win eking when they (boot are faid 
to be Monoculi) not feldome from their Seythic holes attempting the con- 
queftof Mammon inclos'd in the Rbyphean hills, as T (flatus ex Raba/to , JEf* 
ck'ilus s Dionyfos and Herodotus would perfwade us: rejecting which, let 
us reft a while upon Madagafcar the Emprclfe of all the Ilands in the 
Vniverfe. 

Madagascar, fo called by the Natives 5 by Ptolomy , Mmuthyas 3 
by M, P mhts VtnetnSy Magafier 3 by Th°vetus y Albagra 3 by Marcator y Do Ctrite 5 
(both unwifely:)by Triflan dAcuna the Portuguifi (who difeovered it Anno 
Dom, 1 jo8 .) Saint Lawrence^ that day he firft veiwed it: howbeit I find great 
difference in Spanifh writers about the firft that landed here. Some faying 
that Emanuel Telezo de Mcnrzes anchor’d here two yeere before d'Acuna ; 
and Oforius in his 4. lih. de vita Em an ue lie reg. port.fi. 140- faies, that Fernando 
Suario and Rcderiyo Frierto , two Marrinersin two Ships returning from India 
tothbon^ Ann* 1506. accidentally fell upon this lie, and fufFered from the 
trechery of the favage inhabitants, and that in honor of LawrenceCormc of 
Almeida the Admiral! and Commander of all the Forts in India , from hi* 
name named it^ but in his 5 .book fol. 1 6%. that D’Acuna named it. Let us now 
a lhoare 3 our obfervation may prove more confequentious. 
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Madagascar (that name founds beft) is tjueftionlefTe the greatefr Hand in 
the world : accounting its extent from Ctpe Roma in the South , to point 
Saint Sebaftia/t, from i<5 to (lx and twenty degrees j the North end, parralel- 
ling Cuama m gwiloa (a famous part of the Africk^ continent:) and to the 
South, the great River of Magnict in *6 degrees;in length a thoufand Eng- 
UJIj miles (Come report 1200.) in breadth, in fome part 230. Oforit/s numbers 
400. and a hundred where 'cis narroweft, full of Townes, People, Miner alls, 
Bealls, Wood, Water, and what’s requirable. 



Such Marittim town es and ports as be knowne to us are thefe: Roma, 
gujHne^Antabofia^ St.Jacobs , Matatana , Aagoda, fertndo , Fcrmofc Anton-giU 
and Iungomar 5 the 2, laft altnoffc oppofite: Augujiiue (under the South Tf a- 
pick) and Anton-gitt (upontheEaftfide) afFoord bell anchoring: the frill, 
weufually ride in paffing to Surat , the other home bound is beft; as Sir 
lamesLdJtcaftcr Anno i6co. madeproofeof, ins. fadom water, inthebot- 
tome of the Bay ( a fmall He behind them to fta) ozie ground, the place good 
for victualling, ayre quick and healthfull, Howbeit, the Dutch , at this place 
3. moneths formerly (chroughdiftempers) loft 200. men, of agues and fluxes: 
the variation at Auguftim Bay is 16. degrees. 

The whole lie *19 Tetrarchicall, 4. feverall Kings fwaying their Ebony 
Scepters in each Toparchy; jealous each of one anothers greatnefic. The 
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Seatowoes are infe&ed with Mahometifme; the Mediterran, are eclips’d in 
black Idolatry: Nature has given them lawes, murder beiag punifht by death, 
adultery withpublique ihame, and theft with baoi foment. Fifoing delights 
them more than tillage: Thetis is better accounted of then Ceres : yet I ra- 
ther think, their ignorance in agriculture fodifpofes it. The people are gene¬ 
rally ftrong, courageous, aud proper 5 the male fort, from their infancy pra- 
fiifing the rude poftures of Mars , cover their naked bodies with long and 
maffie Targets, their right hand brandilhing along neat pike or lance of Ebo¬ 
ny, barb'd with iron, kept as bright as filver, and which they know how to 
ufe and jaculacc as excellently as any people in the Univerfe: they are 
black, at do time lhading their bodies from the parching Sunne, rather delight 
to mb and annoint all over with greafe and tallow, proud to fee their flefh 
{bine, the ftinck never offending them: their hairc is black, and long, and 
curled- the length is an efpeciall ornament; a few leaves plaited about their 
waLfts,dfewhere naked; their eares are bor'd and wide enough; piticking and 
cutting the fleflt, is here alfo in fafhion : whiles the better fex feckeprey 
abroad, the women ('therein, like themfelves) keep conflant home and fpin: 
bigamy is tolerated; they affeft copulation very early, the youth fcarce know¬ 
ing is-the maiden ro. yeeres in the world the name Virginity, They are de¬ 
lighted with fports and novelties; hunting, hawking, filing, (of which, the 
He affoords variety) and dancing, in Meanders winding,bearing and clapping 
their breafts and hands, their feete fpurning the yeelding fands, forcing the 
fperiaters further of; during which, the women with favage harmony, mo¬ 
dulate with hands and eyes,obferving£n exa& meafure, equall if not exceed 
the men in their more laborionstreadings. 

' They know not letters, Arts are burdemome to idle favages, they com- 
pleatthat jeere of Sophocles^Flihilfcire, ml jf/amdius: howbeir, necefftty 
has taught them fome parts of the rudiments of Arithirterick; the number 
10. limits their invention, 10 ,t. Tonej.. teUo ,3. Efad s 4. Frutoj. Woubla t 6 . 
Siddajj* Fonlo ,s. Mato ,p. Net, 10. The earth is rich in myneralls and mcr- 
quifate. Gold, Silver, (and as Edoard Lopezo) Iron and Copper : but, by 
hearing the cruelty and avarice of the VortugaU^ prohibit the nfe and dig¬ 
ging it, contenting themfelves rather with ufefull hearbs andgraine (of 
which they have great flore)than by the Magique of gold and pearle to allure 
the hearts of greedy men; a vice, the Portugal} is more branded with than 
any other Nation.

But, if you will buy any thing the He affoords (I think the lie it felfe) you 
ffluft furnifh you with Agacs, Helitropians, lafper, and (which they value 
more than all the Dyamonds and pearles in India) with long red Cornelian 
beades, of which they are fo proud, that the owner be it King or fubjefl is 
oft dethroned, fpoyled for it, one firing able to put them all in acutnbufti- 
on: bracelets, copper chaines, bells and babies are valuable alfo here, and for 
which, (or one bead of cornelion) you fhall have in exchange , Sheep (big 
tail’d like chofe in Syria and Perfa) Beeves and Buffoles, big-bond, fat, and 
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Camel-backt: CaraeJIs, Antilopes, red Deere, Leopards, Pards, Goats, 
Milk, Hens, Egges, Wheat, Barley, Rice and C’lfcus, with what fruit you 
like 5 Ocengcs, Lemons, Lymes, Pom citrons, PJantans,Sugercaocs, Ginger, 
Toddy, Gocoes, &c. Nor are the Lyzards, Camelion and Salamanders to bee 
loll in oblivion. The Camelion (the hyeroglyphic ofa diffembler) take thus 
from K^ilciat,

We have faid enough : let my vak-di&um now be this 5 the Land mournes 
to feeitfelfefotrod upon by a people, Grangers to God and vercue: concea-' 
ling fuch ufefull treafures, and making unufefull fo many ports , obfeured 
farre beyond her meriting; feated fo advantagioufly for traffique with all the 
world, both the Indies potfible to be awed by her; and vicinatiog thofe gol 
den countries of Mozambiq\ guitm, Sofiala, Mombajfa, Magadoxa and other 
parts of Mgtfimba ; proffering alfo many petty Hands under her, as thofe of 
€umrho, Primroj Mafcamm , Cafile Ik , Merit im, Dygarrois and Englands 
Vomffi environing and ia a fort defending her upon occafions. 

Nine leagues from Madagafcar (ih aNorth-Eaftcourfe) we had welnkh 
(for want of heed) runneupon the {holes of luj<ta h fands memorably dan¬ 
gerous, fince Annins a French man with all his Navy here perifhed ■ our vari¬ 
ation at this time being i 3 degrees, 18 minutes in longitude from the Cape 
Whence wee fleered N.E.and byE. aiming at Mebelh. By the way one 
of our men tooke a Shark (a man-eating fifh, and who feldome mifli the 
hook, out of too much greedinefle) 9 foot fhe was in length and a halfe by 
the rule, I fpeak it in this refpeft, wee found in her paunch fife and fifty 
young ones, every fifli a Geometrical!foot in length, (r c o of our Ship few 
it) all which, go out and in at pleafure: that night, wee failed merrily by the 
Mafiarenaf , a Charybdis in 21 degrees, var, 1 3 and 17 minutes, where fufpe- 
tftng no danger, the wind favouring us, wee were at tenne at night throwne 
(by an lmenfible current) upon the fhoalds of Mozambique, and founding 
(where wee thought wee had a 1000 fadome) the plummet or lead found 
bare eight fadome: the wind was high, fea rough, and Cynthia clouded, it 
hood our Captameupon to give fpeedy notice (that night we bore the light 
moor mame top) by eccho of 2. roring Culverins warning our Fleet, 
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guided by our Lanterne to tack about, loringonr t op-fa lies, and hovering 
till day Ikkt might help us by difcovery : at our fecond founding wee had 14 
fathoms, iz. 1 j. and 14. after that; then 22 24- 33* 35-and 40. fadoms by 
which wee faw, the Lord m mercy had (as by a chred) dueled our courfe 
from out thefe flats of death, and where (if his providence, which let us 
ever magniGe, had not prevented it) in halfc an houres fayle further we had 
beene caft away raoft miferably:

Mozambique /part of §uiloa') inhabited by Negroes abundant in Gold, 
Silver, and Ambergrcecc; at ftnall diftance , that part wee faw appeared 
thusuntous: 



wlrich we fcarce loft fight of, when an Armado of Dolphins aflaultcd ns 5 and 
fuch we faulted as we could intice to tafte onr hooks or Sffgiggs: a fifii(it me¬ 
rits your patience)from its fwifenefle meconymically fnmam'd the Prince and 
Arrow of the Sea: celebrated by many learned pens,by many Epethites^Phi- 
lanthropoi,foraffeSing meniMono-gamoi/or their turtle conftancy3 genera¬ 
ted offperme,nourifht like man, imbrace, joyne, and go great 10 months.

Six leagues North-Eaft from the laftland, we diferied another lie, full of 
Palmetoercesj the current here fee us 20 leagues forward in 14 houres, the 
latitude of this lie 16 degrees and a halfe, longitude 21 degrees and 28 min. 
thus lhaped. 
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The 7of September we difcried land, it prov’d Mesttey one ofthe IlesoF 
feted at the North end of Madagafcar. It nTes very high to the Eaft 
as we failed by it, mounts in a piramid and views fat into the Ocean. Its lati¬ 
tudes 12 degr.56 min. Southend longitude 23 degr. 59 min. in this &ape pro- 
fering it felfe onto my Table book-

the higheft and beft land, but branded with the moft fubtle and bloody Sava¬ 
ges: Ioanna has courteous people,andfuchas readily help ftrangers in ne- 
eeflity: It lately obeyed a Queen reftrix much commended for fagacky, but 
nowfubmitsto a King, who tho tyrannicall yet better fo fas Tacjtm pro- 
tefts) than be anarchicall \ to thefe lies we fent our boates aflioare (intending 
to ride at Mokelid) and returned with Oxen and Bu(Foils, Goats, and variety 
of Fruits,all which were very heartily wellcomed, And tho our Rendezvous 
be now in light, fuffer me (whiles in memory) to t^U you of a fifh or 2 which 
in thefe Teas were obvious. The Sea TortoiCeis uot muen differing from g ca fortoyjf 
thofe at land, her houfe or (hell is only flatter j by overturniimthem they 
are eafily taken, idifabled then to finck or help themfelves: forac we tooke, 
for paftime more than food, they take waterilli and infp.rce fluxes 5 they hi- 
peiaboundineggs, in thofe we took every one having nccre 2000, pdcanjl

round, buc never made hard though extremely boyled: Tome eat them and 
the flefih (or fifh as you pleafe to call it) , but by the Levicicall law it was for¬ 
bidden, and tho our religion con lifts not in ceremonies (ending in the proto- 
tipe, our Saviour) yet except famine or novelty fo invite mee 3 with fuch 
cates my pallat craves not to be refrefhed. The Mannatee is good meat, and 
from their ufing the fhoare have a flelhie tafte, refembling in fliew and eating, 
Mamaty a Vealc; the intralls differing little from a Cow, and from whom in refpeft of 
jlrange fijh. its phifbomy , Tome new name her: her face is like a Buffalos, her eyes fmali 
and round, hard gums in Head of teeth: the ftone generated in the head is 
mofl: valuable, foveraigne againft choler aduft, the ftone chollick and diffen- 
terj^, fo It be beat fmali, infus’d in wine and drunk fafting: the body of this 
fifli is commonly 3 yards long and one broad, flow in fwimming, wanting fins 
in their place ayded with 2 paps which are not only fuckles buc ftilts to creep 
a fhoare upon fuch time flies grazes 5 where (lies'fleep long, fucking the coole 
Ayre, unable (contrary to other watery inhabitants) to be halfean houre 
under water: are faraoufed (like Lizards) for their Jove to man , whole face 
they delight to look upon, and in wcakneffe have refreftied them $ tho moft 
unhappy to our Captain e Andrew Evans , who by ftriking one at the Mori has 
with his harpiag-iron , and leaping into the feato make fhorc work with his 
fteletto, was focruflit, that he dyedTbortly after, as I fpeak in our defeription 
of St. Helena , were w e intombed him.

We are now ready to caft Anchor,hopeful! of frefh refrefhment.September 
tlie eleventh, we rode in five and twenty fadams^ the enfulng morne wafting 
newer fhoare, dropping k againe in feventeene fathoms, at the Weft fide of 
mhdia* bow (hoc from a fmali fcatter’d village ef ftraw, unworthy a name 
yet called Meriangwy, governed by a Sha-bander, Alien fay by name, a 
blacke big-bond knave, favage in fhew, but flie and crafty in curtefie and

The people are cole black s have great heads] biglips 3 are flat nos’d, flhaiy

The Coco (an excellent fruit) is cover’d with 3 thick ryod *, both together, Coco. 
equall in bignefle to a Cabbage: the ftiell is like the skullof man, or rather a 
Deaths head; eyes,nofe and mouth, being eafily difeerned; intw vital with¬ 
in, we find better than theout-fide promifed; a quart of Ambrofie, coloured 
like new white Wine, but farre more aromatick rafted; the meat or kernell 
cleaves tothefhelI 3 andis not eafily parted; above an inch thick, hetter'relilhc 
than our Philberts, and enough to ferrite the appetite of cworeafonable m cu¬ 
lt has orherexcellenries , The Tree (which is ftraight and lofty, not branch* 
ing fave at the very top,where it fpreads in beautifying plumes, the Nuts like 
pendants or pearles adorning them) is good for timber,or Capooes, Mafts, 
Anchors j the leaves for Tents or thatching ; theryndfor Sailes, Mattreffes, 

Cables and Linnen j the ftiell for furniture; the meat for Victualling; rare 
bleffings ! I will give thee them concrafted in that excellent Poem of my 
Cofen Herbert j late Cambridge Orator.

The Toddy Tree is not unlike the Date or Palmeto , the Wioe is got by Toddy j 
pcarcing and putting a Tar or Pitcher underyhat the liquor may diftill into it, 
at the very top it has a pith or marrow, which being boyi’d is like a Colli- 
fiower,but the taking that partis as if another Tree fliould be eradicated, the 
foulc therein confifting; thefe (asthe Daces) thrive not nor frnftifie, except 
the flowring male and female be united. The Toddy is like Whay in colour, 
intafte and quality like fvhenifti wine, at firft draught nncouthly reliflit, but 
every draught taftsbetter and better, and will' eafily inebriate; a little makes 
men merry ; too much makes them mad; extreame is mortall: in the mor¬ 
ning tis laxative j in the eve coftive; at midnight dangerous. Of this or the 
Coco, Herodotus and Vliny write thus: Exyutbustfamm, nrel 3 vinum> acetm 
&vepitum confident. To end, thefe are bought without much charges; 
thirty Orersges or Lemons for a ftieet of paper: for two flheets tenne Coco 
Nuts: an Ox for a ryall of eight: a Goat for fix pence. They have no Ships, 
nor Boats, fave fuch as are hewed out of one flump or tree, capable to receive 
three FHhermen in fairs weather; and if they fiok, their fwimming helps 
them: but though of no ufe with us, yet for rarity fake I give thee the fbape 
better to be imagined. 



that fild all our lailcs, plowing up the yceldiog Oceau, The long billowea 
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Great mortality of our men. 
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made us dance apace, but without dread; the whiftier with his iron Pipe en¬ 
couraging the Marrinersj who made To good ufe of this advantage, that in 
foure dayes wee found our felves but foure degrees from the /EquinoCtiall^ 
fvhite-Sea, that night the 19 of September, the Sea was for ro leagues as white as fnow, 
not froathy or by agitation of wind, but in calmeft weather (as many lay) is 
here ftill the fame, from whence caufed is not now to be difputed. Next day 
' we made the Sunne our Zenith: in this Latitude oppofiug that rich pare of 
Afriqut we call Sojfala and Mmbaffa (in three degrees j o min. South:) Maga- 
doxa (in 3 degrees: ^Zanzibar, Tata^ and terminating one another, till 

with Bernagajfo (the Port to the great Negm or Prieft John) the red Sea limits 
Africk from Ajtah 

Anartic The three and twentieth day wee once more fail’d under the ^Equator 
Starres, and againe bad farewell to thofe late iifcfull Antarcique confte nations: the 
Crofters (foure ftarres like a crolfe, of a fecond magnitnde 17 degrees 30 min. 
from the Pole) Noahs Dove, Tohphilax and others: the two Beares now fi¬ 
fing in onr Horizon againe, and at eight degrees North, the wind grew wea- 
rie oftoomuch conftancie, veering into E.N.E, fo thatthe Uortzoon affronted 
us, and we could lie no necrer than South-Eaft j at which rime many ofyour 
company died, imputing the caufe of their Caiencures, Fluxes^ Aches, Scur- 
vie,Feavers, and the like, to the fulphurous heat there, (linking water, rotten 
meat,and worm-eaten BUkecs(in the Torrid Zone,no mans care can better it, 
but in the temperate they all recover and become fweet and nourifhing again) 
But rather I bdeevc, their over-eating themfelves at Mohelia , where they far- 
cinaced their crude ftomacks with unfalted flefh, and gulped downe too much 
Toddy, caufed it i, here our Admirallthrew over-board five and thirty dead 
meu: th eHopcmU, eleven 5 the Starry five: every (hip loft fome,too many if 
God had pleafed. But of in oft note were Harvey Key nett , an expert Matters 
Mate in ihc Statro, Captain e Goo Jail, aJlgood, ifskill in Navigation, huma¬ 
nity, courage, and piety may have itat whofe putting into the Sea (a fpati- 
ous grave) a volley of onrand twenty great Gunns awaked the watery Citi¬ 
zens to fafegnard fuch a Treafure, heaven it felfe at that inftant weeping fo 
abundantly, that I never faw a fadder raine and of leffe continuance. The Ma¬ 
tter of our fhip was removed in to the Vice Admirall , and Capta'me Malim out 
ofthe Bopemll into ours, who alfodied fhortly after, a Sea-man as wife and 
valiant as any other: moft memorable in chat never to be forgot pollicie hee 
us’d in the Levant Seas after a brave fight to fave his men and fhip from fury 
of Lsflgkr Pirats: for whom we may fitly apply that ofthe Prince of Poets.

Orenges, Pomgranats, Pome-citrons, Melons, Suger canes, Limons $ and 
offilh, fowJe, and flefh nowhere penurious: the civic Catts alfo are here 
obtained. Thefe and the people were of late made Haves by EmzrJen-faid 
King (or Vice-Roy rather 3 the Turk commanding him)of Fartacl^ in which 
Aden is builded 5 but expulft by 4 ‘Cugna anno 1507. who made the Snakes 
(the Princely to CaeJfjewjx nd hi (Teat harmlelTe diftatfce: the Portogall free¬ 
ing the miferable Chriftians, by whole help he rais'd a Caftle, planted a Colo¬ 
ny, but by Albuquerque was cafhier’d fiveyeares after, the Merchandife pro¬ 
ving not equivolentto their charges. 

The Inhabitants are true black, the Sunne twice every yeare darting his 
fiery rayes perpendicular amongil: them t. by profeffion they are Chriftians 5 
converted the third yeare after our Saviours paflion, by the ^Ethiopian Eu¬ 
nuch fome lay ; fome fay by Sc .Thomas the Apoftleofthe Orient: their Chur¬ 
ches are built in forme of the CrolTe, like ours: kept fweet and neat, without 
feats and images: they have a Patriarch, whom they reverence, and other of 
the Clergy to whom they duly pay Tythes ; their Feafts and Fafts like ours 5 
the feoiorityare much regarded, humility commanded and commended 5 fe* 
cond Marriages are not allowed, except they had no children, ufe the croffe 
in Baptifme,the other Sacrament in both kinds, and being dead, lament nor, 
but involve them in cleane linnen, and fo bury them that they looke towards 
jerufalem, 

Aden (now,fo neere us) feemes to invite a fmall relation ; It has 12 degrees 
3$ min. North, var. Weft. 19 degrees: Mad<rnaoio\d i A4ana in Califius , Adedi 
and Achanis in Eupokmus : oppofed to Azana , in the Arabian llioare , but 
fiiatchc anno 1458. from the Arabs by the Turks,a ragged obfcure fort of Lo- 
cufts till then, then fwarming and mounting towards Trepizend. 

The road or Bay is none of the fafeft, in the change flowing eight foot wa¬ 
ter ; a S.E. and N.W.Moooe makes a full fea there ; from ‘Bab-m&ttdel ig 
leagues; from Mo ha (old Berenice or Moco rather, a Towne in Arabia Vet red 
after Viol.) two and thirty. Aden is feared low, fulphurioufly (haded by a 
high barren Mountaine ; whofe brazen front fcorching the miferable Towne, 

- yeelds a perfect character of 'Turlqfh bafenelfe. It is a Peninfule, and a good 
way (to get breath) thrufts it felfe into the blufhing Sea; big in circuit:, but has 
not many houfes,nor thofe curious; their outfides difeovering a difeontented 
flavery,the infide fbewes poverty and wretchednefic. A Caftle it has fet neer 
the fea, not to be entred but by a long Darrow differed path or trench; the 
Caftle is very ftrongand lofty,ftrengthucd by fo many rampiers and bulwarks, 
ftored with fo many roring Cannons, as if Mars dwelt there, or that it kept a 
Mammon of treafure, having intruth nothing but iron bullets, armour, and 
miferable raggamuffiaus to defend it: the red Sea (on whofe bancks tis fea- 
ted) borrowes not the name from colour, rather fromfand, which on the 
fhoare and from thebottome has (when Apollo vifltsthe Antipodes) a ruddy 
refleftion : {hall I tell you the feverall names it has; fome fay "tis called red, 
from Erethreus Tonne of Verjeus and Andromida , a Prince (in the worlds ado- 
Iefcedcy) much regarded, from whofe name ( as the Mgean and Icarian) the 
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Sea was named ; and by the Septnagint from'Efu^U fotranflared: otherfome, 
from Edom (Idumea a part of the Defart ^rrf^con fining it) the Sea of Edom-, 
the Hebrewes call it Zuph or Soph, or Mare Algofitm, from Sea - weeds or Sar- 
' gaffoes here abounding: Some Mare Elanixiatm from Mlana a neighbouring 

Port andTowne: and others the Gulph of Mecca and Arabia 5 fiftkious The* 
vet calls it Zocoropb, Bohar Colmn the ArabsyZabata fome,and others Brachia : 
a Sea molt memorable for the miraculous paffage Almighty God gave Mefis 
• and the Ifraelites neere the -S’w^j'.ofold Arjtnoe: and for Solomons fleet at E%ion 
Ceber (or Moha ) thence fetcing out for the gold of Ophyr. To rerurne,when 
the Portugal Is had got Socotora , and a hundred other places in India and Ara-> 
by^ Albuquerque rheir Celias by much adoe anno 1520took Aden, boa fling that 
he was then foie Emperour of India , §>ua villa (faith Ojorius) putabat Indies 
1 mperinmfore[empitermm : Humanum eft errare, or elfe AlbuqtterkjM^A be 
blemifhed; for,in few yea res they not only loft this, but many other Forts of 
greater confequence in India, 

Oflobt r 18 we had the wind pretty faire, Our obfervation that day being 
17 degrees, our longitude 19 from Mobelia ; the wind lefs’ned, and weather 
grew flaming hot3 no Stove or Sudatory exceeding it; it made ns very faint, 
yet having paft through as bad, it feemed lefle torment to us. But Mahomet 
thePerfian Merchant (whofe father Hodgee Suare died in London the yeare 
before) could hold out no longer, a Feaver drawing him through the path of 
Mahomet death; a happy man., iff throwing away the raggs ofMrwmetry^ hee roab’d 
converted, hisfoulc with true faith in Chrift; they fay he call'd upon him, twice happy 
man, if unfaignedly: At his putting into the Sea,tbe Captain honour'd his fu¬ 
neral with the sky rending clamour of foure Culverin fhot, leaving his car caffe 
to the mercy of the Sea an! Fifh, a fure treafurie till the refurreftion. 

The fix and twentieth of 0Bober we found we were got North from the 
iEquinocliall 19 degrees 40 minures and longitude from Mohelia 20 degrees, 
our ftearage at that time South Eaft , che Sea pacifique, the wind moderate, 
but heat ofFenfive: where alfo we had fuch fhoalcs of flying fifties as dark- 
ned the glorious Sunne by their incerpofing multitude; a fifh moft excellent 
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Goa . dcfcri&d. 


in its eyes, which flame like a rolling Dyamond $ the body isequall to a well 
fed Herring, big enough for thofe compiemencall wings (or fins) Nature has 
provided it to avoid the fvsfft chafe of Sea Tyrants, Sharks, AJbieores, Dol¬ 
phins, Bonetaes and fuch as feed upon fmall hfhes; 'but alas! a Scilia in Cha- 
ribdin: no fooner taking the advantage of her wings (imitating a bird 200 pa¬ 
ces a dozen yards high from the face of the Ocean, fo long as fhe keeps moi- 
fture) when an Armado of ftarv’d birds and hawks as readily prey upon them? 
by this, becomming the moft miferable of all creatures, bleft with 2 fhifts 
but neither avail cable, in the water not fo full of bravery as upon the wing, 
yet that becomes the only gin and caufe of her deftru&ion. 

The feventeenth of November, to our comfort we deferied (terra ter ex 
optata ) the coaft of India $ in fifteene degrees latitude , and 3 2 of longitude 
(the ill weather having driven us co Lee-ward many leagues) that very place 
where GoafEarigaza of old) h feared* the braveflr,heftdefended Citie in the 
Orient the Magazcen, refuge,feat of Juftice,of the infolent and gold-thirfty 
Portugal!- The Citie is not vifible to fuch as Navigate in the Ocean, being 
built three houres journey within the land, in Tqfoare, an He of 30 miles cir¬ 
cuit, furrounded by a river ftreaming from the mighty mountaioe Eellaguate. 

GW, is compaft with a ftrong and beautifull wall, proud in her afpiring Tur¬ 
rets, dreadlull in many forts of tormenting Cannons: her ftrength and beauty 
begun from the Decan Emperours, Zahym and i dale an , from whom anno gW 
1 $09 Albuquerque conquer’d it, but agrandiz'd from the Lufitanian; the great 
Buzzar (or Market) is in center of the Towns, richly built, pleafant and ca¬ 
pacious. The other ftreets are (after the Indian mode ) narrow and nafty ; 
the buildings in generall, are fpatious and comly *, dark within, tarraffed and 
futable to the feafons: *tis watered with a delicious ftreame, which (by bene¬ 
volence of the ayre) refreflies the fields, forcing Flora to dismantle *, the gar¬ 
dens be alfofill’d with variety of fweet and eye-pleafing flowers: the whole 
lie abounds with grafle, corne, groves, cattell, fruits, and fuch fence ravifhing 
delights a reafonable man .can require : above 20 littlc Townes are feeneia 
this 30 miles compaffe: In Goa is nothing more obfervable than the fortifica¬ 
tions,the Viceroy and Archbilhops Pallaces,and the Churches: Field peeces 
here are numbred above 300 i the Pallaces are ftreng, of good ltone,furniflit 
within with rich Arras and painting : the Churches of belt rank arc, that de¬ 
dicated to the blefTed Virgin Mother of God, (in which,is kept the bones and 
skull of Saint Thomas the ApoftIe,hoiy Reliques brought joy cares agoe from 
Meliapore by Emanuel Frias at command of lobs, fuccelfour to Emanuel, Kings 
of Portugall.) St. Pauls, Sr. Dominic ^Katherine, Sc. Savior, and others 3 in 
which, are preft downe the bones ofreftlefie Albuquerque, buried in the yeare 
I516 5 of d’Acttgnia, of Don Franeifeo, and that late canonized Chyna St.F ren¬ 
ew Shyuier the Navarrean Jefait, who died anno 15 j2* 4 December, aged $5, 
and rubricated by Pope Gregory 1 5.12 March 1622, when many more were 
Sainted. 

We hafted hence towards SveaUy, judging the worftpaft, the Indian fhoare 
all our way in view us, and the fea every where 20 leagues from land an- 
chorable: But, fore all peace comes from above 3 and mans heart abounds wfh 
vanity; for upon a fudden, the element grew dreadful!, the wind co rore, the 
fea fublime and wrathfull, for three dayes fpace raging incefEntly with fuch 

F fury. 
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fury, that we verily beleeved aTuffon or Hcrocane was begnn,a Tempeft of 
3 o dayes continuance, fo terrible that hou fes and trees arc iike duft afore it, 
many great Ihips having beeneblowae a llioare and (battered 5 once in nine 
yeares k ofes to thunder among them, prefag'd by birds, and beafts who three 
or fourc dayes before itblufter, cry out andrunne under ground for flicker,as 
if an overture of all the world were enfuing: But praifed be God wee were 
deceived, we mill a Tuffon, but noeja fecond difadventure, this ftorme forcing 
a Mallabar Junck, a Pirat in view of us 5 onr Ordnance could not reach them, 
though the longeft Saker we had vomited the fire of defiance at thempvhere- 
by we were forced (in way of honour) to chafe her with Barges man n’d with 
fifty Mufqueciers : But, Vela damm, qnarnvkremige Navis eat. We made too 
muchhafte in boarding her, being entertain'd with fuch ftore of Fire-works 
and Granados, a volley of cruell {hafts; in a word, we were oppofed with fo 
much defperate courage that after fmall hurt to them , wee retreated with 
fhame, the better halfe flaine, hurt, and fealded, our /hips all the while being 
made an unwilling Theater of this Affront, the wind forbidding them to 
retaliate. 

The >2 of November the wind abated, and wee fonnd ground at forty fa* 
domes, many Snakes fwimmiog about our fhips, which (with the waters chan¬ 
ging colour)allured us we were neerethe{hoare (thelaffc ftorme hadpuzled 
us) and footae after we dtfeerned land in 19 degrees 35 minutes latitude, and 
29 in longitude, which by its towring height we knew to be Dabul, and then 
St. I oh a dt vacas, a Towne fubjeft to the Portugall, at the South end efpeci- 
ally mounting in an ambitious piramid of Natures work, named Saint Valen¬ 
tins peafy , the land continuing high from thence to Cundavte , a hill fix 
leagues fhort of Smiley road , a round hillock and bay of importance unto 



The feven and twentieth day of November , we hal'd an Indian pifcidoro 
abord us, never was Antick better habited 5 he told us of many enemies, but 
we werefearelcfie; after long toyle tiding up with ftreame anchors, every 
fixthoure weighing and dropping, in fhort time we got to Chou/ and then 
againft Daman 3 a lovely towne lorded hy the Portugal/*, and confpicuous to 
paffengers; at the North end it has a Caftie large, ftrong and daring; the 
materiall is good white chalky ftone, flanckc with Ordnance and mounted 
high to play at advantage; At the South end we perceived a faire Church, 
with white battlements a top, the houfes of like ftone, ftrong and bcautifnll, 
3 other Templesaffoording joy and pleafure to the heart and eye. The nine 
and twentieth day we got neere the barre at SmUey , and there call Anchor, 
becaufe wee perceiv’d 13 faile of great Ihips, and knew not whether they 
were friends or enemies : the laft day of November we adventured over the 
Barre, twist two boas, in 4fadome water, a hundred paces aftnder, fee there 
to mauifeft the palfage, cither fide without being very dangerous: the Ships 
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at Anchor proved our friends, 6 Ettglifi-y and 7 Dutch , the aioft of them 1000 
Tunne: thofe of our Nation were good men of Warre. The Val[gravs 7 Ex- 
chmgty the William , the BkJJtag^c. each of which (co do them right) feafted 
our Lord Ambafladors with hearty welcome: we rode in 5 fadome (others 
in 9) twixc the {holds and continent. 

The fame day we came to an Anchor in Set alley roade, Nogdi-Ally-kg the 
Fcrfian Ambaflador(Sir Robert Sherkys Antagonist) dyed5 having defperatc- 
ly poifoued himfelfe 5 for 4 dayes, earing only Ophium: the Mary (where he 
dyed) gave him eleven great Ordnance, whofe chundring Ecchoes foiem- 
niz’d his carrying afhoare: his fonne Ebrabim-ckao got him conveigbed to 
• Surrat (io miles thence) where they intombed him, not a ft ones caft from 
TomQoryats grave, knowne but by two poore hones, there refling till the Tom. Cery- 
refurrcftion. at s grave* 

Doubtleffe, ’Nogdiheg had a guilty confcience , hee had very bafely mif- 
behav’d himfelfe in England^ and feared the extreame rigour of Abbas a juft 
(buttoofevexe) Mafter, at no time to bee jefted with in money matters or 
reputation 5 fo as neither his paft good fervice , alliance at Court, skill in _ 
armes, nor brave alpcft , couldaniroatehis defence, affined of moft horrid 
torture: Other mens fufFerings upon lefTe caufc made his feeme more unpar¬ 
donable : in the yeere 1612. a Verjtan Ambaflador at Cofiflmtmopk (for a {Ten¬ 
ting to fuch Articles ’twixt his Mafter and the Grand Seignior i asfeem’d ad¬ 
vantageous to him 3 but odious to the Perjiatt Monarck) was upon his returne, 
beheaded at Cazbyn by command of his inraged Mafter: the conditions were 
indeed difhoaourable, That the Prince of Verjia (hould arrogate no other 
Title but Balhaw of Tauris: that the Verjian (hould pay tribute for Gheylan , 
ycerly 40o bal’sof filk: that the Cadi of Taurk fhould bee of the Turlies 
Ek&ion, 3 tc. which Abbas kick: back to Aehmat with great indignation. Tamos* 
coolibcg alfo came into his mind, who dyed miferably (tho once fecond iu 
Tcijia ) upon fpleene ill grounded by the Kingj and of Turk*fi barbarifme, 
not a few exemplaries, Ebrahim Eajfa^ Cycala , Sysm Eajfa and Najfufy each 
of them in their times fitting at the Sterne, guiding as they lifted the Purkfjb 
greatnefTe, yet ere death cald for them, they were cald for, by precipitating 
ends,fuch as made the remembrance of their pafled glory,relifti the fowrer Sc 
more deformed : and Nogdibeg^ (as we heard the King proteft) if he had not 
prevented it, fhould firft have beeue hackc in peeces, and then in the open 
market place burnt with dogs turds, a perfume pot fetcht from Arabia , 
a ftaineindekble, branding with fharae all his pofterity, Returne we to the 
roade againe. 

SwaSey road is from the ^Equator 20 degrees, and fix and fifty min. North: Swallyraad, 
wefterly variation re. degrees aftl a halfe: longit. from Mohdia 2% degr. at a 
low ebbeic refembles an He, beyond the fands Gaga is eafilydifeovered. 

The firft of December , with fome Pe-unes(or black foot-boyes who can pratle 
feme Englifh) we rock to Sttratjaus Chariot drawn by a Buffolls who by pra- 
ftife are nimble in their trot and well managed^we paft thorow Sw alley Town, 

Ratty (famous for good Toddy) Damkee^ to Surat. Surat is the chiefc factory 
of the Eaft India Marchants, theftation of their Prefident^ at that time one 
Mafter WyU was in that office, a modeft, underftanding Gentleman, to whole 
kind refpeft I owe acknowledgement, and in whofe houfe (the Ettglijb houfe) 
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we had tidings of sultan ferroon's Coronation at Agra, Anno 1617. whofe 
hiftory we will prof acute, after we have view’d the Towne, which may well 
challenge a particular defeription. 

Svrrat , (perhaps fo cald by the Sm-a^hcm Tlinyvhces here^kthat 
old Mu&ris named by Ptol. if my judgement deceive me not: nor am I ig¬ 
norant, Chtwl and Oner are Imagin'd k by Mohliuf and Ramufm^ Town at this 
day great/amons, rich, & populous: nor ay re nc-r foyle agree with Grangers ^ 
the one inflamed by the torridneffe of the Zone, the other Tandy and fulphu- 
reous 5 the Artick Pole is here elevated one and twenty degrees, three mib. 
fubje&in turn to become TAadyr to the burning Sunne, thence to September 
the clouds fhowring continually an infalubrions moyfturc, the wind and 
thunder fo commixing, that no place in rhe world feemes more unhealthy, 
all the other 8 moneths either parching or freezing. Surat is accounted the 
third belt Towne in the Gujarat liingdom^Amadazad Sc Cambay a excelling 
heri from the hift removed fourefrom the other,:wo good dayesjourney all 
now adding kftre to the Moguls rich replendent Diadem. Whether Gujarat 
eompJy with the Greekidiom rSs-Supir, or from Gezarat in Arabick an He, 
I queftion n<x 5 a Province it is fo ufefull to the MoguUyhit his annual! tribute 
out of this one fliire amounts (asMarcbants fay ) to i.oTunne of add Su¬ 
rat is at this day not very ftrongi- neither in feite nor Ordnance ; a roo veere 
agoe Antomo Siherio zPortuguife, with aco men enter’d it, fackt and burnt 
it; a 1000 would now find it a hard enteiprife. It was after that fubiefted to

ter number here, but the Moores command them; they have a native lan¬ 
guage of their owne , but the Ptrftan tongue is underftood by moft , and is 
moft courtly. The Indian Mahometans, are a crafty, cowardly fort of peo-* 
pie, (moft of the great men being either Rajhbeotes or Perfans') yet love to 
go arm'd all day with fword and buckler, bow, arrow es, and daggers,as if they 
flood in danger of fome enemies: their habit is a quilted coat of Calico, tyed 
under the Icftarme, a fmall ihafh upon their head, large ftockings and fome- 
times fan dal Is: in an ordinary garbe are thus refembled.

The other fort of people are MKchintk y Br4min's 3 Geatifes,andPerf<e, With 
whom in order I will tempt your patience ; this firft remembred, that when 
any Ships ride at St* alley (from September to March commonly) the Banniant 
ail along the fea fide pitch Booths or Tents and ftraw Houfes in great num¬ 
bers, where they fell Callicoes, Cheua-fatten, Parcel lan ware, Scrutores or 
Cabbioets of mother of Pcarle, of Ebony, of Ivory, Agats, Turquoifes, He- 


hoc roper, 
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liotropes, Cornelians, Rice, Sugar, Plantans, Arack,8tc. Alfo there is con- 
ftantly many little boyes or pe-unes, who are ready for 4 picc a day { 2 pence 
of our money) to ferve you, either ro interpret, to runne, go arrands or the 
like: they will not eat nor drink with a Chriftian, nor ont of the fame leafe 
we drink our Toddy: the Basfnyan and ocher Indian, Females are feldome 
vifible, their jealous husbands mew them up in darknelfe. Here are Ele¬ 
phants and Horles, but 'ewixt SvcaSey and Surat Oxen do moft labour. The 
moft currant Coynes here and through India , are Pice 3 Mammoodees, Roopees 
and Dynaes 5 the Vice are heavy round peecesof bralTe, 30 of them make our 
(hilling;the Mmmoody and Rotpee are good fiver, round, thick, and (after the 
Saracenic fort who hate Images in Coyne) cover’d with Arabic ^ letters, 
naming the King and Mahomet ; a Mammoody is our Hulling , a Roopee two 
(hillings and three pence, the Dina is gold worth thirty flullings; but spanifls 
Rialls, Piftolecs, and Verfian Larrees, AbafTees an dEttglijb gold (each peece 
in Verfia going for 26 (hillings) goe here alfo. And againe, as I have beene 
told by Merchants, a hundred thoufand Hoopoes make one Leci ^ 3 a hundred 
£^4 make on Crou 3 teuoe Crou (pi Carrots) one Areb: againe, in (liver 14 
Rupees make a Map , 1150 Map make a hundred Tolls 5 tenne Tolls of 
diver value one of gold : in bralTe, thirty Tacks or Vice make one Roopee in 
weights; the Batman is 82 pound Englifh , but fifty five of their pounds, the 
Maivnd is as much; Howbeie, as in Verfia , the Matvndsbaw and Tabriz, differ, 
and as our Troy and Haverdepois are not the fame; fo in all parts of the 
world where wealth and rraffick is, arefuch diftinguifhments: in a word, the 
Bannyans (as crafty the proverb goes, as the divell) by a moderate outfide 
and exceffe in fuperftition, make many well minded fimple men lofe them- 
fclves, when by a heedleffe ftupid admiration of their fincere hypocrifie they 
intangle them Pelves by crediting their fugred words in way of trade or com¬ 
plement, baits pleafingly fwalloived when wee contemplate their tem¬ 
perance. 

The Bannyans (or Vanyans ) are tawny of comp!cxion,faire fpoken, crafty, 
and above meafurc fuperditions; they let their haire grow long, their head 
is covered with a fmall wreath or (hath for the mod part white; their habit 
a long coat orveft of white quilted Callico of the Dalmatick fort • their 
(hooes are variable in colour and falhion; fome checkerd ajidingraled in ele¬ 
gant order, wrought to each mans ingenious fancy; with out k tehees, (harp 
and turning up at the toe, thinfol'd , high heeld , furrounded with fteele, 
fad and durable: The women are whiter than the men, yet want the fan- 
gum e mixture to adorae them,which they fupply by Art, there being found 
the bed vermilion : they weare their haire long and difheveied; part obfeu- 
redby a fine thin Lawne , by whole tranfparency it feeraes more lovely 
their eares, nofes, a’rmes, and legs, are(oaden with many voluntary rings and 
fetters of BrafTe, Gold and Ivory; their behaviour is filently modeft, butfull 
gorg d with libidinous fantafies and didempers. Marriage is. fo honored that 
they conrra& at 7 commonly, and at xo yeeres old are often parents ; but if 
an infant die ere he be married, the parents of him that dyed procure fome 
virgin or other (to whom they give fome Dynaes of Gold in lien of Ioyn- 
aure)to be his bedfellow one night, to avoid the reproach full proverb he 


Poligamy 
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Pofigamy is odious among them, in which rdpeft they ceafe not to villi- 
fie Mahmitans as people of an impure foule, and ftufc with turpitude; yea, 
iu this they paraleli theAnrick Romans, who (as Tacitus MarccUin^ and Ter- 
tuUtan tell us) lb hated Digamy (both in enjoying two wives atone time, 
and being twice married) as no Holocauft was ever offred, no holy fire lookt 
unto by fuch, nor fuch as iffued from fuch parents- Their Funeralls are of 
the old fkamp (recorded by Cnrtiw) facring the corps to afhei in a holy fire, 
compounded of all forts of coftly woods and Aromatick fpices : the wife al£b 
(in expectation to enjoy her husband 'mongft incomparable pleafures) inve- 
lops her dainty body with the mercileffe flames } for which kindne (Telhe ob- 
taines a living memory. Their Pricfts are called Bramyni or Brdchma»i\ fuch 
as in old times from their qn alley, were nam’d Gymno-f$phi i as Porphirhfs the 
great Platoniftin his 4. lib. de abfliuen , ab efu carnhim dilates concerning 
them, and thus. If by difeent be continued conftant to his ftudy and con¬ 
templation., he then attained great /Eftimation, and your Tittle Bracktnau, 

if 
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if he fought this degree by eleftion, he was feven yeares (fayes Bar defaces of 
Babilon) ftiled Cdamtt and Samanam^ and then by chat other Nemenda¬ 
tion 5 of all forts of Philofophers thefe were held moft excellent , and con- 
templacivc. Tertulltan cals th cm gloria animalia 3 Apollomai fayes, they were 
and were not earthly; their thoughts fo tranfccndcnt,as if they wereravifiic 
by the fweetnefle of chat harmony the rolling Orbs in an exact diapazan fend 
forth in their forced Motion. Their imaginatio flew beyond nature ,beleiving 
that this Fabrick of tbeinferiour world was treated of nothing, and made 
fphericall , yetfubjeft to dilfolucion; that it bad an efficient caufe, it being 
unable to forme it felfe, and that that caufe is the commander of nature. 
Our byrth to be no other, then a quick conception, perfeded by death, 
which is the true Nativity of the foule, and entrance to immortality. A 
Tenent however oppugned by the StPicks^ yet by thefe Bramyns from the 
Tradition of the 7 > /je#/.v ; obfemtioa ofcorne,and the like, was fo maintained 
that from hence arofe that magnanimity of C alarms the Bramyn , who to 
in joy it burnt himfelfe in fight of Alexander . Bnt, how they have (by over¬ 
ture of them wits and country,) forgot thefe and broachr new opinions, 
more fantaftick and rediculous. I fhall gleane a little out of that their mafle 
ofconfufion, and dedicate it to your attent patience. 

. The Bannym religion at tbisday, is of thefe Tenencs. That the whole 

theTamy frame or ^ of che world had a beginning, created by a God ofimmenfe 

ms ” y " po wer s ecernall and provident: that after he had made man,to affociate him 

created woman to fimpathize infimilitude of body ,and difpofitioa. Thefe 
be named ‘Pohtoxs and Parcouty , a coople fo ionnocent, and contented, 
that they had no ill thoughts, but fed only upon herbs and fruitnot touche 
ing ought had bloud or life in it. From this chaft couple fprung two couple 
of boyes, the Emblearns of the foure complexions, Bramnion t Cutlery 
Shuddery , and Wife. Of different conftiturions, Bramon melancholy .Cuttery 
chollerick, sbudddery flegmadek; and mfih ngniu : Each affe&im, his fe- 
verall calling. The firft a Prieft, the fecond a Warrior, the third a Mer¬ 
chant- the laft a Pefant. 

Brammon the. Prieft (from whom che Brahman have their title , and not 
from Abraham and Kit nr ah , as Voftellus thinketh)was commanded ( faves 

t0 traveliEaft to finde a wife; it being re¬ 
vealed to him, that God had formed foure women for him and his brethren 
on whom to propagate; (for the rcafon they had no fibers to generate 

f£° n fiLh S 'i beca ft“ff :(o A ? ure , aQd ho > a racc 33 *ey> fconJd not difeend 
from filthy Ineeft.) After long and tedious .pilgrimage and much prayer,

WG0 andma «yed: this Lady Savatree proved 
the mother of a holy generation. Cattery was fent weft to find his mate 

hisfword mshand, habited after Ms nature, all the while fretting for wane

afarreoff one camming towards him, equally inflamed with imnadence 
without much complement, they forthwith availed each other with fuch 
firry andfo much bravery, that the firft dayes fight the vEftory was not to be 
decided; nextday,they renew their courage, giving and receiving wounds' 

infen fibly, 
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infenfibly , till in conclusion Cuttery grnpled, and feiz’d Toddicajfrcs by the 
rreflesofherhaire, but iaftcad offubjeftiagher, is (by the frefh out breaking 
of her beauty ) captivated; yet after fubmiffion and repentance for his rage 
againft fuch an earthly Angel], fhee is reconcil’d, and from them the Weft 
fwarmed with a generation of Radiaes and Souldiers. shuddety the third 
fonne of Tourous and Varcout) , cravell North] in equall hope to find his Mi- 
firefle^ farre he went and many ftrange adventures patted thorow and Gjw,wic- 
nefle that rock of Diamonds he alight on, many of which (as any other Mer¬ 
chant would have done) he carried along with him, enamoured of their luftre 
and fparkiing excellencies: till at l 3 ft he alfo met Vifagu&dahjft hom he foone 
woone, being of a tradable fweet nature and condition, (as be all the Bannyan 
daughters descended from her) and of her begot fo many Tonnes, that the 
North quickly became pregnant and inhabited. Now come we to Wyfe (the 
fimpkftofSir Pourousfo nnes) a man ofmuch plaine honefty and comport¬ 
ment. Southward goes hee, having ftrange intelligence that his female was 
thereabouts, whom (after he had paflTed feven Seas (the breadth and way is 
concealed in the Shafter )and built him a faire ManGon, whither Iejunogundah 
(his future wife)came to admire fo rare a ftrufturejhe law her,Sc not knowing 
how to court her, is o'recome with Loves paffion 5 but long time is rejected 
and thought bafcly of, till (by divine providence) fh.ee is molliSed and made 
toyeeld, upon condition, hee ftiould build many Pagods or Idols for Gods 
worftiip,and adore piftures under greene Trees and under Arbours, which to 
this day,his pofterity obfervc ceremonioufly. Thus from thefe two the South 
was filled with meet anick men,and fuch as pra&ize tillage and husbandry. 

When thefe foure young men had fpent fome ycares in thofe contrary 
quarters of the world, whither Fate had directed them. All fonre becam equal- 
lymindfull of their firfthome, defirous to viGe their aged parents, not oncly 
to propagate there alfo, and furni/h that MeditaJJium of the earth, but alfo to 
recount their memorable fortunes aud adventures. After much circumftance 
andtoile they arrived at the place from whence they came, each ofthem at¬ 
tended by a uoope of their owne younglins: tis in vaine to decipher the joy 
and mutuill embraces twixt them and their aged Parents, revived by this good 
hap from the benumming Froftofold age 5 as alfo the reciprocall kindneffe 
and love amongft the 4 Travellers, a dull fenfe may eafily comprehend, it was 
without all mixture ofdifcocent or malady. Notwithftanding,to fhew,no fum- 
mum bomm can be had in this life, in proccffe of time (the iffue of thefe foure 
multiplying) the world began to Iofe her virgin purity and candor 5 difeord, 
pride, and rapine mingling amongft them, whereby all brotherly love was 
layd afide,and no appearance now but of violence Sc volupcuoufnefR; Bramou 
growes idle and carelefTe in his devotion. Cuttery becomes infolent and afpi- 
ring, regarding neither the venerable advice 8c admonition of his Parents, nor 
the dignity 0 xBramon his elder brother, shuddtry alfo invents deceit, nor re- 
gaediag juftice nor equity, but delights in cheating his other brethren. Wyfe 
alfo growes unthrife in a good conference, banifhing his innate honefty to en¬ 
tertain e ryot: For which, his cruell brother Cuttery domioeeres and makes 
an AfTeofhim , impofing fuch taxes and burdens on that filly Countryman, 
that Wyfe is now the ohj eft of cafiiecred ryot, and the abjeft of his Lordly 
broth erpviio alfo picks a quarell with shuddery i and admits not of any recon- 
% G dilation. 
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riliation,tiIhhe poore Merchant had fatisfiedhis Avarice with halfe his ftore^ 
fo that fuch hare and feare grew among# ’em, that all their Defignes are in¬ 
volv’d in a dark Chaos ofconfufion. But though deceit, ryot, and tyrannic 
fway a while, an all- feeing Majefty fits above, who in his owne time retaliates 
in the extremity of juftice.And fo it now hapnedrfor upon a Hidden, when they 
were moftbufied in their villany and leafl dreame of account 9 God roab’s 
himfeife with clouds and flafhes tcrrour, whereat the Teas multiply their noife, 
and fwellfo formidably, that they threaten an univerfall deluge and deftru- 
aion : In the interim the amazed people are confounded with fuch horrible 
cracks of thunder, and fuch thick flafhes of flame and lightning, chat the en- 
t rail es of the earth feemedto gafpe and quake with t err our and feare .* which 
done, in a moment the fea breaks ore her bounds, and fweepes away in eter¬ 
nal] darknelfe and fllence all creatures on the earth, purging away that nafty 
fmellofrheir late wickednefleand pollution. 

But God who delights in Mercy, and grieves at any mans confufion,repents 
him of his fcvcricy 5 and rcfoJvcs againe to furnifli the earth with & new gene - 
ration of men repleat with more purity, mercy and perfection. To which end 
he defcendSj and upon a very high raountaine called MeropurbateS commands 
Brea™ to rife up,who (though cill then not created>beyed and worfhipped 
his Maker. In like fort at two other calls, came up Viflrny and Kuddcry, who 
performed eqaall obeyfance. Bremaw (to avoyd floath) has power to 
create all other creatures. Vffiney has order given to preferve them ■ and Rud- 
dtry has ftrength to mafiacreand beGods executioner by way ofdeath.plague, 
famine, difeafes, warre,or the like. And according to this appointment, thefc 
three new created Lords performe and regard their particular affaires,to each 
of them a fet period of time being alotted to Jive on earth. Bremaw at the end 
of the lecond Age in a fiery chariot was elevated. Viftney ftayes double his 
time and then departs, leaving the iffue to Rudder y, (at the end of three rimes 
fo long commorancej to deftroy the world,and to tran flare the foules of good 
men into a garden of moft ravifhing delights and glory. But ere this were ac- 
comphfhed,1c Is fit to acquaint you that ho wRrcmow came to furnilh the earth 
with more Inhabitants. _ The Shaffer or cheir Cabalifticall Thalmud tells us 
that as Bremaw was ruminating how to aft ir,fuddenly he fell intoa trance and 
upon recovery felt his body troubled beyond meafure, purporting foroe’im- 
mediatc chance or alteration. Nor did his thoughts deceive him * forloe

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where they fo generated,that they quickly peopled each their quarter. Which 
done, God perceiving the heart s of men eaclmed to vice and ad forts of vile- 
neffe, to give them directions how to live vercuoufly and avoyd temptation, 
he left heaven a while and alighted on the high Mount Ueropurbatte whither 
he call'd Brmaw, to whom hee fpake many things outofa dusky dark cloud 
©r mift* now and than flafhing fame glimpfes of his Majefty 5 acquainting him 
why he deft rov'd the firft world, their finnes provoking him^ and now defi* 
rous he was* never to doe fo againe: and to that end deliver d Bremaw a Book 
(the Shatter by name) fill’d with excellent ftories, divided into three I rafts, 
dedicated to the three great Gifts or Tribes: the firft containing Moral! pre¬ 
cepts: the fecond, the ceremonies of their Worflup: the third, adivifionor 
them into three, with peculiar notes and inftruCiionsto each Caft or Tribe. 

Their Morall law fread and taught them by Bremaw out of the Shafier) has 
eight commandemenrs. 

1. Thou (halt not kill nor deftroy any living creature s for thou and it are 
both my creatures. 

2. Thou fhalt not finnein any of thy five fenfes: thy eyes not beholding 

vanity: thy eares to be ftopt in hearing evill: thy tongue not to utter any fil- 
thinelTe: thy pallat hating wine, fle{h,and all other vive things: thy hands ab¬ 
horring things defiled. * . 

3. Thou (halt duly performe the fee times of devotion, praying, warning, 

elevating, proftrating,&c. 

4. Thou (halt not He nor diflemble. 

5. Thou {halt not be hard hearted, but helpfull to others. 

6. Thou (halt not oppreffe nor tyrannize. 

7. Thou fhalt obferve cercaine Feftivalls and fafting dayes.* 

8. Thou flialt not fteale. 

Thefe eight precepts are fub-divided into foure: each of the foure old 
Caftsretaining them. Beamon and Shuddery, Ae* the Braminy and Bamyan are 
tyedtomoftfevere and ftrift obfervance in the decorum of their worlhip. 
Cuttery and Wyfe .le. the Juftice and Labourer agree in theirs. From whence 
thePrieft and Merchants (appropriating the firft and fecond to themfelves) 
are more fuperftitious,than the two other Cafts of Souldiers and Mechanicks, 
who aflame a great liberty in meats and wine. Notwithftanding, all ofthe hi 
beleeve the Metempfychofis of Pythagoras^ whofe conceits we will parallel by 
and by with thefe Bannyans. In this place drawing your judgement to a re¬ 
membrance of wii 3 t is already relared: wherein, we may perceive the delufi- 
on Sathan charmesthem with, whofe cuftome it ha? ever been to ereft to him- 
felfe worfhip and Idolatry in fome things (to make ’em more authentically co- 
heriog with the Story of our Bible, and in imitation of the Jewes: and that 
this Cabala or shajler of the Baanyans is a depraved Story of the Bible, either 
obrain'd by fome Jewes, fnch time as Solomon traded to Ophyr (neere thefe 
parts) or from the father of lyes, who peradventure did di&ate it for his fer- 
vants. For in the sbaJltr s Cp eaking ofthe Creation of the world out ofa Chaos , 
and forming of Boutons andParcouteeCucceffiveiy: who is fo blind that fees not 
the making of Adam and Eve : the other ofthe Creation (delivered by Mofes') 
Ihadowed in’t: the univerfall deluge and deftru&ion of mankind pointing out 
that of Noah .‘'By Brtmaws receiving the Law from God (tn a dark cloud and 
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lightning; upon the high Mount Meropurbatee, *tis doubtlefle from Mo fes his 
being on Mount Syria in Arabya , where was given the Decalogue for the Is¬ 
raelites inftruflion. And in Bremrns departure from earth to heaven,is meant 
the tran flat ion of Elias. 

The Bannyans arc commanded (as in moft hotCountriesin all other Pa^an 
Religions is obferved) to wafh often. Firft.dawbing their naked bodies with 
dirtandmud (the Em bl earn of finne) then, diving three times in the water 
their faces to the Eaft^fhaking a. few grain es of Rice as a Thanksgiving to that 
dement for purging them: A three-fold ducking and tripartite tfired is hung at 
Three holes in a (tone about the neck, the Rice fixed in their forehead each 
morne in an unguent of red painc, is a Symbol of Baptifme: Their turning 
totheEaftjin memory ofthc judgement and creation , and to adore the Sun 
and Moone, in that they cake them to be Gods eyes, full ofpurity, heat and 
nurture. But this their attending the hiufhingSunneachisarifing,the eleva¬ 
tion of their hmds, murmurs,plafhing the water in Magick order, "diving, wri¬ 
thing and aiding other promifeuous foperieB, hearechem condemned by a 


lab 31,26. neighbour of theirs lob , that patient Edomite. If I beheld the smm when it 
7,8. fined, or t he Moone walking in brightneffe, and my heart hath been fecretly inti- 

ced } or my mouth hath kfjjed my hand: this alfo were an iniquity to be punifhedby 
the Judge, for ifhouldthereby have denied the God which is above . And by the 
Pfd 44 4 1. Pfalmift, If wee have forgotten the Name of our God i and holden u p our hands to 
any firange god , fhaUnot God (who knowes the fecrets of the heart'd 


But above all, their horrid Idolatry to Pagods (or Images of deformed de¬ 
vils) is moft obfervable: Placed in Cbappels moft commonly built under the 
Bannyan Trees (or that which Linfchot call’d Arbor deRays or rree of roots 
SuW'al. Ral. improperly f icus Indicrn) a tree offuch repute amongft ’em that 
they hold it impiety to abufe it, either in breaking a branch or ocherwife ’ but 
contrariJy adorne it with Streamers of filk and ribbons of all colours. ’The 
Pagods are ofTundry forts and refemblances, in fuch foapeas Satan vifibly ap- 
peares unto them : ugly faced, long black haire, gogl’d eyes, wide mouth, a 
forkea beard, hornes and ftradHag, mifhapen and horrible, after the old filthy 
forme of Van and pridpm* 7 

Under thefe holy Trees they fit and afloate their Idolatrous devotion : 
there they pay their Tythes and OfFriogs/here receive the facred unflion and 
tpnnkhngsof lundry colour dpowders: there theyperfonnetheir ceremo¬ 
nies, which they denotateby the wooden found of a little Bell: there they 
repeat their Onzons.make Proceflions.rinptheir BeNs.fina and np^rm. 
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Gunner: the married, upon Hurmountfa c. Moreover, they effect Pilgrima¬ 
ges to rivers,efpedal!y Gonga (Ganges) more venerable then any other jin that 
they fay Bremaw frequented it,and chat it has (at Sib a where it fprings out of a 
rock)aheadin forme ofa Cow their belovedldoJ: wherein they walhofi,and 
thereby fuppofe themfelves purified fromfinne (and durt: ) andinrequitall 
enrich her womb with Gold and Jewels, hoping to thrive the better, especi¬ 
ally when they die to have their mouthes madefied with a drop of that water 
of the terreftriall Paradife. 

In Baptifme, the Priefts children and Marchants (that is to fay Bramios 
andBannyans) aooynt with Oyle, and elenfe by water. The other prophaner 
fort, the men of warre and manifadures have on ely water, with the point of-a 
pen oppofed to their forehead, aswifhing that God will write good things 
there,to which the company fay Amen . Their Marriages (as I have faid) are 
at (even yeares old, and ifany die unmarried, they conclude him in limbo ; fo 
that oft times they marry them, when dead, afore they be buried: the Marri¬ 
age ceremonies are not many nor frivolous; the Boy riding about the Towns 
attended with all the little ones that can ride, roab’d with Jewels,Scarfe$,&c. 
one day. And th e Mayden Bride the next with a like trayne of dainty virgins 
no lelfe richly attired, the Brideand her Husband knowne from chereft by 
their Crownes and Coronets, celebrated by many Kettle Drummes, Trum» 
pets, Pageants, and the like; the Bride has nomoney Portion, they hold it 
contemptible; onelyfome Jewels and Dinaes of gold, fuch as they that day 
are attired with. I dare not faythofe Dinaes are thofe EAets or Marriage 
gifts mentioned by Homer 9 Uyad, Suydasguz. Th e Wedding is thus, a fire is 
interpos’d, intimating the purity and heat of their affeftions : afilken firing 
circles both their bodies as the Hyerogliphic or bond of Wedlock; then a 
Jinnen cloath is put betwixt them,in token that rill then they were unknowns' 
to one another in nakedndfe. This done, the Bramyn blafies them, prayes 
that (he may prove as gentle and fruitful! as a Cow, the cloath is tome away, 
the firing untyed, and they are one an others |ever after. Alfo they never 
marry out of their owne Cafts or Tribe: as Bramiusthe daughters of Bramyns: 
Cutterys, the daughters of Cutterys: Shudderys Shtdderys ; and Wyfer not 
onely lo, but alio compere in their owne Trades: asTayIers,the daughters of 
Taylers; Barbers, Barbers daughters See. 

In ficknefle they call upon Marrawn (an Epithiteof Godjcxpreffing mercy. 
If they perceive he is going the way of all fiefli , tbfcft they expand his hand, 
and moyfteo ir with holy water, the water of Ganges % when he isdead they 
wafh the car caffe and carry it filently to the water fide, where they utter two 
or three words to that element, then burne his body in fweet wood or fpices., 
which as earth mixes with the corps, and throwing the alhes into the River, 
theythinkthey have given every Element his peculiar due , and fo depart 
home well fatisfied forthwith. The Priefts prefent his fonne the roll of his 
deceafed fore-fathers, and bid him fulfill the ceremonial! law of deploring 
for ten dayes, neither ufing his wife, laughing, eating Opium nor Betele, put¬ 
ting on no cleaue cloathes nor oyle on’s head, but that day moneth for that 
yeate ever after make a feaft, and pay a complenrentallvific ro that River,that 
drunk his Fathers alhes. Oft times the wife (to exprefie her love) incenerates 
her felfe at that time her Husbands body was incendiated. They affeft no fe-

cond marriages, the Rakaes and Wyfes excepted. Now the reafon why they 
burne their dead,is either in imitation of thofe recorded by theProphet Amos 
6 . io. or in way of pitty and piety, left the enemy fhould offer it villany; or 
if buried, it would ftink (an improper thing in a Bannyan) and fopntrifie the 
graffe and make Kine unhealthy: befides, out of their carcaflcs would iffue 
wormes, who would ftarve when the dead body was confumed,a finne un¬ 
pardonable. 

The Braminy or Friefts (to fpeake in common) are of 82 Cafts or Tribes, 
the Vert at s are of higher note and fewer: their habit is a girdle of an Anti¬ 
lops skinne tied about their middle, a thong of the fame hide from the necke 
to the left arm e, and elfe where naked 5 forae of them weare a threefold rhred 
from the right fhoulder to the left armeasabadgeof their profeffion and in 
memory of the 3 fonnesof the fecond creation. 

The Catteries are more prophme;men of warre,fhedders of blood, flefh- 
eaters, and libidinous, they arc for the greater part called Rajas or Kings; 
have fix and thirty Cafts among themfelves, from fome of which none of 
them butisdefeended: of thefe, are theTribes of Bodtpachaes 3 fome Chaw- 
sh , fome Sottnhges, fome Vaggdaes 3 and fome far amors ; of long times 
owners of Indojtant , till Aladin. a pat a#. King of DeUy 3 wrefted Guz>zarat 
from them, and fince then, moft is taken away by the iffue of Tamerlange ; at 
this day they call themfelves Rafbpootes (or fonnes of Kings) and live law- 
leffe to the Moores, the chiefe of which at this day are Rana Radgee Mardout , 
Radga Snrmul-gee 3 Rasa Benwjhaw, Mahobet-chan , Radia Barmulgee, Radge* 
Ramnagar , Radgea look', IeJJiagh 3 Tz,etterjing 3 and Mattfnigh 3 &?- 

The Shudderyes or Baanyansare MetchantSj and (contrary to their name, 
which fignifics harmlefle) are the moft crafty people throughout India. Full 
of flegmatick feare and fuperftition: they are indeed very mercifull, grieving 
to fee other people fo hard-hearted to feed upon fifli, flefh,Raddifh,and fuch 
things as have life or any refemblance. They will not kill a Loufe, Flea, or 
Kakaroch, or the like for loco pound ; but contrariwife buy their liberty of 
fuchSaylers as of necdficy muft crufh them: yea, they have Hofpitallsfor 
old,lame,fick,or ftarved creatures, birds,hearts,Cats, Rats, or the like, and 
have no worfe men to over fee them than the Vnfhelans , the greateft and heft 
refperted forts ofBrammins of allCafts whatfoeventhey are oOpythagords do¬ 
minating not only in beleevmgthe Metempfychofisoftbefoule of each man 
into abeaft: as for exam pie, the foule ofa drunkard and Epicurefinto a Swine, 
the luftfull and inceftuous into Goari and Dogs ; the diffemblers into Apes, 
Crocodiles, and Foxes: the Jazie into Beares, the wrathful! into Tygers, the 
proud into Lyons, the bloudthirfty into Wolves, Ounces, Snakes; theper- 
jur'd into Toads, and the like .* but the foules of good men, abftemious, pitti- 
tiill-and courteous, into Kine, Buffalaes, Sheepe, Storks, Doves, Turtles s &c. 
An opinion memoriz'd by Ovid 15 Met amor. 

Heu (quantum fcclus eft in vifccrc vifeera condi, F lejh fed with ffcjbj oh what impiety , 

Thy greedy corps with corps to fat t hereby , 

One living thing to live by others death : 

'Ohjpare! I warne you 3 to dijhtrhe the breathy

The conclufion is, that all thefe 4 Cafts in time grew fo impious and un- 
thankfully that 'God commanded Rnddery to command a blaft of wind to 
fweep away this wretched generation, which accordingly he did; that tem¬ 
ped: raging fo violently that the mountaines and rocks were hurled to and 
fro like daft or cenaif-balls,the Teas out of their courses Ganges out of her 
holy channell, wherein all (Cave a few honed men and women left to reple- 
liifh 1 perifhed; this was the fecond confufion. Soone after, God gave them 
a Kins propagate from the feed of the Bramyss cald Oncer at, who begat Ram, 
a King fo famous for pietv and high attempts, that to this day his name is ex¬ 
ceedingly honoured, fo that when they fay KamRame, Vis as if they fhould 

fay, all good betide you. ■ 

But to fhew the imbecillity of mans nature, his weak condition and frailty: 
in procrife of time the world again grew abominable and treacherous: fo that 
Ruddery commands the earth to open and fwallowdown quick thofe ungodly 
wretches -a few excepted,who the third time peopled the earth with humane 
inhabitants, and then (as Rrmaw had formerly) Vifmy the mediator of mer¬ 
cy attended into heaven, leaving cruell Ruddery to over rule this age of Iron, 
at rhe end of which he alfo fhallbe rapt into paradife: thefe 4 ages they call 
Curtain, Duauper, Tetrajoo and Kolee. . 

Touching rhe laft Tudgemenr, they hold it fhall be more dreadfull than 
the of her; theMooneto look blood red, the Snnne to fhed his light like 
purlino brimftone, an nniverfall flafhing of fire, with loudeftthundring; 
then a flammy redneffe will orefpread the heavens, and the 4 Elements (of 
which the world confifts ) fhall maintaine a dreadfull fight fo long, fo fiercely 
one againft another, that at laft all (hall be revolved into a dark confufion : 
the foules of fuch as were good men, Rstddery will tranfport to heaven, the 
wicked perifii; but the bodies of both rife no more, being too incredulous of 

therefuneftion. # 

Now albeit thefe people in a continued feries of wilfuloefle and ignorance 
beleeve that their Shafer or Cabala was immediately from God, yet that it is 
wholly ^rounded upon tradition, and patched out of many Hiftories, Iewifh 
and Gentiiifme J have already fhewed what is in imitation of the Holy Scrip¬ 
ture and from the rule and pradife of other Nations: and we may adde, rhat 
their burning the dead, is borrowed from the 6 of Amos ro. their marriage 
after death from Cerinthus and Marcyon, old hereticks who ufed to baptize 
after death in cafe they were not pre-baptiz’d; the chred tripartite hung about 
their neck is a miftcrions denotation of the Trinity; rice and painting in their 
forehead is not only as a fymboleof Baptifme, but in imitation of the Starre 
Rempham fixed in the brow of the IdoU Moloch , or of Ini. C<efar , who had one 
in his forehead as an embleme of immortality. And alfo, let us fee in how 
many things they concurre with the rules of Pythagoras (to this day famous 
amon^ them). Thefe Rrmins or Bannyans in their fchcoles and other places 
5 afFeft 
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affefk filence: for 5 yecrcs are not fuffered to fipeake in the Schooles; under¬ 
hand one another by dumb fignes in moft things; adore toward the Sunne; 
honor ADgels 5 obferve a Munday Sabbath 5 abftaine from fecond marriages, 
(fome from the firft) a£fe£t white garments, loath coughing, fpicting and the 
like, forbearefwearing and blafphemy, (hun pleafures, drink water, beleeve 
the tranfmigration of mensfoules into beafts, offer inanimate facrihces,deny 
the bodies refurrehio,hate to touch a pot or cup with their mouth,but rather 
powre the liquor in at a good diftance, reverence Elders,eat nor drink with 
men of other religions, ufe waftiings much, touch no uncteane thing and ma¬ 
ny other, in nothing differing with the Pithagereans , as may be gathered 
out of Iofephuj} Sty das , Philo , Laertius and other writers. 

Having tyred out your patience with this Soft; for variety fake,turne wee 
to another fort of Gentiles in Sun at & Guz&urat the Per fees yi people defen¬ 
ded out of PerJ/a 3 banifht hither (to avoid Mahomkry'Sc drcumcition) upon 
the death of valiant lezdgird the Perjtan King, Anno Dam . 6; 5. or thereabouts; 
- whofe life and do&rine (as it is gathered from the Daroo or Priefts of this fe£t 
by Mailer Lord a worthy Minifter 3 for fome yeeres refident in the Factory 
of Surat) I will epitomize, that we may move (after this repofe) onward in 
our travailes. 

Religion of Into India I fay thefe Pcrfees came, (fitch time as Omar the fecond Chaliph 

the Perfat , after Mabimet had fubj efted Perftd) i n 5 Juncks from fajguez, fayling to Surrat , 
where after fome treaty with the Raicas and Bannyans they got entertain¬ 
ment and leave to exercife their owne religion. A religion deduced from 
the raigne of Gufiaph Ring of Per fa Anno Mundi 3500 , and before our Sa¬ 
viours Incarnation 500 yeeres, written in their Zundavajlasp (or law Booke) 
in this manner. 

Such rime as Gu/fajfi (the 14 Kiog of Terjra from Kuyomarrax. , by fome, 
thought Naah) fwayed the Imperial 1 Scepter of that famous Monarchy : It 
chanced that Effmiaman and Vodoo two poore people, man and wife fChynats 
by nation, lived long together in a good report, but without Fortunes blef- 
fings, in eftate or children ; howbeit, at Dodooes earneft requeft, 3fonne was 
given her who in his conception promifed (by fome rare and fearfull dreames 
the mother hatched) great matters, not only to the aftonifhment of his fim- 
ple parents but amazement of the China Ring, who (out of jealoufie and diC- 
pofition to credit any report) fought to prevent all events by killjng or poy- 
foning him: but (to fhew a fuperior power fwayes us and never miffes to ac- 
complifh its defignes tho by man never fo much oppugned) nothing could 
do him harftie^for fearing his parents ruine, and to eafe the Ring of his feares, 
they all confenc to give China a farewell, and feek a fecurer abode in a region 
more remote, and where they might more freely meditate. 

' Ear re they Travelled, fa w many rare things, paft over many great rivers on 
foot, foiZirtoojl (fo was this young prophet named) turned them by a trick 
that he had into folid Ice, and after thawed them at his pleafure and many 
rare adventures found, (all which are to be left out, in that religion is the 
marke we fhootat) not flaying long in any place till they arrived in Perfat 
where they relied and intended to fettle: Zerfooji (as all good men ufe to 
doc) fpent moft of his rime in meditation; and on a time efpecially, cbfer- 
ving the diforder of mens living, forrow overcame him, and a defire to re¬ 
forme 
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forme them totally pofleffed him: but finding the place he was in not folitary 
enough or fit for revelations, away he goes, not refting till he came into a 
dark valley,furrounded and obfcured by two lofty mountains,there he inge¬ 
minates his filcnt munnures, with dejefted eyes, ere&ed hands , and knees 
bended, whenloe, a glorious Angel!, whofe face was more corufcant than 
the Sunne, falutes him thus, Hayle, Zertooji , a man of God, what wouldft 
thou ? he ftraic anfwers; The prefence of God, to receive his will, to inftruci: 
ray nation: his prayer is granted, his body purged; his eyes fealed; till being 
paft the Element of fire and higher orbes, he is prefented afore the fupreame 
Majefry, arrayed with fuch refulgent glory, that (till he had Aogells eyes put 
into his head) he could not gaze on fuch a daz'ling excellency : there, he re¬ 
ceived hislawes (noplace but heaven will ferve cofetchPhilofophy, as La - 
trtim writes of Socrates ) uttered by the Almighty (whofe words were in- 
compaft with flames of fire ;) fuch lawes , fuch fecrets, as fome of them are 
not fit to be promulgated. Being upon his departure, he defires of God,that 
hemtehc livefo long as the world indured , that in that protrafthee might 
the eafier make all people on the earth imbrace his do&rine: God pieties his 
fimpliciry and in a mirrour fliewes him the .alteration of times , the villany 
of Lucifer, the mifery of mao, and many other rarities fnch as quite akred 
his firft defircs; fo that, when he had worfhipped, he takes his Zundavaftaw 
or Book in’s left hand, and fomeceleftiall Fire in s right, and by Baha- 
man Vmfhaufyan the forefaid Angell (who.cleft the Ayre with his gol¬ 
den wings) is fet downe in that fame valley where the fpiric found him. 

Zertoofi (by this time a man of great experience) armes himfelfe againft all 
difafters and temptations, and bidding his Hermitage farewell, travells home¬ 
ward, ro publifli his law and joy his too long affiifted parents: Satan (who all 
this while Jookt afquintat ^/-/^/determinations) intends tofeduce him, 
and after aflipre excufe for his rude intrufion , procefts himfelfe his unfained 
friend,•affuring him the Angell had deluded him 3 that God hated his novel! 
indeavors 5 that if he had loved him , he had not fo foone fo willingly parted 
with him, that his denying him to live rill the day of doome, argued Gods 
negleft of turn 5 that his travaile to reclaims the world was in vaine, mens 
minds fo doated upon freedomeand vanity; that his booke was ftaft with 
lies, and in publifhing it great lhame and peril! fhould betide him : that his 
fire, was a m ercileffe Element, rediculous and of fmall ufe ia thofe hot regi¬ 
ons. And in conclufion , if he would rejeft thefe and depend on him, hee 
would furnUh him with all delights, honours and pleafures poffible, give him 
power to do ftrange things, whereby hee fhould bee worihipped for a God , 
which if he refufed he was a foole and unworthy his charity. 

Zertooji foone faw that tempter was no better nor worfe than Lucifer : he 
bad him avoid, and call to mind to his addition of terror, how by his ambiti- 
ousimpiety he had loft heaven, and how meere malice made him defirousto 
draw all other into like damnation: he alfo told him how that booke he fo 
fcoft at fhould condemne him,that fire torture him and all fnch black mouth'd 
iyers and detrafters as himfelfe; whereat the Fiend was horribly affrighted 
and left him : the divell is no fooner gone, but on goes Zertooji and at length 
arrived where he found his parents who (you doubt notof)received him glad¬ 
ly, to whom he imparted his pafied fortunes and intended occafions. Dodoo 
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his mother (that good old woman) imagines it a finne unpardonable, that fo 
excellent a young prophet (as Are thought her fonne) (hould be longer con¬ 
cealed from the world 5 yea grew fo tran(ported , that £he though: all men 
wicked blockheads that could not find it out without her babling it: but fee¬ 
ing them dull, to them file goes and without longer circumftance tells them 
the whole ftory of her fonnes conception, her dreams, his piety, his enthu- 
fiafticks, revelations, vifions, the excellency of his bcoke, his authority to 
command ail men to helieveand obey hislawesand ordinances. The people 
admire and blazon it, fo that in ftiort time Gujtajp the Perfiax Kinghad norice 
of it, who defiriqg to fee the man and know the truth, (ends for him , is fo 
well fati fied and inftrufted, that he forthwith wavered in his owne religion, 
judging Zertoofls better and more plaufible A infomuch, as his ownePrieft 
became de}efted,and invented all wayes pcffible to reclaime him; and to ef- 
hra it, bribes Zert&ofts fervants to convey under his bed the bones of dead 
men and dead dogs carkaffes, tbfogsmoft hateful! to the Vtrftans, poMa® 
the King that this ftfanger was a banifht man, a man of a moft impure conver¬ 
sion, witnefTc the puffing of the bed he flept upon: the King is brought to 
view that nafty deceit, abominateshim , and for his reward (huts him in a 
loarl dome dungeon, but this mifery of his endured not long; for the Kin s, ha¬ 
ving a horfe of great account deadly ill, propofes great rewards to any could 
recover him; many defiredk, but none durft undertake it, fearing the pe- 
nalty, till Zcrtoofl heard it who adminifrers a potion and recovers him : an 3ft 
fo acceptable to Gujfafp that he receives the poore prophet into grace again 
wherby he had the way to difeoverthe Kings priefts knavery and to illustrate 
Ins owne integrity; yea^a means whereby to pablifii his owne doftrine, and bv 
fome miracles intermix t to have it credited. 1 
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It has a tripartit divifion$ the firft treates of jadiciall Aftrologie, cald 
and is committed to the care of fuch as they call Jefopps or Sages : 
The fecond fpeaks of naturall Philofophy or Phyfick, and is ftudyed by the 
lUchemsot hifiidm : The lift is a compound of religion, named (fjom 
tor) Zertcfi, and kept by the Daroo ,r or treats ' each of th=r e 
three containc feven chapteti: A little only of theirrcligion. 

The ZerMft is alfo of three parts; pointing at 3 forts of menthe Lay- 
men Clerev, aodArchbifhopi to every of them it direfts an increafe of 
Sandements,to the firft fort 5, to the fecond 1 i,to the third 13 5 the coma 
ocndium of which we will Only mamfeft.

, Th e Diftcore or Pope (never but one at once) has u, and as nee per- 

redes the reft in dignity ,fo is his life moft ftrift and obfervable; he performes 
not onely his owne but the two former Tables alfo. x. He muff never 
fo much as touch any prophane thing orperfon, no not the Laymen or Da- 
roos of his owne beliefe, without wallring or purifying. He mult do every 
rhinfT having relation tobimfelfe with his owne hands, as planting, (owing, 
rooking 8cc. 2. That hee duly receive hisTithor the Tenth of what the 
Layety are potfeffers of. 4.That hee avoid pompe and vaine-glory, but ra¬ 
ther with his great income do a&s of charity, j. That his houfe fo con- 
icvne the Church , as hee may be there oft and go and come without being 
muchfeeneortakennoticeof 6-Thathis wafhingsbe more frequent than 

others his food purer, and that he refraine his wives company during her 
pollution. 7. That he not only be perfeft in the Zertoofl {a captte ad adeem) 
as is the HeriooJ, but alfo be of greateft knowledge in the other parts, as 
Iudiciall and Natural! Philofophy. S. That his dyet be very moderate. jOJat 
hefeare none butGod. lo-That he tell every man (how great foever) ok 
his offences. U-That he diftinguifhrwixt good and counterfeit viGons or 
fancies, and give right judgement. 12 That whenfoever God reveries or 
communicates his goodneffe or glory to him in nightly viGons 3 he admire b« 
mercy and keep them fecret. 15. That the Pyrte or holy fires (that which

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defrroy the world: And tkat he pray (to and) over it. This is the true con¬ 
tents of the Zmdavafi which holy Zertoefi brought from heaven. Declare 
we now their Feafts, Falls, Weddings and Burialls. 

They are tollerated all forts of meat 5 but (in obedience to the Mahometan 
and Bannyan 'mongftwhom they live) refraine Beefe and Hog flefli : they 
feldome feed together,left they might participate one anothers impurity:each 
has hisownccupi and if anyofhisowne Call chance toufeic, heewalhesit 
three times, and forbeares it a good while after: they obfexve fix folemhe Fe- 
ftivalls annually ; the firft call’d Meduferum , kept the 15 of Fere or February 5 
a. Tetnfihan , on the 26 of Sheruar or April/ 5 3. Tat rum , on the 26 of Mahar 
or May * 4. Me dear urn,, on the 1 6 of Deh or Augufi\ 5. Homefietamadum , on 
the 30 of Spmdamud or 0 c/a hr ; 6> Me da fan, on the 11 of Adebefe or Decern • 
her i all of them in memory of the Creation and monethly benefits. After 
each of thefe Feafts they eat but one fmall meale a day for five dayes after,and 
whenlbe’re chat lay men eat any flelh, they bring part to their Eggaree or 
Temple to pacifie the Lord, in that for their fuftenance the lives of thofe 
good creatures are annihilated. Now concerning the Fire they adore, tis 
in memory of that Zerto&fi brought from heaven, wherein they memorize the 
veftalls, or rather in an apifti imitation of the Jewifh law (the devill as neere 
as may be,de firing to counterfeit the Law ofGod)in the 6.of 13. where 

tis commanded that the fire (that came from heaven) fiiould be ever burning 
upon the Altar and never goe out. In perfia they had many Tyree of this ve- 
ftall fire, molt of which were deftroyed by Her&clim the Romane Emperour 
in his Wanes with Kozrhees( at that time Mahomet ferving in his Army.) Some 
to this day are remaining, having the Idolatrous Fire from 1000 yeares nn- 
excinguilhed. In Indy a aifo thefe baniflit Verfee have their Eggarees or Tem¬ 
ples, one of which is at Nuncery (not farrefrom Surratt) vvhofe Fire has con¬ 
tinued without fomenting this 200 yeares; where note that this their God- 
fire is not compofed of common combuftibles, as wood,ftraw,coaks,flates,8tc. 
nor blowne by any bellowes, breath of man,wafdDg,or like prophane things; 
No, tis compounded offparks flying from a hot burning temper’d fteele, and 
kindled either by lightning from heaven, by an ignis jatnus, the beames from 
a burnmgglalTe, or fuch like; lor, but fuch onely is proper for that their Anti(- 
btmraun or Idol I fire a J 


But if it chance the fire have need of cherifibing, the Difroore and other 
Lay-men (at i2 foot diftance ) furround the hoiy'Diety and after fomege- 
itures, the Priefts adds fewell and returning to the other people, altogether 
worfhip it, befeeching it, that they may not onely give it due reverence, but 
alio honour folemnly all other things thamfemble it ; as Sunne,Moon Starr 
and common fire,which alfo they fo divinely eftimate.that they hold it a moft 
ungodly part to fpet m it; throw water into it , or put it to any vile or unne- 

cdiary imployment; but reverence wood and fuch things as it receives fife 
and vigour from. 

The Baptifme ofehefe Heathen Idolaters is of this nature : fo foone as it is 
borne, the Dam is call d upon, who delayes not, but being inftrufted in the 
piecne time of his Nativity, calculates his fortunes: the’ Daroo invents the

GnfuII breath might taint the holy Fire,) drinks a little water, chaw Pom- 
eranat leafe, waflies in a Tanck, cloathes his naked body with a fine Shuddero 
or lionen reachin g to his waft , tyes a zone or girdle of Cufhee or Camells 
haire about his loynes, woven with Inkle of the Herboods making (which hec 
weares ever after and after a fhort pray er, that he may never prove an Apo- 
ftate or prophane wretch , but continue a Fire-worjhipper; eating no mans 
meat, nor drinking no mans drink but his owne 5 he is then bleffed and held a 

Their Marriages in briefe are thus: diftinguiftit into five orders. 1. Shavian, 
ora marrying of two young children agreed on by each parents,but unknown 
to the children3 the vertue being, that if either die they goe to heaven.

^ThdrFuneralls are thefe : They put the dead body into awindingflieet, 
all the way his kindred beat themfelves but in great filence till they come 
within 50 or 100 paces of the burial! place: where theHerbood or Prieft 
meets them (obferving ten foot diftance) attired in a yellow fcarfe and a thin 
Turbantuhe HTcceffidara or bearers carry the corps upon an iron Beere(wood 
is forbidden, in that it is facred to the fire) to a little Shed or Furnace, where

that any ftranger Ihould goe up to view them. 
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r 0 the Mxurenahar Tartar,and Perfian : 2600 miles fotnc wayes* 5000x0 cir¬ 
cuit : in which he has 38 large Provinces $ rich and containing the reft are

Claris-chan ( as Hait hon and others fay,his contemporaries) was at hrft by 
profeifion a Vulcan or BlackTroich, by condition a good honeft (if pie man: 
but the influence of heaven new moulded him, inJitde time in fteadof his 
hammer , potting into his hands the Globe and Scepter: his ambitious 
thoughts begun from the frequent incourage meats a man in white Armour 
(mounted upon a white phantafma) gave him, promtfing his helpe,and Hima¬ 
laya his courage,tells the vifton to fome chkfe hoords or camons,who give 
credit to his deftiny and make him their generall; he Ihewes quickly how his 
grofle meet all was refined by a better fire, with a troop of Mogli (one of the 
7 hoords) marching South fubduingasfarre as mount Belgian, part of Imam, 
at this day cald Nigrabptt, and Copi&at by the Indians-, there the fca ftopr his 
camere but he proftrateshimfelfe and 9 times over fumbles out his prayers: 
the effeft followesyhe hill clove afunder.the fea parts in two and yecldsthem 
o foot fafe palfage : but being upon the continent he hammers oat his way 
with rufty iron , doing fuch marvellous feates of Armes as to * good faith 
feemeswonderfbll. Khali as briefly as may be trace hispoftentyto J amber- 
lane: for from his grand-fonnes, we muft borrow our maine hillory.

,and Tartar rs 0 dyed at Ketoa hot an. An. 122S. of the Hegira 608. having 122g< 
divided amoogft his 4 fens what was his by birth or conqueft. T o Tufra- chan Hegm Co% 
he gave the provinces royal! of D bafrfrCapecha^KhoTi and Abulgbarr^ to Chaga- 
tafearen, Maurenabar,Ajger and choramm h to depart of Ba&fiaaadCat/* 
cdfus- to Ttilt-chan, his Jewells and Treafure. Tufra or Tuxtchan dyed two 
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veeres after bis father, dyed in the yeere 1242, both of them with¬ 

out iflbci whereby , their Seigniories difcended upon Ogg\ or Ogtay-ehmn, 
who in all his affaires at home and abroad really prov'd hirafelfe the fonne of 
Cingk*ch&n \ compelling all the Perftan Monarchy as farre as Babylon to ac¬ 
knowledge him their foveraigne, but in the yeere 1252 was conquered by 
death, followed the fate of his predeceflbrs, commended his Monarchy to 
jjiJ j n f ant fence Gayuc-chan , and him to be ordered by the care and provi¬ 
dence of Minchonna his wife, but in the third yeer, impartiall death cald him 
alfo away,and gave Manchu-cawn fonne to Tnli-cawn (youngeft Tetrarch) ad¬ 
vantage to claime the foveraignty of all, by right of furviving fucceffion. 

This young Prince (byfuch an accident mounted to the Imperial! great¬ 
ness^ perceives the eyes of all about him inflam’d with envy, and threading 
his expulfion, inraged by the villany of fome that whifperd out his guilt in 
the jail infants death : fo chat (albeit hee was armd with integrity and a juft 
Title,) he contra&s for his defence with fome confining potentates, and gave 
them the honour and command of feverall provinces of his Empire upon 
condition they would hold of him io chiefe, and be ready upon all occafions 
to defend him; To Kablay-cma he gave Ketoachotan and the royall City Cam- 
baUckj to Vlabyic-cartn (hisbrother,) Perjia^Chuftjian, and Cherman: and to 
Chun-carm,Gaznehen: but ere hee had occafion to try the malice and incon- 
ftancy of his men or chance of warre, death fummond him away, Anno 1260 
but not before hee had nominated Vlacu^cavm for Emperour $ who proved 
of another fpirk , his beft delight being to dance in Armour to Bellonaes 
Trumpe,and to defend his owne in defpight of all his adverfaries by his owne 
vertue, without fecundary props or other allyances: he firft quiets his dome-* 
flick broyles compofing peace at home,then magnifies his excellencies infor- 
raine parts, in circling and adding to the luftre of his dyadem, Babylon , a great 
part of Arabia, and in Syria, Aleppo and Damafcm-, all which, during his life he 
kept in fubjeftion and Joyalty,and ruled with much magnificence,to the yeer 
1270 .when, (by the extremity of his difeafe finding death at hand) hee calls 
his 3 Tonnes afore him, exhorts them to unity, divides his lands among them, 
dyes, and at Meragah 15 farfangs from Taurk was folemnly buried. Hah- 
kay-cawn the el deft, had the provinces of Byerac, Mozendram , and Korazan-, 
(comprehending Medya , Part by a. By ream a, Ba&ria, and Sogdiana.) To Hya- 
Short met ,Aro Ik Adarbayon{patt of Armenia and Iberia comprizing SalmosyCoy, 
Nazivan, Maraga and Merznt, Cities of quality.) To Tarvdon-caxen the Seig¬ 
niories of Dyarbec and Rabaion (or Mefopotamia , part of Syria and what was 
made fruicfull by Euphrates and Tygrisl) And to his Tons by another venture, 
Elicador*ogldn and- Targahe-carm, he gave money portions. Habkay-caim, that 
yeere dyed It Hamadan in Perjta , and made prof eflor to his fonne, Kyeador - 
v*./• f 245. oglan, who fo long and with fuch delight reprefented the young King, that 
^Ahi V ky a divellifti arc and ambition he fent him to an untimely grave, and eftabli- 
r l fhes himfelfe by name of Hameth-cawn , but alibis raigne is fopurfuedby 
divine vengeance, that in the yeere 1275 he dyes mad and is buried at Cafian: 
in his place, came the right heire (from banilhment) Argo'a-carMj'who by the 
people is joyfully welcommed, and at his Coronation affumes the name 
Tangador-habkyy zed da, fonne to Habkay-carcn. This man fwayed the Scepter 
5 yeeres with much tyranny, not only maffacring Nycaders fons and alliances, 
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but among# the Innocent bath’d his fword in blood , fo that hee became 
hatefull to his owne, and Simulated the Parthian to revenge, by whom in 
a battel! hee is overcome , and by Argon-chan upbraided with his cruelty., 
yeatocompenfate the like meafure, is cruelly tormented, his belly ripe 
open, and his guts given to the dogga. To Tangador (the inveterate Eoe- 
mie of all Chriftians)fucceeds his brother Giviatoc- chan 3 vtho in the fourth 
yeareofhisreigne perilhtby Balduc-chan his Uncle, who alfo after five 
yeares rule died iflfae-lelTe. Badtt fonne of Targahe yonnge# forme to Vla- 
cuk^chm , by affentofall that Nation fucceedinginthe throne ofgreat- 
neffe, v/hofe afFe&ions he anfwered with fo much refpe#, clemency, and 
care,that never any before him was more belov’d and honored; howbeit, 
when he openly profeft himfelfe to be a Chriftism , the peoples regard 
drew back, and many treafons (fomented by Satan) were hatched again# 
Tim, fo that at la# he was flaine for rather martyr'd) by Gazan-chan^Co¬ 
zen toTaagador, who had fmall canfe to bragge of his treachery, or time 
to furfet of fa is glory ; for, by the permiffive hand ofGod,in Cazbyn, when 
he left fufpefted treafon, hee is wounded to death by his owne houftiold* 
fttvznxzAnno 1305, and of tile Hegira 6 S 5, and lay long time unburied. 

His brother All apt a Abuzajd (ox Mahumet benArgon)by many attempts 
and fhewes ofvalourpurchafed the reftlefle Diadem : to whom, followed 
Hohafo- mirza, or AbujaidBahador-ckan anno 1337, whoconfumed his life 
in venerous exercifes: fothat for want ofiflue, the Kingdome became a 
Theater of many troubles, no I efle than 30 at one time contending for the 
Sovereignty : whereby the diftreffed people were compelled to look foe 
help from home: And none more fafe to truft to, than the Lord of Sa- 
merchand^amberlayne 3 much famoufed for his juftice and vi&ories,againft 
the Sarmatique Tartar, Pr^copcnJe 3 and Chynlfes. Him they invocate by 
many prefents of their love, and a letter fill’d with hideous complaints, 
deferring their miferies, theconfufion of their Kingdome, and infuffer- 
able pride of the thirty competitors. The Scythic Eroperour promifeshis 
be# ayde, and with fifty thoufaod horfe forthwith enters Verfia , without 
dokigany hurt, fave again# the Tyrants,all whom he perfected with filch 
fury, that in three moneths (by the induftry of the Inhabitants) they are 
all taken and made to quaffe their farewell in the bitter cup of tormenting 
Death : for which, the people urged 1 amberlayne to accept the Diadem, 
and to efiabjifhit by all meanes poffible in his pofterity. But after feven 
and twenty yeeres mo# honourable and fuccesfullgovernment (in that 
time captivating the great Turk Bajazet, whom hee brought away in an 
iron Cage, fubduing all A/fa; yea, in eightyeares conquering more King- 
domes and Provinces than the Romans did in eight hundred :) this Mo¬ 
narch of the Ajfatlqae world is fubjefted by imperious Death, 8c intombed 
140^5,ofcheHVg. 785. at Anzar in Cathayo: leaving his fonnes and 
grandchildren to inherit his victories: Joon-gwyr^ Hamfh-cheqm y My ram-* 
fia., and Wtza-fkaroek , by fome call’d- Soutodw and Letrochie 1 of which, 
loon gmr died (three yeares before his father,) in Pale film 3 leaving two 
fonnes Mamet Sultan , and Pyr-Mahomet • which Fir Mahomet was by his 
Grand I ire placed in Gaznehtn and InduftanyuhcTe he ruled till Fir Ally flew 
him villanoufly. Hameth Chcc was flaine in Laftrefta # 3 fome fay in his fa- 
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thers laft combat with Bajazet. Myrampa, the third Tonne, was fbine in 
battelU*ff0 148a by Chara-lpfft he Turkoman in Adtrbayon (but left it- 
fue Saltan Mahumed from whom the great Mogul is defcended:)and Mirza- 
j/Wwtheyoungeft of Tamerlans Comes (Turviving the other) heldmoft 
parts of the Empire, till dying in the yeare 1447,he left Aberdayon (or pare 
of Media') to Mirza loonpa fonne of Kara-lfuf the Turk new encred Ptrjia. 
Whiles Mirampa’s iflue preferve the fplendour and magnificence of the 
Tartarian Emperour. Myrampa (by fome call'd AUan-chan) left iflue (as is 
laid) Mahumet , call'd Ahn Mirza Sultan Mahomet , who died anno r 4 j 3, 
leaving to his fonne 'Barchan (at his Coronation new named Mirza Sultan 
Abuzaed) many rich and fpatiousProvinces, as Badapon, Gazmhen, Cabal, 
Span, Kerman, Chorazan,md Khoemnz all which were not lufficient by 
bribe nor force to fecure him againft the incenfed Per Can, who having en¬ 
dured much affliction for triall of conqueft, at laft, loonpa with Acen Ally 
his fonne, grand fonne to Kara Ijfujf were beaten downer, and VfanCajpn 
(call’d alfo Acembeg ) Lord of the Whin sheepe , governed. Vnder this Vpn 
Caff an (an Arminhn), the people fall upon Sultan Abufaid , and in a pitcht 
field vanquifh himand eighty thou find men^himfelfe fiftne,three hundred 
Elephants taken., and all his Countries ranfacked; yet by reafon ofmany 
difeords amongft the Perfians, they revived and CtxAbupids fonne upon 
theThrone by name of A ben Mirza hameth cheque, whofe foure and twenty 
yeares were {pent in fweet eafe and plenty. Ac’s death his Empire des¬ 
cends anno 1493 upon his brothers fonne Babur Mirza, named upon the ad-* 
dition of his greatnefle, Aben Babur Padpaw ^ intituled prince of Maure- 
nahar, Balhe and Samerchand 5 but, in the feventh yeare of his reigne is ex- 
peld hisKiogdome by praftifeaod confpiracie of Sha~Mahumed(ca]\ed alfo 
Ska beg chan) who layd claime to the Cro wnc , pretending hee was fonno 
and true heire of Aben-Mirza-hameth-cheque late Emperour, being (as hee 
faid) by craft ftolnefrom his Nurfe, and conveighed amongft the Ouzhag 
Tartars, whence (for fome offence he had made) hee fled with his lawlcfi’e 
troopes, enters lndja and attempts the conqueft- where after hee had ty- 
A.y rannizedlongt’me, wasin the yeare t^2,oCthe Mahometan account 912, 
A.D. 15 j2, fore againft his will, com pel I’d to trot the knotty path of inevitable defti- 
A.Hegyiz. nie, leaving no iffue; fothat the Crown defeended by right of Inheritance 
upon the eldeft fonne of Aben Babur, llomayon by name , who fuffered no 
fmaU affliction by the malice and envicof Mirza Kamtr&n his younger bro¬ 
ther, that confederated with Tzeerchan, and by long praftife forced him 
into Perfra, where he was royally entertained,andafter three moneths ftay 
fentwith great and royallfuccoursback againe. 

This alfo 13 remarkablefthe ftory of it is painted in Lohor palace)that king 
Badurxfra fling after the conqueft of Indya , difguifes himfelfe and thirty 
Noble men in his company in the habit ofKalendersor Friers, as if they 
were upon a Rummery or pilgrimage. The better by this craft to efpie 
their advantage: but being m Belly (the greateft Citie of the Potan King) 
couldnoc fo behave "themfelves but that Tztcander the King difeovered 
them , who pardoned them upon condition they would fweare never to 
attempt the conqueft during either of their lives. But when both were 
dead, Hem ay on (Baburs Con) entred Sc difpcffeft Abram and Shtc-Sha-Selym 
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Sectors Tonnes) of the Diadem. Howbeit, Tzeerchaa a brave Rengalan 
Prince,fights againft this new come Tartar .Sc feiles hisArmy neere Ganges 
forcing him into Perfia, where hee married the Kings filter, and with her 
and tyrant chav, and twenty thoufand horfe returns, and is refeaced in 
Defy, and acknowledged King. 

Horn ay on (Ton of Babur great-grand Ton of Teymir-Lan or t amber lain) 
bein^re-invefted with the Jmperiall Title and Diadem of ladojlan by 
meases of tamos the Perflan King, and returned triumphant by the over¬ 
throw of Tzeer-chawn the intruding King of PatanynhoannoDom 1$ taand 
of the Hegira or Uahomitan account 960. died difeon folate, HomaycnJ. fay 
after hee had committed his eldeft fon AbdulFetta Gelaladin Mahomet (a 
while after Gcnamed Eckbar) to the truft and care of Beyranghano chawn, 

(a difereet and valiant man) being in Defy, having one evening chawed too 
much fenfe confounding Opium, hafting to his Orifons, upon the watch¬ 
word from a high Tower, fuddenly he fliptdowne forty fteps or degrees, 
which fo bruifed him, that after three dayes torment he deceafed, leaving 
Achbar his fon inheritor to his Greatnefte and miferies. This hapnedin A.M.% jia* 
the yeare of our Lord God ijj 4 . from which time, to this yeare out of ^.£>.1554. 
our 0 woe andBelgick fragments congefted byM r . dt Laet ,\ think it partly AMeg.$i% 
convenient with our other paflages and obfervarions of Indya to prefcat 
thefe, which to the obfemnt may prove acceptable. 

Feb or, having by help of Beyrangano-Kawn , and Chawn-Chama his fon, 
difpekUome clouds caufedby Abdal chawn , was with folemnity crowned 
King or great Msg# Jin Defy ; after which, hee bent his whole endeavours 
to enlarge his T erricories and make knowne,that he was verely the great 
grand fon of victorious teymerlan. In the fir ft, taking full revenge of He- 
mow, who had formerly chafed Turdichan , but three months after by mis¬ 
chance of warre comming under command of Badur chawn y his head is cut 
off and elevated in Defy r aM that Province forfome time quieted: then, 
by AfyCoolichan he fubdues Deab (by fome call’d Sanbal , a Province fur- 
rounded by Jeminy and Ganges , fruitfull and well peopled ?) at that time 
Beyramgauo-chan (otherwife call’d By ram chan rhePerfian)agingfaft and ty¬ 
red with the fopperies of this world, having well difeharged the truft re¬ 
pos’d by his old Mailer, and finding Ecbar wane and valiant to regard the 
dignity ofhis Empire, obraines leave to fpend the fefidue of his time at 
Mahomets Sepulcher, in conremplation:.but (in hisRoomery in the way 
to Medina) at Pat hang in Cambaya is wounded to death by an obfeure Gave 
ofhis, whofe father he had formerly flame, fothatby Abdal Radgee his fon 
(notfourteeneyearesold) and much fad company this great Captaine is 
brought back to A gray, and there buried: Ecbar laments his death though 
thought as Agent, but nothing can recover him: hee labours to forget it 3 
and fpends forae time in building the Caftle at Agra, formerly of mud, but 
by him puirddowne 8c fo altred, that it fcarce admits comparifon through 
all iaijut : tis of durable ftone, polifht and fo fpatious that It comprehends 
'three miles circular, is built upon the pleafant banks of lemony , circled 
with a ftroog ftone wall, moated, and to be entred by many draw Bridges; 
hasfcure brave gates, many bulwarks and counterfcarps to defend it. 

Agray (from Surat Eaft feven hundred and fc verity miles) the Navel of tAgya, 
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the Moguls territories, and Emprefle of Indy a, has 28 degr. 57 mio. North 
lark, is watered by lemtny (iowanes in Pliny, and Hynamants in PoiUmu his 
S lib. Semtramidis ) which from Deity glides hither 3 and commixing with 
Ganges , fiowes into the Bengelan Sea. Agfa was of old call'd Nagra , and 
ere wxCj DionyJids whence feme fay ’twas founded by Baccbn. rebut 1 beleeve 
it notipartly,in that Fettipore till of Iate(no longer than fifty yeares agoe) 
bore away the fame for beauty and grandeur, and in that Bacchus (flyes 
S. Auguflim) was contemporary with Mojes in the yeare from Adam 2 515: 
rather from the river Agranfc , which hence ftreamsiato Ganges, as Arrian 
Ub.de Indicts hasiuThe fhape is femilunary ; like/r>*r&#:ch e ftreets long and 
narrow, and nafty; of fevea miles continuance; in part 'cis wall’d about, 
the ditch the remainder, which too oft fmels mfeftioufly. Ftom Agra to 
Lahore (through a delicate (hade of trees) are five hundred miIes.To Bram¬ 
pere one thoufand ; to Afweer two hundred 5 to Surat feven hundred and 
feventy. 

Radgee Ranaxhe moft potent and noble Prince of Indy a, at this time loft 
his ftrong and ftately Caftle Chyttor , by treafon of Zimet Vadjha his fubfti* 
rute, not content therewith, till he had made many inroades into Gujarat 
in contempt of the Moguls forces. Ecbar is glad of the occaflon, halting 
with fifty thouland hoife to be revenged. Some months he fpent in befie- 
gingit, butfo fruitlefly,that he attempts the conqueft by ftratagem,under- 
mining the Fort, aDd to the admiration and terrour of the befieged,bIowes 
it up with powder, caufing fucb a breach as himfelfe and twenty thoufand 
men immediatly entred pel-rael .with fiich hafte St fury, that Zimet the re¬ 
bell perceiving treaty of no value, gathering in one his Family, confum’d 
himfelfe and them in flames, to prevent the tortures provided for him by 
Ecbar , and Mardout his enraged Mafter. In rbis fort this famous Fore is ta¬ 
ken, which Ala din by twelve yeares fiege could doe no hurt to. A viriory 
fo great and valuable , that Echbarcaufes it be expreft in fcnlptnre, and for 
a Trophy placed in Agra as a wonder. Hee had no rime to furfetof this 
viflory, receiving letters from Rajea Bagwander Viceroy o(Lahore, that 
Wrza Mamet Magee his brother whh thirty thoufand horfe out of Kabul 
had attempted to prey upon Lahore : Ecbar 6t layesno time, but with his 
Army prefents himfelfe fo fuddenly to the Enemie, that without any re¬ 
finance or ftay Mahomet flyes away, leaving his men and camp to the rage 
ofEebars company. ■ 

This occafion drew the King to view all advantagious places of defence, 
which hee both bettered by his care, and gave them in charge to fuch hee 
trufted. He alfo cakes a farvay of Tang- Ob , out of which he is called by let¬ 
ters from bis mother in Agra, alfuringhimof the rebellion of Badur-fytwn 
Ally Kooli-Ravmmd Zemaen, fentthat fpring againft the Patamans, whom 
i:i Doab they put to flight, at Sambet&Ko , and at Lachnoun got a greater vi¬ 
ctory,and three weekes after, at loonpore utterly defeated them, fubduing 
to rhe Mogul all fuch Provinces as He ingirt 'twixt Ganges and Tfatja , con- 
quefts of fo great note, that they grew dilated beyond meafure, conceiting* 
all Indoflan under like hazard, and which they refolved to make tryall of. 
But the reward and deftinydne to Tray tors overtakes them : for Ecbar by 
fwift marches long before the Rebels expefted him pitches on the Eaft of 
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hminj (the river at Agra) which wounded the adverfe part with fuch 
amazement, that forfeiting the memory of their pahed victories, they begin 
a fhamefull flight; Ecbar greedily purfues them, beating downe the filly 
men immeafurably, and after Jong purfuit, the heads are taken : Allyctdi- 
carvn is troden under foot by the inraged horfes, and Eadur-cavm (by Ec¬ 
bar f command and in his fight) firangled : this done, Gdnganna is fent to 
Itonprt again ft Mima Stillman and the King retreats to Agra, where, hee 
fancies a pilgrimage to Ajmer a hundred and thirty conrfe or two hun¬ 
dred Engttjb miles diftant thenceby invocation of Man dee a reverent 
Hodgee or difciple of Mahomet by his favour to obraine fome ifihe mafcu- 9 
linejafter much foot coyle (at every miles end a faire fione being piccht to 
reft upon, as yet remaining) he gets thither, where bare foot very devout¬ 
ly he intreats dead Mondte for children: this Prophet is intombed in a rich 
and ftately monument,graced with 3 faire Courts, each paved with lingu¬ 
lar goodftone, the Fabrick(after the Perjtaamode) poliflit and pargetted 
in Mofaick order. Afmeer , is under 25 degr. 15 min. North lac* feated ^[mser* 
upon a high impregnable mount, the greater part of the City being below, 
fairely built, of (mall value in refiftance, yet moated and wald about with 
IbJid ft one ^ not much diftant is Godah , once, the habitacle and feat of the 
valiant Rajhboot: the country is champaigne and very fruitfull,in many pla¬ 
ces ajfoording the ruines of much antique magnificence, by time and war 
made defolate and obfcured: th tfe-ficbar coupled to the reft of his fpatious 
Empire. Ecbar by this has made an end of his oblations, and in his returoe 
vifits a holy Dcrwis^siet Selymby name, who tooke it for fo great a favour, 
that out of his delphick not ions, he foretold the Mogul how ere long hee 
lhould be father of three gallant men children; it proved fo, in which re¬ 
gard, his h'rft borne (from the Dsrzys) is called Selymy&kt,Sha Selym: the 
other two,Cto Morad or Amuratb, and D'haen-fya or Dany ell; a prophecy 
fo grateful to Ecbar the Mogul } that there he confecrates a brave and magni- 
fique Mofque, walls the old towne Thicker in or Sycary P and from this holy 
occafion new names it Fcttipore be. a place of pleafnre^yea grew fo affeftecl p etttPcrl 
to it,that he added a pallace for himfelfe and a Buzzar. fcarce out-beauti- £ f 
fiedby any other in. the Orient, and had made it the Metropolis had the 
river affefted him, by wbofe uuwhoJfomneffe he forfookeit, from whence 
ruine and neg! eft have moatheaten her , at this day proftrate and become 
the objeft of danger and mifery ; tis from Agra ’eight eene miles EngUJh. 

Whiles things were in this fort digefting, nerves comes to King Ecbar 
(then in FettiporeJ that a great rebellion was begun in Gujurat by Ebra- 
htmHoJfm, Mima. canon . Mahomet Uojfen and low-cawa , who had rnoft 
audacioufly forraged as farre as Earocb and were marching to Amadamd , 
hoping with his troopes of Theeves and Coolyes to make a prey of that 
fjpiperiall City. 

Amadavad, undoubtedly feemes to me, to be that City AmacaJUs in ft si , , 

Asttdavaftk id Arrhian. Howbeit, fome fay it has denomination from 
King Hamet who in the yeere of Mahomet 375 made it large and beauti¬ 
ful! : the pole Articke is there elevated 33 degrees 1 8 minutes: tis at this 
prcfentthe Megapolis of Cambay a or Guzurat , watered by a fweet river 
and circled by a beautiful! ftrong ftone wall of fixe miles compafle, well 
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and orderly advance with many pretty Towers and a dozen Pofterns: out 
of which few paffe or repafTe without a PaiTe, fearing treafon from Prince 
■gadur, who in our times with a hundred thoufand horfe ranfackt Cambaya 
thirty feven courfes hence, and dayly threatens this faire Citty. The ftreetl 
are many, pretty large and comely; moft ihops redundant with Aromatick 
gnmmes, perfumes and fpices;filkes,cottoii,callicoes,and choife of Indian 
and china raricies, owned and fold by the abftemious,faire fpoken, crafty 
; ■ganmam , who here furpafll* for number the other Inhabitants: of moft 
note is the Buzzar, rich and uniformed the Caftle isftrong, large, moated; 
and the receiving place of the Cambayan Governour : the houfes iu ge- 
nerall are of Sunne-burnt bricks, low, large and tarraffed : adjoyning, is 
feene the momument of a certain e pedagogue, fo deerly beloved by Sha- 
Reer the King, that by a ftately Maufoleura heftrove to make him feeme 
immortal I: both building and pavement are of well polilht marble. It has j 
Courts of great beaury and refpeft, one of them faftidious in foure hun* 
dred porphirian pillars framed in Corinthiackarchitefture: conjoyning, 
is a Tanck of refrefhing water, compiled with cloifters adorned with 
fpations windowes, moft of which, sive the obferver a delicate horizon ; 
at SrfqueJalCo (one houres riding thence) are feene the Dormitories of 
many Cambayan Potentates, lodged in a brave and princely Temple.much 
reforted to by the Idolatrous Vannyans: and two miles neerer the City, 
behold the gardens and pallace of Charm ChonnaCo nneto the great J 5 j»« 
ramchtm the Psrjian ; an Indian Ombrave, by whofe valour of late yeeres 
the laft of the Cambayan Kings in that very place by Ioffe of his life, gave 
conqueftto this waniour, and dominion to E ebar the MoguU hisjVlafter. 
But rerurne we to Ecbar ; w ho no fooner received intelligence ot Hofflcfts 
rebellion, but; with in credible hafte, winged with fury,he gets thither (each 
twenty foure houres polling fievenry, in feven dayes foure hundred cour- 
fes) and gives thofe rebells battel! at 7 It an s firft uprifiiig, and with their 
noife and clamour fo terrifies them, that after fmall refinance their whole 
Army is disordered, many flaine, and by a frefh fupply of twelve thou¬ 
fand Horfe led by Chan Goga an expert fouldier, after fome skirmilh they 
are chafed, and in flight Ebrahtm Uojfex and Mirza-cavm flaine, Mohomet 
Hoffen taken priloner and beheaded; and by this advantage not only Ama- 
davar recovered and is fortified,but Surat alio conquered and moft of Cn~ 
zurat made fubjett to Ecbars diadem : this done, hee return'es crown'd 
with Triumph, and begins the Caftle in Agray , built of fuch good ftone, 
made fo large and vaft, that fhe may deferve theTitle of princefTe of Ajiaz 
twelve yeers fcarce finifht it, tho twelve hundred at fome time were im- 
ployed about it: he expended fifty thoufand crow of Tacks, (a crow is a 
hundred lack,each lack a hundred thoufand)thirty,fometime twenty tack 
make one roopee; aroopeeis twofhillings threepence, fothat accotifa* 
tii>2 but twenty tack to a roopee, the totall he disburfed, amounts to two 
millions and five hundred thoufand roopees: at Fettipore, at that time alfo 
he fr-enc about the walfa'nd pallace a millions and five hundred thoufand 
roopees, in all, foure million: ar Tzekandtr like wife, three courfe (or five 
miles from as we go to Labor ) 1 rtrh Moufoleum of the great Mogulls^ 
begun by Ecbar i augmented by Jangtmr his forme.and yet fcarce finifhed* 
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having already con fumed fourteene millions of roopees in that wonder 
of India. It would require an exaft defcriptlon, in little thna. The place 
is Scandcr, a place where the greateft of Kings made his m plm. Ecbar the 
moft magnifique of Tamberlans race is here buried: tis a Maufolenm of 
foure large fquares, each about three hundred paces; the material] is free 
ftone, polifht, at each Angle afmall Tower of particoloured marble- ten 
foot higher is another tarraffe, on every fide beautified with three Tow- 
ers ; the third gallery has two on each fidejthe fourth, one^the fifth halfe- 8c 
a fmallfqaare gallery mounting to a royallpyree.5 within, is the mummy 
of Ecbar bedded in a coffin of pure gold , the whole ftrufture is built in 
midft a fpacious and curious garden , furrounded with a wall of red ftone 
and in that a brave raile mounted by fixe ftaires, which difeovers a little 
garden , but eXquifitely beautiful] and odorifferous. Whiles thefe vaft 
buildings were ereSing, Ganganna profecutes Mtrza Snlyman,who f whe¬ 
ther of griefe or age is doubted; dyed fuddenly, commending the fucceffe 
to Sender his fonne, in fhorc time made away by rafcall confpirators in's 
place Doumfty Bazat-carm fonne . a.man both effeminate and hated fo 
that now occafiou gave itfelfe richly for Ecbar to linck Bengali to’his 
Crowne Imperial 1: he apprehends it, and with a brave army of fifty thou- 
fand horfe and fixe hundred Elephants marches again ft the Vat ban and is 
paft Ganges tit Sha-Douwct has notice of his comming, which when hee 
is aflured of, fends Radgee IS ban with 20000 horfe to encounter them % 
twixt Ziotfa and Moheb-AlJi-feor they affront one another and for three 
feoures skirmilh gallantly, but Ecbar at length has the mafteryand coura- 
gioufly purfues them to Vathan, where King Donmt had fortified. Ecbar 
by nomeanscould commove them to battcll,norm 3 raoneths fiege enter 
the City, for Pat anti both great and well fortified, yet in the fourth hee 
forces it, giving it as a prey to his men, who ufed all fore ofhoRUl violence 
the unlucky King buried in drink, all that time fenfeleffcof any io/Te tiH 
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headlcffe, and fentto Ecbar , as a Simbol of their l 0 ve and his vanity • tl 
Kinghavmg thus fortunately proceeded in Bengali, goes back to Ecu 
pore, where whiles he overfees his buildings, is mindfoll to increafe at 
bring to maturity his Empire which then was but in adolefcency, and 1 
that end by the valour and vigikney of Rnjla^cawn and Zadol carvn tl 
ftrong Caftle Rbanttpore is taken from the Radgees who of many hundr< 
yeeres had lorded it; after which, theCaftle Rot a or RoughtlzioBa 
m eng* a (Come thmke Oreophanta of old) by a merry Height or ftrat 
gem : this Caftle for many ages has acknowledged the Radgee her Gove 
nour, her bmlding both from Artand Nature excellent and impregnabl 
ttsfeated upon a perpendicular hill, the afeent cut oblique out of tl 
rh?m° Ck 1 r - three f mil f S c °n«nuance, the reft round about, precipitior 
rhv S? P13111 e °f eight miles every way, the circuit twenty foure, he;

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This, the great M&gtsH looker upon with a luftfulJ eye, imeafarabiy 
thirfting after it^ but knowes neither by bribe nor valour how to compare 
it 5 pollicy muft a&uate, and tho he comprehends no way, yet ceafes not 
to torture his invention, till his bombaff is fpent and the enterprife under¬ 
taken by MohebaUy catm a wife and daring Captaine, who having leave, 
without acquainting Ecbar or any other with his fantafies, proceeds with 
foure hundred yonng men, armd with cryzes, and his Seraglio in two 
hundred doolaes or cajuaes as if hee were upon alourney into Ben-gala: 
and in this order palling on, when he came within view of the Caftle, he 
fhowes a Rajea his concubines and bribes him to procure leave of the 
Lord above, that in regard of his haftc he might with fafecy leave there 
his Seralio till his returne, which he would take as a real! favour and ftu- 
dy to remunerate : the meflage is delivered, the Radges (who loved wo¬ 
men well) entertains the motion, and Atty^cawn imparting the fecret to a 
prudent Eunuch, difroabs the women ; aud with their apparell cloaths 
himfelfe and the foure hundred youths, commanding the women in maf- 
culine attire to continue the Journey to Orixa , the Eunuchs, twelve in 
number, with bowes and arrowes gard the Selagfto and by the Radgees 
command are entred (but like Synons horfe into wretched Troy:') for 0 Ally- 
caivn (giving the word ) the Doolaes are difmounted,andout of which, the 
warlike Amazons. In the firft place they kill the porters of the Caftle 
gate, then with incredible fpeed and courage aflaile the aftonifht Inhabi¬ 
tants,whom they take prifoners,and in the end the Radgee himfelf,who(to 
prevent excufe) they fend to Erebus : thus is this Caftle wonne , which 
(but by ftratagem) was not to bee taken by all the hoftile force of India. 
Ecbar heares it with incredible delight, and joyes the more in his beliefe, 
when he viewes that maffe of treafure fent him rhence by Ally carm to 
confirme the conqucft. After which the invincible Caftle leloore is by 
Tektrtal^n. Gidnty-catmzn Apoftat Mahometan betrayed to the Mogul/ tho to his own 
brothers confufion. The fame thereof afflifts many Princes of the Rajs as ^ 
each of them labouring to conferve their owne againft this overfpread* 
ing Tartar : fomeyrouragioufly defie his greatneffe, of which ranck is Roop 
MatkHj a Lady both faire and valiant; her face was fitter to fubdue Mars 
then any Javelin, yet {he confides more in her lance than in her beauty^fo 
that, cheering up her obedient troopes, very bravely {he fpoiles the Mo. 
gulls dominions, but inthemidftof herboaftand hopes fhee is affronted 
by Adam-catm^ a hard-hearted warriour, who with his regiment fofuri- 
oufly oppofed her, that moft of her Vat tans were flame , and her felfe 
(tho fliee might have lived) to prevent fhame and inchaftity, by poifon 
gave over being: Mafoffer-capsa alfo this yeere 1588,of the Hegira 95s 
confpires againft Ecbar y in Guzurai: firft he ftrangles Getobdas Mamet-cawa 
the Kings Viceroy in Amadahat and fome Ombravts , 8c then feizes upon all 
the Forts & advantageous places for the bettering hi? villanous rebellion; 
but by t^fbdall Radgee {Beirangana-carms fonne) is vanquifht, aud fearing 
to obraine pardon deftroyed himfelfe as did the late nam'd Amazon. The 
report of whofe death was no fooner bruited, but the fame alfo of Mirza 
Mahomet Hacljm (brother to Ecbar) his death, occafions Ecbar to affine 
himfelfe of Cabnl , which during Hacbjmt life wasimpoffibie; but ufing 
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with all kind refpe& his wives and children, yea‘giviog Chahec-cawn , Hi' 
met beg and Mamet Maxuen-cmn his beft Vmbraves large wages and com¬ 
mand in A lefulipataa , Orixa and other places; at the lame time Zebbar- 
cavett (late President of Kabul and ovated for his viftory that yeere againft 
Maxuencavon,Bama-cawn and other rebells in Bengala) is made Viceroy 
of that Province, and Rad&ia Thermitl cald to Fettiporefoch time as Rad' 
gee Ramgknd Lord of Bando{a Province adjoyning to Agra, redundant 
onely in fand and ft ones) by perfwafion of Radgee Bhyrmkl prefents him- 
felfe to Eekr at Fettipore, and broils his countrey as a member of the 
MeguUs Seigniory , by whofe example many other petty Gentile Kings 
came and fubmitted unto Ecbar, and yeerely(asa fymbol of their love and 
acknowledgement of fubjeftioo) prefent him their daughters to bee his 
concubines*, to the MoguU a graceful! tribute; and for their better fatisfa- 
£tion ro court them in, at Praije (an no courfe from Agra , Chryfoborca 
in Pliny $advances a.triumphanc pa 11 ace upon a promontory,where lank 
ny empties her felfe into Ganges -, Ae material! is hard ftone, fram’d & pol- 
lilht with great beauty,& calls it Elabajfeq n nothing more obfervable,then Elabafs \ 
a deep dark cave, in which are preferv’d (as holy relicks) divers deformed budded. 
Pagotha's, rediculoufly fuppoied Babba Adam , Mamma Evah , Seth, Emjb 
and Methuselah t whom they affirme were created and lived here jand to 
whom (from all parts of India)- relbrc innumerable Bannyans for benedi- 
fiionifirft purifyingrhemfelves in Ganges (reputed holy, and no doubt ex- » 
cellent,for we find that a pint of Ganges water weighes lefTe by an ounce 
then any other water) and (having off all haire as uncleane excrements, . 
and without them meritorious: the whole, is furrounded with a triple 
wall j the firft,of quadrated red ftones and higheft \ the inmolt of white, 
retaining an Obeliske fifty cubits high, and as many underground to make 
it durable; fixt there it may be by proud Alexander. In this (which many 
Tot an Kings formerly b vaiae attempted by reafon of the rivers) the King 
(pent a myriad and ttoo hundred thoufand of roopees. Here alfo they 
flie w a holy Tree, which many Pot an Kings have fought to eradicate and 
deftroy, but never could pfevailein it. Neere Elabajfe alfo i» worth our 
feeing the ftatcly Tombe which Iangheer built for his firft wife ( Raja Ma* 
mifinghs fitter) who poifon'd her felfe upon the report of her fonae Sul¬ 
tan Gujbroes rebellion. 

The MoguSsaffaires fucceeding thus fortunately,no clouds, nq tumults 
appearing ,Ecbar broaches new Chymeraes,and fancies the intire conqueft 
of Purop , Vat an , Chormandtl , yea of all Bengala to the South 5 and to 
ftretch his Empire North as' farre as Tart ary : to farther which^ie heares, 
that Abdul-canon, fount and heireto Shander-chan King of Maurenahar 
(part oiTartarj) was comming to Pettipore to vifit him ; he prevents the 
moftparc of hisjourney,8c meets him at Lahore 5 where,he was with much 
ceremony entertained, but after fmall fray departed home againe. Newes 
being brought King Achbar that Mirfa sharoph in Badaxas had beenc mi* 
ferably abufed by the Ou&beg Tartars-, the King refolves their punifhment: . 
but as morecpnfiderable, bends towards Orixa that he might at once lord 
it over Ganges . At Attecl [ he orders his Army : to Hadjea Syrmiel he gave 
one part, to It baa-cam another, to himfelfe the third; Byrmel leads the 
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Van’, and outftripping the Army falls furioufly upon the Vatamans^ v ho 
by th'incouragemeot of Zd-Ally receive them with no lefle fury, but an- 
fwer blow for blow , lb long , fo bravely, that Bytmiel is beiren downe 
with moft part of his incenflderate Army; Ecbar by fuch as fled heares the 
tragedy, and inflam'd wrh defire of conqueft and revenge, haftens upon 
them, and with fueh order and force, that Zel*Ally and Turkoft are djf- 
comfitedjfifteene thoufand [bine, and Bengali fubje&ed: the conqueft of 
Kandahar is next recorded, for hearing of a great variance ewixt the two 
Princes Hujfan and Ruftatt, (formes of Mirza Beyram the Kandahar Gover¬ 
nors) and the Vcrftan t he confederates with the t wo young men.and lends 
Ct.akcc-eatvn with five thoufand horfe , who at midnight are let in by the 
two brethren, and the Citcy made a va/Tall of Echars greatneffe: belt in 
fhort time Abas the Btrfian King reduced it from t he Indian. Rebars Ambi- . 
tion growes endlefle, fo he can overcome he cares not hdw, nor where he 
conquers; for, hearing of the old King of Maurenahars death, hce covets 
to become his fucceflor. Firft, to eijrte' their ftrength and winne black 
hearted fauters to his intentions, hce fends, Tzedder-cawn and Hackeem~ 
cams to work it , who under pretence of comforting Abdul-cairn play 
their parts, and at theyeeres end retume well do&rinated r the great Mo* 
gull referves the practice for himfelfe , but perceiving Cajjimetr interpo- 
flngandnot under him, fends Ally Mirza in Ambaffie co Iuflojf-cmn (a t 
# fearefull King) that if hee would with his fonne forthwith come to La* 
/we and do homage to him, he Ihould re-accepc his feniory and his beft 
. power af all times to defend him: if he would r’eferreit to the chance 
of warre, he would dethrone,and make him a perpetuall fUve,andhis fon 
a ftranger. .The Cafmirian King, affrighted at It, goes inftantly to Ecbar 
and confirmes his vaflalagej but lacob-cawnh is fonne , not able any lon- 
ger to diffimble, flies home, andisfo followed by fuch as loved him, that 
he ex pells the Indians out of the Gitty and is acknowledged King ; but 
his Halcyon dayesare offmill continuance* for Echdr ftormes. and ac'dle* 
rates Ally Mirza and Cafiem-cavm with thirty thouUnd hoife to fetter him* 

they chafcirim 5 not daring upon equailtermes to combate it, he flyes to 

the high Mountain es of Bimbery , but cafem-catm. direfted by fome na- 
tives, fo hotly pnrfne, that they are Lords of thofe hills, whence lactb 
hafts to Sfrhcnakarjmt there alfo they beleaguer him, whofe ftrength in 
men no^ walls were fufScient to repcli the enemy, but in defpight of both, 
is taken and manacled, yea, made to bend under the iron y oake of flavifh 
bondage. 


Cajjmer is part of that part of Afia , of old call-d Sogdian. The North 
Pole is there raifed 41 deg. nine min. from Agra three hundred*from Su* 
rat, three thoufand Englifh miles diftanmhe Provincein generall is moun¬ 
tainous barren,cold and windy, Her Metropolis Shjrenafyr is three miles 
in compare, watered by Behai & river,whieh from Cmcafa after many glo¬ 
merating dances increafes Indus .- nothing more obfervable than a lake

This done a reftieffe Ecbar ([a while deferring the conqueft of Badria) 
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aymes toTMta- and all Indus ; knowing how odious Mirza Iehan by reafon 
of his ty ran me was to his inferiours, he fends Ganganna with twelve thou- 
fand men, and by Boat fay ling downe Ravee iqco Indus , ere long they ar¬ 
rive at Tatta, which for fix moneths held out, but in the feventh the Ty¬ 
rant yeelds it up, and is upon conditions entertain’d friendly, and by this 
all Syttde to Loore sW^upon the Ocean, acknowledge Ecbar Ring of the 
jyjogulls their head and Soveraigne. 

Tutta or Tatta frill now, commanded by the Reboot) Eaft from lefek Tun a. 
met StWeft fro Backer, is one of the moft celebrated Marcs of Indya: from 
Ukore thirty dayes journey, but by Indus in lefle attained. Vpon the Oce¬ 
an (hee has Lour ^Bander , three eafie dayes travell thence, obfervable in 
this that fuch Chips as ride at anchor there, are not fo gnawed and fpoiled 
with wormes, as at SrraUcy, Ckaul , Dabul , Daman, Goah, and other places. 

About this time Nezamfiaw the old King of Decan , paid Nature her ut- AM. i 593. 
moft Tribute , and Melee Amber his fonne is Rated in his royall Throne AM. $]%-> 
and dignity : Ecbar is fick till he attempt the conqueft ;to doe which he re- 
folves neither coftnor toilefhould hinder it 5 the enterprife more hope¬ 
ful! for that a woman was reflux of the Marches. Ganganna is chofen Ge¬ 
nerali, who with inftrufHons and thirty thoufand horfe, from Lahore hafts 
to Brampore, where Radgee Alychan the Governour conjoynes five thou¬ 
fand more , and after feme moneths preparation fet forward towards De¬ 
can. 7%h»dBhby , daughter to the laft Ring, heares of the Mogulls ap¬ 
proach, and to refift them fortifies Amdanagar, obtainingalfo fome Forces 
from the Rings of Vifiapore and Golcunda'ia all forty thoufand horfe,which 
fbe commends to her Martiall Eunuch Godgee Shuheljsho ft ayes for them 
upon the Confines, firft combatting with Ally Charm, Mrrza Gajjem , and 
halfe the Army; the Vagans eater pel- m el, without order,guided only by 
bravery Si defire of conqueftron both fides were many flahnnow one,then 
the other part growing victorious5 fo Iong,fo couragiouffy,with fuch emu¬ 
lation and fury thebattell continued,that when Apollo (weary of fo much 
bloodfhed) had hid his golden tramells in Thetys bofome, they ceafednot 
but by Cynthia’s pale candor renued the fight with fuch alacrity, that of 
many yearesnever wasbattellfought bravelier, in eighteene houres none 
knowing w ho were more victorious 5 till fuch rime as Phoebus fparkling his 
flagrantTaeames againeinthat Horizon, Changanna falls in with his Regi¬ 
ment, fo frefli, fo violent, that after three houres skirmilh the Decans turn 
back leaving their heroick Captaine Godgee flame in the field. The Mo- 
gulIsVolIow the chafe fifteene miles, but the PriacefTeSrfy charges them 
with frefh troopes, caufingthem retreat to Brawpore till a fecond feafon. 

Ecbar^ the great Mogull has notice of theirfucceffe,and to accilerate ano¬ 
ther triaiCintreats Sha Morad his beloved forme to levie fifteene thoufand 
horfe,and from Brampore with the other Forces to fpoile or conquer chofe 
meridional 1 Provinces : merrily the youthfull Prince advances thither¬ 
ward, but during his flay inBfampore grewfo exceffively venerious and 
drunken, that his radical! vigour became fpent, his lungs cocfum’d , and Sudds death 
death the period of his confupipcion. His fudden far well ftruck the Army °f Pr *? e * 
with fuch amazement,that many Vmbraves(to avoyd thefufpitious fury of ora 1 
his Father) fled, nor caringto inhume the carcafle: Ecbar hearts itjfwearea 
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they had poyfbn’d him, and vowes requirall: his Chancellor (the Princes 
Schoolemafter) Abdul F azel isfenc, and (finding the dead Prince his owne 
confirmer) afiemblcs Gangama^ lufiojfchan^ Tzadok^Mamet-Cban , Mirza 
tzaroh^ and fuch Vmbraves as were at hand, affords them com fort, and re¬ 
vokes fach as had fied ? fatisfies Ecbar whofe was the fault, undertakes the 
Princes charge (after hee had Tent his carcaffe to Belly there to be buried) 
and in [mall time fubdues the Provinces of Chandys or SanJa^ Beraty and 
many other wealthy places: by letters he acquaints the King,8t defires him 
to forfake Lahore a while(having fpent twelve Winters & Summers there) 
and come to Ajfpm y hoping in fmall time to fubjeft Decan.Gulcunda (by the 
Perfians call’d Hy drab an) Vijtapore and other parts of India to his Empire, 
orders his fonne Selym to chaftife with fiftecne thoufand horfe, 
‘H £ g' 97 5 Ra ^j ea RanaMardout, fuccefTonr to King Porus 3 a nd of alt the Radgtes mofi: 
powerful! and excellent, his rebellion excepted: Tzebber Chan followes 
him with five thoufand horfe, sha-Cooligan Mharcm with three thoufand 5 
Radgee shagenat with three thoufand; and ocher Vmbraves andManceb- 
dars wirh other Forces, which digefted,the great Mogul], for A gray leaves 
Lahore the better to receive intelligences. 

Lahore, (a Citie both vaft and famous) is competitor for the Title of 
Metropolis with A gray ; but for circuit and bravery much more excellent r 
the pole Artick is there advanced 32 degrees 15 minutes: the ayre for 
eight moneths pure and reiterative 5 the ftreecs graceful] and pav’d; mod 
are clean fed and refrefhed by the river Ravee , which from the Cajfmyrian 
or Cafpiryan mouft taines.ftreamcs moft pleafantly to this Citie, and after a 
fhtrelyflux of three thoufand Englifb miles, deepe enough forjuncks 
of three fco re T un, by Tutta flowes into Indus , and with her neere Dial it 
23 degrees is minutes lodges in the Ocean. In Lahore are many things ob- 
fervable; Pallaces, Mofques, Hummum3 or Sudatories, Taneks, Gar¬ 
dens,8tc. The Caftle is large, ftrong, uniforme, pleafanc, and bravely fea¬ 
red 5 of ftone, white, hard, and polifhed farm’d with twelve Porter ns, three 
of which refpeft the Towne, the reft the Country: within, a PalaceYweet 
and lovely, entred by two gates and Courts; the laft pointing out two 
wayesjone, to the Kings Durbar and larmo (where hee daily ftieweshim- 
felfe unto his people) the other to the Demn-Kawn or great Hall (where 
every eve from eight to eleven he difeourfes with his Vmbraves;) On the 
wall are pictur’d fundry ftories and $ 2 $kiya.e$.viz.langkeer fotherwife call’d 
Sha Selym ) croflegd upon a rich carpet, undcraftately Throne or State 
his fonnes Perwets on the right hand with Curroon and Tymont , his bro¬ 
thers, D'han-Shat r, and Sha Morad j about him Emirza Sheriffs Can A Corns 
elder brother, of fuch wealth and pride', that having above a hundred 
Concubines, he dad them daily, and each night tearing them off, buried 
them in theground where they rotted, Mirza Rufian (once King of Cam- 
daoor^ Can Channa , Rajea Mkmfengh, Can Ajam^faph Chan and Radm 
Jugonaih (at whofe death,his wives,fifter,Nephew, and feven other friends 
burnt chemfdves with him for complement fake in the fire :) And on the 
left hand 3 Rajea Boufng fly-skarer, Rajea Aandas fword^bearer, Mocrib- 
Clw; ParaCte, Radjea Rodorow rebell, Radgees Ranfingh* Manfmgh, Ber- 
faghjt Boffou.jz c. In another Goozelchan {and neere the former)is painted 
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the Mogtill, under a flare croflegd: upon the dores rhe Images ofrhe Cru- 
ciflXjSc of the blefled virgin Mother. In another,the Kings Progenitors, of 
whom jBafar-y & thirty Nobles in rhe habit of Pilgrim Kalenders,&c- The 
Province wherein Lahore is feared is called Pangabyot rather from the Per- 
fian word PdKchob or five waters, watered with RaveepBehat, OhChanJVi- 
hy, and Synde or Sindar ( increafed by Paddar and Daati#dee 3 ) by Vtolomy 
and old Hydrographen D call'd Acefines , Cophys,Hidafpes, Zaradras, and Rhu~ 
adeb or Hifpalk r. In a word, no Province of lady a out-vyes it for pleafure, 
and riches, nor any part of the Eafl for a continued Ihade of Afhy trees 
from hence to Agra five hundred miles diftance, whofe fpreading growth 
and verdure lenifie the fcorching flames of Titans motion , each eight 
miles afalre and convenient Stray or Lodge built for Travellers to repofe 
in: To^ourftorv: 

Ecbar, now at Agra, refolves in perfon to profecute the warres in Decan . 

Anno IJ97. of the Heg. 977, he fees out towards Brampore^ but (contrary to 
his expectation ) fo foone as he had paft the river Nerebede , hee perceives 
Badurfia , a contagious Radges to fortifie Haffir a flrong Caftleagainft him: 
the Mogul likes not to leave fo violent an Enemy behind him,but refolves 
to take it by force or famine. Hager, is three Caftlesin one, Chotzan and Hager* 
Commerghar , the laft,mounted high, and fo defended by Nature as is made 
impregnable: to force itisimpoflible, therefore Rebar refolves tofamifh 
them, and halfe a yeere to that end he fits afore it, which the Radgee with¬ 
in,feeing,repents his folly,and upon requeft to have life and goods (granted 
him) refignes,and followesthe Camp or Leskar which goes on joyfully,tiU 
fuch time as newesisbrought,how Sha-Sdym and Tz>ebkaer-Caron with the 
refidueafore-oatned, going againft Radgea BamMardout,m Affmeer,Tzeb- The Prince 
fiaerdies (ofpoyfonfomethought)which altersthe Princes progreffe, for 
he forthwith' feizes upon Tzebhaers rreafure ( amounting to a crow or ten 
lack of roopes) & therewith purchafes the mercenary affeftion of fo many 
fouldiers, that, to Agra he returnes refolved to thruft his Father out of his 
Throne and Empire. Rebar, is fo amated with this unlucky rebellion,that 
what with feare of his fonnes popularity, and what to leave Decan uncon¬ 
quered, his heart palpetates,hedroopes and becomes hatefull to his owne 
imaginations j till AbdnlCazd roufes him, and by infufing wholfomeea- 
couragemenr, not onely revives, but exafperates his revenge to an imme¬ 
diate aCUon: whereupon, turning his back of Amnadagar, with halfe his 
Army, (hisfonne sha D’haen , Abdttl Fezel, Chan-Chauna, Badnr sharp , and 
other Vmbraves profecuting Decan ) hee fpceds towards Agra , whither 
shm-sdym got before him in hope to ranfack his treafury, but milling his 
ay me, marches back by Rehen and Annnvar, and at twelve dayes end came 
to Ei-Hddjje, having already fubjecled Bahaer s Syaupore , Chalpy , Lackpoo , 

Melt pore, Cher a, Cajianpoye, Ghanoots, gher{am. Borage , and other Townes 
andProvinces: in all, putting Captains of his owne choofing. The King, 
now at Agra is fenfible of his fonnes confpiracie, and wifliesall were well 
againebis letters firft attempt it, difeovering thefhame and danger he was 
in, the curfe of Mahomet , and deprivation of birth-right,promifing pardon, 
with fuch perfwafions ,of final] force with Shaw- Selym, who doating upon 
his owne exoibitancies,deiides the Mefienger,and ere long ore-runnes the 
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Empire to Bengal* , hoping (but m vaine) the Viceroy there, Radgee Mau¬ 
ling would fide with him. 

In this interim , his dther Tonne, Prince D'hatn or D haenyel with his 
Vmbraves and Army enter Decan -,Sc come firft to Gandetzm a Caftle.in the 
icite favoured by Nature, and by Art of man made impregnable- Herein, 
the diftrefled Lady with all her Nobles and force had pent themfelves,fto- 
red with vidualls for two yeares fiege, and provided of all forts of war- 
lique inftrumeots. Notwithftanding all which (thedice ofWarre and Fate 
fo ordering it) in the feventh moneth they forced it, depriving many of 
their lives, all of their wealth and liberty. Madam Re bey only, rather than 
fuffer aoy indignity , chofe to give her felfe(bypoyfonj the period ofmi- 
fery. But her Magazein of gold and filver came to the Conqnerour , who 
giving that in charge to Abdul Gazel and Cbanchama , the Caftle he trufted 
to Gadget Bychnnrz, and without oppofall reconquering the Counties Be- 
rar andGandes, receiving fome acknowledgement from the faint-hearted 
Kings of Gdcunda and Vijiapore , leaden with triumph and joy he retnrnes 
to 'Brampore moft victorious. 

Bk am poke, (or Rarampur,) Baramatis in ftolomy\ or Bracmanpore as 
brumyore. ^ not i on p rom pts me;of old Sc at this day a Seminary of Bramansjogues^ 
Calans or Gmnofophs , whofe Academy (about this place) is recorded by 
Porphyrias and Ptclomy j is in Artick elevation twenty eight degr. three 
min. From Sttrat,Ea&yvio hundred and twenty miles: from Afmer foure 
hundred and twenty : from A gray one thoufand; the Province is, Chan- 
dijh or Sanda, where watered by Tapes or Tynde (the river at Surat) it be¬ 
comes fruitfull and pleafanc; elfewher e,barren, unwholfome 3 fcorcching, 
Tandy and penurious: the Citty is low and in an unhealthy pkioe; very 
fpations,but by Bannyans moft inhabited: the ftreetsaremany and narrow; 
the houfes not high and but meanly beautifulljat theNorthEaft end it has a 
CaftIe(upon the flood) large and defenfive; in the river,an arrificiall Ele¬ 
phant fo skilfully fliaped,that by the Bannyans ’tis adored, & by others ad¬ 
mired : in times paft, here refided the Dccau Kings,but by the Mogul now 
beaten from it. chan-channds gardens, and water devifes cal Id Loll-baut 
two courfes thence, are worthy a Travellers commendation. 

Rebar is no fooner poffeft how fortunately hirfonne Danyel proceeds 
Southward, but Godgee Jehan prefents him a penetentiall letter from Sha ■ 
Selim his rebellious fooue in the contrary quarter. After a little flay, hee 
returnes with the Mogulls anfwer, wherein was his allured pardon, fo hee 
would difmifTc his Army and aske forgiveneffe. His ungratious fonne, re¬ 
turnes this deriding reply, that having an Army offeventy thoufand horfe 
and many brave men at armes, to mot! of which he had given moneys and 
command; upon condition he would ratifieic, and in no fort imagine them 
rebells or confpiracors, he was ready to obey; if not, he would take his 
owne courfes. Echar refends him a tart tneffage; and Selim to demon Hate 
his neglefl and boldneffe, poftsto Elabajfe, where he commands all forts 
of Coine, of gold, filver,andbraffe to be ftamp’c with his owne name and 
motto :yea, to vexe the old man more, affrights A nark ala his fathers wife 
whom he firnamed Pomegranad , andfenthimofhis new ftampt mony; a 
crime fo ftrange, fo audarioufiy odious 5 that the imaged Father curfes

him, vowes reward, and with fpeed acquaints his Chanceilour Abdul Fa r 
zel with it, who firft moderates his Matters paffion, and then with ail con¬ 
venient hafte (accompanied with three hundred horfe ) followesthepoft 
to do fome fervice, but sha sbelim ., (having intelligence how ail this pafa 
fed)defirous to anticipate fo fare an enemy, he write* to Radgee Bcrfagh 
(Lord of Awr)thorow whofe conatrey hee needs mutt pafTc, promifing 
him a gratuity and the command of five thoufand horfe fo 'hee would lay 
in wait for Abdul and fend him his head: the Radgee proroifes hi? heft per¬ 
formance, and with a thoufand horfe and three thoufand foot, Jtlrks be ere 
Cwakr^A fach time poore Abdul ^^/(fafpeftleffe of any villany)paf- 
fes by, Radgee falls upon him, and notwitbftanding the great advantage he 
had, for three houresthe fight was hotly continued, but ore-preffing them 
with men and troops in the end, his company were moft part flaine, and 
Abdul himfelfe (after twelve deep wounds) taken and beheaded; Selim re- 
ceives it joyfully, but Ecbar^ who loved him deerly becomes fo paffionate 
andforrowfull, that for three dayes he conceald himfelfe and wpuld not 
a long time after be comforted: but (like waves) fee another horror affli- 
Sing him, newes of his other forme, Sha Danjel^ kild in the fame Cjtty, of 
the fame difeafe, Morad was formerly; hercat,he afflitts Ids decaying body 
immeafurably, cryes and fighes, and vowes upon Ckanchamta , revenge for 
not better regarding him,who comes to purge himfelfe,but for fome time 
is not admitted to Ecbars prefence, till by mediation of others ;and fore- 
tumesto Decani, with an augmentation of power and dignity; But the 
for row hee fuffers in his rebellious fonne cooks his courage and inflames • 
hispaffion ; fome way he mutt tread to bring home or deftroy him by per- 
fwaficm or warre; but feares both : his fonne is fo hardned andfafegarded, 
fome what he mutt doe; and therefore firtt (as a King) he rides againft him 
with thirty thoufand hprfe, but by his mothers death is recalled; whofe 
body when be had raoft fumptuoufly interred in Dedj in King Homayo# 
her husbands Sepulcher, he refolves to proceed againfl^/w Selym , but his 
minde alters; hee feares his fonne’s Angular courage and way in fight; and 
(as a Father) tries once more, what petfwafion can operate 5 he dictates a 
pacbetique letter mixPof love and anger,reproving,perfwading, difwading, 
promifingpardon s and puts him in mind he was orihonld be at Icaft his joy 
and comfort, he had np mo fonnes nob grand children; MyradZedda (once 
the Princes Tutor or Schoolemafter) carries it, who fo forceably pene¬ 
trates the yeelding conceits andjiatufe oisha Selym , that forthwith taking 
Fenteethis little fonne along) he leaves Halabajja^ palfes Semena , and after 
two dayes more (rhe Wizard allowing the day fortunate)with all his Um- 
braves he arrives in A gray , and by Mortoza-Kawa is brought to Ecbars pre¬ 
fence, then in the Guzel- Chan; who blufhingco eye him fo,leads him into 
theMahael (or private lodging) wbei* (forgetting his promife) remem- The 'Princt 

• bring the dances Selym had led him, into fuch a rage that rapt him, that,*af- 

* ter he had flaflit ttj rour into bis heart,by the fparkling fury ofhis eyes,and 
thunder ft ruck him, with a ftorme of mighty words, with his fift he ftruck 
hiui fo hard fo ofr upon the mourh,that Selym throwing himfelfe down,re- 
quefts hisFattier at once to puuiih him,fhowesbim his breft,the fword and 
hand ready to it. Bat Ecbar by this furfecring ofcholler intends no fuchfa- 
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Orifice, but commanding him toarife, dendes him and ccrmcs him Affe^aod 
Foole, that commanding feveoty thoufand able men, would [bdolnfhly 
forfakc them to truft the fugred and dcceicfqll promifes of areconciled 
Eaemie- That find, he brings him forth againe, and fends him back to pri- 
fon giving all the Vmbraves his aflociates like welcome. Radge e Bat Jo ex- 
cepted.who (wifer than the reft) cfcaped. By this imprifonment, ska St* 

' hm contrary to his enftome abftaines foure 8t twenty homes from Ovwm, 

' which next day Ecbar himfelfe gave him 5 and the third day by interceffion 
ofhis'Ladyes and Concubines, is freed and fent to his owne home, where 
he behav’d himfelfe very orderly, in princely fort each day vifmng Ecbar, 
nil hy feme old mens malicious furmifes,he is reftrainM againe and the Mo- 
gull exafperated. Biat the folly of his uunaturall and ill grounded ran* 
cour isnoedeftinate againft thatobjed, the jealoufie of his brainethrow- 
ingicupon MimaQajliaw fthe Viceroy ofTutta'jCoDne) for fpeakiog one 
word, by Ecbar ill taken and interpreted. No recantation will fatishe, his 
life muit pay it, the Kings PhyCtian is commanded to prepare two Pills 
of like ftnpe but contrary operation, Gajharv is trufted with them, and 
brings them Ecbar , who (imagining by a private mark hee knew the right 
Mwdpoy- one) hid?-G^/w fwallow one and himfelfe the other. Gajha ignorant of any 
fanhimfelf. deceit by chance devoures the beft,and Ecbar is poyfoned •, too foone, coo 
late the Deferable Mogul perceives his mifchance,repentshis eholler, and. 
(for (frame concealing the caufe) after foureteene dayes violent torment 
‘and flails tp expcll thepoyfon , yeeldsup hisghoft 5 and having vi&ori- 
oufly reigned five and twenty yeares,inthe y^yeare ofhts age isby all his 
* Umbraves with all poffible ftate and folemnity in Tzelytnder three courfe 
from Agra in a new begun Monument, buried; and Sha Selym ( though 2 
while refilled byRadgee Manfiagh and Chan Afemywho in vain endeavoured 
tqmakebisfonne Ct/Jfrroo Mogull, nominated by Ecbar as they all edged) 
crpwncu with fuch ceremony as was requifite is crowned by name oMattgheerfirng. 
great Mo- In the yeare of our Lord God 1604. and of Mahomet 9S4. 
gn!U We are now to'prefent you upon the Afiatique ftage, various Scenes 

compos’d of a mifcelany of fubjefts, excellent and remarkable. 

AI). 1604. Iatrgheer (fo’now we call him) by mediation of Morte&a Chatty Cooly Ma~ 
A.H. 984! met chan and others, receives Sultan Cofhroc (or Gujhrow) his late compe¬ 
titor (and fonne) into favour: and (to begin his gre^tnefle in the good will 
of his people) receives Cham Afem and Radgee into grace againe. But Cxjfc- 
reoe (Snick by his own guilt) fufpefts hispardon counterfeit, and entreats 
by letter Buffanbeg ( Viceroy of Cabal) Bis old friend, to meet him neere 
Fettypore with fome Forces, that by his love and care he might fly away, 
aflored if he ftay'd long at Court, of death or blinding: by his Zantell the 
letter is fpeedily delivered him, who as readily obeyes the difc»nfolate 
Prince with three thoufand horfe porting to Achbar-pore (from Agra foure 
and twenty courfes ) whither the Prince ( efcapingio the twy-light from . 
Court) comes, follow’d by five hundred youngGallants, and altogether ■ 
haften towards Lahore ■. laughter has immediate notice of his fonnes flighc, 
and refenring how dangerous it might prove, charges Godgee Melee Ailybeg, 
Captaine of rhe Guard, with fuch force as was about him to purfuc Cujbroo 
and bring him back, ibr which he ftiould want no acknowledgement. The 
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Cxtw&i with three hundred horfe, rides after him,and Mortaza- Chan with 
fifteene hundred horfe, all night pofts after Godgee h yea after both, Fang- 
her himfelfe ( perfwaded to it by MimaFmbrave) with fifty Elephants 
and eight thoufand men : fo that the poore Prince was every way purfiied, 
yetfoch was the hafte Haftnbeg made afore them, that none of the three 
came neere him by fifteene courfes, (yea though all the way theyfpoiled 
the Villages, and made havock of all they could prey upon ) and in the 
ninth day attain’d Lahore-, but intending to enter the Cattle, are kept out 
by Ebrah'm chan the Governour ( premonifhtof the Princes flight) and 
which was worfe, by Sayit Chan (three courfe from the Citie, and in his 
way toBangethe place of his government, making as if hee would joyne 
with him, upon the river is imprifoned but by bribe efcaping returoes to 
Uujjm, and receiving there a guilded bait) brought by Z&ldaden Hafen, 
that the King patting by all offences, had alfigned him the Provinces of Ca- 
hul and Banafoed 5 .'with which Teeming not contented,defires the addition 
of mfandy all being but to dally and allure his ftay till Ungheer came to 
catch him. Yet, the Prince is notfo Ample, but that hee difeovershis Fa¬ 
thers fubtiltieSjfo that after three weekes vaine attempt to fack the Cattle, 
he forfakes the Citie,and with twenty thoufand horfe moves back againe, 
with a full determination to bid Jangheer battel!. It happened, that hee 
pitcht one night, where Mortofa-Kawn with fix hundred horfe (hearing of 
Guforooes comming) was ambufiled jwithout any yzi\ee,Mortofa falls upon 
him, but fuch was the premeditated care Bn fan had of the place and fight, 
thatintwohouresfpace their Enemies were flirewdly beaten , and sba- 
Chelyahbt Captaine flaine *, fo that had not Godgee with the K mgs 
ftandard entred , proclaiming with great out-eries that the great Mogull 
was at hand, the Kings fide had wholly periChed : but of fuch terrour was 
the Kingsapproach(paft Sultanpre')th.zz AbdulRajea the Princes Enfigne- 
bearer moft bafely threw it away and fled ; and by his daftardly example 
all the Army, moft of them being by the ruftick time-ferving people chaff 
and knockt downe, aod all the baggage feized on. The King in memory of 
this deliverance and vi&ory erefts there, at Tzie{errj i.e.a place of hunting, 
a ftately Cattle, and new names the place (which I have formerly defori- 
bed) Fettipore^ that is, a Paradife. Fettipore , if the water had bin good, by Fettipere, 
this time had triumphed over all the Cities in Indy* : ’tis wall’d about,and 
to theN.N.W, difeovers a lake or fifii-pond five miles over. TheN.E. has 
afaire Buzzar five hundred paces long, and well paved, built on all fides 
with pleafanc Manfions rat one end is the Moguls houfe, and a Uohol moft 
excellently framed; the other fide Js glorious in a Mofque afeended by 
thirty fteps barr’d with a brave gate, in all fo obfervable, that it is fcarce 
equalled throughout Indy *:the top is full of Piramyds,the court within fix 
times bigger than the RcyaU Exchange in London^ Angularly paved with free 
ftone,the lies are large and paved, the columns of one ftone high & beau- 
tifull, and affronting this gate is a moft fumptuoos Monument, covered 
with paint and Oyfter pearle Cbells, proud in the Kalender there buried. 

The miferable Prince {accompanied with Hafenbeg , Abdul-Radges ,and 
Chan Bad fad) fcarce lookes behind him till they actaine Lahore^ where 
Radgee ftayes; but Sultan Gujhrso with Padafoa croffe chci^E>«,and labout 
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CO arrive with fafety at Rastas a Cattle inexpugnable : but bad fortune fal- 
lowes them-for,paffing the river Twnob, by the trecherous watermen they 
are brought into the power of Cajfem-cha&ns fonnes (then beficgingthe 
Caftle)who without delay St mercy Ipeedily convay them to Iangkeer , by 
that time part Latir a Bond feven dayes travell thence.Thc King overjoyed 
with this good hap, returns to Lahore, and by the way puts ro death many 
Vmbraves the Princes followers. The Prince was committed to the cu- 
ftody of Zemanaebeg (called after, Mahobet-chan , i t. beloved Lord $) 
Bajfenbeg , Bedajba, and Abdul Radgie are firft publiqueiy difgrac*c,and then 
imprifoned. 

Whether fome Noblemen reputed laughter tyrannicall, or that they 
thought Gttfhroo had better title to the Empire, or chat meere envie caufed 
it, is uncertaine; but one of chefe fo wrought, that one night fome prime 
men of quality watching the Prince, agreed upon a confpirarie to take 
away the Mogul Is life upon the high mountainesas he parted to Cabnl, and 
to place Gvjkroo in bis roome; the Tray tors were Mtrza Cherieff (brother 
of i^Ajfaph-chan) Mirza Mouradyn his Cozen, Mirza Vetulla, Mima Shaf~ 
fenbeg, Hollabeg, and Mitrdoph-chan. Iangkeer fufpe&ing no treachery paf- 
fes on, but by good fortune is fo attended, that they could by no meanes 
cffeft their villany. In the interim , Ethaman Doulet the Treafurer Is ac¬ 
cus’d by one of his flaves to have converted to his owne ufe, and for th’in- 
couragement of Tray tors, 500000 roopees out of the Mogulls Trea- 
fury : that, and the newes of Cheer Affknchan ( Ethaman Doulets fonne in 
law) his trecherous murtherof Cotopdy Mamet-chan Goga (Lieutenant of 
Bengal a neete Radgee Mahal , (albeit Affenchaun the T urk therefore was ah 
fo flaine by CeJJ'adine and Kijjrecr-Chawn, brother and fonne to the Lieute¬ 
nant, his Mother and Wife moft bafely abnfedj) yetthde refle&ed fo much 
upon Doulet , that he is not only put from his place, but alfo hh eftate con- 
fifcated and himielfe in Vianet-Chans hou(e, to his owne great griefe and 
theaftonifhmentofall Jnduftan, imprifoned. 

But greater was Iangkeers feare and choler, when by the open and refo- 
lute defiance of Godgee Veheshztn acquainted with the late named confpi- 
racie, by men of power, fuch as he never injured, and as had relation ro be 
neere him in all occafions 5 he is much confounded at it, but by Myrza Vm- 
braves advice , t h row es offall abjeitt feare, and without more di/putc or 
delay commands them all to execution, onely Ethaman Danlet at the re- 
queft of his Keeper is pardoned (upon promife of 200000 roopees to the 
King and him for his life ) but led back to prifon moft difgracefully. After 
which, he returnes (from cabal) untQ Lahore, and in the way remerubricg 
the danger he had efcaped, and rhat Gufiroo his fonne was partly caufer, he 
commands his l’onnes eyes by juice of Aeck to be forfeited, but the poy- 
fon is more mercifull, leaving one eye a little illuminated. Chan Af m alfo 
(Gttjhroo’s Father inlaw) is clad in loathfome raggs and brought into the 
Guzelchan j where every Vmbrave is commanded to fpet in his beard and 
face, is then fecterd, manacled, and led to prifon, where two fall yeares he 
remained, till by mediation of his wives he is delivered. 

This yeare anno 1609 Currown and other of his frieads prevailed with 
the King that (to make his way the eafier to the Crowne ) his kinfmen 
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sha-Selims brothers fonnes might'ibe Chriftned : which accordingly was 
done in Agra and not without folemnity .The Jefuirs named them Philippe 
Carlo, and Henrico : moil men thought them undone,but God knows they 
were bettered, That yearealfo they baptifed another Grandfon ofEckars 
by name of Don Edoird. This yeare 1019. and of our account i6o 9 .Mirza 
Outbrave became apopieftiqne^and made incapable of his office: Czalam- 
chan alio in cotopdfs place is made Viceroy of Re»gala 3 and commanded to 
fend up as prisoners, Affen-chans family ; which hce did accordingly la 
the way, the young Widdow Meher-Metzia (JDaukts daughter and fifter to 
Apply chan) was affronted by a Wizard who told her many ftories of her 
infuing great neffe, which after hapned : for they were no fooner arriv'd at 
Agra? (whither Iangheer wasalfo come) but are moft kindly welcomed by 
Roc\p Suit anna the mother Queene; and, one day being led inro the 
Mahal with her little Girle, Iangheer accidentally lifts up her vayle, and 
difeovers forare and forceable a beauty, that thenceforward fhe is the’fum 
of all he contemplates : hec ftudies now how to advance Doulet her de- 
jefted Father, the better to ingratiate himfelfe into the affeftion of his faire ' 
Goddeffe 5 hce forgets his flare, and privatly each eve paffes by boat to 
Ethaman Doukts houfe, and all night confumes himfelfe and pretious time 
in wanton look.es and amorous dalliances: but to enjoy her everlaftkigly 
at length commands Godzee AbdulHoffsn to requeft Dawlets good will in 
his daughter, for hee meant to marry her; Hofen admires it, and layes be¬ 
fore him the indignity he offers fo great a Majefty* but Iangheer (now 
fwflate) isdeafe and blind-, in choller bids him goe,or flay eternally. He 
fpeeds away and ufes fmall perfwafions: for Ethaman Dawlet ( by this mi¬ 
racle rapt from his difeontented Orbej after fome profeffion of his bafe- 
neffe, condifcends: and Meher Metfyais forthwith efpoufed with all folem- 
ni^her name changed mtoNourJha begem (or Nor-mah4)i.e.light or glory 
of tbeCourtjher Father is advanced above all other tlmbmve^her brother 
Affaph-chanmA moft of her generation with th’addirion of honors, wealth 
of command exceedingly graced and eftabliffied: and in this fun-fbine of 
happinelfe a «d content Iangheer fpends fome ycares without regarding 
ought fave Cupids Currantoes. 6 & 

Anno 1610. of the Hegira 99 0 . and the fixth yeare of his raigne, Sultan A.M.k&q 
S herrjar the Prince (undertotqrihip of Mortefa-chan ) is fent Viceroy to A.D.1610 
Guznrat* Ch&ft-lthdn to Bramporc ; and Mahohtt-chan with an Army 
againft Radgee Randy or Rabama of Mandat, at that inftant time rebellious; ■ 
the Country alfo of Radjea fottz (a branch of Bengala) was that yeare fub- 
jeftedunder the Imperiall Crowne of Induflan, by Tzalamchtm a warie 
Captaine: during which, Mahohet-chanlfy that time in Ranaes Provinces) 
goes on v\ftorioufly,aod forces many Holds and Caftles from thofe indo- 
mitable Tndyans, but (by envie of fome at Court) is cali*d home in the 
belt of his endeavoured Abdul-chan made Generali of his Company: this 
alteration did not much alter the eftate of the Army, for he profecutesK*- 

with no leffe haft and fury, in conclulion urging him to a fee battel 1 at 

jTTn- CFe he i° 5 thebeccer ^ c hafing Radgee to Oudeport and toman- 
M y killing many of his men, inriehing themfelves with abundance of 
Ipoile and Captives, and after much toyle and fomclelfe , fackt SjavcnJ 
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{Rands flrongeft Caftle) till then j udg'd impregnable 5 wherein they had 
A iiore warlike provifiou, and many valuable pagods or devils, which for 

A.D.16 \o. above 1000 yeares had ftood there fuperftitioufly adored 5 thefe the Ma- 
A.Heg99o. hometias burnt, and in place of them, reared a ftupendious Mofque or 
Fabrique of Idolatry. Abdul-Cavpn Co fortunatly ordredthe warre againft 
Rana , that langheer the great Mogull fends him thanks, and defires him to 
live a while in Gujarat, by all poffible meanes not onely to curb, but ex¬ 
tirpate chat rafcall race of Coolyes and Bielfgrates that fo unjuftiy and thee- 
vifhiy robd the Caffilaes and lived upon honeft paffengers: he failes not in 
chat command, for with fifteene thoufand horfe hee fearches andpurfues 
them in all places where he knew they lurked, and after many petty en¬ 
counters took cEdcr their retreating place (70 courfe from Amadavad') 
yea fell upon them fuch timeas they were all united, St put them to flight, 
flew halfe their company together with LaebCooly their Generali, whofe 
head he fettt to Amadabat 3 and commanded (as a memorial I ofhis viftory, 
and to the cerronr of all fuch Rebels,) that itfhould be fee upon a pinacle. 

Cawn-lehan ( during thefe broiles) way ting all occafions ofconqueftin 
Decan, by difeord and envie of fome Umbravesin the Army, finds his fuc- 
ceffe worfe and worfe againft Melee Amber . He knowes no remedy with¬ 
out acquainting the Mogull, and entreating one of his fonnes to come thi¬ 
ther, by whofe greatneffe the Army might be better ordered. After fome 
eon federation,he fends Sultan Per Tree J and Radjta Ramdas who from Bram* 
pare fends Chan Ichan , Radgee Ramdas , and Manjingh with an Army to 
Bal/agdts,mhctc they fend defiance ro Melee, and ere long expert him: but 
Iangheer fearing the forces of Decan fpeeds Chan A Jem with foure thou* 
faud men more, and removes his Lefcar to Afmeer,zphcc convenient for 
hunting: chan Ajem is no fooner come toBramporeJum entreats Ganganna 
(Lieutenant of Khoor) tojoyoe with him, and fo haftens cowards BeUagu- 
ate , then in all 100000 men , 600 Elephants, and 12000 CameIIs, r yea 
of fuch fame, grew this expedition, that ere they departed Cuncam they 
were 600000. With thefe huge Troops , Abdul-chan penetrates into the 
heart of Decan: no refiftance is made by men in field,Town,or Cittadells, 
fo that in Beder,Aurdenagar,Gent fro and as fane as Kerchy (the feat Royalfi) 
they marcht viftorioufly ; burning, ipoiling, and imprifoniDg; Villages, 
Temples, and Inhabitants not cobe counted.The Decan King (ftruck with 
feare & aftonifht at their numbers J flies too and fro,nor reftingany where, 
till he came to Daultabat , ( ten miles from Kerkj ) a Caftle reputed im¬ 
pregnable. Semefmallskirmifhesand ambufeadoes fell upon the Indyans, 
• but to finall purpofe, fo chat Melee Amber confults by fome deceitful 1 po- 

licie to doe, what by force hee dared not adventure at, (albeit Mamet Lary 
and W askhyl A del-chan were new come toayd him with above 20 thou¬ 
fand horfe, and fome expert infantery) hee writes counterfeit letters, di¬ 
rected from fome Radgeej about Iangheers Court, containing a private cer¬ 
tainty of the Mogulls death,and of Curroom advancement; thefe hegives 
in charge to a crafty Bannyan, who circling as if hee came from Agray , is 
imprifoQ d as a fpy, his letters read, and with their lying contents fb afto- 
nilhed, that without more confulcation ( giving credit to them) they di¬ 
vide the Army, quit all fuch places where they had placed Garrifons, and 
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wich confufed hafte fpeed home,each Captaine to his owne command and 
place of refidence ^Sultan Pertrees to £ tmpore , A b dukhan to Snrrat 7 and 
chanAfem to wards Agra y gmn g Amber eafie re-admittance to al his Towns' 
and Cattles i which otherwife, without long warre, much hazard and vaft 
ex pence would hardly have bin recovered. But fo fooneas Imgheer had in¬ 
telligence ofthat their levity ,he rages, &is halfe mad with anger, chreat- 
ning them all with puntthment^nd commanding Mahobct chan to goe Go¬ 
vernor toBrampore:and fuch was the incredible hafte and good luck he had 
andufed, hee fubjefts Berar z and devaluates the Decan Empire xmtoKtrkf 
returning triumphant and fetiate for Uelecks treachery: by which Jangheer 
is partly pacified, but more, when (by C ur roons intreaty, having firftby 
many battels and purfuits tyred him) RamRadjea prefeats himfelfe, his 
fonne, and many gifts, amongft which an Elephant valued at iooooo roo- 
pees/ubmitring all he badjtyfangheer to be difpofed of, who embraces him 
with all affettion, and offers his fonne his daughter, and return es him the 
government of Pormandelj Oodepore , and other places ; but foone after, 

(whether for griefe he had fubmicced, or fome other caufe) hee died, and 

with much ceremony amongft his noble progenitors, is buried. Bad- 

Iangheer , having confumed eighteene monechs in eafe and pleafure at S ea 
Mandoit , departs, & comes to Amadavad i where he difcharged Abdul-chan , 
and ordaines him Viceroy of CalpizndKhoor: and after iz moneths paftime 
and luxury there, teturncs to Agra) .* Anno 994. and of our account 1614. 

Thatyeare, Chabeeg y Governour of chandahar was difpJac’c (by reafon of 
his age') and Badar-chan there placed. Tzediat-cban alfo is font to fucceed 
Tzalam-chavon in Bcngala , but at that time Ozman-chan a Patanian with a 
mighty Army befieging Daecl^ (the Metropolis:) hee and Ethaman-chawn 
with fifteene thoufand men give Qzmanbz&t ell, which is bravely fought 
on both ttdes 5 but by reafon of a mad Elephant, on whichozmaa Cate,Tze~ 
diat'cban is unhorft and maymed,yea the Mogulls Forces difoomficed: but 
by ftrange chance, a wounded man feeing Ofman pafle by, transfixes him, 
and by that the Patanians give back and at length fly, the Mogulls not only 
recovering Daec /(, but piercing into the Gentiles Country, 'captivated his 
wife and children, forragingat pleafure, audroakingallhis wealth (which 
was great, & fent to Agray) a joyfull teftiraony of their valour. That yeare 
the Mogul 1 journeyed to Lahore. 

\_Abdul- chawn-y after foven weekes mail arrives at falpi where and of 
Keor he was to receive the government: he ftraightway executes his Com- 
mifiion, iu fmall time quieting and deftroying thofe fwsrmes of rebellious 
Rafhbotestill then there abounding 5 levelling their moft defenfive places 
with the ground 5 making fale of fo many of the Inhabitants as pay'd the 
charges of the warre, amounting to aoooeo roopees and upwards, ebax 
AftmzKo about this time goes Ambafladour from Iangheer to Abbot the 
Petfian, Not any in mans memory went more richly furnifht >with Pre- Ckafi-Afetsa 
fents, or more bravely attended. He prefented the King (then at Spa haw a) goes Amb*fi 
twelve chefts of choife linnen, and two with Shafhes woven with gold d.ndf a ^ mr tr 
filver, many daggers whofe hafts were richly fet with ftones of value,eftee- Per fi 4 * 
medac 70000 roopees. And for his owne port and travell had an addition 
out of the Mogulls Exchequer of fixty thoufand roopees more, the better 
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to reprefent the Majefty of fo great an Emperor. Abbas enter tain es the 
Ambaffador triumphantly, and wearies him with invitations, (hows, (pores, 
and paftimes: and at his departure makes five hundred Cofelbaihes, 
culkawn^ Ruflan-heg and other Noblemen to attend him two dayes Jour¬ 
ney towards Candahar, recommending his well-wifhes to the Mogul in 
a prefept of five hundred fwift and excellent Courfers,twenty Mules of 
great affize and beauty, five hundred Afles, one hundred and fifty Dromb 
daries, (or rather Coofelbafh Camels) eighteene chefts or Sandoughs full 
of delicate carpets and bezars; ao Camels load ofShyraz wine, and eight 
of conferv'd Dates, piftachoes, &c: all which were with much aflfedion re¬ 
ceived by laughter „ who that yeare journeyed to participate the plea- 
fures of CaJfimerCj having firft transferd Mahobtt-chau from Bramfore to 
Kabul and Banges. 

Kabul by Vtolomy in his 6 Book and is chapter cal <&Chahura (on the 
North confin'd by Caucasus , on the Eafr with Cajfmeer and Kakar ) is 
now fubjetSl to the Mogul , but formerly to the Tartar and Verjian: the 
name from the Siriaque fignifies fterill s and agrees with the nature of the 
country, which is cold and windie; not over fruitful!, fave where the 
jy ylob fattens her 5 a river (by Vtolomy cald Chod) which hence arifing, 
jftreames South into lndm^ and is one of thofe five, which with her wan¬ 
der into the fea. The City Cabul, is from Lahore twelve good dayes jour¬ 
ney, hilly and dangerous; the people moil part Bannians ; the houfes 
are low and flrong ; in nothing more obfervable than the Serrayt or 
common Inns, and two well fortified Caftles ; in one of which was Babur 
borne, and fwayed^from whom in three defeents langheeris defeended. 

Sultan Cnforoo (upon his Fathers remove to Cajfmeer) is taken from the 
cuftody of Ajjaph cawn and given to Gawn-Iehan to looke unto. Cbeq - 
Cafem is alfo made Leifetenant of Bengala in his brother T%alam-catens 
Heed. Cherram-cavm (Tzalam-cawns forme) hearing of his Vncles com- 
raing (who ever hated him;) from Daeck travels towards Agra with all 
his Fathers wealth to give up anaccompttothe Mogul ; but in the way, 
neere Radgee-Mahal , Caffem-cawn meets him, takes violently away his bed 
Elephantsand fome other things of value, which being by hisNephew to 
the foil related, Caffem is immediatly displaced., difgrafed, and Ebrahim - 
eaten (Queen e Nor malls cofen) cflated in his place; meeting at Badges- 
Com with caffem-cawn (who with all his goods and people were packing 
away) Ebrahim demands reftitution of the Elephants he tooke from Cher- 
ram t awn : but Cajfem is foinraged at thefe fucccffive indignities, that after 
foroe foule words they fall to blowes, and in the skirmiih (Jaffem finding 
his party weakeft, retyresto his Haram, murders his miferable concubyne.s, 
Ayes away, and leaves Ebrahym pofiefTor of all his treafure , who by affent 
of fome Umbraves,and moft of the vulgar fort,is admitted Governor ;after 
which hee falls upon Motchjjam (the rebell) defeats him and his braving 
forces, killing fome and felling others,yea inriches himfelfe with fo much 
fpoyle, and arrogates fo much glory, that laughter (in token of thanks) 
fends him a horfe, a battle-axe, and a dagger; and as an augmentation of 
honour from Ebrahym^ changes his name into Pheroo%~lehan-cawn. The 
fame feafon Mart a fa cawn was fent by the King to befeige Changra (a 
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Curroon's enterprise upon Decan, 



Gaftle fo fenced by Art and Nature, as made many judge it invincible 
aDd the rather, for contemning the beft the Kings of Deity of many times 
could do againft it,) not withstanding: all which, Martafa (after much 
danger of ambulhments in that thick Wood, feventy miles broad 
and trouble in palling his men over high and fearfullrocksy lay eight 
months before it, and then in delpight of their beft defence entred ir 
andfubje&edic to the Moguls though he lived not three months after to 
meditate his victory. Which, when Jangheer heard, with a mixture of 
joy and forrow^he leaves Caffemeer and removes to Lahore , where Sultan 
Cufirm (the true idea of mifery) is by perfwafion of theQuecne and 
Ajfkph-caven taken from Cawn-lchan , and put to Cntroon to be his keeper. 

At that time, Iangheer&dikzd, his fonne curroon beyond meafure, Imagi¬ 
ning no honour too much, no command too great for fo brave a Prince, 
fo hopefull a warrior 5 fothat (little knowing what would follow; hee 
gives him the charge of forty thoufand horfe,and attended by Godjea-Ab~ 
dul-Huffan and ocher great Umbraves haftens him to the conqueft of 
Decam and to fpoyle the Kingdomes of Gulcunda and Vifiaporefoi omit¬ 
ting their annual! Tribure of three pound weight of Diamonds. 

Thisyeare I 6 ly of Maho. 1029 Abdul-Azies-caven fucceeds Bador-eaten 
the Ouzbegin his command of fa/tdahar ; CawnMehm is made Leifetenant 
of Unit'an and Buchor ; Sultan Vermes of Pathan: and Badges Bertfmgb 
Bondela, and Abdul-cawn, Governours of Kalpi^ are commanded to raife 
fome forces and follow Sultan Curroon into Decan, 

sultanCurrawne (by this time having leavied his forces, and made all A.M.1619. 
ready for his enterprise upon Decan) firft commands all men to intitle A*H*£.$99 
him Sha-Iehan. or King of Hearts ^ then, with his whole Army in goodly 
equipage, travels to Brampore the Rendezvous, and whither Abdul-eaten 
and Radges Bert%ingh (accordingto command)come and wait upon him, 
with Thtdder-eaten his Cofen,and many other Rajhpootes of quality. Cur- 
roon (for by that name wee can beft remember him) fwelJing beyond 
meafure to fee himfeife Generali of fo brave an Army, dallyes not, 
but with allfpeed gives order to Abdul eaten , Lala-Ragee BertzingL Abdul - 
Hajfen, and many other Umbraves,to begin the Warre with Melee- Amber : 
and that he8c the refidue would follow them; Mima Mackeymd Shadow - 
cams march to Gulcunda againft C'o f °bel Melee ; and Ma'met Tacky to Vijt- 
apore againft A del-eaten , either to receive by force orfairemeanesthe 
accuftomed tribute due to rhe Dyadem of Judujlaat. Abdul-eaten in the 
firft place to effect his Commiffion, partes on without any let to Bellagate Bellagate. 

(a faftidious mouncaine twixt Cunca and Decan, and for ought I know, 
maybe Hippocura in Vtolomy) Curroon bringing up the otherparc of the 
Army at fifteen e miles diftance s tofuccour the Van on all occafions; the 
King of Decan at all advantages feekes to intercept them, opponinglu 
many petty skirmilhesjbuc Abdul-eaten (formerly acquainted with his ro- 
domontadoes) paffeson,burningand fpoylisg what they met withall; not 
refting till they came to Rerki{the Kings beft honfe) which they levelled 
with the ground, inriching themfelves with ftoreof prey andtreafure, 
reducing Btrar and Zhandys into fubje&ion, and forcing compofition from 
all the Country as far as Amnadagar 3 and Tribute from the Kings of GuU 
cunda and Vijtaporc, langhter

Iattgbeer is over joyed with fo much good Fortune; and (to reJfiHi it the 
better) folaces himfelfe in his fonne Vermes Gardens beyond the river. 
Ethaman Dowlet (Queene Normals Father) dyed at that time; his great 
eftate is by the King given to his daughter and Ajfaph-cawn, but his Office 
is confer’d upon Oodgee Abdul Hojfen . Curroon alfo (who fate as Em- 
perour inhis owne ambition) with a greedy eye refpefts the Diadem; but 
perceives his imprifoned Brother interpofmg in the way: but fuch is the 
violence and magidte of pride and tyranny, that it runs on not caring 
how, though mafqued with never fo much deformity; he feignes himfelfe 
fick; (his difeafe is horrible) nothing can recover him fave his eldeft Bro¬ 
thers death; Ganganmaisof hisinfernall eouncell, who applauds his hu¬ 
mour, and promifes his recovery;he prefently acquaints feme Mmcebdars 
in the exploy t, of all which rafcall troope Rtz>& (or Rajea Bandar) a very 
villain,is quick eft of apprehenfion and leaft fcrupulous; Curroon (as if he 
knew nothing) is conveighed out of Brampore to better his health; whiles 
that incarnate Divell at an unfeafonable houre in the night knocks at Gou- 
A.D. \6zo,prods chamber, who(as awakened out of a fearfull dream)ftarts up and de- 
A.beg. iooo. mands his errant; the villain rep]yes, he came from the Mogul his Father, 
with order for his delivery. The miferable Prince (affrighted with his 
Kavens voyce, and fufpefting treafon) defires him to flay till the morne: 
the villain (without further parlee, perceiving no entrance by entreaty) 
breaks open his doore, grapples with the amazed Prince, gets him downe 
and ftrangleshim: that done, he layeshimin his bed, locks the doore, 
and trots away as if the Prince dyed of fomeimpofthume, andhee had 
done nothing. Curroon has quick newes of his Brothers death, and in¬ 
wardly rejoyceBjbut ere Sun-rife,his afflifted wife (CatmAzems daugh¬ 
ter) goes to vific him; where finding him fpeechJefTe, and (by his contus’d 
face) murdered,-never didpoore wretch fhed more teares, or fiiew more 
paffion; by tearing her fairehayre, deforming her fweet face fo fiercely, 
foamazedIy,that her Father and all his family hearc her, and fee it totbeir 
griefe and admiration. But when they fee the caufe alfo, they wonder 
not, none of them forbearing to exprefle their forrow after feveralf 
modes, without moderation. All Brampore rings of this Treafon, fufpefts 
the author, and curfes him; but Curroon, (cloath'd with deeeipt) comes 
thither, falls upon the corps, and expreffes (b much forrow, that many 
durft have fworne that he was innocent. After two dayes ceremony, they 
bury him, and Curroon writes his Father word of his brothers fudden 
death (concealing the occafion.) langbeer weeps, and afterwards grow es 
mad with rage, fulpe&ing fome violence; but not knowing upon the fud¬ 
den how to difeover ltjhe feeds opon melancholy anddifeontent, writes 
back a letter of reproofe and threats to Curroon and his Umbraves, (wea¬ 
ring revenge when they leaft fufpefted it; commands the body to be digd 
upland brought withfolemne ftace to Elabaffe , where hee interres him in 
his Mothers monument; fends for Chan A fern and his afflicted daughter, 
comforts them, and takes them for hisconftant companions;to Sultan 
BuUochy or B'lochy his grandfon (fonne to Prince Guforoee ) he intailesthe 
Imperiall Crowne, gives him the command of ten thoufand horfe, and by 
Chan Afm his Crandfire (of the blood royall oiTartarf)to be educated.

Cartoon , by his Fathers love to Sultan Bullochy, perceiveshimfelfe dif- 
regarded, and thenceforth (not caring to pleafe him) flies out into rebel¬ 
lion. And Abdul-chan (winding his aymes) without leave taking, forfakes 
the Army and packs to Kalpi to his government , but by the Mogul! (who. 
was kill defirous to continue the Decan warres) is rebuked and made to re- 
turne. Yet ere long he is revoked, for at that time Abbas Ring of Ptrjia 
with toooo men befieges Kandahar , pretending it a member of his Em¬ 
pire. The Citie was defended by ^zief-chan, a Captaineof great valour 
and honefty, who for fixteene dayes kept it in defpight of thePerfian, but 
perceiving his Company too weake if they entred, hee writes to langheer , 
defiring fpeedy affiftance. 

langheer is neerely touched with his diftrefie, and promifes him imme¬ 
diate fuccour i, fo that, poking to Lahore , he convocates his Vmbraves for 
advice andhelp, and fir ft, commands Chanlehan (then Liefetenant of A/»/» 

/jta»,'ad joy Ding Kandahar) with fuch force as he had in readinefle to hafte 
thither, the Enemy in the interim attempting day and night the entrance, 
whiles langheer the great Mogull, ruminates whom to make his Generali: 
at laft, by hisowne aflenc and choife of ail his Vmbraves, hee fixes upon 
Abdul-chan, by that s by Cur room leave againe returned. This famous Cap¬ 
taine readily accepts the charge/peeds to Lahore,zad is imbraced with fuch 
fudden joy by the Mogull, chat hee prefently contra&s his fake grand 
daughter (p'kacn sham child) to Mirza- charm, Abdul-chains eldeft fonne, 
and fb with fifteene thoufand choife Cavalry, and one hundred Elephants, 

(five thoufand of which hee himfelfe brought with him ) makes hafte to 
give battel! to the victorious Perfian* But ere hee could attaine thither, 
langheer ( having notice that the PerGans were too ftrong to be beaten, 
and bad vowed the ctjnqueft)by letters commands Azief-chan to furrender 
it unro the Enemy, but he, doubting they were counterfeit, holds out, til! 
by a Mine, a great part of the wall is blown up, and Abbas is entring- which 
when Azkph-chan faw, hee mediates their yeelding it up, upon condition 
they might depart fafely with their baggage. Abbas (who onely aymed 
at the Citie) condifcends, has it given him, wherein hee 'places AUy-Koll - 
cawn and returnes to Spa harm , whiles Ajfuph and Abdul-chan eafily goe 
back to Lahdre, where with welcome 3 by langheer they are entertained. 

Candaho R. has Artick elevation foure and thirty degrees, and longi- Caudthok 
tudefrom the firftMetidian 98 degrees. TheProvince(South)b'reafonabIe 
fruitful], and redundant in all good things, yet by reafon of fo many Car- 
ravans parting, and repartmgfrom Lahore to Ferjta, all fort of provifionis 
very deere, and the pafTage (in regard of many rafcall troopes of Vat tarts, 

Agwans and Codyes, which like the inhofpitable Arabs prey upon all Caffi- 
laes ) chargeable and dangerous. The Citie is not very fpatious,but ftrongj 
made defen five by many helps of nature and induftry ; to the South and 
Eaftitis furrounded with an advancagious wall', to the Weft and North 
with high and precipicious mountaines. The Suburbs alfo (tho not well 
defended) are large, adding to the Citty,beauty and weaIch;nothing want¬ 
ing fave good water, which thereall the way to Spahmn is braekifh, and 
the earth for moft part barren and uncomfortable,: 

langheer , by the crafty perfwafion of Ajjaph-chmn, fends him with pe«* 

M remptory 
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remptory command to the Caft le-keeper of Agra, that without delay hee 
fhould transferre the treafure thence to Lahore , where hee then was (and 
refol’d to be of long time) abiding. It was a rneilage of much wonder to 
Ethamat-chan , considering the ftrengtb where it was kept, his owne ho- 
nefty 3 the danger of convaying fo great a malTe of gold and filver,a journey 
. fo long fo chargeable and dangerous. Thefe and many other perfwafions 

hee ured to Ajjapb karen, but in vaine, had they beene trebled. So that on 
the one fide, faafte, threats, and the Mogul Is command is urged j on rhe 
other, delay, difiwafions,and diverting Jangheers meaning to another fence 
isobje&ed; on either part fo violently, that from words, blowes became 
their uncivil! moderatours. But in that exercife Ajjaph-chan ( for all his 
greatneife) fonndhimfelfe weakeft, finding the Eunuchs Guard fo ftrons, 
and Etkabar-chan Provo ft ofAgray to feeend him: fo that, he craves their 
pardon,and after fome toyle, by many dilfimulations at length wins them 
to hts purpofe. But, whiles the Eunuchs are preparing for the journey, 
this deceit full man with all fpeed pofts away a fwift ZanteJi for Footman) 
to hisfonne in law Cartoon (then upon the confines of Decan) advifing his 
Ipeed, and to ambufii ’ewixt Agra and DeUy for hi# Fathers Treafure. The 
Prince (compos’d of courage and ambition) receives the letter with much 
Curroofi pre )°y>without any check of confcieace orrefpeft of loyalty, immediacy 
pllj to lob commands all his Vmbravesout of fuch Provinces his Father had aflign’d 
hii Fathers him, even from Brampon to Surrat, and ail Cambay a to Amadabat^ the Go- 
E,x chequer, y ernors of Surrat,Beroch, Iatmbaj(fer,Medapore, & of the maritrim coaft, Go- 
ga, Dial Nagf try , Mangerelpore,and Onnepon j as alfo out of Mandow,Gan-% 
derfee, Ottdepore, Baraer t Amsadagarp.Ci in a rebellion and enterpriCe fo in¬ 
famous and full of perill, defir ©us to ingage all his Lieutenants, to bring 
them under like hatred, and in fome fort to oblige chyir dependance upon 
hisafts and fortunes: and fo,wich a braveand fturdy Army of 70000 horfe, 
he fees on towards Mandoa,a% ifhe intended a contrary Progrdfe: Mandate 
Maneow. C t hreefcore courfei from Brampore) is a Towne both anrient and famous 5 
feared on the fide of a lofty precipitious hill, and ambitious, in a Caftle 
ftrong and ftately,incomp3ft with a dsfenfive wall of five mile: (the whole 
had fifteen mile circuit) but the Citie later built,is of lefle a [fife yet frelher 
beauty, whither wee behold the Temples (in one of which are intotnb’d 
foure Rings) Pallaces or FortrelTes* especially thac Tower elevated one 
hundred and feventy fteps, fupporredby mdfie pillars, and adorn’d with 
gates and windowes very obfervable, and built by Chanlehan who in it 
is buried: This Citie was lately owned by the Kings of Deify, till fuch time 
as Homayon the Mogul 1 rapt it from Shcchjha Selym¥dngo( DeUy,at his re- 
turne from Perfio, whither Selym had forced him. From Barack'ih diftant 
150 Englilh miles. Curroon after two dayesreftiu Taxopenkzfa away with 
fuch velocity, thac his Army (ignorant of his intent) thought hee was 
mad, every day polling above forty miles, fo that in thirteene dayes with 
all h is rroopes he at rained Fettiporc from Brampore neere 500 miles.-, yea 
ere Etkabar-chan knew of his being ia the Country: but as it fell out, he 
made more hafte, then good fpeed for, long hee could not lurck with 
foch a company, without the knowledge of Ethamet-cacm the careful! 
T restorer* who (as if all the Enemies in the world were approaching.) un¬ 
load- 
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uploads the Camels of their precious burthens-jConvaies it in again,fortifies 
the Caftle, and fends quickly to langhesr of his formes trayterous intenti¬ 
on, who is aftonifl.it above me afore, and prefently fends every’way for affi- 
ftance,ro Sultan Pcrveees out of Pathan, to Chan-Is ban out of Mufthan^nd 
for Mahokt-chan out of Kabuli-, whiles Curroon (perceiving he was difcove- 
red) with his whole Army divided amongft feverall Captdines.Gaagamta, 
Ruftau ckan,Radgte Btikgmanfi, Mrza-Darab^ Sa jet-chan, J Mahomet Tack- 
jtc 4 , TfojfaHy.&c. fhew themfelves in front of A gray, making a bravado, as 
ifthe cooquelf were eafie and so way doubted of. But the two Eunuchs 
keepe clofein their defended Sconces, whiles Radges Rickermanfe at Qur- 
roons intreaty, begins the churlifh play, followed by Byrambsg 3 Rujla»ckan 3 
Wazir-chatt and rw^whofe onfet tho it was full of gallant force and fury, 
yet Ethabar-Chan , defirons tofacrificehis beft endeavours to expreffehis 
loyalty retaliates fuch entertain mem, that after three houres trial!, having 
loft five hundred men , without any prevailing they retreat , well beaten 
and afbamed; fo that (converting their power upon araorehopefull way) 
they draw back and fall a rifling the houfes of fuch Vmbraves as were like¬ 
ly to have booty. Byramhg begins with the houfe of Mina Abdull , chan 
Azsms forme, bat finds fuch hot and unexpected welcome that hee was 
forc’t out, not without amazement. Howbeit, Radges Richermanje entred 
with better fortune Ajfaph-chans ( which in this tumult found no excep¬ 
tion) out of which they drew twenty leek of roopees; Rujlan-chan out 
of Lascar-chans 1 6 leck,and Darab from Nouradyn Coolys , tens In all, about 
thrcefcore leek of ioopces, after which bafe theft, ( as if they had done 
wonders) with great triumph they returned to Ftltipore. 

Curroon , after three weekes ftay about Fettipore•, finding it impoffible 
by force or fubtilty to obtain the t|palure, and no more prey in tho/e parrs, 
refolves to march back and give his Father battell, whom hee heard (from 
. Ajjapb-chared) wascomming. To which ead^ after double allowance ro 
each fouldier,and proteftatlons of his kind remembrances, hee retreats to¬ 
wards Veil ?, in five dayes attaining Vherrybaud ten courfe from Delly 3 at 
fuch rime as laughter with his Army pitcht three courfe from the To wne, 
and fevenfrom Currsons trenches. 

Very early next morne, Curroon (longing to gralpe the Diadem) com¬ 
mands Radges Byckgmaafc to begin the fight with eight thoufand horfe 5 
againft whom, langhesr the great Mogul! oppofes Mahobet-cha» 3 Abdul* 
Chan jit habar chan,Ajfaph-com,Godgee Abdel HuJJan,Zadoc-chan y Iwmirza 
Mamet , RadgesBertpigh, Tzeer-chan, Seberdeejl-chan, and other principal! 
V mbravesi, by advice of Mahokt-chan dividing the whole Army into three. 
One parttohimfelfe and RadgecBertjrngh , a fecond to Sultan Sheryar his 
yongeft fonne and Mahobet-chanyh.t third to Abdukchan and Zadoc-cbamr 
to all whom hee ufed many perfwafions to fight bravely and withdifere- 
tionjas againft exqnifite warriours, moft of which had beene in many con- 
fliflsiyec fuch was tlie'juftice of thecaufe^ & each mans particular intereft, 
that he knew they needed no exafperaring. Then to each Commander 
(as they were enuring combat) he Pent fome fmall token of. his zealejgx- 
membrances ofhislove andingagements upon his viftory of great pmer- 
ment; Zakr^deefl-chan iuthefirft place (carrying Abdul chan bis Mafters 

M 2 prefent) 
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prefent) by mifchance falls among five hundred light horfe of Caroms 
and perifhes. Bicfyrma/tfe with his large rroop of horfe,charges Bertjingb 
and the Moguls quarter fo furioufly, that many p irted with their lives to 
exprefle their loyalty. Whiles Gangama and (urreon enter pelmell a- 
gainft Mahofot-carm, and Ruflatt-cavpa with T foffdUy upon Abdul-cawn^ 
all which were Captaines of fuch valour and experience, and the armies 
on either fide Co irritate for honour and benefit, that for three houres the 
battell continued with rage, each part fighting fo bravely ; chat no advan¬ 
tage could be difcoveredjtill victory at Xait inclines to (*/Y<?tw.,whcn Rad- 
jea Bychgrmanfe after a terrible (laughter of the Moguls fqnadron, in dcC~ 
pight of his guard,enters fternly (dyde in b\®o$) laughters royall Tent,and 
arrefted him as his prifoner, but he had fcarcely meditated the greatnefie 
and excellency of his prize, when grim death dir efts the battle axe of a 
liadjca Btc . Mancebdar then in prefence, which fell fo fore, fo fare, that downe hee 
kermanfe fell, with a curfe breathing out his unwilling foule, and fuch terror into 
flainc, c he hearrs of his followers, that without any remembrance of their con- 
queft, they all fled, and gave the Moguls part frefh advantage to reinforce 
the viftory, 

Cnrroon amazedly perceives upon the fudden his overthrow, and by 
and by has the reafon of it- He does all hee can to alter their cowardize; 
he perfwades, threats, oppofes, and cries aloud that he was living , yea a 
hundred Captaines as good as Byck$rm*nf* were in the Army: but in vaine, 
for fuch was their piepofterous feare’aod diforder, that he fees it impoffi- 
ble to revoke them : fo that (vollyiog out a thoufand curfes, expreffing 
all fymptomes of rage and frenzie) he rides to and fro, not knowing whi¬ 
ther he had better here put a period (by his death) to all future misfor¬ 
tune,or to fly and hope for better afterwards: at 1 aft,by Gangamds advice 
he hafts away,but leaveshis men and creafare to the mercy of his enemies, 
and after longandfwift flight with few of his freinds, attaines the defolate. 
and high Mountaines of Margin whofe folitary rocks hee ruminates his 
miferyand the juftice ofGod upon his high rebellion, 

Sultan Vermes with a glad heart meets his victorious Father at Balzol\ 
after which the Seralios are freed, and the Caftle gates opened, as fearicfFe 
of any more oppofall. And now, the old Mogulchccrcs up his late droo¬ 
ping 1 pints, and folaces himfelfe with Noormd, the light of his eyes, 
and the be ft obj eft of his devotion: his delight and jocundities gave a fairs 
occafion to Ajjaph-cawn, and G mganna, to mediate a reconciliation for 
Curroon-, and which the old ma D alfo inclined to; fo that, from Afmer, 
lettersofpeace^and pardon are difpatcht unto the rebellious Prince; who 
reads them with no final! joy , and prepares for his fubnnffion :-with 
Ganganaa, Abdttlcmn , Darab catvn t Bey ram beg , and other Umbraves of 
quality, hee defeends the Mountaine s of Mewat, and through Bafmer, 

• Cnrroon it Hamb J er and L*el.jj>d (unable to forbeare pilfring all the way) at laft hee 
pardoned, Came t0 Azm ™r, where he throws himfelfe at’s Fathers feet, and upon his 
but icbclls repentance andoach never more to fly out, is pardoned: but’his fubmif- 
aficih. honfas by the fequellj appearedcouliterfek,andupon this occafion. 

tooneas Ra J ea &c%rm»fe was flaine, Cnrroon in his place made 
Abdul earn Governor olGufurat, Amadavsd and Cambay a. Abdul-emit, 

though 
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though glad of fo high preferment delays his journey; bo:, h in regard of his 
defireto fee Curroon freed from his troubles, a.jd to enjoy the command 
and gain he everyday got \acurroom depredating: and obteyning leave 
to ftay a while, he fends his Eunuch Bajfjdur-cawn as his deputy to repre- 
fent his perfon,and to prepare things the better againft- his com min g. The 
Eunuch iu good equipage travels thither-ward, and by the inhabitants of 
Arm dab af is received with much ftate and ceremonle $ but, beholding 
himfelfe mounted fo high Encircled with fnch rayes of Mjjefty, & roabed 
with fomuch honour, his former valfalage is forgotten, and his genius fo 
tranfceadently efflated with pride and ambition,that he beholds his.equals 
wichdifdaine and anger, his inferiors with a fqumt and fupercilious eye 
of fcorne and tyranny: yet, filch as knew his feathers were but borrowed, 
and that his glory was but the red eft of him hee counterfeited, gave him 
occafion to underhand himfeife^ by affronts, negled and undervaluing 
him,' efpecially Nadab-Tfafikabmxhe Moguls Chancellor, who by intrea¬ 
ty and threats fought to refortne him, but by foch meanes more exafpe* 
rated; fo that after many bafe and contumelious ufages, hee is forced (to 
fave his life) out of the City, but fo foraged, that he vowes requital!: hee 
hafts to Naz,ar*cavrn Viceroy of Patm and Babtn-cawo of Chapperbenmz, 
whom by his complaints (and affront offered as he pretended to the Mogul 
their Mafter) hee inflames With fury? by this advantage alfo perceiving 
a way to defy Curroon their inveterate adverfary : for hearing the Eunuch 
had not above five hundred horfe., they prefontly prepare, and advance 
to Amadavad with a thoufand horfe and five Elephants, and (by leave of 
fome that hated the Eunuch) enter the City, and commit what villany 
they pleafe,force the Caftle, and imprifon Baffador-caton the Eunuch, 
with his branded affociates Mirza Madary^Motzab-ratm and Mamet-Haffm 
the Cambayan Podefta>:e,whom they difgrace, and depart atpleafure, lea¬ 
ving the City fatisfied, and the Country full ofamazement. Butere long, 
curroon has notice of it, and (finding it a plot to difhomojir him) fwells 
with rage, thunders out his difeontent, and ftraight way breaks out into 
rebellion. But t^Abdukcarm fcoffes at this accident, as unworthy Cur- 
room impatience and his trouble, their Ancagonifts befog but three, one 
of them a pallid Lawyer; the other two. Merchants offmall wealth or 
reputation. 

Yet knowing fatisfattion would not be had without a combat, and that 
Saffi-cerm might not too long feed upon their mifery, hee convocates all 
his Umbraves, Amt-caw#, (Governour of Braden) Vzdib-g^ Rxjian Ba~ 
dor, Mamet-hojJen^Mer con-leg^ Zerdzie-carpn^ Matzael-cawn and others ■ 
to each of whom he relates the Princes difhonour and his owne griefe,not 
that hee feared fuch meane enemies, butthat herein heefawthe fire of 
more wrath and difeord akindling 5 which by the conftaucyand valour 
of thefe his friends hee doubted not to extin guifh. They heare him, un¬ 
derhand, and profefle their loyalty: yea unanimoufly with fevert thou- 
faod choyce horfe make hafte to chaftife Safjt-ahank. his affociates : foure- 
ceene hundred thoufand roopees aredisburft by Abdul-cdwn^ to focreafe 
his army with ten thoufand infantery; fo that now hee makes fure to pu- 
nifh, yea to extirpate the very memory, of his enemies: indeed, many 
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fwell themfelves with empty conceits and fancies, and by a fooliJh admi¬ 
ration of their own power bravery, judge all attempts, though, chargd 

with never £b much dager, inferiour to their worth and fortune; but 
the event oftentimes difeovers their fhallow imaginations, and makes 
them ridiculous. W e fee it fo in this dbdul-carm, a man of great power, 
credit, and experience 5 yet at this time fo whirld, yea fo effiated with 
pride and fcorne, that (by too much fecurity and contempt of thofe hee 
was to grapple with) hee prepares his owne ruine. From Mandon with 
his Army, in five.dayes hee comes to Brodtra^ and hafts thence to IVaffet^ 
judging all Gujurat affrighted at his commiag; burSajfi-fd&tiand his were 
nothing troubled atityno, although Sultan-Bullochy and Caren-Azem were 
then at Tferoy a good way diftantjnor that he wanted (the nerve* of war) 
mony,and che people were(thougb his was the Moguls caiife)neurrall and 
indifferent $. but rather, inipir’d with new courage andpollicy, throwes 
off all apparition offeare, and (toadde fomewhat to his treufury and pay} 
forrage 1 fuch Townes as refuted to contribute, forces theExchequer, and 
fpoyles that rich and glorious throne orftate, Sultan citrroots, had late¬ 
ly fet up in Amadwad^ as an addition and monument of his glory; with this 
and his other helps hee entertaines an Army of twenty thoufand horfe, 
jfive hundred Musketiers, thirty Elephants for war re; and (by Proclama¬ 
tion, that all his provifion was in defence of laughters prerogatives) above 
twenty Umbraves of quality,Mirz-rf Cajfen, Immirza Mockym^ Radge a Cal- 
Ikawn, Radgee Doola^ Cottwsel~carm t Gokeldas^ Vbcretz-ca&n , T%edchan y 
Tzed Tacob&z. afibciate him, to Kanchry, where heeincampt s and thence 
to Ajfimpowwhete hearing of Abdnl-cavms comming,hee arole and came 
to BoubentaloWy fix courfe from Amadamd, where in a valiant pofture, he® 
attended the cotnmingof his enemies. 

Abdul-camv at AuatAogerji receives intelligence of their incamping; in 
fcomfull for^he teis the meffenger he was comming, and upon his owne 
company lookes fo merrily that they all condemn'd him of too much con¬ 
fidence, but (loach he fhould perceive any want of valour in them) they 
equal! his hafte, and couragioufly march to Njrbed^nd fo to Momodobad 
but fix ccnrfe from the Enemy ; there, Abdul-cawn by a dent of his other 
Vmbravea command Motzab-cawi to pxifon, and lhackles him; (upon 
fome intelligence palling twixthimand Saffin^cmn his enemy) and next 
day with his fonne Godgee Sultan -upon an Elephant are fent to Maudo to 
receive their rryall. Theenfuing morne hee moves towards Kazdfe and 
there hearing how ftrong the Enemy was (his opinion fomewhat altered) 
he travels to Barocb thinking to a (Tail e them in the reare, but in vsioe, for 
they difeovered him; fo that next day he refolved to encounter them in 
a mainc battel], and accordingly at that time divides his Army into three- 
one. to Amt-carcn and Tzdibeg ; another toTzardi-carm.Maocatbeg and 
Mamet-Cooly^ and the laft to himfelfe: and in this equipage the whole 
Camp removed ro Zhtelpon and Phettibeg^ where toahar-carw. his five 
Ionnes,and two tonnes in law, Raramamet-cmmnA Kamamet-catm .with 
three chou.and horlV, begin the fight, and charge fo hotly upon Abdul- 
eatms troops, that they made them retire and lofe their ground ofadvaft- 
tagej IjcfitlpSj they-playd lo fiercely on them with their Muskets, chat 

they 
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they difordered Abdul*owns bcft cavalry,and by wounding their beft Ele- 
phaot/orced him to turne and execute his wrath upon his own company. 

Ctfrwff/chiefeCaptaine fees the peril], and knowes no way for pre¬ 
vention, five by a challenge to a. fugle combat with Nahar-canw. that was 
fo valiant. The old man is fo full of heat and fury that he accept s it, and 
with his Lance carreers fo bravely., that AbduTcams iniartsin the Armej 
but the old man wounded in the head had perilhed, had not hisfonnes 
then made proofe of their ntmoft valour and obedience : howbeit by 
this cxprelEon j three ofthem wel-nigh faerific'dtheir lives, not forry if 
they had terminated in fo happie an occafion; but Kamamet was flaine, 
and the refidue fo difeouraged, that but for Delamr-cawn (who reanima¬ 
ted them) they had fled and left Abdul vi&orious. 

Whiles thefe were bandying for glory in the field of Mars, Tzed-cmn 
and T’zed-Iacu p give a brave charge upon TzaHbeg and Amet-carets^ where 
after mutual! giving and receiving blowes T%alibeg defoeods firft a degree 
of tnifery by beingunhorft by his adverfaries Elephant, and by Tzed-ca&n 
fore'e to a deadly dormitorie. Amet-eaten (alfo adventring further than 
difererion warranted) is taken by Radjea Doola and beheaded : fo is 
Tzalikg, and both,fent to Saffinchatt as a reall trophy and teftimoniaU 
of their viftory. The death of thefe great men fo afflifted the whole 
Armie, (that throwing away all hopes of conqueft) each map, fled which 
way his fancie dire&ed him, Tz^Hft-chan Governour of Brodera excepted, 
who thought it too great ablemifli to his honour to turne taile.having five 
hundred horfe and three Elephants as yet lofty and couragiousj bur what 
could his oppofition do? when Saffrt-cAten piperfou with hisviftori- 
ous troops affronted him; to contend were madoefle, and therefore up*, 
on intreatie, yeelds, and has faire quarter given him ybut his example 
could work but little with Ma‘met-foofyhhCoime } for hee (imagining his 
Father had done cowardle) with forty horfe and on Elephant flies to Ab- 
duUemn ,who received little joy infuchan untimely exprelfton, being 
burthened with forrow and difgrace, but bids him (do as he did) flie, to 
avoyd the fwifr rage and purfuic of the Enemy. In the flight, Motjaib* 
tawn is brought back to Safpn-cmn^ and Abdul-caw# (by unexpected on* 

Lets of the coolies and high-way roagues.,as alfo by intollerable tempefb, 
amazed, beaten, and difeouraged) haftens to Baroch ■ next day to $urrat$ 
and after eight daies refrdhment, and fome frefh companie to Brampore 5 
to attend curroons command, and make provifion of reparation of his 
honour, never till then fo notorioufly blemiflaed. 

Baroch: (where the pole feptentrionall is elevated twenty one Bat0c ^ 
degree fifty five minuts) is a Cine of good note in the Qufarat Province: 
diftant from Sttrrat (by Cefumbaj and Veriaiv) foure and thirtie eogliffi 
miles: from Cambay a fifty foure : from Arvadavad a hundred twenty foure: 
from Brampore two hundred and eleven or there abouts. It is feared in a 
beneficiall foyle, watered by Narvar (or Nardabah) a fweetand delight- 
foil river, which from the D^«mountaines commixing with the Tappet 
flowes through Brampore hither, and ac Haofot( a Village eight courfe 
lower) feparates, aud makes a pretty Ifle : and afmallhciuresTravell 
thence in two ftreames foure miles afunder, incorporates with the briny 

Ocean; 
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g„m-4 is vifible (by reafon of her h lg h fending) a good way diftant; 
built upon the beft advantages of Nature and Art: both, to excellently 
contending, as makes it at firft view feeme impregnable: (he is well peo. 
pled and with fuch as extract great wealth by land and water :ine buil¬ 
dings are generally fubtnifle and low, efpecially thofe below the moun- 
taine. In quondam times her royalties were more fpadous,as foveranizing 
over many Townes of quality a great way removed : as Me day ore feventy 
miles thence * Radgee-pore or Brodera eighty; lownb.iffer thirty. See. each 
of which now* enjoy peculiar Podeftaces: howbeit (as Merchants tell us) 
the Mogul has received hereout as aunuall tax or tribute, one Million two 
hundred and threefcore choufand mammoodees for fliil lings in our mo¬ 
ney:) ’twixt Barochand Amadavad is intombed Pollj-Medinae a Mohumi- 
tan Saint, exceffively reputed of by the fuperftitious people 5 who in way 
of meritorious pilgrimage flock thither, leaden with chaines or ftones, 
and locking up their mouthes fromfpeaking vanity, by fuch penance to 
obtaine children, health, wealth, or what they lull: after. But to our 

tiogheerj during thefe offenfive broylcs, refides at Fettipere, and heares 
'of Abdul cawns preemption and new rebellions5 hee fleepes 

unquietly,and can take no reft, till both of them receive due punifhment: 
he calls Sultan Vermes his fonne, acquaints him with his afniaiiom.gives 
him order 10 levy (pme forces,wherewith to perfecute his tra;terousBro¬ 
ther, andthofe outlawed Umbrvaes that attended him. 

Vermes finer eating Mahofot-chati to accompany him) with soooohorfe, 
■moves 'a gain ft Currom , by the way, he .impfifons M irza-chatt\ Abdul - 
chans fonne fbuc lately to iangjk'crs grandchild rmrryed) and by order 
is fent manacled to ‘Ethabarchd^ 'm Agracaftkto be confined ; whiles 
Abdul Aztiefchan f, by. 'Abdulchdvs deceit brought to curroons party) 
efcapes, fubmires to ,die Mogul, and is pardoned, (urroon has notice 
ofthe approach of His enemies,,fo that from Aztneer he bafts to Mandoco 
to augment his Arm^,, : with a fetled determination to bid them bactell. 

folio wes him,, and pitches ten Englifb myles from his brothers 
campe^ and next morning drawing out bis men aflayles him, who at the 
firft fbbek’ (by miftiapof Raft an chan and Berkendafcban) falls back and lets 
the enemy poftbfle his trenches: in a word, Vermes has the day and Cur¬ 
roon flies to Brampofe his old receptacle. Ganganna nonng Cnrroons Cad- 
nefle, makes it an advantage of his treachery; he perfwades the Prince to 
fend him to mediare a peace with Perwees, with an intent to deliver him 
into his hands ( hiving pre con traded with Beyrambeg and Darab-cbayw, 
tofeize him, who to that end had ambuftied neere the river Nardebab 
aocooholfe ; ) but Abdul chan dilfwades Curroon. alluring- him of Gangan- 
na’s villany, Gatigdnnd efcapes/ the confpicacy comes to light, and Bey- 
fambeg with'his affociateis loaden with irons, placed on an Elephant and 
with fome feleded .troopes, leaves transport and flyes into Decaa, 
where by Melee Ambar (glad of fuch confufion) he is welcomed, and fear¬ 
ed in Naper-Tbrom, where he didates pa ienccj hbElephants and men 
are fent 10 Daulfabat till he recalled them.

curroon was travelled. They give Ianghter notice of their good fortune* 
and hee celebratesit with no lefle joy, than as if hce had triumpht over a 
dangerous enemy. But behold, this faire Sumdrine of content isiove- 
loped with an unexpefted cloud of ftorme and danger. I'benThouz, an 
Ouzbeg Tartar (of long time watching fome fit occafion to for rage the 
Moguls Territories, by" Curroons unquietnefie fpiesic,) with thirty thou¬ 
fand horfe overruns Cbabul, perpetrating all forts of fpoyle andmifehefe. 
jangbeer exclaimesand rages violently, but fo foone as hee had given vent 
to this his fwelling paffion,he fends poft to Zatd-cawn (Ton to Mahokt- 
cam} Viceroy of Eange, to retaliate him : this young Gallant delaies 
not, but with twenty thoufand horfe interpofes ’twixe the Citie and 
Tartan, giveshim fo furious a charge, that Ihen Ttesisa fraid to fufFer it, 
by bafe flight leaving his honour, halfe his men,andftore of wealth to 
Zaed'Cawn , and by his joviall troopes to be rifled: after which, they enter 
Tartar ^and as farre as Gajfany, borne, fpoyle, and make havock of what 
they meet with, returning with great wealth and many Elephants to Ka¬ 
bul, where with all acclamations of joy they are welcomed, and by lang- 
hstrfo accepted of, that he fends Zasd-cavan many thanks,and adds to his 
former troopes jcoo as an augmentation of more honor and benefit* 

This cloud once over-blow ne, the Horizon appeares more glorious, 
andlangkeer contemplates in what part to enjoy with his beloved Koor* 
mahaU moft pleafure. Capmeer at length gets the preeminence : Ita- 
bounds with variety of choyce fports, but the progreffe was long and re¬ 
mote from moft places whence in thofe active times hce was to receive in¬ 
telligences*, howbeit, delight fwaied him againft all .objections, giving 
Curroon (by that diftaoee) fo faire an advantage, that with all fpeed (fen¬ 
ding his Umbraves word to follow him) hee forfakes Decan, and through 
Gulcunda and Orzxa,fpeed$ into Bangala^ yea with foure .thoufand horfe, 
and three hundred Elephants paffes the folitary deferts and fo fud- 
denly prefects his forces afore Dchaka, that Abrahim-cavm, governing 
that Province (blafted with amazement) flies away fir ft to Banoaras, then 
to Mejlipatan, and knowes not where to reft fecurely : whiles Curroon 
fmiles at it, St without ftay or let, commands his treafure ; with mony and 
faire words fo bewitching moft of the Umbraves of that fruitfull Country, 
chat they Immediacly came to do him fervice with horfe,mony, 8 c armory. 

Overjoyed with fuch good hap, this daring Prince breaks into Turop , 
flafhing (as to the other) fuch terrour into the eyes and heart of MakoliSf- 
chan the Goveruour, that without any fhow of manhood or pollicie hee 
ports to Elabafs to acquaint Kaftan the Capcaine with his danger, by whom 
(in ftead of thanks) he is foundly rated,and for his cowardize imprifoned. 

curroon heares ofit: but fo long as hee continues profperous, hee re¬ 
gards no mans mifery, but rather by fuch, increafes his activity; palling bis 
Army over Gauges,he aymes at Kerry not doubting of the conqueft* but by 
the way at Badges Mahal is with fuch fury a (faulted by Ebraiw-chan (by this 
time reincouraged, and here ambufcadoed with fix thoufand horfe J that 
little wanted offoiling him, had not Abdul-chan {behind with beft part of 
his Army ) haftily brought up his troope, and by 3 houres skirmifb reco¬ 
vered him, after three thoufand were flaine of Curroons party , and foure 
thoufand of EbrahiwjtiUo alfo loft his life by his too great avarice smongft 
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his men, and out oftoo much appetite to regaine his honour fo lately ble * 
miQied. curroont rubricates this in the Kalendar of his greateft dangers 
and deliverances: it teaches him to travel! with more care and vigilant te, 
but diffwades not from theprofecucing his uujuft defignes, fpoilingScrob¬ 
bing all that wealthy Province, and encrine as Conquerour Tania and all 
Gouro , Banaras, C hatighm , and all fuch Townes in Orixa and Bengali as 
refilled him^ preying upon their gold and jewels, afting maoy uuchaftities, 
and forcing their oaths and hoftages to become his fubje&s: thence to ?<t- 
than 3 whither Radgee Vfm with five thoufand horfe and twenty thoufand 
foot came to ferve him. 

Vermes heares of Curroons extravagancies, and intends to curb him: he 
commits Brampore to Rujlan-chan and Lasfytr-kawn ; and with 50000 horfe 
aymes with long coyle at Eltbajfejind entring Lala Berjinghs territorics,Z>/£ 
meets him with 7000 horfe } and gives him a Prefent of 3 leek ofroopees. 

langhetr left bee fhould furfec of delight, at Cajjmeer enrertaines the 
newes ofhis fonne Curroons frefh outbreaking, as alfo of Ebrahims death 
and fid difeomfiture: but fearing his vagrant fonne might grow too po¬ 
tent (if too long fuffered in his exorbitancies ) hee rowfes himfelfeand 
forthwith commands Chan Behan out of Holthan and Buckarr to raife fome 
Companies and to haflen into Gmjhrat, with the tribute of thofe Provin¬ 
ces to advance a brave Army^and joy ne with P emees againft the Rebells : 
Chan-Iehan being come to Fettipore, he there leycers, and as long at Agra 
wraps himfelfe in idlenelfe/orgetfull of the Mogulls command, the Prin¬ 
ces need, and his owne honour 5 yet, Rujlan, Captain e ofElabas , fhewes 
himfelfe of better temper 3 for having imprifoned Mokolidafchan for his 
feare, he thenceforth labours to fortifie his Caftle with men, money, and 
provifion: which when C mroon heard, hee alters his intent, anddrawes 
his forces againft Rant as ( a ftrong defenced Caftle ) which bySjet Mon- 
bark is yeelded upon fmall treaty: hee alfb affaults Tzinner , which tbo a 
while well kept by Ftajlrbcg, is in the end delivered : after this, Ahebthhart 
forces Imgheer-Coolighan Gaptaineof Bonarce to Elabas, and IVazer-Ghan 
to Ioonpore and other Townes,whereout they drew abundance oftceafure; 
and hearing of his brothers approach with Mahofot-chan (to forfet prevent 
tion) heintreats Abdulchan , Radgee Rhiem^ and Byram-cban to try their for¬ 
tune againft Elabajje , by Rujlan-chan Co ftrongly defended : they obey 
him, and with all hafte Befiege it, and*next' day aflaultit with utmoffc fury, 
but by Ruflan are as bravely beat off and forced to retreat with ftiame and 
danger. In that aftion the feed offo much emulation and ipleene kindled 
twixt Abdul and Radgee Rhzemzs was not queucht in long tymejand with¬ 
out both deftrmftions. Sultan Fervrees zn&Mahobct-chan hafteu (if pof- 
ffible) to be at Elahos ere the rebells rofe from before it; they paffer Bac- 
hgryznd Municpore , but Abdul-chan hyes thence over Ganges and aiBo- 
narce (or Banarai) joyne with Curroons army. 

Glian. Canganm (banckrupt in credit with Curroon and Abdul-chan , ) had not 

Ganna im* beene long iu Vermes army, but by Mohobet-chans command, for fome 
prifmrd * unworthy plots is imprifoned 5 which a fervant of his ( M'hia Fehiem by. 

name) took Co impatiently, that he conferts with 500 men and ambulfces 
twixt their paffage to Kalpin and Lala's country, by force attempting his 
Lords delivery: his good will was much and good, but the fucceffe bad 
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and bitter • for Mahobet-chan fearelelfe of foe ha fcarecrowjin final! fpace 
few him and his mfli fociety. Gahganm thenceforth is more Hrickly 
look’: to, his eftate coofifcated, his wife and fon and family are upon Ele¬ 
phants fent Haves to *Agra 5 whiles Perwees 3 Mahebet , and the Army ar¬ 
rive at ElabMi where by valiant and faithfull Rh^ an-chan they are wel- 
comd and lodged io the caftlc with much pompe and joyfull entertain- 
ment. 

„ Mahoht-chawn is impatient of ftay till he could come to grapple with 
curnmss Army, whoby that tyme had affembled a great company, al- 
!nrec%themagickof his gold and tempting language, to runne a bold 
hazard with him to the gates of Death, neere Thence i$ myles from Ba- 
naras they pitch their camps in view of one another, cither fide refolwd 
with the utmoft of valor and policy to purchafe victory. Ganges (that 
great, rich, and deified river, which fay the Bamyans itfbes out of a rock 
at Siba formed like a Cowes head) a whiles forbad them, reftrayning ei- 
thers fury, fave what volleyed from the roring guns to eithers prejudice. 

Reyrambeg began the play with 4000 horfe and forraged towards Elabti 
but is by Mamet shawm* met upon shawezi’s hancks where his men were 
difeomfited, himfelfe flame and his head fevered. Mahobet-chan interprets 
this as a good Omen to the battell 3 inflamd with courage, he drawes out 
hmroopes, but knowes not how (without appararit peri 11) to paffe his 
men over Ganges> till by a Native he is direted to a fife ford,where he got 
ever luckily : he gives his company fome incouragement, and delayes 
not to affront C urroon co h* ls Citrrom willing rather to lofe life then 
(wallow fuch Lin indignity, orders his campc and defires Radges Rhkm 
with his Elephants to anfwer him 3 this couragious Captaine moft gladly 
underrakes it and gives MahobttCo hot a chardge, yea with his war!ick Ele¬ 
phants fo difordred him, that had t^bdul-chan or Derra-chan fecondcd 
Hm(as was appoynted ) curroon had eafiiy obtaind a glorious vitory j but 
theyfwelling with envy againft this brave mao, ever fince their attempt 
of Elabas 3 not only betray his hopes by hovering back, but are overjoyed 
when they behold Mahobet'chans company recovered, aud Radgees Ele¬ 
phants wounded and madded with rage to execute their wrath upon their 
owners, and in the end Radgee (after as much proofe of courage and skill iH 

as could be in man) flaine,and his whole fquadron confounded: in this ,nem - f 
miferable fort, perilht one of theableft men of India , and vfbdftt-chau 
moftbafely guilty of his death : revenge purfues him 3 for finding it high 
tyme to give over looking on, and do fomething, he fees Vermes entring 
with Radgee Ziftng , Radgee Ziand , Radgee Berthing and their Army. 

Curroon alfo falls on, doing what lay in the power of man, the battell now 
pelmel enduring for five houres with a great deale of martial! skill and 
bravery. Cur ram is hurt in the arme. Vermes (though upon his Elephant) 
is by Derrhachan wounded in the fide, and but for the excellency of his. 
mayle had there dyed. In the end,the Kings Army grew victorious by the 
unrefiftable fury Mabebet a frefh affords them,the rebells pufiJlanimoufly 
oppofing thitnew torrent of definition , gaze awhile,and then remem' 
bring the injuftice of their fide grow pale with feare, fo as in the end 
they turne tayle and flye amayne , refolving not in haft to under- 
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take fuch ao occafion. Cnrroon is not able to alter it, his old aceu rfed fate 
purfues him 5 and therefore (ftrikingthe ground with his lance) he leaves 
the battell , efcapes away, and with4000 horfe of fuch as loved him, he 
flyes to the inexpugnable Caftle of Rantas ,yeilded by Menbarf^ and wherirr 
he had placed Radgee Gholam one of the murderers of Prince Gujhrooe $ 
leaving the refidue ofhis Army to fip the bitter cup of death, the glory 
of a great aad famous overthrow to his brother and Mahobet-cbaa , and 
the fpoyle ofhis cam pe to Radge i- Rertfingh^ who from out of it brought 
of gold, filver, precious gemraes, Elephants, Camels, horfes^nd fl^es of 
both fexes great abundance. 

snitan Curroen in his ftrong Caftle and at fuch a diftnnee, has tyme to 
ruminate upon his miferies, and with a difeontenred mind fees how in- 
fenfibly he precipitates his hopes, at that inftant fixed in the center of 
ajffii&ion: and as an aggravation to his melancholly, heares of Mahobet- 
ebam re-approach towards him. He thereupon difparks his Seralle , and 
flyes thence to Yotan with Affapb-chawm daughter only in his company 
(who had lately brought him a dainty gyrle) and by a Z ant el or Poft dit 
patches letters to Darab-cban( then in Bengali) to levy fome forces and meet 
him at Radgee-Mahal r where he expefted him. 

Mahoht-Chan^ Prince Yerwees , and captived Gama purfue Curroox 3 
fcarce reftjog day or night ril] they came to Rant its .where hearing which 
way he tooke, they chafe him to Pat an 0 but there alfo they miffe of him, 
having fure tidings ofhis flight to Radgee Mahal. At Pat an they breath 
awhile, and hearing of Darahs oblccpiiqufneffe to €Htr<mn 3 they get his 
aged Father Gauganua by letters to dshort him, andtopromifehim re- 
quitallfo he wouidjoyne with them : Darab (in ccnfed by Makabet-chans 
fevericy to his father, and fuppofing his perfwafions forced and counter¬ 
feit) moft unluckily denyes, and goes on to levy men to fupport the re¬ 
bellion. Prince Pcrwees proclaymes him Traycor, and allots 4000 roopes 
to him would bring him to his campe alive or dead. The tyme-feiving 
greedy Multitude ( knowing farrown was fled) not only bring Darab- 
chan but his children and kinfeman Morad, fonne to Sha Nabarkkaa all 
whole heads are ftruck off and fent to YemeespM by Makoht-cham com¬ 
mand preferred to Gangama, by that a wretched Father, and thence (as a 
1 rophy of their care and terror of others) unto Agra on poles to be ele¬ 
vated. ^ The report of. this untoward rnaflacre is foone knowne to Cur- 
roone 3 io that he bkb farewell to Mahal , and flyes to Mcdenpoore, and 
thence to Odpea ■ but is quefted after by Mahohet to. Medenpaore^whGt^.vniC- 
fmg him ( he ftayes for Prince Purmes^d fends Baber chan &3ooohorfe m 
the pnrfuit after him. At this Oudet or Oajea( a citty in Bengala & felicitated 
Oudee. by ai ' e , rangy Antick Monuments., efpecially memorable is the 

pretty old caftle Ranichand built by a Bannyan Pagod of that name about

During thefe domeftique broyles. Melee Amber (perceiving"the feafon 
advantages to recover whatfae had loft,), advances w^foooo .ren, 

aid 
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and fo unexpe&edly chardges Lasher-chan^ Mirza Mamtjbeir , and Ebrahim 
Ho fen, that they had no warning for defence, but are com pe lied to give 
up their Forts and fuffer the Decan to re-enter,what was his owne by law 
of Nations; 15000 Indians were flayne, and as many were expeild the 
country; the 3 Umbraves alfo are fent prifoners to Vault shad to attend 
thcpleafure oftheirconquerer. Bacherchan having commiifion to perfe- 
cute Carreon, procraftioares not, but in few weeks attain es O'djea h where 
the Prince (though he had 5000 horfe and 300 Elephants) dared not 
abide him battell, pofleft with feare andfo terrified with precedent dan¬ 
gers, that he fly es into Gulcmdah , contrary to Bacherchans expectation „ 
whodefired battell. The King of Gukunda receives him with counter- Ctirroon 
feit welcome, and attends him (where he paiTcs) with 12000 horfe, pre~ft iMa , - 
tending to fafeguard him; but Curroon faw it was rather to fecure his Dya- “ CUnd * i 
mond mynes, (at that cyme openjtoo prevalent a bait for his needy Army. 

Melee Amber with lcfTe fufpition and more fubtilty (heartily glad of his re¬ 
bellion, thereby debelitatingthe Moguls and fecuring his owne Monar¬ 
chy ) fends an Amballadour to Curroon , well attended, with letters of 
much affection, and plenty of money and other oeceflaries; with an in¬ 
vitation into Decan^ where at all affayes he fiiould command his fervice. 

Curroon rejoyees in this fuQ'fhine of h'appinefle, and accepts his motion r 
but after three moneths commorance in that country, weary ofidlenefie, 
he pro)efts the recovery of his old Eparchy of Brdmpore , and fo without 
longer advice bids Amber farewell, and with ten thoufandhorfe divided 
amongft Abdulchatt^ Mahumet Tackhiecl^andI*cHp-ehatt\ fliewes himfelfe 
before Lram fore , but is forbid entrance by Radgee Rujlan fet there by 
Sultan Pemees- which fo inrages Curroon, that after he had breathed out 
a thouiandfruidefle curies and threats, he afialrs r rhe wals with incredible 
hafte and violence^but isalfo fo churiifhly compenfated by valiant Rufian, 
that with great lofle he retreats to Chm'chamaes carious gardens there to 
rumie.ate:howbei t,Abdul-chan is fo tranfported with flame,that he mounts 
againeand advances withhi3 Standard; yet in the meridian of his hopes 
is dejefted by valiant Rnfiang and forced to fill the ditch with carcafles of 
his too forward followers. Mahomet Taclqecfyax. twilight tryes his deffce- 
ny, and chardges fofurioufly and fo clofe, that in defpighc he mounts the 
wall, and is fo bravely backt by his owne regiment, that in fmall tyme 
he takes the principal! citcadell or fortrefTe , and oh many parts of the 
wall florifiu his colours in figne of viftory, and as a call to Abdulchas t& 
tofecond him; but ^W»/(poyfoned with envy to fee a Merchants fonne 
pofTeCTor of fo much glory,) forbeares to foccor him, fo that this heroick 
Captaine ( too farre ingaged) is afiayled by Rujlan Atfet-chan and frefh 
troopes fo long, and with fuch egernelTe,that all his company are cut in 
peeces,and Mahomet ftrutk dangeroufly in his eye, yea (afteras much 
proofe of dexterity and valour as waspolhble) is taken and imprifoned. 

In thisbafe fort (the fecood cyme) has Abdul-chan forfetted Curroon the 
viftory, yet keepes the knowledge in his owne breaft, and goes unpunifh- 
ed: whiles Sultan Perwees and Mahobet-cha» continue their queft, and 
receiving notice of the fiegcof Brampore^ they haft thither, with chanAlen y 
Radjea Stertjbeg^ and a great Army of Kafopoots; but Cnrroon (premo- 
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niihed) feeiog ao good likely to bee done, arifes and falls 'towards Bella* 
guate, in the way attempting finely Hajfer h but milling it, redelivers 
juntas alfo into his enemies hands, and once more viflts Melee Amber at 
Kerl{i in Deem cloathed in his old fad habit of miffortune. 

Halfer , (five courfesfrom Brampore as you paile to Agraj, the ftrong- 
eft, and in all advantages the beft defended Caftle through Cbandit ) 
Is built upon the top of a moft high and precipidous Mountaine, wall’d 
by Nature, and capable to feed and lodge forty thoufandhorfe: within, 
are fprings of wholfome water, by verme whereof the people are infr- 
nitly iuriched;the earth alfo is excellently fruitfull in hearbs andcorne 
and what elfe is requirable for defence or pleafure : upon alifidesare 
mounted great Ordinance of brafle, about fix hundred, here placed by 
the laft King of Gufurat ; but one difcommodicy is commixed, making all 
the other delights relifh unfeafonably; Wormes ingendring in thelegges 
and thighs of fuch as drinke the water; but lately noted 5 and which on¬ 
ly gave Ecbar conqueftof this Caftle, otherwife inexpugnable. 

langheer the great Mogul rejoyces at the feverall vidories.hii Ion Per¬ 
fect and Mabobeteartn are crowned with .-and to exprefle how well hee 
took it,o bferving the v^ilourSc loyalty of Gama~x.it d-cawn, (lately mads 
Viceroy.of Kdtytl) cal^s him to Court, exprefles his good will in variety 
of complements,and.pjore then fo, addesfive thoufaad horfe to his com¬ 
mand, and under fe^'naakes him Governourof Bengali of all the Pro¬ 
vinces of Indofian m dft femous, rich, and populous; Bengala, is a Province 
in India, fpacious, noble, and fruitfulli peopled with Mahometans and 
Idolaters, addift to Mars and Merchandize : reafonable in fhape and co¬ 
lour : well cloathed,-extreamly luftfull; jealous, crafty, and/b/picious: 
the ground is redundantin good Townes,CaftJes,fruitB,flowers, corn,&c. 
mellowed b y Ganges, which in two great branches Howes thorow her, 
and 200 miles afunder, at z\ degrees,commixes with the Ocean. 

Normal and Ajfapfycawn caft a fquint eye upon Ganna-zied~cawnt, 
new glory,wi{hing fit occafion to eclipfa it^ and only for that he was fori 
xoMahohet-po other reafon caufed ic:they are no trewands in the fchoole 
of mifehiefe, and in the .firft place, to plot more mifchievoufly, and af¬ 
front Mabobet (whofe miferies are now broaching) they get the old Mogul 
to command Mabobet without delay, to fend Gangama the Capraine, un¬ 
to Agra Mia^a-Arebdefioa-cann (one of Normals creatures) delivers the 
melTage, and Mabobet (loth to fliew any example of difobedience (though 
fie knew langheer ablafed, and this a meere plot of his eonfufion) lets him 
go, who forthwith begins to chatter and fpithis utmoft malice a pain ft Ma* 
hobet, exhibiting many falfe complaints, and incenfing as much as poflible 
the old Aiipgtf/againft his innocent Champion : that hee had moft unjuftly 
put to death his fonneand others of his kindred,out of malice ; yea, after 
he had voluntarily left Cttrreon to ferve in the Kings Armie. Thefe ac- 
cufations wrought foniewhat in the credulous jealoufie and weaknefTe of 
the old Mogul 5 but more, when from the feeds of hafte and diftrnft fown 
by Ganna in the heart of Perms, by his letter he intreats his Father to call 
Mabobet, a detra&or of his glory, and ambtious to inglph uthe Monarchy. 
This fo eonfirmes the Mogul, chat without more difpuce or memory of 
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his former fervices, hebeleeves Gattgamas reports ao longer malicious, 
but prefently condemnes him of pride and in gratitude , gives his com¬ 
mand to C* ton lehan , and commands him home to receive his defervings. 
Frauds per it virtw, Mahobet admires the villany of Gmgama y and Noor- 

ma U . and thiokes (by the purity of his-owne conference) ic is impoffiblc 
his Matter Chould really beleeve fuch imputations $ till remembring bis 
dotage upon Normal and her inveterate fpleen, hee grants it; but refolves 
to take another courfe till time might delucidate his innocency; and 
therefore as his love and dutie bound him, hee goes to Prince Verrreeno 
bid fare well j but when hee perceived him fo ftrangely altered, fo coy and 
ftacely , it welnigh ftruck him dead with forrow and amazement (an 
exceilentfympathy and union, till Ganganm ditto lv’d it, having beeoe 
till then betwixt'em:) fo that with a fad heart, and tormented eyes, he 
leaves the Camp, but carries along with him the hearts and courages of 
ail the Army. From Bramporc hee goes j many guefle, but none (no not 
himfelfc) knowes whither his fortune led him; at length by advice of 
his beft friends (that a flu red him if hee went to Court, hee fliould at leaft 
bee branded with the Dame of Traytor ) hee travels to his Cattle of Ran- 
tampon , refolving to purge his honour by letter and proofe to Iasgker 3 
aodcofafegard himfelfe from the fpicc of Normal and all his enemies. 

The difcord of ?emeis y Mahokty and Normal , founds fweetly in Cur- 
room eares hoping by the confufion of them all, to ground ftedfaftly his 
owne ambitious pra&ifes; and perceiving his old Father fo taken with fan¬ 
tasies and apparitions of love, he refolves to prattife deceit, andin the 
Moguls weakneffe to fix the ftrength of his confpiracies r he prefeats him 
by Gadget lehan (a crafty man, and Tutor to his two fonnes) a letter neat¬ 
ly pend, but dilating nothing Cave hypocrifie and fubmitfion: hee knew 
alfe the greedy appetite of his Father after gold and rarities, and there¬ 
fore addes a pifhcafti of rare coignes, a hundred choifc Elephants, and 
fome portraits hee borrowed from the Portugal. They are all well raken 5 
his fonnes refpe&ed, and word is fent him from Affaph-cavm of hopes to 
re-ingraft him. In the meane time, Madoffercam at Lahore receives the 
government or Provoft&ip of Agra, from Caffm-cdvms pride, who was 
placed there upon his marriage which Movijfas-begem fitter to the Queen, 
but is fo impatiently digefted by that ambitious woman, that lice ceaft not 
till fhe had got him re-eftablifhed. 

Six y eares paft,zva. I6i8.and of the Heg.998 .1 told you ,how Iangheer 
atrequeft oiAjfaph-caivn took his eldeft fou Gujhroo from Anna-Rha-Radid 
ZtChaa lehan, delivering him tocw?w#,who finding him a (tumbling block 
to the Imperial! Crowne, by Radgee Randor gets him removed : at thac 
fame time were committed to that Fratricide, shaHoJfen and Etfymor 
(fonnes to D’haen Shaiv his brother who died of drink at Brampere) whom 
becaufe heefaw towardly, and apt to revenge their Fathers untimely 
death, hee was defirous to fend them in thac bloody batb,tofudden de¬ 
ft ruttion; but he durft not perpetrate fuch apparent butchery, perceaving 
all mens eyes and expectations after them, and the death of their Father 
and Uncle, not a little murmured at: fo that he had no other way to pre¬ 
vent their power and anticipate their claime unto the Empire, but by get- 
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tins them inftrufted in the faith of our bleffed Saviour Chrift, and to bee 
baptized 5 by that trick out of the Akhoran, making them incapable of fo 
great an earthly Monarchy, but heyres ofa better; for, virtue locum habet 
inter ajira. After this, he ever led them with him to keep them the ftrift. 
lier, till fuch time as he was vanquifbc at Elahas by Rujian-cawn : for then 
it ham ore efcapes to Vermes, and thence to Lahore, where his Vncle en. 
tertaines him gladly, and marries him to B'har Romeo Begcth his daughter: 
and at Curroons next flight from Brampore , Hujjen alfo flies to Radges 
Rujlang, and thence to his brother, where hee lived fafely and more 
honoured. 

Mahokt-cawn at hisCaftleat Rontampdre fpraftizing todigeft hisaf- 
A M p , fronts with patience) receives a peremptory command fi om Iangheer (Nor- 
a.d. id/yV mat 1 might fay) to yeeld up his houfe to the Qyeene, who had given the 
keeping of it to Bacher-cmn his enemy, and that hee fliould pack into 
Orixa to his fonne the Uefcenant there. The meflage is fo tart and Cent to 
one (then whom none more) impatient of injuries, that hee returnes his 
Mafter the Mogul this reply,he was ready (as a thoufand rimes former¬ 
ly) to fpend his life and goods to do him fervice, but would neverftoope 
to the lure of his inveterate enemies; he was ready to account the reafon, 
but upon condition hee might bee free from the tallons ofhisrammage 
foes, whom he faw ready to prey upOD him : with this anfwer the Pofl:re¬ 
names, with newes alfo, that Abdul-eaten (either weary of fuch vagaries, 
Abdul awn orc ^ ac hee faw the winde of Cartoons good fortune averfe, or doubting 
leaves Cur- his former envie might undo him) for fome of thefe, or all, flies from 
roons party, Curroon , and by (amilehan at Brampore with Perrrees is joyfully wel¬ 
comed. 

Iangheer wonders at Mahobet- cawns prefumption, but Mahobet no lefle 
admires his ingratitude.Buc after much perfwaflon of his kindred St friends 
about him, hee aflumes frefli courage, and attended by five thoufand vo¬ 
luntary Rafhboots, iflues from his Caftle,and through Rajfanmr journeyes 
to Lahore , refolving to make hisowne defence to laughter removing 

tofC^»/,ordy in doing it. The QaeeneandAjfaph-caw# have notice of 
his intent, but fearing his force, and that (if hee had any private difeourfe 
with Iangheer) hee would re-ingratiate himfelfe, they make the Mogul! 
fet to his feale to what they had indited, the command being that Mahobet 
fliould come in perfon,attended only with fome few of his choyce friends 
to cleare his infamy: but hee fmels their craft, and in his place, fends his 
fonneinlawto make his excufe, and to treat upon furcr tearmes than if 
he had gone in perfon: with a willing heart this young Gallant undertakes 
it,and at his firft entrance into the Lefcar (without ever feeing the Mo¬ 
gul) hee is made to difmount his Elephant by the Queenes order, is dif- 
roabed of his bravery, and clad in naftyragges; is after that moftnnfe- 
rably chabuck'r, or beat upon the foies of his feet with canes or rattans, 
bare-headed (the greateftfhame poflibk ) fet backward upon a carrion 
lade, with kettle-Druras led through the Army, and made afcoffetoall 
that rafcall multitude; overjoyed, they had this good occaflon to mani- 
feft their hate upon the Idea of Mahobet.cawn and to delight the Em- 
prefle. 
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Whobit-caxonSs, quickly certified of his Tons difgrace, and that laughter 
feaew it not ; he queftions doc who., the whole Country blaming Nor mall 
m&Ganganndiot fuch barbarifme: in it, hee fees their hate and his owne 
mifery,ifhe had harkened to their oaths for fafety to come weakly ac¬ 
companied : and dow (more than ever, difeovering the Queenes ambi- 
tion to advance her fonne,and Ajffyh-cawv, Curroou, guarding themfelves 
with a conftant Army of thirty thoufand horfe, violently feazing the Mo¬ 
guls treafure,and in all affaires abufing his authority and grearneffe, with 
ocher indignities apparent to all the Empire) he incourages himfeife, not 
regarding the hatefull epethite they branded him with in their Proclama- 
tion-hisinnocency to laugher and zeale to B»&c^(nextheire Undoubted 
to the Crowne) re-animating him;fo that after he had fent his old Mafter 
the Mogul a fhort, but pithy Apoiogie of his contempt, and portrayed 
the villany they offered his fonne; he furveighs his Army,gives ftrift com- 
mand to offer no violence to laughter or his Tent, and with Twenty 
thoufand valiant Rafhboots pafles on to finde out Nor malls Army and the 
Lefcar, at that time confifting of above 50000 men : by accident part at 
thatinftant went by, led by Eradet-cawn • and the refidue palled the river 
f lat , conduced by Godgee Abdul HujJatf, in hope to fade Mabobets Army 
unprepared, but in vaine 5 for that experienced warrior knew hee fhould 
want no ftratagemsto dettroy him, and therefore flept the Lilns fleepe, 
with the eyes of prevention alwayes open; andnow finding the advan¬ 
tage his, gives the word unco his Camped with an undaunted heart 
charges Eradetfr^ and circles his troops with fuch fpeed and order,that 
in lefle than two houres (ere ^Abdul Hujfau got over all his men) hee not 
only difordered, but flew above fix thoufand men, filling the refidue 
with fuch feare, that each fled for his owne fafety; but unluckily; the flood 
without mercy fwollowed moft ofthem,both dangers equally fo confoun¬ 
ding them, that with gaftly Iookes and loud outcries,fuch as efcaped made 
knowne the horror of their conflift; fo that the other part of Normalls 
Army ftoodftill; till by Ajfaph-cawn^ Abdul Bu{ftu> and other Umbraves, 
they are cheered up, and prepare to encounter the rebells, who with 
Mahobct their Generali were come in front, and with victory in their fore¬ 
heads (regarding neither their greatnefle nor multitude)rufh couragionfly 
on their adverfaries, for five honres giving and receiving bk>wes, each 
fide equally heated with rage, and inflamed with defire of conqueft. The 
Queenes Army were frefhand excellently fitted,but by the overthrow of 
Eradet their companion not a little amazed; Mabobets men, though come 
fromfarre,yetofa more warlike confutation, and led by afecond Mars 5 
werehopefull of mighty game and glory; fo that in the end, Normalls fide 
gave back, well beaten, and unable any longer to abide the heavie ftrokes 
©f their Iron adverfaries; Ajfaph-cdwn flies up and downe like a diftrafted 
mam upbraiding, intreating,and ufing all meanes poffiblc torerincouragc 
them ; but feare had flaine them,the Rafhbootsfwordshad flafht too much 
tenor amongft them to revive againe; fothat with a fad heart, upon hia 
Arabian Couifer he flies away, with Mirras Abevtila his fonne,to a Caftle 
not farre diftant thence, but by accidest are efpied and chafed by Mir fa 
farmer (Mabobets third fonne) and are forced out, and fhackled in filvcp 
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fetters, are alfo brought to Attack^nd there kept: whiles Makobet-cavrn 
and his Army galloping in the Aire of good fortune beat downe the 
Queenes forces, at that time more willing to die than fighe’^ fo that with¬ 
out more let, they proclaime themfelves Lords of India, and prey upon 
infinite riches of all forts in the Lefcar, now fcattered and triumphed 
over. The old Mogul(not feared with BeUonas brazen ooyfe and clangor) 
was found fleeping, yea lold in Morpheus golden bed, till by Mahobtt- 
caten hee is awaked and allured of his welfare; upoD a ftately Elephant 
they conveighed him to Attac\Jazzvv\g flame behind him twelve thouland 
men, and many Umbraves ot note, Mirza Cafjkm , RadgeeDoola , AbduL 
Gallec, Abdul Samtt, Mirchan, Godgee Shmarcharted others: and taken 
prifoners, langheer , Queene Normally Affaph-cawn, Mirza Abontila his fon, 
SultanBuUochy^ Stilt an shmar, sha Ethimon , Sha Hojfen, Eradet-cam?', 
Mofyndafchan, Mocribca&n, and Mokna Mahomet^ all which, to the amaze¬ 
ment of the world, are led prifoners to Kabuli toexpeAthepleafure of 
their Conquerour, Now is Mahobet-cavcn elevated upon the majeftick 
chariot of command and glory; yetrefolvcsin no fort to derogate from 
thefplendor of his Mailer , his only aime being ro cleare his honour 
from fcandall, and to retaliate his enemies what in his friends hee had for¬ 
merly fuffered. Normal! (now clouded with lhame and mifery ) is brought 
forth, anefty the monfter multitude exclaimed on; fo that by aflent of 
Mahobeta nd many other Umbraves fhe is cenfur’d ro be beheaded. Not 
rill then did fliee perceive the thorny path Ihee had too long walked in, 
nor meditated upon the mutability of Fortune^ nor till then could fhe 
frame her ambitious heart to feare or fervitude. But feeing no remedy, 
fhearmes her felfo with patience, and craves a farewell of her Lord, to 
whom after much ado fhe is admitted^ where die proftrares her felfe doa- 
thed in fo much forrowSc repen ranee,that langheer melts into companion 
and intreats Mahobet for her freedome. Therequeftleemes grievous unto 
Mahebet , bur loath in any thing to difcontenc him, or Ihew difloyalty, hee 
condifcends ^N&rmaU is pardoned and fee at liberty, and becomes more in- 
raged by this his lenity and complement: the refidueof the royall prifo¬ 
ners are ufed with all refpetft and nobleneffe; Eradet, and Mokna Mahomet 
excepted, who by too much rigor are inraged, and Molena died. Zadoc- 
can>s(ped beft, for before the fight fupon feme occafion jarring with his 
brother Ajptph-cawn,') he fled toMahohet , and is for his fervice made Vice¬ 
roy of Lahore , and Cajfem-cawn (by mediation of Moweza-begem his 
wife, filler to the Queene J reftored to his government of Agra), and Ma» 
dafor-cawn difplaced ^ fo that now, Mahebet fwayes Indufl’an, till by vi- 
ciflitude of time he decayes, and all things are redacted to better order 
andexiftence. 

Cttrroou is at this time in Decan larking till hee might efpie fomo 
good advanrage to recover his loft fame, and once more fhakc off the dif- 
honourable Title of a Rebellious exile : but when newes is brought him 
from zMfaph-caun, of the almoft incredible change the Empire had, and 
with what a difmall vayleic was then inveIoped,his Father and Father in- 
law being in fuch bafe fubjeftion,^//** Bulloch and Prince Daniels foooei 
impriloned, and his owne two fonues with Gedgfxe leham their governour 
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brought alfo to Mahobet by tyme-ferviog Madoper-ehan to abide his mercy. 
He difputes not what Mahobet meant,but what had hapned 5 fo that,exafpe- 
rated with a thoufand fancies,he gives Melee Afnber many thanks, and with 
Radgee Rhyem’sfo nne and 12 Goo horfe he paffes funder leave) Rands ter¬ 
ritories, and at laft comes to Afmeer y intending fuddenly to fur prize Agra^ 
and proclayme himfelfe King: but his defigne by Radgees hidden death is 
prevented;, halfe his company forfaking him 5 whereat, doubting fome 
treachery in the Afmerians (into fuch hate his robbing and other difor- 
dershad brought him) and that Mahobet-chan had fentfome force againft 
h im and Sultan Per wees alfo had ambufhtfor him, he makes hafte to Tat « 
ta, hoping upon cenqueft thereof to command the river Indus and Cam- 
bay a * at his incamping afore it, the Captaine XeriphMelee fends him word, 
he had order to keep him out,aad that ifhe attempted it,he fliould receive 
the entertainment of an enemy. He {ends him word back againe, he was 
fonne unto his King, Melee confefles it, and a rcbell ■> Cnrroon regreets 
him, he came to dcficMahobct-chan and to bring deliverance to his fa¬ 
ther 5 Melee anfwers, rather by all their confufions to grafpe the Dya- 
dem. Currom fees his fickle ftanding and deplores his folly, but by Der- 
M c&msincouraged 3 after which he aflaults the Citty in great bravery, 
but is beat off58c next day returning with more rage,Mtr/ecforfakes the fort 3 
iflues upon them, kills Derr a-chan and 300 men, and forces Cnrroon (to his 
©Id fbiffc) to flie to DeUy \ but finding no welcome there, hafts with his 
chaffed troopes to Bakar ( ewixt Lahore and the fea)to breath a while. 

Delly is the name of a City and Province of late belonging to 
the Potan Kings5 but at this day is under the Imperiall crown of Ittdttftant s 
the citty now in being, isaDtient, large and pretty beautiful! 5 fuch ap¬ 
pearing in that variety of antick Monuments and Tonibcs of above 20 
Kings and great ones there inhumed 5 admired by Travellers, and adored 
by infinite troopes offuperftitious Indians. Not a lirtlefamous alfo in that 
Piramyd three mylesdiftant (in old Detty^ where lies buried King Ha- 
mayoit grandfather to langkeer) by frame and infeription fpeaking Alex¬ 
ander ^ at what tyme (as now) DeSywas the Mausoleum of many Poten¬ 
tates: new Delly is wald about,but with fmali fecurity • 13 watred by part of 
lemmy, over which we enter upon a twelfve archt bridge, which from a 
little fpring in thefe mount flines drills to and after a great increafe 

(in many meanders) at Prage flowes into Ganges , and with her, runnes 
in two mouthes 300 myles afunder,into the Bengalan gulfe at 22 degrees 
of North latitude. 

Mdec Amber , fo foone as Otrrorn was parted,(to get affe&ion from Per* 
uta alfo) gives liberty without treaty or ranforae to Lafkar-chan , Lbre- 
htm Uopn and Mirza Manout-jher^ and with a convoy leaves them at 
Bran/pore. The fame moneth Mahobet-chan received 2 6 leek of roopees 
from Chamazeid-cban his fonne vice-royof Bengal^ which he extra&ed as 
annuall rent our of Pattana^Songhtar^Banaros, Sonarganymd Chatigan^ rich 
and well peopled Curies upon Ganges ; as alfo out of Sondiva {an ifle 20 , 
leagues from catigan) than which is none more fruitfull in India. Ian* 
gheer alfo removing from chabull to Lahore , by Horn alls perfwafion 
condefcends to the (laughter of fuch Rafhboots as Mahobet had mixed

with his own guard 5 and after chat to deftroy Mghobetpxe he received any 
fupply of men from his kin fro en Cbsn-Ale^ and Radgee-Huftang then 
coffiming cowards him: and for her part, to fecond him and leave no¬ 
thing undone or unattempted that might conduce to the execution of 
fa ch great defi goes, fhe empties all her husbands coffers', and hyres men 
from all places to ferve her j fo that Ottripargan Viceroy of Bajforoere 
brings her > ooo horfe, Godgce-Tzra 3000, Madojfcrcha» 12coo, and of 
her owne iyooo more ; hoping alfo that f&di chadded from the bat tell of 
Jtteckjiato the de feres of Thombel to Radgee Ghomanod) would a (To date 
her: but he was fo affraid of Mahobetj fierce encounters, that he would 
no more of them; but wen* to Perwees ar Brampore , to whom (by a com¬ 
mendatory letrer from Rajea-Bertzingh) he is welcome* Mahobet-chan 
(ignorant of langheers confederacy ) has notice of the Queens pro- 
jedand forces, and is notamared 5 but with a constant bravery goes on to 
fight with her. In the way (at his Matters requeft) he ufes Ajjdph-clwn 
and his fonne with more refpeft than formerly Normall alfo battens to¬ 
wards him, having fent her fonoe sheryar to Lahore with 8000 horfe to 
fecure that Imperial! city agahft Uttahobet. In his paflageby great good 
hap he chances upon Sultan BuUochy and the two chriftned Princes,whom 
herefeued; and got fo privately and with fuch hafteinto Lahore^ chat 
without refiftance raoft of the Rafhboots were cut off, and the cattle 
mann J d with the Queens Army, langheer alfo, rowfed out of his Jong 
fleepplayes his part $ for being come to Uheed within 8 myles of Normall 
and her Army, (and having at all tymes the fteedome of hunting , hank¬ 
ing, and fuch like paftime, he makes it his advantage) efcapes, and is joy¬ 
fully welcomed by the Queen, who (crying ouicMombanckC) impales 
him in her armes, and cryes for joy 3 then, gives prefent order to march 
on to afiaile the Tray tors. 

Mahobet-chan(\ ik c all other motions,when at higheft, defend; quickly 
koowes of ianghers flightedis not fo grieved at his being gone, as in the 
manner,intendjngnever to withhold him longer than he fancied: yet 
the revolt of 5000 his men did not a little trouble him : howbeir, per¬ 
ceiving his enemyes were approaching , and that it was no fit tyme to 
dwell upou circumftapces a he apparrells bimfelfe in a rich and tryed 
coae of may!c ■> aod with his fhieid and fpeare Ipurs up io viqw of the 
Moguls Lefiariw here, by all figneshe perceives the Mogulls affettion 
eltranged , he lighesatit, and returnes 5 orders his army, and after a 
more Oration goes on in front to begin the combat. Ere the Battell be¬ 
gan, Balant-chan affronrs him with a peremptory MefT gefrom the King to 
th a dJefts chat if he defired tobe though, Wall, he fhould expreffik bv 
releafing Aflipb-chat and the other thnbraves whom he' kept imprk 
foned 5 by whole mediation he might peradvenmre obceine pardon for 
(uch his high rebellion '. Mahobet-chan knowesic was Komalls device, 
yetloth many thing todiftate the King, fends him* proteftof his zeale*

elm Sfig?' C a he an [ e - Sj a u d f the place P refi gned, calls for Affok- 
chan, and his fonne; Ihewes him he had power to confound him but his 

vercue fwayed him to another end 5 which fayd, he not only pulls away 
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bis markes of fervicude, bat vefts him with rich and princely roabes^mounts 
him upon his beft courfer , girds him with a pretiotts blade, and with a 
convoy of eight hundred horfe prefents him to Court, his farewell ooely 
poynting to remember him. langheer receives him with ceares of Jove, 
but 'Hotmail with fupercilious looks and words of difdaine, upbraiding 
him with cowardize chat durft not attend her tyme or depend upon her 
powertoforcehim fromgifjebell fhe both fcornd and hated. Ajfaph-chan 
laments her lunacy, but is affraid to contrary her; yet both in good will 
and private difcourfe at any tyme with the King, he fpeaks well of Mahobet 
and labours his reconciliation. 

The affaires of Induflant fubjeft to this variety, poffelfes all mens minds 
with aftonifhment. Whiles langheer and his beloved Amazon with the 
Lefcar paffe ou to Lahore toadvife with sheriar , • and to reduce all Majefty 
(too long divellicated) to the proper ftacion: But whatpleafure can the 
contemplation of her reviving glory afford her, lb long as Mahobet her 
morrallEnemie Jives unpunifhed ? fliee knowes not why £hee is intituled 
foie EmprefTe of beft parts of^/kCommandrefTe of fo much men and trea- 
fure,.fo long as Mahobet an obfcure Rafhbooce dares eciipfe her fpleodor, 
and cravell coo and fro unrefifted, guarded with fuch applaufe and popu* 
larity: fhee ruminates a thoufand feverali fores of revenge, but by too 
much choife knowes not which to fafteo on: the ftireft and tnoft honou¬ 
rable is by warre , and thereupon calls Amet-chan, {Brahim chans cozen) 
Zeffer-chan^Houradtn-Cooly , Anna Rha RadiaJlmyrchanJAircomyr , Jmmir - 
%a other Nobles, deftringthem to haften Mahobets deftruftion, 

an imployment wherein they fhould finde a gratefull remuneration. Each 
man promifes his beft endeavour, and with fifteene thoufand horfe goe 
joyntly sn to attempt it: in the Erft place (hearing of fome treafurehis 
fonne Zaedchan had fent him out of Bcngala) theyamhufh neere Cheban- 
Chebaed (a Caftle of ftrength)and break out upon the Rafhboots that then 
were no more but eight hundred valiant men, who fold their money at a 
deere rate, two thoufand of Normal!s men giving their lives for it and for 
her ambition; but by their multitude were at Iaft defeated , and moft of 
them daughtered; leaving 26 Jack or 26 co©co rupees to their avarice, 
which was brought to Lahore, and there fome part given for falary,the reft 
was coffered. 

Qangama, (Chau-Chama fome men call him, bythis time recovered) by 
bribery and great braggs is made Generali of Normals Forces. Mahobet- 
(fwa is not troubled at it; but the revolt of his wild fonce Byrmmr affli&a 
himfadly. This young Gallant had nofooner triumphed over Ajjaph-can, 
whom he delivered to his Father (as is fpoken of) but with three thoufand 
horfe (his Father had made him Coronell of) hee is iutreated toaflaile 
RaJgca Tzetttrjingh at Nornon his Enemy; but not regarding his Fa; hers 
inftra&ion, turnes another way by Bender to force his Fathers Caftle of 
Rantipore\ but in vainejfor Motzaihchan the Captainefufpe&ing him,fools 
him withfaire words, and breakes his forces; and Beyrereer flying thence, is 
by Ray Ruttang at Bandy taken and imprifoned. 

langheer finding his thoughts free, and refrefht by many new delights 
his youthfull Quecuc cash day invented for his recreation, forgets the re¬ 
bellion 
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beliion of Cur roots ^ and his lace adverfity } yea,gives hislafcivious mind full 
fcope, and involves himfelfe with the effeminate roabes of floth and 
Waatonnefle : but in the plenitude of thofe his joy es, the glory of his eftate 
growes cloudy, and his motion whirles into a malignant Orbe, by the dif- 
confolate Newes hee receives from Brampon of his beloved fonnes death. 
His eyes grow dim, his heart turnes Jeady, and all conceits ofpleafure re- 
lifh unfavourie when the departure of Perwee s objeds it felfe , and thofe 
hopes and comforts he had in him,fee me fantafticall. Goufiroo and Sha Da* 
»«/aredead \ Pervrees is now do more : ska tyhimore and Huffen his grand 
children made Christians : BuJIochy is a child : shtrian a foole, and Cur¬ 
rents the very eye-fore of his conceptions^ a rebell, wilde, proud, greedy, 
treacherous, and deceitfull: himfelfe was old, and at his death the Empire 
fubjeft to innovation or domeftick confumption: in thefe and fuch like do¬ 
lorous cogitations langkitr Ipends the weary minutes of his life, till death 
uitimapmna fas they call it) fummotis him in few moneths after to the 
refignation of his life and Empire: Whiles Mahobet Charm chavves the af- 
fli&ing newes alfo of Prince Pet wees his death. ’Twixc whom (forgetting 
Gangannas trechery) was moftexaitfriendihip and fympathie. He fees (in 
him) the privation of all his joyes, the hopes he had ia his fucceffion anni- 
hilated, and the ambition of NormaU and Ajfaph £aw» ffufpefted co have 
poyfoned him) ingendring to a monftrous height; fo that bidding farewell 
to the world and all other iociety and imploymencs, he contrafis himfelfe 
to privacieand iblitude, feeding upon contemplation of what had paft, and 
the lubricity of terrcftriall pleafures, vaine-glory, and other vanities: 
he forfakeshis ftrong and delightfull Caftle Rantampore , and through Zia- 
Ur comes to Radgee Zirmol , and under licence fixes at zirnsol where hee 
anchorites. 

But Curroemes ayre fwells with Chyma-raes, now more than ever af- 
fefling the Empire, none but children interpofing him : bee knew his Fa¬ 
thers affedion wa«eafily recovered, and z£aph farm his reftlelft projc&or 
carefull to ftate him in rbe chaire of Majefty : fo that, arm’d with confi¬ 
dence and accompanied with forty Elephanrsand fifteene hundred hprle- 
menbe leaves Bakar^ Chjtar, Tutta*, and through TV/c/, chobager , and Ee~ 
elijfer, comes to Majfer Thormet in Decan , where Melee receives him with 
all joy,and adds to his troopes foure thoufand horfe with promile of forty 
thoufand more to aflift him upon any good occafion. 

Chytor. (in mid-way ’twixt Brantpore and Adjmeer) is yet aGitie.juft- 
ly clayming precedence for antiquity amongft all the Cities of indy a. It 
was formerly called Taxila , and that Metropolis whence King Vorm ifiued 
againft great Alexander 5 Rama Radgee Mar dost lineally defeended from 
him, of late yeeres and (till by inrreaty of Sultan Curroen Anno 1614. he 
came to Agra , and in flight fort did feme obeylance) here foveraignlzing 
and in Oodipore. The Citie is at this day but meanly beautiful!, three miles 
in compafle,not a third part of what was formerly. Time and war have fur- 
row d her not onely difroabing her ©f her bravery in buildings where men 
inhabited, but in huge Temples of Idolatry, the rumes of above a hundred 
(once lofty in faftidious Turrets) to this day remaining, of ftone; ftrong, 
good, white, and well poliiht, rare and obfervable * now inhabited by 
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Storks, Owles, Batts,2odJike birds,of whom the fuperftitious people have 
so (mail efteeme and veneration : the North pole is elevated in that place 
twenty five degrees. This Province is bounded by Cambaya on the South, 
by Qbandys on the North 5 by Berar Eaft, and on the Weft the Ocean : rc- 
turne we toour Hiftory. 

Ganganna,ft\ft conceited by his late hon oar and imployment againft 
Mahobet-caion (whom hee verily thought had left the fociety of men for sunsi 
feareof him, refolvcs to ferret him, but) in the mid’ft of his bravadoes 
and hopes is arrefted by grim death, and his carkaffe conveighed to Deify, 
to be iotombed amongft his great Anceftors. At that time, lacont-carsn 
anUmbrave of great wealth, honour and experience, commanding eight 
thoufand hoxfe to ferve Cartoon , by many affronts without caufe put upon 
him by Mirzsladin Melecks fonne,is inflamed with rage.and flies to chan 
ban Generali &f Prince Fernet s Army at Br ampere, who receives him 
with joy, and by his exafperation,with fourc hundred Elephants and forty 
thoufand horfe make hafte to BeUagate (the widdow and child of Sultan 
Fermes being committed to the care of Lefcarcawn ,) where they ufed all 
extremities of warre, fpoyling, burning, and captivating all they had a 
miade to:and by rare chance,intercepting fome letters from Gadget iUf- c w 
ftryjhcy difeover Abdul- cawn (whom fome call Abdulla-cawn) (the wea- 
thercock of thofe times) his intent,to turne from the Kings party and re- 
tvtue to Curroon : hee is convicted, his eftate conflfcate, his honour re- 
verft, himfelfe manacled, cald the darling of inconftancy, and upon an 
Elephantin difgracefull fort from the Army fentto Brampore, where by 
Lafcar-cavon hee is imprifoned. This done, they enter Dec an with all 
fpeed, and pierce moft foxtunady into the mid’ft of Me leeks Kingdome, 
doing what they plea fed without oppofition; fo that after fix weekes 
hoftility, they returne Ioaden with abundance of wealth, and over-joyed 
with their eafie victory. But (when they thought themfelves moll fure ) 

Melee prefents himfelfe in an advantageous place with eighty thoufand 
mesijindrcling them on the one fide, Sc the ftupendious hills on the other, 
fothat furrounded with amazement, and clad with black ragges ofdifeon- 
tent, theyincamp; not daring to hazard the fight, or by ftratagem break 
out to hazard their deliverance; but in that miferable fort are Iocktup, 
the Decan at no time offending them, till by famine finding no pleafurc in 
their richesfwhere no meat on fure tearmes was to bee purchafed) they 
were conftrained to parle and fubmit,affured only of their lives, ft rip t out 
of all their wealth and bravery, returning with more Crime than they had 
honourformerly. 

Ianghecr the great Mogull, has advertifemenc of this variable fucceffe, 
but knowes not how to alter it; nor cares hee much, the death of Fermef 
fo poffeffes h\m:y & ^orrnall ceafes not to purfue her revenge againft Maho- 
bet ; and finding him fo hard to be dealt withall,begins with Chasna-ztid - 
canon his valiant (onne,whom fhee recalls home and places Mocrib-cavon in 
his command, over five thoufand horfe and twelve thoufand men; but 
he had fmill joy of his greatnes,fbr in leffe than three weekes being there, 
by accident (failing over Ganges) the boat is over-turned, he drowned,and 
Beds-cairn is made Viceroy of Bengala and Malacca after him: during 

which 
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which Utteheer being at Lahore, an Ambaffador ZistBorb* by name, arrives 
with prefects and commends from the King of Maurmabar (or Mamuxter) 
accompanied with the only Oracle and wonder of his time Hedget-Abduh 
radue (brother to chejeacbd***)admUed by ali^nd reforted to by many 
forts of Tartars from Bochar ? Tffza^ Balc^ Saster chand^ Ga%mhen^ and 
other parts, none of which came empty-handed, fo chat in fmall time this 
Monck was comparable in riches with rnoft Potentates of A jin. Hceis 
brought into Labor* with incredible joy and admiration, all the Umbraves 
of the Court (Ajfaph-cawa excepted) attending him, and was no fooner 
lodged, but is prefented from the Queene with a goblet of pure gold, 
tnaffie and of curious work, with fo many Jewels as out-valued 2 lac of 
roupees. Thefe he accepts raoft cheerefully, and fcorning to be behind 
in courtefie, returnes her and her Lord, five hundred Dromidaries, fwife 
and beautiful!, a thoufand horfes of an excellent good fhape and breed; 
fome porcellan and other Chyna rarities : the Ambaffador alfo prefents 
the Mogul] a double of foch, 3000 horfes, a thoufand Dromidares, fome 
fword blades, and other gifts of value, fo great, that the report went s oe* 
verany Ambaffador came fo richly fnrnifhed, was better entercaioed, or 
went away more fatisfied: Never let any Ambaffador think himfelfe wel¬ 
comes any Afiatick Prince, that brings nothing for a prefect, fave com¬ 
plement, for not any Native dare petition, either the Mogull, or any of 

his great ones, without a prefent. 

Yetis not Nomad fuited with content, fo long as Uahohet made fru- 
ftrate her vowes to have him ruined : her power teems fmall,ber indea- 
vours idle, feeing (as {he thought) his eafe was in contempt of her; fo that 
her thoughts pro)eft, her dreames fancie feverall waxes for his deftrufti. 
on: it gladded her in part to feehis fonne Zeld-cavra out ofimploymenr, 
and at Court (by fuchas adored her) fcom'dand confronted, howbeit, 
by Jpphs meanes Jangheer affefts him; yea NormaU (had not the over¬ 
flowing hate fhe bore his Father hindred her) had doubcleffe become amo¬ 
rous, and made him in Cupids Court, Iangheers competitor; but fpight 
ore fwayes her, and revenge predominates ^ fhe calls Amir than , Nouradri 
Coot?, and Hemyr beg her minions, to whom fhe difeovers her defires, and 
iutreats their diligence: they obey, and promife their care and faithful- 
neffe,and with fifteene thoufand horfeadvance to fight with him (whiles 
NormaU and the King journey to Capmeer ) his m plus ultra: and Ajjaph- 
cawn (mindfull of Mdhohets kindneffe to him, loth fo brave a man fliould 
perifh for the luft and malice of a woman, and efpe dally by his advantage 
to draw him to Curroo»)by a fwift and trufty meflenger, fends him a gra¬ 
cious letter difeovering his fitters wrath and refolution,and foilicitsyoung 
Kana Radge t to further hirm 

The Queenes Army perfecute poore Mahobet^ who upon receit of Af- 
fapheamus letter, after fome paffion forfakes his cell in Zirmelfiizsto 
Gepmer,and thence to RadgeeRam who ever loved him. The Army has 
notice of his flight, they dare not eater Rams country without leave, and 
therefore fend poft to Queene NormabaU , who diftatesa letter to liana } 
mixt with intreaties and threats, makes laughter figne it,and after long 
and fwift running is delivered him ; Radgu Roam at fir ft contemnesher 

bravadoes. 
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bravadoes, but upon better confideration promifes bis good-wiil,but rhus 3 
heperfwades Mahobet-cawn in no fort to think him either fearful! or trai- 
terous, that (if hee pleafed) he would do his be ft in his defence againft ail 
the power and rage of Ww,yet, fo his judgement were of any force, 
(andtoindeare ) he would perfwade him (fmce his Enemies 

were fopowerfuil and implacable) to haft unto furroon } where he fhould 
not only be iotirely welcomed, but agrandize his honour fo faddenly, that 
his name would flafhterrour into the hearts of his mod potent adverfa* 
ries. Mahobet-chan^ loch to trefpafle upon his patience, and by the circum- 
ftances of his Ipeech, judging him fearefull of that army, tells him he in- 
tended not?o be any caufc of Ioffe or feare to him, or any other in the uni- 
verfe ; and fo mounts to be gone;but K ana will not Jet himgoe,till he pro- 
mife him a delivery of a pacquet he had intituled to Curroon. After long 
perfwafion he accords,and with 500 Raftiboots, and one thoufand other 
men led by Wazir-chan he flyes into Decan, where at Guy me? upon the 
limits of Nifamjha ’4 kingdome he findes C undon-fsat fo affraid of his fudden 
comming, that he inftantlyarmd his men for oppofition: yet when he faw 
the cafe other wife, and had read his pacquet, after feme amazement hee 
imbraceshim with unfpeakable joy, firmesa perpecuall friendfhip and 
gives him command of that caftle and his other forces. All India admire 
at this agreement, and Normal! (too late} repents her folly.

May wijhthe thing undone R age did inforce. Infeftum voice cfle dolor quod fuaferit et men^ 

langheer alfo blames her mconfiderate wrath, and growes fo affii&ed at 
if, that in a deep Melancholy he forfakes his pleafuresat Cajjimeer and re¬ 
moves towards Lahore $ but upon the high Mountaines of Bymberrie falls 
fick, and at three dayes end, after three and twenty yeares reigoe, (to the 
aftomfhment of the Leskar, Normals endidfe forr©w,and grief of the whole 
EmpyreJ he dyes (fafpefted ofpoyfonj the twelfc of Oftober or Ardabc- 
hijh , in the yeare of our accompt 1627 and of the Hegira 1 007: nomina- c “ 
ting upon his death* bed his grand fenne Bulloch (fonne of Sultan Gufhroo , y 
his eldeft fonne)bis fucceffor; he alfo fweares all the Umbraves to fee him 
crowned: and that furrooo {hould have noporriod nor favour fave what 
he might merit by fubnvffion: and accordingly (conveighingthe old Mo¬ 
guls dead body to Lahore , where preparing for his funeral! they carry it to 
Tze cander three courfe from A gray and intomb him in King Edgars Mo¬ 
nument} at Deity they crowne Sultan Bullochy (aged thirteen e yeares) 
their King,with all royall accuftomed ftate and oeremony:and unanimous¬ 
ly cry out alowd, Vadfoavp Salamant i. e. God fave the King. 

Nomall in laugh:ers end feares the beginning of a world of miferies 
in her felfe and progeny ; but being of anaftive fpirit and not eafily dif- 
trafted, fheinftanrly conceives and fwels with the ambition of that Em- 
pyre: her pregnancy is bettered by her having the whole Treafure in her 
hands, alfo animated in that Bulloch was too young to nourifti oppofition, 
his Councell carelefle, and Curroon a huge wayes abfent thence : fo that 
taking ocofionby the forehead, fhe arms her felfe with confidence 
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end a pretended Title, and refolves to mount her fonne Sheriar to the fc- 
preameafcent of Majefty, or in the attempt to fet all India on hre and 
confume her fe If as a facrifice in fo great an aftion. In this humor (he hires 
i .000 horfe .and fends in poft bafte to her fon in Jengapore to levy as many 
moe-that done,Hie thinks to ftrangle her brother and BuUochyan that tytne 
com min" towards her.But they allured of her tad meaning,leave Chottlen, 
Sc with 3 coco horfe poft to Lahore to apprehend skerpr whom they heard 
was baffled by Godgee Abdul- f?^«(once his ftipendiary) and then mcamp- 
ed onely with 4000 horfe: but in the way (to prevent mrmalls fpeed after 
them) they block up the narrow paffage upon the mountaines through 
which her Army muft needs paffe ^fo that,ere the Queen could come to 
joyne with fimple ckeryar ; Afaph- chart, Eradet-chart and other Umbraves 
with cheyoung Mogul in their company come to Lahore, where they find 
sheryars Army (by the expence of poooo lac of roopees) trebled. They 
delay nor, but with extremity of rage affayle him and in two houres ( by 
villany of Amir- chart and skeirgodgee his chiefe Captaines, who betrayed 
him) get the vi&ory} forcing him into the caftle, which for two dayes 
keptfafe, but in the third was by rreafon entred,hls men flame, his trea- 
fure taken, and to make him incapable of future ambition has his eyes put 
out, sultan Bulhchy notfuffering him to be killed. That done/hey againe 
proclay me Bulloch Emperor ofInduft ant,and Lord of the Moguls^and fen d 
Eradet with 20000 horfe againft the Virago Queen ; whofhearmg how ill 
her fonne had fped and doubting treafon in her Army,) lets fall the Maje¬ 
fty of her fpirit, fighs at the perfidy of her brother, grieves toe flew him 
not when fhe had himinher power, complaynes other owne wickedneffe 
in continuing fo long imaged againft Mahobct-chan, deplores herabufmg 
his valiant forme,and with a dejected eye,beholding the fudden eclipfe of 
her glory,and the-inconftancy of her Friends,lhe wraps all up in difmitfmg 
her guard,and difroabed of her bravery,fubmits to Bulloch's mercy ^ who 
comforts her, gives her his oath of fafety,and during his reigne affords her 
all refpeftaod freedome. 

But long this good Prince injoyes not bis foverainty : for, Ajfaph-chan 
feeing all as defired, fpeeds away a Cure poft with letters to Curroon ,who 
made fitch hafte, that in 14 dayes he runne 2*00 of our myles , to Daita, 
(g courfe from Necanpore and from Brodera or Radjepore 120 to the Eaft.) 
in Decdtty there fiuding him overjoyed with fuch good newes, and fend¬ 
ing his excufe to Melee*Amber the Decan King, hafts on with Mahobet- 
cha»,Znlpheckar-chatt, and 7000 other rafhboocs, and mancibdars through 
(Swmratx.o Amadavad, where by Saffin-chan he is welcomed : therehee 
flept not long, for making Agra the objeft of his race, he bids farewell to 
Sa$m-ch*n ,and with a greater troope (feeding them with great promifes 
when he had the crowne) in three weeks *travell comes to Agra , where 
he daymes the Imperiall Title,and is by his owne favorites proclaymed 
King,by name of VotShave-Iehan : then giving notice to his Father inlaw 
Az,aph-cha» how farre and with what fucccfle he had travelled , asalfo, 
thatfo long as Sultan Bulloch was living his owne greatneffe was but coun¬ 
terfeit i Ajptph-chan, fiefht in former homicides, and not caring how, fo 
he could fixe the Dyadcm on Currotw at that tyme tottering 3 he makes 
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Radgte Candor of his counfell, who forthwith without examination of 
right or wrong pofts to Lahore, and with v 4 ffkph-cham keyes, enters the 
humtnum or Bath where the innocent Princes were , and with a horrid 
fpeed and infernall cfuelty ftrangles them all, to lead Curroon through 
fuch a bloody path unto the crowhe. ... . ■ A M. **>9% 

In this mifcrable fort, dyed young Bulloch but three moneths Emperour 
of Indufiant or great Mogul ; in that mafia ere accompanying him, Sultan j I00 g 

sherjar , sha-Ethimore and Sha-Hojfen (the baptifed formes of Prince 
Daniel )two fonnesof Sultan Pemees y tw o fon p es of Sultan Mar ad or 4 «. 
murath ^ all whofe carcatfes were without any refpeft buried in a garden in 
Lahore rieere cheemraylsof Iangheer: but their heads (as an affuramce of 
their death) feat to Curhon , to glut his eyes (by fo horrid a Spectacle) 
with infcrnall ambition. r 

The murther of the royall blood of Induftand being known to Chan- 
Tehaa , Zied-chan- and other Umbraves,they are orechardged with ama^e* 
mentatid feare: they fee Afapb-chan guilty, but want power to queftion 
him, specially (by inquifition) hearing it was Curroom commandemenc. 
they heap up a thonfand maledi&ions on their heads and crave vengeance 
from above to recompence them. Curroon peceives the Empire {forming 
athim,but his incantations quickly quiets them. And now after much toyle 
(having through the Ocean of inconftahcy arrived at the port of greatneffe 
and eafe as he thought) he gives order for his folemne coronation : which 
accordingly by a generall aflembly of the great Umbraves, and Nobles 
of his Empire is performed 5 by fecond proclamation affirming the Name 
of Sultan- sha-T>tdyn-Mahumet, Then he orders the affaires of his Monar¬ 
chy, placing and difplacing at his pleafure - the Seraglio of his father is 
fhuc up: hi or mall and her three daughters are confined ftricktly ^ Ajfaph * 
chan is made fecond in the Empyre • and next him Mahohet-chan 3 Abdul' 
chan is releafed5 chama-zkdehan is made viceroy of Bmgala againe. Am- 
baftad^rsfrom Verjla, Arabia^ Tartarian and Decan come and joy him in 
his great neffe. Divers Budgets, as Radgee-Ming fro m Nagor t cban-Azem 
from Aztmeer , the puiffanck^g^ J Mainjtngh^ Tzetterfngh, and Gbefinghj 
foovaFcttiporc with 50000 horfe move with great and folemne ftate to 
A gray * whither after (fix weeks) came Ajfaph-chan, Zadoch-chan , Eradet- 
chan, Rujlan-chan , Saffinchan and Mir gem ley : to all whom he gave thanks 
for theirfeverall Favours,remitting andputcing iu oblivion all offences 
and infalcs during his rebellion. After which, he proclaymes a Iubife ce¬ 
lebrated by all men there, with all fports and delights pofltble f 
Thus has Curroon (through a fea of blood) attayned the higheft port 
and dignity of the eaftern world, fur rounded with delights, and guarded 
by a power (in his conceiving) uorefiftable; butthefe finnes he makes 
nothing of, have apparantly in chefe our tymes drawn downe the heavy 
Judgments of God almighty : both, in taking hn beloved wife away the 
week ofhis inauguration, fince when he has made his daughter (by that 
dead Lady) his wife $ inceft offo high a nature that that yeare his whole 
Empire wasCo wounded with Gods arrowes of plague, pefVilence and Fa¬ 
mine, this thoufand yeares before never fo terrible. The fword alfo 
feemes to threaten him, the Perfians having fuatched from him Ext main 014 
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and Ctaiahar * the Tartar Kabuli 3 sheuph-Almuck indangers ‘Tutfa and 
T .„ rf hander ■ ^Radgee toogfi with his Coolyestrouble Brampore , add two 
counterfeit feullochyes have fowne the feed of an univerfall rebellion. 
The event of all is is the hands ofGod,who in Infidells hates finnesof 
blood inceft and dilTembling: wee will clofe this ftory with a caveat 
from aheathen ,bat of morereafon and temperance.

To end all, at onr being in his country he came within two dayes jour¬ 
ney of Surrat ; and in a ceremonial! way, the Englifh merchants (hips 
thnndredouc his health by acogieac (hot, which he raoft thankfully ac< 
cepfed of: Tis high tyme now to renew our Travaile. 

Pin, Adjoyning this, and in the cambajah Territorie^s Diu y or Dew .* (in for¬ 

mer times call’d Tr/Af/fro a refemblancc of that in Egipt) Pata\a 3 Vatalena 3 
and Hidafpa, as Arrhian f, Vlinj and Strabo have it: feated at th’entrance 
into the gulph,in the latitude of 22 degrees IS minutes North j from Or- 
mm South, fixty leagues \ and from Cape Comrj two hundred: a ftreame or 
arme iffeing from Indus fo incompafifes her, that fhe becomes a peninfule 5 
the Haven before the Towne is fo land-lockr, fo good for anchorage, that 
at Swaliey D chaul, D’anda-Rajapuree, and other Havens is no better riding, 
either for the ground or Fort , that fo well fafeguards them. Uearchus 
(great Alexanders Admirall) from this place begun bis Voyage and fayled 
to Omm 3 where bee repaired his weather-beaten Navie. The Towne it 
felfe is both large and bolpirable 3 yet by reafon of the Portugals pride and 
cruelty, ChriftJans are Ieffe beloved here then in other places : ’ewas of 
good Trade, affording opium, Ada-factida, Puchio, Cotton, Indie *Mira- 
bolans, Sugar, Arack, Agacs,Cornelians.,Diafpries,CaIcedons 1 Hen]attfts, 
Pearly Elephants teetbjbut fince Surat and Cambay a (her next neighbors) 
have drawne the Englifh and Dutch thither,her Traffjck and other allure¬ 
ments are contemned: what fhe beft boafts of, is the Caftle, built (after 
long fight and bloodfhed)by Albuquerque the famous Portugal I Amo 
of their account 895 : by whofe coft and care it wasfb advanced, that it 
compares at this day with any other Sea Towne in the Orient. Nor could 
it ever have fucceeded had notfalfe proteftadonSjbribes,rhreats s and other 
devices drawne beleife into the Pagans, that their defire to have fo many 
Cables and Marittim Forts,was onely to defend themfelves,in parts where 
they were altogether (hungers: but it appeared afterwards, that avarice, 
rapine, Tyrannie, and luff allured them/ as Oforius their Bifhop in vita 
Emanuels* 1 r libro. fol 347, fpeaks concerning them, EtfiLujitaxi imprimis 
arcescupiebant adfs defeudendas ; pofiea tamen vifum ejl, perfpeckm feeder k 
& amicit dominitiomm qu#ri&Tyrannidm agitari 3 &ci. Which caufed 

fetch turmoyles, that in no other part of India they found fo long, fuch 
ftrong refiftanee; partly by their owne valour, but chiefly by help of Mir 
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fibenm, and Kir Mama-hikes , Campfon Gastrin the then greatSnlcan ofEgipt 
lent thither to queii their infolencles* Notwirhfhnding, fey the ruine of 
that Saltan (not long after, by Selim the firft, 1516.) the Portugals by little 
a nd little grew viftoriou? ; though to obtaine itjLavrenjitk - Afmeida(fo a ne 
r.o their Viceroy ) the moft excellent of all their Caplines at that time 
jperifhed. 

The river Indus is by Pliny call'd Sandm^ St at hut by Arr blast 3 and now 
call’d Sind: not farre diftant hence, at 23 deg. 15 min.lat. lorne obferve 24 
fleg. 40mm. and Weft var. 1 <5 degrees 30 mm. commixes in two oftiums 
'(Thevet foolifhly names feaven) with the Ocean j after three thouland 
miles flux from the Cafmirian (or as Meht in his third booke the Parops- 
mi fan) mountaines ■ in her difeent receiving growth from many great and 
famous rivers, which from other hills derive their origin, mellow lndya y 
and atlaft incorporate with that famous flood from whofe name the moft 
noble part of the univerfe is named; the rivers are Behat^Razsee^ Damfadee, 
Ob~chan t Wihy^c. of old times, named Hi'dafyes, Acejink , Cophh , A dr is, 
Ob-itarmaSj Osac.SuaJies^Melzidas, Hirotas , Zarados^ Hifpalk,&c. 

On the other fide the gulph, in Arabia the happy is feared Mnfcat (or 
Mafcaf) not farre from Cape Rozelgate ( formerly call'd Ziagrum and ce- 
rodamnpi ) and almoft Nadyr to the crabbed Topick: I dare not conclude 
that this was that old Raamab (hom Raama fonne of Ckufa fonne of chum) 
by Ytobmy Rhagmna , andRhegsna celebred by Ezekycl 27.22 .The Merchantt 
ofSheba (a Cftie in Arabia whence came the Queene/and not from Mthior 
chufh being mifinter preted) to vrfft Solomon; and Raamab mere thy Mer¬ 
chant* (meaning Tyre) Sec. howbeit’ris certame, it h^s beene much mpre 
populous,and famous then at thisprefent, though,now fhe begins (fince 
Ormuz was loft) to revive her glory 5 being the heft Port, Haven, and de¬ 
fence for Frigots, Juncks, and other VefleJs of Warre aad Trade belong¬ 
ing to the Portugalls: who firft conquered it and the lie Anno Dorn. 1507; 
and after it other adjacent Townes 3 as CaUjate , Soar , Orfa^a, and 

divers places rill thfn under the Ormonjtan Empire; at that time Zeifadin 
was Ring (in nonage) ruled by Afar a fpitefull Eunuch ; whofe deceit was 
fo apparent,as not onely made this Towne to blufb in flames,buc had wel- 
nigh ruin’d his Mafters Empire. Totut(the Kings brather)theu comtnaaded 
here, with Mamadee the Kings fonne, undone by poyfon given him from 
Nor dim rhe fecond Officer \ after which, it was betrayed to the Turks by 
lacky Portugal! • but after fome coft, and coyle recovered: yet next yeere 
(by bribery) the Turks re-entred 5 and wherein, Peribeg the Bafha plants 
a Colony, and goes homeward : but, ere he got thither heares of its revolt 
and the (laughter of his filly Garrifon 5 the Newes lb amazing him, that bee 
goes to Meeha and turnes religious: but by command of Solyman the great 
Turk is forced thence; and (Tor a reward of his fifty yeares good fervice) 
is beheaded, and his eftate forfeited. It now obeyes the Portugalls: the 
Towne is feated in a Plain, yet armed or propt with two riling advantagi- 
ous mountaines 5 a ditch and parapet drawne from one hill to the other fo 
inviron her, that Ihefeemesinacceflible: the Caftle is large and defenfive, 
fill’d with men, and ftored with great Ordnance; little elfe is worthy of 
our obiervation. 
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The feventeenth of December wee cook fhip in the William for 
Gombroon in Perfia: the Exchange, the Hart, and ocher brave flilps went 
along with us,and above three hundred flaves whom the Perfiansbought 
in India ; Per fees, lent errs (getitiki) Basnaras and others. The eightenth 
Trep. Can- day we croft the Tropick, and next day elevated the North pole twenty

In it the holy Decalogue was given 5 in it washatcht 
the deltiflve Alcaron: if gums aromatick, fucculent fruits, fragrant flow¬ 
ers and fuch like delicacies can captivate thee, fay then, Arabia is the 
Phceaix of the Eaft, with Danaae the epitome of delight, and with Saint 
Angnftint hath is Paradize.

Nunc feges ubiTroja fait, the foile being uncapable of 
come or other gratae: at that end againft Bozar (and the great Bauman 
tree in the continenr)the City was built ; where the fea is fo narrow that a 
Cannon may eafily fpit over: the whole He,exceeds not fifteene myles 
compaffe: it is the moft barren ground in the world,neieher tree nor fpring 
of good water could we find in it. It has fait, filver finning /and, and mine- 
rails of fulphur; has nothing elfe worth the looking on .* And yet from the 
advantagious /landing, the laborious Portugal made it the ftaple and glory 
of the world ; fecured indeed by many naturall props, on all fides com¬ 
manding lies and townes to furnifhher: Larac (AzgiUia ofold) Ki/Jmy (by 
fome cald guexome or Broi&)Kcys or ^eytW^Angen^Andrevefotdc las 
paJharos)Kargh , Baharem(Icara in Pliny) Bazar0, liquet , and Koftack 
in Margajlan (now Mogejfan) vicinating them. So as to the eye of man 
mo place could be more offenfive and defenfive , garrifons of Portu- 
galls ever lying in thefe Hands5 and yet, when the God of Nature had 
decreed a mine , it couldnot be withftood, but was in fome regard tnira- 
culoufly effected, and attach a tyme as they leaft tafpefted it.

encounter from their barracadoes defended with fhott and pike, flaying 
above three hundred, and with their Ordnance beat them back with more 
hafte and amaZedneffe than their approach had courage: in this diforder 
aFlancker by mifchance'was blowneup, butthewarre continued: little 
hurt accruingto either party, till the 24 of February, on which day the 
Englifh advanced towards the Caftle, (under which was riding the Portu¬ 
gal! Arraado) and in defpighciof the Caftle and beft defence their Fleet 
coaid make, being then but five Gallyons and twenty Frigocs, fet lire on 
the Saint Pedro of one thoufand five hundred Tun, and Admirall of their 
Armado: which mifchance,the reft of the Spanifh Fleet with nofmall for- 
rovr apprehended;, and finding no repaire, to prevent more mifehiefe and 
danger, cut the Cables, and in that flaming pofture Jet her drive whither 
wlnde and tyde commanded her: the Englifh law her too hot to meddle 
with, and knew fhe could enrich the adventurer with no other booty, but 
'BeUonaes furniture, fo downe fhe went towards Lsrack^ in the way a rabble 
of Arabians and Per fians boorded her, & like Iackhal/s with hunger ftarved 
fury and avarice tore her afunder: that rapine,being no lefle bafe and out- 
ragious than the fire which two houres had aflaultcd her: thefeaven- 
March 17. teenth ofMarcb the Pcrfians (to difpacch and (hew they were not idle) 
i62j. gave fire to a Mine ftuft with forty barrellsof powder, which blew up a 
great part of the wall, through which breach the enraged Portuvalls im- 
mcdiatly fallyed 8t maintain'd the fight above one houre againft the ama¬ 
zed Perfian, who had drawne out a mayue Battalion, but when the Trum¬ 
pets founded, Jcha recovered fenfeand magnanimity, going on (b coura- 
gioufly, that the moll flow and hindmoft difeovered plainly a full fcorne 
of death, and powerful! defire ofhonourable execution : for nine houres 
this conflia continued with great fury, fo that in fine the defendants were 
forced to retreat, advis'd to it as well by pollicie as need : for, the heated 
Perfian fuppofing themfelvesvigors, with great bravery begun to mount 
and enter the Citie in many quarters, at which the Portugalls were very 
joyfull, throwing on them fuch and fo many Granadoes and burning fire¬ 
balls, powder-pocs, and fcalding Lead / that the affailamsin defpifhc of 
their vowes and bravadoes were forced to retreat, and could not prevent a 
thoufand of their men from perifhing: which mifery, when Shaculibez at 
fall had viewed, couragioufly followed by two hundred men , hee p a ft 
through the fory ofthofe affrighting fires and took one of their Flanckers 
but could not hold above haife an houre, they were fo outragiouflv frved 
and tormented with fhewers of flames of Lead and Sulphur! andindef- 
cendmg were beaten off by fifty Huydalgoes, who for three houres affron¬ 
ted them, repell’d them, and retyred crown’d with conqueft. This enter¬ 
tainment fo cool d their bravery, that for five dayes they did nothing but 
tontempiate the valour and dexterity of their adverfaries. But,the three 
a twentieth day affumd more hopes, when they beheld the fight be- 
twixt the Englifli and them 8 our C&ifromtbefc^^

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andbattring their fortifications fo found ly, that at length making the /hips 
their objefit (afcer a great mutilation of fhrowds and mafts) they funk the 
Vice & reare Admirall of Ru-Frjero s Fleet: by that y utterly lofingtheir 
late hopes and oftentation of marine command and excellencie. March as 
neceffity humbled them (plague/amine, and fluxes raging in the Cicyjfoas 
fivejdaycs after,two w el-bred Gentlemen,well attended, with great gravity 
mounted in a faire equipage to the Enemies' Camp 5 they were uflierd in 
by fome Coozelbaflies of shaculjfogs Regiment» and after fmall comple¬ 
ment, begun to treat ofpeace,and that there might be a reflation of Armes, 
which favour if the Duke would grant, they were ready to acknowledge 
it, and for retribution to prefent him two hundredthoufand Tomay ns in 
hand, with good affurance of an annuall tribute of 140000 Ryalls, (which 
as afterwards they confetied was fpoken in hypocrifle) the Captaine dif- 
miffes them, and appoinesnextdayfor anfwer, acquaints the GeneralJ,who 
(wanting moneys accepts their motion of peace, fo they would depole- 
five hundred thoufand (amounting with us almoft to two millions of 
pounds) and pay yeerely to the King of Per fa tv/o hundred thonCtndi 
the Portugalls return'd himan anfwer, they were in no fiich diftrefle, to 
buy any favour fo difhonoorably , and that greedinefle fo overwhelmed 
them, they allured, a lift part of that proportion fhould never buy their 
ableft benefits. Afcer that,they mediated a reconciliation twixt theEnglifh 
and them, putting them in minde,how they were Chriftians, and by many 
reciprocal! favours of old (when John of Gant invaded them ) and later 
times by allyances, prevalent enough to beget good will in noble /pints. If 
they had injured them, they were now forty, and ready to fatisfic in any 
puni/hment of painc or purfe,their Kings were at that inftant good friends, 
and how could fuch hoftility be defended or anfwerd bylaw of Nations or 
Religion. Thefe and the like were fent them, but whether the behavi¬ 
our of the Fidalgo difpleafed our Seamen , or that they under/toodthem 
not, orfaw themfelves fo farre ingaged, that with reputation they coulcf 
not defift.orthatit was uttered with afaigned humility, or the like,I know 
not; the Meflenger departed not well fatisfied. And two dayes afcer, law 
apparently Agnes ofconfufion and revenge: a hideous noife of hellifh 
thunder amazing them, caus'd by the Englifh their blowing up two feve- 
rall Mynes, which gave open profpeft into the Citie ^ but the hearts of 
the aflaylants durft not travell with their fight, all their fenfes the laft time 
were fo confounded and difabled: fo that very poorely they onely be¬ 
came fpeftators,and gave new courage to the dying Portugall: all of them 
halfe dead, with fluxes, thirft, (the three pits in the Citie exhausted) fa¬ 
mine or peftilence. The fourteenth day, a fhip full of Moores from KzJIj* 
wee, arrived at Ormm to help the Portugalls 5 perceiving themfelves inter¬ 
cepted, they returned back, thinking to land at fome better quarter: the 
Perfian Generali, fwore they fhould receive no dammage by his Army, to 
which when they foolifhly gave beliefe to, fourfeore of their heads were 
forthwith/truck off, ahd the reftinchayned. 

The Qrmtzians langui/hing thus long under fo many forts ofafflictions,. 
every houre hoped for delivery from Ru-Friero, but he failed them. The 
feventeenth day another breachwas made by giving fire to fixty barrels of 
J . powder, 
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powder through which the Moores entred in huge fwarmes, but were 
beat back by eighteene Gentlemen without the Bulwark; howbeir, next 
day they re-entred and poffefied ic. The eighteenth of April l,tv'of..ni;lhc 
renegadoes ftole thence into the Camp of their Adverfaries, and being 
brought before the Duke.cenfcft the willingneffe oftheir departure, told 
him their expectation offupplics, together with their prefenc miferiee; 
aflhring him, they could not endure long, death raging more furioufiy 
within the City, than the greateft forces they could oppofe them with. 
At that report, the reanimated Terfian againe befeiges her, intending the 
next breach to enter pellmell amongft them: which when the Portugal! 
faw 5 and no fafety any way appearing; the three 3nd twentieth day (know¬ 
ing no faith in the Mahomuans) they yeelded the Cable, and their trea- 
fure unto the Englifb$ only craving of them that {they might receive 
their lives,and be conveyed fafely to Mu skat in Arabia : the Englilh afient, 
and very nobly traDfported three thoufand of them, and emended like 
favour to the reft; but the envious Verfan Hadden ly intercepted above 
three hundred Arabs halfe Chriftians and Vortugals ; whom without par¬ 
ley or any figne of piety, contrarie to their oath and honour, they behead¬ 
ed; and tent"their heads to Gombroon for a Trophfe, and as an allured fignal 
oftheir conqueft and blameworthy fury. After this, by unanime alfenr, 
the NIagazeens of armour, vi&ualls and treafure were Healed up with the 
fignets of both Nations; the interim was imployed in maffacring of more 
than halfe dead men, violating women, polluting Temples, and defacing 
verie brave and gallant houfes; during which, an unworthie Engliflb man 
(contrarie to the order) breaks into a forbidden Monafterk ftuft with 
riches, and in his returneis diferied by the ratling of his burthenfome fa* 
criledge; at which the Perfians flie to the Duke, and by con fen t break 
afunder everie thing was valuable, (the Englifti all that time dreaming of 
nofuch accident) but when it was known, much difeourfe intervened on 
both fides, but the Pagans accounted words but ayre, and feeing their de¬ 
ft goes accomphfhed, made the fury and anger of the Englifhmeere pro¬ 
vocatives of fcorne and laughter : the Enlilhhad no more than t wen tie 
thoufand pounds paid them for their fervice. Thebralfe Ordnance in 
the Cable and Rampires were divided,fome fay they were three hundred, 
others as many moe: Howbeit, our men fay there were only fifty three 
great brafie peeces mounted, foure brafie cannon, fix bra fie demicannon, 
fixteen cannon pedroes ofbrafle,and one of iron, 9 culvcrinofbrafie,two 
demiculverin of brafie, three of iron, ten brafie bafes, feven brafie babels, 
fomebafilisksof a2 foot long, and nincie two brafie peeces unmounted ; 
which I the rather name, in that the Portugalls bragge they had fmall de¬ 
fence, and few Ordnance; with either of which if they had bcenefur- 
nilhed prmm had never beene triumphed over. Thofe belonging to the 
Perfian were tranfported to other Cittadells, to Gombrom^ Larr^ skyraz 9 
HifpabaVy and Babylon. The King of Ormm 3 Seid MahumetJfsaw, was 
made prifoner to the Perfan 3 and at this day is at Shyraz under an allow¬ 
ance of five markes a day; his other penfion (during his profperity paid 
him by the Portugalls) amounted yeerely tq ? hundred and forty thou¬ 
fand ryalls. The Town at this day is wholly ruinous, the Cable excepted, 

which 
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which afpeftkcepcs her former beauty, ftreogth,_jjd greatndTe,andis 
owned by the Perfian. 

As for the common Mariners,they found enough rethrow away,by that 
little they got, foewing their luxurie, nothing but Ajk4$UuMtm$xx the 
afeendant of their devotion. Captain Woodcocks luck was beft and worft; 
by rare chance he lighted upon a Frigotthat was Healing away,loden with 
Pearles and meftimabJe treafure, above a Million of royalls for his part 
only; bat what joy had he in that fading pelfe? pure clay is gold, who then 
fo mad to make the earth his Idol ? Whether poore (too rich; Woodcock 
minded more his tempting Mammon than the ftearage of his foip, who 
can tell? but many felt by fad experience that the Whale his foip funck 
clofe by Swally barre, the name neither of bird nor fifo availing againft: 
the arrow of death, theracrcileflie elements yeelding them no comfort: 
fuch cataftrophes have ambition and too much greedinefle. For, but for 
too much pride (the Portugal! upon all occafions braving the Englifo) 
Ormus had ftoodjand but for too much avarice, who knows but the Whale 
might have fwam ftill in the Ocean of fccurity.

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HE tenth of Ianuary, Sir Robert Sherlsy at our 
AmbaiTadorsrequeft ; entred Gumbroipn to acquaint 
tlte Sultanwieh his arrival!, and to demand fuch en- 
; tertainment and neceffaries as befitted his exeellen- 
> : cy and TravaiJe to the Pbrfian Court, though no 
lelfe diftant than the CafpLm fea. It did not relifti 
right to the covetous Sultan ^ but upon fight of his 
Phirman or letter of Command, he, dilfembled his 
humour, proteftlbg-hewastranfported with joy that fo happy anocca- 
fion washapned, as.well toexprefiehirnfeifean obedientHave to shaw- 
jibbtt) as that the"Towne fhouId be honoured by fo noble'a flxanger ■ fer¬ 
ry ooeJy he was fo ill fitted to Ihew his humanity, his Lordfliips fo Hidden 
landing preventing the pomp he aymedhim. Sir Robert sherley returned 
his complement and forthwith invited my Lord Ambaffa&or afhoare, who 
as readily accepted it. At his ifluing from the fhip, Captaine Browne 
(whom I name to honour him)thundred out his farewell by a hundred 
great Shot, whofe Ecchoes not onely made Gombroon to tremble , but 
feerned to rend the higher regions with their bellowings. Wrapt in fmoak 
and flame, we landed fafely,tho Neptune made ug dance upon his liquid 
billowes asd with his fait breath feafoned the Epicinia or intended Tri¬ 
umphs. At his landing the Cannons from the Caftle and Cittadell vomit¬ 
ed out their fiery choller, ten tymes roring out their wrathfullclamours, 
to our delight and terrour of the Pagans,whoofaI! noyfes raoft hate artifi¬ 
cial! Thunder. The Sultan and Shawbander handed him out ofhis Bardge, 
and mounted him upon a (lately Arabian Courfer ; the ftirrops were of 
pure gold,the faddle (a Morocco fort) was moft richly Imbrodered with 
filver. All his followers had alfo fuch as pleafed them. In this equi¬ 
page, attended by his owne gentlemen j feme fea Captaines^ the Englifli 
Agent Mafter Burt and two hundred coozell-bojhowes^ we moved flowly 
towards the Sultans Pallace, all the way palflng through a mack, or file of 
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Archers and Mufqueders on either fide doubled , and being alighted, 
ufherd him into his Apollo 3 where upon rich carpets was place a neat and 
coftiy Banquet,fiore of shjraz Wine, and choyce Violls from the- Chips 5 
all which, with his probations of welcome, (Hofiomody Sujjbwardy ftili 
dropping 00c of his month) gave us undoubted knowledge that either he 
was a grand hypocrite, orextreamely fearcfull a complaint fhould be 
made co the great Duke of Sjkyraz againfi: him ofhis paft neglefl; all which 
vc e gave a favourable interpretation unto: let us now into and about the 
towne , to fee if ought will prefent itfeife a welcome object. 

Gvmbr. ovv n (or Gomroon as fome pronounce it) is by molt Per¬ 
iling KaT efoyiw cald Bander or the Port Towne : feaced upon the gulph, 
in the Car mam an defeit (part whereof is now cald tarr) or in Kermotn as 
the Perfianscall itj albeit my fancie .prompts me, that it is rather in Ch H ~ 
fjian , shujhan being fo final! a way removed from it. Some (but I com¬ 
mend them not) write it Gamrou , others Gowrovc , and other-fome Cum- 
tmroon . TheArrique pole mounts hereto feven and twenty degrees 
and nine minutes. A Towne it is of no Antiquity, rifing daily out of the 
mines of kre glorious (now moft wretched) Ormm r an homes journey 
thence. 

I was told, that it had not twelve houfes twelfve years3 ago 3 at this day 
encrcafed toathoufand : but how can I credit it, fioce one Neivbery our 
councry-man entitles it a Town at his being here, which was in the yeare 
ijSi. Yet old it cannot be,fince all agree the Portugals firft founded it 3 
after Qrmous doubtleffe, and where the Caftle was begun but in Amo 151} 
by Albuquerq' rhe Portugall. Gumhrom\% from Ormut nine englifhmylcs*: 
jt alfoviewes Arabia about fixteene leagues weft, for there the Gulph is 
narroweft. It was forced from the Portugal in the yeare 1612 by Ally- 
’Xicc the shyrazian , and is now compleatly governed by the Perfian. Ie 
is in compaffe about two myles, the earth is Tandy, without gardens, 
fprings, or graffe: from March to October fo hot, as the Natives flieaway. 
to Larr and other Townes where Date trees fhadow them againfi: the 
ever buiniogSunne, and ground or fand that fealds like hottefi: embers: 
a great Mountayne freckned twenty miles diftant,but by its height feemes 
not eight) anticipates the coole North-wind,which to other parts breaths 
fweetly andrefrefhes them. The houfes are of Sucne-dried bricks,thick 8c 
follid 3 within 5 are without much furniture 3 without fimple to look upon. 
The windowesare large and trellifed a made to open when any Favonius 
murmurs among them. The tops are tarraffed, made both to walk 8tfleep 
upon, fo Carpets be fpred to foften them. In the Summer feafon when 
few (hips ride here, they fleepin troughs or beds fild with water. The 
Buzzar is very ordinary : tis covered atop to keep out the fearchrng 
beames of the fcortchiug Sunne5 whereunder is fold Wine, Arack, Sher¬ 
bet , Thlummery, and many other things to the eye and belly neceflary. 
The entranceinto the Sultans houfe,is at the Eaft fide of the Market place. 
His, the Sbabanders, Englifh,and Duch (diftinguifht by their Flags or En- 
figneSjdifplayed by Malta atop their houfes) are ail are worth the entring 
in or my noting: ofbeftnote,are two Caftles,attbe North and South ends 
cf the Towne, fpatious and defen five (adorn'd with good Battlements and 
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Platformes to play their ufelefle Cannons on. Fourefcore brafle Peeces 
are planted here, and are part of chofe they got from Ormm Anno 1622- 
two hundred more being fent up to Urrfipahawn and Babylon) of fmall ter- 
rour,ifno better Gunners exercife them. Whiles (hips ride here, Cnm- 
broon is a garrifon foure hundred horfe and foot attend their Gene¬ 
rali* but dare nor fight againft the Sonne, all fummer billeting where they 
can find food and flicker. In winter you may find here, Merchants of 
fundry Nations * Englifh, Ducth, Perfians, Indians, Arabs, Armenians, 
Turks, Iewes,and others. The raoft common commodities here, are belly 
food 5 Wine, Rack,Sherbet, Rofe water,Sugar, Almonds,Dates, Pqpgra- 
nats,Figs,Currans,Orenges,Lemmons,Pomecitrons3 Mirabolans, Ap¬ 
ples, Peares, Quinces, and Flowers, in great variety. As alfo, Goates, 
Hens, egges (two yeare old,) Ryce, 8tc. moft of which are fold by the 
crafty, faire fpoken Bamyans , who fwarme through all parrs of Afia. 
They will readily trade or prattle with Chriftian, Turk, lew, or Gentile, 
but have no good fellow (hip, for they hate to eat or drink with any fave of 
theirownecaftsand religion; rice, pkintains, and fome fruits they ear, 
drink water or Iherbet (which is faire water, rofe water , fugar and juyee 
of Lemons put together): but for flefh, eggs, or fnch roots, as raddifh and 
the like, refembling blood or wine, not one bitt would they eat, though 
you would give the pooreft knave amongft them, a thouland pound 5 they 
are troubled with Pythagoras A reames, doubting thereby they might eat 
up the foules of their friends or parents j which tranfmigration of foules 
Tibullus elegantly thus decefls to Lis MittrelTe.

Some Sudatories(cald here Hummums,) fome Mofques, fome Syna¬ 
gogues and Sanhedrins are here ; but thofe lb obfeure, thatthe eye can 
fcarce direft us to them. Moft remarkable is the great Bannyan Tree a 
league Eaft from the Towne, and oppofite to Ormm Caftle: a Tree (or 
rather twenty Trees, the boughs rooting and fpringing up a whole aker 
together} rounded within and fhaded in forme of a Theater, two hundred 
and nine paces about as I meafured and wherein, or under , may ambulh 
very fecretly three hundred horfe: fome call it the arched Fig tree, fome 
Arbor de Rays , ( a tree of Roots) others dtGoa : namd by us th zBannym 
Tree,from their adorning and ador ingit with ribbons and ftreamers of va- 
ricoloured Taffata, a goodly Diety ! fuch a one as Pliny obfervd long fince 
in his Travayles amongft em. I9&C fuere Numinum Templa, prifcoqueritu , 
etiam mne fimplicia rura DeoprseceUentem Arborem dicant , Here under 
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alfojthey have a temple 3 fuppoited on one fide by the body ofthe tree, un¬ 
fee n to fuch as are without the branches; in which(for I adventured in) are 
three of the moft deformed Pagods or idols imaginable; invocated by 
the Barmy an in memoriall of Cuftery, shuddery 3 and Wy§e> their three dei¬ 
fied predecdfors; kept by an old doting Braminy, who for above three- 
fcore yeeres in this irreiigious place has moft wickedly facrifizd his foule 
to Belzebubfor many yeeres hee had all the Pagods offerings, part being 
the virginity ofthe Brides (at ten yeeres commonly) which fince he can¬ 
not ariuate, he is not afham’d (as I was told) to contra^ with Travellers, 
who in an infernall difguifereap the unripe and unholy Holocaufts. 

The Inhabitants (I exclude ftrange Merchants) are Olive-coloured, 
white onely in their teeth: their apparell is a fiialhabove 3 a Shudder© or 
linnen about their waifts, and clfc-where Baked. They cut their skin. 



and burne round circles in their flefti 3 to fymbolize their pride and love,fir 
reverence ; Cupid has not fire enough, but they muff help him 1 Tempi* 
ntm Mela long fince thus anatomiz’d them ; Carmanifuut Ji*t vefie, fr*ge 9 
&pecore>fcdibuspifciumfecJtte'Vtl4ttt 3 vefctmtur csrnt^c* The female 
fex are wrapt in white (not from innocencefome goe naked upwards^ 
moft valuable in their cares and nofes , which are the richeft parts about 
them, each eare being garni Hit with a dosen filvet Ring*, and their fingers 
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with fuch like gingadecs/ome which are Jooking-glatTes to admire them- 
felves (rare beauties ) in;theirarmes and leggesare laden with voluntarv 
fhackles of brafte and Ivory: in their nofes they put their moft precious 
Jewels ; broachesof gold, fee with Garnats,Emralds, Turquoifes, and 
like hones of value: and with it,other round Rings headed with ragged 
pearl e, fuch as with their inrollerable impudence makes me fay, they are 
the moft nafty, pocky Whores you fhali find in any place, and who very 
fitly comply with Ovids remedy of love. 

To concomitatethofe carrion women,take notice of thofe troopes of 
Jackalls , which here more than any ocher where rally themfelves, nor 
only each night committing burglary in the Town, but commonly they 
teare the dead out of their graves , and with a vulcare appetite devours 
their edresfles; all the while ululating and in offenfive noifes barking 
and ecchoing out their facriledge. Wee made good fporc to hunt them 
with doggs and fwords, but they are too many to be baoifht, roo unruly 
to be conquered. I take them for rhofe the Romans call'd Crocut£ i the 
Greeks Alopecid #, or Lycifc# (Multum latrante Lycifcd) and are either an 
unnaturall mixture of a Bitch and Fox, or doggs from Europe ; by diver- 
fityofayre and foile varying in fpecie from what they were formerly; 
obferv’d in other things; the Indian Ounces, what be they but extract 
from Cats of Europe .<? Spanifh doggs, in new Spaiae , in the fecond litter 
doe they not become Wolves ? good Melons being alfo tranfplanted in¬ 
to a bafe and barren ground, turne quickly to ordinary Cowcumbers. 

Fourteene day es are paft fine e we entred Gombroon § the place has no 
fuch Magick to perfwade us to inhabit here. Our end is travell, why ftay 
we then > fare, wee were ftayed three dayes by the Sulrans fuperfticion, 
who upon cafting the Dice, if the chance prov’d right, would let us goe; 
if wrong ,car hue not atm .The foure and twentieth day the Die was 
right, and wee were mounted; our little Carravan confifted of twelve 
horfeand 2s>CameHs: theEnglifh Agent and other of our owne, and 
fome Dutch Merchants attended our Ambafladour a league out of the 
Towne; where, the Sultan met us, who (well pleas'd with the Pifcafh 
or Prefent our Ambaftador had given him) payed us all a hundred Sallamr 
and Teffdams that is, God (peed, you well,God keepe you. And lifting 
up his eyes to heaven^his hands to his breaft, and bending almoft unto his 
ftirrop,once more bad farewell 5 c fo returned. His men Sc he all the way 
back played at Giochi dr Canni i darting at one another very dexteroufiy. 
Wee heard the King was folacing at the Cafpian Sea, whither now wee 
are travelling. Till then let us keepe an Ephemerides or day-journey . 
The firft night (from Gitmbroon ) wee rode to 'Bandally , fixteene Eng’ifh 
miles ( and moft part along the gulph ) or ro compute it in the Perfian 
tongue, five farfangs and a halfe 5 a farfang (P liny calls it a parafeng which 
containes-thirty ftades or foure Italian miles) is three of our 3, or a Dutch 
league ;in names only different. At Band-Ally we found a neat Canavans- 
taw or Ime, the T urks call them Imaretks, the Indians Sarrays ; built by 
mens charity, to give all civill pafiengers areftingplace gratia ; to keepe 
them from the injury of theeves, beafts, weather,See: for, through all 
Afta we find no other rcceptories,nor provifion fate what we carry along, 
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and Kicchin utenfils to drelfeit in ; alfo wee have our water ufually in 
Tancka or Store-houfes, Tome made long;, fome round, pav’d below; 
above, archt andplaifteredj fill’d by the beneficiallraynes (fpriugsare 
rarely Vound ) which albeit the clouds feldome here diftill their happy 
moifture, they fomtimes breake, and then in churlifh fort difFude to fome 
purpofe; 5 for, falling in Cactarafts they quickly fill their gaping Jarrs and 
Ccfterns. Next night wee got to Gacheva^ five farfangs further; the third 
night to cowreftm , feven; next, toTanghy-DoIon (i.e. a narrow way) 
praife- worthy in her Lodge or Carravans-raw,but especially in the fweet 
Cryftaliin water wee found there. It iflues from a mighty mounrain three 
niilesEaft thence,and in an Aqua-dvft fports wantonly to this Tanck,whofe 
over-plus is received (by another Pipe laid in an artificiall way cut mar. 
velloufly through thebottomeof anad/oyningrockie hill) into a large 
Pondjwhich, richly mellowes all the Vally (refembling Tempe) and Town 
call’d Dolo», furrounded with ftudpendious hills on every fide , fo per¬ 
pendicular, as with few men may bee made impregnable5 a folicary place 
iris, but exceeding pleafant; when from the hill tops weedazellour 
fights in view of that fandy,ftony 5 fteriIl Defer t. That dayes journey was 
foure farfangs. 

Our next dales travell was to Whormoot , eleven farfangs (thirty three 
miles) where we found a black pavillion ; in it three old Arabians; who, 
out of their Alcoran ingeminated a dolefoll requiem to their Brothers 
carcafie, over which they fat 5 their lookes were clouded with pathetick 
fadneffe, their cheekes bedewed with briny teares, intending (after the 
Jewifh mode, Septem adlrtcium) to folemnife his farewell fevendaies, 
finging, fighing, weeping.

Nigh Whormoot are Duvgun., Laztan-Dij and other Townes, where is 
got the beft Afla-Foetida through all the Orientahe tree is like our brier 
f n height .the leaves referable Fig leaves, the root the Radifli: the vertue 
bad need be mu ch, it ftincks fo odioufly. But, though the favour bee fo 
bafe.the fiipor is fo excellent, that no meat, nofauce, novcfidl pleafes 
the Cuzurats pallat, fave what relifhesof it. Next night we got to our* 
mangel!- five : and next day to Larr ^ two miles ftiort of which old Cky^ 
the Cawzj, Calantar and other of the prime Citizens welcomed us with 
wine and other adjonOsoF complement. Wee had not rode babe ami.e 
further, when, be an antick Perfian out of aPoetick rapture clamored 
out a foDg of welcome : the Epilog was refounded upon kettle Drams, 

Timbrel Is, and Earbarrous Jingle-jangling inftruments; a homely Venus 
attired like a Bacchanalia attended by many other monfdancers, begun to 
caper and frisk their beft lavoltoes; every limb ftrove to exceed each 
other, the Bells, braffe Cimbals, kettle mufickand whiffles, (forming (uch 
a Phrygickdifcordjthat to confort we might fqueak’out.

Their rujtkk pipes did jarre > 
with notes that horrid are . 
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For 'Bacchus then feemed alive agen : glalfe bottles emptied of wine 
claflilng one againft another, the roaring of 200 Males and A fiesta nd con- 
tinuall (hooting and whooping of above twothoufand Plebeians all the 
way/o amazed u$;that wee thought., never any civill Grangers were bom- 
balled with fuch a Triumph; the noyfe that Vulcan and all his Cyclops 
make,were not comparable to thefe Mymaliontans. But his quoqm finem , 
wee got with much adoeto our lodging, infinity wearied; for my owne 
part, I was fomewhat deafe three dayes after. 

L a R. R, is a City and Province in terjia ; on the North limited with 
Bare or P harjljtan ; ontheEaft with Car moan or Carmama ; has the Per- 
fian gulph to the South; and to the Weft, chufifian or suftana^ a region 
athoufaod miles in circuit: barren and flaming hot, full of fand, {tones, 
a few Date trees, Mines, and fulphur. 

The City Lqr is in the navell of Lanflan , and raifes the North pole 
fevea and twenty degrees and forty minutes; fome have more, twenty 
eight degrees and chime minutes, in longitude from the cape Meridian 
ninty degrees: a very old City it is;if call’d Laodic<ea by Antiochus^i Vine* 
tus thinkes, (in Vhrygta and Coelofyria were Townes of the fame name in 
Piolomf) Vrocopolis by another Greek; Corrka after that, and now Lar 
(or Laar as fome pronounce it) a name given her foure hundred yeeres 
ago by Laarge-beg, fonoe of Phiroe 3 and grandfonne to Pilaes^ after whom 
ruled Corgi&n Melee (of whom their Cabala feigds wonders) to whom fol¬ 
lowed eighteen Kings, of whom Ebrahim-cavpn waslaft, fubje£ted(^»«tf 
heginepS^-of ours 1605) by a ftratagem Emangolt-cawn Duke of shy- 
raz> overthrew him by, to fatiace the hungry ambition of Abbas his Mailer 
and (which is rare confidering the great poverty of his Country) for the 
Kings part loaded away with trealure feven hundred Camraells. The 
captiv’d King Ebrahim had his life and a noble penfion promift him, free 
enjoyed them but awhile, an unexpected fwordof death betraying his 
hopes, wirhout which theDyadem fat not right upon the head of Shaw 
Abbas the foveraigne, 

Nine dayes we ftaid in Larr ; a ffiame it were, if in fo long time we had 
noted nothing. Lar is from Gumbroon feven final! dayes riding; from 
Shyraz foareteene, from Babylon twenty:a verypoore Towneitis as 
being parcht with the fealding Sun, defaced by rage of warre, and thrown 
down by many fearfull Earth-quakes. Anno Domini i 400j it fhook ter- 
. ribly, and made five hundred houfes proftrate to its Tiranny. Anno 1593. 
of their account 973. Iheboafted of five thoufand houfes; but fee how" 
vain-is the pride of man .-that very yeere,the earth fweld withfucha 
dread full tympany, that in venting it felfe, it made all Larr to quake; and 
in fine, would not be fuppreft, but by the weight of three thoufand houfes 
turned toplrturvie, qualhing to death three thoufand men in their de- 
flruftion. The old Gaftlealfoon theEall fide of theTowne (itowesits 
foundation to Georgean Melee') though built atop a folid rock, groand in 
a like affrighting downfall: and to me ic feemed ftrange, a City fo ftrono- 
ly^ fc furcly founded, fhould be fb fubjeit to fbch unnsttuf^ll commotions. 
Whither it be fas Democritus dreamt) from the Raping Sun-torne earth 
quaffing in too greedily too much water, and (like a glutted drunkard) 
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overcharging her caverns, vomi'S it bp in a forcible and difcOnter/ted mo¬ 
rion ; or whether (as ^rifiotle teaches) from vapors ingendred iri the 
bowels of the earth, and loth to bee iniprifoned in a wrong orb, rends its 
p.ifiage by a viperous horrid motion : or whether from f btertanean fires, 
the ayre inflamed uponfulphui,or fiich exuberances of nature, 1 dare not 
conclude, but leave fuch theories to thofe that ftndy Meteors/ Let us 
therefore lee What Larr now Ik 

Zajfcr the Metropolis of this Province, is not waldabotifc:in that. Art 
is needlefle 5 the lofty rocks on Eaft’and North fo naturally defend heir: 
befides, a brave Caftle at the North quarter (mounted upon an imperious 
hill) not only threatens an enemy, but awes the : Townein a frownig 
pofture: the afcent is narrow and fteep: the Caftle of good ftone jthfc 
walls are furniiht with ofefull battlements: whereon are mounted twelve 
brafie cannon pedroes.and two bafilisks (the fpoiles of Qrmusi) within 
the Caftle wall are raifda hundred honfes, ftorcd with men, inoftpart 
foldatts , who have there a gallant Armory able to furnifh with Lance, 
Bow and Gun,three thoufand men; it is ; a fort without,of a Safely frames 
within, is no lefie commendable : the Bazzar isalfo a gallant fabric^ rhe 
raatcriall is good chalkie ftone • long, Itrong, and bcautifull: a quadrant 
I cannot call it,thefides are fo unequall : tis cover’d atop, arefit, and (in 
piazza fort) a kinde of Burfe; wherein each (hopfliowes ware of fevcrall 
qualities: the Alley from North to South, is 170 of my paces 5 from 
Eaft to Weft, ahundredand fixty; the ovall in centers about a hundred 
and ninty: a building (to fpeakof the Afiaticks)in fotrie hundreds of miles, 
fcarce to be par relied. Neere this Rnzziir are coyned the Larr ees, a fa¬ 
mous fort ofmoney, fhap-d like a long Date ftone, the Kings name ftampt 
upon pure filver, in our money valuing ten pence. 

The Mofques here bee not many 3 one efpeciail Molque (or Deer) it 
has round(eithet fhado wing out^cerfaity,or from a pat r erne of the Aka- 
barht holy Temple in Mecca^ whofe fliape they fay Abraham had from 
heaven)in fome part varmfht with Arabick letters, and painted knots, gar- 
nilht in other parts withMofaick fancies: tis lo w, and without glaffe win- 
dowes, wodden trellizes (excellently cut after their invention) fupplyjhg 
them; the entrance is through a brazen gate,neer which is hung a Mirrour 
whether to admire their tallow faces in , or internal deformities. I know 
not * fome lamps italfohas, forufe and ornament : fome Prophets reft 
their bones here, take one for all. Emeer-A'Jy-zedday-ameer ,a long-namd- 
long'bon'd(if his grave bee right) long fince rotten Prophet 3 the older 
Prophet, the frelher profit; zeale and charity oft times worfhip antiquity: 
but how can I credit them that he wds a Mahometan; they fay (if that will 
not pleafe,they fweare) hee died a thoufand five hundred yeei es ago, fix 
hundred yeeres before Mahomet, and yet aMuffulman: their faith admits 
no queftions noranfwers, or if it did, wee will not trouble it : For I fee 
variety of good fruit clofe by, to which 1 have a better appetite; here are 
thefaireft Dates (Daftiilsin Latin from their finger like fhape) Orenges, 
Lemons, 8c Pomdtrons you findin Pcrfa if thofe will not pleafe,you buy 
here at eafie rates, Goats, Hens, Rice, Rach,and Aquavits : but for their 
water (weedreft our meat with it, the people drink it) they call it On- 
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Ob-baroon which in the language of Perfla fignifies rain-water: but with 
farre more reafon I may call it uxf aua-Morth ; death Teeming to bubble in 
it. A bafe qualified water it is ; whether that their Taneks or Migazeens 
are ill made, or naftily kept, and by that the water is corrupted5 or whe¬ 
ther the raine ofitfelfe Is infalubriousandloathfome I cannot tell; but 
both it may bee makes it To bad as it is; To unfapory, fo ill to the guft, as 
worfe water for tafte,and specially for property can fcarce be relifhed: as 
little of it came in my belly as could be borrowed from extremity of thirft; 
and I fuppofel had good reafon toforbeate it: for, it caufes Catarrhs, 
breeds fore eyes, ulcerates the guts, and which is more terrible than the 
reft, it ingenders fmall long worms in the legges of fuch as ufc to drink 
it;and, which fort of vermin is not more loathfome to look upon, than 
painfull to the itching difeafe of them that breed ’em; by no potion, no 
unguent, to bee remedied: they have no other way to deftroy them, fave 
by rowling them about a pin or peg, not unlike the treble of a Theorbo; 
the mod danger being this, that if in the fere wing the worme chance to 
break, it makes them very dole full Mufick, for it endangers the leg, apt to 
gangreen and (but by lancing ) hardly curable. The water is the natu¬ 
ral 1 caufe of this ftrange malady: and feemes to mee to bring the venome 
from the region where tis generated; for, commonly theclouds here at 
Larr are undigefted (as in the Tornadoes I have formerly fpoken of) and 
unagitated by the wind; Nor do the clouds difiill their raine in drops as 
is ufuall in colder regions, but in whole and violent irruptions - dange¬ 
rous both in the fal^ and no lelTe hurtfull in the ufing. 

The Inhabitants are molt part naked and meric as naked a relation: 
they are a mixture of J ewes and Mahomitans: both of them, a fwarthy de¬ 
formed generation t for generally in this City they are blear* eyd, rotten 
tooth d, and mangy legd: the violent hear and oovfonons warpr* ranfpo Jr. 
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Weft of Harris laarrnn , twenty farfangs(or tbreefcore Englifo milesj 
thence : itisaTown confiftingofa thoufandjewifo families: fomemake 
it their rode to sbyraz 0 bat the way is excrearae ftony and mountainous,bad 
for horfemen, worfe for ill-food Camells. Thefe Jewes (or Jehuds as the 
Perfians call them) are a remnant of thofe foure Tribes, Salmanajfar fon 
loTyghth Tikzer the A (Tyrian King forc’c from Samaria Anno Mundi 3220. 
placing them in Hala, Hara and Ghabor (by the river Gozan) Cities of the 
Medes: the Towne (I do but imagine To) is named from laarim a memo¬ 
rable Towne in Canaan: they have fome Sinagogues, but no high Priefts 5 
the Mofaicall Law they have wonderfully corrupted: they are to this day 
ahardharted fubtle people ; very cowardly, rich, but odious to all other 
religions: moft remarkable, is a precious liquor or Mummy growing here, 
Mumnaky- koobas they call it, a liquor which none dare take, for allis 
carefully lookt to for the King. It diftills (in June only) from the cop of 
thofe ftupendious Mountaines, every yeere about five ounces; a moift 
redolent gumme it is, foveraign againft all forts ofpoyfon ; and(if we may 
beleeve them) a Gatholicon for all wounds and moft difeafes: when other 
Princes fend this King prefents of goldypearle, or other coftly devices; he 
fends them back, a little of this Balfome, as a full remuneration. Thefe 
Moan taines are famofed inftory ; Mitt Alexander had preyed andfacri- 
ficedin Sw/ifbetrayd by Abulites a time-ferving Satrapa)he led his wanton 
Army towards Perfepolts j his neereffc paffage was over thefe hills of la- 
arown (in thofe daye3 cald Perftdis and Sufaida) where to his amaze- 
mentphe was fo beaten by Ariobarmnes a Martialift and his fmall company, 
that (contrary to the pace and honour of the worlds Monarch) he wa3 
eonftrain'd to retreat apace, and foamefully to avoyd that thundering 
ftorme of ftones and arrowes. 

The eleventh of February we left Larr, fodgea-Obdrmy the Governor 
fur□ idted ns (to shyraz ) with Mules, very poore ones- the Ades they 
return’d uponmo matter. Mules are Emblems of fobriety; our Harbinger 
for Maminandore in Perfian) was an honeft Cozelbafo,and would before, 
(hopefull of fome reward, and becaufe his part lay therein) at every place 
where we made our Manzeel or reft, to provide us good lodging , and 
fuchmeat as the country would affoord us: by vermcof his authority do¬ 
mineering over the wretched Ru flicks more than pleafed us ; he would 
proffer them a little mony for what he liked; if they refufed to take it, he 
took it then by force, and Alla Soldado payd them in big words and bafti- 
nadoes : in miferable flavery the pefants live; a foldiers life is here the 
moft honourable and fafeft. The firft night we piccht our Tents not far 
from £rfrr,but were ftopt next day by an immoderate flood of raine,that 
made the earth fo flippery,as our Cammells glib-hoofes could not foot it; 
the raine falls feldome here, but when it comesyhey both feele and heare 
it: fome times it raifes fuch a Deluge as fweeps menandhoufes away; fix 
yeeres ago (in this place) a Caravan of two thoufand Camels perifot by 
the fury of it. The foureteenth day wee rode to Deachow (or Techod) 
which lignifiesaTowne under a hill; where we fee many prettie Tombs, 
not any without his grave-ftone and an Arabick memoriall. The Alcoran 
commands that none be buried in Cities/or fearethe noy fome Garcafies 
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ftfeft the living-, but in a Gemitery nigh the moft publique highway ; that 
by viewing the Sepulchers of the dead (the Romans did the like, the 2 E- 
gyptians had them in their banquetting houfesj they might contemplate 
their mortality. A mile from this Towne we view'd chreefcore black Pa¬ 
vilions; black without; within full of female beauties : the Perfianscall 
them V loches; the Arabs,KabiJai5 the Turq’ftans and Armenians.Taiphx; 
the TaEtars 3 Hoords; the Antieats,Nomades; of whom the Poet thus: 


Nulla tlomuSjplauftris habitant, mi^rareper Am Their CdrtS their hoftftS drcjhefr fclt delight 

Mos, atq i err antes circumvcftare Penates. X 0 wander with their houft- Gods day and night. 

I cannot chufe but wander a little if I keepefuch company. 

Vertue 5 the Trophy ofarefin’d ambition,is purchased by embracing the 
excellent and wholfome Notions of an humble foule, of aweli-teraper*d 
fpiritj whofe heavenly radiance refpefts no other objeft with delight fave 
vertue, from which pure ftreame flowes Moderation, to whofe excellen¬ 
ce (next to rpxrituall lacrifice) wee may lafely devote our belt endevours. 
So apt to every immodeft Aft, is mans corrupt dilpofkion , that to enjoy 
fenfualicy he conceits vertue (though neverfo gorgeoufly arrayed ) foule 
and deformed: till moderation force him to a ftrift account, and difeover 
how much he erred, in preferring intemperance before the tranfeendent 
qualities of a vertuous life and from whence, when we contemplate the 
contented life and poverty of chefe Vloches, needs muft wee condemne 
our felves of lothfome ryot. For, how free from unfeafonable care, pale 
Envie, affrighting Tumult, and nafty forfet doe thefe enjoy themfelvesj 
happy Conquerors! how mutually doe they accord, how joyfully delate 
Nature, in what is requirable.Heare Lucan praifing them.

To returne; fo foone as Vhmbut had runne thrice fifeeene degrees iu 
ou r Hemifphcre, we mounted our meJancholly Mules,andmade our next 
Manzeel at Berry. Nothing was obfervable in the way, Gve a huge tfock 
wall, of great length and height,cut by infinite royle out of the foJlid rock, 
to fafeguardthe Larians from the Shyra^ians^ Larr in that place termi¬ 
nating. 

Berry is a [mail Village ; it promifes much at diftaoce , but when there, 
deludes the expeftation : yet isic famous through the PetGan Territories’ 
both from the prerogatives an ancient learned Syec endued it with, com 
tinned by all fucceeding Princes 5 and from an Arabick Schoole, diftto- 
guiln:into dalles, of the civill Law, Aftrologie, Phyfick, and Rich as leads 
to Mecca: commendablein their Pythagorean filence, learning to difeourfe 
by wincks, nods, and fuch dumb notions; for babling is in all Arabick 
Schooles wonderoufly hated : they alfo obferve two rules efpedaIIy,obe- 
di C nce,and moving the body too & fro in reading: ad/oyning this Schoole, 
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is a Deer or Mofquit, a venerable place, chiefly by being a Dormitory to 
their greateft Dofior Emawm-zeddey-a niter -4 maddy-Aky , a Prophets 
fonne,and ally ed to holy AUy\ in this grave enjoying (fay they) eight hun¬ 
dred yeeres reft i a great antiquity. His Tomb braisdfoure foot from 
the pavement, is eight foot long, covered with a white fine linden cloth 5 
the Tomb-ftones are carved and painted with knots and poefies of Arabickj 
neere him are fixttwo Lances to memorize his quondam profeffion, and 
feme Enfignes not of ordinarie invention : Vpon his Coffin lie afet of 
fondly Beads, to help his devout memorie, and which to this day retaine 
their Mafters verrae of working miracles. Atop the Chappell is a globe 
for fteele mirrour) pendaric , wherein thefe Lmx-eyed people view the 
deformity of their finnes. They alfcfhewedusa fquare ftone pearced and 
hung neere the wall, a rare ftone, areliquemoft notorious.! the Prophet 
ufed to bur chen the backs of impenitent finners with kg telliog them their 
impiety made itfeemeheavie, a waight fo ponderous as made them take 
the right path to be quit of it. A little pot comes next to our defcnption, 
holding afoveraigne unguent made eight hundred yeeres fmee , oft us d a 
and never exhaufted: and is not only good to help fore eyes, but a Panacea 
againftalldifeafes} to crowneall, hisbooke (no Alfurcan of devotion) is 
layd upon his carcaffe 5 aBy body is fuffered to fee it a far off, but to touch 
it is counted a preemption, the impure breath of man peradventure infe- 
fting it: inftormes andcroffes they finde remedy with only naming its 
the Church is neatly matted, a Mofque of fo much holinefle , that none 
tnuft tnt tt with boots ot fliooes on : fuch as want iffuc» (I 
their leges) health, wealth, friends, or the like, upon their offrmg fhall 
have fathfadion. The Oracle (the Pried) never cheats them. Stdnon ego 
credulm tills : and with that I bid Berry farewell. 

Next night wee got to The laft To woe feafreG us with I tt* 

ditions, this with good cbeare, mufick, three kettle drnmraes, and fix 
dumb Mufquets, The ruines of an ancient Caftle (demolifht lately by the 
Perfian) {hewes its ribs, through which the code ayre blowes , feldome 
failing from the top of thatftupendious Mountaine: one fide of the Caftle 
wall is anatomized to the Town,the other to the ftony Define. Next night 
we lay in Goyme. bragging in a thoufand rotten houfes. After we had re¬ 
pos'd an houre, a Hocus-pocus affronted us , and performed rare cricks of 
Adivity. I remember feme of them* He trod upon two dicing hooked 
Semiters with his bare feet, then layd his naked back upon them, (uttering 
a heavie Anvill to be layd on his belly, and two men to hammer ouefoure 
horfhooeson it very forceably. That trick ended, he thruft his armesand 
thiahes thorow with many Arrowes and Lances i then,by meere ftrength 
• of his block- head belift up a yard from the ground a great ftone weighing 
fix hundred pound, and (asifhee had done nothing) knit his hajre to an 
old Goats head , and with a fcomfull pull tore it afunder , at that crying 
omAS09gk.4hddawiA.Cod help him;the ftaoders by with a loud yeli,ap- 
planded him : we gave him particular thanks,and told him he was a pret- 
tie fellow. But what was hee ? to fpeake of M 4 riu$(pne of the thirty i y- 
rants) who with one of his fingers could overthrow a loaded Wayne : or 
cf Volydmaij who with one hand would hold a wild Bull by his hinder 
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jggg^jQ(J ju defpight of his beft force flop him,as C&kRhod* and Rreb. PoUis 
have ir. But in remembring thefe, I had almoft forgot to tell you, that in 
Goyeom , is fairely iatombed one Melee Mahomet , famous for fomenting the 
authority of his Mafter Mahomet, when the Saracens begun to caovaffe k. 

Next night we loft one another by a carelelTe aflociating, and had a mL 
ferable lodging in that vaft and barren wildernefle; affording no graffe, no 
trees, no water, but ftonesand fand in great abundance, Oftriches. Storks, 
and Pellicans her foie Inhabitants. I beleeve the earth has worne floras 
livery; but, by the parching rage of War re, or continued heat of the fla¬ 
ming Sunne becomes thus miferabty defarr, or rather from the juft wrath 
of Almighty God, who (as King David fmgs) makes afrmtfull land barren, 
for the ungoMintffe of them that dwell therein . N ext day wee quefted in 
fearchof our Garravan , and with much trouble recovered it: that nbht 
alfo pitching in the Defart,were welcom'd by fuch a fudden ftorm of rain, 
(bunder, and lightning, as made our chcare more wretched , imprifoning 
us alfo in our Tents. Next day, wee had the weather comfortable, the 
light ofa few Dare and Maffick tree, refrefoing us; confuting Coriats con¬ 
ceit, that Maftick is found no where but in Syo .. By the way we tooke no* 
rice of an od-devis’d Tomb (it inhum’d a harm Idle Shepheard^ hung to 
and fro with threds tripartite (it may bc,fhadowiog out the Trinity) each 
thredbeautified with party-coloured wooll, at each end a Puppet to pro- 
teft it, fome Cyprefles were added to condecorate and to revive the old 
Idoll ceremony.

The next (the two and twenty of February) by the way we had fome 
Iporc in diflod ging a wild Bore, but neither foot nor dogs reaching him 
we made C^t-bobbo our matt-zeil ; Mohackom next (in which are buried Ma¬ 
homet, Hodge , Izmaef and Ally, foure great Mujfulmanvifh Bo&ors,in- 
tombdhere+ooyeares ago, reforted to with no fmall reverence.) Next 
day to Coughton, to Fnghea next, thence co Moyechaw , next day to ThIIj- 
poi-paw (leaving Bobbaw-hodgee on our left hand) next night pitching a 
farfangh (hortof Shiraz ,, where we expected a ceremonious entrance: 
but feeing none came out t© meet us, our Ambaffadour (who was ever 
jealous of his honour ) fent his Mammandar to the Governour, (the great 
Duke was hauking fi fey mylcs thence, of purpofe abfent ,) to demand -freCh 
horfesanda befi. ting welcome. The Daraguad in perfon came to diffem- 
ble, firft excufing his Lord the Duke, who would go neer to kill him for 
not acquainting him withthis excellent Advantage to manifeft his inte¬ 
grity unto our Nation, in comparifonof whom all other in the world 
were odious. In a word (perceiving our hafte) he huroby befeechthis 
Lordfoip to pra&ize but three day es patience, till the great Duke might 
honour his entrance, and difplay his radiance; a favour of a double reflex, 
in that it would infinitely content their Governour, and accumulate an 
incomparable fplendor and triumph to his entrance, clofing his hypocrifie 
wiehan if not, he was then preftto ufoer bis Lordfhip to his lodging. 
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The AmbafTador eafily defcryed him to be a Syrnn , feat meerly to betray 
his credulity : fo as perceiving no remedy, the twilight helping his filenc 
callage ( Apollo had already drencht his fiery tramels in maddame Thetis 
lapp, Cynthia alfo lookt pale, as difpleafd with fo much knavery) we joggd 
leafurely on upon our Portugal! Ttumpetrers^who ("lb foone as they wind¬ 
ed the fih&atk and ay re of this excellent Citty 3 ) fpared che Perfians a labour 
in their brafle pans, hoboyes and fnch Phrygick Mufique,fbmetimes bray¬ 
ing out,, at other tyrnes ecchoingto one another in their Mymallonian 
Cornets, as if Tome Orgies to Liber Pater had been folemniziog ; in fo much 
as matey ran out of doores , others fired their flambeanxes to know the 
caufe and glut their wonder. After long circling we arrivd at skoch^AUy^ 
Begs Pal lace (the Dukes fubftitute) where our Lord was wearied with a 
prolix Apologie, and then made to rafte a Banquet of dainties, After 
which they convoyd us to Ally-chan, a neat houfe at the Eaft end of the 
City, belonging to rhe King,incompaft with as brave Gardens and as fpa- 
cious as moft in Afra. And now the vexation is part, why do we make it 
an indignity, asifNoftur nail entries had not equallluftre with the day; 
the Artificial] light we had(for ought you know) might eclipfe the fplen- 
dor of the ftarry firmament. Holofemes chofe the night to make a tri¬ 
umphant entrance into Damas. Proud Antiochu-s took the fame time into 
Hieruftlem, Augujinlus into Rome, and haughty Sspores, into this very 
Ciry, Let us now trifle no longer, but view the City. 

S h E k A 2 . x (fo they pronounce it)the pleafantcft of Afiatique Cities, 
is removed from the JEquacor nine and twenty degrees , forty minutes, 
and in longitude 88 degrees. By Ben Ionas fjooyearesago) cald Syaphaz, 
by Com. de luJ.dk Silas and Sim r, by OforiusXiraz , by Raleigh Sir as 7 By 
Sttphanm Cyrechatha, by Coslim Ciropolh , a frivolous conceit, fince all 
old Topographers place ir and theriver Cyrus in Hyreania in che latitude 
ofthirry nine degrees and a halfe: and of longitude eighry three degrees, 
five and forty minutes. And of that name is one in Media as Ptol. in Sogdi~ 
ana one neere LtxarUs as Quintus Curtim , in India onc t as JElianus, a river 
alfo fo called in Armenia as Pliny notes,but none,in Ptrjta a Ciropolis, This 
name Shera% (as I conjecture) is a derivative from Sheer (milk in the Per* 
fian language) or sherab a grape, no part of the orient (hewing better or 
richer wine , from like reafon, that Aleppo takes name from t-talip milke, 
(and not from Alepius Leiftenantto Julian as fome dreame of) many other 
Townes in Ve'rjta denominating tbemfelves from what they are abundant 
in,as Whormoote (a Townc of Dates.) Deachm ( a hilly Towne) De-gar* 
dow(z walnut To wne,) 2 &«»- bakovo,PerifceWj cutbobbm See. or from Syra¬ 
fts the tncoU of old, as P oUemts has it in his 8 lib. de Semiramide- Or if 
greek Synonymies would carrie it , I might borrow the name from 
2 eioi catena ; or more properly £& Twae'pupt per £jium, But affectation 
is difcomraendable. 

For albeit foe be ray fed from the ruines of Terfepolkyhat does not ftyg- 
matize her with an upftart name, two thoufand yeares being paft fince it 
was burned. 1 may therefore rejeft the peoples Cronicle, alluding her 
firft founder to be tamfhed fift King of Verjia* after whom raid Chedorho- 
mer , not long from Nm Bolet us may be taxed alfo tfuando Syras erat Sy- 
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rm tHnc cay rue erat sym pagna, an Adage never us’d by the inhabitants. 
Aucieat do doubt (he is, her name ia hiftory confirming it, Rocnaduddattls 
fSoDQe of Sha-Hufan Soane of AbbazViez, Lord of Bagitt, Kermoen, La- 
rifta# and shyraz ffo'tis then named ) being here buried Anno Dam. 
qIq. of the Hegira 3 60. And queftionleflc Hie has been much greater than 
at this prefent.' VUghbeg (a learned Geographer and Nephew co T amber- 
lam) edves her in his tyme fifteene myles compaffe, Contarenu* fifteene, 
andefghde thoufaad boufes. Barbara eightfeore yeares ago, gives her 
twenty: Teifhera after him, fix and thirty myles circuit 5 skikyrd upon 
Tarhh a like vaft circumference: Iohn of P erfta in his time numbred her 
Inhabitants eightie thoufaad, Ben-Ally thee hundred thou find: we may not 
gainfay their reports, becaufe no inquiry can difprove them ; let us there¬ 
fore reft contented in her prefent defeription, which l (hall prefent yon 
fGod willing) without errour. 

Shiraz, is diftant from Ormur } one hundred and eight farfangs or three hun¬ 
dred and foure and twenty myles Englifh. From Larr one hundred eightie 
fix m les,from Babylon three hundred/rom spahawn two hundred two and 
twenty, from the Cafpun fea fix hundred, from Cazbyn foure hundred 
and eighty fix, from Perifcow foure hundred and forty,from Candahor three 
hundred and fixtie, from Tezd two hundred and ninteeen, from Faza fixty 
miles Englifh- The Antient dwellers hereabouts are named ArtUt# y 
Tapirs , cartii , and Orebatii. Mifqued in Parc, Fare , Fares , and 
Farjiftan. 

Shyraz, at this day is the fecand City for magnificence iu the Monar¬ 
chy of Perjia > watered by Bindamyr for Bradamyr) a fweet river that 
drawes her defeent from the rayir^Mountaines, and after two hundred 
miles circling in many wanton meanders, commixing wkh choafpes (now 
Tab) and Flay, with them not farre from Valdac (old Sfajban) loft them- 
felvcs in the Gulph and promifeuoufly thence into the vaft Indian 
Ocean. 

It (hewes fome walls built by Vfan Caffan,\m. feems to fcorne a limit¬ 
ed bondage. ItftretchesfromSouth-eaft co North*weft,three miles 5 and 
not much lefTe the other way ^ the compaffe nine myles or there abouts: is 
pleafantly feated in the North-weft end of a (pacious plaine, twenty miles 
long, and fix broad; circumvolved with ftupendious hills, under one of 
which thisTowne is placed. Defended by Nature,inricht by trade, by 
Arc made lovely, the Vineyards, Gardens, Cyprefles, Sudatories, and 
Temples, ravifli the eye and fmell, in every part fweet and delightfull. 

Here Art magick was fir ft hatched. Here Nimrod (after Babells 
confufion ) lived and was buried. Here Cyrus (the moft excellent of hea¬ 
then Princes) was borne, and fall bur his head) intombed. Here the great 
Macedonian glutted his Ambition and Bacchifme. Here the firft SybiUafa ng 
our Saviours incarnation. Hence the Magi are thought to have fet forth 
towards Bethhcm , and here a feries of two hundred Kings have fwayd 
their Scepters. 

The houfes here are of Sun-burnt-bricks, hard and durable: not very 
lofty ^ flat and tarraffed above, Belconies and the windowes curioufly and 
largely trcllized: within, fpread with rich carpets $ little ocher furniture 
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otherwhere is noted. Sultan Shocks Ally begs houre (where the fir ft night 
we were banqueted ) is inferiour to few ; his dining roome was high and 
round and fpacious. The archt roofe and fide walls'-iroboft with gold, and 
wrought into Imagery 5 fofhadowed, that it was hard to judge whether 
imboftjinfcuIc,or painted. The windowes were ofpainted glaifejthe floore 
fpred with curious Carpets. None are without their gardens, forrefts 
rather ofhighChenaers and Cypreffes. 

Fifteen Mofques profefle their bravery, round (after the holy Al^aba 
in Mecca) til'd without, and pargetced with azure ftones refembling Tur- 
quoifes 5 lined within, with pure black poliOit Marble * the tops dignified 
by many double guilded crefcents or fpires which gallantly reverberate 
Apollo's yellow flames in a rich and delightful! fplendor.Two are efpecially 
note-worthy in their Antick fteeples andMofaick curiofity. The one is 
fqgare, fifty foot high in the body>leaded infome part, covered with gold 
and blue3 the walls varni£htand wrought with knots andpoefies, vaft and 
unfurnifht (or unfmifhO within; above, fpiting in two columns or pillars 
of wood round, cur and garniflit with great bravery, very neer as hi»h as 
Tanks in London. The (other) rather refembling a royall Carvaof-rawj is 
quadrangular $ the fuperfiries of Arabique invention, imboftwith gold, 
flagd with porphyre, painted with azure, garaifhed in many od mazes* 
and made refplendent at fome folemniries by a thoufand Lamps and 
T orches. 

The other Mofques are notfo excellent, nor yet fo bafe as not to invite 
the bufie eye, regarding novelties. What they want in Archite&ure,they 
fopply in reliques, venerably accounted of forbtombing the rotten car¬ 
cases of fome AicorannifhDoftor$,whofe hypocrifie have got fuch repute 
with rhofe fuperftitious Ideots, that their Priefts arc far, their Tombes in- 
richt by fuperfiuity of Zcale,no coft,no paines thought enough to manifeft 
the integrity of(im pious jdevotion. Some fepialchers are framd of Marble 
pure and (tuning. Ol hers of wood 3 cut into Antique carving,others exprefle 
the painters Art, and others the Sculpters skill in bralfe, in plate and coftly 
mettall. Where Art is defective, Natnrefont of the treafures of darknefle) 
has dignified them. In one place, Shaw-meer-AUy-Ham^y a prophetique 
Mahomitan refts his bones, (even hundred yeares fince ferried by Charon 
into Acheron for doating upon his decejtfull Alcaron. Threefcore paces 
long I found the Molque he is buried in, and in breadth juft fo many. In 
another, deeps Sand ant *Emyr~ amah ova contemporary with Mahomet , and 
equally holy- with many moe,who are like to deep till the Trumpet nife 
them. Upon many of thefe Mofques the Storks have pyld their nefts. A 
bird (as of the Asgyptians/o) of thefe people, divinely eftemaced. 

The famous Storks which buildetb in the Ayre Acrio inCignk pletace Ci TOr «*a aido 
Fofiers her nakpiyoung with tender care ■ Invcftes pul Jos pignora grata fover. 

And by that love^ their duty dothingage Taliaque expcftac fibi mucua nsaoera reJdi 

When need requires to help her feeble Age. Auxilio hoe quoties mater cgebar anas. 

Norfaile her hopes 5 for when fix cannot fir, ^ cc P 13 (p cm Cobolcs fallii j namfeXa parentnja

The 
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The gardens here are many, and thofe both large and beautifull. Many 
of them (as I paced) are eight hundred paces long, and foure hundred 
broad iHony Jhaw( the Kings Jcballendges fuperiority ore all the reft, being 
fquare and every way two thoufand paces. All of them be fafeguarded with 
walls, fourteenfoot high,foure foot chick, and of exceeding good work: 
they rather refemble groves or wilderoeflesthangardens-but by that name 
(the Per flan word is Bawt) are called; abounding in lofty pyramidall Cy- 
prefies, broad-fpreading Chenawrs, tough Elme, {freight A(h , knotty 
Pines,fragrant Mafficks, Kingly Oaks,fweet Mirtles, nfcfull Maple 5 and in 
fruit trees alfo, as Grapes,Pomgranads,Pomecitrons, Orenges, Lemmons, 
Piftachoes, Apples,Peaces,Peaches,Chefnuts,Cherries,Quinces,Wal¬ 
nuts, Apricocks, Plums, Almonds, Figgs, few Dates, and Mellons of both 
forts, and Flowers rare to the eye, fweet to thefmell, and ufefull in phy- 
fick ■ the earth is dry and green, the ay re falubrious and healthy, and fuch 
as may make good TibuUus his Fanfies of Elypunt.

I confine my commendations to a league,tire refidue being fteril, moun¬ 
tainous and unable to make Alexander an Epicure, (the wine excepted, 
which isfamoufed all ore the orient). Nothing fo much troubles her as 
want of water, yet fome it has, and might have more, were the Cittifens 
fomewhat more induftrious ■ a gallant river (Cirus of old) for two were fb 
named) flreaming fweetly not fifteen miles thence, in the way to old 
Perfepolis. 

At the Nowrouz or fpring, the Gardens are opened for all to walk in. 
The women for fourteene dayes have liberty to walk, and when loofe 
(like birds infranfehifd) lofe themfelves in a labyrinth of wanton fports. 
The men alfo, fome riding, fome fitting, fome walking, are all in one 
tune, for drinking, fin gin g, playing, till the bottles prove empty, fongs 
(pent,and firings break, or that Morpheus lay his Caduceus over them. In all 
my life I never few people more jocund, andlefie quarelfbme.

Somewhat of Emangoly-cawn , the great Duke and his Banquet. 

Thisbravemanisa Georgian by difeent, a Muflulman by profeffion, a 
T irne-ferver for preferment: is one of thofe foure Tetrarchs, that under 
Abbas rule the Empire: his Territories reach every way welnigh fix hun¬ 
dred miles, and affoord him the Titles of Arck-Dukeof shyraz , Sultan 
of Larr and Iaarotm , Lord of Ormus , Maqueroon, Kermoen , Chupfian, St- 
gejian and F arpfran, Prince of the gulph of Perpa, and lies there ; the great 
Beglerbeg, commander of twelve Sultans, fifty thoufand horfe,flavc to 
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shm-Abbas^ prote&or of Muflelmen, flower of court efy,fecond in glory., 
Nutmeg of comfort, and Rofe of delight. 

Hee is of a miraculous defirent for noblendTe (as honour goes in thefe 
parts) his father and grand father being Dukes afore him $ and whiehis no 
leffe admirable, is priviledg’d from degradation by oath from Abbas: up' 
onthisoccafion : e^liculican his father was victorious in many p'mcht bat- 
tells againft Tur\_ and Tartar, adding no final I iuftre to Mahomet coiohm^ 
daes Diadem : moft memorably, when (by command of Amurath) the 
fawcyBafha of Rhyvan with fifceene hundred mufquets breath’d defiance 
againft Morad the ChielfaU governor in Armenia^ for daring to fide with 
Ifmadm that famous overthrow they gaye the infolent Turks jAnno 15 14 
in the cdderan plains. Morad thus fuddenly aflanked, fends a timerous 
excufe, which rather inrages the Bafla, implacable till Morad had glutted 
hisgreedie appetite with burnifht gold, two thoulaodpoundcomman¬ 
ding Mm thence to Naf&vaa (old Artaxatd) by that time hungry again e. 
Altc&lichan(Shdm Mahomts Liefcenant in Georgia") rates Moradj & vows to 
make the Turk to eat cold Iron,meat the Bafia car'd not for,but by AUy-ctt- - 
Ikans fierce charge with a gallant troop of fix thouiand horfe. made h im 
returne his bribe, andfiie as if the Dev ill had beene in his guts, without: 
more prating over Anti Taurus (calld Mezas Taur) fcarce thinking him- 
felfe fafe in any place, whiles the valiant Georgian extracted a treble 
fnmmefrom Moradi or his levity, returning a triumphant viCtor to the 
Court, reccmpenced with the Sheraz, Qukedome and his fonne after him, 
whohasprov’d no leffe fortunate in Sha Abbas his fieldfervices, having 
quieted Grorgi^fubdued part of Arabia c Diarbec i Ee Ormus, All which 

it feemesis now forgotten, the young Sha-Sofjy firft cutting off his formes 
head the young Beglerbeg, and when th e great Duke was finging to him- 
felfe, Tutum me copiafecit. Anno 1 6$ 3,had fuch another trick ferv'd him. 
his greatneflepreffinghira to deftruCtion. But though he be dead, his ban¬ 
quet and refpeCt to us mu ft not b.ee forgotten, Ingrato famine terra pejus 
nil crcat j fayes Aufonius. 

At ourbeipghere, frehad abfented himfelfe of purpofe: and albeit Sir 
Robert sherley cook the paines to ride to him,and tell him his error, hee 
aofwered; It was no difhononr for any man (his Maker excepted) to ftay 
hisleafure : but if our Lord Ambaflador bad had His guard and other 
furniture, wee had gone away without his Licence. After fixdayes at* 
tendance his Greatnefle was pleafd to vific sberaz , followed by two 
thouiand horfe, Sanoftnnmanerly tookhis eafe two dayes after,without 
any refped or note taking of the Ambaffador. A t length, he fenr a gentle¬ 
man to bid him come and vifk him, returning with this anfwer.hee was 
< weary having come a great journey, and that his bufinelfe was tofeehis 
Matter, hee knew not him. The'Duke ftormstobefo flighted, but durfi: 
not affront him, (knowing the King had commanded his whole King dome 
to honour and bid him heartily welcome ) fo after fome paufe,fent word 
he meant next day to vific him 5 butfaild in his prom;fe,his fonne the 
Beglerbeg(eigkreene yeere old) being Cent to excufehim. Next day, our 
Ambaflador fent word by shoc-Ally-begto the Dukesfonne,his vifitlhould 
berataliated Emangoly-cawn is angry 00 more refpeft was had of him, 
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wondring what kind of people wee were, fince hisowne in a fort adored 
him. But fee how fubtilly they intrapt him; for he was no fooner aligh. 
ted at the Dukes PalUce, but by shoe-AUy-beg is welcomed, and by him 
ulhered (our Lord knew doc whither) into a long gallery,rich in beauties, 
plate,carpets,and other furniture,where (like a Status^ the Duke himfelfe 
at the very end fat crofledegd, not moving one jot till the Ambalfador 
was athimj when (as if hehadbteneafrighted) heeskiptup,andbad him 
welcome j vouchfafeiogalfo (upon knowledge that we were gentlemen) 
toimbracens, and provide us a banquet. So after two houres merriment 
departed, invited to returne next day to a more folemne welcome. Next 
day being come, wee were ufbered by a Sulcan thorw two great courts 
intoarich and ftately banqueting houfe, a large open roame,fupported 
with twenty richly guilded pillars, the roofe i mb oft with flaming gold, 
the ground fpread with rich carpets of Hike and gold, a ftate atone end 
ofcrimfon fatten, thick imbroyderedwi h perries and gold, under which 
hee was to in-throne himfelfe • one fide rooft cxcellenrly depiiled his 
Oraw/Trophyes; no coft,no Arc left out to doit to the life* their incamp- 
ing upon the fhoare, their aflaults, fcalaJoes, aod entrance } rhe maflacre 
of the Ormoafnns, fome beheaded, fome cheyn’d, fome their heads fer- 
ving for girdles : as alfo the E iglifh (hips md fea skir mi flies, without whole 
help it never had bcene gained, and the like fo well painted.

And when the greene and crimfon fcaenes offilke were drawee, from 
this Apollo j weelookt into a great fquare court, which at this occafion was 
round belet with the prime men of the City: and into another courr, 
where I think I cold five hundred Piebeyans,invited to illuftrate the Dukes 
magnificence. 

Before the proud Duke meant to difplay his radiance: my Lord Am- 
ballad or was feuted on the left fide of the ftate (you may note if you pleafe, 
that all Aj/a over,, the left hand as the fword hand, is moft honorable,) 
upon the other fide fit the difeontented Prince of Tartary ; at my Lord* 
left hand was leated the Beglerbcg, and next him the captive King of Or- 
mas . Next to the Tartar Prince fat Tbrebk-cawna difconfolate Prince of 
Georgia , a brave warrior, a con Hunt Chriftian: oppofite to the ftare Sir 
Robert feated himfelfe: and with us were placed the two Princes of Or- 
mus v and fome Sultans. The reft of the great banquetting roome was fild 
with men of efpecull note, Sultans, rich Merchants, and Coofelbifhaes: 
youngGanimeds arrayed in cloth of gold, went up and downe with fla¬ 
gons of pure gold to powre but wine to fuch as noded for it: opon the car¬ 
pets were fpread fine coloured pintado Table cioafhs 3 forty ells long; 
broad thin pancakes fix one upon another ferved for trenchers, neere 
which were fcatrered wodden fpoons, whofe handles were almoft a yard 
long} the fpoone it felfe fo thick, fo wide, as requir’d a right fpatious 
mouth for entertainment : The feaft begins: it was compounded of a 
hundred forts of pelo and candid dried meats; as alfo of Dates, Peares, 
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3QdPcaches curioufly conferred , fuch I took beft notice of ( I in cane as 
pleafd me beft) were Iaacks, MyraboIa^DuroyeoSjPiftachoes,Almonds., 
Apricocks, Quinces,Cherries,and the reft I leave to the confeiftioncr to 
inquire after. It feemes we are fo infatuated with our banquet and wine, 
that the Duke is not taken notice of,pray pardon : he is not yet come,that 
when our bellies are full, our eyes may have the better leifure to furvelgh 
hb greatnefle. The f*aft being ended,the vulgar multitude ftrove to rend 
the sky with Tough AUy-Whoddave-'Bafh*t, ?.e. Ally and God bee thanked: 
the Ecehowas as a watch-word to theambitious Dukethat hee might en¬ 
ter : his way was made by thirty gallant \ oung gentlemen vefted in crim- 
fon fatten $ their TuHpants were of ft Ik and filver wreath'd about with 
cheynesofgold,of Pearle, of Rubies,Turqnoifes,and Emeralds: all of 
them were girded with rich fwords andimbroydered fcaRrdsjthey had 
Hawkes upon their fifts, each hood valuing a hundred pound. Tothefe 
fucceeded their Lord,the Arch-Duke of shertz: his coat was of blew fat¬ 
ten richly imbroydered with filvenupon which he wore a Veft or Roab of 
great length, fo glorious to the eye, fo thick powdered with Orientail 
glittering Gemms, as made the ground of it Invifible, the price invalu¬ 
able: his Turbant was of pure fine filke and gold, beftudded wi-h pearle 
and Carbuncles t, his fcabbard was fet all over with Rubies, Pearles, and 
Emraldsj his Sandalls retembled the befpangled Firmament. To this 
ldoll, all the people of his religion facrifiz’d a hundred Siza:daes,and Tef- 
falems, bowing and knocking their cockf combs againft the ground: Sir 
Hubert sherle alfo fiztedaed very formally,and in a cup of pure gold drunk 
his Graces health, and then put it in his pockety paying him home with 
this complement$ That after fo mean a per fon as himfelfe had breath'd in 
it. It was impiety to offer ir him: the Duke accepts it as good coyne, and 
perceiving our Ambaflador very fad, darted him a finite , drunk his 
Mafters health, bad him and his heartily welcome, and (b went in againe: 
our Lord Ambaflador alfo fcarce well plcafed at the Dukes proud carri¬ 
age, diflembled it 5 and after reciprocal! Sallams or bendings (none but a 
few Cofelbafhaws attendingfclmto his horfe)deparced: 

Well may this grand Duke buy his renowncat thofe high rates," his 
rents being bruited fo great, fo wonderful!: hee has (Gy Merchants) foure 
hundred thoufand Tomans a yeere (a Toman is five marks fterling) but 
out of this hee payes wages yeerely to fifty thoufand horfemen : his plate 
and jewels is valued at three hundred thoufand pounds, fome fay three 
Millions, and is pretty well deferied by that New-yeeres gift hee fen r f the 
King (upon Mehembeg theFifcalls prompting) three yecresfince : viz: 
fifty great flagons of pure gold, feventy two of refined’filver: in Larrets 
foure hundred fixty five thoufand floryns: the whole, loading three hun- 
dredand fifty cozel baft Camels,a valuable prefent: and for which the 
King (as a Symboleofhis gratitude) remunerates the Duke with fifty gal¬ 
lant Arabian Couvfers,fix change of rich garraents,a fword, and (of more 
value than the reft) the afiurance of his health and dignity. 

This Duke here and in other Seralios (or Harams,as the Perfians term 
them} has above three hundred Concubines^Mawmetry commending it: 
there is no ocher way in thefe Pagan countries t © diftingutfh oneman9 
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preatnefle from another, fave by exceeding in their females: hee bunts 
elfewhere, other fportsferring as a provocation to baferaeiy: nor do 
they refraine more manly exercifes; chafing the Lion, hunting the Tygre, 
difiodgin 0, the Bore, unkennelling the Iackal], and the like; at which fo- 
lemne fportshe befets whole countries with above twenty thoufandmen, 
whoferve to rouze all kind of faragt game, and when the whole heard 
are inbattelled upon fome fpacious Mouotaioe, impales it with a huge 
’toyle of wyre and cord ftak’t with wood (fix hundred Cammels load) 
and fo either dart them from without the raile, or venture m, and (by 
drawing a crofie line) fingle whatbeaft they pleafe to fight with. 

Twodayes after the great feaft, the Duke with a gallant rraine of thirty 
Saltans and Coofelbattaws came galloping to AUycaven^ fois the houfe 
named we lodged ar 5 ) and albeit he endeavoured to affanlt us with a hidden 
vifit, yet fuch was the excellent fore-fight and vivacity of our Ambaffador, 
attending all occafions of advantage;that at his alighting, he found a choice 
fiiade for his recreation, chambers neatly furnifht, from his Balcony look¬ 
ing into a moft fragrant & pleafant garden, where the Paphyan ciprefies, & 
other rare trees in their aparel,repeld the guilded raycs of wanton Vhieton: 
here the facetious Duke mcamptandall his company; refolv’d to incoun- 
ter the utmoft fury of his owne ftrong wine 5 and ourEnglifh chymick wa¬ 
ters: three houres the fight continued hot, charging one another with 
equall valour; many flout bottles and flagons were emptied and buried, but 
by ftr nge ftratagem revived afrefli, thuadring fo fierce a ftortne in the 
Dukes braines, that hee fell back and had undone himfelfe, had not my 
Lord Ambaffador by great chance upheld and hotft him: thereft percei¬ 
ving their Generali fo ftrangely vanquittt, found a retreat, and ftndy how 
to untwift their braines from out rhat rnag-ick labyrinth .* Mr. Stodart of 
Caernarvau, a bold Britton, and Mr, Eotsrj playd Bootes: Next day the 
Duke made his excufe, and retnrnd his thanks in a Prefent of twelve 
brave horfes, with bridles and faddles futiog them; by which it Teenies all 
of them were pleas’d and the AtnbafTadoi (who without fuch an entertain¬ 
ment had never pleas’d them, though infimtly contrary to his temper) 
was crownd with th’appkufe of 2 noble, difereet, liberal!, and well fatte¬ 
ned Gentleman. After many other ceremonies of welcome (in which 
time, pifeafhes and gifts were not left out) we had leave to fet on towards 
the Court; I call it leave, the Duke was fo unwilling to part with us: wee 
were bravely mounted, furnifht with frett Cammells and Afinegoes, able 
to endure the brunt of travell. 

Six and twenty dayes wee confirmed in sherds forced to fo long cora- 
morance by the merry Duke; and on Lady day in Lent, departed thence 
for spahorpa the Perfian Metropolis. But I cannot ride farre, till I cele¬ 
brate my •valc-di&um in this Chariftery. 

Why fhould our wits difpute where E dm flood l 

If in the Earth, or Ayre, or if the Flood 

Did fpoyle the Surface ; thus we fell from thence ! 

And too much knowledge loft the refidence. 
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Yet if that place remaine for us to guefle 
By outward attributes of happinefle. 

Why fhould thy Plaines (shyra%z>) give place to thofe 
Where fruit full Njle and Ganges overflowed ? 

Thy curious profpeft, lodges, fcyle, the rich 
Variety of pleafures that bewitch 
Each gazing eye, would make the looker on 
Think Paradife had no deftm&ion, 

Or elfe replanted there. The fvvelling grape 
In dangling clufters tempts another rape 
To tafte the relifhj as the Apple did. 

And fome would touch thy fruit although forbid. 

Thy T owers,Baths, Gardens, Temples, make thee feeme 
Like Memphis, ’Troy , Thebes , or Terufalem. 

Thy Natives (Natures Modells) to compofe 
Inferior Beauty by the lookesof rhofe. 

Farewell fweet place,* for as from thee I went 
My thoughts did mnne on Adams banUhment/ 

But ere we go farther,fuffer me to trouble yon with fnch Monarchs as 
have ruled Perjta , I will only give you her later Kings, fuch as had their 
feat royall in Sheraz,, begueneyoo yeeresago , and but lately ended: 
The firft, is Abuzvcz Detlamfiaw (injnrioufly fappos’d a fifaerman, from 
his ufe of Navigation, as was T amber tan a fhepheard from the Tartarrs 
vagrancy:; this (Deylamfiart tnnamed Boia (or Moheh rather, from fifh a 
calumny)had three fonnes; AUy, tiUjhan, Achmet. i^AUy firnm’d Aben- 
hajfen had no iffue : his father and he were both buried in Sfaraz An. Dom. 
940, heg. 320. Hnjpmby death of his elder brother, was Lord of Parc ’ 
Her), Uierac , an d t orafin , Acmet had Kerman and Macron. To Hu (Jan 
fucceeded a Granger Zedday-Mohee by name,brought in by Mufiapha rhe Ba¬ 
bylonian Calyph; to whom fucceeded Eyna-duddank chat had no iflue.‘■ o 
Rocnadaul{Huffms fonne) got poflefiton ofhis fathers feigmories, and dy¬ 
ed Amo Domini 980 .heg. 360. dividing firft his crowne lands amongft his 
three fonnes 5 Skrfa-danh , Shamjdaules , and Bahao-daules. Theeldeft 
ha A Shy raze an, Lareflan and Kerman: the fecood ,Hmac and Diarbec; the 
youugeft had Gerioom and Tdkrfian. Sherfidaule dyedifTules Anno Dom. 
990. heg. §70. the fccond brother inherited; but the envie of traitors 
gave him fmall joy, for hee was buried not long after his Coronation - 
whereby the feigniory came to Bahao-daisies the youugeft fonne of King 
Eocknadanle.Bahaodaule governed twelve yeeres very faccesfally,and at’s 
death commanded his eldeft fon Suit andante t o fucceed him : this Prince 
was train’d up infield exereifesfrom his cradle, andby-his valour much in- 
larged his Empire, yet could not defend himfeJfe from Hoorn Mafiar a f- 
danle his reftldfe brother, till by agreement the Kingdome was divided: 
toSnftandaule , Farfijian, and Aywa^ to Hocen,Uyerahyn. At that time 
Gelalgdm their brother was invefted with the Caliph* ttiijMEagdat Anno 
Domini roar. heg. 401, and Sultan-daul at Jafl dyes, and 15 Amo Domini 
102}. buried in Shyraz with great folemnity. Abdul-carpn his fonne ruled 
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after him: but perceives the Crowne to totter, yea, to fall off by th.e un- 
naturall praftlfes of sprfnddaul (call'd alfo Abul-favar) his traiterous 
Uncle; forced thereby to fly to Gelalaiaul his Other Uncle the late made 
Kaliph, who is glad of this occafion, having long lookt with a fquint eye 
of ambition upon his Nephews Diadem : but diffembing it, with a brave 
Army he defcends from Bagdad and with eafe dethrones Abul-favar, but 
mounts himfelfe into the throne to Abdul-cawus amazement, who to fave 
his life flies into Arabia : whiles Mahomet Gaznthy hom Hindofanl falls 
upon Ayrac and S her van y but is rep eld rooft fliamefully into Sabkflan, 
Parc at that inftant being miferably trod under, foot by the Turquemen 
and Deylamans: ere long Abul-famr gets fo highly into the Calyphs fa¬ 
vour that hee is confirmed in his former title,but in the way death cut off 
his claime* leaving Abdul-cawn the bantlht Prince his right, who upon this 
faire advantage rerarnes, and is joyfully welcomed: but furfetting of too 
much joy,hee lived not long after it; for, commending his body to the 
earth,he gave the royalty to Abes-mekc-Rahint his fonne, who dyed Anno 
Domini 1054. heg. 434, without iffue, and in whom (after a race of fif- 
teene Kings) took end the Moheyan pedegree. 

Tohimfucceeded Abumanforynho pretended himfelfe true fonne of 
Gelaladaidxhz Caliph: he took to wife Dauta daughter of ToJhalbeg y and 
dyed (after five yeeres greatneffe ) in Rermoen , and lyes buried at Hut - 
fynen not farre from Iafyw : he had five foHnes by that Lady, Abumanfor - 
pbnlad-fotun, Chozrot-fhtruz, Abu-beer, Abuzeddai, and AboaUy-kay-fyi,- 
too. Abumanfor inlarged shyraz , and did his beft to make it ftron g and 
beautifull; but whiles he bulled his faneie at home, he looks not abroad, 
fuchtime his ambitious brother Cojroepher jvs gripes him, and takes unjuft 
poffeflion of his Territories; buc revenge purfues him, for being invited 
to Bagdat to fee his fick grandfire Tojhalbeg^ for his cruelty to his brother, 
he is put into a loathfomeprifon, where famine and flench made an end 
of him. But this could not terrifie Abuztdday the fourth brother from 
intruding into Abumanfor s right: albeit, his injured brother had efcaped 
and gathered a refolute Army, who fo ftoutly flood his friends that Zedday 
is flafae an d h is affociates banifoed. 11 feemes A human for was borne to an 
iron defliny, unable at his fecond returne, to fafegard himfelfe from Fazele 
his Liefetenant,that unawares detrudes him into a deadly prifon, adorning 
hisrafcallbrowes with his Matters Diadem: AboaUy will none of that, he 
takes a happy advantage, and pulls it from Fazch brows and crownes him 
with One (better becomming Traitors) of flaming iron. AboaUy after hee 
had foveraniz’d feven yeercs, is arrefted by grim death Anno Domini 1100, 
heg.480. and for want of iffue the Scepter falls to Mahummed Abutalip 
Togrulbeg, fonne of Michael , fonne of Salgucim, fonne of Didacus , a Tur- 
queman. 

In the Salgudan family it continued till Mahummed Abul-cafen dyed 
Anno Domini 1220. heg, 600. without any iffue. A race of Tattsrrs fol¬ 
lowed: led by Cingis^cawn Lord of Ketea-hotan^ Maurenakar , and Gazne- 
hen. \Almoflanfor~biU-Manfor then fitting Caliph of Mecca and Bagdat.') 
To Cingif -cawn (who dyed Anno Domini 1 228. heg. 608.) followed Tuki- 
caws, and Chagatay-cawm, from Ckagatay-cam defeended Tamberlan , 
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whofe iflue now rule Hiaduffant. After the Tartars, the Turks a frefh 
planted here,led by Chara-Mobummed An.Dom.ups. Hegi 795. a Karak>da 
gufpan or black flheepe as they call themfelves, banifht Amo\Dcm, 1470. 
Heg, 850- by deebeg (call’d al Co yfan-cafpm) an Armenian Chriftian, 
whofe grandfon Alvan was the laft white {heepe, or Acorlu-gufpm fhorae 
mortally by Izmael-Sophy his ambitious kinfmau An. 1504- Beg. 884. This 
Izmael was great Grandfather to Abbot now Pcrfian King, of the Ben-AUy 
or Sophian Genealogie. 

Let us now (what pace you pleafe) to Perfe-pote, not much out of the 
road: but were it a thoufand times further,it merits our paines to view it * 
being indeed the only bravo Antique-Monument (not in Perfia alone) but 
through all the Orient. 

Persefolis 3 ( firft call’d Elamii from Elam fonne of Sem fonne of 
Noah ) was built (enlarg'd rather ) by Sofarmus a Median Dynaft, third 
from Arbacea that put a period (by death of Sardanapalm ) to the A (Tyrian 
Monarchy, begun by Betas (Nymrod and Jupiter) and in a glorious fuccetfi- 
on of one and forty Emperours commanding the world, till Arbaces fub- 
jefted Babylon. By Cambyfes (fonne to Cyrus the magnificent) it was moffc 
beaucified,and from him to Darius Codomanus continued Emprefie of Ajta 
two hundred Sc thirty yeares in a line of thirteen Monarchs, till Alexander 
by conqueft ofall Afra made proftrate alfo this glorious Cicie, betrayed by 
Teredates , and demolifht by vehement perfwafion of Thais an Athenian 
harlot, who (in revenge of Xerxvs expedition into Greece) never gave 
over exafperating rhe giddy Macedonian, till fhee faw it flaming; an aftfo 
unworthy Alexander as hee fought to quench it with his teares. A Citie 
fo excellent, rhat gruintusCurtius and Diodorus Siculus intitle it the richeft 
and ffloft lovely Cicie underthc Sunne. A high andftately Tower it had, 
circled with a triple Wall: fixteene cubits high the firft, adorn'd with 
battlements ; the fecond was two and thirty 5 the third of threefcore 
cubits high, of delicate polifht Marbleentred by many gates of burnifht 
braffe. To the Eaft rofe amiably a hill of four e Akers, in which (in {late¬ 
ly Maufolenms) were intombed the Monarchs of the world. Many rare 
and admirable buildings it had, amongft which, the glorious Temple of 
Diana (mother to that at Ephefus ) by Iojephus report was at that time the 
moft exquifite for Arc 8c material in the world. The hones were of richeft 
Marble and Porphire, the roofe of refined gol d. A bay t Antiochus the ava¬ 
ricious Achcift long had aibledat, but could not fwallow it, as he had done 
Jerufaleras, whence facrilegioufiy he raviflit ten tunne of gold. The Pa¬ 
lace royall here, was cut oat of the marble rock) above two miles about * 

, the roofe and cafements were of Gold,Silver, Amber, 8c Ivory. The State 
within, was of gold and oriental] glittering gems, in one roomean artifi¬ 
cial! Vine (prefented by Pythias') the ftalk pure gold,the clufters of pearl* 
and carbuncles; bis bolfter was valued at five thoufand Talents ofgold, 
his footftoole worth three thoufand; fuch, as (after the unruly Greeks 
had pillag'd threedayes) gave the Macedonian Viftor for his part, 120000 
Talents, or 72 millions of crownes, a mafle of gold: yet very pofiible, if it 
be true old Hiftories report ( Herodotus is one)how that at that time, the 
Monarchs of Perfia (befidesthe Tribute of other Kingdomes)had yeerely 
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out of Indya three hundred and chreefcore Talents of gold. EaOly then 
might the Greek load away (as ftory fayes) three thoufand Mules, with 
two and rhirty millions and 750000 pounds in coyne, though in that ado- 
lefcency of the' world, one would wonder (b much areafare w a'•found. 
Bnt we may beleeve it, fince facred writ tells us that in Solomons reigne jin 
Terufalem gold and filver was as common as ftones. Alfo Xenophon, that 
wh to. Cyrus defcendedinto Alia the leffe , hee brought back no kffe than 
125 millions ofpounds. But why Hand we gaping at thefe prodigious fams. 
Tauptr enim non eft, cui rerum fitppetU ufas. Ttiefefparkling Diamonds, 
what are they but Mammons eyes $ this Chaos of gold, but refined-clay. 
What Magick then to make Idolaters. ’ -For my part (by Gods help) I in¬ 
tend rather to admire the Anatomy of this glorious mine, which Dan 
Garzia de Silva Figured (AmbafTador Anno 1619 to Abbas from Philip the 
third) calls it the only Monument of the world, without ImpoHure 5- yea 
farre exceeding (fayes he) all other miracles in the world, weecanekher 
heare or fee at this day. Miferable in my poore deferiprfon. 

The ribs or ruines of Perfepolk are at this day call’d Chil-Manor or Che - 
hel-Mwor (i.e. forty Towers) in the idiom of Perfia .* and mi^hr more 
properly have kid Hafi tot-Manor,01 eighty Towers/or fo many are eafiiy 
told two yards out of the grounded if from fo many pillars as are perfeft 
and lofty, then may they lay Nouzda- Manor or nxneteene Towers , at this 
day no more Handing, one excepted at the Eaft below, above a bow (hot 
thence. The whole Balls is cir by incredible toy le,out of the folid marble 
rock, twice the compafie of IVjrtdfor Caftle, afeended by fourefcore and 
fifteene eafie ftaires , difftfted from the durable black Marble, fo broad 
that a dozen horfe nuy goe abreaft: the perpendicular is two and twenty 
Geometric feer and where the Haires are not, the rock is precipkious. 
Neere the higheft Hep, is the entrance into the Palace; the breadth is vifi- 
ble, in defpigbr of flame and weather: on one fide the gate Hands a 
monHrous great Eiephant s on the other aBlhinocero^the diHance is about 
twenty foot, the portraits are out of the Alining Marble, ten yards high 
either ofthemjaxt and perpecuall: afew paces thence, are of like work, 
bulk and matter two gallant Towers, and (co fin ifii the Porters Lodge) 
neere them is an other mine, a Pegafusao invention of the Sculptor to il- 
luftrate his Art: and being paH this portall/he Apollo opens, afuire even 
ground, deplorable in many ruines, 1 hundred whre Marble pillars, whole 
and broken dignifying this once moft excellent Hruflure. Upon many of 
thefe white Marble pillars the Storks have builded them their nefls,where 
the rage of w inde and weather is more oftenfive to them than any dread 
they have of the people who inhabit neere them: h allunfeafonable , 
fiormy or cold weather they forfake the Region and fly where the Sunne 
can comfort them: thePerfians h.ve many fiipcrftirious Hories concern- 
ing’em, and fuppofe them (as eife- where I have noted ) the Emblems of 
piety and gratitude. The Pillars which are at this day Handing,(but feeme 
to groane under the cyrannie of Time) are twixt nfreene Sc twenty cubits 
high. Sc rife beautifully in forty fquares or concave parallels 5 every fqnare 
has three full inches; whereby the circuit may be gathered : moft excel- 
lentjs the matter, moH elegant ehe work, and no k(Te commendable, the 
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order and (hape how they are placed: in poftnre, in (hew, to this day ad¬ 
mirable 5 but when they ftood in luftre and perfection, were elfe-where 
fcarce imkable. From the ordinary ftanding, we eafily enjoyed a moft de* 
lightfuU profpeft: but in thefommity or advantage a brave Horizon o 
thirty milesunlimitted Plains every way gave it felleto thisEmperial Pal- 
lacc, as feeming toTubmit it felfe in a happ y lowlineflc . 


In part of this great roomc (not far re from theportall )\n amirrourof 
poliflit marble^ wee noted above a dozen lynes of ftrange chara&ers, very 
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faire and apparent te the eye, but fo myfticall, fo odly framed, as no Hie* 
rogliphick,no other deep conceit can be more difficultly fan cied,more ad- 
verfe to the intellect. Thefe confiftingof Figures, obelisk, triangular, and 
pyra midal ly yet in fach Simmetry find order as cannot well be called barba¬ 
rous. Some reftmbknce, I thought fome words had of the- Antick Greek, 
{hadowingouc ylhafimrm iheos. And though it have fmall concordance 
with the Hebrew, Greek, or La tine letter, yet queftionlefle to the In¬ 
vent er it was well knowne; and peradventure may conceale fomeexceh 
lent matter, though to this day wrapt up in the dim leafes of envious ob- 
feuritie. 

Adjoyniog this , is another fquare roome, from angle to single ninety 
paces, in circuit three hundred and threefcore paces: beautified with 
eight dores,foure of them are fix paces broad 5 the other foure, three a 
peece : all eight feverally compofd of fefen great polifht Marbles fixe 
one upon another5 each of thofe {tones are foure yards logo, five quarters 
high* moll excellently ingraven with Images of Lyons, Gryffins, Tigres, 
and Hulls: and in other places (for the wals are durable) BattaiJea, Heca¬ 
tombs, Triumphs, Olympick games, and the like, in very rare Sculpture 
and proportion. Above each doore is ingraven the Idea of a Majeftique 
Monarch 5 his roabe is long,a Tiara or Mithra on his head, his hayre very 
long and curled j in one hand he holds aGlobe,in the other his Scepter, a 
garbe andfeflion never ufed by PerfTan Princes. The filly inhabitants (who 
made no accompt ofit till of late) name himjdmfhetfind Aaron £it Sampfon % 
and Salomon , a wonder they leave out Ruftan their Hercules^ and as eafie 
for invention. A third chamber con joy nes the laft we (poke of, this (if 
they He not that told ns fo) was aGynecieor Nurfery; it has foure uni 
equall angles, two fides are fixtie; the other two, feventy of my larged 
paces. From that we iflued into a fourth roome, two fides are twenty, 
the other two, thirty paces. The wallsare very eminent in this chamber, 
ofblack fhining Marble , in many places fo bright and jetty, as we could 
eafily view our reflex, no fteel mirror comparing with it. In moft: parts 
the walls are cut into’ Gygantive Images, illuftrated with Gold, to this 
day permanent. Somewhatfurther, over heaps of ftones of valewable 
portraitures,we mount towards the moft lofty part of this Pallace, where ‘ 
wefaw the refemblances of a devout King, adoring bis three Dicryes, 
theSunne, the Fire,a Serpent, all which are cut upon the perpendicu¬ 
lar Mountaine. The other fide of this high hill is a precipice, downe 
which is no defeending. But whether this Fabrick was Iomc\,Dortch^ or 
Corinthiach^ in the perfection, I cannot determine, the ruines forbid a 
poficive judgement. But fuch at this day k is,that a ready Lymmer in three 
moneths fpaqe can hardly (to do it well) depiCt out all her excellencies. 
Pittyitis, it is not done, the barbarous people every day defacing it and 
cleaving it afunder for grave-ftones and benches to fit- upon. Five miles 
Weft from chehet-manor is slfo a gallant Monument, a Giant cut into 
a monftruous proportion., whom the illiterate Per funs fay was Rvjlan, 
and from him cald No£la-RuJ?an. I rather judge it the Image of great Alex¬ 
ander > who had a defire;;that after ages might think him more than a 
mao, and his mta more than Monfkxs, as appeared in his conceicfo make 
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many A rmors, bigg enough for three men , and fcatter the'm in India thac 
thepeople might" not dare to rebeJJ, left thofe Poliphems came to Mi 
them. 

IS! e ere Chiltnanor is Mar daft (corrnptly by the Spaniard eald Margate - 
an) a.Towne oftwo hundred honfes, thepeople fo fuperftitious thac fuch 
houfes as we came in they perfumd and ayr’d (fome were happily fired) 
for that we were notMuffulmen. From this place to Sher as, are ten far- 
fangs- interpofd by fome craggy hills and apleafant riv er(Rhogoma»a of 
old) over which is a bridge ,the beft till then we faw in Perjia. This river 
is by Quintus Curtins Xib.%. and Strabo lib . 15. named Araxis ( Cho»Araxes 
is a fitcer narpe) dreaming (fayes he) twentie furlongs from Perfepolk. 
Another of that name, fo often mentioned by Ptol. Mela, Plutarch , and 
Lucan, isf| Armenia, and indeed divides it from Medya y at this day cald AraJ!) 
and very famous. 

After two dayes ftay in view ofold Perfepolu, the eight and twentieth 
day we took horfe, and that night rid foure and twentie miles to a Town 
cald May own-, in midway twixr which two Townes, noted a hieh ini' 
pregnable mount,-at whofe top, ftood defperatelyaCaftle fo fortified 
bv Nat are and induftrie, as may be thought impregnable. A late rebel¬ 
lious Saltan (weary of flavery) man’d it againft his Prince victorious Ab¬ 
bas u who (toterrifie others by his example) came in perfon to chaftife 
him. But fuch was the precipirious height where the Caftle ftood, and 
the narrow entrance fo bravely defended, that in fix moneths fiege hee 
could fee no figneofvi&ory. Lothheis toleaveitfo, and what ftrata- 
gem to take,cannot imagio, A great reward he promifes to any would ef- 
fe£Ut. Valour is invalidable. Art Magique perpetrates it. An old wi¬ 
zard covetous of fo much money promiles the Diveils beft, and according¬ 
ly, by his infernall fpells fo pofieft with threats and phantafinaes the 
wretched Sultan, chatupon the witches afturance of pardon he defcends, 
the block rewards him. But i^Abbas acknowledges the fnchanter had me¬ 
rited his price and grudgingly gave it him. The foolilh man fo doates 
upon his gold, that he fees not danger. The Ring repents the lolfe of it, 
and knowes no way to recover it but by fending him to Satan without his 
head, thereafon of his'Juftice was for his Sorcery. A quality at other times 
he commended deeply ? but now abhorred it: a pretty pollicy. To re- 
turne. 

Moyown , is delightfully feared ^ enricht with fweet water, excel- 
lent Wine,much wood, and Natures Carpets. It properly belongs to the 
highly reverenced Prophet Izmael, whofe tom be JLmoomA%matlh here 
feen, by liberality of many Rings, and great men not a Ifttle honoured; to¬ 
wards ira maintenance (and the Priefts) the Towne gives yearly twelve 
thoufmd mawnd-lhaw of Rice, and foure thoufaod of Barley. Next 
night we lodgd (flept I cannot fay) in O-jone, a village of thirty Families, 
all of them Prophets or Prophets children. We ever found leaft profit, 
where Prophets dwelt, no wine nor grapes allowd to grow amongft them ^ 
not thac wine is bad, but out of a Tradition they have, that it is the blood 
of thofe Cyants that warr’d againft the Gods. Next day we rode over moft 
craggy, fteep, and terrible high hills, and at night made Tar tang 
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our Manzeil ^afmallTowne, only famous in ahigh Sepulcher, clothd 
with violet coloured velvet, under which is buried a great tlucle 
of the Kings. Next night to Ajfepofe , notable only in an old mud 
Cattle, fometimes a garrifon; in and about which, are fourty thoufand 
Georgians and Sarcafsbes, by profeflion Chriftiansj by quality , Captives* 
a people much honouring Saint George the Cappadocian Bifhop their 
converter. They differ from Mahomitans (not in habit, but) in their gray 
eyes and long white hay re ( Albam ab albo crint) after the mode of Antick 
Gallants, recorded by Pliny and Lucian, tiffued with fillets of gold or fi¬ 
ver, If any of thefc turne Mahomitan,they arc preferd beyond vulgar mer- 
rit. Poore foules, hearing that we were Chriftians, they flockt about us, 
yea wept to fee us. Not much diftant hence } is Thymar., memorable if Eyzar 
erre not, in a brave and Ancient Monument, by fome Hebrew char afters 
fuppofd the buryall place of Batbjheba^ Mother of King Salomon : tis cald 
Mufqued- Zufaimm ,i,e. Solomons Chappell; a place if truly f®, worthy the 
feeing. Next night we lay in Whoomgejh 0 next in C^cnzar^ next day to 
Bazeba-chm, antj next to Degardow^ight leagues from which place, (and 
neerer Tezdycans) we rode over afteepe Mounraine of black fliining 
Marble, ("and where are Quarries of Serpentine and Porphyre, if the earth 
were iookt into) the defeent was fo percipicious, that but by ragged fteps 
and thofe not a little dangerous, was no riding downe: howbcic downe 
we gor, and that night rode to GnmbazeUelb (famous in a Carvanfraw and 
the bett wheat bread in Verjta() next night core&^«'Jmz.aTownebailtm 
the bottome of a valley, funck downe in mid a great plaine, whereby it is 
fcarce to be found, did not a Cattle point it out,taifd by Tezdgyrd a Perfian 
King above the Towne,and where is a very ftately Carravanf-rawyht bett 
from thence to Bander on the Gulph of Perjta* Next day (through De* 
Moxalbeg) wegot to AmmJbaut (by fome cald Boy all) a village of thirty 
families , all of them apottat Georgians, inclofd, to exclude their fhame, 
by ahigh, ttrong, round wall raifd with battlements,reftmbling a Cattle ; 
commanded by Daut (or David) t baton (brother to the Duke of shzraz) 
an Apoftate, for which he was made an Eparch , and honourd with three 
ttlly temporary Tittles, bought with lofie of an eternall Crov/ne of hap* 
pinefie : he has here a pretty Carvan frato and Summer houfes for his 
owne delight, wherein are five neat roomes curioutty painted in Imagery 
and imboft with gold ^ his Gardens are alfo fweet and prettily concrivd 
into grotCB, mazes, vollieres, and the like, eqnall to that of AladeuV ac Ca - 
ramit for his AfTaffinates: but natty and deformed if compard with Para¬ 
dise : from Amno-baut we rode next day to Commejhaw^ a Towne boafting 
in a thoufand houfes and mnch Antiquicie. It may be either that fame 
Towne which Pliny cald Parodana, or that Ore-batys in Ptolomy: Sir Re* 
fart Slier ley was once her Governour , under that wicked parricide Con* 
fiandel charm 5 but it feems they bore fmall love to either of their memo¬ 
ries, neithervouchlafiugto bid us welcome (as moft Townes did we 
hitherto pafl through, although I have omitted to fpeak their ceremo¬ 
nies) nor a lodging, a baferefpeft to fo noble a paflenger. At this place 
Terjia is limited, and where Ayrac (or Parthya) takes her beginning: C bi- 
reef ^ Gurdon-eehoro , Nowbengan^ Kazeron, PkruJ 1 )abad 3 EJlacfar 3 Uabatdfa 
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oe& } are recknedTownes in Farfiflan^. have but named them. But that you 
may the better go along with us; and efpedallyin that the iateftMaps 
of Per [to. are fo erroDious^both in rivers, the fcituation of places, and their 
true names (for to fay truly. Done of them have five right names;) I have 
therefore inferred this of the PerfianEmpyre; in which, neither the po¬ 
rtion of Places are falfe, nor names of Townes fictitious or borrowed:

Next day we got to Maj/tor^ agrandiz’d by a thoufand families; but none 
of their houfes compare with their dove*houfes for neat andcurious out- 
fides: they have fomeexcufe for it 5 fome of them aredefeended (not 
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from Colnmb a No<e but ) from thof: holy Pigeons, who fed a iblahemets 
eare and advanced his reputation not a little, perfwading rhe fimple peo¬ 
ple they brought him newes from fome (bad) Angels, concerning their 
happinelfe. Next night we were ufherd to Spavehawnet by a fervant of Me- 
loyemkgs the Kings FifcalJ who in treated the AmbafTadors to repofe a day 
or two there, till Spahawn had fitted it felfe for a folemne inrertainruent: 
where whiles we repofe we may remember, that molt of chofe Manzeils 
we have paft from Chehelmanor to his place, aretwixt twenty and thiitie 
miles afunder. The whole diftance is fomewhat above two hundred 
miles, as I computed them. 

The tenth of Aprillwee fet out from Spahavemt a village fix miles 
South from Spahawn: when we had gone a farfang (three miles,) vve were 
ftayed by the way to tafte a banquet in a fpacious garden of the Kings, 
whither rhe Englifh Agent and fuch other Chriftian Merchants as were 
in Spahawn came out to attend our Lord Ambaflador: a mile neerer the 
Cine, the Vjfier, the Sultan o f Spahawn, Meloyembeg and Hedge-aazar rhe 
Armenian prince with foure thou fan dhorfe and innumerable foot, came 
to bid us a happy entrance; the fields two miles from the towne were re- 
plenifht with vulgar men, women and childen \ the Sannyam like caterpil- 
lersfwarmd about usall together,^ a volley of thundering acclamations 
cried out Floftomody , Sujfowardyyht better fort Hojhgaldom i.e. welcome, 
heard y welcome: forty kettle Drums,Fifes,Tabrers, T ymbrels, dancing 
wenches,Hocus Pocufles,and other Anticks paft my numbring inobled the 
ceremony : the bridge was full of women on both fides 3 many of them 
infaire deportment unmafquedtheir faces. The firft place we alighted at 
. was the Conna-potfoangb, the Kings Pallace, placed at the Weft fide of 
the Medan or great Market: there the Noble men kneeled downe , and 
tejjakmd- three times killing the Kingsthrefliold,andas many rimes knock¬ 
ing their heads a gaioft the ground in an awfull obeyfance : Sir Hebert sher - 
/^fizedaed alfo and'contented them • a Cofdbafii ended the ceremo¬ 
ny in a panegyrick totbispurpofe : That theFameand excellency of shaw- 
Abbrn was fo great as had attracted a great Prince and other Gentlemen 
from the extreameft Angle of the world, to fee whether fame had been 
pamallirt his magnificence: no wonder, fince his radiant beames fpread 
themfeIves over all thellniverfe : that done, fome bottles of good Wine 
were lavifht out, after which with a continued clamour of thePlebeyans, 
we were couduQed to a brave houfe of the Kings, at the South- Eaft end 
of the City, through which, a deep broad water had its courfe into the 
■Bindery. 

The fourth day after our beingin Spahaven^ the Englifli Agent banquet¬ 
ed our Lord Ambaflador, aud fhewed us a rich and hearty welcome: to 
agrandize it, at night a Tanck of water was befet with lighted Tapers, ar¬ 
tificially uniting the two contrary Elements^ fqmbsaKo and other fire¬ 
works^ hat made allthe City gaze and gape with wonder.Nexr day Bodge- 
nazar was vifired at his houfe in Ielphea > a Chriftian he p r ofe fte s bimfelfe, 
hut(Imuftbe bold to tell him) his houfeis furniftitwich fueh beaftlypi- 
tftures,asno way relifh of honeft or Chriftian invention :amongft our other

cates, we had a rolled pig, a meat to Jew and Perfian infinitely offen- 
hve: the Wine flagons and Bowles here, were ofpureft gold, X defire to 
fpeak a little of thefe Armenians, that the reft of our Travailes maybe 
woven with more eafe and fewer mixtures. 

Thefe Armenians are cald allb Ulphelymi. rom the City they dwell in 
here, nam'd from their Metropole necrc Ararat. In habit they differ not 
from the Perfians, but live in equall freedome: ch ey profefle Chrift and 
account Saint Gwrge their Patron, from whom fomc think Georgia takes 
name, and not from raupyol» Husbandmen $ they aad the Georgians are 
habited alike: chisis their greateft difference, that the Georgians excell 
in warre, the Armenians in merchandize : this Image may well reprefenc 
them both. r 
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Ie is divided into major & minor: the greater is con find by Tart ary to 
the North, by Media and Ajjyria to the South: the Weftsnd Eaft with 
the Ettxin and cajpian Teas : It includes Albania , Georgia^ Iberia , 

&c. obfeured in other barbarous names, as Zttria , Gorverut , McngrcBia, 
Turq mania y Cara-calia. Gurgce, Hateen, and Sarhchya (from Gog and 
Magogj) and to which place, the ten Tribes were brought by Salma* 
mjfer the Afiyrian. 

They have two Patriarchs or Protomifts; one at lernjahnt j the other 
at Syna in Arabia 5 fometiraes they refide at Sir neer Tharfus or at Ecmca* 
%in neer Rhivan^ or Ervsn in shervan* Antioch their old Sea they dare not 
chalenge* liThey have the three firft generall Councells in great honour, 
ftudy the Latin tongue, (rare in AjU) ; they have twelve ticular Bifhops, 
three hundred fomefay 5 poore, but no way delpicable. They have the 
old and new Teftamems in their mother tongue5 the Letany alfo, part of 
which, is every Lords day read and expounded in the Churches: they ad- 
minifter the Lords Supper in both kinds J 3 read and Wine; and denyarcall 
prefence; they allow but our two Sacraments: Baptifme they celebrate 
after the Eutichyan fort, as Jacobus (father of the Jacobites) and lohannet 
Philipponm Anno Dorn. 550mif-taught them: the profelic gentiles or Mo- 
humedans in the fore-head with a burning croffe, others they baptife with 
two fingers , and .figne the Infant with the crolfe, as glorying in that 
hyerogliphick the Jews and Muflulmen efteeme fo ignominioufly of: are 
alfo great lovers of Tradition: they pray not for the dead imagining that 
till the generall day of doom they are without joy or torture. Five 
Sabbaths in every yearc they abftaine from fiefh, fifh, cheefe, and butter; 
in memory ofthofe fiye* Ages, wherein their barbarous forefathers ufed to 
immolate their children unco the old red Dragon: all wednefdayes and 
fridayes alfo in the yeare except from Barter to Afcentioo they fart pre¬ 
cisely : and no other Chrirtians are fuch ftriirt Lent-obfervers: for they re- 
fraync their wives that time; and from fiefh, fifh, milk, egges, butter; 
th'ofeforty dayes feeding only upon oyle, bread, honey, water, dates, 
cowcumbers, melonsf herbs, and the like. Ac other times they eat hogs 
fie fh. Before the three great Feftivalls, they faff: twelve dayes: they mar¬ 
ry betimes at nine or twelve yeers: the Layety are permitted to wed twice 
thvEccIefiaftiquesbut once: trigamy to all Is hateful!. The Presbitryare 
mi'ich honoured. Images in their Churches they deteft, but at home 
have pi&ures of Venus and Priapm* The crofle they regard, but worfbip 
nor^beleeve not purgatory, their Temples are but meanely beautifulL 
Obedience and refpeft to the better and elder fort is muchpra&ifd. They 
puiiifh theft and adultery feverely. In fome things they are butrefind Ido¬ 
laters : as in fome burialls,they lead about the Church an unfpotted Lambe 
with much folcmnity ; they then facrifice, divide and give each there a 
bitttocat; asaSimbol, or fuperftitious bond, obliging one another in 
love and charity: to mee iefeems they derive this cuftome from that of 
the tlebrewSj who ufed to divide a calfe, as Mofes records in 15. Gen. 9. 
and ai jlumie notes in the 3 4 Cbi 18.19- verfes. On good Friday they 
represent the paffion and burial! of our Saviour: during which, they weep 
and ingeminate cheirt^acaJation*;- On Barter they intimate the refurre- 
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dtion by a representative body, ufing all chat morning the old Salute of 
joy; He is riSen indeed: an Angelical! note they call it. That day they 
celebrate with great Feafts, the Mahomitans nor lews not daring to min' 
gle among them 5 The King allowes them that priviledge. They faft upon 
the Nativity of our Saviour. The lefuits labour to knit them into Rome^ 
but in vaine: they ftand much upon their Antiquity, and Dame two hun¬ 
dred grave and learned Bifbops fince their converfion, many of which 
were noble Martyrs or witneffes: the report of an envious Dong that they 
had fubmitted to Rome^ agniGngthe Pope their head, made Abbas ftorme 
and not to be pacified, till a thoufand of them were made headlefie : up¬ 
on which the reft implore help and revenge from the Tuck , railing a 
bloody Scean of enfuing Troubles. Some fay that Lodovic Granghr a Ie* 
Suite lately croft the black Sea into Mengreilla , where Threbtf-chmn en¬ 
treated him gently and by his charity they are much purged from fuper- 
fticion : which if So , 1 wonder that his name is of no more fame 
amongft them. 

1 feare 1 have made too large a parenrhefis. Let us therefore to Spa- 
hares againe, rhe Metropolis of the Perfian Monarchy ^ yea the greateft 
and beft built City throughout the Orient*

S P A w h A w n , (at this day the Perfian Metropolis) is in Artick 
elevation 3a degrees 39 minutes^ io longirude 86 degrees 30 minutes: dif- 
feringftotn Don Garcias accompt, whofe height exceeded not 3 r degrees 
30 minutes. In whofe defeription if I feeme prolix,impute it to my defire 
to give thee every thing ufefuii and obfervable. And in the firft place, 
in regard fome fuppofe her (like Agra) a ftarc-up Towne, wee will trace 
her m her variations as farre as my poore reading will well afford it ue 

1 hat it wasEcbatan^s Niger thinks)is ridiculous to Imagin; two thoufand 
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three hundred yeere ago it was called Dura ■, but whether in that Dura 
the haughty Affyrian erefted his golden Coloffe, 1 ffnde it not. Htcatom- 
pylos is the next name k had; recorded by Apod odor us, Polibias, Ptolemy, 
and Pliny,lib. 6 . c. 8 . fo denominated from her hundred gates; whereby we 
may imagine her in thofe dayes great and ftately ; and though in Alexan¬ 
ders covic^xt^. Curtim name her not, itfeemes (he then varied into rhac 
G reekilh nomendation: and of this name we have a ftory, that Demetrius 
Hycamr (SetorsCotme) thirfting after Syria and Jerufalem, was (uponhis 
trecherous killing Antiochm , Alexanders fonne, to make the conqueft 
eafier) affronted by Trypbon Lieftcnant of Syria, and forced to file to Ar~ 
bacestht Perfian Ring tor fuccour, who being acquainted with his unna- 
turall ambition, not only denied him the law of hofpicalfcy, but fent him 
prifoner to Hecatompylon, where he was fettered* till upon fubmiffion and 
promife of more obedience hee wasreleaft, and by v/ rbaces refeated in 
his owne Dominions. 

After that, Nymzamana,or halfe the world: (an Hyperbole borrowed 
from Rome, Epit omen Vtnverjtt) by Ben Jonas who was here Amo Hegira 
540. of our Lord it 60) Apbahan or Acfpachan ; by Mandevil ourcoun- 
triman (three hundred Sc forty yeersago) Saphaom and at this day is call cl 
Spawhawn for as they Sibboleth, Sphawbawn) and by molt writers diffe¬ 
rently fpelled, Spaha, Spacben, Acbaban, Aftachan, Izpaan, Spahan^ and 
Hifpaban, the errors fpringingfrom divedity of Idioms. From whence 
the name Spawhawn derives it fclfe,knoc knowneunto the Natives(I askt 
it them) how then Ihallwee get intelligence? tis a thing for certainty 
impoffible, yet will 1 venture a conjecture that it is either that old Town 
Spada. where Euouches werefirft gelded, or from a compound of Aft a 
(ahorfe) and Chaxma ( ahoufe, or ffob/e, or the like} Spawhawn per Aphe - 
rejin & Syncopen euphonically con crafted 5 the rather conjectured, in 
chat the Hypodrome (the body of the great My dan) was an old famous 
place, for view ofhorfes: if that content not, 1 muft ingenioufly confeffe, 
1 think this City was never named Hecatompjlon : fuch a one I know 
there was famoufed in many Authors : but by obferving the portion 57 
degrees 50 minutes in Vtolomy, I take Coom or Cazbyn to bee the relift of 
it: the ra'her, in tbar Ptolovy, Pliny, and Strabo Id their Geography, place 
A ft a in Parthiajm 36 deg.; a name from whence A ft abate# may credibly 
have been deduced : befides, thelar. is more agreeable : orperadventure 
from Afpadana which they place in 3 3 deg. Spawhawns latitude. 

Firft, fpeak we what £he has been for grandeur in older times, and with 
that we will couple our prefent obfervation. If I cxceed s excufe ii,preftatdc 
Carthagine facets, qmmpauca dieert . A. D. 645. of the Heg. 2j,by com¬ 
mand of Omar then Calyph of Mecca, Siet-ben~Abivakcz with a few troops 
of victorious Sarazens attempts to pluck violently from Tezdgirds head 
the then tottering Diadem of Perftafr at the third pull (having twice over- 
throwne him} effefted it, the glorious command of that Monarchy rhen 
eclipfing : which done, this Ben LAbivakez facks his two belt Townes 
Elmdin in Chaldea (built Anno Domini $20, by Kozrao, fonne to Kobodts, 
and yet the Alcoran fayes it fprangoutof hell) and Spahawnia Parthia. 
Alfo we may memorife her from Tangrolipix (aTurqueman, and Lord of 
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the-Z?/sft tccian Family, of whom the Ottomans) who in theyeere 1030. 
of the Hegira 410. ( Edward the Confeffbr ruling England, Gruffyth ap 
Llewellyn Wales,') was intreated by Mahomet then Prince of Perjea to ayd 
him againil Pyfaftris an incroaching Babylonian, which Tangroliprx did and 
profpered in. After thac,he helped him agafoft the invading Indy as,md in 
recompence of his good fervices, the Ttorque defires leave to paffe Araxis 
tovifit his conntrimen, betwixt the two Teas the Hyrcan and Euxine ; 
and by jealous Mahomet denyed andfo enraged, that lurking awhile in the 
Carmanian Defert, the Perfian gulph was at his pleafure. Bqt (vexing 
to be fo confin’d) marches againft the King, and at shyraz beats his twenty 
thoufand darftardly foldiers*and after that, oppofes 60000, then slfo vifto- 
rious-whereby Mahomet fled,£c with two much bade to get into spaham r, 
fell from’s horfc, and broke his neck, the Turks then fubjettiog Parthya. 

Racked-bila alfo 3 fonne of Almofler-Jba was flaine by Mazt/d, Anno 
1130. of the Heg. 510 and buried in Spahatm: which few for many, 

(hall (peak her antiquity in the name (he is now triumphant in. 

Speak we now of the magnificence: wee have told you how the dory 
of ben-Ahivak,ez a thou/and yeeres ago,cals her a great City, but gives us no 
better defcripaon. Ben-/os# (who fayes he faw it foure hundred feventy fix 
yeeres ago) affoords her twelve miles compafle, rich, and populous. Mau~ 
devel,A.D, 1 300 (which is above 3ooyeeresfince)faies that in his time (lie 
Was a noble City, A. D. 1474. Iofeph Barbarwwas here (Vfan Caffan reign- 
fog) and hee defcribes spahawn to bee a great and famous City, peopled 
with 1500000 foules, the Towne and Suburbs ten miles in compafle. Rab¬ 
bi 'Benjamin and Contarenvs the Venetian AmbalT. 80 yeere ago, relate 
that then fliee had 20 Italian miles in circuit, and Lemins the Portuguife 
fenc by ^Ibuqmrq to Sha-Ijmael^n. Horn .i j 13. reports her glorious. 

I (hall now more largely, and truly acquaint you with her prefent (lan¬ 
ding. Spaivhawn, Metropolis of the Perfian Monarchy, is (bated in the 
Parthian Territory now al'd^Ayracl^k. as Urn belie to that fpacious bo die 
at this day awed by the Perfian Scepter : from the Perfian gulph removed 
a hundred feventie nine far fangs, (of Englifh miles five hundred thir tie 
feven,)from the Cafpian fea a hundred and twenty Cirfangs (three hundred 
apdfixty milesjifrom shyraz two hundred twenty two miles/rom Babylon 
foure hundred and fifty, from Candahor eight hundred and feventie, from 
Cazbyn 370. In compafle at this day nine Englifh miles, including Circuit * 
feventy thoufand houfes, and of foulea above two hundred thoufand,com- 
pos’d (befides Natives) of Engljfli,Duch, Portuguiz’, Pole, Mufcovit, In¬ 
dian, Arabian, Armenian, Georgias,Turk, Jew, and others, drawne thi¬ 
ther by the magnet ick power of gaine and novelty: many things here are 
memorable $ which for order fake I will prefent you thus divided. The 
Mydan, Mofqqes, Hummums, Gates, Pallaces, Gardens, Monuments, 
and Ielphey the City adjoyoing. 

Let me lead you into the Mydan, into the which ere I can bring you, _ 
wepaffe over a welKbuilt Bridge of done, fupported by five and thirty * vsr * 
pillars, through which rhe Syndery (or Zindaren) from the Acrocerau- 
nian Mountafoes ftrtames gently; fpreading in rainie feafons here welnigh 
fobrpad as the Thames at London > but nothing fo navigable* in Summer

her Channels being difcovered. The Mydan or great Mwket, is without 
doubt the moft fpacious, pleafant , and Aromatick Market in the Vn i- 
verfe;a thoufand paces from North to South, the other way above two 
hundred, refembling our Exchange, or the place Royall in Parts t but fix 
times larger: the building is of Brick, well made,and in delight full mm* 
ner fabricated; the whole Mydm joynriy continued itheinfiJe is full of 
(hops, each fhop full of ware, archt above [and in a Cupolo ) atop tarraf- 
wifeframed, and with plaifter (like that of farts') cemented. This My- 
dan being the nobleft parr,isfo placed inthe heart of this triumphant City > 
The Kings Pallace(or Chonna-Potfhaugh)conjoynesche Wed Itdr of the 
Mydan, pofTeffing a large quantity backwards, but juts not to the ftrtee 
further than the other buildings, nor to the ftreet fide gives any magnifick 
front orftace, her beft bravery being in the trimme, pirgected and pain¬ 
ted with blew and gold, in mofaick or antick fortj interhe't with pofira 
of Arabick, either favoring of ©dentation (they deifie their Kings) or for 
indrudtion from the Alcoran; within, the roomes are archt, enlighten'd 
by curious trellizes, the roofe imboft above with red, white, blew, and 
gold, the fides with fports and painted Images; the groundfpread with 
rich and curious carpets of filke and gold, without ocher furniture. Tar- 
ralTed above, garnifht with a Pharoe over-topping many Mofqnes, and ex¬ 
cellent for view and breathing. The wildernefle behinde,is fild with ay cry 
Citizens, priviledg’d from hart or affrights, and for which they returne 
their thankfuil notes in a morefwife melodious conforr,than if they were. 
in the exa&eft vollyere in the Vniverfe. 

The North lie in the Medan, (hews eight or nine fpacious archt rooms, 
hung with Lamps and latten Candlefticks, which being lighted, gives a 
curious fplendor. Thither the Potfhawand others goto fee paftimes of 
tumbling, dancinggirls, and painted Catamites, that damned finne being 
tolerated by the Alcoran. The fur theft end North is appropriate for 
MyDts ; thefirft day filver, gold the fecond, next day braffe. Not farre 
theoce are viftualling (hops, wherein, to feed the helpfull belly,after the 
bufie eye and painfull feet are fatiated. 

Afore the Kings doore, and within the Hippodrome, lye unmounted 
one and thirty Demicannons ofbrafle,and twelve iron Cuiverins^brou^hc 
hither (by fome late over-throw they gave the Portngall or Turk) from 
Or mas or Babylon, Oppofite to this Paliace is a faire Mofque, but that ac 
the South end (of all others) moft excellent ; the omfide ftone,noc 
form’d to the CrofTe (the hyerogliphic of our falvation) as ours bee; hue 
round, either from the Talmud, figuring out Eternity,or from the Alcaba 
in Mecca,the fhape whereof was reveal’d to Abraham from heaven , pat- 
tern’d from that, ^^»!»(fayes their Alcoran) reatdin Paradife: within 'tis 
diftinguiftitinto lies,the wals lined 15 geometrickfoot high from the foie 
w ^ te weljpolifht Marble; without pews or feats :in center is a ftate*

out by fubterranean paflages inco many private houfes and gardens. With- 
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in the Medan the (hops be uniform e 3 the trades are no where fevered, bu£ 
united. Some be of Mercers,of Lapidaries feme,and moft of them of 
gums, drugs, and (pices iweec, fo delicate,asnot till cheo, could i fee

The other Mofques (call'd here Dear an dZ»tue) are orbicular for fhape; 
for fiohe, low and indifferently pleafant : the materials are Sun-burnt 
Bricks varnifht,and beautified with painted ppfies; few are without their 
Tancks (or cefteros of holy water) wherein all Muflelmen wafe their 
hands, armes, eyes, (having formerly bath’d their face, eares, breaft, feet,; 
as an operative work to purge finne, and conferre devorion; their other 
Church ceremonies I will con craft in the latter end of this book, under 
Title of their religion. 

The Hummums or Sudatories m this Citie are many and very beauti- 
full • quadrated fome,but moft be globous. The ftone is white,polifbt and 
durabletthe windows are large without,croffed,and to the inner fide,made 
narrow 5 the glaffe is thick, anneald and darkningj the top or covering, 
round; and tyld with a counterfeit Turquoife, perfeft blew, and very 
frelh and lafting : The infidcof thefehot houfesare dividedinto many 
cells or concamerarions, fomefor delight, others forfweatingin,all for 
life . of pure ftone all, all pav’d with jetty Marble : men ufe them com¬ 
monly in the mornings, women towards night $ the price is final Jjbut fo 
generally us’d as makes the gaine abundantjtis the Catholicon againft all 
difeafes, colds, Catarrhs,flegm,aches, agues, tuesvmerea See. the womens 
being there, is knowne by a linnen cloth difplayed at the doore, fee 
there (as a warning peece) by the jealous Eunuchs. The City is ovall, * 
each houfe delighted by large Cypreffe gardens: the wall is of no force 
againft the confounding vomit of the flaming Cannon ^ it is of ufe againft 
horfe, and (hock of Launces; foqie parapets and bulwarks it has,of more 
imitation than ufe 5 the Perfian magnanimity ever choofingto dye rather 
than be inclos’d or feiged. It has a dozen Portreffes, of which, foure are 
ftmeup. Gouldefit Chaly , Mergh, and chrbaugh^mzde th’entrance of a 
royall garden, Th e eight are thefe, Ha^ena-baut ( open in g towards shy- 
ra& and the gulphj De-cridefi (to Babylon and k_At dwell) Tockzy (to Ca- 
f)an 7 Casbyn and Tabryz.) Kerrom ( to Tezd and Cawreflan) Lamboen{to Ha - 
mad**.) Sheydack^ Madayan (opens to Candahor and Indy a.) Tovobara and 
Daheaet. 

The Pallaces are few, the Kings houfe in the Medan $ that where wee 
were lodged, belonging to the King, but made ready for our LordAm- 
baflador : coma Melejembeg^Tamafcoolibeg an&Haram Begum are all I 
faw, worth remembring : thefirft, is low, painted without, guilt within, 
well watred and inclofed with fragrant gardens. The laft, a Serallo^ fa¬ 
mous forpretious treafure and as valuable beauties, of which (being dan¬ 
gerous to inquire or view) wee will fpeake in filence * the Caftle is very 
large, well wall’d and deeply moated: arm’d with fome brazen peeces, 
but better defended by a troop of ieane fac't, beardleffe, memberleffe 
Eunuchs, who like fo many angry Sagictaries guard their Ladies. The bat¬ 
tlements are pleafant tolooke on, but no doubt the Horyzontall plaine 
which is eafily dilcovered from thirty rifiog Turrets there, yeelds moft 
pleafure. 

The gardens challenge our attention 5 chan which for grandeur and 
fragor, no Citie in Ajia out-vies her. It inclofes fo many, that at fome di- 
ftance from the City, you would judge it a Foreft; fo fw eer, you would 
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call it Paradize : all whole excellencies wewili joyne in one at the South- 
Weft end of SpuwhaipttjNazerjareeb by name, a garden famoufed defer- 
vedly over all this Monarchy. 

If you go from the Medan, you paffe by Cfterhaugbl through an even 
delicate ftreet two miles long at the leaft, moft part of the way wall’d on 
both fides,beftrew'dwkh Moholls or Summer houfes, but more remark¬ 
able in that abundance of greene, broad, (preading, Chcuore trees, yeel- 
ding (hade, and incomparable order and beauty; the garden Cor rather 
fruit Forrcft) of Nazerjareeb is circled with a (lately wall about three miles 
in compare, entred by three gates ftroug and elegantly (haped. Prom 
North to South it gave mee athaufand paces, from Eaftto Weftfeven 
hundred, from one end to the other eafily difeovered, by reafon a faire 
open Ally (like that in fount ainb'leau) runs along in pareUell, diftinguiffic 
into nine Afcents, each furmounting other a large foot, each diftance 
fmooth and even. In center, is a fparious Tanck, made into twelve equal 
(ides, each fide orfquareis five foot, fiid,and roundfet with pipes of lead 
which (after the Jtalick fort) fpoursout theliquidelemenc in variety of 
conceits and poftures; that fort of paftime continuing thence to the 
North gate, where is rais’d a pile of pleafnre, antickly gamifht without5 
within, divided into fonre or fix chambers; the lower, is fet out with 
Tancks of rich white Mitble,and fumes out a coole breefe, by quaffing up 
fo much chryflaline water as makes it bubble thither by a conftreyned mo¬ 
tion, cut by incredible toyle thorowthe Corooian Mountaiue. 

The higher roomes are garnifhc with variety of landskips,and repre- 
fents their way of fporting, hawking, fithing, riding, (hooting, wraftling, 
courting, and other fancies; theroofe or feeling is iuricht with beaten 
goId,imboft with azure. But, what feemd to mee moft excellent, was 
the view we enjoyed from her TarrafTes, which affoorded us a dainty pro- 
fpeft of moft part of the City; which, (fave at Kaftans Tombe,upon a 
hill two miles thence) elfewhere cannot be obteyned. This garden is 
replenifk with trees of all forts; for medicine, for (hade, for fruit: all fo 
greene, fo fweet,fo pleafant, as may well be term'd a compendium offenfe- 
raviftiing delights, or King Abbas h is Paradife. 

Monuments fliould come now to our defcription: but I found few to Mommmtt 
feed my eyes upon. Rujfans Tomb mnft be one (two miles from Spa- 
barm) behind the Garden wee laft fpoke of: a T omb fcarce difcern’d by 
fhape, but by the Gowers Cabala pre ferv’d from Ob! ivion. To fee it,we e 
foot it to the very top of an Imperious Mount, where is only a hollow 
Cave, whether cut by Art or Nature fcarce difcemable. His grave is here, 
his Image^c a place neere shyraz (from his gigantive fhape ingraven of old 
in a black-marble precipitious mountaiue} No 3 a or Nogdi RjtJian, a brave 
Cavalier fuch time as Artaxerxes (Queen Hejlers husband } wore that Di¬ 
adem. A.D.3 5 oo.but envie (the heyre ofperdition)fo burnt in the wrath, 
full heart of his unnatural 1 brother sharpgad, that when Rufian was hot in 
chafe, he fell into a dreadful) pit, cover’d with boughes as if it had hatcht 
no danger, but in prefects ting his hate was alfo fiaine by a Dart RuJ?a» 
flung up to retaliate him. Such was the end of valiant Ka/?rf»,of whom the 
Gowers (the old Perfians ) fable more than we of BtUyank or Ogerozhs 
-Dane. - Neere 
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Neere which > and neerer the Citie is Darius (or rather Xerxes) mount: 
a rifing hillock;, and whence, Xerxes viewd the innumerable Army he had 
jn that large Plain, weeping, upon a meditation that in fo few yeeres none 
ihonld be living, a Notion true,and fo otter than he predicted; for what by 
Themifeocles alhore, and Leonids atfea, at Safamys and Thermopile his 
huge Armie m :lted away, and quickly became numerous. 

Not far re thence,ride we to the Acroccrauuum hills ( I meane not thofe 
ofEpire knowne to Ptolemy) hard and loftie. Through which , bold daring 
Abfas is forcing paflage^hongh he efFeft it not under twenty yeeres,and by 
th'inceflant toyle of 40000 (fomtimes aooooojmenyo invite a fweet river 
to spahawn, c hat runnes contentedly to it felfe fifty miles thence,and is by 
this X beleeve effefted ; which when it is,may well compare with that old 
■wonder, intended by vaine-glorious Nero ’ewixt Ofeia and Amrnm , now 
call’d licola. 

Within Spahawn I found none. Give that Columne or Pillar ofheads of 
men and beafts,ere&ed as a Trophy of the Kings oath and as a Monument 
of the peoples levity. Ac the bafe tis twenty foot round and threefcore 
high or there-abouts, for (to my flaame I confelTe iz)l forgot to meafure it. 
The occafion this, of erecting it. 

Amo i^oo. Heg. s so.fuch time zsTamas jhaw ruled Perfia, and Gumza 
added to the luftre of that Diadem: this Cirie(furfetting with luxurie, for 
Vbi uber 3 ibi tuber , fa yes Apuleius Jrefus’d not only to contribute reafonably 
to the Kings occafion s (at that time troubled with Turk and Tartar) but 
moft audatioufly with ftood his defired entranceva rebellion fo infufferable 
as made himfweare a revenge fcarce to be paralleld-With fury he affaults, 
in rage enters , firing a great part and in allhoftile feverity pillaging each 
houfe 5 and to conclude, regarding neither the outcries of old men, weak 
women, nor innocent children,in two dayesfae made headlelfe 300000 of 
thofe late Spahawni ms, and (from Tamber Ian's rigid example at Damascus) 
ere&s aTrophy(this pill it) of their heads,as a memoriall of their bafenes : 

quit difeordia cives perduxit m * feros. Another folio we s. 

Abbas , by haftie death of Father and elder Brother (impatient of cor- 
rivaifhip) 


No faith in fellow rukrs i power or feats 
Admit of eon fort to participate. 



lops off all fuch branches 39 might eclipfe the fplendour of his crowne, 
by power or Title, fpeeding to Spahawn to make knowne his poffeffion 
by fuch ceremonies as befitted him. The Citizens in ftead of meeting him, 
fend him a choking mefTage reviving the cruelty done Hemyr Hamzt Mir- 
jeer his brother, and old Mahomet 3 which fo exafperates Abbas that by his 
fathers foulest be feven refulgent Orbes,by BifmiSa and Mahomet he vowes 
their payment. They bid him doe hisworftyhee befi ges them; they 
regard it not • they expel! his fury with equall force, and for a moneths 
fpace hold together and doe like men. Yet in the end victuals grow fiiort 
and he diverts the river; fo as many fteale away, chufing rather to die by 
hazard than endure a famine: Abbas takes his time and enters it, killing 
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for two houres, men,women, and children ? commanding a pillar to be 
advanc't ot the heads of ail the RebeJIs, which had been done had not the 

Mufti (in imitation Attrqtian ^ who 
when he took Lhyana (having fworne 
the death of them all) made all the 
doggs be hang’d up) in commiferation 
feigned a vifion from their Prophet, 
that (fo the pillar were rais'd of heads) 
no matter though beafts heads did it$ 
Abbas pardons them: and forthwith a 
generall maffacre of all kind of beafts 
infued, the Innocent fnffering for the 
Nocent,andofwhofe heads and thofe 
mens already flame, this Monument of 
mercileflc mercy was reared;, outbra¬ 
ving for height all the Mofques within 
Spahan>»fh<m$\ now growne ruinous. 
Such another is in Sumachy twixt Erez- 
and Derbtnt. 

lelphey is the laft part wee propos’d 
concerning this great Citie: the feite 
refembles Vera to confiantinople , or 
Southvpark^ to London } the river Sys~ 
dtry interpofing. Tis call'd a Suburb 
as be Gomr-dbaxt, Abbas-ebautj chan- 
zabaut y Azenabant^ and Cheigh-Saban. 
Though indeed they are peopled with 
men of one religion , admitting very 
little mixture. 4 Ielphy is govern’d by 
a peculiar" Podeftate an Armenian 
Prince, Hodge/Nazar by name, indeed 
a Chtiftian Merchant: hee and his en¬ 
joy freedomejof confcience , but for 
meay matters are at the difpofirion of 
the avaricious King. In lelphta (nam’d 
from another of that name in Armenia 
(old Ariaramsfes l tjeleeve^ mentioned 
hy Toriellus J the people are numbred 
ten thoufand, in AzenabdUt fouretfjoufand families. lelpheh by fome writ 
Col fa and (ffimtfa 1 j hut 1 think I have better hit our Dialed. The Jelphe- 
lyns are habited like the Perfians, but differ in face 5 moft of rhefeand the 
Georgians having brighter haire , and more modeft eyes than the Maho- 
mitans. They are generally Merchants, and to fay truly, but Fa dors for 
the King,who exafts an account at their death.and inherits their poleffions. 
Theyprofeffe Chriftianicy caught them errooioufly by Iacobm the Syrian 
Monoth elite. They have two Protomifts, one herein lelphey 3 th’other re- 
fides fomtimesat si&neere T^r/jWjOther-times at Ecmeajin not forte from 
Ejvan or Ervan, Their religion I have already fpoken of. 
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Gowerabaut is another Suburb ? named from the Gowers that people it \ 
nick-nam'd fronnheir Idoktry^being Relifts of the ancient Peifians, and 
fuch as at this day be the Vetfees in Jndya. The Perfians account not of 
them, partly fromtbeir cycle to the Country 9 partly from their indnftrie 
afhaming the Perfians in their idleneffe. They adored the Sanne (call’d 
Uythra) a reprefentator of a more powerfull Diety; their Flamens a fore 
of Platonifts, acknowledging many creatures to be moft excellent, bnt no 
way comparable to God the Creator, theexaft center of all perfection* 
fulchrum cmlumtfulchrd terrafedpulcbriorquifecit ifea^e.Ho wbeit they 
have falne from that, and at this day deifie an elementall fire, which like 
the veftalls never extinguifhes, Ztrtoefe their Lawgiver in his 2 undavaftm 
above two thoufand yeefea agoe (they fay ) commanding them. Their 



marriages are fuch as we have fpbkeii of at Surat among the banifhc Per- 
fits now; their burials differ .The Indyan Gowers or Per fees expofe the dead 
car caffes to the Suns rage till he have eaten thcm s but thefe put them in;he 
hollow of a facred Tree, Handing upright, fupported by the bole, till 
Magick obfervation releafe chem,that if the Vultur pick out his righ t eye 

firft, 
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firft,he is in Paradife-ifthe lefty a Cacoilmen vexes him^ theyfeaft orfaft 
hereby, as joy or farrow is oceafioned. Thefe people are moft'of them 
mecbanicks and husbandmen: few of them either Schollers, Soldacs, or 
Soldagars(a$they terme theirMerchants: J their haBit varies burlitcle from 
the common mode, fave diac rheir headpeece is ftfhioned to the garbe of 
Hyrcama* The women fliew-their faces' (a thing very obfervable) their 
apparel is tm&ttr’d with yellow (refembling the burnifht imbrodery of the 
Sunne)a flam e-coloured fcarfe hanging loofe behind them, many of them 
whether out of zeale or poverty ( I' know not ) ufe neither fhooes nor 
landalls. The farewell to thefe Gowers ftiall terminate our defcription. 
ofspawhawn 5 this onely remembred , that rhe Portuguke Friers have 
two houfes here 5 of the rales of Carmel and Augufiin^ their Chappell 
is guilt andfurnilht with Organs, Altars, Crucifixes, Images,Stc. with 
which,they hope to convert men to the Papacie : but Armenians love no 
Innovation , and the Perfiansin their Zeale contem'ne Images^ yet, they 
fervb for efpialls, to fend Intelligences toG^ andGhriftendome. 

We entred Spabawtn he tenth of April,andon-May day departed thence 
for the Court, then at Ajharajf'm Moz&ndram about foure hundred'Englifh 
miles diftant North. 

Our firft nights journey was to Rtegm (or Reig) an houres riding from 
Spahavene. Thence-forward we made(by reafon of the intolerable heat) 
pale Cynthia and Ar&urm our night guides, all day refrefhing in the Car- 
rava»fran>s^ good refting places ifgnats forbid it not. From! Rugm we 
travelMto sardahan fixceene Englifh miles,St next nght we made Whomg 
our Manzxil being feven and twenty miles from Sardahan. N ext night to 
Towgebawt a boufe and garden of the Kings,for beauty add fweetneffe com-, 
parable to any other in Part bya- the more obfervable , being feated in a 
barren curfed fandie foile, chatnpaigne, and terrible to inhabit"in. But 

’the binding Ro fi gr8WS here! the Violet HicTofa purpuieo, credit lubiamda colore 

And Varthyan Mirtle in choije order fit ! Et Yiolc omn: genus Ilic eft. & Pat-byca Bsirtusl 

for five hundred paces it every way gives a firies of all. forts of Perfian 
fruits and flowers, Pomgranads,Peaches, A pricocks, Plums, Apples,Peares, 

Cherries, Chefnuts, Damask, red and white Rofes, and ocher flowers in* 
numerable, fru&ified by a cry flail rivolet,intermixt with many delicate na¬ 
tural! and artificial! Grottoes, Labyrinths, Meanders, and Voiliers, with 
Sudatories or Hummnms of good ftone, pav'd with choife white Marble 5 
the Mohull or Summer Lodge bragging of a dozen chambers, delicate in 
view, rich in gold imbofments, and proud in th’Architeft, all fafeguarded 
from fand and Health, by a defenfive wall that hinders (fave in one rifing 
hillock in midft of the fix defeents) the affrighting fight of the circumvol- 
vingWilderncffe. 

Who calls himfelfe a Traveller, muft not imagine pleafure his Object, 
tis paine and miferie muft entertain e him oftneft. Other wife,I could have 
lull’d my felfe in this laft Paradife : but on wee muft and try the diffe-> 
rentfe. 

From Tawgcbagh wee got next night to Bamt fixfarfangs or 18 miles ‘ 

Y 2 diftant, 
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diftant, nothing memorable, fave an old Caftle in the way, which, by Cyn¬ 
thia s palenefTe, we could hardly difeover. From Bavet wee got by break 
of day to Obi gar my , both of them houfes of the Kings , who has at every 
twelve miles end a feverall Lodge betwixt Spmhawn and the Cafpiaa Sea 
like thefe, and wherein our AmbafTadour had the honour to repofe. And 
now we are paft the danger; let me tell it you. Moft part of the laft night 
wee croft amiferableinholpitable fandie Delart, ten long miles broad, in 
length a hundred: where we beheld mountain es ofloofe fand, accumula¬ 
ted by the winds fury in fuch heaps as upon any great wind the craft is loft, 
and paflengers (too oft) involv’d and ftifled by that impetuous mtrcilefle 
Tyrant, yea Camels, Horfes, Mules, or other beafts, though ftrong, fwife 
and fteady, perHh without mercy: Albeit the King (to do as much as may 
be for prevention) has rais'd at every 3 miles end a Caftle , but by the un» 
ftable foundation ,is in March & September in defpighe of their beft props 
yeerely peece-meale torneafunder, without any remaines of their late 
ftanding. This our laft nights travell was thirty miles. Next night wee 
rode one and twenty miles to Suffedave , an old rotten weather beaten Inn 
©r Carravans-raw,and placed in part of an unfodable Dtfarr. Our next 
nights lodging was at Syacow ten farfangs (or paraffangs as Pliny calls them) 
thirty miles Englifh 3 notable in her Caxravans-raw, built from the ground 
of good free ftone, white and polifht, and was the fir ft building of that ma¬ 
teria 11 I faw in eight hundred miles riding; a word ofour laft nights jour¬ 
ney. The moft part of the night we rode upon a caufey broad enough for 
ten horle abreaft, built by incredible labour and cxpence over a moft 
dreadfull Defart, eevenand affoording a plaine Horizon ofjboggy loofe 
ground,cover'd a top, a yards depth with pure fait, as white as faow$ a mi- 
ferable pafTage, for if either the wind force the Calc abroad like duft,or that 
by any accident Horfe or ,CameJJ miftake the way, the quaggy bogg up¬ 
holds them not, but fuffers them to finck paft all recoveries a pafTage more 
feared, from fomeforlorne hopes that pillage pafTengers; Godbebleft, 
wee efcapedchis, but not another, little leffe formidable; for wee had no 
foouer paft the fait Defart, but ofneceffity wee muft climb over and about 
hills, fo high and glomerating, as if Olympus had beene cut out into Deda- 
lian labyrinths. From Syacow wee rode next night S2 miles, moft pare 
was over other fait vaft Defarts wherein thoufaeds have perifhed, and 
would yet, did not a like large deepe grounded caufey fecure the pafTage: 
And here we pitcht our Tents, old god Terminus in this place limitcing 
Partkya from further branching North, fromwhofe high tops looke wee 
back and memorize her that was once MiftrriTeof Ajya, and formidable to 
the Roman Emperours. In the Scythick tongue fhee meanes a ftranger, 
(as in his twelfth book) given by the rude Tartar, as to us the name 
Welch, by the barbarous Saxon. The Parthyan Diadem was once gartriflac 
with two and twenty Kingdomes, encircling moft part of Afya. From 
which luftre fhee fell; but after iongeclipfe, by vercue of the Sophyao 
ftemme, has recover’d a great part of her former bravery. Tis now call'd 
HyeraCjCimamW Agemy y to diltinguifh it from that including Babylon. Hee 
°j. • l CS were ribag^ca^ Apamea , Tapir a, Choama y Araciana , Semina^ - and 
.MfZtti her monntaiaes promtsidbkerenii Mar dor anii^ and Parchoatri\ not 
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eight hundred miles in circuit, hilly and barren, yet breeding men both 

wife and valiant. . . . • 

Next night (Dww ruBniog cheerfully through her Zodiac; wee rode 
eiehteene long miles to Get, z a pretty Lodge belonging to the King: the 
greater part of this nights journey was through the bottoms of traniefied 
Taurus whofe ftupendious forehead wets it felfejn the ayery middle re¬ 
gion* the fretum or lane is abut forty yards broaTf, even below, and be- 
Irew’d with pibbles; either fide is wall’d with an amazing h*1, higher 
than to reach up at twice {hooting , and for eight miles fo continues/ 
aur^eia ° with the relapion P liny aod Solinus make of ic : a prodigious paf- 
ffge whether by Art or Nature queftionable : I allude it unto Nature 
(Gods hand-maid.) But if it bee the fame which Pliny cz\hCafpt£ port* ^ 
B'rtius* Cafphrnm Claaftra • Strabo, and Ptolomy, PiU CafpueMedicV vtl 
Unity and Zanueaby Dio. Siculus z I then grant Semyramys (who did 
what fhe could to eternize her name) effected it, and from her was call a 
fib semramfo, as Niger has it. Howbeit,the Perfians appropriate it to 
Mortys-mh who with his Hieing Sharefheer for the eafeof his people 
made it: a fword after their Cabala a hundred cubits long; and where¬ 
with at one blow h$beheaded ten (or as fomefay, a hundred) thoufand 
Chriftians : of no credit, in that P liny (er e Mortis-Ally was borne) thus 
writes of it, Rnptura eft Montis longit udine otto mill: pajf: anguftiftma^zc. 
But though they ratifie their ftory of Ally with an oath, from mee they get 
no other beliefe concerning ic thm this. Have jabulam hngitempom 
mendaciafinxit. t J -ru » 

Of more certainty is this, a Perfian in our company told me. l hat a 
dozen yeeres ago, a valiant thiefe with five hundred horfe and three hun¬ 
dred Mufquets defended this narrow ro'ade againft all paffeugersjnone paf- 
fingnor re -parting without Tribute. The-King of Larry-Ioon 0 and other 
monntaneers frown’d at his fawfinefTe, and thi'eatned his banifhraenc * but 
fuehftormes made good mufick tohiseares: Abbas growes cholerick to 
bee fo bearded by an ordinary fellow, andfcorncs to honour his over¬ 
throw by an Army : forknowinghehad many Cavalleers about him, he 
doubted not by their courages to fetter him: he moves ic and propoles a 
reward: but they had heard thethiefe was of incomparable fortitude and 
dexterity ; fo as by long filence Abbas findes their feare, and grows pale 
at it: yet ere hee could give his rage a vent, a bold Armenian under-takes 
it: the King embraces him, and breaths frefla courage into the hardy Chri- 
ftian, who excellently mounted, fmgles out the gladded thiefe .that doub- 
ted lotto msfter fo f^re a beaft with fmall oppofall. Ic was hit cuftome 
to give good play; ufually commanding his company to look on if one 
or leffe than five entred the ftrait; fuchhigh confidence hadhe in his va¬ 
lour and dexterity 5 in Chore fpace they met, but parlee in Marshy 
language - the Armenian (in all points fitted for a fierce encounter) fol¬ 
lowed his blowes with fuch skill and fury, that after long fight and much 
bJocdfhedon either party, upon clofe hee made death a paltage: a victory 
fo irldome to hk men (whofe lives depended on his Carety) that like ro 
Beares they fell upon the vifitor Armenian., who had doubdene there ex¬ 
pire d 3 had not an Ambufh of many brave Coofei-bathacs broke oiit a ° 
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relieved him 5 by whofe fudden aflault the wretched theeves were quick¬ 
ly facrifiz’d unto their Maher. , The Chriftian remrnes to Court crown’d 
with a glorious Laurell. Abbas addes to his luftre and gives him a brave 
command, fo infupportable to the weak fotile of this roo-ftroug Cham¬ 
pion, that to content the King and gronnd his handing, he renyes his pro- 
feffion,though an Ocea$oftearcs fried by his beloved countrymen fought 
to waft him from the Alcoran. But fee the end of fur h Apofbcy. Al¬ 
beit the King had caufe to hug him in his bofome, fo excellent and fortu¬ 
nate prov’d heagainft the Tartarrsy yet jealofie (rather divine vengeance) 
fo hung old Abbas that without any triall or acquainting-any man with 
his reafon, bee commands Lotfa-beg to cut his head off, fuch time as hee 
Was fingiug a lullaby to his good-fortune. 

Our next nights manzeil was at ff^/zw^feighteene miles from Gezz.) 
a well built Towne it is, and pleahmtly feared, the earth being mellowed 
by a Tweet rivolet, that purls from the cops of Taurus rom whofe ver*> 
tue the ground is richly appareld in greene, and requites the painfull huf- 
bandman with a happy acknoledgement of Olives, Walnuts, Rice, Wheat, 
and Wood in great abundance : bidding a fad farewell to that healthy 
Village, the next night we rode 20 miles to Perifcawj.e. a broken Moun¬ 
tain : a Town fomtimes honoured withthe Kings refidence; not that the 
beauty of hishoufe (but ordinary) allures him, choyfe hawking, Phefants 
and other game mor^delighting him here than any other part of farthia. 
The Pole is here elevated fix and thirty degrees ; the Towne b refrefht 
with chryftallin-water,fweet and advantagious to the earth and her inha¬ 
bitants : tis built upon the brow of a high (well woodded) divided hill, 
whofe top has beene crown’d with a vaft Caftle, but now by age or warre 
(the canckerwormes of all temporaries) is moath-eaten, her ribbs onely 
appeare, exprefling defolation and famine. O a e Ma hummed commands 
the Towne, andkeepes the fwordandskale,butis I feare dame Afirem 
corrupted fervant: no marvell if in a difcontenced humour fhee has left 
the earth, in Perjia (efpecially in Perifcew) Juftice is fo odly ballanced. At 
our entrance into this Towne, (to extort a bribe from the Ambaflador) 
hehangd one Perfim, cut offanothers nofe, and mutilated a third man, 
to fhew his authority more than otherwife 5 their fault was, for Healing 
a trifle of two (hillings value from a footman ferving the Englifh Agent; 
another was ready tobee’truft up, but a mefl3ge was fent to my Lord 
Ambaflador, that if hee pleas’d to beghis life itfhould be granted him: 
my Lord Ambaflador very gladly ranfom’d him with fomewhat more 
than a meere complement. Complaint wasalfom^dle a gain ft a Farmour 
for thrafhicg a whore agaioft her will; Nlonfem Radamanth bids geld 
him, and to hang his ftbnes at her eares as two pendant^ the gulph of 
Perfia afforded none fo precious: the pcore wretch humbly befeecht him 
to /pare his ufefull parts, fo did his aftonifht wife, foas after much medi¬ 
ation of friends and thirty pounds fyne, upon promife to grinde in his 
owne mill ever after, all b hufht, and each part fatisfied. But each man 
cried out, a fevere Cenfor is this Daragnod. I read chut the barbarous 
Ga ules had fuchacuftome, ft furaverit quod valet 40 denar, aut mcecha- 
bitur % vel cajiretttr c^c. But here many times they have fuch tricks 
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co encompaffe money. Well may they therefore clamour out. 

Gold forfeits faith , perverts the poore mans right. Auto putta fides, auro tamalia lura, 

Gold makes the LarvaJlavs 3 whereJhame wants fight. Aurum lex ftqm mr, mos fine lege prior. 

After two dayesrepofe in P erifeow^ we jogd on ^ the Court then being 
little more than a hundred miles from us. Our fir ft nights journey from 
Verifcew was to Cheer ^ foure and twenty long miles, and tedious; fome 
part was over terrible hills, other part through whittling dales ^ in both 
which we were fo weatherbeaten with a raging ftorme of wind and haile 
bred in Tart ary , andfore'e over the Cafpian tea "which from hence if the 
feafoo had permitted wee might have feene) that it not onely tooke away 
our fight and hearing, but threacnedour braines^ for in defpight of our 
beft skill and doling one with another,it feparated usj infomuch as we had 
hardly recovered our companies^ had not the melodious noyfeof the 
braying Mules, and jingling of the Cammells bells revoked, yea untwifted 
us out of chefe Cafpian or ZagrUn ftraits; through which; when neither 
Sunne, nor Moone, nor Starre befriends, whofoever hereafter travel 1, 
let them (if they would prevent precipitious falls) borrow Thefeus his 
thred, or be content to wander in endleffe labyrinths. From Cheer wee 
rode next night foure and twenty miles, to a fmali Village whofe name I 
have infortunatly loft: the Frogs (the Bul-balls or Philomels of this mar- 
rifli place) it may be were the caufers of it, affembled in fuch troopes, and 
chirping fuch lothfome tunes,that we wifht/^ferhadbeento give them 
another King*, for 

The prat ling Frogg (thinking his langn age good) G arf ula limofis rana 

Croakgsfruitfully in his beloved mud. co *xat aquu. 

To Aliavarryjne and twenty miles from the Town of Frogs we rode next 
night: a very fweetand pleafant place in water, wood, and ftoreofPhe- 
fants j a bird in thefeHyrcanian Towns, and neerethe river Phafis in Men- 
grellya (Choices ofold) originally breeding: I a fan and his Argonauts firft 
made them knowne to Greece; when hence he fore’e their Sheep, bearing 
fleeces of gold,or gold-meriting fleeces. Next night we got to Tdecaw, five 
and twenty miles from AUiavar , oblervable in the Kings houfe, and that 
the common Manfiona and Churches here , differ not in fliape from ours 
of the poorer fort in England. Next night wee got into Jjharaff, a Citie 
upon the Mare Cafpium. The EmperoUr of Per fa was here, and had long 
expetted the Ambaffadour$ unwilling to remove hence, till he came,that 
he might fee the extent of his Empire,and left wee ftiould report in Europe 
that there was no graffe (nor grace) in Perfa. The Sultan of the Towne 
and fifty Cofelbattaes brought us into Afliarajf and utter'd us to our lodg¬ 
ing \ I may fay us, for the ceremony befitted not fo great a peifon as an 
Ambaffador. 

Asha ka ef (or Ahafuraff.lfaxe not fay fro Ahafaerm Jis 2 long miles 
from the Cafpian Sea. It is feat ed low, and many fait Marifhes circum- 
volveher^ is but meanly watered j no other but afmallfpring trickling 
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from the Taurifian Mountains drils in two branches thorow it, the broader 
of which is not five yards over. The ground is reafonable fat, but Mculti- 
vated : the greater part of her Inhabitants ploughing In campo martio. I 
judge two thoufand Families live in thisTowne, and no doubt encreafes 
daily, the King having but of late affe&ed this place, his Pal lace but newly 
finiihed,and Farrabant the Hyrcan Metropolis but five miles Weft remo- 
, ved hence, where the feat Royall hasbeene kept for many Ages. Akajje - 
baut alfo,two miles hence, furpafles for a curious Summer houle.exceJJs all 
his other houfes for a delicate view, Imagery, Huramum, Water-works, 
and a Forreft ftored with game of all forts: it I fay, attra&s the King, who 
(where ever hee ftayes long J makes great Cities of final 1 Villages. The 
Buzzar here is bat ordinarie • the Mofques are not to be admired , the 
Kings Pallace is vaft,and notable only in her Gardens: the building ltfelfe 
is confufedly divided into three or foure Mohols or banquet ring houfes, 
great and gorgeoufly painted; which,- were they united might better de¬ 
light the eye, and caufe the Architect to be commended. I will /peak 
more ofit at the AmbafTadors audience. 

The pole Artickis here elevated eight and thirty degrees, feventeene 
minutes; it is due North from spahawn , as wee obferved in our ftar-light 
travel!, (for the day es are raging hoc, and not to be travel I’d in or jeafted 
with) krSurus was ever juft before us: from Ormns tothis place are athou- 
fand Englilh miles: from Spah&wnjdxtzt hundred and fifty ,or there-abouts^ 
as reckoned. 

The Am- But before I give you a furvay of Uircanhi , let mee pr efent an effay of 

bafador has my Lord Ambaffadours audience and entertainment.- After foure dayes 

Audience, reft, the King (or Emperour, Pot (haw they call him) was pleas'd, without 
long warning to aifigne him his day ofaudience. It was the five andewen- 
tieth of May, our Sabbath, and the fag-end of their Ramazen or Lent ^ ad¬ 
vantageous to the Pot-lhaogh, for it (pared him the charge of a royall Ban¬ 
quet. My Lord Ambafiadour had Sir Sobert S her ley in his company, and 
feven or eight other Englifh Gentlemen, his followers: good reafonit 
was fome Sultan or other ftiould have convoy’d and (hewed him the way, 
(the Court being a quarter of a mile diftant from our houfe) but it Teenies 
they wanted breeding, or,that fome other myfterie was in it: for,no other 
than a footman from Mahwiet-Ally-beg proffer’d a com piemen r,every way 
fo courfe that the Ambaflador had no patience to digeft it, fave by equall 
contempt to inculcate in the Perfian mode, and fend him thankleffeback 
againe. To the Court at length wee got, no noife, no admirers, faw wee 
there neither f, by which we prefume d, the Towne knew not of our going 
thither, which I wonder at, fince Ablm of all forts of honours counted to 
have ftrangers at his Court, the higheft. Ac our alighting, an ordinarie Of¬ 
ficer bad us Hofh.galdom andufber'd us into a little Court da guards that 
flood in rhe center of a fpatious Court: in it was no other furniture fave a 
few Perfian Carpets fpread about a pretty white marble Tanck or Pond 
fill’d with warer: here we allftayed, and for two houres fpace junketced 
upon Veto and wine „ nothing fo good in tafteas the materiall they were 
ferved in,the flaggons, cups, diflies, plates and covers,being of pure beaten 
gold5 thepce, wee were led by many Sultans, thorow a fpatious and fra¬ 
grant

grant Garden which was curious to the eye, and delicate to the fmdl $ to 
another Summer boufe, richin goldimbo fluents andpainting} butfarre 
more excellent in a free and royal 1 profpeft • for from the Tarrafles wee 
viewed the Cafpiati Sea oneway, and another way the tops of Tazrtts. 
The ground chambers were large, quadrangular, archt and richly guilded 
above and one her tides; below, fpr ead with molt valuable Carpets of filk 
and gold: in center wereTancksfull ofcryftallin water (an element of no 
meane account in thefe torrid habitations y) round about the Tancks were 
placed (fmparumftrcHld) Goblets, Flagons,Cede; nes, and other Stand¬ 
ards of pure maffie gold , fome of which were fill'd with Perfumes, other 
feme with Rofe water, with Wine lomc,and others with choifeft flowers-: 
and after wee had relied fo long as wee might at full feed our hungry 
eyes with that food of oftentation, wee were brought thence into ano¬ 
ther fquare large upper Chamber, where the roof; was formed into an 
Artificial! Element, many golden Planets at'rafting the v/andring eye to 
help their motion. The ground was cover'd with richer Carpets than the 
other were, the Tanck was larger, the materia more rich in Jalpar, and 
porphyr; the fiJver purling ftreame was forced up into another Region, 
yet feem’d to bubble wantonly here as in her proper center: this feaof rich 
ftonej lb deepe and fo capatious feem’d an Ocean rather,where thefpoiles 
offliipwracks were conjur'd out to pleafe the appetite of Mydas or god 
Mammon : fo much gold,in veflels, forufeand oftentation , being fet for 
us to looke upon , that fome Merchants there, adjudg’d it worth twenty 
millions of pounds fterlin : another watery Magazeen there was-, circled 
with a wall of gold and richeft Iemms: no flagons, cups, nor other there,- 
but what were very thick and cover’d with Rubies, Diamonds, Pearles, 
Em raids, Turquoises, lacinths^&c. The Chamber was gallery wife, the 
feeling garnifhc with Poecique fancies,goid,and efioifeft colcurs-all which 
feem’d to Arrive whether Arc or Narure tiiould be to a judicious eye more 
valuable: one lobn a Dutchman, who had longferv’d the Sing celebrated 
his skill, to cheaftonilhmentofthe Perfians and his owne advantage: the 
ground in this roome alfo was over-hyd with fuch Carpets as befitted the 
Monarch of Itrji*: round all the roome were placed tacxte Mirzaes, 
Chawns, Sultans, and Beglerbegs, above threefcore^ who like fo many in¬ 
animate Statues fat crcffe-legg’d; and joyned their bumms to the ground, 
their backs to the wall, their eyes to a conftant objeft $ not daring to fpeak 
one to another,fneeze, cough,fpec, or the like, it being held in the Pot. 
Ihaws prefence a finne of too great prefumptionjin breach of any them 
fearing his fpJeen, who (as Ceg far told Mete Hus) could by the fulgur of his 
eye dart them dead, foonerthen fpeak the word to have them killed: the 
Ganimed Boyes in vefts of gold, rich befpangied Turbancs and choife fens 
dalls, their curl’d haires danglmg about their fhoulders, rolling eyes, and 
Vermillion cheeks, with Flagons of moft glorious mettall, went up and 
downe, and proffere d the delight of Bacchus to fnch would retilh it. Ac 
the upper end (and furmourtting the reft, fo much as two or three white 
filken (bags would elevate) far the Pot-fhaw or Emperor of Pertia, Abbas 5 
more belov’d at home, more famous abroad, more formidable to his Ene¬ 
mies, than any of his prediceflours. His Grandeur was this, (circled with 
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Tech a world of wealth] to cloath himfelfe that day in a plaioe red callicO 
coat quilted with Gotten: as if he'fliould have faid, we might fee his digni¬ 
ty confifted in his parts and prudence, not (fi/rtim coloribus) ro fteale re- 
fpeft by borrowed colours or rich Cmbroderies: croffe-leg’d hee fat: his 
Shaih or Turbant was white and boogie; his waift was girded with a thong 
of leather,the fcaherd of his fword was red, the hilt of gold, the blade for¬ 
med like a hemi-ticJe.and doubt!elTe well tempered: the Courtiers (Regis 
adexemplum) were but ordinarily attired. My Lord Ambaffador by his In- 
tetpretor ( or CaUimadee as the Perfuns name it) quickly acquainted 
Shaw Abbot why hee had under taken fo great a journey 5 to congratulate 
his good fuccelTc againft the common enemy of Chriftendome, th e Tu rif; 
toagrandize the traffick of raw hike, and other Perfian fhple merchan¬ 
dizes i to fee Sir Robert S her ley purge his honour from thofefcandalous 
imputations Nogdi-ABy 4 eg his late Ambaffador had blemilht him with; 
and,that perpetuall amity might be continued 'cwixc the two famous Mo- 
narks of Great Britt ay# and Verjta. 

The Pdtjhdugh rofe up • and in the Tnrklfh Tongue gave him a gracious 
anfwer. To the firlfrhat the Turks were a bafe people compared with the 
generous minds and vertue of the Perfians ; in fifeeene bactells he’had 
given them ample proofe of their magnanimity, and that no people in the 
world were to him fo odious and offenfive. He wiflit unity amongft all 
Chriftian Princes, the Ottomans grounding their conquefts mecrety from 
their difeotd : which if other wife, they would readily retreat to Tarta¬ 
ry. Concerning Trade, the King of Great Bvittayn^i hould if he fo pleafd 
have yearely ten thoufand bales of filk delivered him at Or mm every Janu¬ 
ary, and for payment would accept of fo many thoufand Clothes as would 
equallin value his raw filks; which as he knew the (ilk was a farregreater 
quantity then he could ufe in his owne Dominions, Co were the clothes 
to him j but he would hazard the venting rhem by his Merchants, to ferve 
theTarcars, Arabs, Georgians, and Mnfcovians. And by this, nek her we 
nor he fliould have auy need ro traffique or correfpond with Turkie, It 
would infinitely redound to his honour and content; for hereby he (hord'd 
difappoynt the grand Seignior of his yearly cuftomes which he is forcr to 
pay, when his carravans goto Aleppo or other parts of Turkie to deliver the 
filk, to the Venetian, Genoan, French, or other European Merchants 5 
and an unexpre(fable torment and vexation to his heart and foule it mu ft 
needs be, to fee the whole band of lanfcaryer maintaiued rneerly out of 
thofe his cuftomes. What was this ? but to cheril'hthorns to prick his eyes, 
or to make the fwords of his inveterate Enemies (harp and fir ted for his 
definition. Concerning Sherley he had been long of his acquaintance 
and done more for him, than any of his native fubjets 5 that if Nog-dibeg 
had layd afperfions unjnftly on him , he (hould have decent fatisfation. 
It argued indeed Nogdibeg was guilty of fome heynous cry me, in that he 
rather choofe to kill himfelfe, than ftand to his purgation from fo impar¬ 
tial! a Juftice.* in fome fort he prefag'd my rigor, for if he had come, by 
my head fan oath of no fmall force) I had «ut him in as many peeces as 
there are dayes in a yeare, and burnt them id the open market with ftiock- 
ing dogs turds. But touching a perpetuall league of true frkndfkip 4 with 
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the Monarch of Creat Brit fay »e yeur Mafter, I embrace it moft heartily 
and wifh them accurft that go about to eclipfe it. AdcI you are truly wel¬ 
come (fpeaking corny Lord Ambaflador) that have done me that ho¬ 
nour, none of ttiy famous Prediceflors ever had before me : for as you 
are the firft Ambaflador ever came hither out of your Nation, fof ac¬ 
count your Mafter the firft of the worfhippers of Iefus, and of you in a 
higher refpeft than any other Ambaflador : which faid, Abbas fat downe 
againe. And whereas all Mahomitaus fizeda, or knock their heads againft 
the ground and kiflehis foot or garment $ moft friendly he puld our Am* 
baflador downe, feaced him clofe to his fide, finding to fee he could not 
fitt (after the Afiatique fort) crofle-legd : and calling for a bowle of 
Wine, drunk his Matters health, at which the Am baflador uncoverd his 
headland to complement beyond all expectation, the fW Jhaugh puld ofhis 
Turbant; by difcovering his bald head fymbolizing his Affeftion: and after 
an houres merriment departed. But by what meanes the current of the 
Kings good will became diverted afterwards I cannot divine- I could 
afterwards perceive that Mahometan Princes are terrible crafty or 
myfterioufly policicious: for from that day till we got C^byn , neither 
was our Ambafl&dorfeaftedat Court, neither fawhe the King, nor did 
any other Sultan invite, or come to viflte him : we partly found the caufe, 
Mahomet-Ally beg was by bribery made our enemy j a Perfiaa lately ad- 
vaDc'c from a bafe beginning, and for his neat faculty in diving into all 
mens doings, acquainting the Votfisaw who 'grumble, who are contented* 
by fuch his parafitick facetioufnefie has ingroft his favour from all others, 
infomuch as all things paffe through this impure conveighance - for 
whom he loves the King honours, fuch as he hates the King c rallies all to 
pieces. So that to have his good opinion , each great man out-vies 
others by guifts and fuch lincks of corrupt efteeme, infomuch that his An¬ 
nual! commings in,are bruited fevenfcore thoufand pounds fterling. And 
well may be,fmce My ter-beg (the overfeerofthe Kings Harams or Se- 
ralios)has a hundred thoufand pound yearly,if it be true,fome here aflured 
roe. Sors nop a humlior ! poore Tamer-begs houfe at the North end of the 
Towneimprifondus twelve long dayes and nights, (fo longtheCourt 
ftayd, after we got thither where the Sunne darted his oucragiouS 
beamesfo full upon us , that no part of the burning Zone could broile 
more than did i^ijharaffe at that prcfent: but the Sunne did not more 
torment us all the day time, than thofe innumerable fwarmes of Gnats, 
Mus-ke*toes,and fuch like excrements, flung and pefterduseach nighty 
they bitmg us, we thrafhiugthem like mad folks. Notwithftanding, fome 
better ufe I defire to make of this timejthan in fpider-cacching: and in the 
firft place commemorate we the Kings juftice, (Tiranny I may rather call 
itj for which, he is fomoufed above all other Mahometan Emperors: that 
by view of others miferies, ours may appeare but reall ftea-bitings. 

A poore diftre fled wretch, upon fome bufinefle beftowed a long and 
tedious pilgrimage from ftbull in India to this miferable place : where 
ere he knew how thefuccefie would be, refted his weary limbs upon a 
■ field carpet, chofingto refrefh himfelfe rather upon the coole grade chan 
be tormented by the mercilefle vermin within the Towne s but poore 
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man he fell * male in pejus, for fnor ring in aclfoufterick houre, the fame 
rime the KiDg fet forth to hunt and many Nobles after him, his pamperd 
iade winded and ftartled at him, the King examines not the can ft but lent 
an eternall Arrow of fleep into thepnore mans heart, jeafungas ( Iphi- 
crates did when hee flew his fleepy Centinel) i did the man no wrong, I 
found him fleeping, and afleep I left him : a comtortkffo con ph ment: 
pooie wretch ! happy only in this magnidextra cecidtt ! the Courti¬ 
ers alfo(as the Negroes in Uanicongo do,who when their Captain receives 
a hurt by warre or accident,fympathize by voluntary mayming thcmfel ves 
in the like part) to applaud his juftice,nnde him their common matXcj 
killinghiui a hundred tiroes over, if fo many lives could have beene for¬ 
feited- but how highly foever they extol! their King, I preferre thofe 
ancient pagans before him, who out of Natures poetry could Gng, Nulla 
unman* de marie bominis cunUatio longa eft. A Sojdats wife(or concubm 
if y ou pleafe to call her) having fed too high, in a luftfull bravado petia- 
ondthe King for help, her good man proving too weak to conquer her: 
a dangerous impudence I the King finds it torefleft upon himfelfe, < old 
at that time, and Matter offoure thoufand Concubines) he promifes her 
aprefent fatisfaftion; he calls his Phyfitians, and when Phlebotomy was 
held too meane a remedy, they give an Atfinego an ophfct luftfull potion, 
which inrages the beaft, who by a forced connexion, bafely glutted her, 
but in the end banilht her life alfo. A needy fouldier, drawes up a cata¬ 
logue of his good Cervices and clofes it in want, humbly intreating favour 
and fome ftipend from his god of warre for fuch and fuch good Cervices. 
In hello non bis peccatur : for, for his faucineffe he is almoft drubd (with ma¬ 
ny terrible battinadoes on the foies of his feet) to death} and (immuag 
pyfo the cruell Judge in Seneca, lib. i.c. 16.) examines who it was cflac 
writ it: the Clarke apologizes, the King quarreib ac his feurvie writing; 
and that hee fhould never write worfe, makes his hand to bee cutoff? 
giving the poore wretch juft caufe to ingeminated/ qmm veUem mftirtm 
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- Two needy koaves were brought into the Divan, and condemn d for 
ftealing : many grievous tants the Pot-jha vp leveid at them , affuring 
them they deferved death for daring to come fo neere his Court, fo ioufie 
andfo ragged : they confefle they therefore ftole, to wrap themfelvesin 
better cloathiog. Abbas is not Satisfied with any reafon : hee commands 
two new vefts bee brought and to apparell them 5 but winding fheets had 
beene more proper; for the executioner forthwith drag d them away, 
and upon two fticks moft cruelly ftak’d them upon their fund aments. 
Such,and fuch other was his inhumane paftime during our ftay at the Caft 
fian fea, enough on fuch a fubjeft; by the foot of Hercules the whole bo¬ 
dy is difeerned : for if I fhould fumme up his variety of tortures; his 
men, men-eating hags of hell; his canibal! hounds, his Capigi and their 
death twanging bowftriogs, nis ripping mens guts and the like; what 
could be the efFe<ft but an odious remembrance: and fuch is the hard~heai> 
tednefle of Mahomicans, a wicked people for cruell inventions: the ten¬ 
der mercies of the wicked are cruelties: a good man is mercifull to his 
beaft: but nor beaft nor men, are here commiferated. And,albeit no- 
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thing be more commendable in Princes than Juftice, (for it is that that 
makes them gods) yet clemency is do lefle honourable. Tully a heathen 
could affirme it, in his oration to C<efar for the life of LygaBm ; Thy cle¬ 
mency (O cafar) is moft excellent, yea more honourable than thy other 
vertues : Fortune hath made thee great, Nature advance thee higher in 
thy inclination unto mercy. Nor can they well bee feparated. A Prince 
(exalted above others in dignity and Title) is tyed to an imparciall way, 
neither hating nor fearing any, but rewarding and punching as canfe re¬ 
quired) ; without which, contempt or confufioo followeth. But ro chefe 
of Abbas I cannot give the glorious Attribute of Juftice: Cnee, if the pu- 
cifliment exceed the fault, it then degenerates into crnelty : a vice, odi¬ 
ous coGod, (the Father and fountaine of mercy:) to men, by imitating 
their deformities, conceiting any Although never fo unnatural! (ifmoul¬ 
ded after fuch a pattern) good and commendable. And heathen Po¬ 
tentates fwerving from the rule of divine Juftice, pamper the corrupt ha¬ 
bit and difpofirion of their minds, out of a menftrous appetite and opini¬ 
on that they are above all Jaw, and may every way inebriate their luft, by 
fportfull tyranny; fuch were the inhumane games in the Roman Amphy- 
theators: fuch was the barbarifme, Xerxes (as Xenophon notes) praftri’d on 
Mtfijtes his brother,Sc other Satrapaes ;fuchin Dyoce/(father to Vhraortes) 
who utterly exterminated the Perffan generofiry: fuch in meft Mahume* 
dans at this day governing: I cannot chufebut adde the miferabie Tra¬ 
gedy of his fonne, the memory whereof is recent through moft of 
Afio. _ * 5 ■ > .■ 

Abbas, by divers Paramours had divers children ; many of which hee 
educated with great coft, care, and experience. Of moft hope, fame, and 
vertne ; where Ifmael , Sophy-mirza, C, o dob an da- Suit an, and Emangoly ; 
foare brave young Princes; the two firft, begot on Gordina daughter of 
Simon-caw, the later two, of Martha daughrer of Scander-mirza: beth 
Georgians, both Chriftians: the hrft Lady was brought thence by Kureht- 
ki-cawn ; the other by Shaw-Tamas-Coolibeg^ both Perluns , both favo¬ 
rites: all of them fo deare to Abbas, that it feemed face then had got the 
Elixarof earthly happinefle : his wives were fo incomparably beantifull; 
his favorites fo exactly faithful!; his fonnes fo lively the characters of his 
perfon, policy and courage: reciprocally joying the aged King, and over- 
joying the warlike Perfians. Bur it is commonly obferved that as the moft 
excellent things fade, perifh, and alter fooneft : fo this admirable candor 
and perfection in thefe youthful! Princes qoickly vanifhed, Saturn afting 
it. Ifmael (wheo by reafon of Ills innate delight in Armes and many quick 
fignes of magnanimity, the Afiarick world gazed and admired him) in a 
black infernal! cloud of poyfon went down to an untimely grave at nine- 
teene, in the Meridian of his (plendor. Sojfy-mirza, dogd by a like ad- 
verfe deftiny,though elevated at ftrft for revealing a confpiracy, was in the 
end, at equal! yeeres throwue downe and crnfhc to death,after the dumb 
Capzgi had got a hateful! viftory,meere jealofie in the King commanding 
it. Emanguly , ere his popular applaufe could hatch hisrume, upon confe¬ 
rence with a witch chat hee f3w fby the Almuten of his nativity) ftiort 
life attended him, growcsfearfull of his Sy res inconftancy, and inadeep 
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difconfolate melancholy evaporates his fadfpirics, leaving the expedition 
of hazard and fovcraignty to Codobanda Sultan, firnamed S<#e 3 who(made 
wife by his brothers miferies} fo exquifidy behaved himfelfe, in duty to 
his King, in a pleafing diftance to the people; that i ^fbbas doates, the peo¬ 
ple celebrate, and an uncontroulable good Fortune feemes to dandle him. 
Affability, bounty, loyalty, courage,and experience in Armes, at home, 
abroad, the Perfian Monarchy, Turk, Arab, Mogul,and Tartar, admiring, 
fearing, and commending him in feverall Eulogies and acclamations: his 
owne, left nothing unfaid or tminvented that might honour him; his ene¬ 
mies without giving their thoughts the lye, could not but idolize him : 
who for all that, (not like our common fpirits, efflated by every vulgar 
breath , upon every aft, deifie themfelves, and conceit all great addi¬ 
tions of honour under their merits) ftood immovable, forry he grew fo 
popular ^ modeftly chiding them for flattery, condemned himfelfe of 
hypocrify by fuffring his victories to bee fo guilded, fince what he had or 
did wasbut a reflex of his Fathers vertue, which he doubted might fuffer 
an eclipfe by his accumulations. Oh! how execrable is this marrow free- 
tingfeabof jealoufic and envie? it converts that reafon which only makes 
us Men, without any regard of juftice, intobrutiflmeffe; yea to exceed 
in cruelty the moft unreafonable, moft violent creatures ! Is not K^tbbas 
a King, a Father ? does clemency belong to any attribute fo properly? Is 
not Seffee- sultan- mirza a Prince, hisfonne ? on whom can he more juftly 
conferre his love? in whom fliould verene rather dwell? where can there 
be a better center > pbore Prince! the path he treads to adde luftre to his 
Fathers Diadem,to do his Country good, to be accounted commendable; 
betray es his fteps, and intices him to an affrighting precipice : the more 
he labours to delight his Father, it ferves as fuell to an unjuft jealoufie; the 
more hee dignifies his countries honour, the moreapplaufe thepeople 
crowne him with; and Abbas feares his popularity: yea fo farre efierifhes 
dilhonourable thoughts, fo much degenerates from paternall piety, that 
without all pitty or regard of juflice (which makes Kings more beautifull 
and glorious than when circled with a Tyrants fparkltng Diadem) hee ru¬ 
minates his fpeedy deftru&ion. Daring thefe his cabinet machinations,the 
harmelelfe Prince brandilhes his fteele in proud Arabia, but after many 
conquefts,himfelfe becomes captivated. An Arabian Princefle of good re¬ 
port,great beauty (in fuch bodies ufually are impaled the faireft (oules)and 
other excellent indowments fettered him: but by his bravery and worth 
quickly redeem'd himfelfe and vanquiftit her. Such raagick has love, fuch 
magnetick power is invertue. By this Lady he had (in few yeeres) two 
children, Saffy and Fatyma: no lelfe loved by their Syre, than beloved, 
doated on by the Grandfyre Abbas ; a ftrange affedton, to diftinguifh fo 
unnaturally; to feparate where nature had fo ftrongly joyned,to hate the 
graft, and have the fruit endeared to him. But that his hate might flow 
more currantly and lelfe fufpe&ed, hee lookesone way and fhootsano- 
ther ; feekes to inrage by abufing him hee lov'd moft dearly, Magar an 
Arab, the Princes Tutor, a fober, faithfull, and valiant fervant. Abbas calls 
for him, and in leiu of applaufe or rewarding | him for his fonnes noble 
education,he lendshimafterne frowne, accufes him of pride, and charges 
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him that hec had bcwitcht the Prince with b. fe ambition. Magnr fees nor 
thevenome prepared for him ; and therefore in an humble, but confi- 
fient excufe, feekes to quiet him} but the better bee apologuiz’d in his 
owne behalfe, and the clearer hee made the Mirzacs loyalty appeare, the 
more hee exafperacesthe King, the higher his rage inflamed: fo that hrft 
hee 'amazes him with a volley of rigorous defamations, and in that maze 
givesthe fmne, a dreadfull figne: for forthwith the Capigies break out and 
fbransle him. An unparaleld barbarifme! an aft fo unbefeeming that fa¬ 
mous King,asamongft the common fort to thisday it is not credited: but, 
Tames brazen fhrlll-mouthM Trump founds it abroad, and ere long the 
Prince (then in aftion agaioft the Tartar) has notice of his Syres injuftice: 
hee leaves the Gamp, and after many Agnails of forrow,befeeches the 
King hee may know the reafcn of it: whofl flieshim this thundring rea- 
fon 'for thy rebellion 5 he calls heaven to vvirneffe his integrity and obedi¬ 
ence but Abbjs provokes bimfurther„to incrap and have fome colour to 
farisfc the world in his deftruaiom The Prince madded with heat and 
paflion, imagines'bee faw Magar a ftrangliug and in that extafie unfheaths 
his fword, vowing to refcue him : the King forrowes not at his diftraftion, 
but at this advantage (upon fome faire termes difarming him) calls him in¬ 
to another rootne, and (pretending he was not very well) goes out, com¬ 
manding feven big-homd vmames,deafe and dumbe, through a trap doore 
toiflue upon him, arm’d with bloody minds aftd deadly bow-ft rings: their 
habit and weapons bewray their cruelty, they needed no other interpret 
tors : the prince admires the caufe, and if oratory or other fubmiffive 
fipne's of entreaty could have gotten remorfe or delay from thefe hell¬ 
hounds, but till he knew the ground of this unnaturall projtfi, he hadaf- 
foorded it: but, alfured they were inexorable, with an incomparable rage 
and fuddenneffe he flies upon them,cow one,then another receiving fuch 
horrid blowes, that (ere they could fifftjn on him, ori tfharehifti with 
their ghaftly twanging bowftrings) hee Pent three of them to the Divell 5 
and long time defended himielfe,offending thole blood-hounds with ad¬ 
mirable"courage and dexterity, infomuch that had hee maftered any wea¬ 
pon, hee had doubtltffe faved him&lfe; but wanting it, his breath failed, 
and longer his valour could not nourifh him, fotjaeik eft sincere non re¬ 
pugnant em : fo that at laft thay fattened their noozes on him, who now was 
as a dead man 5 for all which, the villains had trmmpht in his further tor¬ 
tures, had not the King prevented ir, commanding them to pinniOn him, 
and (before nee could recover his fences) to draw a flaming fteele afore 
his eyes, and lo to blind him; forbidding him the fight of what hee loved 
ever after ■ wife, babes, friends, foldiers, or M^iw carcaflfe : And by this 
impiety, Afia loft her faireft jew ell, ftrfta her Crown of honoured Mart 
his darling. 

The Ioffe of fo brave a Prince is quickly rumord: All Terftt mourns,and 
in many threnodies flag his farewell; his Army fwells with paflion s but 
ft cing no remedy, by a forced filence murmur their imprecations • the 
Prince, when he perceived his undoing (the eye of reafbn lent him fuch 
a fight) fells fmntick s hee curfes his birth, his fame,his loyalty, his cruell 

parent; and by many contumacious threats, vowes his deftru&ion: but 
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vanafine viribm ira ; he findes his revenge impoffible ; but at that conceit 
roares kidioufly, and is not to be comforted, tiJi S uHman-min,#. cnrchU 
hg-cmn and other his kinfmen and quondam favorirs, flockt about him 
and by their miferable examples dilated patience 5 for noue there but in 
fome meafure had fwoine big with the Kings infufion in their times, and 
bylikeiealoufie were crufkt downe, mutilated, and damnd toperpecuall 
imprifonment. Inthofe difcontentedtimes, Abba kept his Orb, moving 
Hke another Saturn ; now he imagines his Crowne fixe clofely to his head* 
his feat fteddy,every way freefrom ftormes and other accidental! caufes 
that might difturb his quiet: he fwum hourely in an ocean of delight, and 
relifht it: but nothing to much inchanted him, as young Fatyma^ no ocher 
Syren was melodious in fong,or delicate in feature,fave pretty Fatyma • if 
any (rood in feare, be is pacified by Fatyma^ Court and Ktngdome admired 
his love, but joyed at it 5 for by this Lady they found a way to expell his 
rage, and how to pleafure him; the prifoners alio by this Fatyma go. fome 
Jivelyhood ; for want of which, they were oft times welnigb famifhed ■ 
none (but fhee) daring to mediate ; and thus by this good infant gained' 
they what formerly they pined for/ood and comfort. But what joy findes 
the blinded Prince, fince hee cannot participate: revenge delights him 
more, that word as mufick pleafes the inferoall fancie of this melancho¬ 
ly Mir&a, not caring how deteftable,fo Abbas fuffered. The Diveli infpires 
new rage, and blowes the coales of (more chan cruel!) affaffination : for 
albeit he loved Fatima , yet hearing how his Father doated on her that be¬ 
gets his hate, yea hatches the innocents confufion. Oh! in him behold 
thefavage andtnnfcendent cruelty of curfed man : revenge had plung'd 
him headlong into a whirle- P oo!e of unnaturall barbarifme, infomuch, 
as when the pious child came (in an unluckie home) to bring him comfort ~ 
and by all fympemus of duty to expatiate her obedience; the wretch 
grafpos her, &iq a Jympfutick fury whirles her neck about, unable to un- 
twid her felfe from his flrong and wrathful! hands, miferable Fatima ex¬ 
piring by her hellifh Father;and in her,the joy ofparents,delight of Abbas 
candor of and comfort of the diftrefTed^aniflung. The amazed 

Princeffe his wife cries out his light deceived him,that it was Fatyma Jittle 
dreaming that he therefore martyr'd her, becaufe Fatyma. Andfqs if chat 
hadnot beeneenough(to prevent the King ofa fiicrcflbrjhearingyonng 
Soffees voyce,doIoreuny crying out for Fatimayu ingd with rage hfgrdpef 
for hira,but by the^ioceffesinterpofing,the boy efcapt, or dfe had loll 
(whathenpw vi&orioufly enjoyes) the Monarchy of Verfa. When Abbas

Bat, when hee had diencht his 
Corny* m afeaof filters, hee moderates his fpleen.and revives upon 

v * P ^r° f P Un . lfhm r en ^ and vowes to retaliate him in the height of cruel- 
y • but, receives fo terrible a reply from the diftra&ed Prince who hid 
return'd a million ofdifinall cu&s, that he is ft 0 SJh 

impatience fe^ e P ^ after he *f d wo dayes with much 
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her formes comming to the Crowne 3 whether hee have made her fociabJe 
or no [ know not: Abbas dyed juft at our departure. Let us now to ano¬ 
ther fubjeft , and in a briefe defcripcion furvey che pleafures of Hyrcania 3 
which we have partly relifhed, and are now enclofed in. 

Hyrcania (whether denominated from her fruitfulnefTc in Goats, 
or from Hat coon in the Scythic tongue importing folitariDefle , or from 
Hadora as Montana call’d her, I dare not determine; ) is now call'd Me- 
Undram fa derivative I think from Mandagarfis in Ptolomf)and Kabonhara: 
by fome (whofe fancies I approve not of) this Province is call’d Karizath , 

Coreaj Girgia } Cafpia , St Sana y Ceffort , and < iurgnment 3 relatives meeriy, 
ofioveotion; the North is limited by the Cafpian fea 3 rheEaft with Sa- 
gathy or EaBrU, the South with Mount Taurus } the Weft with Mtdja and 
Armenia. Hyrcanzah moft part fa great part wee travelled) woody and 
champaign; watered with many fweet and (parlous (butnot navigable) 
rivers; fuch be Araxfs^ (defending fayes Vtolomy from Sacapen or Sadn- 
ces) Cyrus Ob[el y Conndcb^ Maz,<eras y Bnndama^ Hydero . (from the Defarts 
of Lop) Aragus\ jf&Jfly faidto de/cend from the MoJcffians ) and others, 
which from the 1 auriftan Mountains ftream violently 3 and after they have 
mellowed the hnmyd earth in many divided branches , wander into the 
Mare Cafpixm .* at this day ic abounds with many forts of beafts, birds, 
fruits, fifh, and villages: Sheep, Buffoloes, CamelJs, AfTes, Goats, Horfes, 

Cowes, Antilopes, .red and fallow Deer ; with Silkwormes alfo, and Phe« 
fants, PartrichjQuaile, Woodcock, Pdlican, Heron,Poilts,Thru{h,Hens, J 
Philomels; ‘and in fruits of moft forts; with fifties alfo, as Trowr, Pike, 

Carp, Sturgeon , Conger, Lamprey 3 Tuneys, Gudgeon, Thoraback, 

Cockles 3 Oyfters, Muffells, Crabs, Limpits, Dog-fifh, and Cackrell; moft 
of thefe the Gafpi .n fea afFaorded ns: and (which we will fequeftenfrom 
others) with Lyons, WoIves,WiId-catcs, Bores, Scorpions, and Tygers, 
fuppofed to nurfc the people, as fang the Poet 

Them with their dttggs the Byrcan Tygresfid. Hyrcaiiseque admwunr ubcra Tygas* 
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Gnatts, Flyes, and Snakes (to our fad remembrances) in infufficient num¬ 
bers. Townes of old were, Talebrota , Sarramama y Adrapfa 3 Sorba,Af 
mnrna 3 Tapen ,, farta, and Uauzoca ; loft by protraft of coo(umingtime,or 
from new names & new Inhabitants have fucceeded here v at this day are 
theft, Earrabaut , Ajljarajfc Pertjcoiv^ OmoaU, Barfrupdea chaeopdro , Caban y 
Baezd, Darabgier, Geng?e y shamaky , Erez. Bachu y Bjldirh y and Derbent * flou- 
iifhingwith people, famouftd by trade, and admiredin her plenty. 

The Hircanians are but lately civilized, no longer than fince show-Abbas 
indefpight of their refiftance cameamongft them : but how may we cre¬ 
dit the Perfians (for ’twas they that told it us) in that at this day, they ex¬ 
cell the Perfians, for husbandry,trade in raw (Ilks,and other imployments; 
fuch as has made them rich, and famous; yea happy, til I the Perfian Soul- 
diers intermingled St fuckt their hony from them: The Hyrcan language is 
underftood by every Perfian.Their habit refemblesche Irifh rroozes: upon 
their heads they weare Piraiiiidall caps of cloth lined with delicate Cheeps 
wooll: the vu Jgar Hyrcanian take thus repfefented. 
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They are generally affablej merry, curious inrarities^and nothing jealous 
aftec the manner of other Mahometans: we muft not beleeve the merry re¬ 
ports the Perfians told us of their virgin curcefies: of old* they thought 
to havefoTbad the valiant Greekriefired entrance, twitting one tree 
to another , (as did our Abbat of S c . Albofts again ft tb^Tormans) but hee 
that had differed Cordtonshxot (though myfticall #y l with cquall pollicie 
fubjugated thefe Hyrcanians. 

Upon Whitfon-monday wee left Ajbdraf^ the King atchat fame rime 
journey ed into Medya to Casbyn ; our Travel Is were different, hee went 
by Pcri/cm, but feat us by Larry-Xamy. hat we might have the better view 
of thole his riche ft Provinces: this night wc lay in Farrabaut i a Citie five 
miles diftant from - J jbaraff t late fpoken of. 

Fak kabavt (or rather X arrag~bant z from King F snag-zed (baut is 
garde i, Zed is fonne,) fucceffor to Skezyr fonne of Xazan Zeddabjmd pre- 
deceffjur to TezJgirJ the Hyrcanlan King flaine by the Romans in the 
yeere of our Lord God 535. five and twenty yeeres before chehegira or 
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banifhment of Mahomet ) is not unlikely to be that old Amamfia noted by 
ftotmy : and the fame Cine per paranomafitm (if opinion delude me not) 
which Vhighheg and Teixera call Strabatt and Ejlrahut. The fcituarion of 
Farabatt islow^ in a marrilhand infalubrions plainey whereby it fucks ia 
the fait fumes and cold femes the Cafpian fea (a little mile, North) evo- 
merates. Tis watered by a frefh ftreame, forty paces broad 5 which ari- 
fing in mount Taitritf ^bubbles downs, and at this Town incorporates with 
the briny Cafpian: in place of folyd wal Is, it is ingirt with liquid moats or 
trenches, plauted with willowes and other trees, which give both fhade 
and ornament: the houfes differ from the common mode of Per fit y they 
be without Tarraffes or fiat tops, and refemble ours in Maglanthzth^ in 
rtiJpe,in windowes, and in ty ling - the whole Towne brags of three thou- 
fand families y of moft Note,are the two Buz:zarn } equally fpatious, neat 
and beautifully many choice and fragrant Gardens alfo condecorace her, 
which together make a combined beauty though feemiug feparate; but, 
more notable than the reft, is a fumptuous Pallace of the Emperours5 at 
the North fide of the Citie, whofe bal con yes view, whofe Gardens extend 
ro the Mare Cafpium. It has two large Courts (comparable to Fount atm 
bkatts) either of which exprdTe an elaborat Arc in the skilful! gardiner; 
paiid they arc in many fhapes, the ground is forced into pretty knots, the 
Ipreading Elms, Chenores, and Sicamores furrounding and commixing fo 
pleafantly, fo artificially, that from each chamber the profreft is amiable, 
the eye and fme 11 contending who fhonld furfet fooneft or variety. The 
houfe is low y but each chamber, high & capacious j rich in work,c6mend- 
able in uniformity y we could not enter with our fhooeson (a cotnon Affia- 
tick trick at meales St homes of devot ionytheRomans alfo ufed \tjsTmnce 
In his Heautont : Accurrunt fervifilm dttrahmt^&c . ) fomc are fquare, 
fome gallery-wife, hut all are arched: three were efpecially rich and love* 
ly y whofe fides were fee with Mirrors or Looking-glades; and whofe tops 
or feeling, were glorioufly imboft with flaming gold y the cafements were 
of large fquare Mufcovian glaffe , cemenced with goldy the ground was 
over-fpread with crimfon velvet/ome ftuft with Down y others with mat- 
terefies of azure coloured velvet; coverd with Calzoons of bodkin or 
cloth of beaten gold: and in Winter the Pot-fliaugh fleepes either ia 
flieets of coftly Sables, or of delicate fbagg or fheep wooll of Corafan: in 
thole gallaries ofMirrors theKiog has fun dry reprefentations of venereous 
gambolls, his Concubines ftudying by amorous pollutes to illure his favor, 
to glut his fancie; the other chambers are richly furnifht, the walls var*. 
nilht& painted in oyie,but by an uncivillpencil,the genius of lome goarifb 
Apelles y fuch Lavalcoes of the Perfian Jupiter are there,fuch immodeft po- 
fturesofmen and women, nay of Paderaftyes, as makes themodefteye 
fwell with fhame, the curious find] winde nothing from thofe artificial] 
flowers, fave loath fome invention.. Let us goe cent the Cafpyanayre-and 
tafte the unruly waves, compared with the quiet houfe , fweet and whol- 
fome. The firft objeft are thofe prams or (hips, wherein the Mofcovite 
failes downs Volga (70 mouth’d Volga ^ iffuing from the Hyperborean and 
Rhyphzean hills) and from Aflra cati (in fix and forty degrees) croffe over 
the Calpian fea, and at this Port or Demtr.eape {in 40 degrees 20 minutes) 
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ride at anchor, till they have loaded away raw filks, exchang’d for Sables, 
ufually in March jin July returning 5 with a good wiude they crofle the fea 
in 8 dayes^thongh by adrerfe itormes Sir Anthony Sherky was fourefcore: 
thefe veflcils (re fe mb ling our old Corraghs, recorded by C&fizr and Lucan) 
are without ordinance, the Sea is free of Pyrats: they are fowed with 
hemp and cord (made of the hush of Cocoes,) and have little iron work 5 
the Marriners are as meanly furnifht with skill or ufe of Compafie. Here 
alfowe faw many CanboSjOf one peece of wood hewd out of fame grown 
Oke ( 'Hjrctniabas ftore, yet little ufed) capable to receive eight men in 
faire weather without much danger. 

The Cafpian Sea (call’d by thePerfians Deriob-Mo%endram^bj the Arabs 
as all other Ponds, Bohar cor fun) is brackifh,and very turbulent,yet land- 
lock on every fide ; the Hyrcanian, Armenian , Raff, and Tartar circom- 
volving her: nor has Ihee commerce with any other fea, except it be fub- 
terranean with th eEuxine. They are three hundred miles afunder, yet 
may admit fo vaftan intercourfe, if wee confider the like (though not fo 
much) in ocher places: as in Zioheris , which fprings from Taur*r,md after 
thirty miles concealment under ground, againe difeovers it felfe and com¬ 
mixing with Rhodago, in one ftreame, wander into the Cafpian • great Alex* 
andtr at Arifotlesicqndk made triallby two Oxen, who confirmed it: as 
alfo in Niger an Afrique. river, and others in other places.

gerous by many fyrtes and rocks 3 made happy in abundance of watery In¬ 
habited : 
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hr.bkers: Porpice, Conger, Sturgeon, Caveare (the roe of Sturgeon nit 
and faked) Goodgion, Thornback, Turbot, Cackrell, Skate, Soles, and 
fh^Il-hfb innumerable. Hicanot the Syrian Anna Mtttsdi 36fi6,madea 
vaine attempt to bring the Euxin and this Sea into one, to make it fcci- 
able and navigable; but hadfucbilfue joynd rohiscoftand pauies, as Se- 
foftWy Xerxes, Alexander JAero^ Lncytts, and other Monfters of the world 
had In that and other their' tmpolfibiliries. : . . 

Foure dayes wee fperit in eafie journeys upon this remote fhoare- the 
firft night wee got to Chacoporo, a big Towne; twelve long miles Weft 
from Farrabat, and upon which, the lea oftentimes beats ocrragioufly: 
a river, a ftones caft over refreflies her, but (if they told us the truth) is 
not alwayes pot ib!e;for one month every yeer it rafts brackilb.Next night 
we'got to Tarfntpdc.y a great Towne- well peopled, inriched with fiik- 
wormes, wood > and excellent water5 and therefore they may the better 
forbeare wine ; for the law here forbids the ufe of it, under a grievous 
penalty. This placets from Chacoporo 12 miles,many of the men here de¬ 
light in Archery,and have longheenefamous’d in that manly exercite.

mrcaniais a continued Forreft, and of all the trees I fa w, none excee¬ 
ded the Muiberies, for numberleffe numbers, none more notable for ufe; 
ten yea thirty miles fpreading in them; the berries if white, refrefot our 
beflies the colour our eyes, the leaves our-obfemtion. In every Village 
and Cottage wee might behold fhedsfi Id with indaftrious people, and lu¬ 
nching filk-worms,foaming the feminary of that valuable Fly ,fo accoun¬ 
ted of through all the world, fo advantageous tofthe Perfian Emperonr- 
who from hence (befides thofe many rich Carpets offilk and gold, filk, fflk 
and i>c*dr yeerely woven for their owneufes) extracts an annual J quantity 
of raw filke, foven thoufand fix hundred Batmans (or bales 1 think) expor¬ 
ted through Turkie into Europe, to his great benefit. The lilk-worme 
fas In quality, fo in diverfity offoape) varies from other wormes: her firft 
generation arifing from afinall round black fperme (like Gunpowder or 
IVluftnrd-feed) which bf moderare heat increafes to an inch, affuming (at 
fi'-ft) the fhane of a palmer worme, from which refembhnee infix months 
foe two times changes: her common food are leaves and boughs of trees; 
but of all other, the white Mulberymoft delights her,ftixweddayly all 
over theirflieds, kept fweer, and warrae, and cleanly. Havingfatiated 
theirufefull appetites, they forthwith become enemytoidlenefle, fur- 

S fe their creeping, and with their excretiated v-fti^ rntwinethem¬ 
es, infome fort makingtheir lawne both windin-foeet and Sepulcher. 
The filke co-operates with fiich colours as be laid More them, white, yel¬ 
low, greene, and fandy. And albeit they be involved, yet are they vifible 
to the eye, fuch is the tranfparency of their excrement. Their exterior 
part is a pale gold commixt with lemon, rough and hayry. The interior 
more hard and form ovated.the better to inhume til included Fly. Whole 

task being ended, the filken cods or balls are ftraighcway fpreada ore 
& ApotlQes 
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Apolloescorrufcanc rayes, by whofe radiant candor the'diftreffed worrne 
is broyldto death; not unlike a glorious raifer felicitating his death, fo it 
be in contemplation of his rich idolatry. And by this expanfion the filk 
becomes much finer and pprer, than if fliee werefuflfered from her owne 
notion to iffue forth and break her habitacle: After this the filke cods are 
throwninto a large caldron, fiid with water, and made meanly hot; then, 
with a penetrated cane the people ftir the about,at once drawing the flimy 
filke from as many as his inftrumenc can lay hold upon, or convene in ad- 
vantage^ laftly with a wheele they are turned round; it attracts the filk,and 
leaves (nothing worth the getting) iodivellicated. But that they affoord 
hony, yeeld wax, build nefts,and are a fort of fpyder, Arijiaf/a, and Pltoy 
may conjecture fo, but experience derides their fuppoficion. By this time 
we are got to Qmoall a City as well known as any other in Moz>e»dram, 
Omoall, (of old, Zarama I imagin) is thought to bee that Na- 
borcaot Naborea^ where the Oracle of dreames was fo touch famoufed. 
It is built under the North fide of the imperious Mountaine Taurus*, of 
fuch Grandeur, that three thou land Families inhabit in her, of feverali 
countries and languages, Armenians, Georgeans,Hyrcans,Perfia£is,Jewes s 
Curdies, and Mufcovians, who make a Babel of feven tongues amongft 
them. The place is fruitfully and bleft in prefeut profperity and antick 
greatneffe,the minescompleating the report of her being once Metropo¬ 
lis; thehoufesat this day are not builded in the meaneftfafhion, glorying 
above the reft, in an old but ftrong and ftately Caftle, fecondtonone 
about her; which, befides the well compoled Archite&nre (affoording no 
fmall pleafure to the eye) is ojjfervable in a deep trench fild with water, 
of good defence againft the pilfering and rodomantadocs of the ad joy n- 
ing Taurifianscommend ible alfo in fome fweet gardens ufefull and de¬ 
legable • within the Tbwne and neere the Caftle, isafamous Mofque, 
honoured by foure hundred and foure and forty Princes and Prophets 
of that Kingdome incombed there, whofe Sepulchers raife admir ' >n in 
the beholders ; that efpecially of Wl.tr Agmmadtea is famous, to whofe 
Ihrine are daily offered ferious devotion. As 1 entred, I found twenty 
reverent and well apparelled Arabians in a round,dole by the Princes 
Dormitory, with each an Arabic Alcoran before him; out of which, with 
great modefty and good mufick they chanted a doleful! requiem to his 
ghoft ;in which they were fo ferious, that noewithftanding I came Hidden- 
ly amongft them, and in fucb a habit as others admired, they fung on and 
in a Dorick fweetnefie continued till they hadfinifhc that their Threno¬ 
dy; which ended, they arofe and bad me heartily welcome, readily poyn- 
ting out the rarities of their Temple. Thence, I went to the river fide 
(over which upon aBridge we rode the night before) hoping to fliade my 
felfe (from outrageous t Phaeton) under forae Poplars there abounding 
but quickly left the place againe : for 7 or eight beautious(but not bafhful) 
Damofells (like fo many Dorids)fprungfuddenly out from the water, ro 
admire my cloaths, never regarding they were naked; fome my hat, niy 
bayre others, other-fome thought my fpurres an antick. I wondredno 
lefle at their immodefty, and left them with a frowne, dilating their bale 
carriage and my impatience. And till by inquiry Ifawic came from a 

greedy 
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greedy novelty, 1 thought them Layefians: but it feem’d I erred; for 
when the men (fuch time as Phoebus mounts in his meridian) go to deep, 
the women then enjoy the river and cnole their heat, in both kinds too 
much abounding there. Their habit is only a fmock of tranfparent Jawne, 
wrought at hands, neck, and skirt, with an imbroydery of filk and gold; 
the men aredoathed like the other Hyrcanians. From OmoaU we travel¬ 
led to Larry-Iohn or loon\ (I cannot tell if that lonaca in Ptolomj) thirty 
miles thence5 at which place the Kingdome of Hyrcama takes end and 
Mount Taurus, or Taut- achm a beginning. Taurus (fayes Dies. Alexan.)

Our journey lay fometimes through inhofpitable ftraitt, other times 
ever nioft ftupendious hills; the bredth from one fide to another about 
fifty Englifh miles, from Omoail to Damoan ; the length fifteene hundred; 
towring" in a hedge of hills from Amenta toebefurtheft part of Indy a : 
and after two dayespainfuJl climbing got fo high, that wee might fee the 
middle region under us, and we involved in chill exhalations. Taurus , 

Motts omnium maxima* Ariflotle ■ yet the fublime height didnotdif- 
aminate ns, as did the danger of defending, the path was fo uneven and 
craggy; yea,the rocks fo unskilfully cut out for apalfage; that great heed 
mult be taken in the treading or a terrible precipiceinto a bottomlelfe Jake 
indangers us; in one hill for three miles together the way was carved 
(by fome unsk'fifuU workman) in the tnid-part of a moft horrible afpiring 
perpendicular Mountaine, the lane in fome places a yard, in fome but 
halfea yard in breadth, fo as if by accident two horferaemmeet, I could 
not fee how both could have fafepafiage,nor is it higher than ones head if 
mounted 5 a wretched paflage ] for whiles I was fometimes looking at the 
wonderfull height above us, and anon calling my fight downwards into 
that dark Abiffe, a rock bending ill-favoredly into the narrow way Itruck 
me fuch a blow,as for a great while I was aftonied, and happily delivered 
from a downfall ; a rock, demanding an uncivell tribute from all careJeffe 
paltengers. Ac length wee got fafeoutof that formidable path of death 
into the broad and lofty Mouncaines,from whence the lying Greekes be¬ 
held Prometheus (tonne oi Tapeth by Ajta his wife and brother to Atlas') 
eheyned ro thefe rocks, his heart gnawed by a Vultur, for daring (though 
Valias helpt him up) to fteale cekftiall flames from Apollo’s Chariot 
wheelce.to infpire life into his Images.The mythology is this, from rhefe 
high'Mountaines Prometheus firft ftudied and obferved the firmamen- 
tall morion, the acronicall rifing andfettingof the Stars and other bodies 
celeftiall, the caules of Meteors, cclipfes, and other hidden rarities of 
nature. 

Hence Vyrrkds fiones are fabled,Saturn’s reigne. Hint lapses Pyrrf* x jaftos, Satumia regnal 
The birds of Taurus ,Prmeths thuvijb veiee, Canca£a% rtfm volti«ts, fuirum^Pt weedier. 

Hence alfo let us view (from this high eft TarrafTe of the world) North 
Eaft,and fix our dim fight upon Cor a fats. Corazon I take fox that, old wri- 
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tctsimidcd Coraxi in Vliny£or%iana in Vrocopins^Corafphfm Vtolom -Cho- 
rtfmUvn Athanewj vicinating the Seres (pare of Sogdiana the one, of Arts 
the ocher) famous in filk and delicate wool!, by memorized.

Corazon (included twixt 36 and 40 degrees) is divided into three large 
Provinces. Htry, Farghan,md Tochariflan, { i.t. Aria, Paropamifa, Tocha- 
ria) all at this day adding luftre to the Perfian Diadem. Of Her; and 
Farghan I have eifewhere fpoken. 

Tochariflan or Turqueflan- is a member* of the Onzbeg-Tartar in 40 
degrees, adjoyning Caznthen and s’marcand. Townes of note there, are 
Tuz (in 38 degrees, the birth-place of Nazarradyn the great Mathemati¬ 
cian, 8t Commentator upon Euclyde) Nifl)apore,Sarkas } Gtlack^c. exten¬ 
ding from this part of Taurus to the river Nycaphtac, of old call'd Oxus y 
the Terminus to the ambitious Persians 3 fubdivided into many Topar- 
chies, the Cams, Camsca, Alizonii, Eaflki, Vrgi y &c. buried at this day 
in oblivion, or wrapt up in orher Nomendations. Maurenahar , part of 
Sogdiana has the river lehun on the South, (Gihonot Gy chon) and Kora- 
zon, with Gazneken to the South Eaft- and to the Weft the Mare Cafpium\ 
it is apart of Tartary, fpatious, populous, but barren, mountainous; the 
people afFefting rape and idlenefle. Some make it a part of Turqueflan 
(a remnant of thofe, Alexander fliut up) and from whom are (prong thofe 
Caterpillers of the world,the Turks, the of-/priug of Hagar, and though 
to us budately knowne, yet to old Geographors the name Tore was fami¬ 
liar, repeated by Rabbi Benjamin-ben lonas in his Itinerary, who notes 
that the captive Jewes brought hither by Salmanajfer, aflociated with the 
Torqs neer eNyJhabvr, by Vtolomy Niflbi, by others the mountains of Ni- 
febon-, Hayton alfo commemorates them and Vlughbeghim. Townes of 
account are, Buchar and Seonargant, (Maracanda in Arrhyan, Samracha- 
Un in Chalcondiles , Varacanda in Strabo, Sarmagana in Vtolomy.) (Bokqr

But moreufefull to our Intel left, is the loo g time famous’d Mountains 
Albors, neerethis placet infamous in thePyreeor Temple of Idolatrous 
Fyre, which has never gone out for fifty Ages. Strabo in his fifteen and 
Procopius in his fecond book ofthe warrsand jarrsin Perfu rememberit: 
Ben-Jonas alfo, a vagabond Jew records it. Within the Fane (round and 
low)is an Altar elevated five fteps from the ground; afore this Altar is a 
Trench or ditch, wherein the Fyre-godis placed j a fire not as is other 
elemental]fire, fed by cumbuftiibles • butof that, Prometheus rtolefrom 
Don-phmhus Carr-whedes, or which Zertooft their Law-giver ftole from 
heaven , (a cabala of equal! truth, and chufe you which likes you beftj 
and is, no doubt in imitation of the Jewifh fire which Mojes comman¬ 
ded fhould never bee extinguiflit or prophan’d, 6 Lcvit, i^the Devill 
ever frameing his worfhip (to make it better accounted of) after the beft 
patterne. In this Topher,chey commonly Immolated their little children, 
andfomtimes men ofmore yeers than difcretion,thinkingby this volunta¬ 
ry copurchafe an firon)crowne, of (heliifh) martyrdomc. After he had 
vow’d himfclfetobee a facrifice, his friends in great troopes, and with no 
leffe joy flockt about him 5 clapping him on the (boulders with this 
greeting. Hayle, blefled man 1 W hen? when wilt thou burne thy impure 
carcafle, to have it purg'd Sc made glorious in Paradize > he appoints a day, 
and they prepare towards the ceremony: the time being come, they af- 
fembleac his gate;8t heiffucs crown’d with garlands; they mount him upon 
a Mule, (for after hee has vow'd, bee muft no more hone ur the profane 
eaith with his foot-heps) the /cf^yannointshim with a hallowed oyle ; aod 
after many loving farewells, he incinerates in flame to afhes. Ere his chil¬ 
dren depart, or mufick ceafe roaring, the Prieft having confulted with the 
Devill, tells them their duty^ bids them famftifle them fdvea, and provide 
a coftly banquet againfl fuch a day, when their fathers ghoft means ro vific 
them : they leap for joy, and think each houre a day till the time accom- 
plifhes, At laft old Satan comes,that fubtle Jyar, and in their fathers fhape 
orphantafme, enters amongft them, and at fomediftance deludes their 
eyes, and readily facisfies their curiofities; they inquire how Paradize con¬ 
tents him 5 hee replies, byprofpe&itisagarden of fuch delights as are 
ineffable, but as yet cannot pofTefTe it. They aske why ? he tells them 
becaufe his will is unperformed* they aske who he left it with, the Prieft 
produces it: the tenor is of one note,his goods muft be divided into three 
the Ahar one, the Priefts another, his children a third : without which 
(pell the ghoft affrights them ever after. The Gowers in many parts of 
Per/w arc of this rehgjon^the Perfeesalfo in Jndya. Upon thefe Mountains 
they fab e, that Pijchjton (Guztafps eldeft fonne, who in Jacobs dayes 
govern d Perfta) lives here and thirty Immorall Chyrons, who by a grant 
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of Zertooft (the fire-bringerjare to abide here til] Doomfday, and if any 
fteale in by chance, they like wife may become immortal!. No doubt, bat 
Abbas attempted it. Here aIfo,upon ^uequits high hill are fome reliques of 
the furious Gyantefle Lamafaqm, and of Arneof her husband, a Gyantof 
monftrous fhape and proportion : I have forgocten how many fcore of 
cubits hee was high, but arm’d hee was (ifyou will beleeve the Perfians) 
with two homes as big as the tusks of an Elephant 5 his eyes were terrible 
big, his talk like to a Cows, but in fight as powerfull as was that club of 
II trcults : This great theife and his wife were both flaine by Saint Ham-fia 
Honcoir fuch another fouldier as was Saint Romayn at Rohm. But leaving 
thefe ignesfitui , let mee draw your eyes to our enfuing journeys: After 
many laborious ftepswee got to a Village called twelve miles fhorc 
of Damoan % where wee beheld a Caftle,fo built upon the belt advantages 
of Are and Nature, that it feemes impregnable: above, it wants no ground 
fitted for eafe and warre, fweet gardens fild with fruits and flowers^ made 
happy in a rivolet of pure water fpringiog there, and thence delightful¬ 
ly ftreamingin many oblique meanders into the boteome. 

In this place, five and twenty yeere ago, lived one MdeckjBahafoan, Late dqncfi 
who like a fecood Vint o commanded many hills and dales in Gelack and of Mount- 
Taurus^ King, albeit confined to the middle region,moft commonly for- Tamm. 
ced with great coft and care to uphold his dignity againft Tartar and Per- 
fun his great and quarrelfome neighbours; yet fiich was his good for tune 
policy, valour, and mutuall love twixt him and his fnbjefts, that though 
often invaded, he flood fecure, yea, lived to heare the ruine of many, bis 
late enemiesshis only aime tending to preferve what his predecefTors had 
juftly made him hey re unto, and that his gray hayres might go in peace to 
an eternall dormitory. Thus thought Bahamas, and added his endeavors 
to compleat his thoughts. But Abbas the ambitious Perfian, returning 
from the conquefl oHloztndram ( forcing sbadey-mrza fbnne of King Ab- 
daUa-cavpn to become his pentioner)looks up upon Taurus which feemed 
to threaten his undaunted heart, and vowes to bee no longer bearded by 
that mountanous King,taking his Motto out of Tacitus,idsquius quodva- 
UdiHSi charging him alfo that from his lofty dwelling hee peered into his 
two Kiogdomes Utdya and Uezendram, by that'advantage ranfacking his 
Townes,, robbing his Carravaat, illuring hiswormes, anticipating bis 
progreffe to the Cafpian Sea,and diverting many rivers into other fources; 
which fpringing upon Taurus, ftreanrd gallantly into \Hyrcania 8c Shervan, 
without whofe felicitating, thofe Provinces became barren and barbarous. 

Bahama» readily anfwers ^Abbas, and finds his drift, comparing 
him to that fable of the Wolfe who drinking at the Ipriog- head, quarrelled 
with the filly Lambefor troubling his draught by quenching his flagrant 
thirft at the ftream below. Whiles Abbas in an impatient delay refolves 
to try the chance of war, appointing Mcthicutibeg with an army of Coo- 

fel-hafhawes to perfed his defignes, and not to defeend thence without 
vittory. 

It could not be fo fecretly intended, but aged Bdaman has intelligence 
of his immediate purpofes. At firft it troubled him, in that his gray haires 
yere more propenfe to eafe th^o tumulr. Yet, left his fubje&s from his 
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example might be difcouraged, he throwes away his dull thoughts, and as 
a eommoD father provides for fafety, in armes and viftualls furnifhiug his 
large Cittadell for many yeares fie'ge, yea, omitting nothing that might in¬ 
title him a carefull and expert Souldier, In each defenfive place he plants 
a Garrifon, and makes every part naked and comforclefte where the Enc- 
mie might march,that in nothing he might be advantageous to the Perfiao. 
That done, he mews himfelfe, his Queene,two fonnes, and ten thoufand 
able men in his defended Caftie, not fearing any thing they could attempt 
againft him. The Perfian generall with thirty thoufand men mount up¬ 
wards and at their firft afcent, find the way fo tedious, made more dange¬ 
rous by many difmall fhowres of Darts and ftones thundering on them, 
that they grumbled at fuch ftratagems, and would needs tumble downe 
againe, tiil Methkulibeg by many promifes of reward, andexpofinghis 
owneheadin the front of danger drew them upland after fome petty skir- 
mifiies, incampt himfelfe before this Caftie 5 where he was told, the King 
and victory was included. When they had long viewd this inacceflible 
fortrdTe,chey halfe difpaired offubduing it. Such was the height of that 
Caftie, and fuch the perpendicular afcent, two excellent defences Art and 
Nature had inricht it with. Some Attempts he made,invalidab'e • to fhoot 
their Arrowes at ic,wasone with ayming at the Moone. Small Ihotc they 
had and many Lances, but of fmall force to batter rocks; fo that after ma¬ 
ny tedious bravadoes (wherein the Perfian had ftones for payment) the 
Generali j finding force not valuable, turnes Matchiavillian. He fummons 
them above to parlee with him 5 which granted,he aftaalts them with ma¬ 
ny proteftations of truce and friendfhip. And that hee might the better 
fhadow t ruth, prefects the aged King with choifeTulipaots, Sham Cheers, 
Pearles,and other guilded baits, meane enough to angle for a Kingdome, 
intreating him to defeendand caftc a banquet: folemnly fwearingby Mor~ 
tu s ABjij the head of sham Abbas , by Paradife, by eight tranlparent Orbs, 
and ocher panym acteftations,that helhould haveroyall quarter,come and 
goe as pleafed him ^ no other reafon inducing his invitation, than a hearty 
good will hee bore him,and hopes oFagceement upon parlee. The peace- 
full King , unufed to deceit and warres rotten ftratagems, fwallowes the 
tempting hook, and is credulous they had no perfidy. His wife and formes 
dilTwade, adding freih examples of their hypocrifie. But neither chore nor 
the teares his menfhed to beg his ftay, vowing their conftancie to the laft 
man,could divert his deftiny: but downe he goes and fiudes the Crocodile 
below ready to embrace him with teares of joy: but after a fhort banquet, 
gives him an iron bed • regarding neither vow, honour, nor ingagement. 
Bahaman too late repents his dotage. The Pagan Generali thinks all his 
ownenow, and therefore fends his fonne a meflage of intreaty upon a 
Speares point, that if they wifht their fathers fafety, an end of warre,truce 
with Abbas t and new Graudeur to their fortunes, they fhoirld come downj 
all which by obftinade would be forfeited and denied them , yea prove a 
bafis of perpetuall trouble, and a common monument a llfha me untopo- 
fterity. f 

Nature, enriches man with reafon 5 Time, with knowledge and expe¬ 
rience. Hence, the two gallant youths,regardlefleof the rodomantadoes 
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of the faftidious Pagan, commix difcretion and pollky, throw downe this 
chokinp aofwer , They would beleeve bee was anhoneftmaiiand condif- 
cend to any reafon, fo the King might have his liberty to come up againe 5 
otherwife he might count them Ideots, the villany and perjury to their fa¬ 
ther being fo frefh amongft them : from equal! reafon , they might de¬ 
mand the Caftle and Crowne, as them by whom thofe things fubfifted; 
other fatisfaftion they would not give fo vile a mifereant, this excepted. 
That the Kino of Verftd’s ill-grounded ambition would never profper; that 
though of long time he had politely avoyded theEpichice of a Tyrant, this 
would rub afreih his former iojuftice, yea anatomize him fo dearely, that 
all Afya would account him odious : that all the world might tax him of 
dilhonourable avarice, who commanding over many fruitful! Provinces, 
could not reft contented, without fubjugatinga Nation never wronging 
him - a King whofe Ante-cefTors had for more ages govern’d Larry-Iokn , 
than/ssw^rpofterity had done Perfia$ a Country fo cold and barren, 
that of more than Title he could not any way better himfelfe; an unholy 

often ration. . , r 

Sua retimrefrivataDomns, de attend cert are regia Uns ejf, layes Tad- 
tut private men do well to chinktheir owne enough, great ones think all 
too little for their ambition. Abbas muft not be circumfcrib'd,the General 
remembers it. So that retorting him this lawleffe title, lus mihi objettat, 
accinBo gladio? without more plea; invites them, from their confoli- 
dated cloud, to view their Fathers head off: they refoluteiy bid him do as 
pleafed him, and to call to minde, murther is inexpiable in their Alcoran. 
Methiculibeg has torne his foxes skin with overftrechkig it, feeingthis de¬ 
vice prove ayre,St knows no way nowto blow them up,himfelfe is fo fine¬ 
ly undermined. But giving his rage a vent,in heat of fury he againe aflkuV 
ted them, they retaliate his hate with fuch dexterity that many Coolel- 
baflies expir’d their Iaft, and fo many others were bruis’d,rhac they begun 
a common mutiny, protefting to returne whiles it was pebble upbray- 
dine the Generali, that he knew not how to ufe a viftory , that Bahamas 
was theirs,Mount Taunt theirs, and doubted not, but they would do ho¬ 
mage if the Shaw would fo honour him, that with more credit and game 
they could oppofe the Turk, or Jndyan. The Generali is plung'd into a 
deadly Dylemrrfa. If he could infufe patience and make them ftay, hee 
knew not howto mount the Caftle, if he returned without full cooqueft, 
he knew his head fhould off; Ferrat-eaten, oliverdi-catm, Kurchicly-eaten, 
and other brave Captaines for like faults, being that yeere beheaded Hec 
machinates at length another trjalfo hereleafes Bahamas upon his knees 
befeeches pardon : vowing he us'd this feemmg difeourtefie, but to try his 

excellent temper-that his leave to go back was pnted him, either to go 

or ftay as pleafed him; thaeorfMw his Mafter had fent for him, and that 
he fhould depart more joyfully, could he bdf be fo happy to fee his Tons, 
whom for valour and policy he admired above all mortall creatures, that 
if any Articles and Truce might reciprocally bee figned to, oh ! what 
content it would affoord,and fetter him in a thou fan d flaviih ingage men ts. 
Bahamas is over-joyed at this Syren, never did mufick to his dull eares 
found more melodioufly; fome Magick fpell Cure had infatuated 
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beleeves the Parfian, and gives a Sardonick fmile to think how bieft hee 
was in this attonemene: he didates a pathetick letter, and is permitted to 
fhewhisjoyatadiftance to his Tonnes. A nefarious meflenger delivers it 
and bewitches the well-nigh diftra&ed Princes with fuch pifcafbes and pre- 
fents of worth, that accepting them 3 and joying at the eafie Articles, they 
coafult and (fearing to irritate fo Potent a neighbour to further mifchiefe, 
the Queene alfo provoking them dowue, contrary to the foldiers who 
prefag’d by many fubmiffive difwafions their ruine) downe they go, rely¬ 
ing on the perfidy of the Generali ; who founds for joy, and carries them 
to their endeared Father, twixt whom was fhewed love and obedience 
In the height of both; the Generali prefents them a folemne banquet:, 
but death attended them. For when thefethree were bleffing their good 
deftiny, fmiling in a mutuall confentof love, the Generali gives the figne, 
and at one inftant three Coofel-baflies ftanding by, with their flicing" Se- 
miters whipt off their heads, all three atone moment made immortal! 5 
and ere this villany was fpread abroad, by verrue of their feales, they made 
the men above defeend and yeeld the Caftle,feme receiving mercy, fome 
deftruftion. By that detefted policy yoaking in 13 a very, this late thought 
indomitable Nation; fnch was the miferable end of Meleq Bahamaa and 
two hopefull Princes, forgetfull of warres fubtleties ; and how Madeuk 
their neighbour King of Anti-Taurus for playing faft and loofewith Selim 
firft Emperour of Turqs^ by equall credulity gave a like iflue to his life 
and Kingdome. Oppofit to this Caftle is erefted the Sepulcher of Ba- 
hmans beloved Queene, in the high-way as wee patted: ris of foure equi- 
lateralls, elevated eight yards high; the materiall is of ftone, well fquar’d 
and plafter’d with white, very apparaat and comely, 

A long mile from this Sepulcher and higher up into the Aireys the high 
peak of Damoan (by Strabo in his n. lib. call'd Iafonia j) whofe top(fliaped 
like a Pyramid) furmounts all the other parts of Taurus-^ up which defa- 
tigating hill we crambled with no ftnall difficulty,and from whence wee 
coulddlfcover the Calpian Sea, eightfcore long miles diftant thence ; 'tis 
above compos'd of fulphur,which caufesittofparkle each night lik zMtna^ 
apleafant objeft to the eye, but is lb offenfive to the fmell, that it requires 
anofegay of Garlick in theafeending; hence, moft part of PerJ/a and 
Chaldtea has their brimftone: the reafon why we rode up was out of curi- 
ofity, to fee the baths fo generally reforced Ito, fo excellently famous. 
Three are incirclcd with ftrong ft one-walls and two are open. The firft 
are for thofe of quality, the other in common: and hither in Auguft, peo¬ 
ple flock apace from remote parts, decrepit and difeafedin mighty mul¬ 
titudes. 

How are we toft by Fortune ? when we keep 
At Sea, we fee the wonders of the deep, 

And tremble ae*the danger, where we dive 
Under the hideous waves. When we arrive 
On land, we think us happy; But ere long 
We muft to work againe and climb the ftrong 
And craggy Mountains reaching up to Heaven, 

Each down-caft look is death, each way uneven 
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Danes our thick-pantinghearts; left if we mifte 
One ftep, we head*long fall theprecipiffe. 

The top (like fierce Vefuvius) Sulphur fpits 5 
The mid* way wholfome Baths, which cure all fits 
Of agues, aches, palfie, and the ftone, 

AH epileptick fumes; as if alone 
Naturehadchofe this place, to plant in the.fe 
The Art of Galen and Hypocrites. 

Now, whether this hill take denomination from Damoan, five farfsngs 
thence, or the Towne from fc 1 cannot argue 5 but from the fignification 
a Second plantation, the Jewes have a Cabala that Noahs Ark refted here * 
not only from the faper-eminency of the hill, but Vines and Zone fitting a ^ oa 13 dbk$ 
feminary better than any part of the Armenian mountains. Befide$,this 
hill where Tjwrwrifes up higher than eHmvherc, is part of Paropamifa, 

Sc where Becanus places the Ark,denying that Ararat is in Armenia,though 
Hoyt on to make ir be bekeved,callsit Anmnot. But how improbable fo ere 
that be,thisfeemes more congruous; that at thi* Towne of Samoan and 
mountain es about it, the Idolatrous Tribes removed by Sdma*ajjer, were 
here feared; thofe efpecially of Dq,n, Zebulon, Ajfur, and Nepthaly ; the 
other of Ruben, Gad, and halfe Manajjis, by tiglatb PiUefar about Lar, 
laaroa , n,zad other parts of Chujijlan, For albeit Vtolomy makes Gozona 
(id his 6. lib. 18. chap.) * branch of Oycut, in above 40 degrees: and at Ha¬ 
ro, and Ha/a, and Ghabor Cities of Medya, Deere the river Ooxan facred 
ftory faies they were placed by the AfiyrUn^it cannot be that Gozan mixes 
with Oxus, fince no part of Medya is within three hundred miles of it. 

Gozan then is in Medya ; and feeing that At axis waters Armenia from Ara¬ 
rat, Mid runnes into the Weft fide of the Cafpian fea; this river here of a 
* great bredch Breaming from Taurus both into Medya and Byrcanto (Cut in 
manyfmall rivolers by the people to draw her many wayes) muft needs 
be to, and the Jewes inhabiting here for many agesconfirme fny con¬ 
jecture, faying alfo that they were brought hither captives, and here have 
refted during many overtures and changes of the Perfian Monarchy. 

Eaftof Damoanshigh peak is a Towne call'd Nova, in it a hundred fami¬ 
lies. A young man (fonne to Hodge-Suare the Perfian Merchant that dyed 
in London, Anno Domini 1625, and brother to Mahomet, whom we buried 
at fea) hearing of our palling by, accompanied with all his loving kindred, 
came to invite us to his home ; he was apparelled in a long robe of cloth 
ofgold, his head was wreath’d with a huge Shalh orTulipant of filk and 
gold,hebeftowed a banquet and hearty welcome, With an invitation 6f 
longer time: but after mutuall thanksand ceremony, we return’d a long 
fercwell, and whence haftned towards Damoan: where,as wee defeended a 
fteep hill, wee paft by a large black Tenc,ftuft with above thirty antick 
women,Sc asmany men; I thought they had been folemnizing their Tau- 
rilia and Boalia, but it prov’d a wedding; the bride was of ten yeeres, the 
groome of thirty; (he a Venus, he a Vulcan: many bride-maids came out 
to admire at us, wee ftaid awhile no lefle wondringat them: their frees, 
handstand feet were painted in divers formes of birds, beafts, caftles, and 
flowers, refembling our predecefTors in Brittaim in Cafars time; their 
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lrgg3 were chain'd wichvoluntarie fetters ofbrafle and Giver 3 wbichia 
their Morifco Paftorall made them appeare more excellent ia that fporc 
than any defcription of the Arcadian Sheepheardefles 5 wee gave them a 
a fmall offering and fo left them i that night making Damoan our Maozeil 
or Lodging. 

Damoan , (whether the relift of Ghabor or Halah is incerrame • but by 
the Jewes (in thefe parts call’d Jehads') their long captivity and abode here, 
feemesto be one of them) is a Town well known unto the Perfians; forne 
write it Daman>an 3 bxit erroneoufly. The North Pole is elevated at this 
place, fix and thirty degrees, twenty minutes5 longitude 88. It is ir> 
eluded by the skirt ofT 'aurus % in the Kaboncbarion Province (part of Ghe- 
lack) and the limit of Medya^ North; aTowne pretty well watered, a 
branch of Gazan refreshes her: peopled moft part with Jewes, who in 
this place are two hundred Families: The Buzzar is built aloft, aid fcarce 
worth the climbing to, except it be to buy wine and fruit, which is had 
here in plenty and at eafie prices. T wo dayes w ee flay’d in Domoan to re- 
ereatour wearied bodies ; on the thirteenth of June we departed thsnce, 
and chat day rode to Bomaheem, five and twenty miles from Damoan. 

And now we are in’Me^M, a word of her; it takes name either from Me* 
dem fonne to lafon and Med#a , th'in?ortunate daughter of King Act a j oc 
from Madai third fonne of Xaphet fonne of Noah: on the North it has 
mount Taurus; has Parfbia South j confin’d by BaSria to the Eaft; Weft 
by Armenia and Ajjyria. Media was anciently divided into two (as Jrogus 3 
Adephius , straboy and others wituelfe,) Atropatia, (Tropatnena in Ptolomy^ 
Atropat&na in Pliny ^ from Atropatus one of Alexanders men) and Azarky 
©r Sheervan i, e. milky Plain. 

At this day tis fub-divided into Gheylan (GheyUm Ptolomy , Caddufain 
Pliny) Deylan^ Vaaz-praean^ and Jhezican^ thole are Atropatia ; in which 
we might include part of Armenia, sheirvan has Aderbayon , Barr an^ Sul- 
tavia, and Tabriztan. A rich and puiffant Country it was in the worlds In- 
fancie; but whether by the confuming hand ofwarre or Gods juftice, in 
revenge of fo many holy Chriftians thozm maflacred, I cannot fay ; this 
lean, that it is a barren and miferable foile , compared with the Phoenix 
of Iks great Brittain^ who in her felfe exceeds the beft compared plea- 
fures of thefe Afiatique Provinces. Ic has beene fruitfull you may lay, if 
Pope Pius the fecondhad good information out of Strabo, lib. 11. an Hip- 
pobotos or horfe psfturehere nourilhing fiftie thoufand breeders; but 
little graffe is to be found at this day over moft part of the Perfian Monar¬ 
chy^ you may fee,ifyou pleafe to journey thither. But in ftead of them, 
as many Camells abound here infaodie Defarts, and crop the boughesof 
trees or flirubs fuch as they meet with : a beaft,albeit generally known,yet 
may have a fmall memorial!. The Dromodarie and it are of one defeent, 
but varie according to the Countrie they breed in: in Batina ( where of 
old were reckoned a thoufand Cities ) and At/?* they have but one gib or 
bunch, the Arabian is doubled. The males in one moneth every yeare 
burne with too much heat,and grow foaming frantic k towards copulation, 
yet in that diftradfion cannot be brought to commit inceft, nor will they 
goe any whither without their conforc; the females are not lb choierick ■ 
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they couple backward , goe great ten moneths, commonly have but one 
young one at one birth, which they Tackle two yeares apart from compa¬ 
re, not looting their milk till a fecond conception: They live threefcore 
yeates,labour much,feed lktle 5 refraine drink three dayes, but then quench 
their thirft immeafurably: their milk is cordiall,their flefh ranck and lean* 
yet in Afea preferred before Beefe, Veale, Pork, in that Mahomet's Alcacon 
or Ozmons Parady, licentiats it. 

This Kingdom e was firft conquered by Semeramjs 5 feme fay by her 
fimplc husband Njsm, Anno mundi 1900. N« was fonne of Belus ( dei¬ 
fied by names ofEel^Baa/^nd lupiter Babylonicus ■) foune of Nymrod (call’d 
Mars by fome,by others Saturne) fixt fonne of Cufachams eldeft fonne,the 
curfed brat of Noah : or thus, Noah had ^ to, father off# (begot fome 
fay in the Ark ) father of Nymrod who begat Baladan, father to Berodacpre- 
deceflbar to Nabuchad&ezarfa ther of Evil- Merodacb ,father o ^Bd-flsazzer y 
who (as Daniel fore* told) was thelaft of that Affyrian pedegree , Darius 
Medus (upplanting him. Anno M, by fome call_d Cyaxares jecundus^ 

whofe daughter and heire was married to Cyrus the Fortunate, who by 
flaughter of Afiiages became foie Monarch of Perjia. Since when, it has 
groaned under twenty changes,but wee will notfpeak them here; for by 
this time we are hous’d in Tyroan . 

Tyro an, by her continued greatneffe and Antiquity Teenies to be that 
Rhazunda, mentioned by Strabo and Ptolemy. It is feace<^ in the midft of 
a faire large Plain; which albeit it be invironed with hills of ftupendious 
height in moft parts at good diftance,yet fome wayes it affoords a delicate 
Horizon. Theayre here isfrefla and fweetinthe morning and cowards 
Sunfet, but in the Sonnes perpendicular glances. Wee found it hot and ra¬ 
ging: the houfes are of white bricks, hardnedintheSunne; above three 
thoufand houfes are numbred in Tyroan; of which, the Dukes & Bnzzar are 
the faireft and raoftobfervable ■ yet neither fo excellent as to beget won¬ 
der : the Market is divided, fome part thereof is open and fome arched: 
a fweettivolet playes wantonly in two ftreames through the Towne, fer- 
tilitating the Groves and Gardens, who for fudb a favour returne a thank* 
full Tribute to the Gardiner: adjoyning theCicie, the King has a fpatious 
Garden, fuccind with a great Towring wall of mud, as much in circuit as 
is the Cicie: The houfe wherein we lodged overtopped all the other,and 
from whofe higheft Tarrafle fearly one morne) I tooke a dainty profpeft 
both of Town e and Country; every houfe top was fpread with Carpets, 
whereon each night fiept the Mafter of the houfe and his Seralio 5 fome 
(I eatily perceived) had three, fome fix women about them, wrapt in lin- 
ncn 5 the curiofity (or raOmriTe rather) might have coft me deerely, the 
penalty being no lefie than to fhoetan Arrow into his brainee that dares 
to doe it* The Carravans lodge here, exceeds the Mofque 3 the men in 
this Towne are proud, the women lovely, both are curious in novelties 5 
but the jealoufie of the men confines the temper of the weaker fexes 5 yet 
by that little they adventured at, we might fee, Vtfttk rebus glifiit volu»~ 
tas. One Zenal-ckan is the Sultan of this Cicie, a man of no worth in our 
opinion:he had been Ambaffador from Shaw-Abbas to Rodulph the fecond, 
German Emperour ; but his late imploymenr, his favour with Abbas , his 
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wealth, his vexation for Nogdi-beg his Cozen; made him fo proud, fo dif- 
courteous, that albeit the AmbaiTacIour feat to vifithim, hee return'd no 
thanks, he took no notice of his being there. The pole A r tick is elevated 
io Tjroan , thirty five degrees, forty minutes: fourefcore in longitude. 
From Tyroan we rode to a Village call ’dCharab, a bafe inhofpitabte place 5 
it affoorded us no fuftenance , bat torment, fo much as the fealding fands 
and frying Sunne could operate , as in too great meafure we had experi¬ 
ence of; From hence to Tanrys is two dayesridiag. The Carravaas-raw is 
thus fhaped.

fbaxad as we find in Iuditbs Hiftory : Amo Domini 3 zgo.fome fay Dejoces, 
prediceffor to that valiant Phraortes , who flourifht inithe jbare df the 
world 3300 5 the fix: Dynaft of Medya after Arbaees , who begfin it from 
Adam 3146. It was agrandiz’d (not bailees Ptiny dreamt of) by $efochui y 
300 yearesafter who at that time begun to build Sdatcya 200 phar fangs 
thence, to eclipfe the pride of mighty Sabylon. Such time as ffiee was cal¬ 
led Ecbaton, fhe wasfarregreaterthanat this prefenc. It was fifteene Ita¬ 
lian miles about (fayes Strabo.) The walls were ftrong and ftacely, feventy 
cubits high and fifty broad, beautified with many loftie Turrets and battle* 
ments: within, were numbred many great and excellent Pallacesj that 
which Da»ielhxA\t (theM#wjo&»wafterwardsof the Median Kings) was 
molt magnificent, and which remained undemolifhc in lofepbus his rime, 
and fome whiles after : That, built by Darius was no Jelfe memorable; 
moft part whereof was of Cedar wood, the roofe ftudded and plaited with 
bnrnifhc gold 3 of both which nothing now remaines lave memory and 
allies. I can hardly fay memorie, fince it is become a queftion whether 
Tat/ryz, be old Ecbatan 5 and whether it be in Media or no. If to be under 
Earosta, (Diodorus,, Polybius, and PioHmy call it Orontes, ) if to be in 36 de¬ 
grees 50 minutes, if to have the ruines of Toby as his grave, if to be the bu- 
iiaU place of Kings, if to be the Metropolis timeout of mind, if to be the 
Citie from lerujalem N. E. foure hundred forfaogs can make h Ecbatan $ 
01 if the authority of Ananias, Petrus de la mUe % Leunclavlus, Tetyera, and 
of Ortelius will ferve, let it then be E chat an and in Medya. con¬ 

ceit of Tahry% (miftaken in the Tau^Gantma printed erronioufiy for it) to 
be in Ajjyria, by Cedrenus in Armenia , by Ckalcondyks in Perjia, by Niger in 
Per/-Armenia , or by Paulus Pesetas in Tarthya 5 what were ehele con- 
jeriures but.from the Monarchique Arch-Tides, as A{fyrian i Armenian, or 
Partly an as they fwayed then ; and chiefly from the miftake, how Armenia 
is divided* pare of Armenia major extending South of Araxh into Airo- 
patia y z part of Medya $ and from whence the name Ferf- Armenia is com¬ 
pounded : for by Abulfeda. Vlugbbeg, and others, the latitude of Taurys 
complies with Ecbatan, 

Az this day Tabryz is great, and well peopled : traded to from farre, al¬ 
beit itkeepes a Garrifon. It is compafr with a mud wall, five miles about z 
thehoufesare flat a cop: their material! Sunn e-dried Bricks: the Buzzar 
large, the Gardens lovely; that to the South-Eaft planted by King Tamos 
was&mous, but the Turks horfes have lately grazed there. It wants wa¬ 
ter in the greateft meafure, yet of that is not wholy deftitnee- What it 
lacks in that, fire and flame fuppHes it$ the Snnne, warresrage, and civiJl 
broyles having more than fufficiently parched her. Topafle by the mu¬ 
tations of the Empire, the Turks finb pafl&ge fix hundred yeares fince, 
Tauber lay ns rage and the like, remember we thole two deadly factions the 
Envieaydarlai and Namidlai for three hundred yeares perlecuting one ano¬ 
ther with implacable wrath, drawing into their quarrel 1 nine other Pro¬ 
vinces, who grew fo hateful! amongft themfelves, that not only this Citie 
but Medya & Armenia were tberby half depopuiatedrtfre Gibelyus nor Ro¬ 
les outmatched them. They made an eafie entrance to any invader. Sdytn 
the grand Signicut fir ft efpies it, and to become an eye-fore to Tamos fonne

of Imtael their inveterate Adverfarie, fends a Bafhaw who ranfackc it 
Amo Dom i 514.Heg.894. without much refiftance. And Amo 15 30. Soly- 
man feconded it with fo much furie, chat it flam'd many dayes, the infa- 
tiateTurks pillaging without mercie, and turniog topfie-turvie all they 
met with, and into a Chaos thofe elaborat walks and gardens shaw-Tah- 
mas fo much gloried in. It reviv’d againe, and againe is made proftrate to 
Ebrahim Baja’s luxurie, fent by Solyman at the villaaous inflation of vie- 
mm a Perfiao Traytorjand brother in law to the King. Ac which time An¬ 
no 1j34.Heg.9i4- the greedie Turks new ranfackc it. Bn tAmo Dem.tf&j. 
Hog. 965. it groaned under mod affliction, when Ozmanz he wrath&U 
Bafla and Have to Amurat the third,fubduei it, and perpetrated all forts of 
hoftile crueltie : till thircie yeares after , by that incomparable Pagan 
Prince Emyr-kafflze-myrza elder brother to Shave Ah has it was regained, 
rebuilt aud fortified againft the future infolence of thofe Barbarians. Tam 
rp isdiftantfrom Caztyts feven dayes eafie journey ; from the Mare Cafpi- 
um as many ; from Ara% fix 5 from Derlmt eight, from Spahawo feven- 
teene,from skyraz thirty, from Ormus fifty, and from Babylon thirty. 

Next night we made our Manzcill at Sangurrabaut, a Town confining 
of an hundred Cottages. lathis place we buried a civill Gentleman, Mr. 
Welflit our comrade, under a broad fpreading Chenoar tree, and fixt a 
brazen fcrole over him, which fpoke bis Name and Nation. 

Mors nil non caientfletu ; linquamus amicis We have deplor'd thy death : tti induing yeares 
Mxrotem ut edebrent fttneta cum kchrynus* fhy kinfifil pay thee Tribute with their teares. 

Next night we flept in the open fields under a befpangled Canopie the 
Firmament; and next in shaw-De, i.e, the Kings To woe, bis Purgatorie ra¬ 
ther ; ifa confpiracie oflooft St fealding land, the burning Sun, and filrhie 
Cottages can make one: the houfesthere, differ no hing in fhape nor 
clofeneffe from Ovens 3 the people all day bake themfelves in them 3 a 
people fo dtfeourteous, that our miferie nothing afflicted them $ from that 
hatefullTowne we baited, and next night got into Casbyn. 

Cazb.yn, (or Kazvjn after the lifp of Per ft a) is that fame City 
known to the ancient Topo-graphers by name oi Arfacia fiomArfaces the 
valiant Perfian Anno Mmdi 3710. from whom the enfiiing Kings were 
ftil’d Arfacids • two hundred and fifty yceres before the th’incarnation of 
our Savior Chrift; and is accounted the firft that made Medya an Empire^n 
defpight of proud Seleuchus fon to the great Monarch of Syria,Antiochm 
firnamed Theos. By command of Nycanor it was afterwards call’d Euro* 
p »/, and loft chat name too when it bended under the next conqueft. It 
is likely this was that Rages (a City in Medya as appearesin Tobit) whither 
the Angel! went from Ecbatan to receive theten Talents (of our money 
two thoufand pounds) Tobias was to have from Gabacl fon ne to Gabrias his 
kinfman. Iam not ignorant, that fome imagine Ediffa in Mesopotamia to 
be it; but that is moft unlikely, for then what bufineffe had they from 
Ninivy to go to E ebatan (in the way no doubt, or not far re ceviat to Rages ) 
a contrary way leading to Ediffa twvtx Tigris and Euphrates: befides,it 
is faid in the Apocrypha, that Rages was in Medya, Edijja is not 5 and no 
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oatt of M idw is neerer than a thoufand miles from the holy City, but 
Snot five hundred. Whence the word anbyn is I con door

it would nlifh of too much antiquity. The fignlfication of Oak is un¬ 
known by interpretation or occafion to the inhabitants, except the bioa- 
Ser of that conceit had recourfe to theidiom of the old Parthians The 
North pole is in this famous City elevated 36 deg. and 15 min. long. t s 
degrees 30 minutes: by King Tam (Tonne of/few!) made the Mctro- 
fif this Monarchy, the better to affront the intruding Ottomans ; the 
Kingdome it hands in, is MeJya ; the Province Sb'tr-va, that part call d 
Del* - from r*br* a hundred and eighty miles; from Hauda (the

residence of fix Sultans.) ninety; from ArJtv/l®' Seign.ory of the Aba- 
fians) eighty;from Gbtyb# feventy;fr6m Fsabaut two hundredjfrom s,.

hundred;from Umfihms thoufand; from.y ? afa« rwohundredand fe-

Media ,and cquall for other grandeur to any other City in the Perfian Era- 
pir Ispahan excepted. It is (eased in a filth even plane. no hill of 
note in thirty miles compaffe overlooking her pa champagne yeeldmg 
graine and grapes, but little wood fisvl growing anywhere. It ha. a 
H ftreame flowing from Absttda XlUratt of old) which gives the 
Sy didnMnd^llowes the gardens! from whence by its refrefiiment 
and the peoples hduftry, they have abundance of fruits and roots and in 
varieties. I think the reafon why weefaw no great nversin any place, is 
from their forcing it into many (luces, to bring it by fubterraman pafTa- 
a es to fuchTownes as have nonebutby derivative info much, that if 
fufer s Euphrates, and Ganges were amongft them (I meane; where the 
Country is moft peopled) doubtlefre they would make them kifTe the (ea 
hundred oftiums or branches. Such fruits *1 remember, were 
Grapes Orenges, Lymes, Lemons, Pomcytrons, Musk and water Mel- 
Ions Pto,Cherryes, Peaches. Apricocks, Figgs, Goofebernes. Peares, 
Annies ‘Piftachoes Filberds, HafeLNurs, Wallnuts, Almonds, and ex- 
fe P nent Pomgranads, Dates, but fuch as came from 
circled witha complementall wall,of noforce many adverfity s he com. 
naffe is aW 7 milesj the families are twenty thoufand, people about two 
hundred thoufand, nourifhtby the Ayre, and a few roots and nee, fuch 
dyet as beft complies with fuch torrid regions.The B^^here are large 
and p!eafanc>t inferiour to feme about her. The Mydang nmformand 
beautiful!, the Kings Pallaceahd Haram are mgh the great HUn, \o - , 
of raw-bricks, varniflit after the notion o_( Paymm pamaog^ m blev^d, 
and yellow tinflures,commixc with Arabiq knots St letteis, e , 

the windowes arefpatious, wellfeed and neatly carved- within, of ufnaL 
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fpiendor y neere his gate,is a great Tanck orMagazyn of water made at 
the common charge at our being here. The Hummums (or fweatingpla- 
cesj are many, refplendent in the azure pargetting and tyling wherewith 
they are ceruleated; the vulgar buildings content the inhabitants, but to 
a bufie eye yeeld fmall wonder or amazement: the gardens are beft to 
view and fmell co,but compared with thofe in Spahawn and prove 

but ordinary and Jefle fruitfull. The Mofq’g, or fiiperfticioas houfes, are 
not two thirds fo many as John of Verjia computed long ago, above fix 
hundred. Nor thofe fo faftidious in Pyramidall afpirings, cor curions in 
Architecture, nor in fide glory as in many leffer Towns obeying Mahomet. 
I cannot in large her praifes, fave .that in Spring and Autumne Ibeleeve it 
may be a temperate and inticing climat; but Sommer and Winter are ex- 
trpame in contraries 5 Apollo frying them with his oblique flaming glan¬ 
ces, and Hyems no Jeffe benumming them with his {cycles. 

Here we met the Poofhaw again, who got into Casbyn two dayes afore 
us. At which time, forty Cammelis entred Joaden with Tobacco ont of 
Udya, the owners a odd rivers being ignorant that any fiich prohibition had 
gone out, to forbid the ufing it; {the King fome times commanding and 
reftrayning three or foure tknes every yeere, to drew his [Monarchic 
power, and as the humor taketh him,) an ill fpirit directed them,for 
Mamet-.AUy-beg the pernicious Favojrite (wanting his pifealh it feemes ex- 
afperates Abbas and he forth-with payee the men unwelcome wagesxom- 
mandmg an Officer do crop off their eares, apd to benofe them;offering 
to his angry Juftice, the forty Cammelis burthen pf Turnon or Tobacco 
by making a great deep hole the pipe, which being inflam'd, in a black va¬ 
por gave the Citizens grads two whole dayes and nights infernal! incenle. 
Let me give you fomewhat to memonfe CV/^Vherein have been a&ed 
many Tragick feenes, in their times very terrible. 

Mahomet thepurblind Kingof perfia and Syre to Shaw-Abbas, of bim- 
feife was peaceable and mercifqll ■ but could reft never the quieter for 
luch a temper. Morad the third, aqd fonne to Seljm that arch-Atheift 
and Emperotir of Turq's (who call’dhimfelfe God of the Earth,and corn- 
man der of the whole World) fquinted ftiil upon theEafterne Monarchs, 
and Found none a greater eye-fore and rub to his conquefts than Mahomet 
and Perjta : many attempts he made to fubjeft it,but of no force, the hap¬ 
py influence of deftiny fo fafegaarded it, Naturae felfe laboured coop- 
pugne that rebell of Nature. ^

imperfection ^ hee could not fee to fight, to difcerne, to govcrne. ifmatl 
was abroad upon fome impIoyment,and therefore Veriacon-Conna encou¬ 
raging, he grafpc the Scepter and impald his browee with his Fathers Di- 
adenijhiabrothers right, his owne confufion: for he had not fwayedfull 
foure dayesjwhen sahamel cmn (his mfinuacing Uncle) raoft audatioufly 
ftruck off the crowne, and (to adde prefumptiori) made the Ioffe of his 
head fatisfie his too hafty ambition. Zenall-cmn his friend grumbles at 
it, but had not power to queftion him. Vtriacon-Cottna finding her ingage- 
ment paft to Ayder y Ihewes her fclfc a right woman in her conftancy : for 
without any revenge of Ay den death or forrowing to his grave, lire trans¬ 
fers her love to who by her foot-poft has notice of his brothers 

ill-end and favour of the Sultans towards him. Ambition lends him wings., 
fo that he quickly arrives at Casbyn^nd by men of note is joyfully welcom* 
ed, by the monfter multitude fainted King. His confcience accufeshim 
of inrrufion, bur checks him not to make fiich a conftruftion as Law and 
Nature required from him; he refolves to rule, and to cutoff fuch rubbs 
as made the way unfafe to mount upon: his brothers had no title to it, (I 
meane, none but Mahomet ) yet the name affrights him: 8 innocent Prin¬ 
ces were flame to quench his infernall inflammation , regarding neither 
grace, his Fathers foule, the perfume of that name ? the name of Tyrant, 
juftice,nor the peoples mutability,who by that cruelty begun to hate him, 
and to with the right heyre in his lawfull royalties. Mahomet alfo begin* 
toftirre,if not for the crowne, at leaftto free himfelfe from his brothers 
blood-rhirftineffe 5 buthenofooncr practis’d to bee aftive, when the peo¬ 
ple ground their loyalty and affeftion on him, and in great troopes flock 
about him, vowing to have him King in Casbyn , or in the attemp to facri- 
fice themfelves. Whiles ifmael growes odious to God and Man : for, fee¬ 
ing the vulgar fort and others fall away, in a high contempt of them, and 
to ru'me all, he confederates with the Turq,intending to betray the honor 
of his crowne, and to fhade himfelfe under their greatneffe 5 yea to vex 
bis owne, and to ingratiate the Turks the more, apoftatizes, proclaiming 
the error of the Perfian reformation, crying out that Ally was no body, 
compared to Mahomets three fucceffors, and rhelike frantick impofturesj 
which how fubtlely fo ereheecloakt, his tricks deceived him - for one 
night (a difmall sight to him) his lifter weather cock and foure imaged 
Sultans, chalyk, Emyr, Mohwmmed , and Curchycaren entred his bed-cham¬ 
ber in womens apparel!, where ifmael rhiuking to coole his lafeivious ap¬ 
petite, was by thofe Amazons ftrangled in a cord of filke, faming out his 
infefted (pint, unable to refift the fury of thofe confpiracors, and diflieart- 
oed when heefaw his lifter one of them. Casbyn was clouded with fhame 
and amazement, but clearesup when Mahomet enters circled wirh the re¬ 
fulgent Diadem. p triacoK-coma dreames not of an account; but Mahtm 
met, acquainted with her turbulent and variable nature* commands Salmas - 
mirza to arreft her with the axe of death, which accordingly hee executes, 
and fends her Gorgons head, the hayre dilhevelling upon a fpeares poync 
as a fymboll of his obedience unto the King: her complices upon the ter-* 
i tons 
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roar of this,potting for their lives into Georgia, fome unto Babylon, 

Ecce, purem Natiperimunr, Na»fquc parentes fhus 3 chHdre» flay their Syres^parents their brood, 

Matiuqae armau cocunt in vulnera francs. Armd brethren brethen wound in deadlyfewd, 

Amttrath the Grand-feignior heares by Vflref-beg (an Armenian Tray- 
tor) of Ismaels cataftrophe; in whofe revenge (he fo colour’d it, to make 
Mahomet negleCted) he forages the Perfian Territores, ordering Muflapha 
the Bafhaw with a hundred thoufand men to perpetrate their utmoft rage, 
which he greedily obeye$,till Sultan Tokpmac the Perfian Generali affronts 
him face to face, and examines him with fuch fury in the Calderan plains 
(famous for many memorable conflicts) that Muflapha is forced thence 
in defpight of his bravadoes, a fhamed that 20000 could not only ban¬ 
dy but beat downe his Army, confifting of five times his number. Six and 
thirty thoufand Turks there breath’d their laft, and eight thoufand Perfi- 
ans, Anno Domini 1578. Heg. 958, of whofe heads the braggiugTurk 
made a Bulwark, thinking it would bee a fcar-crow to the Perfian * who 
retaliated them in a more terrible meafure that yeere, by the valour of 
Arezrbeg and Emanculy-cawn^ thirty thoufand other Turks parting with 
their heads (as they paft the Come m Hyrcania) to ereft a higher Trophy 
to their victory; prayiag Muflapha and his Matter to come no more unfent 
for, left they gave themfuch another harfh welcome : wondring they had 
fo foone forgoc.,the famous overthrow King Tamar gave Solyman andE bra* 
kim-bajfa 3 three and forty yeeres fince, by a hand full of Coofel-bafhaes 
(and the affiftance of a divine hand) fcattering as wind does clouds, three 
hundred and fourefcore thoufand meo. Muflapha gives his reply in a grim 
look, wifhing hee could do more than bee was able. But Mahomet is not 
yet fecure-j for the Tartars (allyed to the Turk) in revenge upon Mofen - 
dram, violate and commit all kinds of rage and turpitude, hoping when 
they had joynd with Ojman baffd (left by Muflapha ) to over-runne all Me- 
dya without oppofall: but they reckned without their hoft, for Arez beg 
with ten thoufand gallant PerfiaDS furprife the Tartars with fetch hafte and 
dexterity 5 that they routed a great part of the Army, and had return’d 
crown'd with a’moft happy conquefhhad not Abdel- chery the Generali us’d 
a ftratagem, who with fomefel cited companies entriog upon the backs of 
the halfe tyred Perfian s,by great clamours made them beleeve Oflman was 
come; andby that,turn’d the fortune of the day, eclips’d by-thatinterpofi- 
. tion, and made to dy there in an honourable conqueft, the cheife Captain 
Arezbeg , unhorft, imprifoned, and at sumachy moft bafely hang’d, to give 
the terrified Tartars frefh incouragement. 

Sumachy or skamaky (as fome call it) has North latitude 3 9 degrees: a 
frontier Town it is, Medya , Armenia , and Hyrcania , parting there; it was 
founded by shamuc- Zeddaule i^Au. Dom. 990, Heg. 370. and from whom 
peradventure it was named. It hasfoure thoufand families, the houfes are 
low St little graceful! jfeated in a pleafant plain or valley,tothe Notch and 
Weft, allowing a delightfull profpeit. Anno Domini t^66. Heg. 946. her 
laft Native King Obdelowcawn dyed, and his fonne Syrian-share was for- 
cedto inroli himfelfe a Tributary to Shavp-Abbas, In this Towne is a 
Tower of heads rais’d by the infolent Turq's, fuoh as is in Spabam , and 
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which the old knave Mujlapha made be erefted. Bat to returne. 

Mahomet Codobanda has quick neWesof the fhamefull death Arez-beg 
had fuffred : He forrowes for the Jorfc of fo brave a man, Isfick of revenge 
and in treats his couragious fonne Emyr- Hamze-Mirza, (the wonder of his 
time) to recompenee that villanyj whomofi: cheerefully with twelve 
thoufand men hafts out of CAsbyn, and in niueteene dayes prefents his men 
iruheface di^Abdukhry and his Tartars, flafhing fuch pannique feare 
amongft them, thataftertwohouresfighchee rowtshis Armie, and with 
muchfhame andloffeforces them away to feek more fhelter: that done 
he enters Erez y and maflacres the Turktfh Oarrifons : Caytas the Balia hee 
made to imitate Arczbeg in the grizely play of Death ^ he recovered alfo 
two hundred pecces of Artillery, chofevery fame, his Grandfire Tamos 
had loft to the grand Signieur, Solyman : he ftayes not there, but hearing 
where theTartars had re-incarnpt.wirh hisfpeedyArmy he re-encounters 
them , Sc cut moftof them in peeces 3 whereby the birds of the ayre might 
more eafily prey upon their carcaftes. Abddcherj (by fortune of warre) 
was imhorft by the gallant Prince, and fent captive to Eres where theite- 
gmot Quecnemother lay: duriog which, Ojmamndhh Turks enter Su¬ 
mach) wichouc refiftancc, but the Perfian Prince hafts thither, and with 
fuchfurie , that amazed Ofman takes th advantage of the night, and ftole 
away, leavin g Sumac!) to the Princes mercy j who for her perfidy made a 
fire of her houfes, and feera’d to quench it with blood of the Inhabitants. 
Returning back to Erez., he forces his Mother and < he youth full Tartar to 
follow him to C'asbftx, where he was received with Epiciniaes and fongs of 
joy and triumph. Ofman in the interim fculks in Derbent , whither we will 
take the paines to follow him. 

DERBENTisa ftrong atid famous Port Town upon the Cafpian Tea, 
viewing from herloftie Tarrafles the Armenian and Hyrcan Territories, 
Ararat and the fea : knowne to our prcdeceflbrs by many names, as Alex¬ 
andria (from the great Macedonian, who built many Townes, and gave 
them his name,) Morcofa , De/nyrcap$ 3 and now Derbent $ memorable in 
herbeftpaffage hom Armenia major, Medya&c. into Mofin dram A3 bey las 3 
shervatty Tart ary fee. it is removed one hundred and twenty miles from 
Sumachy , from Bildib 180. it elevates the North Pole one and forty de¬ 
grees, fifteen e minutes- and admits three miles compaffe and better : is 
circled with a ftrong, high and ufefull ftone wall: the houfes.Hammums, 
and Churches are but meanly beautifull ■ fuch rage, the Prince Emir- 
Hamzt fhewed here Anno ij<5g, Heg . 94S. fuch time as heunkenneld with 
fmokeaod flame Ofman Baffa and hisTurkifh varlets; and made the Inha- 
bicantsfeele the temper of his biting fword,the houfes the fire of his wrath, 
an obje& of his juftice, of their levity and rebellion* 

In Derbent , the ftrong Caftle Kaflow ismoft obfervable, plealant and 
every way advantagious: that wall alfo which runnes thence to Tephlys in 
Georgia , built by Alexander the great ( upon like occafion Off a drew his 
ditch to terminate the valiant Brittans ) call'd alfo Caucafts ml lberi& 
forts As one ©f the wonders of Afta 5 but at this day moath-eaten by iron 
tooth’d Time and wartes inconfiderate furie: returne againc. 

Abdul cberj and the Queen-mother by this are fo link: in fupyds chains, 
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that the Tat far finds hitnfelfe double fettered: but after .much parjeeand 

fight they tooke truce and grew fo co-united, that the Suitansm £asbyn 
took nocice-of it 5 but neither regarding her Ma jeftie nor his youth, forget¬ 
ting alfothat the King intended to make him his fcnne io Jaw ( nodisho¬ 
nour, being the great Cams brother} all thefe negle&ed, they broke in, at 
fuch an nnluqkie time as they were a&ipg fame inchaftiry 5 a fight fo odi¬ 
ous to the jealous Sultans, that.they firft made him an Eunuch, and after 
that flew them both3 concluding to t Amo Heg.95 S. the end and tryumphc 
of the Pra?copcnfian Tartar* 

After fome ftay in CgW&Ps our Ambaffador to fwtfcen his difpatch, vi- 
Gtedthe Load-ftarre of Per fa, the grand Favorite Mahomet AUybtg - who 
entertain’d him with a loftie look, ab d witht him to cruft his fecrets to his 
Cabinet , wherein the myfteries of the whole ftate was lockt, the King 
(hewing himfelfe unwilling to be further troubled. The AmbalTadour 
might in any other place than Perjta have return’d him the Lye* but per¬ 
ceiving no remedy, and defiring to Jbafte home, impartedfo much as hee 
fa w necefPrie. T ouching Sir Robert S her ley > hee was to expert no other 
fatisfa&ion$ his enemie was dead, and at the Cafpian lea the King hadfijfS- 
ciently honoured him 1 hut to fpeak truly, tfie Pot-lhaugh bad then ao afc 
feftion to him, when by reafon of his age hee was difebled to doe him fur¬ 
ther fer vice 5 addling (but out of an Enemies mouth) that all his Ambaffies 
and meflages to the Princes ofChriftendomc were frivolous and counter¬ 
feit : But when our Ambafladou robje ft ed, fie was in perfon there tojufti- 
fie his authority ,thac he had the Kings Letter of credence to teftifie, fign’d 
and ftampt by the shaugh himfelfe $ and that it had beene a ridiculous pre¬ 
emption in sherley to have dared to conteft with Abbas to his face, if bee 
had beene an Impoftor 5 the Favorite had not wherewith to anfwer, five 
that fo our Ambafladorpleas’d to lend him that Phjrman Sir Robert sherley 
had brought in his defence, hee would returne it him next day, with his 
Mailers lpeach concerning it. 

A vexation it muft needs be to my Lord Arabafladpur, to treat in this 
uncivil] fort by a malicious proxy: necdfideforced ir,Three daycspaffed 
ere Mahomet-Ady-beg would vouchfafeton turne the Letter, or give thac 
fatisfaftion he had promifed; at length he came and told the Ambafladour 
that the King had lo.okt upon it, had denied it to be his, and in a great rage 
had burnt it- wilhing Sir Robert sherley would depart hisKingdome, be- 
caufe (old, and as hee thought) troublefom. It was in vaineto chalenge 
the pragmatique Pagan in point of honour, nor knew h e auy recourfe by 
jullice to eafe himfelfe. We all were verily peifwaded } he never fliew’d 
it to the King, nor had aay way enquired of him concerning it. The truth 
is 7 he had beene brib’d, but by whom,is unoecelTarie to fpeak of,it may be 
wee did but conjecture it 5 yet no doubt, Abbas was hereby too much de¬

Butj foeh is the weak na¬ 
ture of man, efpecially when they crufhoo mach upon worldly Princes 
or any arme of flelk, that God is angry : for thereby we rely too ftrongly 
upon fecondarie helps, and contemne in fome fort,-Gods gracious provi¬ 
de nee : hence came thofe difeontents, nay that arrow of Death that arre¬ 
ted him \ the 13 of July (and in lefle than a fortnight after our entring 
Cafbyn) he gave this miferable & fickle world an ultimum vak 'm his great 
clymsfterick: and (wantinga fitter place ofburiall) We intornbed him un¬ 
der the thrdhold of his owne houle in this Cirie, without much ceremo- 
nic. Hee was brother to two a&ive Gentlemen Sir Anthonyaud Sir Tha- 
mas Sherleys: a family not needing hyperboles. Hee was thegreateft tra¬ 
veller in his time, and no man had eaten more fait than he, none hadmose 
reliflit the mutabilities of Fortune. He had a heart ,as free as any man: his 
patience was more Philofophicall than his In tell ef^having final! acquain¬ 
tance with the Mufes: many Cities he faw, many hills climb’d over, and 
rafted of many feverail waters $ yee Athens, Parsaffus, Mppocrene were 
ftrangers to him, his Notion prompted him to other implayments: hee 
had rafted of fundry Princes favours : by Kodulph the fecond hee was 
created a Palatine of the Empire^ and by Pope P atil. 3; an Earle of the fa+ 
credPallace of Later an * from whom he had power to legitimate the In¬ 
dians* and from the Perfian Monarch had enricht himfelfe by many me? 
ritmg Cervices: but obtained leaftfas Scipio, C<ejfr x BeSifarius^c.) when he 
beft deferved, andmoft expe&ed it. Raock m^e with thofe that honour 
him: and in that he wants the guilded trophees and hyeroglyphicks of ho¬

They accoun¬ 
ted it an effeminate vain-glory to ftuffe their letters, or when they fene 
their Ambaffadors abroad to forraine Potentates to guild their greatncffe 
by accumulation of Names: and in which refpeft, the German Emperor 
got little in that late Letter he fent to Albas^ the beginning of which was 
fofild with Titles and members of his Empire, that after hee had heard 
halfea dozen of them read, he had no patience toftay the reading of the 
reft, but departed in anger ;as finding thofe no way material! to his bu- 
fineffe.

And Am nr at his Grand-fon thus, 
Godot’the Earth, Captaine of the linker fe, moft facred Angell, Mohtt- 
mets beloved, See. At length the home-bred Chyna cryes roaft-meac but 
th’othtr day fending his filly Ambaffitdor to Abbas with a witty Epiftle, 
thus directed, Tohisflave, the Sophy of perfia 3 th’undanted Emperour 
of the whole world (a well read man) fends greeting : Neither the Am- 
bafiadors braggesthat hjs Mafterhad fix hundred great Cities, two chou- 
fand wall’d Townes, a thonfand impregnable Caftles, fixty millions of 
fiaves, and a hundred and twenty thonfand millions of crownesyeerely 
revenue, could make his King admired, or priviledge himfelfe fromdurty 
welcome, th§ haughty Perfian fpuroing him back againe, to a fibre his 
Mafter they neither beJeeved him to be The beauty of the whole Earth, 
nor (as he aifo writes himfelfc) heyre apparent to the glorious Sun.

like worms, and to hide their faces, and groveli on the ground, left their 
eyes bee forfeited in daring to gaze on fo much luftre: or of chat brave 
Monomotaphan, that feldome goes abroad or fhewes himfelfe, in compaf- 
fionto his people, left they fhould bee ftruck blind in eying him, a cur» 
taine reverberats the beanies that iflue from his face of glory - they are 
permitred toufe their eares to admire his champs when he eats, and the 
gulps when hee drinks „ but they pay foundly for it, at every gulp and 
cough (he coughs fometimesyou think ofpurpofe) they fhout for joy 
and by continued clamours not only revive Stentor but make the whole 
City ring againe.

and at his firft difcovery from the Antipodes, got into Veriffcphoon h a final! 
Towne but memorableinthe fweet code water we had there to quench 
our third: with; an Element more ufefnll than fire,in Sun-burnt Afia. Our 
next Manzeil was at Afapfi at Ee g un our Dext > obfervable in a royall Car- 
vanf-rawor Hofpicall of charity, erefted at thecoft and c^eof Tahamae 
lace King of Verfiatz .nd did the water (too brackifli and nnhealthy there) 
but coirefpond with other delights, it might better meric commendation. 
To Saway we got next night ,a Towne both great and fruitfull; but that it 
is the mine of old Tygramcerta (as Bomcciehts guefies at) I (hall never cre¬ 
dit : that it was MeJJabatha , or Artacana I more eafily beieevc it. The Pole 
is here raifed 3 5 degrees, 7 minutes; a City I may callit:ltpleafantly 
upon a riling hill gives ground to twelve hundred houfes, a fweet rivolet 
from Baronia refreftiiog it; from which and the peoples.induftry, the 
thankfull earth retributes, a Tribute iu variety of choyce fruits, and grain, 
as Wheat, Rice, Barley, Figs, Pomgranads, OIives,and Honey; the feven, 
the promift land in the 8 Dent. 8. is commended for: but whether it bee 
the relift of Vologocerta built by Vologda the Parthian I know not; I am 
fare of this, no place 1 ever came in more delighted mee for Aeriall 
raufick: of all the Quire the Nightingale twenty together (here call’d 
Bulbulls) claymiug the prehemincnce. And after fo much melancholy, 
with Ovid let me chirp for company.

Our next nights travell was over large plains, elevated in many parts 
by artificial! mounts, cut into many trenches ; (hewing many famous 
mines of palled war res. Notable no doubt in many gallant skirrni&es, 
and moft memorable inLueuSas his captivating Methridates that learned 
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King of Pont us 5 but what that grand Epicure fortunatly got, Marc Craf- 
fusthe moft covetous and richeft Roman loft, after his impious facriledge 
at Jerufdkm , ravifhing thence the holy relicks,and,fomuch treafure as 
out-valued fix Tun of gold, puft up with fo much wealth, and his vi&ories 
amongft the Jewes, refolves with his fifty thoufand men to forrage Perjia, 
but Her odes (forme of Methridat the thirdjeonragioufly oppofes him,cuts 
his Array in peeces, takes his baggage, and the avaritious Conful by Spur* 
via the Generali is made his prifoner 5 and to glut his thirft (divine ven¬ 
geance fo ordering) as Tomyris did to Cyrus t the Part!/ fat'd Crafts fo, 
forcing him to qnaffe a health to death, in pouring downe his throat mol¬ 
ten gold, and by which Trynmph the Romans power was exterminate 
in Vart his 53 yeeres before the birth of Chrift: yet, long the Romans 
forrowed not, for Marl} Antony five yeeres after by his Generali, affronted 
them with better fucceffe: the Parthians fight nor flight at that time help- 
ed the m, their Prince Pacorus by his death difaminating them : affrighted 
in greater meafure, when Phraortes (Rfe&eutins^ bme name the parricide) 
depos’d the valiant Orodes from crowne and life, treafon (the Devills ver- 
tue) perpetrating that, the Romans conld not do by generous conflict 
Antony attempts revenge and conqueft 3 but adverfe luck made him thrive 
in neither. Augufts (in whofe reigne our blefled Saviour became flefh, 
and lamts Temple was opened) did by treaty what hispredeceffors could 
not do by force 3 prevailing with Phraortes to Vafle bonetto the Romani 
fpaikling Dyadem. But 230 yeeres after, one Artaxerxes a native Per- 
fian,and royally drfeended, makes off that loathed fervitude, not only 
out-braving the Roman,but by a three dayes fight and viftory over Arta~ 
banttS) revived the Perfiaa title and name, Parthia for above 500 yeeres 
formerly monarchizing. Alexander Severn* (from Inline Cafar the 24. 
Emperour) fucceeded Heliogahalus or Rapanus the luftfull, and receives 
a pragmatick letter from the new King to re-deliver what antiently ador¬ 
ned the crowne of Perjta. It repugn’d the Roman Majefty, and there* 
upon matches to give an account, but in careleffe paffing over Euphrates , 
isfofuddenly charg’d by Artaxerxes, that heeis routed fhamefully 5 his 
bad luck not ending there, for Maximinus the Thracian bereaved himof 
his Empire, the German villain es of his life 3 his vertuous mother Mam- 
maa(OrigensptoCdite) affociating in his death, as fhee had in glory for¬ 
merly. Licinins Vakriams firnamed Colohus 3 under-took to rule the Em* 
pure; and took upon him to over-rule the rifing Perfian: but his big words, 
notgreat Army could not do what a Supream Judge had decreed other- 
wife 3 for Sapores with an undaunted company denies him entrance, and 
in the tryall the Romans were miferably defeated, and which was worfe. 
Valerian himfelfe is imprifoned, and to his dyiog day (to the aftonifhmenc 
of all proud Ty rants) made a foot* ftoole for Sapores to tread upon,when- 
foeverbe mounted: the Juftice of Almighty God herein was fingularly 
manifeft,by compenfating the eiuell Emperor in this odious fervitude,for 
his intollerable pride and rigor againft the innocent Chriftians,many thou- 
fands of whom he martyr’d, amongft whom Saint Lawrence cruelly broy- 
led upon a gridiron. But wee have waodred too farre mreviving the me¬ 
mory of Parthia: by this wee are entred Coom, where we iefrefbt our 
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fcorched and wearied bodies three clay es: In which time wee could not 

chufebut gather fomething. 

Coom, (in the latitude of 34 degrees 40 minutes) is a City of good 
note,in parthia ; placed in the mid-way ’ewixt thofe two royal! Cities, 
Cazbyn and Spawharen. It is frituate in an ample and faire Gtndy plain , and 
yeelds every way an ex ad horizon, coom ,gives place to no other Towne 
in Perjia for antiquity ; theruines appearing at this day, gaine fame be- 
leifein the inhabitants, whofe common faying is, it was once compara¬ 
ble to Babylon . She has varied into many feverall names : the fir ft I meet 
with is Ganna , it may bee that which fome call Guriana ; erronioufly if fo, 
fmceGuriana has 37 degrees 3 and (00m not 35. Arba&a after that ("from 
Arbaces , who intheyeere after Adam 3146 tore afunder the Aifyrian 
Dyadem,by overture ofthat monfter Sardanapalus the thirty Gxt Monarch 
of the world from Ninus) but by Diodors and Ptolomy Coama : Acid by her 
latitude and antiquity, feemes to me to have beene Hecatompylon , rather 
than Spamhawn, whofe old name was Afpa, and from which fbee never 
wholly varied 3 and at this day (rhe latitude fome what differing ) chang¬ 
ing no leffe in the ill pronunciation of divers men; Com fome call it, Korn 
and Rome others: the people there name it Room. A pleafrnc, fruitfully 
and falubrious place it is, lean allure you : ftiaken with no great winds, 
clouded with no moift foggs, nor fo much parcht by flaming Sol, but can 
finde coole refrigerating breezes breathing favourably each morne and 
evening to refrefh it. In the Sunnes ambition it has excellent houfes to 
lenifie his beams, and umbrellaes in their orchards to Chade and tafte their 
delicious fruits in , in this City infiaitly abounding, (owing their mellow- 
iag to a fweetrivolet ; that ftreams in a filver current from tke Cor onion or 
Acro-ceraivniatt bills,) and grapes alfo, good and in plenty; excellent 
Pomgranads, Mellons of both kinds’^ Pomcytrons, Apricocks, Plums, 
Peaches, Pea res, Piftachoes, Almonds, Apples, Quinces, Cherryes, Figs, 
wall-Nuts, fmall-Nuts, Berryes, and thebeft Wheat-bread i n Perjia, Gum - 
lazzdeUt excepted: the Peach or Mals Verjican had here; a fruit and 
leafefo much refembling mans heart and tongue .chat theiEgypt'ick Preifts 
dedicated it unto their greareft Goddefie Iju asthetrueft Hyerogliphick 
or fytnbol of unfained affeCtion. C oom has two thoufand houfes, moft of 
them of more than common ftrufture; well-built, well-form’d, wellfur- 
nifhed ; the ftreets are fpatious, the Buzzar beautiful!, the Moifque is fa¬ 
mous ; made venerable, and richly adorn’d by enfhrining the rotten car- 
cafleof once amiable Patyma , Mortif Ally's wife, and foie heyre toM*- 
fi&met the Prophet of all Moorilh Muffulmen. The Temple is round,of 
epiroriq’forme; the Tomb is rais’d three yards high, ana covered with 
velv it; theafeent isby three or fonre fteps of refined filver. 

Such time as Tamberlang the victorious Tat tar (fo I may well ftilehim, 
flnce in eight yeeres hee conquer’d more than the warlike Romans could 
in eight hundred) returned loaden with fpoyle and majeftick triumph, ha¬ 
ving hammered the brazen face of the Turkilh bravery An. 1197, 
H e &' 777 > this poore Coom parched (amongmany others) in the infuffe- 
rableheat of his incenfedfury ; not from any eye of rage orenvie hee 
darted at him, but from that fi triple affront Hoharo-mirza (call’d allfo 
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%'heckr-cmn) fpurrd on by jealoufie, put upon the triumphant T attar 5 a 
complement lb much miftaken , that lofle both of life and Crowne were 
thereby forfeited^making many men & Towns concomitate his miferyfthis 
place ef ecially (which but for the Ardaveilyan Syet requefting mercie 3 
and forPF atymds Sepulchre) had beene levell’d with the lowly earthy 
ploughed up and faked: but in the fable weed Qie now is apparelled, fhee 
may figh with melancholy Statius .

From Coom we rode to 2 en%en 5 and thence to Cajhtm ,a gallant Citie;from 
Corn fix and thirty miles: the way was eafie and plaice , but fomewhan 
fandie. 

C A s h A n , (where the Artiquc elevation is 34 degrees, 7 minutes : 
longit. 8(5deg.) is thelecond Towne in Parthya for all forts ofpraifes; 
Spawbawnis her Metropolis, whence Ihee is diftant North, fixty Englifli 
miles • and from Cazbyn South two hundred and tern, or there-abouts. 

Whence the name derives it felfe, the illicerat Caflianians could not tell; 
wee muft therefore fearch the dim leaves of Time oblitterated by obli¬ 
vion. I know not whether it be that old Ambrodax in many old Authors 
fatpoufed ; the pofition not name makes mee guefle it. I once thought it 
was Ctefphon, the heft feat of the At [acids 5 but I now perceive Ptdomy 
ftates that Towne "twist Seleucia and Babylon : more probably it maybe 
that Tigranocerta recorded by Strabo in bis chorography , than that Sam ay 
is it,after Bonacciolus. The name Cajhaa I imagine is borrowed either from 
Cujbanyu the Syrfeckfignifying heater blacknefie : or from Caffan-Mtr%a 
tonne to Hocen (bone of Ally : or from Shaw-Cajhan (fonne to Axan begot 
by TangroUpix Amo Heg.s8z of our account J202,)fubjefted by the great 
Cham: or (which beftpleafes me) from Ffan-cajhan the Armenian (AcerJ 
or Cajfan-beg fome call him) who in the yeare of our Lord 1470 , of Ma¬ 
homet s hegira or flight from Meccano y vanquHht Malaoncrts (call'd Ab~ 
duUa alfo) the laft of ’tamerbangs Progeny ruling Perjia. 

CaJJjan at this day, is a great and lovely Gkie* well feated, well built, 
well peopled: over-topt by no hill, unfeafoned by no marifhes, watered > " 3 

by no great ftreame; which augments the heat, chiefly when Sol refides 
in Cracer : and which rages there in no lefle violence is Scorpio : not that 
in the Zodiack; but real! flinging Scorpions, which in great numbers in= 
gender here. It is a little Serpent ( a finger long ) but of great terror in 
the fling, inflaming fuch they prick with their inveuom’d Arrow fo highly 
that fome die, none avoyd madnefle a whole day; and as it was faidof 
another Vna eademfo manusfert vttlms opemqx; fo to fuch as are flung by* 

Scorpions is no fuch remedy as by the oyle of Scorpions to be cured. 

The Serpents headjoyn’d to the wounded party Qux nocuit ferpens, fetor caput tillus apt« 

Fitly is [aid to he ale tb’infiffedjkeart. ' ^ulaeri bus JangiJ|aiE qu* feEdaeipfy 

ukt T elaphus cur’d by Achilles dfrt. Vi taaKxi curaras rtlaphm hajfa. 

And from hence growes that much us'd Per Gan adage and curfe, Maya 
Scorpion of Cajhan ftingthce. But which is more remarkable, they fay it, 
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we found it true (Come of them creeping into our Ruggs as we dept) they 

never hurt a ftranger. 

Caftan is not lefle than Torpor Norwich , above foure choufand families 
are accounted in her: the houfes are fairely built, the ftreets be large and 
comly ; the Mofques and Hummwns are curioufly painted aod ceruleated 
with a feigned Tnrquoife: the Buzzar is fpatiousand uniform e; fnrnifhed 
with Silks, Damasks, rich Carpets, Sattens, and cloth of gold; no part of 
the Perfiao Monarchy fhewes better, or more variety, nor a people more 
exafllyinduftrious. The gardens, and fruits, and corne, are by theela- 
borat Tymariots made to fra&ifie,and being cultivated retribute a gainfull 
acknowledgement. The Carravans-raw in this Citie is an inimitable (if 
notfo,an unparaleld) ArchFabrick, by many degrees preceding all other 
Carravans-raw9 in Verji*\ for this is able to lodge the Court of the greater!: 
Potentate in Ajia : but built by Abbas for Travellers to repofe in gratis, 
to fhew the world hee joyed in fome a Gt ofeharity: the whole building is 
grounded with Marble, fix foot high; the refidue is brick arefied in the 
Sunne, varnifht and coloured with knots and fancies of Arabick chara&ers, 
in azure, red, and white, in oyie,after the common mode of Perjia. It is a 
perfeft quadrant; each angle is from one another two hundred paces, the 
whole eight hundred: in the umbelique or mid-part ofthisfpatious Court 
is a quadrangular Tanck or Pond fill’d (by an Aquae-dnft) with chryftallin 
water: this royal I lone, is alfb drcum-volv’d with fuch fragrant and fpati- 
ous gardens as rather exceed than want to difpk-y the founders magnifi-* 
cence: more, I have not to denotatc, fave that many feverall conjectures, 
by many leverall learned men and Antiquaries, have paffed, whence the 
Magi or wife men came, that prefented our blefled Savioor with their of- 
friogs,who were without doubt the firft fruits,and called of the Gentiles: 
and albeit call’d Magi (or deeply read in Nature,,) yet no queftion they 
were illuminated aod wayted the accomplifhment of that Prophcfie of 
Balaam, in 24 Num. 17. There pall come a Starrt out oflacob and a Scepter 
pall rife out oflfrael , and{ballfinite the corners of.Moan and deftroy the chil- 
Tht Magi dren of Seth. They gathered,! (ay,more from this of their Prophet than 
of Perfia. any of their own Aftrologick obfervations. That they were Gentiles is 
apparant • that they came from the Eaft undeniable: but from what Citie 
or Province, very difpu table 5 though not very neceflary. The word Ma- 
gnf is moft proper to Verpafptrfia is Eaft from Bethlehem. And many arc of 
opinion they came from hence or shuftan , where then flourifhc a famous 
Academy. The people here have fuch a Tradition,that hence went thofe 
three wife men or Kings, which fome fay were intomb’d in Cullen : but 
few are of this opinion: Some fry they came from Saba or Sheba in Sabea 
or Arabia , fome from Ethiopia, South; deceiv’d 'mCuft, AEthiops, but fir ft 
io Araby, From Babylon fome think they came; from shupan fome fup- 
pofe; from Ormus fome guefle , as likely as it was Paradife : from Ceyloon, 
from Tabropan, from any place, ao matter where; fince the facrcd pen¬ 
men have beene filent in ir. But if you pleafe to tmft a Frier ,Frier Odoric 
of Friuliby name, Caftan was it. Yet I tie not my beliefe to fuch imper¬ 
tinences. Let me rather bufie my brakes in aueft of what a Magus was, 
fince Simon Magus made the name odious and Magical!; and under which' 
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Title manyWitches,Sofcerers, Inchanters,Hydro and Pyro-mantiqnes^nd 
other Diaboliques have cloakt their trumperies and ungodlinefle. The 
name Magi therefore was a peculiar Epethite in Ter fa y in old times given 
tofuchas were learned: fuch as in other Languages and Nations are called 
Idiots Phylofophers, Gymnofbphifts, Brachmans, Chaldteans, OruidcSj 
and Bardbs 5 all of them excellently ftudious in Natures beft parts and ver¬ 
mes Magus (fayes Suidas) is a derivative from Magufaus, a relative to Ma¬ 
gog fon of laphctkfon of Noah. Peucew lib.de divinit. thus Prar-erant Ma¬ 
gi religions Vepfic<e,nt inpopuh DeiLeviUjudUffovera; Philo-(ephi<c mint 
dediti^mcqmfq’taw rex Verfarumpoterat efe, quinon antea Magorum dijei- 
plinam fckntianifapcrcepijfet.&c.Common cuftom(fayes S'.Hierom) con¬ 
ceit Magicians to be lnchanters 5 but falfly, for (fayes Peter Martyr alfo) 
by the name Magi, wee underftand wife and honeft men: by which tefto- 
mocUUs wee fee they were no way to be fcandaliz’d , nor fuch as now a- 
dayes Tmpoftors term themfelves. They were alfo thus called,from their 
laborious fcrutlnies & cotemplations into hidden caufes: for by experience 
in Aftronomie they not only bettered the theory but pra&ick part 3 by ob- 
ferving the motion of the heavens,& influence of the ftarrs j from whence 
they divined notable events in Nature, earthquakes, inundations, eclipfes, 
heat, mutations-Scc. and alfo bettered their agriculture, and alternated the 
earths unaptneffe to fru&ifie: whereby alfo by a meditation ofthewon- 
derfull order,Simmetry,and providence by which each creature was made 
and governed, they came to magnifie the Creator, the God of Nature. 

And from their divinginto the occult caufes of Nature, were called Magi- 
call, though no other than a connexion of agents and patients in Na¬ 
ture",refpefting one another 5 by learned men made to produce fuch effects 
as to* fuch as are ignorant of their caufes feeme ftraoge and wonderful!, 
Offuchheare Mantuan.

All three learnt in Verfepohs* Pcrfcpolislaciciita Magos,pni demia triplex. 

Leaving thefe, and fafian : on the 23 of Anguflr, wee made Bizitbode our 
Manzeil, iB miles off. Thence we rode to Natam or Tane, where Darius 
AnnoM.}6is> breath’d his laft by the treacherous hands of Bejfus the per¬ 
fidious Baririan. The Lodge here as afham’d of fuch a memorie,feemes to 
hideitfelfe ‘ewixe two loftie hills,from the eye of heaven: but from whofe 
tops wee might difeerne large vallyes thick fowce with Villages, and wa- 
terd in many circiim-gyrings. Thirty miles our laft nights travell was ; 
and next night we got to Ardmore than that it was one and twenty miles 
from Natan , net worth the memorizing: unlefle you will accept its di¬ 
fiance from Spahanw, nine Englifh miles or three farCmgs. And from Caf- 
byn 260 or thereupon. And where I will give over a Diary., defiring no 
longer to defraud thy patience. For to Corranda , Deacow , Mifcarroon 7 
Corryn* Laccary* Corbet* Nazareil, Sabber- cam, to Buldat thou corameft to 
Bagdat 5 130 farfarigs diftanr. Others from Spaxchavm go thus, to Golpi- 
chan forrie forfangs, to To far chan fortie, to Mando fiftie, to Hemoomezter 
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and Bares> to£^/0*fouret£ene more, in all 144. l<?agues,a way more eafie 
bat of greater diftance. Of which Cide, as ic was and is,a few lines may be 
remembred. 

Babylon, i Q Cald<ea (or Keldan as now named) hath its denomi¬ 
nation from that memorable confufion of Languages God Almighty or¬ 
dained to check the isfclent pride of Nymtod and his confederates, in tend¬ 
ing to raife up fuch a pi/e as fhould fecure them from a fecond deluge, af¬ 
frighted by that firft Cacacljifme 1 3 o yeares before, and from Adams crea¬ 
tion 1788. 2180 yeares before the incarnation of our Saviour; and admi¬ 
rable it is to coofider what multitudes of men were in rhe world in feven- 
fcore yeares, encreafingfrom eight perfons, thole that iffued from the Ark 
upon A tarat in Armenia. This building was haftned by five hundred 
thoufand men, in few yeares railing it from its balls (which was nine miles 
about) to above five thoufand paces into the skie (whence Ovid fabled his 
Giants warres) *

intending no doubt to peepe into heaven. But bee that fits above, and ac¬ 
counts the beft of mans power and policie but meere weakneffe and folly, 
not only diftrafted their defigne, but fevered them into feventie Compa¬ 
nies, fending them feventie wayes to better imployments: from one 
tongue, the Hebrew (Goropiut dreamt it was Dutch) ordaining feventy 
other Languages, 

But though the Tower of Babel flood for ever unfinilhed falbeit Alex - 
ander the great by fome months labour in vaioe of 100000 men (made to 
defift by ftrange difeafes and affrights) thought to have finifht it) the Citie 
notwithftanding fwell'd to a prodigious greatneffe : and though Arphaxad 
(fonn e oiSem Tonne of Noah ) begun to inhabit in this vale of shy naar^ yet 
Nimrod (Connd ofC«/ft,or Jupiter Btlm fonne of Cam, or Jupiter Hamon the 
accurfed fonne of Noah) wrefted ic from his other kindred , yea behaved 
himfelfe fo proudly amongft his brethren, that to gratifiehis raemorie they 
deified him by name of -S' udormyn, by the Romans converted into Saturne, 
Nfffirr<?^lived fix andfifeie yeares after the beginning of Babe!! ± hee at Jaft 
gave way to Death, and wasbnriedlknow not where*, fome fay at this 
place, fome Gy at Perfepolis. Idolatriewas foone hatchtin the world* 
Nimrods ruccdToursftrove to make their hellifh progenitors iartbly gods: 
for after Nims his fonne had erefted many Temples to put his Grandfires 
Images in, heattrafted infiDit people to inhabit there; by whofe labours 
hee not only agrandiz’d this Citie, but by their helps grew to tyrannize in 
the world, and to augment his Empire 3 whence, he is accounted the firft 
that lncroachc on others rights to fatiatehis ambition : and as he is named 
the firft Emperour of the earth, fo none died fo miferabiy i for his wife 
Semiramys ^detruded him into prifon: where fhee made him die a hateful! 
death, tuch as became a monfter. The Virago Queene fat confidently at 
the uelme, and fleered through an Ocean of ftormes and miraculous paf- 
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fages; till burning in flames ofluft, in ftead of embraces, her fonne Nyntas 
(thought Amraphelznd Man) to revenge his Fathers death ,flew her: but 
ty that murder became mad ; and in that frenzie marched aga'mft Ring 
Caucasus (lapbets great grand-fon) and fubdued him: howbeit he himfeife 
was fo ferv’d by Abraham^ iich time as he refcued his Nephew Lot ^ cap¬ 
tivated by Attach , Tydal } and Chedorlaomer. Semyramis to eternize her me- 
morie fought many brave Combats, and return’d oft times victorious; fire 
fubjefted many Rings, fubjugated many Provinces , built many famous 
Caftles, Cities and Gardens 5 the mines of fome of them are in Medy^ to 
this houre regaining, Wee will confine her into Babylon : where fhee 
erefted two inimitable Pal laces 5 one, was at the Eaft end, th’other, at the 
Weft} the firft extended thirty, the other fixty furlongs; both were im¬ 
mured with walls of ftupendious height and architefture; but excelling 
thofe, (he built another in the heart or center of Babylon , which (he de¬ 
dicated to Ctjfi or Jupiter Leins ; the fliape whereof was of fobre equila¬ 
teralis or fides 5 from every angle were one thoufand,in allfonre thou- 
fand paces : ’twas circled with a thick and towring wall; entred by foure 
gates of poliftit braffe : in midft, was elevated a ftrong and ftately Tower, 
upon which, eight other Towers rofe one upon another, farre above the 
middle region: whence (from a continued ferenhy of the sky) the Priefts 
or Caldtean Aftrologers precifely markt the planetary motions (and ifpof- 
fible, to heare their rowling harmony;) for being above the clouds, they 
delighted to regard the exaft light and magnitude of the Starres 5 their 
heliacall, acronicall, matutine, andvefpertine motions, rifing and falling; 

Apollo's progrefie,the constellations, afpefls, influences, and the like : and 
at the top of all, a Turret inricht with three great golden Images or Sca- 
tuas, reprefen ring Iupiterfips 0 and lutto, i. e. her father in Jaw, her husband 
Ninny % and her felfe; continuing there in divine efteerae for many ages; 
and whereto (fayes Hcrodatus) in way of facrifice, was yeerly confumed 
a hundred thoufand Talents in franc-in cenfe: till Cyrus An. Mun. 3452. by 
drayning Euphrates into other channells, entred this Epitome of the 
world andranfackt her bravery. 

But I have no: fpoken all. Semyramis alfo circled this gallant City 
with a wall, which in after ages was call’d a wonder; fome fay Nabucha* 
donozar made it, but an ancient Poet fings otherwife. 

Semyramis built Verjian Babylon. Peifarumftatuit Babylsna Semyramis Vrbem. 

The circuit of which Wall was (after Solynus) threefcore miles En- 
glifh, orashee reckons it, foure hundred and eighty furlongs. Diodorus 
Siculus computes three hundred and fixty five, each day in the yeere cha- 
Jenginga furlong. Quintus cnrtius numbers three hundred fifty and 
eight, differing in his Arithmetic but feven furlongs. The compare I ad¬ 
mireat, but am amazed at the height and fpiffitude; two hundred'cubics 
high it was, and fifty cubits thick; fo thick and fpacious, that at the top 
fix Chariots might take the ayre, driviagtogetherabreft, notone before 
another . JVynus and Semyramis begun it bravely, yet Nabuchadmzzer 
and Nytocrffhh wife (daughter of Aliattes ) beautified it, in a ftupid admi- 
* * F f ration 
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ration crying out, Is not this great Babel that I have built? a boaft fo 
much offending the facred Majefty of God, that hee reDt the Kingdome 
from that proud AffyriaD,and made him a companion for beafts and birds, 
to the aftonifhment of all fnch Atheifts. O ruf hy one battel 1 at B»rfippa t 
proftrated it and wreathed his Perfian brow with that Monarchic Dya- 
dem, AnnoMundi 3 432, feventeen yeeres after the captivity of It/dah and 
Ijraelby Nabuzaradan his Liefetenant 5 five hundred and fifty two yeeres 
before the birth of our Saviour : after which, it was often vaffaled. Seven¬ 
ty nine yeeres.after, «Anno Mundi 3511 Artaxerxes Longimanus ruling 
Perjid, the Prophet Ezdras went hence to rebuild the Temple at hrufa~ 
hm, and thirteene yeeres after that was feconded by Nehemah from Shu- 
fan. The victorious Macedonian conquered it y Atmo Man. 3633,at which 
time (as Ariflotle reports) one part of the City knew not in three dayes 
after,chat the enemy had entred it: a vaft bigneffe, but eafily credited, if 
Pan jamas in Ajjyr . (ay true : Babylon , omniumquas unquam Sol afpexit Vr- 
h'mmmaxima&c. either(toparaliell it with lerujalmdtft. royed by Vefpa~ 
Han) in their folemne ficrifices, in which times the people mulriplyedj 
or rather to fulfill that prophefie, 51 Premiah 3 r, One Pofjhall runne 
to meet another to few the King of Babylon , that his City is taken at one 
end . But thefe mutations did not fo eclipfe her, as Sekuchus Nicamr did 
by envy and policy, AnnoMundi 3645 building a City in the conflux of 
Tigris into Euphrates, where Cock firft flood and then Alexandria y new 
naming it Seleucya jo miles thence; 300 ftades fayes MarctlUen^ and to add 
luftre to his owne by the decay of the other, illured from Babylon fix hun¬ 
dred thoufand foules, in fmalltime making that late triumphant Emprtfle 
of Townes fit naked and difconfolate; the reward of her incomparable 
pride and tyranny. Teremiahs prophefie in the 5 o, 51, then being accomp- 
li (bed. The violence done to met and mine be upon Babylon. Behold I am 
againfl thee 0 thoumojl proud ., dtc. The broad malls of Babylon fall be utterly 
broken : her high gates fall be burnt withfinfefall become a heap y a dwelling 
place for Dragons l and it full be faid , how is Babylon become an afomfment, 
a hijftng and a deflation amongall Nations. 

Alexander when he took.it, inrichc his coffers with two hundred thou¬ 
fand Talents of gold, betrayed by Bagophanes the Eunuch : and here 
(ferrarum fatale mdum fydus iniquum gent ibus,d& a Critick calls him) 
Alexander , the worlds great Vidor difroab’d himfeife out of his life (by 
quaffing too much Oxe blood to Hercules , his emulated Progenitor) 
AnnoMnndi 3647, 3 37,before the Incarnation : at the age of 32, having 
troubled the world 12 yeeres and 8 months: his dearh foretold him by 
a C'alanus or Bracman . Thus much concerning Babylon ; not that 
Al-Cayro in AEgypt (neere old Memphis , inthe lame place where Latopolis 
flood; built by (jamhyfts the Perfian, and new named Elcayroby Gehoar, 
Leifcenant to El-Cayn the Kalyph : as I finde in the firft and eight books 
of Leo’s Hiftory of Afrique : by the Hebrews call’d Mezraim , by the Cal- 
dees Alcabyr , Myzir by the Arabs, and Maffarr by all Armenians, 

B A G D A t, (rais’d out of old BabeUs mines.) i$ in 36 deg. 20 min. 
North : in 82 of longitude : built # in chat part of Mefhpotamia the Perfi- 
ahscall Yrahgin • the Turks, Diaries 3 the Arabs, lazirey j the Armeni- 
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ans ,Mendi». It receives the name Bagdat, I fuppofe, from Bag-Deh, i. e. a 
Lordly Citie * or from Bawt-dat, L e. a Princely garden : fome lay from 

Bugiakr the Babylonian Kalyph, who disbnrft two millions of gold to re- 

edifieic after that cruell devaluation made there by A)*m*k ^ 
Jewry. But long Ihee enjoyed not this glory, for CbyU a Tartar Prince 
gives order to Alakp his brother todiveft her* who accordingly fackut 
with a barbarous rage and greediodfe^ cruelly tortured the then Lord or 
Chalyph Mufiaed-zem: but iu the yeere of our Lord 76z. Heg 14*. Alman- 
for ox Abviaphr the Calyph piccied her delapidations, and taking aprecife 
time, when by a good influence of the heavens it might in future times be 
fortunate, he begun to reareher up againe,and builded the Moiq in that 
place where one Bagdet an Ercmit bad made his hermitage;, and from 
whom it may be Was fo called: Almanfer gave it another name, Medim- 
Jfalem. i. e. the Gty of peace 5 or as Bea-Caje# thinks, Deer-i_J]Jala, 1. e; 
the Church of peace. An ill fpirit it feemes hanted it : for after ihee be¬ 
gun to breath anew, and toadorne her head with Majefty another cold 
Northern blaft benummed her 5 Tangrolipix or Sadoc Lord of the Zel- 
zuccian family and father of tb c Ottomans, rakes it mdefpjghtol tbeA- 
rab and Perfian An. "Dorn. 1031, Beg. 411, and forced her to bow under 
the yoak of miferable hondage. Howbek, once more an Arabian Cha¬ 
lyph re-comforts her, Ncgmtddin-FidaU-aVy by nam^fonnetoE^r-E/- 
mummy# : after whom Addas-danlmd. Siet Saife-Deddaul did their beft to 
in large her: and to them (according to Acmtd-Abtt.befyr) followed Almo. 
(lacer-Hlah fonne to AImoBadi-btla Ahfto Dom* 1100. Beg. 480. all which 
feverall Calyphs were rich, and liberall, fuch as fpared neither coft nor 
paine to redintigeate her bulk and memory. lfmael*S&ph )> conquer’d it 
from Bajazeth: but Solyma* regained it from Sha^ahamas ; from him the 
Perfian King Mahomet (Tonne to Jamas) wrefted it eAnno Dowim i S 66. 
Beg. 046. by a neat ftratagem, he entred unfufpe&ed in difguize of a Mer¬ 
chant, fifteene hundred ocher Noble warriors in like habit driving 
into Bagdat a Curran an of three thoufand Camellsj but upon the watch¬ 
word, throwing off their gownes,they brandilht their glittering blades in 
the eyes of the aftoniftit garrifon.The Perfianskept it till the yeere ofour 
Lord i6o 5 . Heg. P S 5 . when it reverted coTurkifh thraldome ; but Abbot 
could not fuffer it, iotA*. Dot#. 1625.^.1005. moft bravely he beat the 
Turns thence, and the Tartars from Vast in Armenia: and to this day 
holds both, though ten times the inragedTurqs have attempted to reco- 
Let us now into the Towne. Bagdat, at this day fcarce equalls

Brifimm bulk or beauty: the circuit may be three miles and better in¬ 
cluding fifteene thoufand familes. It« watered by Tigris call d pjglat and 
Dvguilah, fomewhac broader than the Thames, but not fo navigable nor 
pcntle: In all this City is nothing worthy the prefent observation, fa vt 
the Bridge,the Mofque, the Sultane Pailace, the Coho houfe the Buz- 
ear, and the Gardens. The bridge referables that at A.to m Normandys 
it has a plain & eafie paffage over 30 long boats,con catenat ed and made to 
feparate at pleafure. The Mofque is builded in the Weft fide^large^ound, 
and very pleafantly rais’d of white free-ftone, brought from *&>/(old 
Binivy.) The Sukanshoufeadjoynes the great market* it is large but low. 
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and neere it arefome braffe peeces the Turks left there againft their will; 
a little Chappell alfo, Panch-Ally by name, is note-worthy; memorable 
inthc imprefllon of five fingers, Mortis AUy by a trick that he had made 
in the folid ftone there. The houfe is a houfe of good feilowlhip' in 
the evening many Muiralmen alfemble to fip a fort of Stigian liqaour • a 
black, thick, bitter potion,brewed out of Bunchie or Bannu berries^ more 
reputed of, in thacit increafes Venus , and purges melancholy: but molt 
of all, from a tradition they have that Mahomet fipt no otherfort ofdrink, 
fave this which was firft invented and brewed by Gabryel: in the Coho 
houfe they allb inebriate their braineswirh Araccand Tobacco. The 
Buzzar in Bagdat is fquare, and comely. The Gardens are fweet and love¬ 
ly ; all put together, fhew no more artificial! ftrength, wealth nor brave¬ 
ry than do many neighbouring and lace up-ftart Townes about her. 
Twelve miles lower is feene a groffc confufed Mount; by fome thought 
the rubbifh of N'mrods Tower: flimy bricks and mortar may be digd out 
of it. I rather imigin it the mine of that mouftrous Temple, which was 
ercfted by Semyramls in honour of Beil or Jupiter Betas , Grand-father to 
Nynss. At fome diftaoce it is better perceiv'd than when neerer hand^ 
the infenfible riling all the way, it may bee occafions it: what more or 
more properly can I apply, than in our owne tongue, what an old Poet 
warbled in his idiom.

To fee old Shujhan is neither unworthy our labour, nor out of our way.' 

ShvshaNj is every where famoufed. .It was one of the three roy- 
all Pallaces, the Medyan Monarcha fo much gloried In - Babylon, skufian, 
and Ecbatan : built by Darius tonne of Hiflafpts Anno Muxdi 5444. as Pliny 
has it in his 6 lib. c.t%. Some fay Ladmedan built it,fuch rime as Tholaj udg- 
cdlfrael. Others make Cyrus Lord of Pifogard (from Pifon a branch of 
Hiddekel or Tigris) to bee the Archkeft, in memory of his good fuccefTe 
obteynedin that very place againft tsffiiages the Median Emperour. It is 
fpoken of in the i.ekof Hejier : That there, Ahajhuerm An.Mun. 3500. 
feafted his Liefecenancs over a hundred twenty and feven Provinces, a 
hundred and eighty dayes with great coft aDd triumph. Nehemiak and 
Daniel alfo remember it to bee in Elam, Perjia: and notwithftandingthe 
many mutations and miferiesit had from many avaricious Tyrants, yet was 
it able to fmile upon Alexander , when hee extracted thence to pay his Sol- 
datsand fill his bags with fifty thoufand Talents in Bullyon, and nine Mil¬ 
lions in coyned Gold :and well may bee, fince Capo dor e in his 7. lib. x$. 
Epifit reports for truth, that Memnon (forme to Tit hen, and reckned by 
fome, firft founder) fo gloried in his work that hee cemented the ftones 
wirh gold; which made Arijiagoras cry out to his men of warre, that if they 
could but mafteric,each poore knave there might then compare with lorn 
for riches and bravery. 

. Some wrangle about the name Shujhan, and its fignification. Athtmm 
interprets it from her plenty in Lilly es 3 but whence hee fecchtic I cannot 
tellj the Arabic nor Perfian have no fuch meaning : as well I may fay 
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from Sazan or shuzat* in the Perfic tongue a needle or a glafle-bottle. 
But fuch Synonimaes may not carry it. I rather beleeve it is derived from 
Chm (Noahs grand-fonnej Sujiana from him call’d Chuftatta, and at this day 
not much difcrepant in the name they call it by, Chujtfian. More probable, 
in that Chus, cams fonne planted a Colony here, ere bee journeyed into 
Arabia and Ethiopia fa miftake, made the Septuagints imagine Nyk one of 
thofe foure, ftreaming from Paradife) his formes alfo here-abouts inhabi¬ 
ting. Nymrod in chalcka. Seba in Arabia. Havilah in Indy a. Raamah in 
carmania^ See- Let ns now into Shu fan. 

At this day'ds called Valdac , notfarre from the Gulph : watered by 
dozes or Choafpes ■ which arifing from the Jaaroonian Mountains ftreames 
hither very*pleafandy in many meanders circum-giring, and not far from 
Balfrac (Doridatis of old) participates with the braekifh Gulph of Perjia, 
where a'to Euphrates (call'd Phrat and Almachtr) from Lib anus fome lay, 
from Mount Abas in Armenia fay others: and Tigris (now call’d Diglai f and 
Wddechel ) from Taurus (or Varhdrm rather) imbowell themfelves. A ri*

In building., walls, houfes, Temples, and the like, refembling Babylon. 
From whence Ecbatan St it had arquidiftancie five hundred Ihort railes.f>£ 
dac had fome forme and beauty, till Mofes fimamed Askar ( Omars kinfman) 
Anno Dtfjw.64i.fAg.21, depopulated it, 1 c has now a refemblauce of Mi?-’ 
fulot Ninhie $ nothing but ruines covering her. Qf which and other 
fnch once noble Cities I may fay with King David, Pfalm.46 Come and be¬ 
hold the works oft he lordyshat deflations he hath made in all the earth 1 And 
that we are fo neere the old locall place of Paradife, let me glance a little 
into it. 

PARADISE, or the terreftriall Garden of Eden ( Hogea-del-Holan 
the Indians name it) ( [Gan-Eden the Hebrewes call it) wherein God placed 
Adar» y is much controverted; and where it was,as much doubted of: fome 
making it an AJlegorie, others a locall place . Strange it is to confiderthe 
variety. Some fay it was in the middle Region of the ayre, whence rhey 
will draw the foure great ftreames that water Paradife. Some place it in 
the monntaines of the Moons (in Mthyop whence Nilus fprings,) othcr- 
fome to the circle of the Moone, fome others under the circle , and that 
thence the foure rivers flow gliding under many large deepe Seas, and fo 
into Paradife. Some think the 4 rivers fignifie 4 cardinall verenesj the 
word Paradife,a metaphor of delight;mans fall,the banifhmentitle torryd 
Zone,the fierie fword; and fuch other fanatick fancies as made the brain- 
fick Hermiansand Seleocians fweare there never was a Paradife : whofe 
pfimtafmaeslvalue not, m that the more judicious affirme there was, 
varying meerely in the place. Some (and thofe well read) imagine it was 
ten miles about, the Province Mefopotam?a } the precife place Eden, to this 
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retaining both name and memory. St.AuguJIiae judges it was in the happy 
Arabia. Amongft the Tarcars dreames Goropim (in HoUandhzc might have 
faid.)Vnder the N.pole thinks PofeUus.la SyriajBeroaldusN pon the banka 
of Tygri? fayes Xenophon. Every where,before^/*tff finned thinks Ortelius. 
Some fay it comprehended Mejb-potamia , Armenia , Mount T aunts, in. 
circling shynaar ; holding afterwards Selexcia and Babylon. Others carry it 
farther as that it included Nilus and.Ganges, a too great limit fora Garden, 
fix thoufand miles diftant; Nyle’ arifing from Zair in Afrique , empties it 
felfe into the mid-land Sea ; Ganges from Imam in Scythia b into the Gan- 
gecick Sine or Bengalan Ocean.. The Inhabitants in Ceyloon lay Paradife 
was there, and fhew Adams foatfteps. Eves teares,8tc. Some fay AEgrpt s Sy- 
ria^ and luddea; that the tree of knowledge grew on Mount Calvary, the fe- 
cond Adam fuffering in the fame place the firft Adam had offended. Some 
dreame it is in a mountaine above the skic, where none are but Enoch and 
Elias. We can afcend no higher, without troubling our underftandrags. 

The beft is this. That Nyle nor Ganges had no being there : the Septua- 
g!#/jmiftake arifing from their fuppofition that Pifon was Ganges , and Gi- 
hon 3 Nyle . Mefopotamia no doubt was Eaft from Arabia , where Mofs (the 
Prince and firft that ever wrote Hiftory) compleated his Pentateuch. And! 
as queftionleffe, the Garden of Eden was watered with Euphrates and Ti¬ 
gris: who in their feverall fluxes, one from Ltbams , th’other from Ararat 
or Taurus 3 part themfelves into foure branches; Pifon one ( ftr earning to 
Pifo-gardla Perfla\) Gihon th’other (commixing with choajpes) bothrunae 
into theGulph, at Sal for a. For whereas Tis faid, Pifon compares the land 
of HavilahjVte muft not imagine it that Havilah in I»dya 3 whither Havilah 
fonne of lo&an fonne of Eber fonne.of Sem travelled:but that in Sufiana or 
Chttfiana, where Havilah fonne of chm 3 fonne of Cham 3 fcn of Noah planted 
his Colony; before he defcended into Ethiopia or Afriqve. Or if that will 
not content, we may diftendic, to make Mount Taurus z wall onto it Eaft, 
and North : and that EuphratesTygris , Araxes ( or Goz,an\fyou plcjfe) 
and Indus watered it, a fufficient extendure, and in the adolefcencie of the 
world fruitful! and delicious. 

The tsfu- I cannot choofe a better place to feat your patience, than here, to 
tbar's fich-. make my felfe your obje&. After the death offome noble Gentlemen, my 
»#. courfe came next, though not to die, yet to put my feet into the grave. 

Whether I had got cold on Taurus (by fucking in the refrigerating ayre, 
denndating my heating body ) or that I play'd the Epicure too largely on 
delicate Fruits, or that diversity of Meridians, or fo long quaffing variety of 
waters, I know not: fome or all of tfaefe (by Gods divine appointment) 
overcame me, and forced me into fuch a violent diftentery, that in twelve 
dayes I had a thoufand bloudy ftooles, and for forty dayes longer time 
was ore-charg’d with fuch cruelty, that (fome can witnefle) I dare fay, ne¬ 
ver poore mau was more enfeebled ! I wanted not the help of the Kings 
belt Phyfltians , they did mee little good: I tooke what they preferred 
( ary Rice, Pomgranad pills, Barberries, Sloes in broth, and a hun¬ 
dred other things) and gave them what fo ere they craved: fo that ir was 
hard to judge whether my fpiricsor gold decayed fafter. In this extreame 
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mifery I was forced to travel! 300 miles, hanging upon a Camel. 

Morod that giZAi*&ftulapws feeing I would rather die than part with any 
more mony(for wheit was gone J knew not where to borrow,Merchants 
wereftrangers to mee, and I had above fixteene thoafand miles home, to 
goe round Afrique ) hee limited my Jife to but five dayes exiftence: but 
he that fits on high and accounts all humane knowledge, meere folly; ia 
foure8ctwentyhouresafter, miraculooflyprov’d this famousOraculizer 
a com pi eat Iyer. I had then attending mee an Armenian call’d Magar 
and 2 Hecate of Tart ary , to whom I daily gave for falary eight pence : 
many Succuby's fhee implored (fore again ft my will) but finding they had 
no power to bewitch me ; whether to accilerate M&rods fectence, or whe¬ 
ther topofleffe my linsoen and appardl (of which I had good plenty) I 
know not, but fhe refolv’d to poyfon me. For, knowing wine was ftri&ly 
forbidden me, fhee prefencs me in an Agony of thirft, a Viol! full of qld 
ftrong intoxicating wine, which relifhc curioufly, andi powred downe 
without wit or meafure : but (as it had beenefo much ophium) it quickly 
banifht my vicali fences, and put meefcrfoure and twenty houres into a 
deadly trance, and in that time (had not a friend refifted) I had beene bu¬ 
ried. But by Gods great mercie,this defperate Potion recovered me. For 
after 1 had difgorg’d abundantly, I fell into a found fleepe (not having 
done fo a moneth formerly, the people admiring fuch a recovery) fo that 
by benefit of that little reft and binding quality of the wine , I grew every 
day better and ftronger: but my defperate Doftreffe (whiles my other 
fervant wept over mee) like an old Hagg, opened^ my Truneks and robd 
me of all my linnen and fome moneys. I would not purfue her, for then 
fhe had died for it. 1 will therfore fay with David 71 Pfako! what troubles 
andadverfttks haft thoujbemdme .<? andyet tHdft thou turne and refreft mee, 
yea and brought eft me from the deepes ofthe earth againe! 


Obfervations concerning the Terfian Empire, 

tJ Itherto wee have beene prafticall: let mee now draw your eyes to 
^ theorize in geDerail the feverall properties and fafhions of this great 
Empire; whofe Monarchs have from the Infancie of Time either fwayd 
the Scepter of the world,or adorn*d their browes with aDyadem of braver " 
luftre than any other Kings of Aftj : and firft fpeake wee by what feverall 
Nomeuclations Per(ta has bee^e call’d; than which, no other Kingdome 
in the Univerfe has beene more variable. 

In Nymrods dayes (that Monfter of the world) 'twas called Chufa y from sever all 
€hm fbune of Cham Tonne of Noah , who removed his Colony thence into „ ameso f 
Arabta y and after into JEthyopia or Ajrich^ In Chedorlaomars reigne (con- *perfia = 
temporary with Abraham ) it was named Elam^ from Elam fonne of Sem 
fonne of Noah * and brother (if prophane Authors fry true) to (Ma'dai or) 

Atlas Man rus Tonnes of Iaphet fonne of Noah. From him the people were 
called Elamits and Elams. , names much ufed amongft the Ancients. The 
next it varied to, is P erfta , whether from Per feus loves fonne by Danae 
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daughter to Acrijiut , or from analogic with the Chaldee tongue, imply¬ 
ing a horfes hoofe, a hooked nofe, or a divifion, I will not argue. But the 
Greeks not content with any of them^lntitled it Pane hay a and Cephoene ■ jin 
memory of their Countryman Cepheus (after King of part o£ ^thicpe)hro- 
ther of C admits , Agenors famous children. This fame Cohens was father of 
Andromeda , wife to Perfeus, parents of Perjes the renowned Archer,living 
in the world before the building of Rome twelve hundred and feventy 
yeares. Gog and Magog forae have alfo named her, and Magufaa too, but 
from whence arifing needs no interpreter. Such time as Achemtnes fon 
to Mgeus King of Athens ruled, it'got an Achemamian denomination, as 
hucan^ Herodotus^ Suidas^ Cednnns , and others have it: after which race 
it was new named Arfaca , from Arfaces the Heroick Parthian not long af¬ 
ter the Incarnation, ^/r^aftertbat, by the I nhabitants importing a noble 
Country, and from whence many brave Princes affirmed names, as *Ar- 
1axerxet } Artabams , Artaphernes^Artafespx. Th e Tarta rs in their o ver- 
ruaning a great part of Ajta nam’d it Chorforia , as Solyms notes 5 The Ara¬ 
bians AnmDom.59 g (fuch time as Mahomet grew notorious) call’d it Sa~ 
racee'ma , in m eraory of their defeen t and doftrin e. Azamia feme call it; 
by the Turks (in envie to Siet Gnmt arid his decadence from the Alco- 
rannifh Doftors) Etntearia and csfgamia : fince when, they have added 
thofe of Chfiba, sharp-I&maetia, saic-Aidma^ Cur afmi a } and feme fuch, as 
(proceeding from particular malice) are unworthy our caking notice (ff,or 
to be inferred in the roll of memory. 

Let mee now give you the effigies of her prefent (landing; which if I 
faile to pourtray exaftlyj I will willingly incur fome blame, fo you will 
copy it in a better pofture. 

The derivative and feverall names of Verjta I have already drawne: the 
Provinces at this day obeying that famous Diadem,and how called I (hall 
firfteffay; her bulk next; and then her fafhions. Thus rancked : Perfta, 
Parthia, M!dya 3 Hyrcania J Ba 8 ria,Sogdidna 1 Evergeta 1 Aria i Drangiana % Mar - 
giana y Pqropamifa 3 Carmania , Gedrojia , Sujiam } Arabia , Cdd&a^ Mefo.po- 
tamia, Armenia^ lheria b and- MengreUia, twenty noble Kingdomes of old, 
(at this day under the ftrokeof thePerfian Scepter) are thus new named, 
Pr winces of Parfe y Arac, shervan^Mozendram, Sablefian , Maurenahar. Sirgian, Hery, 
Perfia bow sigifian y Stigias , Kaljijfan, Carmawn^ Lariftan^ Chuff m, Taziry , Keldhan , 
now name . p r 4j aman . <Darbeq y Arminy, Carkajh , and Vafpracan. The whole Empire 
is terminated on Eaft, Weft, North, and South; with India ,, Arabia ,the 
Cafpian, and Perfian Seas. From Cattdahor ( equi-diftant with Cxus in 
Extent of Ba&rid) to Pabylonf^oft and Weft, it ftretches foure hundred and forty 
the Empire, farfangs, or of Englifh, a thou/and three hundred and twenty miles, in 
feventy dayesufualty travelled: and from Giulphall (or lelphy neere Van 
in Georgia) to Cape Gtpader in 25 degrees, the forth eft part of Gedrojia or 
Macron on Indus , North and South, foure hundred ninety arid fix far fangs, 
orathoufand foure hundred eighty and eight Englifh miles; in eighty 
dayes commonly journeyed : from which we may compute, the circuit is 
not lene than foure* thdufand miles. The North and Eaft isrooftpart 
iruitrull in graffe, in corne,m fruit; the South and Weft (except where 
rivulets are) fandy, mouncanons, fterile, %nd inhofpltable ; the vehement 
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heatfcorches the earth and makes it barren; and from whence, the foyle 
yeelds no exhalations, the mother of douds,and confequently wants rain 
to madifie: butinftead of it, Godhasbleft them with frequent breefes; 

But how miferable fo ere it feemes to others, the Perfian King makes The Kings 
many happy harvefts; filling every yeere his infatiate coffers with above **°e*u*. 
three hundred and fifty feven thoufand Tomans (a Toman is five markes 
fterlin,) in our money, npcooo pound fterlin : a great revenue, the more 
to be admired at, fince he extracts it from raw Hike, cuftoms and cotton; 
not thinking any way meane or difhonourable that brings in money. So 
thought Abbas ; and thence deriv'd that unkinldy trade of fending into the 
market, his dayly prefents of fruits and flowers (for without fome pifcafh dom- 
wasnofalutinghira;) a kind of thrift,he not only boafted of (I iraagin as 
Ageftlam did of his polt-foot)but feemcd to complain of the too great nici- 
ty of other Kings. And no doubt, if all the Potentates of the earth were 
inquired after , none would parallell this late old Monach of Per fa for 
ftartagems in good husbandry, (for fo, to refpeft the man, we had beft call 
it.)He could finely dart his wonder upon fuch 8c fuch aTown by reporc or 
letter confcffing his amazement at fight of fome great Elephant,or Towes 
of gold he heard they had a&ed: they dare not re-afon againft it,they know 
the meaning; and in pure gold get fuch a prefcnt; if rich and heavy, then 
tis dainty work, though never' fo difordered : if otherwife, then no way 
praifed. Ninety wall’d Townes are under his command (the Villages are 
above forty thoufimd) none of which efcape his policy; for though they 
pra&ice nothing leffe than gold-fmiths work and imagery, yet hee dilutes 
them with a falfe report, defiring to fee experimentally, whether fame 
had not beene a niggard in their elevation : they embrace the comple¬ 
ment, and returne him in pure gold the Icon of an Elephant, CammeJI, 
or Dromedary: fome a Pegafus, a Cefterne or fi3rh fome fend to gaine 
his love, and fome a Babel, orreprefentation of fuch a great Cirie as they 
know will take him, by comparifon : confidering which, I JelTe admire 
that vaffc treafure of Mammonifme, commonly taken out for oftentation at 
the receitof Ambalfadorsor Travellers of note; fnch as in Mofendramom 
eyes were glutted with. In warre, no Afiatick Prince was m after of more 
Art or Cure experience; at home, his Genius travaili’d with no fewer fan¬ 
cies, none without its ccrtaine end to agraodife histreafurie. A Merchant 
I may alfo call him, having many thoufand faftors, frugalland skilfull 
under him, all which hee fends through the wide univerfe with each his 
ftock of money, or lilke, or carpets to make money of : fome of them 
returne in three, in five fome, none exceeds feven yeeres to give their ac¬ 
count, to the Kings infinite advantage : if they have loytered,or acciden¬ 
tally loft, and returne meane profits, they had as good behang’d, hee is fo 
incredulous and wrathfu 11: but when they come home multiplyed, and 
with increafe, 8tto his liking,he rewards them with large thanks,a. woman 
from his Haram ,a horfe, a (word,a Tulipant; but after a final! repofe packs 
them abroad againe, re* alluring them of his good affe&ion, and that after 
fucha voyage they fhall end their motion in a happie reft, (but felaoma 
doesit,tili death or difeafesforce him to it) that they and theirs (hall enjoy 
fuch recefijry famines as conduce to make them fortunate 5 but ip event 
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finde that old proverb coo coo true, Pollmtk, dives quilibet effepoteft. 

Againejfrom lndojla» 0 artary, and Araby^ every yeere move towards 
Perfta, many Carravansfornifat With rich and rare commodities i as 0 y* 
na ware,fattens, filks, ftones, rich Tulipants,Stc. of whofe approach hee 
has quick notice: concerning which, either hee gives a private command 
that none fliall dare to traffick with them, by that forcing them to his 
owne prices 5 or affronts them upon Cntring his Dominions with a falfe 
alarme, as that the paffage further is longhand hard, and dangerous, or 
that the late darth makes the country incapable to entertaine them 5 by 
fhch heathen Mathetnaticks fo fhrtling them, that rather than move back 
to foe h hazards, or go on to incounter fuch, or to incur his hatred 5 Ehey 
oft times condifcend to any manyfometimes receiving money for their 
goods, or by exchange, for what the Petflan Eroperour can beft fpare 5 
to his owoe, and others, difperfing tbofe new merchandizes atftreccht 
rates, yea at the height of ignoble avarice 5 and having coyne Or bullion 
(to prevent its pilgrimage into other regions) hee molds it into plate of 
huge a/fize or the like, too beavie to go farre, worke very poore, in value 
rich and ponderous. Befides, by that law of Per fa, hee makes himfeffe 
heyre to all that dye, puts the young ones to fome way of life, warre, or 
merchandize ; none daring to call his title into queftion: hee alfo experts 
annuall prefents from all men of quality; take notice of one mans offriug 
a yeere or two before oar being in Perfta: the Duke of 3 hera%% was hee 
that font it: foure hundredfixty and five thoufand florens coyned; forty 
and nine goblets of good gold; feventy two refined fiiver, and fo much 
of other valuable rarities, as in all, burthend three hundred Camells:a 
gallant prefent,a fore medicine to expel! his melancholy.. But this might 
all be tolleratedjwere Afirx'a any where adored; but contrarily, abhorred 
bribery and corruption in Juftice, renders fo brave a Prince too much dif- 
tempered. 

Quid faciauc leges ubi fola peeutm regnat ? where money over-rules , what good do lemes § 

Autubi pauper as vincere nulla poteft * Or where the poore is crujbt without a- caufe .<? 

F or albeit *cis fatd that the Javves of the Medes and Peril an s never alters 
yet doubdefTe in lb many changes as have hapned there, their lawes may 
be corrupted or altered: At this day they have little written law; fome- 
what the law of Nature has dictated’: they have no Termes, few Lawyers, 
no demurs injuftiee: Lex Talioms is much ufed * and commonly upon 
complaint, ( bow diffidl fo ere the caufe bee } the fword decides it before 
Sun-fer. The vulgars habit and difpofitien next attends us. 

The Per Cans are generally big-Iimb’d, ftrong, fir eight,and proper; the 
The people Zone makes them Olive-coloured; the wine, cheercfull; opium, vene- 
defenbed, , rious. The women paint; the men love Armes;: all love Poetry : the 
grape inflames their paffion; the law allayes it, example bridles it; they 
love not rule, the King is lupiter in term , & by a panbafilay St forced will 
equalls the Duke and Peafant in his command (diffring them other way es) 
die name Colloom or flavr being equally proper and hereditary; and in 
awleffe bravery hee values them as Agefildve did Liftttder, and from this 
tenet of damned Matchiavdl drawn from Photinm. 
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A tyrants power dec ayes when he refj>e&t Steptrotura vis tow petit, fi penderc jafu 

Jujhce or hottefly\ for he fufye&S lncipit 3 evcriicquearces refpe&us honcfli; 

Mis lawkjft htftproducesbefi effects. Libertas fcclerumcftjqu* rcgnaiimfa ctwtur* 

trouble Tome to one, formidable to the other, to neither convenient 3 
to none honourable. No part of their body is allowed hay re, the upper 
lip excepted, which growes very long and thick, they turne it downward; 
the oyle Dorfae, but thrice applyedannibilates that excrement ever after. 

The meaner fort referve a lock in mid their head, of double ufe, Mahomet 

by that, diftinguifoing them from other fc&aries; and by helpe of it the ~jy, r fjabit 

eafier to attaine Paradize : we heare it, they furely helecve it. Their 

eyes are tyack, their foreheads high, their nofes hooked; about their he.ads 

they wreath greatrowles of Callico,offilke and gold, higher,more beau* 

tifull, and not fo bungie as the Turkifo Turbants 5 they call them Shafoes, 

in paid times (*efpecially thcfe worneby Kings,) Cydarims or Tyaraes, 

. with ns call'd Mithers, a little fafo or gold fringe hangs downe behiode, 
the Arab taught it them,2nd fervcs to diftinguifo of what quality. The King 
turnes the contrary fide of his Shalh forwards, in no other garb diffring 
from others: in Triumphs and great dayes I have feene them circle their 
Tulipantswith ropes of great orient pearles, with chain es of Rubies,Tur- 
qupifes and other Stones. The Afiat/cks weareno bands,theyare the at* 
tire of peace (not dwelling there,! their habic or out.lide garment is ufu- 
ally of Callico, ftitcht with Silke, quilted with Cotten; the better fore 
have them of party-coloured GIkes, of Sattenfotne, of rich gold, and {li¬ 
ver chamlets others, aod fome of bod-kin and richeft cloth of gold, figu¬ 
red: variety in work and colours pleafesthem beyond meafure, andferve 
as Emblems of joyesiu Paradize: black is notknowne among them, they 
call it difmall, a type of hell, and unluckinelfe. Their fleeves are ftraight 
and long (to varie from their enemies the Turq’ who have them wide and 
(hort;) the veil or coat reaches down to their calves,.8c be ares round; their 
waifis are girt wkh towells of filke and gold above eight yards long, thofe 
and'the Shafoes difeover (as they tranfeend and defeend in value) the 
dignitie of thofe that weare them. The Dukes have them woven wkh 
gold, the Merchants and Cofel-bafoes of Giver, of Glke and wooll,mcn 
of inferior quality : next their skin, they weare (mocks of cotton, demi- 
fliirts in length, for colour refembling Scotch plador Barbars aprons; 
their breeches arelike the Irifh trooze.hofe and ftockings fow’d together: 
the ftocking falls not alwayes into their fliooes, from the anckle down 
giving to the eye two inches naked: their foooes are of good leather and 
well fowed, but have no Jatehets ; and are of what colour you can fanfie: 
they are commonly lharpat the toe, and mrne upwards ; the heeles are 
high and final!, and food with iron, or nales ingrailcd. And this I noted, 
they do not fo much wed themfelvestc chefciron hemi-cycles for thrift 
or eafe. or hiring; (they feldome journey far, or gofwifrly) as to tread in 
3 venerable path of antiquity. A cuftome afluated by their forefathers, 
and yet obferved; either in fymboliGng with their great Mahomet , whofe 
ambitions Arises was a Grefcent, Diana ; his Motto, Crefco : or ellebor- 
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rowed from the Cygales of the Athenians, or from the Romans who 
wore Grefcents (orhalfe Moones) upon their fhooes'airan Enfigne of ho¬ 
nour, by MariiaU and Vand rolltts term’d Lumti cahei-, Lmata mfauam 
pellis : and by Statius in his Bo(cages?prma<jue patritia clanftt vejligta 
Lunate. Over all, the Perfians(efpeciallyfucb as travel!,) throw fhorc 
Calzoons or coats of cloth (without fleeves) furr’d with fables, foxes, 
mufhwhormaws, fquirrills,or of fheep, not a little eftimated; and can (in 
hotteft feafons) indure to wcare fhort wide ftockings of Englifh cloth, 
whofc heeles are covered with leather, and ferve fometimeS for boots to 
ride inj howbeit, they want not boots; wide, well fowed,ill cut, but 
prevalent in fhowres. Gloves are of no efteeme amougft them; nor rings 
of gold ; of filver they have maoy : not that gold is leffe valuable (in 
other things moft ufed) but becaufe Mahomet forfooth had hij of filver; 
left to O&man as a legacie,aod charm’d with many Angular propertiesmone 
have their rings of iron, except flaves,and thofe of bafer fort; a mettall 
they account and call a proper fymboll of utmatnrail flaverie. They paint 
their hands into a red or cawnie colour, which both codes the liver, and 
in warre makes them (they lay) victorious: their Hailes are particoloured, 
white and vermiliion; and why fo I cannot fay, unleflc in imitation of 
Ring Cyrus ; who in augmentation of honour, commanded his Heroes 
to tinfture their nailes and faces with vermiliion, fervingboth to diftm- 
guilh them from the vulgar fort, and (as did our warlike Brittains) in fight 
to fhew more terrible • Their rings are fometiroes fet with Agate and let* 
ten of Arabic conteyning either fome fpell, their names, or elfe fome 
fragment of the Alcoran: not one amongft a thoufand warriors knowes 
the benefit or ufe of letters; the Mullayes and Clergy ingroffe that Art, 
who when they write, do it kneeling; either that that pofture iseafier, or 
that what they dictate in that fort, isfuppofed holy; nor ufe they goofe- 
quills, but reeds or canes of great adize and thicknefle; in that they imi¬ 
tate the Aatients : their paper is very gloffie and varie-coloured, well 
preft, and the rarer in that their materials are not raggs or skins, but cot¬ 
ton wooll, courfe, and requiring much coyle to perfect it. 

They feldome go without their fwords (fbamfheers they call them) 
form’d like a Crefcent, of pure mettall, broad,and fharper than any rafor; 
nor do they value them, uuiefle at one blow they can cut in two an Afi- 
nego; the hilts are without ward , of gold, of fteele,of wood; thefcab- 
bards are well made, of Camells hide, on folemne dayes covered with 
velvit embroydered with gold and floats of price ; they feldome ride 
abroad without bow and arrow; the quiver and cafe wrought an dent 
ingeDioufiy; the bow is fhorc, and (not uDllke a crofle-bow) bended; and 
albeit fome thinke incomparable in mifehiefe to a gun, yet the time has 
beene they have got with that (as we in France^in manypattsof Ajta 
moft memorable battels; as when Crajfus loft his life. Valerian and others, 
oecafioning thofe dirgees of the Roman Poets, Terga converjt mttuenda 
Part hi .-and Ovid thus, Gens first & Urris& esprit &tuta fagittis^ &c. 
at this day of no credit in archerie, unlefTe they can in a full carreer cleave 
an Orenge hanging in a firing athwart the Hippo-drome, and (when paft 
the mark) with another ready arrow as furely hit the reft, turning (in his 
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ffaofc ftlrrips and Morocco (addle ) backwards. 

'he women (in thofe parts fcarce vifible) might paffe unfpoken of, I The women, 
V glance ac them. Their ftature is generally low,but (freight and 
more corpulent than leane,wine and mufick fattens them; the 
fplen is curabkj where vexation domineeres not: their colour is pale, 
made (anguine by adulterate complexion; their haire is commonly black 
and curled : they have high foreheads, pure skins, black diamond eyes, 
high nofes, large mouths, thick lips, round cheekes, fat and painted: ho- 
ueft women have liberty to go abroad to breath the Ayre or buy their 
neceflaries,buc dare not (peak to any man in the way, nor unvaile their 
faces. When they follow the Camp or are to journey any whither they 
are mounted two and two npon Camells 5 and (it croffe-Jegg'd In cages 
(or cajuaes as they call them) of wood, covered with cloth to forbid any

body the fight of them: cheirGaardants arelean-fac’cEunuchsjwho arefo 
jealous of them, that as we travelled, ’twas the hazard of our lives not to 
flie out of the way as foon as we faw them:or by throwing ourfelves upon 
the ground to cover us with fome vaile or other, that the Eunuchs might 
be fatisfied,we durft not view them. Thofe of the order of Lais are more. 
foci able ^ have moft freedoms and are not worft efteemed of: NoqueftL 
Common on.(but to free therafeIves from flaverie and rage of jealous husbands) 
women. moft there would be whores by profeffion.r bu: with them fisa calling 

(fir reverence) of too high dignitie for all to mount unto ; thofe there¬ 
fore that are fuch, are admitted after long fine, many friends and much 
moneys; none dare abufe them : they are company for Kings and great 
ones of Mahomets fa&ion : go brave, and richly habilimented : their haire 
curling, difhevells oft times about their (boulders, fometimes rounded or 
plaited in a caule of gold: about their faces and noder their chin is hung 
a rope of pearle of great value, if not counterfeit: their cheekes are of a 
delicate dye, but Art (not Nature) caufes it: their nofes are fet with rings 
and jewells of goldimbeliflic with rich ftones; their eares alfo have equall 
luftre. To Ihew they arefervants to &ime*Flora(m her dayes, a good one) 
they illuftrate their armesand hands, their leggs and feet, with painted 
Sowers and birds,and in a naked garb dance every limb about them a Per- 
flan Antick, elaboratly making their bells and Cymballs and Timbrells 
eccho their turnings. Their habit (not unlike themfelves) is loofe 
andgaudie, reaching to their mid-leg; of cloth of gold, of fatten fome, 
of ti(Tiled fluffs or coftly inbroyderie. This wanton kind of creature is of 
no religion, except what the laft Monach of i^fjjyria (whole Motto was 
bibe 3 lude 3 ) preached to his Epicures. Thefe look dangeroufly, drink 
and ftink (of perfumes I meane) horrible ftrougly; laugh immeafurably, 
and covet greedily mens foul es, moneys,and reputation; fcorningaiJ ho- 
neft women, and upbraiding them, with the Epethites of Haves, rejected, 
unfcjciable, melancholy, and unworthie theirfpeakingto : and iris true 
at this day what Trogrn Pomp.oUctvtA long ago concerning them, Parthi 
Vxoribus &f<sminjs non convivU t ant am yirorum, fed etiam coafbeSu 
interdicebant <&c. 

Coat Armor Man Y other thin g 3 give themfelves note-worthy. In Armes and Ar- 
' of Peifia. mories, fix therefore your next obfervation. The Perfian Armes of old 
and at this day are fomewhat doubrfull. Zonaras in his firft book and 
nineteenth Chapter out of an ancient Monument obfervech.thac the Per-, 
fians bore in old times, Uma 3 an Eagle crowned of the S untie ^ displayed 
Saturn $ continued for many difeents their royall Enfign, rill Cyrus made 
(as in the Empire, in Efcheucheon alfo) an alteration. Xenophon lhali 
guide you to the view of it. Erat Cyro ftgmtm aurea Aquila in long* hafla 
fujpenfa, & nunc etiam id injtgne Perfarum Regibus msnet 3 &c. borne till 
Crajp/S perilhr by th€m, at that time a Sagittarie being blazon’d in their 
Royal! Standard ; alluding to their excellent skill in riding, and hopslof 
good fortune ; from whence alfo that coyne of Dariques came (fifreene 
, [hillings of our money) a round peece of gold, Darim the common name 
being ftampt on one fidc,a Sagittarie (his coat Armour) on the other fide. 
memonzd by Vlutartyn. the life of AgefJaus } complaining that hisambl- 
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tJous defigne of Ajia't conquefl: was prevented by thlrtie thoufand Sagit- 
tariesor Archers; meaning a bribe offo many peeces of gold, which were 
given to betray his enrerprife. But when Mahomet had infhar’d their foules, 
and yoakt their necks under Saracenic bondage, the other were rejefted 
as impertinent to this new con qneft, advancing as a Symbol of more ex- 
cellenrieand myftery in their banner. Mercury a Crcfeenr Luna with this 
impreza'Ttf/w^ dim itfipkdt orbtm : alluding (both in bodie and foule) to 
an univerfall command j but how unfitly and meanly borrowed by the 
French may eafily appeare ro fuch as go to Vountain^'leau^ where this 
heathen device is in every hall iterated. But Mahomet s prediction failed 
him, when that memorable Saint of Ardaveil , Gunet s both obliterated 
many fundamentall texts of the Alcoran, and Invented a new Eoflgne in 
honour of his fuceeffors, viz. Venus ^ a Lyon couchant Sol, the Sun orieijt 
in his face,of the fame : minted alfo in their brafTe meddaJls (andas a tye 
of amity) accepted of by the great Mogull, and fome other Princes in tn- 
dya. The Cawns,Beglerbegs, Sultans, Agaes, Soldagars, and Coofel-bafhes 
indeed beare no Armes - } not that they are intituled Haves, but from their 
iguoranceinpedegreesandhexaldrie; and in regard no honour there is 
heredicarie: but this 1 can fay truly; they afe of very humane and noble 
natures, civill, merciful!, and liberally yea differ in their ingenuity and 
love to any Gentleman (that is a ftranger) as much from the Turks and 
their-brazen barbarifm,as gold is in comparifon from iron : for the Perfians 
diftioguifh degrees amongft themfelves, and of other Nations honor 
high birth and qualhie in any man, yea and give him refpeCt agreeable to 
his meriting, without any inqmrie of his religion. Let us go a little 
further. 

In old times they were Idolaters, fuch as the Gowers be now, the Per- The ddVcr* 
fees a fed in Ind)a, the Pcgouans,&c.but by converfe with Greeks and Ro- 
mans abolifiittheir celeftiall wor&ip,znd(2s Strafo relatesjreceived De- 
monomanie, continued till Mahomet. The tranfparent Firmament they 
called Jupiter^ the primum mobile of other gods, him they feared : but , 

Apollo (the Sonne,or Mithfaa s they term'd him) they do-ated on, and de¬ 
dicated to him many gallant Temples, attiring him with many Epethices 
of honour, health and gentleneffe; a good opinion then, and not yet can- 
cellediaS yet memorizing his Image in the ftarop and coat Armor of their 
Emperours. TheMooneno doubt had due refpeft and adoration.amongfi: 
them, fuppofing her efpoufed to Apollo . Venus had equall reverence: the 
Earth alfo, the Water, Ayre, and Fire, wanted not the names of Dieties, 
efpeclally the Fire and Water. Zertoofi their Law-giver (in imitation of 
Mops) charged them to keepe aperpetuall fire, nor co bee fed with com¬ 
mon cudbtifiibles,Dor to be kindled or inflamed with prophane Ayre,but 
fuch as came from thebeames of that glorious eye of heaven the Sunnej 
lightning,flintSjOr the like* The water alfo by 00-means was to be corrup¬ 
ted with dead carkafTes,durt,urine, raggs, or what fhewed for diditie or na- 
ftinefTe. They loved images but indifferently; ufually adtuatiDg their ho¬ 
ly rites, in groves, in mounts, and con fpkuous places. Their marriages 
were commonly celebrated in the fpring, fuch time as Vhcsbus makes the 
fotlUifiottinm j the Bridegroome the firft day juncketting on nothing 
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fa?e apples and Camels marrow, a dyec proper for that day es feftivail. Po- 
Iigamy .they liked of, the Ring giving the example, and honouring them 
with moft applaufe and gratuities who prov’d Fathers of molt children . 
They feldome faw their Infants till paft foure yeeres old, from which age 
to twenty, they learnt to ride, (hoot, jaculate, and to fpeak the truth5 as 
alfo, to fare meanely, lodge hard, to watch, to till the earth, and to bee 
content with fmail things. The old men wentpiaine; the young mens 
habit was rich, but in nothing fo notable as when their armesand legs were 
fettered with voluntary lincks and chaines of barnilht gold, whofe fulgor 
they adored from its conformitie with the Sunne: in wane their attire 
was fteely or mailed work, curioufly concatenated, their breaft-places 
skald, their Targets of Oxe hides, large and round, their cap (or helmet) 
was a Tyaraoflinen multiplicated^ their Alines were darts,bowes,(words, 
and axes* all which in admirable equipage and order,through long practice 
they could manage gallantly. Their meales (the great mens tables I in¬ 
vite you to) were fplendidin rich furniture & difbes of gold $ but in meats, 
verie ordinary, and (paring. Bacchus their countriman taught them the 
Art of drunkenneffe (Noah Come imagine him, of whom a moderne wri¬ 
ter fay es bold iy. Omnia Dero Bacchanalia eortimqw ritm aNo£ c brut ate 
originem habent) &c. followed greedily by chefe epedemic drunkards, 
delighted in with no fmail redundancie, infomuch that (like the Duch at 
this day) no matter of moment paft currant and with applaufe fave what 
relilhtof Bacchifme \ yea, their frequent confukations and private bar- 
gaines (we too much ape them) were rarely ratified, tmleffe negotiated, 
and confoiidated in froath and drunkenneffe: Their complements were 
heartie and not various 5 to equalls, aifoording imbraces 5 to fuperiours, 
bowing the head and knee, to this houre continued without much al¬ 
teration: the reft I offer not, this in my conceitfufficing to parallel! 
the moderne cuftomes, and to fee them tff with betteriuftre. 

Of the PerK- ^he rell g ioD of tfie Perfians at this day, 1 have fitted by it felfe with- 

Ju at this " out commixture. Speak wee of other obfervations. They ate very 
day. fuperftitious, it may be noted from our adverfe fortunes as we travelled 

for when wee ftood at their mercy to provide us Mules, Camells, and 
Horfes, how hafty foever we appeared, they took no notice of it, nor ca¬ 
red to fee us forward, except, by throwing the dyce fuch a chance hapned 
Thetr/kptr- as they thought fortunate# ceremony diduced from theRomans who had 
****** their alhi & atri dies. In every mifchance alfo, or in ficknefte they ufc for- 
cery, preferibing charmes, croffe charafters, letters, anticks, or the like, 
taken moft commonly out of their Alcoran. Nicromaotic ftudies are 
much applauded, as profound, and tranfeending vnlgar capacities, many 
in thofe parts make a notable living of it: and few Siets there but can 
exorcize. 

Farce'. In baetell they have few tricks or ftratagems, yet profper in an boneft 

bravery. There are many feverall rancks and degrees amongft them:foure, 
moft remarkable ■ Chawns, Coozel-baflies, Agaes,and Cheliby or Ccridf- 
chey. The Timarrs or Turqmars are more defpicable.In a common mafter 
the Perfian King can eafily advance (asappeares by roll, and penfion,) 
three hundred thou(andhorfe,and feventy thoufand good mufquetoons,

Jive together in fuch barren Countries: to particularize fasfome have 
partly) the Sultans and their Command may better prove it. Mirza Fetta 
has under his Regiment fiftie fub-Balhaes of note , each of them com¬ 
manding three hundred men. His horfe troopes are thus ratted, Emangoly 
Chatt of Shjra& has under his charge 3 0000 horfe. Dav'd (fawn his bro¬ 
ther ■ Kaza-can Lord of Sumachy , A fur-charm LotdotMyrepan^ Zedder 
Lord of the Kaddyes mdGnfferoft.Magar Sultan oiTahryt, each command 
I2ooo horfe. So fly-chan Sultan of Bagdat, Ahmet Karan Lord of Mijcar- 
roen Gufferaph-charm Sultan of Room , Zend-cawn Lord of Tyroatt, each 
his charge of 15000 horfe. ifaac-beg 24000. Ethaman the Vizier 17000. 

Sofy Keolican 16000. Gofer at-chan Govern our of Arahefian, Verher-cawn 
Lord otGorgefian, Hu(fan-charm Lord of Ery 1 Manmzir-can and Small- 
chavm Lord of Sigefion 10000 each of them. Mahomet Governor of Genge 
8000. Ham pa- cawn of Bar a 7000. Alkuli of Verifcow 4000. Morad of 
Aparafe 6000. Badur-can the Darragod dooo, and Dargagoly fonne 
to Gange Ally-can Sultan of Candahor 4000 : three hundred and twenty 
thoufand horfe or rhere about: wonderful], when I confider the mife- 
rable paftures and want of other provaot to encourage their horfes with, 
making chopt ftraw and a little barley ferve the turne jbut by that thin dyec 
find them lcfie apt to difeafes and more couragious. ^ 

Jn peace, they afe Dot alwayes idle \ folacing their a&ive bodies in fun- 
dry forts of warlike exereifes. They cannot dance,except as Pirrhus taught Sxtrcifeh 
the Epyrots. They love to hunt and chafe the Stagg, the Antilope, Gaza I, 
Tygcr 5 Bore, Goat,Hare,Fox, Jackal!, Woolfe, and the like, abounding 
there. In which paftimes they have lingular skill, courage and dexterity* 
in Bow, Dart,Scemicer,Gun,and Javelin. Their Harquebuzis longer than 
ours, but rhinner and not fo good for fervice. They can ufe that very well, 
but deteft the trouble of the Cannon, and fuch field peeces as require car¬ 
riage. They have good Greyhounds not uolike the Irilh, apt to encoun¬ 
ter any Lyon. They have SpaDiells alfo but not fo good as their Hawkes 
may challenge. They have many excellent Eyeries of Eagles, Lannars, 
Golhawkes,and Hobbies: their beft Falcons are out of Kuftaand other 
Scychick Provinces $ they fly them at choife game j commonly at Hares, 
JackalJsjParrrJch^hefantiHernejPellicanjPootjEftrichj&c.TheirLures, 

JefTes, Varvills, & Hoods, are richly fet with ftones of great price 8c iuftre. 

The vulgar lore delight in Morice dancing, wraftling, aftaulting,bandying. 

Ram and Cock-fighting $ wherein they fpend much time : but value not 
their money to fee BoyesdancejOiLavoItoes upon the rope,wherein they 
are very excellent. * 

' Their Phyfitians are great admirers of Nat ure, and doat fo much there- phyjlcians. 
upon, that they make that oft-times the fir ft caufer which indeed is but in- 
ftrumentall or fecundarie: morall men they are, and humane in language • 
and earbe, both which beget eftceme and honor from all that know them ; 
and did not avarice (a vice predominating there, aod by occafion of lick- 
nefte in me full deafly exemplified) and Magick ftudies too far fway them, 

I could value them above the reft 5 however as they are, they pafle for a 
generation ufefull and exquifite. They have d^rees tranfeendiag one 

H h another 
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another in Title, as their skill and Seniority merits. The Dolors are 
nam 'AHackeems (it may be radically from the Hebrew word Hacha)m^ 
that k, a life-preferver) Mulaii in the Arabick. Moonrebanks or Im* 
pofters are nick-nam'd Shitan-Tabib , he. the Devills Chirnrgion. They 
are Maftersof much knowledge and ignore nobthe Mathematlques. Many 
Arabick Writers have flourifht in thofe parts, moft ofwhofe Bookesthey 
read and pra&ife by, namely Galex^Averroys^ Hippocrates , Alfarabm , Avy- 
cenna , sen-Ifaacl^, Abu-Ally ^ Mahitmtmd- Ah dill a , Ben-Eladib , Abu becr ) 
AlgazzaSys'jZud Alhuma%ar. In Geography AbttLfoedaand Alphra - 
gam s*,from whom they better their difeourfe, and by fuch Leisures be¬ 
come admirable. Nor want they the knowledge of herbs,drQgs, and gums, 
the Mydan in Spahavpu abounding in lingular variety , and than which, no 
place in the world can more aptly be termed a Panacea, a Catholicon, of 
herbs, of drugs; a Magazein ‘gainft all difeafes: having alfo no leffe choice 
of delicious fruits, rare gums andaromatique odours. This I obferved,thae 
to fuch of us as had fluxes they gave Sloes, Ryce^Cynomon ,Pomgranad, 
Barbaries; to purge melancholy, Alloes, Senna, Rbuparh; for phJegme 
Tdrbirhjfor colds St fweatings,oy!es of Beaver, of Leopards, ofJackafls, 
herbamarts , our Ladies Rofe,8tc. Which I note to fliew. you they have 
fome skill and refembliog European preferiptions. Howbeit, fweating 
in Sudatories is the Epidemic Phyfickthere s moft us’d, of leaft charge and 
very ufefulf; infomuch that fome Cities have above threefcore humroums 
or baths: fome fay three hundred. Phlebotomy is bur little us'd; not 
that it is bad, so perhaps becaufe Galen and the other old Naturalifts ne¬ 
ver us'd it* 

They defire rather to tread in an antick path of ignorance, then by any 
new invention or wholfome ftudy to wrong the judgements of their pre- 
diceffors: becaufe. forfooth Event m varios res nova femper habet . And 
hence it is ( as I imagine ). that they continue their maimed calculations. 
Lame cat- Olltofra klind c °uceit that antiquity commanded them; for they compute 
euUtiom, ^eir yeares only by the Moone,not by that courfe and motion of the Sun* 
affirming, that the firmament or eighth heaven finilhes its revolution in 
two and thirty yeares; which is falfe: his diurnal 1 morion from Eaft to 
Weft com pi eating it felfe in foure arid twentie houres ; his other from 
Weft to Eaft, but one degree in a hundred yeares5 fuch is the violence of 
the firft mover. Notwithftaoding, it may be they meane the heaven of 
Saturnc adjoyningit, (whofe revolution comes neere their rimejfinifhing 
its journey from Weft to Eaft in 30 yeares. And thus, their Lunarie ac¬ 
count is fubje&tODofmall errour, reckning from the Auturnnall Equi¬ 
nox it Moones, the number of dayes in a whole yeare 353, Our Solar 
computation exceeding theirs twelve dayes ar leaft, every yeare 5 where¬ 
by it comes to paffe, that 30 of our yeares make 3 1 of theirs; whence, the 
difference arifes ’twixtus and them in their JE-ra or Hegyrath, and doubt- 
leffe by protra<ft,w/il caufe much more confufion. 

__ Such as pra£t fc manufactures, are meanly reputed of; but they live oft* 
Inferior fort times verie plentifully and more fecurely from the jealous eye of the King 
ofPcrJiAKs. than doe many great ones, who oft deceive rheir thoughts that they are 
happier. Of all other?the Pefants are moft miferable ; they caa call no¬ 
thing

thiDg their owne , fuch is the rapine and pride of the great Begs of the 
Country; nay, every petde CofeFbafh dares domineere over them. Yet 
upon too much abufethe Caufee will yeeld them favourable juftice. 

Generally , thePe'rfians are facetious, harmleffe in difcourfe, not very 
inquifitive of exotique alterations , feldome tranfgreffingthis demand , if Difpfitm, 
fuch and fuch a Country have good wine, faire women, fwifchorfes, and 
iharp weapons: choofing rather to fatten themfelves by a contented No¬ 
tion, than by curious inquifition to perplex their other recreations, Few 
of them know how to read, BtUona traymcg them up in iron dances; but 
honour fuch as have it: the Church* men. Clerks, and Santos, a: trading 
them. Some skill they have in Mufick; the Dorick and .Phrygick, a foft 
and lofrie fort of Confort. But above all, Poetry lulls them, that Genius 
feeming properly to delight it felfe amongft them. MimographersI needs 
muff call them, their common Ballads refounding out the ads of Mars and 
his Miftreffe, to which two Saints they vow their life and beft devotion : 
Elgazzuly) ibnulFarid , and Elfargani firfttaught it them;and how lame fo 
ere the verfesare, their gracefiill chanting and quavering (after the French 
ay re ) g 1V es it to the eare, found and harmonious, And, albeit the men af* 
fed not to dance themfelves , yet dancing is much efteemed there : the 
Ganimeds and JLayefians(wanton Boyes and Girles) foot it mo ft admirably 
and in order: I may call them Mymallonian dances } the bells, brafie ar- 
moletsjfilver fetters,and the like recording Bacchus, They are in this pra- 
difefo elaborate, that each limb and member feemes to emulate, yea, to 
contend who may exprefle the moft taking motion ; their hands, eyes, 
bums,gefticulating feverally,fwimming round, 8c coforming themfelves to 
a Dorique ftilneffe,the Ganimeds with iocanting voices 8c extorted bodies 
flmpathizin g;n oching but poefie,mirth,wine,^admiration tondominating. 

Bur were this all, 'twere more exca fable ; for (though each has his feve- 
rall Seralio) thefe whores feldome goe without their wages: and iiA 
higher degree ofperfed bafeneffe, thefe Parderafts (by Hellifti permiffion 
and the Alcurran ) affcft thofe painted, antick roab’d Youths or Cata¬ 
mites in a Sodomitic way ( not till then compleating the Roman proverb 
Ferjicos odi Fuer apparatus 5) a vice fo deteftable,fo damnable, fo unnatural! 
as forces hell to (hew its uglinefle before its feafon. Heare S'.Ckryfcpm 
CogitatO) quam grave ifadfit peccatum^ ut qmdipfam Gehennam ttiamanti 
tempus apparere coegerat ! 

Thehoneft women never fhew their faces, eclipfing (by a large white 
fheec, the note oficnocence and chaftneffe, which wholy vailes them) 
thofe Beauties which ho doubt are not without fplendour. No roan da¬ 
ring to praifeanothers wife $ fuch is their irefull jealonfie, and fuch praife 
commonly difhonours them. 

A word of their circumcifion, wedding and burial Is; Circumcifion isfo circum^ 
neceflarie,that without it none can call himfelfe a Muflulman. Both men cifion, 
and women ufe it; the men for Paradife, the women for honours fake, 
or Bee-Jidi-Afly lyeswho fo paraphrafes of it: from nine to fifteen the Fe¬ 
males may 5 the Males at liffsaels age (whom they imagine was Abrahams 
beft beloved) are enjoynedir- ere twelve'hoping he may be able to fpeake 
his Profefiion. A fee is to be paid amid the ceremonie.for wane of which, 
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the poorer fore are feldome cut, as thought unfit to goe to Uahumet, The 
ceremonie differs, as is the difference of their degree,a&ed either at home 
or in the Mofques: if fonne to a Uiiza^ Chawn , Sultan , or fhelaby it hag 
more pomp than ordinaries his kindred and friends in bravene and great 
troups affemblingat the parents houfej as a fymbo] of their joy prefencioe 
him with many gifts of fundry prices, and .after fniall ftay mouDt the Boy 
upon a rich trapt Courfer,himfelfe gallantly vefted,ho]dingin’s right hand 
a fword, in’s left his bridle : two Slavesgoe on either fide l one holding a 
Lance, th’other a Flambeaux; neither without their Allegories: mufick is 
not wanting, it goes before, the Father next, and as they are in’blood the 
other follow in a juftdependance;the reft proraifeuoufly, without order ; 
th zUodgy attends them at th’entrance into their Mofque, helps him to 
alight and hallows him. To work they ftraightway goe : one holds his 
knee; afecond, difroabs him; a third, bolds his hands; others by feme 
trivial! conceit ftrive to win his thoughts, to extenuate bis iofuingtor- 
ment.The Prieft (having muttered his orizons) dilatesthe pra-puce and in 
a trice (with his fil versifiers) circumcifes him , applies a healingpowder 
of fak, Date-ftones, and cotton-wool!; the ftanders by to joy his initia¬ 
tion into Mawmetry throw downe their Munera Natality, and falute him 
by that canonick name of Muffulmatt. If the ceremonie be at home they 
then provide a folemne banquet; ere which be done, the Boy enters' well 
attended, is uncloath’d afore them all and circumciz’d ; and in comme¬ 
moration of fuch a benefit (imitating Abraham when Jfaac was weaqed) 
continue a feaft three dayes together ; at the end whereof, the child is led 
about in ftate, baih’d and purg’d from all forts of finnes ; has a Turbant of 
white fills put on his head, and all the way as hee relumes isfaluced with 
acclamations. But fuch an apoftat rafcall as to fwill in fuxurie the more 
or to roabe himfelve with fome title or advancement f forgetting that 
for a bafeand momentanie applaufe or pleafure they difroabe their fonlf* 
of everlafting happineffe, fuch as runnes parcel! with the lines of Ecer-

But (praifed be God) I never heard of any Euro¬ 
pean 
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pX2 n Chriftian who of lace times renyed his Fairh in Verfia. 

Their weddings have notmuch variety to dwell upon 5 obferve there¬ 
fore that Poli-garnie is tolerable ; Mahomet to excnfe his owne infirmity, Marn *& eSi 
and borrowing it from the Romans, honours fuch moft as have moft 
wives, and beget moft children : to furnifh the Emperour with fouldiers 
for defence, Paradize with Saints,and to refound the meritorious praife's 
of great Mahomet: the Deruiffe an order of begging Frier excepted, who -- 
from a rranfcendent conceit of their owne purity, abhor matrimony but 
fuppofe Sodomy and Natures blackeft villanies no hone, or fins pardona¬ 
ble 5 producing Mahomet their prototype of example, who both by pre¬ 
cept and cuftome warranted it :but I have eyed your chaft eares too lone? 
to <0 impure a fabjeft. Such therefore as dare wed (they need not fear? 
in the women in thofe parts never predominate) they provide a fum 
of mony and buy her good-will,her parents being no farther charged than 
to bathe and purifie her. They marry more from report than knowledge, 
the friends of either party commonly commending, perfwadiog, an d ef- 
fefting it. The day appointed being come, rhe Bride is vailed with a fine 
lawne of caliico,herarmesand hands are only naked : they mount her 
bravely, and a great troop of friends and kin accompany her to Church 
in the mid-way being met with an equall number of friends, all together 
agrandizing the ceremonie 5 after a joynralTent of him and her, they alight 
and enter the Mofque, where the Malay rakes the proteft of their good 
liking : flie demao ding rhree things (as didthejewifh women of old,) bed* 
right, food, and cloathing : their Fathers alfo fpeak chemfelves conten- 
1 ted i the Prieft circles them with a facred cord, con joy nes their hands 
takes a reciprocall oath,and calls Mahomet to wicneffe : the Caddy inrolls 
their names, the houre, day, month, and yeere of their nuptial Is, and with 
an Eugedifmiffes them. The ffrft day vapors away in Tobacco, feafts, and 
other ordinary feaftivalls, the men and women being fevered ; at night 
the Bride enters a ftove,and is foundly wafht and perfum'd,that her degree 
may the better appeare, and her perfon be more accepted of: Dexc night 
they bathe together, and feven dayes after; in which timeifheedifeover 
her to be no Virgin,(he is return’d to her parents whhno fmall difhonour- 
otherwife is kept till death part them. The Alcoran allowes Inceftoous 
manages, pretending that thereby true love is better contraded, and lon¬ 
ger confer ved in families: in cafe alfo the man be weary of her,or that (he 
is barren, heacquaintsthe Mulay with his difteraper, who eafeshim upon 
his giving her a dowry- after which, it may be hee will require her again e, 
and it (he agree, arefecondly married; yea, five, fix, feven times reje&ing 
and revoking, as hate orluft can ftimulace: by that diforder, love vanifh- 
ing, jealoufie budding, rage advancing, clamours roarings and by which, 
many times the Fathers neither know their own Children, nor they their 
parents. 

Their Borkils revive feme ceremonies of old, us’d amongft Jewesaod ruria n, 
Gentiles: A: his farewell to the world, the next of kin clofes his eyes, 
as did lofiph in the 46 of Genejtt: and Telemachm in Owd y ilk meosoett- 
kscomprimat , iUetuos: they then wafli him with cleaoe water (as was 
Tabitha, A Us p)and carrie him to his grave with admirable filence,a gefture 

well™ 










well-becomming Fimcrallsj they lodge the Carcafle where none Jay for- 
merly • fuppofiog it a vile part to difturb the dead,whom in the grave they 
think fenfible of torment: they place his head towards Medyna and (after 
the old mode, feftem adLu 8 nm,fepem adcomtvium) for feven dayes,his 
next of kinne watches to keep the evill Angellfrom his Tomb ^ during 
which.he ioceffantly warbles out his ElegiacThrenodies,as the laft expref- 
. fi on of love he canfficw him. Others arethus buried: In the firft place, 
ban ~ sothofe of his own blood and family, next them his Haves and other do- 
meftic varlets naked to their waift,the reft in troo 7 .es: who to exprefTe 
their zeale the better, burne and fcratch their arm es and breafts, cutting 
their flefh, and printing circles, (a trick borrowed from the rebellious 
Jewes, and prohibited by Mofet. Levit. 19.2S.and in Dent. r 4 .1.) fo ef- 
feftually that the blood trickles out in many places. Next them are ranckc 
■ fifty young Gallants,whofe fhoulders are made to beare fome texts taken 
out of the Alcoran: mixing with them fekfted Eulogies which they fmg 
and ingeminate. Next thefe, follow a hundred or two hundred men of 
note, each holding the cord that drawes the CorpsorHearfe : on every 
fide throng the multitudejfome bearing in theirhands Lawrel or Cypreffe 
boughs, others Coronets of flowers,fruits, or what beft befits the feafon : 
fome femi-naked horfemen play along, and oft times to demonffrate their 
love, fpare not to wound themfelves: and in the 1 aft place go the Vrefics 
or women hyred to weep, to howle, to teare their peri wig gs, to fmell 
to onyons (him0£Lacrjms) and to do fuch impoftures as did the anrick 
Romans noted in and Jewes as leremy fpeaks, 9. 17. In this Decorum 
they march flowly, and with great filencc : but at his Dormitory ululate 
Zala-Hilluda^bets uncloathing,and mundifying the carcaffe,his fins there¬ 
by alfo vanilhing :they anoynt him with odours and pretious unguents, and 
fo wrapt in fine linnen they burie him in the earth, and place his head 
towards Arabia his face looking up toheauen (7 note it in regard they 
put the ocher fex, their faces downwards,) his acmes fpread, as prepar’d to 
imbrace Mahomet: above him,they fix two ftones 5 ac’s head andfeetywhich 
in Arabiq’ char afters ingrav'd and colour’d, denotates his name, quality, 
religion, and time ofburiall : there they leave him, but give not over 
twice every day to come and ling his Requiem,befeeebing Mahomet to fiic- 
cour him againft his bad Angells,of whom they nourilh this opinion. That 
fo foone as any Muffulman is inhumed, forthwith Mucxrgaraad guarequar 
of two ougly, huge,black, and furious Devills do aflaile him ; the one being 
gttls. arm’d with an iron club, th’other with a hook of flaming bra fie: in that 
terrible fort they view theCarcjfie,and in as imperious fort command him 
to lift up his head, to fall proftrate upon his knees, and beg his foule, till 
then departed: the dead bodie revives and enterraines his foule again, and 
faile not both together to accompt their life, and how they have profeft 
Hon Mahomet: If it appeare his life was morally good,the two Devills ter¬ 
ribly affrighted flie away and give way to two good Angels (apparreled in 
pure white filke) to comfort him5 to the day of doome not budging from 
him, nor Teeming wearie nor unwilling to proteft him . But in cafe 
his life prov'd bad or repugnant to Mahometry ; then without all pie¬ 
ty or refpeft 3 the black *fac’c Caco-Daemon with the iron dub hies him fo 
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pat, fo fiercely on the head, as by its fury and force thumps him ten yards 
deep into the ground: but there hee fleepes not long 3 for immediatly 
theotherfpkefullhelhound with the flaming book pulls him up againe: 
in that horrid fort tormenting that miferable Mahomitao , till Mahomet 
calls a general! Parliament; where, iu one place of his Alcoran hee pro- 
mifes to fave them allj but in another (forgetting his promife it feemes ) 
appoints them all to paffe over a narrow Bridge (he calls it the Bridge of <$■ 

judgement) each man carrying his finnes in a bagg behinde him; bat in 
paffing over, fuch as have heavie loads,the bridge breaks, and they all 
fell into helhfuch as have leffc weight, into purgatory, See, as I fhall di- 
fporc you with in his Alcoran. 

The Perfians at this day, when tit they receive a mandat or other Reverent* 
letter from the King or wherein his name isufed, give it nofmall reve- to their 
reuce3 they bow their bodies at the receiving it,kiffe it in divers places,& King* 
then open it: Such is their tranfcendencopinion of his Ma jefty, that they 
repute no lelfe of him, than of old times they did of their Eiemencall 
Gods^they fwear ufually by his mme^shd-ambafy or Seny-jhm i.e. by the 
Kings head, and is of noleffe force to beget beleife than if they ratified 
a truth by Serry-Mortif-Ally^ i.e. Mortis Alli's head, a Prophet than whom 
they think rod greacer:or by putting a finger to their eyc,and faying chafh, 
the King fees 3 th*en (thoughthe ftoiy bee never fo par^doxicall ) if you 
plcafe,youmaybekevethem:yea,inmoft conceits they parallell Abbot 
with Mahomet 3 in every prayer defiring his content and increafe of life, 
though by the lofle of theirs it were augmented-: 

By Ioffe of ourSj the Gods increafe your life. De neftr« «mis tibi frplwt augeae krinfcte 


acknowledging their happineffe from him, and entitling (not without 
much pride too) their lives, wives, and effaces, by him wholly to be difpo- 
fedof: they imagine hee knowee their thoughts 3 and when in his pre¬ 
fence, never fpeak, cough, fpit, or looke upon him, leaft rhe fujgor of his 
afpeft might peradventure prove no leffe formidable than the Trifulk of 
Jupiter : they regifter (now, as of old) his afts and apophthegms, in Ca:- 
dar Tablets, gum’d with Cynabre, and feldome write his name but in 
chara&ars of gold, upon paper of excellent gloffe and fineneffe, varied in¬ 
to azure,Vermillion, yellow, and other colours3 in a word reputing him 
the true reprefentasor of Ally and his gloria, whofe perfections they com¬ 
pare to Amber, Nutmegs, Rofes, Flowers, and Odours5 Animates Dei 
tn Imago terris , and (with Homer) The beft beloved fonne of Jove. 

We were yet abroad* now let me entertaine you in their boufes, the 
coftwhat ere it be, yon Ihsll be welcome to 3 if it agree not with your ap¬ 
petite I cannot help it,che eountrie will afford no better : firft fatiace your 
eyes, and note their furniture, and remember that brave man who by 
Abides foot found out his moDftrousbigdimenfioo. A pan, a platter, and 
a carpet is the epitome of all their domeftic utenfills : their dyec is foone D J et * 
dreft, foone eaten, foone digefted, and foone deferibed: their table is the 
folid ground, cover d with forne fort of carpet, over which they fpread 
pinrado cloths 3 afore each man they lay five or fix thin cakes of wheat,or 
pancakes; every one his fpoone alfo,very memorable wooddenfpoones*

their handies being well-nigh a yard Jong, the Ipoone it fclfe fo va ft,as my 
mouth could Pel dome mailer it,though I gaped extreamly to welcome it: 
they feldome go beyond PeIo;buc in that difh exprclTe they think a wit- 
tie invention, Petting before you fortie dirties, call’d by forrie names as 
Peld, Cbelo, KiChmy-pelo, &c. albeit indeed it differ but thus, all are of 
% ryce, mutton,and hens boy I'd together-fome have butter,fome have none; 

Pome have fruit,Pome have none/ome have tnrmerack 8c PafFron/omehave 
nonejfome have onyons and garlick, Pome have none $ Pome have almonds 
and ratlins, Pome have none$ and 1 had infinitum \* making us alPo beleeve 
they make us gallant cheere and great varietie, though the ingredients 
bee one, diffring only in colour or complement; Pome comming ro the 
Table as black as a coale, fome as white as a curd; others (that you may 
know their Cooks are wit fie) be yellow, green e, blew, red, or as they fan- 
cie: and wotyou forfoorh why Rice is (o generally eaten 8c (o valuable? 
not that it exceeds wheat or other graine in good nelfe, fin eneffe, round- 
nefleorthe like ^ but from a moil reverent tradition delivered by their 
grand Annalift Tacob-ben fist- AUy, a right Cabalift. And this it is ? On a 
Legend of t j mej Mahomet being earneft in his prayers was accidentally conveighed 
^t c,t into Paradize, where being very earneft in beholding if 3 rare varieties, ac 
length hee caft his eyes upon the glorious Throne of the Almighty • and 
(perceiving the Lord to mrne about) fearing he fhoufdb?e feverely whipt 
forfuch prefumption,blufhesfor fliame, and fweats with terror; but loth 
to have itfeene, wipes off his brow the pretious fweat with his firft finger, 
and threw it out of Paradife : it was notloftj for, forthwith dividing ic 
felfe into fix drops, all of them became miraculous creatures: the firft: 
drop became a fragrant Rofe (therefore is rofe-water fo much ufed there, 
an din honor of the Rofe an Annuallfeaft folemnized:) the Pec ond, a grain 
of Ryce, (a holy graine:) the other foure, foure famous Dolton, whofha- 
ving Pall(05 for their filter) help t Mahomet to compile his holy Alcoran. 
You have not tailed all yet 5 failad$,acharrs, and hard eg», parch colour ed^ 
and therefore hard,that their ftomackbe nottoofoone emptied: the mut¬ 
ton there is fweet, but fat only in the taile, the weight commonly pon- 
derizing above twentie pounds, fometimes the Carcaflfe : Camell, Goat, 
and Phealantare alfomanducable^ thecountrie yeelds, the Law allowes 
It: contrary to Beefe, Veale, Swines-flefii, Hare,8c BufFols,prohibited by 
Mahomet , either to collogue with Jewes, or that his owne palktdetefted 
them. Camellsflefh they fell commonly in the Buzzars roafted upon feu- 
cts or cut in mammocks and carbonadode, three or foure Ipirs valuing two 
pence. Bad paftery men they are, they put a lamb whole into a kindeof 
oven, and rake it out as blackasacole ; they fay (I dare not fecondit)k 
tails eurioufly; it may bee fo, but 1 feare Pearce well; well ic may bee to a 
famifht martialift, not foin banquets. The poore are not fo voluptuous : 
they concern themfelves withdric rycc, herbs,roots, fruit, lentjlls,and a 
meat rcferabiingthlumraery. Dates alfo preferved infirrnp commixt with 
butter-milk,is pretious food and phyfical). But, to memorize their Cheele 
and Butter will make your months water at ic 51 ironize: in good earneft: 
the cheefe is the worft any ever tailed of, both that it wants Art and ma- 
terialls : tis drie, and blew, and hard j ill^o the eye, bad to the tafte, 
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naught for digeftion; of an unfaporierafte, rough, and in a month tfiewes 
nomoyfture : the worft is towards the Gulph; the be ft in Mozeadram • 
neither of them praife worthie. Will you tafte their buccer ? firft,inquire 
how they make it: I enquired of fome there, they fay they fometimes take Butter* 
what is generated in the Gufpans(or fheeps tailes) it favesthera chur¬ 
ning : others, boyle the cream foundly in a rawskin’d leather-bag, full of 
hayres and unfaiced: this fort will keep frelh (fweet I fay not ) fix months, 
inthatpoynt commendable $ but when wee drew our knives thorow it, 
athoufand flues haires were then difeovered, therein abominable 5 yet 
they commend it, we do way condifcended : their liquour may perhaps ^ 
better delight you 5 tis faire water, fugar, rofe-water, and juyee ofLe- 
mons mixt, call’d Sherbets or Aether, wholfo me and potable : they drink 
wine (coloured like a pale Claret,) Arac or Aquamt/s^ Tobacco, (fuckc 
through water (that it inebriate not) by Jong canes or pipes iifuing from a 
round veflell,)and above all the reft,Coho or %>pha : by Turk and Arab 
calld Capheand Cahua: a drink imitating that in the Stigian lake, black, 
thick, and bitter; deftrain’d from Bunchy, Bunnu, or Bay berries’ whol- 
fome they fay, if hot, for it expells melancholy,purgescholer, begets 
mirth, and an excellent concoftion ; but not fo much regarded for thofe 
good properties,as from a Romance that it was invented St brew'd by Ga - 
&r;V/(what Gab. we defpuce not of)toreftore the decayed radical moyfture 
of kind hearted Mahomet-, who (as he Ipeaks himfelfe to his inimitable glo¬ 
ry) never drunk it, but immediady by verrue thereof made it a matter of 
nothing to uohorfe forty men, and in Venus Camp (with more than a 
Herculean fortitude) to bring under forty women. Opium (the juyee of 
Poppie) is of epidemick ufe there alfo, good if taken moderatly; bad , 
nay mortal! if beyond meafure; they chaw it much, it helps catarrhs, 
cowardife, and the epileplie- ftreegehens^sase, and which is admirable, 
the Foot-pofts by continuall chawing it, runne fleeping day and night in 
a conftant dreame or giddinelfe, feeing, but not knowing whom they 
meet,though well acquainted,aud mifle not their intended places; by a 
ftrange efficarie expulfing the tedious thoughts of travell,and rarely de¬ 
ceiving the poore body of its feafooable reft and lodging, I have devi¬ 
ated, this was difeourfe at dinner, not yet ended. They commonly eat 
in earth or porcelioe, not valuing filver (the King by fuch an Artie!e of MeaUs. 
of their Faith, the neatlierattrading it to his own Table;) they have an¬ 
other reafon (very ridiculous,) that Mahomet at his dealing into hell difeo¬ 
vered the Devills at dinner, and ferved in filver, earthen ware was holier, 
and therefore better for all kind ofMuflulmeu. In feeding they ufe not 
knives,nor count they it luckieto imploy but one finger or two,- three 
orfoureisinjoynedthem from tradition. Nor do they cut their bread 
butbreakorrendit; equally fictitious; the ftorielying thus; that Ozman 
in his parody allures them, The Dcvi](shitaa they call him)ever diets fo: 
a palinody they might ling, knew, they how Ozman borrow d it from the 
Jewes.who ever us’d to break their bread; and from Xenophon : in his 
description of the Perlians,but they owe all to miracle,deriding Hiftorie. 

Ac meales they are the merrieft men thatfmy be: no people in the 
world have better ftomacks, drinke more, or more affeCt voracity : yet 
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arc harm lefly merry j a mixture of meat, and drink, and mirth, excellently 
becommingthem: 

Ggni canit arte canity qtd bibit arte bibat: 
and then are jovial 1 in a high degree , when women (Curtezans I meane, 
Complement cu ft- ome anticipates the hooeft fort) accompany them. Theyadmiretheir 
breeding (to us they feemed barbarous;)efpecially when in an exaft com¬ 
plement 5 out of fquallid wantoondTe they would overcharge rheir wide 
mouthes with pelo or other meat.and by an affefted laughter take occafion 
to exonerate their chaps, and throw the overplus into the difh agaiae 
whence £rft they had inland asafymbol ofintiregood willffir reverence) 
offer you,to eat what they had chewed formerly : to make an end, having 
foak't their huffiaees or water baggs, the wine bottles are then emptied ; 
Drinks they fit long and drink foundly, condemning that precept in the Alcoran 
as anidIetoy,a lieiovented by OfmanThatlt is Giants blood, yea, of thofe 
we call Theemachi ,, or whq^oughr again ft the Gods; tfie Turks forbeare to 
drink it from chat prohibition : the Perfians laugh them to fcorne, and by 
this have brought them to a favourable opinion of grapes and wine. But 
the Perfians in this are commendable; they never quarelljjia [their cups, 
yet fuch ufually irritates: nor com pell they any to fit longer than hee 
pleafe (arifing without any exeufe,) nor drink they one unto another s 3 
prejudicat conceit tis in any man to think all brains alike in fuch more than 
beaftly exercifes; a bafe euftome, too much abus'd in this Age of corrup¬ 
tion ; forgetting that Mines an old Heathen finally forbad it the Cre¬ 
tans, as Plato warrants in his Dialogues. But thefe, compar'd with thofe 
of old are without refembla nee. Thefe are homely, thofefullof excel!# 
and braverie. Djon and ctejias allure us that in old times the Perfiao Mo- 
Feajfr* narchsmade many feafts, St ufually invi r ed fifteen thou land men; in every 
entertainment expending foure hundred Talents, amounting in our mo¬ 
ney to two hundred and forty thoufand crownes: at private feafts when 
forty or fifty were received and no more ( as Ephipim Olynthius records,) 
eachfupper ftoodhimin a hundred Mynaesof gold, each mina ordina, in 
our money valuing fix and twenty fhilliogs and eight pence: pretty in that 
juvenility of time (for we fay plans opes nunc yet credible when 

weconfider the vaft revenue of the Perfian Empire in thofe dayes extrari- 
ing Tribute from many Nations j For, what accrued out of thofe c wen tie 
Provinces, was not leffe chan forty thoufandand five hundred Attique or 
(.'rownere* Euboick Talents , in our funames forty hundred thouland crowns or there 
venue. ab o u ts: t hejfor e might they eafily Iavifh out fuch prodigious expences.Out 

of ludya alio theyyearely received three hundred and threefcore Talents 
of gold. The crowne revenue at this day is little IdTe, (albeit the jurT 
diction royall be not halfe fo fpatious) and amounts to mighty fbmnies: Ta~ 
hamas Anno Donut 560 received eight millions of'crownes, gathered from 
fifty Sukans who farm d his in-comes; befidesan antuaall prefentor tribute 
of 20000 crownes Leventhibega Georgian Prince,never fail’d to fend him : 
and 12000 hoi fe the Curdyes’twixrthe two Seas a!fo eafed him of pay¬ 
ment : and \ Abbas atthis day from filfc, tribute,and exa(ftions,receites yeare- 
ly above nin£ millions: foureteene millions and 280000 florins feme fay, 
3 5 7000 Tomans in Perfian money P in ours 1190000 pound fterJin: And 
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though the ground (by a continued flaming of the Sun)bc barren in grafie, 
trees, or the like,yet it hinders not that her womb is rich and uberous: for 
befidesher ftore ofrareft marble, the earth from her concave bofome,oft- . 

times difcovcrs many rich mincralls and ftones of luftre, Jacynchs, Jafper, 
Chryfolites, Onix, Turquoifes, Serpentine, and Granats: the Pezars and 
Pearles (than which no part of the whole world has better) alfo no lefle 
valuable. Of old,the Perfian hills have been famoufed for Mynes of gold.

But whether they have a my now or no I know not. Thus having done 
with this ofold } record we the coynes at this day ufed : the Abbaflee is in Coynejt 
our money fixteene pence5 Larree ten pence ; Mamoodee eighc pence 5 
Shaheefoure pence; Saddee two pence; Biftee two peace; double Coz- 
beg one penny ; Angle Cozbeg one halfe penny - } Fluces are ten to a Coz- 
beg : the gold coynes are SultanyeSjDuraeSjSkc. but few feeae; all but the 
Cozbegs and Fluces being pure filver 5 tbe other braHe^and currant all oTe 
his Monarchy. 

I have elfe-where deferibed the buildings in Ttrfia; a word of their beds 
and other cuflomes. Their beds are generally, Cotts of two foot height, 
orfourepolls ftrengthened with girthweb; afljagg or yopangeeacop 5 of 
double ufe, fervingas an Vrobrella abroad, at home a Coverlet: in Sum¬ 
mer their Slaves attend about them; fome to waft and to beget cooleayre, 
others to fcare away the Gnats and fuch like buzzing vermiD. 

The men account it nofraall fhame to urine handing, but call fuch dogs 
rather than Maflulmen; webeleevcthem; they mundifie their genicors 
after it, and to that end have Slaves every where attending them with 
Ewers offilverto cleanfe pollution: they hate to fee men walk: fuch they 
think mad :a madder thing to fee them ride tho not a ftones-caft journey. 

Their horfes are of the Arabian breed, bodied like Jennets, but fane Horfes. 
more fwift and courageous: they curb their fierie mettall with (harp cut¬ 
ting bins, a ring of iron alfo helping them 5 their bridles are Jong and ftud- 
dedwith gold: of fuch mettall are their pummells and ftirrops; their 
faddlesare ufually of velvet *,high & clofe,like the Morocco fort: the trees 
are curioufly painted: thofe they borrow from the Tartar, are hard, and 
fmall, and clofqfure, but not fo eafie. They are generally far and ip good 
liking, albeit theirfsre bemeane and (lender; a little bagg fill’d with bar- 
ley and chopt draw hung about their heads, is both livery and manger ; 
they flriftly tie them to a proportion, more or lefle breeding death or dif- 
eafes. The Mules are no lefle valuable; ofbetrer fervice where the paflage 
is Tandy, defart or mountanons. Men ufe Horfes and Affes to ride upon; 
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women never, but upon C3mells; every Camell loaded with two Cages 
(or Cajuaes as they call them) holds two women 5 of wood, coverd with 
fcarlet commonly, low, and not fuffering them to ftand upright, but Idle 
grievous in that for moffc part all forts fir, & cannot endure long Handle »: 
when any mans Haram travels, they are guarded with leane-fac’t Eunuchs 
without weapons to offend women, but arm'd with bowes & fwords to de¬ 
fend the againft any bold or curious oppefer: upon fight of any of them, all 
travellers fly out of the way, albeit they be the beft men in Vcrjta^ to make 
good the cuftom,andto preventfuch mifehiefe as jealoufie drawes too oft 
along with it, enfUming there as qtlickly as in any orherpart ofy^/fr; where 
we will finifh our domeftick view^ and turnc our eyes upon other obje&s: 
their Language firft$ next, their Religion; and fas a fareweil) end all in 
a compendium of her Emperors. 

I will offer you their Alphabet, writ in their owne Chara&er: to which 
if I add lomwhat of their prefent Language, it may both fhew thee the af¬ 
finity it has with the Saxon in many words ( for from the S*c<e a people 
neere Mount Tmtrm they borrow both Name and Defcent 5 )'and perad- 
venture benefit the future Traveller.

T HE Perfian Religion at this day varies not from the Turks in any 
particle of che Alcoran 5 and yet they account one the other He- 
reticks and are no lefle zealous and divided in their profeffion, than Wee 
and ttmPapalins: a devifion begun <tAnm Domini I400, by aSyetof Ar- 
dovttfQi Cirie in Mediae) the better to advance the Sophyan Title to the 
Crown e, derived from Mortis Ally their famous predeceflor, cofen and 
fonne in-law to Mahumet: which Ally , albeit hee had juft right to fit as 
Kalyph at Mecca next to tMahomef^yeun his defpight, three other men 
ftepc up before him •, and during their lives kept him in flaverie, and with- 
ftood him. Thefe three, Abnboker , Omer, & Ozmatt, are by the Turks moft 
venerably accounted of; but by the Perfians (as appeares by their curfing 
them in a prayer made by Syet Gunet) asiropoftors, doggs, and herericks; 
whereby is Town fuch mortall hatred betwixt thefe two potent Monarchs 
that (to Europs good; they abominate each other with imphcable 

Mahomet, (fonne of Ahdar a Pagan, and Emma a Jew) was borne 
at tithreb (or I trusty, Ie&rab in VotfeBm ,no\v Mtdym)m Arabia, the yeere 
from rhe Creation 45443 of Chrift our bleffed Lord and Saviour 574: Iu- 
fimia&3X that time commanding the Roman Empire, and Cozrlms (father 
to HomizeU) the Perfians. 

His parents being mean and poore, he was forced to ferve anappren- 
tifhip, and with much patience ferved Zayed-ben-Hartah a rich and famous 
Merchant; who dying, left his feivant fo good a legacie, that Mahomet, 
was thought worthy any woman in Mecca : but by reafon ofthofeineef- 
fant broyles commenc’t by Cozrhot and inflamed by the Romans, Traflick 
decayed, and moft men danc’t to the fhrill brazen found of Eellonaesmu- 
fick; Mahomet amongft the reft ferving for pay firft with HeracHvs , and 
then the Perfian; not caring much who was vi&or, fo he was on thefifeft 
fide; by both their confufion to plot fome way or other to advance 
himfelfe, both in a terrhen dignity and as a Deity : nor did he erre in his 
prediction ; for what by his great eftate and good fortune in the warres, 
hefoone threw off the qualitie of a common man, and got a companie 5 
yea at length an Annie of fo many Tattars and Arabians, that be dared to 
affaulc the infeebled Chriftians, and became viftor 5 yea, by ftratagem 
(mingling with the credulous and gladded Perfians) upon a watch-wordl 
cut afunder and confounded the Perfian Annie. Which done, hee blufht 
not to extoll himfelfe to all his troops, deciphering the mifery of Verfia 
and horror of Roman bondage; acquainting them alfo with the great dif- 
cord ’mongft Chriftians; of that inhumane villanie perpetrated upon Mau¬ 
ritius by thocas (thenEmperour) his deceftedfervant, and of VopcBoui- 
/aw\r ulurpation of the title of Univerfall Bifhop; contrary to the good 
will of all the World, and what Pope Gregory the great had lately bran¬ 
ded lohn the Conftantinopolitan Pacri3ckwuh,asthe Antichrift; inthat 
fixcie fix good Bifhopsof Rme bom hynm {fevenyeeresafter the paffi- 
on) to that Pope then teaching, never defired it. That hec himfelfe was 
■ ■ Kka ordained 
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ordained from the bcgining of the world to eclipfc the pride of chatPope, 
to inftruft the world in abetter and more plantible way than either Mofes 
did the Tewes, or Ckrifl the Chriftians5 that hee was the Comforter pro- 
inired (yet fayes that he came to give his Law by the fword and not by mi¬ 
racles) and to advance the Arabians name and dignitie above all other 
Kingdomes in the Univerfe. The amazed Savages admire his boldnelTe, 
and (though fome thought bafely of him) moft part hoping hee could ef¬ 
fect his promifes, give credit to him and aetten d his reflations. 

But ere he could finilh his new moulded work/heinraged Perfian fud- 
denly fteales among them and in memory of their late kindnelfc, retaliates 
them fo fiercely,that Mahomet (to five his life) polls away, leaving the reft 
to the mercileflefurieof the Perfian, 

Mahomet with a fad-heart arrives fafely in Mecca (Mom and Mte»y- 
chiates in old writers, the Arabian Metropolis:) hut when he cals to mind 
bis milerable eftate, by this laft defeat being cheated of his moneys and 
men, yeafuch men as hee had prepar’d to help forwards his ambition, hee 
confumes in the meditation , and by his fain t-hearcednelfe and conftant 
vexing had doubtlcfle made Death his executioner,had not Satan phylickc 
him. 

Somefafer way he intends to take,than in Mars his rugged fields, fo full 
of coft and blood-fhed. And therefore in the firft place, to folace his un¬ 
quiet fpirits 8c Inrich himfelfe,he kies feige to Ckedaigt or JEdiga a woman 
of great wealth and worfhip, by fome thought Qyeenc of corafan i whom 
after a few amorous affimlts he won, and of her begot three fonnes and 
foure daughters, named Ebrahim y Tajeb^ andlkrfoi^all three dying young) 
Eatyma and Zayaab(bozh. married to Mortis Aliys) Om-Kalthom and Kachya, 
wives to old Abttboker . Mahornets ftomack grew weak, and one lore of 
meat begun to loath him$ Ckodaige was ftale, and others fancied him : he 
therefore purpos'd in his Law (then in hatching) to allow' all forts of car- 
nail liberty: and to incourage them by his example, folemnly (as Ben Ca~ 
fen a writer of his beleife fayes) efpoufed Ajjce thebeloved child of his 
fonne in law Abubocher: a child (though Mahomets wife) I well may call 
her, at that time not exceeding fix yeeres old; yet fo pliable to the de¬ 
lights of her wanton husband, that hee calls her his beft beloved, and 
diftates a whole chapter to her praifes } fo that for her affe&ion to him, 
her eourtefie to others,her witty conceits,her skil in hiftory and language, 
file is intituled Mother of theFaithfullj and (conrrarie to his tenet in 
his Alcoran) in whofe grave (hoping there alfo to imbrace her) Mahomet 
defired to be buried, as was by ©Id Abubocher sfterwardsperformed 

His third wife was Miriam (or Mamryd) of whom he begot Ebrahim Caf- 
fen i who at the age of fix months, by the arrow of grim death was directed 
the inevitable way of his brethren. Zaynab (the repudiate of Ben-Har~ 
tah Mahomets matter) was Mahomets fourth and la ft wife (concubines hee 
had above a hundred, but in any Author I find not named) a Lady of 
fingukr perfe&ioa, and fo credulous of bis feigned vifions (and that his 
epilepfic was caus’d by an Angells glory, oft conferring with him) that by 
all Mahomitans fhe is alfonamed a fecond Mother of Muffulmen or true 
beleevers. 


Thefe 
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Thcfc bis bofome friends, and other his bed-fellowes, together which 
taugbt birds to feed at his eare, arid beafts by pra&ize direfted, bluzondhis 
holineffe, and put all into a confufed wonder: and having by the 

Devills prompting, and the help of Sergius an Italian (aneaft of un- 
deannefle, a Monck, a Sabellian, a difeontented wretch for miffing world¬ 
ly preferment at Byzavth,') and of John of Antioch fan infamous Nefto- 
riaD) finiffit his Alcoran in the yeere of our blefled Lord God 620. and 
of Mahomet s age 46. which fo tranfported him, that to Mecca hee goes, 
intending to divulge it, and where hee hoped to have it eafily credited j 
but therin his prediction faild him,for fofoon as they perceived his ground 
of innovation ('formerly acquainted with his birth, breeding, and fubde- 
•ty) they'banilh him,andbutforhis wives kindred had crufljthim and his 
Cockatrice egge,but then in hatching. Mahomet (involud with more per¬ 
plexity now than ever) is at his wits end, once revolving toburne his book 
and fall to trading: but Sergius moderates, tellinghim,a defigneof fo 
great confequence muft needs bee attended with perfection and many 
other circuinftances. The halfe dead Prophet revives upon this incou- 
ragement, and quickly apprehends this affliction propitious to his me* 
raory 5 fo that to Jathreb hee goes, and for two yeeres fedudes himfeife 
from much company 5 til] having finiffit his p lot j and commanding the ac- 
compt of all his feftaries to begm from bis late flight out of Mecca.hc again 
adventures, and by bribery, magick, and other meanes attracted ma¬ 
ny followers, and in feven yeeres after is received in Mecca : from 
this accurfed root branching out fo many te£b as in fhort time infe&ed 
and {haded all the Orient s in an eclipfe of fear full darknelTe. 

■ Mahomet (whofe name Arabieally fignifies Deceit, and many times 
Convemunt rebus nowinafapefuk ; affoordiog alfo the number 6(6 the 
marke of Antichrift,) having accompliffit his defires, and runne bis race, 
isfummoDd to appeare before the Lord of all flcfli, the God Omnipo¬ 
tent, Omnifcient, and Judge of all mens a&ions; where (no doubt.) he re¬ 
ceived a juft judgement for his impiety. This was in his great clymacteric 
63,of thd Hegira 17,and of our Saviour 637,ordaining Aliy to fucceedhim, 
and his Carcaffe to be placed in Aifces grave in la t hr if which per Antono- 
majtamhc new named Medina Talnabiyx. or Merlin my opinion,beingthac 
Munichyates in Vtolomj ; but I rather think Meffk it, becaufe I read that 
Medina for Isthrep) was built Anno Domini 364. by Aadhudaddattle then 
King of Babylon : and by ofman allegorically call'd El-haramain t and by 
others De-A’folem i.e.a holy place or Town of mercy; none daring in the 
garb or language of a foldyer tread Eaft, Weft, North, or South, nigher 
than fix one way, twelve, eighreene, and twenty foure miles the other; 
upon paine of death and eternall difpleafure. Speak we now a little of 
his fabulous Alcoran, or Surname, the Book of truth, or a Legend for the 
faithfull with obfeeannefle,lyes, miracles, viGons,morall and natu¬ 
ral! Pbilofophy; Cuch traffi as may powerfully provoke the fillieft ftudent 
to a height of laughter. The proem this; That it was fent from God by 
Gabryel the holy Angel 1 to Mortis AUy ; but hee miftaking the man,gave it 
to Mahomet ; whom when God faw replenifht with equall vertue, the 
Angel 1 was not blamed, but the guift confirmed and made irrevocable. 

Akfalem 
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To begin then; The Alcoran or Bible (by them call’d Kurraven and 
The Aka- Alefale/dus. the law of peace,or Alcacan i.e. Judgement,as k was digerted 
raw - byOzman fifteen yeeres after the death of Mahomet) is in volume twice 

fo big as the Pfalmes of Damd\ divided into a hundred and fouceteene 
Azoaraes or Chapters, put by Ozman into a poore kind of rychme, unplea- 
fant to the care, unlene well ordered: It is not a continued craft of de¬ 
votion or direction, but of his owne life, the Art of war re, theufeof 
peace, Rhetorick,Numbers, the Zodiack,che Earth,and a mifhmafh out of 
Applit for Aripotle)gto{[ y and confufedly handled. His mother in drafted 
him in the Jewifh Rites or Talmud i and Sergius in the Gofpell: where¬ 
by, in the feventy one Azoara of Nokha, and in the tench of Ittnys 3 hee re¬ 
cords the Hiftorie of Noah and Ion as ^ and in other chapters, of Enoch , 
Abraham , lofeph , Mofes.Elias 3 and Dat?d h whofe fongs call'd Zebur-Dahood 
or thePfalmesof David, and the Test rat Moijjah or pent at each ol Mofis, 
he extoils moft vehemently. The Ingil alfo (or Gofpell of Saint Luke) 
he lets out at large in the fourth Azoara of Aem&a, and in the fifth of Al- 
meyda, naming Cbrifi, the WleBah^Rooth-^oor Ailoh,andHa&ret, i. e. Meft 
Cas, the Spirit or word and light of God, holy Jefus; not omitting his bo¬ 
dily afeention into heaven in fight of his twelve ApoftJes, feventy Difti- 
pies, and five hundred men. Yet denyes him be to the fonne of God. but 
that the Virgin conceiv’d by fmelling to aRofe prefented her by Gabriel - 
and that he was borne out of her breaks. Alfo*that he was not crucified* 
but Judas or fome other wicked theifej Chrift being feparated from them 
by a cloud that covered him and came from heaven. And thence it is, the 
Crofleis fo rediculous amongft them 5 they fay alfo that hee was the moft 
holy, chaft,andpowerfull Saint that ever converft on earth: and that fin 
the fecond Azoara of Albacara in the Alcoran ) Mofes and thrift fltall fave 
the Jewesand Chriftians arthe day of Doome: and yet in the next chap¬ 
ter of Amram (forgetting what hee had ftid; pro tefo that nofoule (hall 
ever bee faved but by his Alcoran, hee being fent into the world to mode¬ 
rate the ftriftneflfe of the Gofpell, as Cbrift did the feverity of the Law ce- 
r * remoniall 5 varying alfo from what in the twelfth Affuratto Kee com¬ 
mands, that they fhould bee held in equall repute with the Alcoran; run¬ 
ning thus: Theholyand mercifull God, firlt fentt he ceremoniall Law, 
and then the Gofpell todkeft all men in the right path, and laftly the Al¬ 
coran, a faithful! Book,and for your inftruftion. No man therefore that 
is truly religious, dare to undervalue the old Law and Gofpell, but to 
praftize it nolefle than what is commanded in the Alcoran. From whence 
it is, chat they reverence the holy Sepulchre, vific Saints Tombs, and ho¬ 
nour the memorieof our Saviour 5 abhorring the Jewes of all creatures. 
Saint John Baptift alfo hee {peaks modeftjy cf, and of the blefled Virgin 
with lingular reverence: faying in the nineteenth Azoara to this purpofe, 
Hayle Mary, thou art blefied, yea inpuritie aod holineffe excelling all 
other women j the meditation of Gods Jawes was ever in thy heart,ther- 
fore he hath felefted thee, refined thee,and made thee his happieft dwel- 
ring? thou art full of knowledge and metcie 5 free from pollution, hatred 
or ambition : yea, thou the Virgin ^Mother of the great Prophet lefts , 
art only of woman-kind moft lovejyand perfeft in the fight of the Al¬ 
mighty 
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mighty, &c. Which I name, not that his Book is any way more valuable., 
(the end confidered,which was his plot for Apoftafie) but that the D<. vill 
and Sergius who helpt him, could not blafpheame, nor bee fuffered to de¬ 
rogate from their Majefty ; and to whom we fay in the word? of our Savi¬ 
our to tfie Demoaiack, hold thy peace 5 and ex ore tuo lam for det, The 
ref due of the Book cod fids of Herefiarchyes again# our blefled Saviour; 
with Arrtm it denies the Divinity ■ with Sabellim the Trinity ; with 
Macedonia# the holy Ghoft proceeding; with Manicheus the death of 
Chrift; and fuch like erroursas to them and Satan feemed plaufible. In 
the 32 Azoara, hee commands that no man be fo impious to queftion any 
particle of his Law, nor to difpute about it- and yet in another chapter 
confefies that tis full of lyes. 

i Commandement i There is one i and but one great Godsend Mahomet 
• , is his Prophet. 

Sung every fourth houre both by the Muyezins & Talifimanm from the 
fteeple rops of every Mofque in a cleare note, Malay.laU, Mohammed 
refullttla; and the Perfians by Sjet Gumts direftion to the honour of their 
Prophet, Llala j- Ida Mortua Allyjvel- hilluQa. 

% Comman. ’Tis neither good nor juft that any GW&Jfulman live unmar¬ 
ried^ left the profefors of the Alcoran (or Mahomet; 
he thereby dimimjhed. 

Whence it arifes that Poligamy\% tolerated 5 yea, athat fuch are thought! 
the moft honourable and brave men who fuper-abou ad in wives and con¬ 
cubines. The ehaft Prophet Mahomet in the Azoara ^fBacara boafts much 
of his owne delight and Angularity therein 5 and that he hadftrengthac 
moft times to fatiate the luft of forty women. In that chapiter of Attahrim 
he alio confefies that he oft had violated his faith and? troth; but, itgrie- 
ved him not, in that hee had received pardon from God 5 and had to wit- 
neffeitj his good friends Racheland GabryeJ two holy Angel's. 

But who fees not, that in this precept of his (like a polite Machiavillian) 
he had refpeft to the natprall difpofitionof the Arabians pleas’d with free-* 
dome and voluptuoufnefTe, rather jhan to any veftue; not caring how 
fo by any magick he could yoak them to obedience, and afFeftation of his 
Alcoran.

From this command, i flues moft good to Travellers;'for whereas Innes 
are not to be had in hearhen countries, ftately buildings ( call’d Imarets in 
Turfqe ■ Garravans*rms in Per ft a ; Serrap in lady a) are purpofedlybuik 
and open for all ccmmers, never queftioning their Country, bufinefle,nor 
religion; the roomes are fweet and well kept, the ftahles be convenient; 
and not any is to pay ought, in that twas founded from the charity of 
fome Mabomitans ; who have beene knowne to fpend in ODe of thofe 
common receptories fifteene thoufand pound fterling ; fuch are in shrraa , 
Cajhan^&c. they alf© ere# Hofpitalls for lame men and difeafed t yea, for 
a g ec h ftarved, or hurt birds, beafts, and fuch like creatures. 

+ Comman. It behooves all Mujfulmen to invocate their Prophet , every 

day 
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day five times at leaft 7 mtkfobriety : and to attend his camming patiently. 

Which, they carefully accomplish5 and with fuch regard that when the 
JVluytziu is heard to cry aloud from the Mofque they fall to prayer* 
though the? bufied inprophane talk, drioking,drabbing,or the like. And 
in praying, to help their memorie ufe Beads, flop their eares^and [hut 
their eyes, left any thing might divert them in their zealous 0140ns 5 
which they a&uatein a quiet and filent murmur* bending, proftrating, and 
killing the ground or fomerelique of holy earth brought from Medina^ the 
Haram or Alcaba, two holy Chappels in Mecca y erected (fayes the Alco¬ 
ran ) by Abraham from the true Idea of that which Adam built in Paradize 5 
&lbeit fome hold that he ftayed there not above a day. Sc carried by Angels 
into heaven at the generall Deluge : in every Eh fat a or praye r fizedaing 
or killing the earth at each Epethite or name of God and Mahomet : and 
after they have battologuiz’d Uatay-lala , they iterate another to this ef- 
feft following. 

In the name of the good and holy God. Praifed be the Soveraigne of all 
worids, the only rdercifull God of Doom’: thee we ferve, thee wee call 
upon: flic w.us the heft way } char, which thou haft revealed to Mahmret 5 
but not that wherby thon punilheft the Ungodly.This aIfo,as I have noted 
amongft them,being m e ereT auto 1 ogle of the names of God and Madrnet. 
EizmiUahX raughmavon^a raugh-hcam AUhitndiU Alley: Etta hyatto^almo 
harakatto , ajjulmito y Attayo batto ; leyla b heefi'akm y Akyka y L Iaantta 7 ne- 
been rough meet WaQough hemeeber-catto, Ejja-lamalena y WallahEbadulla^ 
hefolaheem Ffbaddo. Aivla El aha^EU Allaho^Efiaddai. Mah u mtntd re full- Al- 
logh.

And chough this be the moft ufuall, yet they are not without ocher fet 
formes of prayer, compiled by ofman'm his Parody, (for, in the 17 Azoara 
Mahomet confeflesthat he could neither read nor write)and by that famous 
Almotannabby , who fell in his learned conceits to make his N.sme more 
venerable than Mahomet. Their Eifataesaie either for thefafery of their 
Kings, a happy illbe, the welfare of*their Country, thanks that they are 
MufiulmengBofarmeu, or true be lee vers, and the like: five times in foure 
and twenty houres praying (or rather balbutiating) orderly. The faoures 
are, day-breake, nodhe, three in the afternoone, fuune-fet, and at mid¬ 
night : recorded by thefe titles. Jfiara^ Magreb. Addefiur^ Kalamoth^ and 
Erketh Arabically thus, Dahour y Lajhour y MogrubSalih & Sabaha Id hair. 
The firft houre,is afted by foure Teffalems or proftrations and two pray¬ 
ers 5 2. by ten timeskifling the earth and five El-fataes; 3.houre requires 
eight grovelings, and foure ejaculations j 4. has five Sizedaes and three 
orations jand the laft houre for a farwell has fifteen tefleJeras and eight re- 
pe; itions : after that houre to day breake tis held an ungodly thing to in- 
vocate. The Perfians fince their reformation, think it enough to pray 
thrice in foure and twenty houres:, ztfob y dor. & m agate b Arabick words, 
and which fignifie morning, noone, and night. On the Gyumaa or Sab¬ 
bath (by the Perfians call’d T'ovcma and D'fiuma , by Turks Zuma-gduny^ 
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Dmt „dhl the vulgar Arabs) they affimb e mthe Mofques (without feats 
Sd bells O eachfirftwafhtag, then kneeling with his face loM'drn, not 
fpeaking one to another, fpettinguor coughing: Icapes unpardonable.

The Lent or wWaffl(call’d alfo toW.s,K«*«»,anc !i 
commonly at the Sunnes entrance into Aria , litr* other times, no 
time certaine/and is an imitation of onr Lent, or rather the forty dayes 
tofa was in Hor'h andby feme faidin memory of UahmrU -fortydayes 
biding himfelfe in the Defar., flying from the rage of Vkcc. s Inhabitants, 
id that in that moneth he divulg’d the Alcoran: but moft likely (as in the 
1 7 idaaraof himfelfe, and 25, in which he treats of the excellence ofthe 
Alfurcan) from his blafphem«s lie that he was fo long in the fet heaven 
call’d AIM , where this Anthropomorphic fayes hee had the honour to 
fhake hands with the Almighty (which hefayes were yo times colder than 
Ice 1 and that being upon th’eartb,to make the people credit him,he corn- 
mar ded the Moone to defend j halfe of which he put into his own ileeve, 
and the other halfe ferv’d as azone orgirdleto rnrtu At}: and to their 
like amazement, after fo rare a complement peecc it, and placed it in the 

fame Oibe whence fieft he drew it. . • , . 

Darinethis Ramdara, all the day long they abftame from all fortsof vi- 
ands or rtMion^e being counted the verielt heretiquein the world dare 
rvot it. But, Don vhabm is no foonerinveloped with his dark mantle the 
Janhs imerpofiuon, and Dame Cynthia arrayed with brighmefTe inthqr 
H^rnifnhere then they poriHundize and let loofe the reines of their un¬ 
bridled appetite, Epicuriiingin all kindes of delights to be invented, oc 
pleafures poffible: Pr#* faying, That to faft from finne is the beft faft 5 
I here ridiculous. So foone as the nine and twentieth day is paft {foe 
though the Alcoran command forty, yet Bythofe of the Jate reformation, 
U wai limited to one Moone) they begin the Byram (as wc doe Eafter)and 

continue their merriment and (ports till the third day be ended 5 'he two 
daves after the Byram, are commonly ciW'AChjttfibaaram, & Char-bahram 
fotSyram.') The laft houre of the lafi feflivall many vow a zealous p:I- 

erimagetotheirProphetsSepulchre (notmagneticallyattrafted norin- 

tombeti in an iron coffin as feme report, budaid under a faire marble, po- 
lifhtand ingraved with Arabique fencences out oftheElefalemJ But in 
the wav waflow in all kindof fwinifh turpitude, vft any,and lothfomnere; 
% no where perfecuted, being palliated with a Pilgrims coat and hypo- 

^The' VuulJie they folemmze in November or Chodalmtm ( by ’ Turks 
Sikade, by Arabs Rabiel ml) in commemoration of the Ram facnficed by 
Abraham fuch rime as Izmad (they fay) fhould have beene killed. 

Many other Feftivalls-they celebrate. The OxdmJfanfUmrouzJmmy, 
Caddyir-Ady, Icdt-Oufant, Auvpatfiim i the &yhya»> the Rofes t Daffadtl- 

^TheOHd-Hujfin\$ from Herem or Http* ( forme of Ally) flame with 
eleven of his Tonnes by Mavi the ChaIyph,Lord oSDamafcus^ Nephew 
to Q*ma». A Feflivall begun by Syet Qumt, followed by Aydar, and com* 
minded by sha*l%>md , as a Triumph againft the Mn-Unmyans, w 1 
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they thought to have extirpt Ally’s root, yet by divine providence S c .e^z- 
mulij branch: fecretly,d #;50 Hegira 90. and from him this Siet of ArdoveU, 
reviver of the Sophian dignitie. For the Syec notonely fleightcd the 
Turkith opinion of Mahemts three fucceffours Abubocher and the reft, 
but curfed all fuch as honor them 5 yea, and foure other great Hodgees or 
Do&ors of the AIcoran,contempoFarie friends and helpers of Mahomet j 
thofe foure (if I be not deceiv’d ) whom Mahomet (in a feare for his pre¬ 
emption beholding God in Paradize)wip’t from the fweacof his brow, 
and by divine my racle metamorphiz’d into foure learned men,thus named, 
Achmet Stmbelim , Abu-bamet,Melec-zeddah. and SheckjVaffaim; a tenet fo' 
offenfive and exafperating to the Turks, that of late the Muphticondem, 
ning an innocent PerOan,fwore a great oati^he thought it a better aft and a 
more meritorious facrifice to kill one Perfian,than feventy Ghriltians.But 
to our Stone. 

All agree that Hujfan was flaine trecheroufly by Chafe a Have to Mnavi, 
Mavi was an Arior, they therefore punifh him yearely (though rotten 
1000 yeares face.) Firft, framing a deformed Image, his face blackc, his 
nofe pierc’c with a Dart, and clad in ftraw : which done, they hurrie ic 
through the fleets in a hurly-burly ofthoufands of people, who when 
they have dragd it enough within theCity,hale it to fome rifing hill with- 
out,wher to all mens view they elevate this(fuppofed living)Caytiffe.The 
Caddy bawles out a pachetique Oration to this pnrpofe, That after much 
fearch, AUy had direfted them where to apprehend this Traycor, unwor¬ 
thy the leaf!: pittie or procraftination : this being that fame villaine who 
flew Hujfan and his fons (Cerefm only efcaping:) that every good man is 
bound in conference to curfe him,yea to help to torment him in the vilefl: 
manner poflible. * 

In fhew of jo y and aflent they unanimoufly flng Bpicima(y fong ofvi< 3 o - 
tie) andcrie aloud, Tough Ally , yea ftrive to rend the clouds with their 
ceafelefie clamours. At a fet time they ceafe roring, and fire is given to a 
trayne of Gunpowder which fets divers fquib3 a fire , and at length diffi- 
pates and blowes uprhe detefted Syrian , by a hideous noife making the 
ayreecchoac his fmokie Funerail. Hujfans ghoft now' fleepes quietly ; 
each Perfian commends one anothers zeal;hafte home,& fpend that night 
in merriment. 

The Nowrouz ;is in imitation of onr New-yeares day; but they begin (af¬ 
ter the old manner) in March, fuch time as Phoebus in bis equal! fane to 
either PoIe 3 makes the ^Equinoftium. A feftivali of;ovialitie,forone pray¬ 
er preying upon varietie ofwanton pleafures^rhe Talifaanni piping now 
to Bacchus, Ceres , and Madam Venus. For, I hav e obferv'd, that in manic 
parts for 1 r months in the years we could fee verie few women,and thofe 
vailed; but impcffible in the ftreets or gardens to eonverfe with anie with¬ 
out danger : yet thefe twelve dayes of the Nowrouz all places were full 
of them, yea their naked faces openly difeovered; frisking in amorous po- 
ftures, and drawing the eye by a forced Magique. ‘ Gifts alio and recipro¬ 
cal! prefents are retorted up & down; with garments offilk & gold, bodes, 
fruits, and pifeafhes of other forts ; nothing but riding the great horfe, 
drinking, cock-fighting, fortune-telling, finging, courting, and the like 

obferved 
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obferved to the laft minute of that Feftivall. 

The Imam} has forae dependance on the Enchant. This a Camell^that 
a Ram that for Jfmatl, this for Mahomet. In November, the Meccan 
Protomift fends a fanftified Cam ell by an adopted fonne (fomerimes natu¬ 
ral! )whG is welcom’d to Spahaim by many thoufindMuffulmen,who Iheto 
th’extream of joy for fo holy a Prefent. After they have tried 8t tired their 
voices, the Hodgee from an exalted place acquaints them with the caufe 
of his long journey, perfwades them toathankfull remembrance, and 
blcfTes them. The zealous multitude without anie refpeft of men or 
danger.tbrong about the Beaft,whois nofooner in the field where Death 
arrefts him, but that they fall upon him,and pluck off his haires wich-an ad¬ 
mirable dexteritie, keeping them as fan&imonious reliques, prevalent 
again0: fudden death (though manie die in the aflault, and thoufimds re- 
curne mayraed ) hunger, thirft, povertie, and the like. After which, the 
tormented Camell is by the Hodgee againe figned for a facrifice. The 
Darroguode, firft transfixes his Javelin. The Vifier beheads him,and gives 
it the King. The carkafTe is torne peece-meale by the foole-hardiemul- 
ticudt; fo greed ie to obcaine this charme oflong life and plentie 9 that im* 
jnorcalirie and the place where meat arid drinke is needleffe, oft praeei- 
pitates them. 

The C addier Ally is for Aliys viftorie over the three old Cayriffs of 
Mecca by death (not Ally) conquered; and his joy in heaven: which after 
forae threnodies many prayers are muttered, fongs chanted, and almes be¬ 
llowed: the-King being at moft charge, the greateft honor refle&ing him. 

The IedtOajant is from a Cabala, that Hon fiat was loft in a terrible 
great wildernefle, where thirft killed him. Nine dayesthey wander up and 
downe (fhaving all that while neither head, nor beard, nor feeming joy- 
full) inceflantly crying out Hujjan Hujfinm araelancholy note,folong fo 
fiercely, that many can neither howle longer, nor for a moneths fpace re¬ 
cover their voyces. 

The tenth day they find an imaginarie Uufianydsssa Nurtquem^fatis yus- 
fit us Adonis , whom they eccho forth in Stentorian clamors, rill they bring 
him to his grave; where they let him fleepe quietly till the nextyeares 
Zeale fetch him out {Semper enimperduntfemper & imvemunt') and force 
him againe to cone (imitate their merrv devotion. 

The Aimptpatfion (or Owdt-baptfion) is from Malwmets baprifme by 
curfed Sergius : and Teenies to deride our cuftomes, to make their circum- 
cifion lovelier. A rafcall troop of circumcis’d Mahomitans afiemble,and 
(after the Darroguod has put a period to his ruftick Oration) promifeu- 
oufly befprinkle one anothers faces, then foile their flefh with durt and 
filth , the great ones many rimes to pleafe the King afring among them ; 
Laftly,chey cleanfe themfelves with purer water, fuppofing all contami¬ 
nated deformitic walhc off) and their bodies wholfomer. 

The Sophian^ is afolemnitie of falling, feafting, and praying for the pro- 
(peritie of their King,of the Sophian pedegree. 

The feaft of Rofes and Dajfadillks is begun by a ProcefEon of holy 
men, at the firft buddiug of thofe fw.eet flowers, and for thirtie dayes is ce¬ 
lebrated with alif&anaer offports, and recreations to be imagined; eonri- 
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nued from the great feafts of the old famous Monarchs of Ve fa: tents 
in abundance., men, women, boyes,St girles,wich Amies, mufick, fongs, 
dances, and fnch as may revive the Olympic memories. 

6 Com. Rfserfitte thy Parents. Which how ill cheyperfotmCjtnany 
Tragick ftories daily informe us of. 

j Com. Curfd he the flayer. This is fo well pra&is'd in Verfla a 
that what by rigour of the Lawes,and what from this, one may travell in 
any place at any time without all danger 5 and although, they be generally 
Martialifts and affe& much wine, yet I never faw any quarrel] nor ftrife 
amongffc them. 

S ■ Com. Do fo to Others jOS thou wouldefl Others fhouldde to thee. 

From whence they are humane and curceous 5 but bribery is lately 
crept amongft them, and deceit too, too eafily difcerned. 

The Alcoran is a mifcellany of other prodigious things, Tr trafls in the 
33, that Dagial or Shytan , i. e. the Devill, {hall be faved by Mahomet; & in 
the 72 Azoara, that ail Elgehenni or infernall ghofts fhall after I know not 
how many year es bee freed. The other Azoaraes of his Kurrawn are of 
Arithmetick, fights, dangers, truth,falfhood, tyranny, warre, peace, pro- 
phefie, 8tc. The 85 Azoara treats of the Zodiac ; the 90 of the Sunne; 
the 91,9*,93, of theMoonjOfDight, ofmornjihe 113, ofthe Firmament^ 
but.is Philofophy of fnch courleneffe that I may well fay , Difcum 
potimqmm phHofepbum : for how can it well be otherwife, fince in his 17 
Azoara, hee confefles that hee could neither read nor write ; bnt that all 
his learning was fuper-naturall. In one chapter hee is bold to fay, that 
Solomon was a great Magician,and that hee learnt it from Marot and Arot y 
two great black Devills: with more reafon we may fay,that Mahomet was 
skild in thar infernall wifdome, if halfe of thofe miracles bee true hee re- 
cords of himfel fe; one is this: In a great aflembly of Arabian Pagans, he 
pointed at the Moone with his thumb and Jong finger 5 it feemes it knew 
his mind, for the Me one immediatly clove afunder, and in two peeces 
fell upon the hill of Mecca, on which hee at that time flood : Mahomet 
with a peece of his linfey-wolfey coatpatchc it and made it whole again c; 
and after It hadalfo (fay the Perfians) circumvolved Mortis Ally in way 
of imbracc or complement, it re-afeended, and from that day became the 
badge or coat armour of all Bofarmen. In another, hee allures his Pro- 
felites s that MeccaflAedina, and lerufdem be holy Cities, built by Adam 
in Paradize, but fram’d in heaven : & thence it hy.hatlerttfakm is by Turks 
as well as Chriftians, honoured: foure Cities Iprung out of hell at the 
birth of Mahomet (at which, rime all Idolls fell,and Lucifer was throwne 
iato hell, fo deep into chat abiiTe, as hee was fome yeere* ere he could gee 
upagaine) the nameS of thofe devillilh Townes are fas pi cafes Mahomet 
to fay) Rlmedinxw Caldea , Antioch in Syria , Vaftat in Mgypt^ and Eb-beram 
in Armenia: Places, it feemes which had refuted him and his learned Do- 
ftrine. 

But lend your eares a while and liften to the molt ferions fubjefl of his 
Alcoran. In the 47 Azoara, he records hi pilgrimage into thehighefl 
heavens3 where he faw rare things, and thence brought a certain descrip¬ 
tion of the feverall Spheares, fjeavens, Hells, and Paradifes; as alfo of 
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^ngeJls, and Saints; ofjudgement, the refurreftion, joy and paine,&c. of 
which I will afford you a compendium for Mnfiulmea to beleeve., for 
us to laugh at. One eve (as Mahomet was fporang privady in’s chamber 
at Mecca , with Ay fee his young wife ) Gabryd ( Seraphyeltht Perflans call 
bim^ the fame that fofterd Mahomet and All) three ycares, and was perad- 
venture fuch a Malm Genius as haunted Brutm ) in a fl dh of fire entred 
their bed-chamber, and faluted Mahomet with this mefiage: Haile thou 
beloved man ! f come to fetch thee : the God whom thou fo zealcufly 
worfhippeft, defires to fee thee at his owne ftation. Mahomet rejoyces, and 
going to mount upon the Ange 11 s wings (of which hee had ftventyp fire) 
is hindred: he asks which way he fhould cake towards heaven, the Angel 
fheweshirnahuge Affe, Albarackfb y name, and bids him mount upon 
him ^ which Mahomet efiaying could not doe, till hee had prayed for him. 

From Mecca hee potted {in the twinckling ofan eye, for Barachyx foure 
fteps had done it) to Hicrufalm: there, the Angell demounted him, and 
took him into his owne proreftion. In few minutes Mahomet attended 
heaven, and was let in by Gahyel the Porter there. From one heaven to 
another is a travel! of five hundred yeares ; howbeit, Mahomet glanc’e 
through the (even in a moment. In all which Orbs hee faw many ftrange 
things; but firft take Dotice what mettall the Orbs are made of. The 
firft is of refined Giver, and wherein all the glittering ttarresare fixt with 
chains of burnifhr brafie : in this heaven he faw a Cock fo great,that {land¬ 
ing upon the Moon,his cox-comb reacht into the imperial! heaven,many 
millions of miles altitude : every time that this Cock crowed, all other 
Ch antidears upon earth, re-ecchoed him. The fecond heaven is of gold, 
fuch gold as has bcene feven times tried in the fire. The third is of pearler 
in this heaven hee faw innumerable troops ofiSaints and Angells; each of 
them faluted him by his name, and he prayed for them. A mongft the reft 
he took notice of Adam, Enoch, Abraham , Samuel, David, Salomon^ all 
whom he knew by revelation ; and of which, fome he taxed, others hee 
commended as occafion ferved him. The fourth heaven, is of Smaragd 5 
and where he faw infinite companies of other Ange 11 s who made a mighty 
noifeand incetfamly praifed God: and well they might make a noitt, for 
(fayes Mahomet) every Angell there, was a thoufand times bigger than the 
globe of the earth; and each had ten thoufand heads; every head, three- 
fcore and ten thoufand tongues; and every tongue praifed God in feven 
hundred thoufand feverall languages: amongft them, he noted one efpe- 
cially, Phatjr, or the Angell of Mercie ; a creature of rhar vaft frame that 
every ftep he trod was twelve times more than t-he diftance is twist both 
the Poles. Mahomet inquired of him why he wept fo fiercely ; the Angell 
replied , that it was out of his companion to fee the deplorable eftate and 
vanity of man. This is that fame Angell that has the Holy Qyill or pen in 
keeping ? -a pen of orient Pearle; folong, that an excellent Aral fan Cour¬ 
ier in five hundredyeeres continuall galloping-, can hardly reach to the 
further end of it: with this peD, God regifters all things paft, prefect, and 
to come; the I nek he writes with, is pure Lighr ; the Character fo mifte- 
rious, that none but he and Seraphad can underftand it. All the hundred 
andfonre holy Books are written by this Quillens. thofe ten which a dm 
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received} Seth bad fifty ; Kiris (or Enoch) thirty ; and k^A hrahm had the 
reft: it alfo writ Mofes his Law,DfraiT.rPlaJmesChrifts GofpeU, and Ma¬ 
homet s Alcoran. The fifth heaven was of Diamonds: where heefaw a 
mighty Angell, and of all others the wifeft: hee had as many heads and 
tongues and voycesas any two others had in the inferior Orbe ; and had 
the keeping of that Book, wherein all men in the world have rheir names 
written: he did nothing but turne over the leaves and blot out one name 
or another, for by that (as by the arrow of death) they died fuddenly. 
Thefixch was of Turqnoiffe; the Seventh of Alahal; (Tome interpret rc 
fire 5 others, pure light or breath congealed.) All rhefe cireumvove one 
another like Pearles or Onyous; but herein is the miracle, they be trans¬ 
lucent and yet of mettalls : a rare Philpfophy ! above all, is the heaven 
of heavens, full of light and filence : immenfe, and within which, all 
other bodies are comprifed, but it ibcomprehended: there Mahomet faw 
the throne of God, rich beyond expreffion : very great aJfo, for it was 
fupported by feven Angells, each of them fo wonderfully great, that a 
Faulcon if he were to flie a thoufand yeeres isfceflam flight, could fcarce 
gofo far,as is thediftanceofooeeye fromanorher:ab©'it the Throne hung 
foureteene candles, everlaftingly burning: the length of every of thofe 
candles (as Mahomet meafured) was from one end to another as much 
fpace as a good horfe can ride in five hundred yeeres : there hee faw the 
Almighty, who bad him welcome, and kid his hand upon Mahomets face : 
his hands (fayesthis blafphemous deluder) were a thoufand times colder 
than Ice: for all which, Mahomet in ftiame of his owne bafeneffe, blufht 
for Chame, and fwet with feare y but with his long finger hee fwept away 
the fweat from his brow,and threw it into Paradife: rare fweat 1 Each drop 
(he notes them ro be fix) turn'd into fome rare thing or other: one drop 
into a RoPe, another into a graine of Rice5 the other foureinto fonre 
learned mm, Ac met, Stmhelm,Abu%gmed, Mtkc-Zed, and Seh-vaffi# s After 
hee had fiifSdently inftm&ed himfelfe in many myfteries, and was allured 
of Gods favour, he defeended with his Alcoran : buthowhe got itentetu 
mined,hov; nocoriouSy it has blafted the earth and poyfoned moft parts 
and lies of Ajia and s it requires another place, to have it fpoken : 

n ^ e S ' here only let us note the mad conceits he fancies of Angells, the laft judg¬ 
ment, Paradize, hell, Ike. Angells are either good or bad 5 both are fub- 
? c & to death: the good.becaufe they confift of flame, an Element; to fin, 
becaufe Lucifer an Angell,by ambition was expulft Paradife. The had An- 
gellsare imprifoned in Doggs,Swyne,Toades,Wolves, Beares, Tigres,St. 
After the day of Doom they fhall be tormented in hell fome millions of 
yeers; but muft in the end by vertue of Mahomets Jaw be delivered, 
of The great and generall Judgement is as certaine as the day of Death. 

Doome, and will happen fuddenly, ‘filch time as all the world is wrapt in a careleffe 
fecunty: the Angells know not the time, till Mahomet point it out by a 
great and fearfull Duel! ewixt death and him, whom in the end hee makes 
to fly away5 but by that combat becomes fo imaged, that he deftroyesall 
living creatures in the world fuddenly; for new arming himfelfe in flam- 
mg bran e, in each quarter of the world hee founds his dreadful! Trumpet, 
whofe affrighting clangor not oDly makes men, be-afts, fifties, birds, and 
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like creatures dy, but the AngeiJs a]fo give over living^ and laftly, Adriel 
himfelfe, whom God commanded to follow rhe reft in the inevitable 
path, by wrappirghisiron wingsabout him, and ftrangling himfelfe with 
fuch a dreadful! noyfe,as isfcarce imaginable. 

After this enfues a terrible and univerfall Earth-quake, followed by a 
violent fhower of purling brimftone, which muft devoure all graffe,trees, 
and vegirable Creatures ; yea the Wallaces of the proudeft Tyrants: and 
turtle topfi-turvie, the earth, water, and other elements into a confufed 
lump. Forty daycs it muft reft in a difordert d Chaos * in which time. 
Almighty God flialI grafpitin his fift, and (beholdingit) fay tochiseffeOv 
Where are now the haughty Princes,thecruellTyrants, lacivious wan¬ 
tons, and greedy earch-wormesof the earth? which faid 5 he will for for¬ 
ty tUyes and nights fpace inceflantly raine downe a gentle fhower of mer¬ 
cy, and by a granous' breath reduce the world into a moft glorious eftate: 
afterthat, he'e will call up Seraphyel, and bid him take his Trumpetin his 
h md : the Trumpet is of pur eft gold, and above five hundred yeeres tra¬ 
vel! from one end to another: ay the fifft found will enfue a revivification 
of An gel Is and Men: at the fecond, the Angel Is re* aflame their glorious . , 
roabs, and men their naked flelhagaine. Michael the Arch-Angell (per- ’ ^ 
ceiving the Tribunal 1 rais’d upon a high mount in Zehofaphats vale ) he ap¬ 
proaches with his mighty bal lance, and poyfes every man their good and 
bad deeds in either calc : fuch whofe good deeds out-ballance their tvill 
aftions, are put upon the right hand,the ocher on the left: after that,they 
are loaden with their finnes packt up in a fitchell and hung about their 
necks: in this fort they palfe ( upon a narrow and weak Bridge) over Hell} 
fuch as have few finnes get over fafely ; thofe that be heavie laden breake 
the Bridge and fall into hell: at the otherfide ftands Mahomet in rhe fliapc 
of a Ram, andinhisdeepe and mooftrous fleece lodges all his Sectaries, 
whom after longtravell he brings to feme gap or other he finds in Para- 
dife:and skiping in, disburdens himfelfe, and (hakes them outsat that in- 
ftant afluming*new formes,more lovely,more ftrong,and every way more 
excellent-with eyes as big as the whole earth, and with eye-browes big¬ 
ger and more beautiful! that* the Rain-bow. Let the Alcoran tell you 
what Hell is, and wh3t is Paradife. Hell is in the Umbelic ornavellof rhe 
worlds circled with a huge thick wall of attractive Adamant: tis entred by 
7 gates of flaming braffe; divided into many feverallcells or dungeons: 
fome are more loachfome aud fuller of torment than others be; and lodge 
fuch foulesas have more highly finned: fome caves bee fo deep that in a 
thoufand yeercs,a milftone cannot find the bottom of it-in whofe decent 
are {harp fwordsand pikes placed purpofely to cut and torture the foulcs 
that move there : fome places beabiffe or without any borome; fofull 
ofoyle and brimftone that it is ever flaming, and fo terrible, that the De- 
vills howle, and fcriteh, and rage there beyond meafure loth^rprifons 
be full of Toads, Serpents, and all noyfome and horrid creatures imagi¬ 
nable: the damped eat nothing there fave the forbidden fruit; which being 
in their guts inflames like fulphur, and makes them roarefor anger. Some 
rivers be foil of Crocodiles: others fo cold as makes them gnafh Sc chatters 
howbeir, rhefe paincs of hell muft not abide for ever, for after eachfoulc 
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has fuffered fo many thoufand of yeares as the fiones amount unto they 
have committed, Mahomet will deliver them (and the Devillsalfo *) firft 
rhanpinc* their affrighting fliapes into (h apes more toIIerable,8c then bring¬ 
ing them to u Mcmzar f (a ftreame flowing out of Paradife) they muft 
coole their extreame heat 9 and wafli away their black-fcorchc mummies, 
and varic into a moift flefh, whiter than the driven fnow,and thence-fortb 
Partdifi fing Lata hiffuSaeaumo Mahomet. Paradife is a place of as much delight, as 
Mahomet s carnall rapture was able to imagine: he is iocertaiDe of the local! 
place ( k feemeshee forgot to aske GabryeU ) but fijppofcs it fhall be upon 
the earth after the day of Doome is paft , and all deformity removed : 
* (till then the foul-sand bodies of men fleep in their graves, but fenfible of 
joy and torment.) Paradife (fayes the Alcoran; is fo many miles about as 
there be moats or atoms in the Sunne : It is inclofedwith a wall of nine¬ 
ty times refined gold j ten thoufand miles high, and in thickneffe about 
three thoufand: It has alfo feven gates to enter in at (feven is a myfterie $ 
of Carbuncle or pureft Rubie is the firft gate 5 the other'fix be of Pearle, 
of Emrald,ofTurquoy£e, of Hiaciheh, ofSmarag'd, and of Amaiift-j fome- 
what refle&ing upon the fpheares. It is divided into feven (padous Gar¬ 
dens , and thofe are fnb*divided into feventy times feven feverall places 
of delight 5 each of them fill’d with Inhabitants, Mufick, Wines, and all 
fenfuall pleafures poffiblc : all have coole refrefhiog rivolets of Chryftall, 
and trilling overpibbJesoffweeteft Amber : curious Summer-houfes it al¬ 
fo has, (haded with trees,ever (ruitfull and verdant: in center of that plea* 
fant taocie, is a tree (a high and fpreading tree) higher than all uhe moun- 
taines of the world, were theyheapt one upon another; and fo broad thae 
all Paradife is (haded by it; the trunck or bole of this rare plant is of Dia¬ 
mond $ the leaves be ofOphyrian gold 5 rhe boughesof jet; eachleafeis 
wrought into an ancick (hape, very delightful! ; and moft admirable in 
this 5 on one fide is growing in letters of light, the name of God i on the 
other fide the name of Mahomet. F oure ftreames gufti qut of it,in feverall 
quarters $ they be of pureft water, ofmilk, of coho, ofhon^y • andempty 
themfelves into Alchanfar , whence this mixture of Nepenthe flowes into 
other parts of Paradife: there are alfo Aroraatick flowers, fach as ravifii 
both eye and fmell \ birds alfo or a'ery Quir lifters 5 the meaneft of which as 
far excell our Nightingalls,as they the Ravens: the ay re is a compound of 
fenfe-ravilhing odours: the Mahometans (Chriftiansjewcs,nor Gentiles, 
have not fuch glory ) are ever young and luftfull, a hundred rimes bigger 
and more frolick than ere was Mahomet: The women are fevered from 
the menj ’ not that they are kept from them (for Gabrieli k never away co 
let them in) but that by fuch reftraint they may become more tranfeen- 
dently delightfulhthe women have fuch vifages as Aifcc hzd(lvIahomets beft 
beloved;) their haires be threds of gold, their eyes of Diamonds as big as 
the Moone : their lips of cherries, their teeth of pearle, their coagues of 
rubyes, their cheekes of corrall , their nofes of Jafiper, their foreheads 
offaphyre: round-fac t 5 fweet, amorous, and mercifull: In this Paradife 
there is a Table of Diamond,feven hundred thoufand day es journey long 5 
alongwhich, are chayres of gold and pearle to feaftupOD, Tfaeheecrea- 
cures are of Mahomets favour, fuch as hee had when GabryeS mounted 
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him into heaven: none but are farre brighter than the Sunne, with fuch 
eyes,eye-brqwes and eares as are not he for a repetition. To end; Gabryel 
the porter oFParadifchas feveoty thoufand keyes which pertaioe to his 
office; every key is feven thoufand miles long} by which you may imagine 
thedoores are no pigmie ones: in a word, bad not Mahomet tOTfizfi. hee 
had writ three parts of foure, faife lyes in this his Legend; we would have 
concluded him, Notorious. To fmile at his conceits is pleafure,ro confute 
them, a labour needleffe (though Mehncthcn has done it:) for wee may 
fay and that very truly, Terfidiam eorum recitajfe , [uperajfe eft. 

Such are the groffe fanatick Dogmataes of the Alcoran , credited by 
moft Afiatique Inhabitants , deluded by the Dev ill and his difdples above 
70 in feverall fpecie and nomenclation : fome of which, with heed I have 
obferved; and here (as the cover of their book) will flint all up in muftrmg 
them;but in an Alphabetique way, left I affront their Seniorities.

Their rules are many and tnafqued under a ferious (hypocritiquc) 
fan&itie. The Maphtiis chiefe in cafe of error or divifion: which, if hee 
faile in, the Meccan Protomift cenfures and fwayes it. The Caddi, Cada- 
lefhi,and Muftaedini,are next in ecclefiaftickdignitie.The Hodgei s Emeri a 
and Mulai, are Doctors and expofiters. The reft are mendicant s, and eac 
their bread in idleneffe. The Fylalliconverfe moft in the Alcoran. The 
Derniffi are wandring Wolves in flieepes cloathing. The Talifmanni re¬ 
gard the houres of prayer, by turning the 4 hom'd glaffe. The Mnyezini 
crie from ihe tops of Mofques,battologuizbg hUla Hyllul*. The Calende¬ 
rs, Abdalli,and Derviflaribe notorious Ptederafts, and dangerous to meet 
in folkarie wayes. The Terlaqui and Cobtini pandarize. The Lefhari 
and Papaffi,are fortune* tellers St ftar-gazers.The Sunni,Naappi,Sc Tecknai, 
vowperpecuallfllence,andaffaflinate. TheSietriand Imami,oft pullout 
their eyes having feene Medina. Other ofthefe, pull out their tongues, 
that whenfoe re they talk they may be credited. The. Huquiemali fing 
bawdie fongs: fome for pennance goe ever naksd,and other fome in allies. 
TheDooanni are naturall fooles or madman, bnt thought divinely in- 
fpired^ome as the Meade# their bodies by thirft; lafliing & wounding 

themfelves;and in charitie without pay,carrie burthens or doe aoie labour. 
Someproteftagainftfleftijfllh, wine 8t rofe-water. Some live Eremites ne¬ 
ver converling wkh men : and (ome built houfes to fafegard birds 3 & beafts, 
feed them and have mufique to prevent their melancholy. Other-fome 
build Hofpicalls, Id ns,Sudatories, Mofques, and like good houfes, Some 
are Poetafters, or Mimographers. OtherTome have feeds and charmesto 
make women frnitfull. Some alfo fcorch their skins in the Sun. But others 
of more piftie and piecic oyle their naked bodies, and to allure the poore 
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Flies to pafture, roft themfelves ia rbe burning Sunne. Thefe and many 
ocher mifecable pathes chey tread, all leading into Acheron^ 

To clofe 5 This (more crafcie than learned) Law-giver, perceiving his 
Divinitie and Philofophie not fare enough to abide oppofirioa orrriall, 
lengthens it by this ftratagem. Hee commands that none upon paine of 
torture and damnation , befo bold to queftion a fillable of his Alcoran, 
Sujpe&a eft hex (fayes T ’ertuUian) qu& ft prohare non audit. From wh ence, 
few except they be Ecclefiaftiques, trouble themfelves to read or ftudie it, 
hoping by a reverent ignorance and the Colliars Faith to be faved. But by 
your favour Sir! each of us (whom God hath bleft and honoured with 
the grace and name of Chriftian) may anfwer you out of Martial.

The Per flaps have (fines Gunet reform'd the Alcoran) conrra&ed it in* 
Schifmes in to a lefler volume. They vilifie Ormans labours, and cenfure him of ex- 
ehe Alcoran, treame arrogance. The Per Hans alfo abominate the foure great D offers 
who drops out of Pa rad ife from the fweat of Mahomet s brow, whom alfo 
Gunet execrates: rhefe are indeed the mayne differences’rwixt Turk and 
Perfian. But Jet none think that Syetts was the firft Schifme amongft 
them: for Qtman being dead, ibml adds more Commentaries to infeeble 
Ozmans .- and after hiro,one ihnu Abel ha fen of Ealfora An.B. s 8. a notable 
fubtil man i for by his auftere life and eloquence, he not only nullified the 
Melchian credit, bur Tbnulalfo In companion of him was counted fctcifh: 
Ac his death they Sain ted bim;but truftingro tradiciou(for they could never 
prevaiie with Haftmto eternize himfelfe by wrking)his Difciples differ ia 
many doftrine& ; fofarre, that blowes made a party oft times in cafe of dif¬ 
ference : 1 nor could chey agree in any point, till Elharu-lbm-tftdo f Baby- 
bn did his beftin many comments to reconcile them, and to make cano¬ 
nical! Elhefms Paragraphs. It feem'd calme a while, but ere long a thun¬ 
der-clap was heard from Mecca's Territories $ anathematizing Elharu-Eftd 
perfecting him and all his fautors: and finally, by Melecffija’s command" 
not onely burnt his papers, but banilht him from converfe of all Maflull- 
men. 

Ring CaZil is perfwaded Elharu was an honeft man, 8c at that time being 
favorite to his Uncle the great Mdec-jha (a Turk and late Viftor over Ba¬ 
bylon) makes ufe of his power, defiriug feme favour for the late excommu¬ 
nicated men. Mekc ftormes a while, but Nydam EmuU another Courtier 
of note, fecouds Cazel, and prevails to have the Anefijn Seft call’d home 
agame. Elgaz-zuli a nimble Mercuric undertakes it, and by miraculous 
conceits agrees them, and fills up the late made breach 5 foas now, Mako- 
mt mines glorioufly without any fhew of eclipfe ;but an alteration quick¬ 
ly followed : for Saint AzmuSihom the Cafpian fhoare defies ail fuch as 
thought well of Mahomet s three intruding fucceffors. 
rible Apoftafie, but whiles all Afia were looking thitherwards 3 a crack of 
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no lefle amazement falls Weft , where Almetannabk (aytmng to be all or 
nothing) exalts his own worth,piecie and learning above Mahomet s. This 
feem’d intollerable, and bis ambitious ends quickly determined 5 for they 
pnt him to a miferable death. 

After this thcClergy & Lay ety became inebriate with Bacchus and v e« 
nerie: it was thought a foolifh thing to affeft learning or honeftie. Lafci- 
vious Poems was adjudg'd the only delight, and Mahomets Paradife feem d 
then in being. This wickednefle of theirsis inveigh’d agaioft by Epbraver 
Differaverd a Batton, whofe fevere Satyres fo ftung them that they grew 
melancholy; till ibnullEharyd fweetned all by his amorous and exafl Poe- 
fie,defended 8t enlarged by Elfargany witty Epicure who retorts an Apo- 
logic % applauded by moft, but by focne exploded as a bufic Cabalift- A 
Chaos feemed then to cover them, till Elifarni a grave Hiftorian took up¬ 
on him to re&ifie thefe crooked pollutes. Of 71 Sefts reducing all to two, 
the Lelhari,and Imami. The fir ft, Eulogically extolling Mahomet ; re¬ 
ceiv’d in Thrac^Mgipt/alefync, and Syria. The Other,* 0 ? : received all 
over the Perfian Monarchy. After all, Sjet Cutset difplayeshis Enfigne s 
whofe divifionsifwe fliould here rehearfe or moderate, would prove te¬ 
dious to you, and to me no lefie offeofive.

conipendtQujly remembred. 

T O offer you a tfiftorie of the feverall changes-and warres of this great 
Empire, might peradventure in another place prove acceptable j cfpe- 
cially, of the a£ts and conquelts of thefe late Rings of the Sophyan or Ben- 
Aliyesptdcexcc: for to goe higher were but to gleane from Xenophon 3 Cura 
tins, Siculus 3 Met aff hexes y Agathyot, Eufebius, Cedrtms, Diaconus, Eroco- 
Pius,, Trtbtllius, and others. Whereas the warres of the late Kings are, to 
fay truth, fo meanly & obfeurely handled,that the reporters have too pro¬ 
digally detracted from the high courage of the men, and the excellence of 
their fortunes. Here I am confin'd,left by commixing even an Epitome of 
their feverall victories and contingencies, this Book which I delire (honld 
ttavell meerly upon Geographic, might grow voluminous. On the other 
fide,to omit them altogether may as juftly tax me ofoegleft. I will there¬ 
fore but name them, and reconcile fome mens miftakes in mifnaming thefe 
antique Kings of Perjta. 

Cyrus is the firft we can deduce a true fucceflion from. For albeit they 
had Rings formerly, of which Chederlaomer was one, as wee read in Gen. 
and it may be the fame whom the PerHan Hiftories call cheyomaraz fa* 
ther of Siameckj to whom fucceedcd Omhange , Jatnjhet, Zoo 4 , Fraydhu» 3 
Mamcher, NavpJer, Afraciab ( Achetntnts fome think). Bazab 3 Kaycobad, Sa • 
hmo» 3 chozrao,U Lorazpes ; yet the fucceffion from him is molt incertaine 
anddoubtleffe of no grandeur, in that the AfTyrian Monarchic (begun by 
Njw/Wfonne of Chuff), foane of Cham, fonne of Noah) ccclipfed ic,and un- 
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dec whofe command it lay for above ijooyeares, if Btrofius be not coun¬ 
terfeited : and from Behchm ( who depofed Sardanapd the laft A Syrian 
Emperour of Nymrodstace ) and Arbaess (the firft founder of the Median

Ter fra made Of Cyrus many memorable matters might be offered : but I dare not 

* Monarch Renter the Labyrinth left I wander fo farre, that I may chance to ]ofe my 
Cyrus, felfe and yon r patience: thisonlybe remembred, that this is that Cyrus of 
whom the Prophet^ fore* told fome hundred yeares ere he was born - 
of him alfo Nabuchad/ie%zar prophefied, beginning thus, Afr.nbi Uedorum 
Juj regni Mnlushabebit^&c. That a Mule fhould over-r urine Lydia (fulhld 
in Cm fits) and fubverr the Csldean Monarchic: the word MhIus had -ela¬ 
tion to bis mixture of blond; his mother bcinga Mede, his Syre a Perfian, 
Hee married C*Jfiandam , and by her had Cambyfis chat reigned after him.' 
Cyrus after he had ruled thirty yeares, and in that time had added to his 
Empire, Arabia, Mefiopotamia, Syria, Capadocia^ Phrygia^ Armenia. Sic, ho¬ 
ped alfo to fubjeft SeyP&t, but neere the river Ox us was flaine by Tomyrh 
the Queene of thofe parts of Zagathaya : but ( upon raofome ) his body 
was delivered and coq payed to Pafagardxvhete Alexander found hisTomb 
but not that wealth h^hoi^ht ft had. con rained. Cambyfis ruled the Per- 
lian Monarchic buthih^ ye ares; of whbfe reign e is little to be faid fave 
that he fubdued t&gtyt .'’afterwhich he grewfo luxurious and tyrannous, 
shat all men hated hi%> his death was imputed to divinp TnAir* fc* « 
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anay of i Sooqoo mcnj yet could he not prevent an overthrow given him 
at the ftraits of Thermpkil# by Leonidas the Spartan Generali, who had 
not foure thou Hind men: and by Thmiftoclcs the Admirall De ere to Sola- 
mys, was equally oppofed, and his whole Army confounded. After 20 
yeeres rule he died, and left Artxerxes his fon his inheritor. . This Ar~ 
taxerxes (i, e. a victorious conquerour) is *n Per Can Aory call’d Ard-xer- x 
Babaman ^ and by Arabian writers, Tama-xerxicas this is he that married 
Atoffa or Hefter the Jew, in which bookheis mmed.Ahafeerm ; at the end 
of forty foure yeeres happy government he died,and Ar taxerxes fmnamcd 
Mmnptt in his place was crowned King: (fome infert Darius Not bus before 
him.) Ar/axerxes (fonne of Ar taxerxes and Parifatys daughter of Cyrus') 
ruled Perfia forty and two yeeres, and at the age of eighty was buried at 
Te r fepolis, Ariaxerxes Ochtss hisfonne fucceeded him: who alto whenhe 
had governed cruelly twenty and fix yeeres, was haftned (but by an im- . 
timely death ) after his Fath er^Arfes (or Arfami/s hisfonne ) invefting him- 
felfe with the Perfian roabs of rule and majefty. Of Atjfs, little can bee 
find fave that he died by the hands of the Eun uch Eagan his Fathers mur¬ 
derer, after his Coronation foureyeere.’: and in his place f by meanes of 
Bagoas) Darius Codomamts , (by PerCans call’d Baradkprschec^ i. e. ||cr 
tie Darius) was faluted King: him Alexander the yi&orions Gre^ore- 
threw ‘j in three great hatreds, at Arbela 0 Amanns , and Gram cits : the 
laff, concluded his life and fix yeeres reigne, Amp Mttndiieyo, of the Per fin fy.bC 
Olympiad 112 , of Rome 430, and before the Nativity 3 3 3 yeer.es Or there- b tfa 
abouts. . ' . . Greekt* 

Alexander (worthily Crnamed Great) two yeeres after died at Babylon, 

(foretold by a Calaa or Indian Gymnofpphift,)^fnhe three and thirty of 
his age, of his rule twelve yeeres; his heart was transfer’d to Alexandria j 
his corpsinterd at Babylon, Alexanders Legacy, bequeathing the fuccefE- 
on (not to his owne ilfue or kin, but ): to the Worthiejl, made Vyrrha's 
bones revive againe^difeord, and pride, and envie, emulating eypry of his 
great Captaines, who by this,common Mptto^;>/w Nutven, dPEn- 

fis quern gero, challenged the Empire, abd ceafed not to lay claime, till 
death-and wanes fury cut them ofcSeleucJws (fadymcHsXpnm teoAntio- Recovered 
elms The os by furviverlhip (after long formes) Teeming tofteareinthat h Arbaces 
unruly Ocean : during whofe life and fifty yeejs after, the Greeks awed a Bartbyan, 
PerfafiW fuch time as Arbaces an heroyck Parthian broke that-, yaok of fia» 
very afunder, and for three and twenty yeeres did what was paffibje to re¬ 
vive the more thanhalfe dead Per Cans. To Arbaces fucceeded Mtffai- 
dates t who ruled twenty yeeres, after whom, Pampajhts twel vCiP.harna.ces 
eight, Met krida tits Medus thirteene^ to whom followed Pbraoftes, (call’d' 
by the Perfes Pfarug-zeJ) Art a bands, (call’d Ard-Babamany Me t bids fes 
3, and then Her odes fiiine by Phraortes his crucll foahe. At this time Craf- 
Jus the rich and famous Roman was Caine and twenty thoufand Romans 
at CAtrhas by the Parthians 5 a fonleblemifiuo the Romans; rilHoone 
after Feutilixs {hUrh^Anthouks Liefeteoaot) porged It bya new victory, 
in which Pa cunts the Kings fqnne was by that valiant Roman Caine: and 
the Empire acknowledged Augustus Cafer over them $ who depofed the 
Padcide, and nude another PbaortesKmg in his roome. At this time was 
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ecchoed the golden Tong Vacem te pofcimm omnes: a time moft fit to enter- 

taine the Prince of Peace, Chrift Jefus our Saviour, who as then became 

flefh, and dwelt amongftche formes of finfull men. 

To Phraortes a, fucceeds thefe feverall Dynafts of Partbia ■ OrodeSjO? 
Daridam , Vo nones. Tenditates (the laft of the Arfacida?) flaine creache- 
roofly by Artabsnus ; to whom thefe 5 Bar dank, Goterys s F9 nones 2, Vole- 
gefesj Ariabamm z, Pacorus, Cho%rots i Pharmafpates 9 Vologefts 2, Vehgefes 5, 
andiaftly Ar tab anus 3 vanquifht by CaracaUa 3 by Macrinus flaine: Howbeit 
in him the hopes of Perfta flept not, but rather joyed at the farwell of chat 
ftrange race; for upon that advantage (the Empire feeming diftra&ed 
Rfdrifted /-*’twixt two feverall afFefttons)one Artaxerxes { 'Chobad before,but to fpeed 
the ^rjian, c ^ e better he affames this pleafingname) fteps forth, and with a Maje flick 
* grace modeftly chides his Country-men for their floth and faint-hearted'- 
nefTej and that now or never the occafion was offered of reviving their 
came and redacting the Perfian Empire to her former freedomeand Juftre: 
the people admire the man, and by his name doubt not that hee was a true 
Perfian j fb as with an nnanim affent they crowne his temples with the 
Dyadem,and refblve under him to dye or to difpell that cloud of bondage 
which the Parthian had fo long wrapt them In. For three dayes the fight 
continued twixt thofe two neighbours, the flake was freedome and Mo¬ 
narchic ; at length the Perfian has the viftory,and Artabanusthz Parthyaa 
King by his death put this late triumphant Empire into bondage. After 
that he vanquifht tne Roman Emperour Alexander Severn 3 but in the 
15 yeare of his reigne is himfelfc by impartiall death vanquiflied. An.Dom , 
- 24 3 Sapores his fonne b^un to reigne. And he re Teixera may be taxed, 
who affaires us that K-Artrx.crxes late named (or as they call him, Ardkfcyr- 
babba-ca&Hy i. e. Father and Lord to men ofwarre,^ reigned contempo- 
tarie with Cafar tsfuguftus. This fame Sapores is by the Perfians call’d 
skaw-Por : by Teixera 3 sebabur 5 by Sebicard 7 Xabur-Xabulketopk or Dhul 
Ak$af: a Prince fnffiriently couragious, but bafely crucll. He over-ranne 
Syria y Cilicia ^ Mefepotamia } capadocia , Armenians,. but returned with 
many curfes for his cruelcie, and had next yeare beene retaliated by GordU 
anus the Roman, had not this Emperour dyed by the hands of Philippas a 
rebell»that flew him at Ctejiphon. But which efflated Sapores above the 
reft was the rare overthrow he gave two yeare s after to Uctnius Valmauus 
firnamed Colofas 3 Romtn Emperor,who after he had inhumanly triumphed 
over S^Lasprenee, Sc thoufands of other Chriftians whom he made Martyrs 
or wicneffes; in an open field Sapores vanquifht him (betray'd fome fay by 
Macrittus his Liefetenant) and to his dying day made that proud Roman 
hisfootftoole to mount upon: verifying the old faid Saw, 

Superbos fequitur niter a tergo Dens. 

After he had tyrannifed twenty yeeres hee dyed Anno Domini 273, and 
before the Hegira or Muflulmanifh accompt 347, To Sapores followed 
Grmifda (cherman-fha 7 fay the Perfians) who at the end of thirteene 
months dyed, and Vararanes for three yeeres (till death prevented) fuc- 
ceeded him 3 to him Narfcs 7 (Te£ 4 gird (ay the Perfians:) who after fixreene 
yeeres rule died alfo , and left to inherit, his fonne Vararanes 2 (cogno- 
minated Segansnfe^by Perfians calld Babaran 5 who in the firft quarter fol¬ 
lowed 
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lowed the common fate, Narfes a Granger fucceeding him. This Narfes 
made bitter wane wbh the Armenians and Mefopotamians, at which Gd~ 
krim ftormed j but his being the Roman Emperor could not dant N/rfes 7 
nor priviledge him from being beaten 5 yet in the fecond conflict is vifter: 
and Narfes for griefe and (haiite burneshimfelfej after he had eightyeers 
ruled Perfa. Mifdates his fonne reighned feven yeere after his fathers 
death : to whom followed Sapores an Anti-Chriftiafl : for the Romans 
did not rage more farioufly againft the Chriftians in the Idler Afta , than 
did this Tyrant in the great: he was a poit humus,and the crowne fet upon 
bis mothers belly 3 even before his birth acknowledging him their fove- 
raigne: hee was the Romans in placable enemy; by no threats, no bribes, 
coreafons to be pacified: he fired Nifihk^ not valuing chat Backus was 
there borne and fuckled: after which, in his owne Dominions he martyrd 
(as Ecclefiaftick writers report) from the yeere 537, to 347, above thirty 
chdufand Chriftians i.for in thofedayes,chofe eafteme parts were, moft 
part Chriftians: the names of many of thofe noble Martyrs you have in 
sozimem he alfo affronted (but with badfucceffe) Confiantius the Roman 
Emperour, who dyed ofgrtefe fo foone as hee heard whirr cruelties Sapor 
had perpetrated upon the Cxtifens of Singara^ Bizabda, Amind^Bomfyca, 
See. Mop for he aTowne under mount Taunts in huming him. No better 
luck had chat malicious Apoftat Julian^ who when he had done hisworft 
againft the Chriftians,endeavored the fubverfion of Per/?*;buc moft ftrang- 
]y he is peirced with a Perfian dart in the night and expires with a tandem 
vicijU GaliU^, and in hi? place Uviman with the joyfull ery of all his 
Camp , Omnes juntas Chriftiasi , was fainted Emperour of the Romans. 
He could do but little good againft the PerGans,and therefore renames to¬ 
wards Conjantinople ^ but in the way is arrefted by grim death, after hee 
had beenehut eight months, Emperor. Sapores about that time alfo fighed 
out his affrighted ghoft, at the age andreigne of feventy one. Amto Mundi 
4550 AnnoDomim 3 so. and Art oxer xes his brother ruled after him; who 
dyed in the n yeare of his reigne. Sapores followed him, after five. 
Varanes fir named Cermizat him, after to yeares ; and to him fuceeeded 
Tezdgyrd aconftantfriend unto the Romans; and fas Socrates Scolaji . 
reports) a Chriftian : converted by Maruthas Bifhop of MefopotanHa , Cent 
into Perjia to that end by Pope Innocent and T heodofus the Emperor. The 
Perfian Stories fay.he apoftatized; who can tell the truth of it: this is cer- 
taine 3 tbat in the 30 yeare of his reigne Anno Dom. 426 hee dyed ; and rhat 
Varanes 4 (or Saharan ) inherited his royalties. By all Writers this 
Prince is raxed for hispexfidie, luft, and cruelrie, efpecially againft the 
Chriftians. In their defence Theodor us junior fends Artaburm with a gal¬ 
lant Annie. Vararanaes dividing in his owne, requefts ayd from Alamm- 
durus a Saracen : whofe Armies when they met, were fo many, that they 
covered the earth for many miles with their innumerable numbers. Ac 
BabyloA both iieet: but ere the battcll begun,fuch a pa-nniqne feare ftruck 
the Pagans that they fled 1 amazecfly: by land forae perifhc, bat Euphrates 
without any pit tie ingulpht 1 00000 of thofe mifer earns, and by that Ioffe 
the Perfian Kingfe heart-broken, aftedhe had tyrannized 20yeares; and 
another Fararan 5 of chat name placed in his ftead: hee tooke truce with 
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Martianuj the Emperour, and after 17 yeeres left both life and crowne ; 
Perozts fucceededhim, call’d pheruz by the Perfians; a Prince more raft 
than valiant: in the 20 ye ere of his reigne, the wanes of Scythia made an 
end of him. Valem (or Btlax and Idas') was then chofen King ■ he ruled 
4 yeeres; to him Cabades, (call'd alfo Chobad aad Canadcs) dethron’d by 
Lantbafes in the 11 yeere of his greacnefle: which Lambafes for£&/$/) was 
alfo depofed by the Nobles of Perfta in the 4 yeere, for that hee bad fee 
forth an Edift, that all women fhould be us’d in common: and Canadcs is 
re-eftablifted 3 butatlaft through his too much curtefy to his vile brother 
is made blind, and the other mounts the Throne againe. At this time 
great wanes commenced ’twixt the Homan and Perfians5 the Perflan 
forming that at their perfwafion Zatm (fonne to Gurgemts King of the 
Lazarrs, a part of Colcbss or MeugreUya) had received Baptifme at Con- 
Jlantinople, Iujiyn the Emperour witneffing for him at the Font. After 
that this Perfian Tyrant had full gorg’d himfelft; with the flaughter'of 
many thoufands of the Lazarrs and Armenians, Death fnmmoDS him to 
an unwilling accompt, after 30 yeeres tumultuous reigne; and Cozrhot hi* 
fon (they call him Chezir) is foiemnJy crowned the Perflan King. About 
this time the Homan Monarchy in the Weft took end. Chozrhcofa.il the 
Tyrants of Perfta was moil wicked and defperate : hee firft concluded 
peace for no yeeres with Iufiinian fhe Homan Emperour; but quickly 
broke it, and to the utmoft of his power inraged them ; ’c would bee end- 
leffe to fpeak his reftleffe motion,his barbarifme, his hypocrify. In meere 
malice he put to death his brother Bdax and Afjtebides his aged Uncle; the 
people murmur at him, and to be even with them, he commands them to 
follow him into Syria, where hee ingages their valonr and at Pahmria is 
beaten foundly; but fo exafperated that he raufacks Barrhofa , Antioch 
Sducia ., Apamea, and other parts 5 in PhoeniciazKo hee gluts his mifehiefe - 
there hee forced Euphemia a Chriftian Lady, and of her begot Hormfda 
who fucceeded him : hee alfo there compelled the chaff Nymphs of 
Vaphne to offer incenfe to him, as to a Deity: and for their kindneffe ra 
viflit them. He confumed the great and ftately Temoie dedicated to St 
Michael the Arch-Angell : and accompted it no facriledge to rob other 
Churches: hee befieged Sergiropalk^ but: h forced thence diftionourabJ?* 
he attempts the fpoile of lernjalem, but hearingthat BcUrjarm (m his time 
the moft rich and wretchedly poore ofmen) was approaching, bee renues 
his league with the Homans : butpnrpofes not Jong to keepeit * for next 
yeere hee forrages Armenia, and Phoenicia. Anno Dorn. ss6 , &fy 8 t h e 
Homan Emperour enters Mengrellia, and by death of Nachoragesthe p er - 
han Generali got a happy viftory : Cozrhoe next yeere affaults EdifTa but 
fruitleffely 5 for at Sagarthon, that yeere the Chriftians vanqniftt him: An.

His eioht yearesrule was troublefomc: For m his 3 yeare, Manratm (fon 
in law and liefctenaut to JM> and alfo Emperout afterwards) ham¬ 
mered the face of ft# ; he ranged where hee pleafl and did what filled 

Haa^gdbJittopieventKTama.CoJrhoe^AJaarmanAlamaffdlin^znd Theo- 

dtriaur did what they could to hinder him. Anno Dm. 585 Vhkypcns 
with fotne Roman Legionsentred Tvfit , efpecisliyto comfort the poore 
Chilftians who were threatned by the Magicians to be flame all of them 
thM yeare by myrade. Cardtri&K the Perfian Generali fuppofei1 they 
were forced thither by afate uncontroleable : but the event prov d (uch 
as in fted of the Chriftians above 30000 Perfians were flame by thegreae 
valour, thegreat C’ptaines P kilippicns, Htnchnh and Vttyhan mani.efted 
amougfl the fuperllirious, who depended upon feme fupernarnrallhelps 
fo lone that Nature no whit defended them. Emms a noble Perfian by 
hao -fcaoed, but not a fecond difadventnre; for MrmfU gre w fo madded 
at his late overthrow, that hee forces »«» «« womens apparel), 
and with a DiftatFe in's hand to difport the wfulting multitude: but this 
ieere coft him deeiely, for Btratmi flies into fuch parts as loved him, and 
iucenfes s.»deif a potent Perfian againft the King, by whofe confederacy 
hey raifefo great an Armie, and paffe to shyroz. fo pnvatly, that cremany 
Tnew of their approach they enter the Clue and impnfon the King; yea 
that fame day crowne his fonne choa-ms King: the barbarous Tra> tors 
executed their wrath upon the Queen & her children, whom moft cruel y 
they Tawed aftftder sat'which Hormifda expreffes a 1 thefimtomsofan in- 
raged man : hisfon cannot comfotth.m, becaufe hr, beloved wife waslt- 
revocable. Cofiiois in paffion commands feme viibines to temper him, 
whofe crneltie prov’d fuch as drubd the Wretched King todeatn: anaft- 
foinfernally deyUlilh, that all Perfiacntfed him. Vpon their muttering, 
he gtowes tyrannicall, but Eormet that had mounted him with ihe fame 
hand thinks to pull bimdowneitheKing acquainted with his intent, com¬ 
mands thisandthat man to raife feme forceto pumih him, but into fa* 
hare was he gtowne.that none would obey him , whereby, to five his life 
he flies wirh Ce/itrca his wife to Ey^onth. this Patents dreadfull g 0 s 
tie where hanting him:) But by the Chriftian Empercur Mann w 
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his Empreffc is with his Queene and little ones courteoufly welcommed. 
After he had repos'd a while , the Empsrour alfifted him with an Armie 
commanded by Narfies and Cemmentiolus to re-inveft him in his Empire : 
into Hyerepotss and Martiropolk they eafily encred: at Dara% the Rebel Ra- 
rantes affronted him with an Armie of Scythiquc-Perffans ; but fuch was 
the courage of the Chriftians that Barames was vaoquifhed. Gofirhees re- 
turnes the Chriftian his thanks in teares of joy: and knowing nothing 
would better pleafe them than his conformide , he prefented them with 
a rich Crofle , of great v|lae in jems and gold 5 andreturnes that other 
( which Theodora wife to lufliman had devoted) brought from Antioch 
by Cbofree the elder, and dedicates another made ac’s owne charge, cir- 
eumfcrib'd with an hypocritick Motto thus beginning , Banc Crucem ego 
Chofiroes Rex Regum^c.mifi, tfic.^uoniam ope San&i SergiiMartirk hono~

Nay, he went further in his hypocrifie ; hee gave out to 
indeare the Chriftians (his owne hated him) that he affected to be a Chri¬ 
ftian : but how politique To ere he was, his Queen e Cefarca found him® 
difTembler. Shee (good Lady) to efpoufe ChriftBed to Conftantinopft and 
there received baprifrne moft joyfully: Cofrkoes followed her with <50000 
men, and when he faw (he was not to be recovered without he would be¬ 
come a Chriftian ,he alfo was baptized andali fuch as followed him • to the 
amazement of the Afiatique world : as P. Diaconus has it in his 4 lib. 
16 ch. In Viftor alfo and in Iohn Abbot of Biclar , as is extant in his EpiftiJ 
in thefe words, Inhk ergo temporibus quibus Deusomnipotensprofirato ve 
ter no ft bereft venem. pacemfuas reflituit Ecclefmfimp.Perfarum thrift ff~ 
ifan juficipiens.&c. But to (peak of his Apoftafie, his crueltie againft the 
Chriftians, and other barbarifmes he afterwards perpetrated^wouldrather 
require a volume than to be confin'd to fo fmall a narration as \ intend to 
all of them. F or fo foone as he heard of the maffacre of Mauritius,his wife 
and children, by Phecas a Captaine in his Armies and of the arrogance of 
the Romi(h Bifho P , who at that time affumed the tide of univer- 
lall Bifhop^herejefts Ulius the Roman AmbaC & Apoftatifts ; yea vowes 
to facrifice himfelfe in Mauritius his quarell,or be revenged on that villa- 
nous Phocas : and thence-forward he revives hisPagan titlesjin all his let¬ 
ters and proclamations beginning thasfiofirhoes King of Kings fiord of Lords 
R r°[ VHnces ' Salvation of men, he. By fuch his blafphemie he hoped t® 
allure his owne he was on ce more a Pagan. Anno Dom.6o% with an Armie 
0 / 'ooooomen heentred Syria; there, in Valefim and Pheniciad oioeall 
the mifchiefc imaginable. All the lefTer Afia parched in his inflamed furie : 
hee harned the poore Chriftians as farre as chalcedon : takes Capefiasnd 
y]ft- Amo r Dem . 612 hee heares of the untimely deaths of Barits and 
Phecas his enemies, beheaded by Beraclms the Emperour. Thacyeare 
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ilfo he fackt Tfyamea, Cefaria, Cappadocia,&c, bnc at Antioch is overjoyed 
with a vifitorie he obtain'd again ft the Chriftians: This encouraged him to 
over-runne Paleftyne, lerufalem alfo, where hee derided Zacharm the Pa¬ 
triarch and transferd the Croffe thence to shyraz in Verfia :^ hee fubdued 
j£ t Apt alfo, Alexandria, and^ Lybia-, and made the blackt fac’c Ethiopians 
admire hisfreozie. The Roman'Empire had reafon to be affrighted, when 
they felt his wrath in Anatolia , chiefly in Ancyra the Galatian Metropolis, 

3 Tis reported that in that out- breaking he flew 300000 Chriftians 5 agran- 
diz’dby the Jewes who followed him, and payd readie money for many 
Chriftians, whom without mercie they flaaghcered. Heraclim fent 70 
Roman Gentlemen to mediate Peace 5 Sms the Perfiao Generali threa¬ 
tens them as fpies, and barbaroufly beat them back 3gaine. Heraclim is fo 
impatient at that high indignitie, as with a good number of men he fought 
with Saei and gets the viriorie: Sms for his payment is by Cofrhoss com¬ 
mand flayed alive, and Barbaras made Generali. Heraclim Winterd in the 
Poivique Regions, Sarbaras with amonftrous Armie pafles through Cili¬ 
cia and one Moone-fhine nighraffayledthe Romans whom he thought to 
have found unprepared: but by that hafte loft 50000 of his men, and gave 
a brave encouragement to the Chriftians. Cofrhoe next yea re fent Sarna- 
bafa to trie his fortunes, 

Heraclius requires a truce,but Cofrhoes vowes reveoge,and never to reft 
vexin^ the Chriftians. And to that end fends Sathyn into Trepizond , buc 
at Azetus, Hitaclifts affronted him, and had the vitftorie. At Gazacot 0 
Cozrhoes dares the Roman Emperour with an Armie of 50000 Perfians: 
never was battell better fought nor more doubtfully; hut at length the 
Perfians flie away, yea C op hoes upon a fwifc Arabian Courfer polls to 
•Xhmbatman , hoping there if any whereto finde fafetie. Buc fach was the 
oenerall hate he had plunged himfdfe into, that he diftrufts that Sanftua- 
riel Heraclius refolves to ferric him, but cofrhoes hearing of his approach, 
thinks ic more fafe-co flie away chan looke for help from that helplefle 
Deicy. Heraclius when he had throughly ft arched that idolatrous place 
and could not find him,Isforties but rejoyces againe that his Deaftri were 
there to execute his wrath on. The people, fome he flew, the reft he ba- 
nifhed: the Fiamenshc facrificed to their IdoIl,the Pyree he incinerated, 
and made other common fir? be commixt witf^thac they boaftedthey 
had from heaven, and together made it confume the whole Citieinto 
sfhes : a t Gazacot alfo hep did the like where was another Pyree infinitly 
referred to by thofe Idolaters. An abomination taught them by Zertoofl in 
King GJtjiaJbs time, and feemcsto mee either that which Mofes forbad the 
Iffaelites, that they fhould not let their feed (or children; paffe through 
thefiretoM^c/j ('which fome think was abrazen hollow heated Statu a) 
or asktheSepharuites praflis’d, of whom ’tisfaid, that they burnt their chil¬ 
dren in the fire to Adrammkck^ and Anammelec, the Gods of Sephervsim 3 
as is in Lez>zM8.2i.aijd'inthe 2 Sings 17,17 .and 3 r, and concerning which 
Idolatry we read in ljtcian } Strabolib.i^.Procopius lib.^debello Verjtco,Aga-* 
thias lib.2.j&c+ • 

Amongft other things which Heraclius found there in that Temple de¬ 
dicated to the Sun s wasoneDeafter or image ofC efthots yvhich the people 
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worfttipped : the frame was round, refembling heaven 5 bis head was 
wreathed with the Sun 5 the rayes fpread themfelves to the umbdique oe 
navell of the image *. on one fide was the Sun againe depifted, on th'other 
the Moone and Scarres, his brother and fifters 5 and under his feet,the An¬ 
gels with Crownes and Scepters, attending him : but albeit the work was 
rare and the materiall of refined gold; yec 'did the good Emperour throw, 
it into the fire ro incorporate it with his Diety. Cofrhoes by this had ga¬ 
thered a frefti Artnie out of Hyrcania , and bids shd-Rabltcca to forrage Al¬ 
bania : bat they flood lo excellently upon their defence that Rablacca re- 
turnes till Sarbaras with new forces forc’t him back; aod much hurt quefti- 
onlefle had they done had not Heraclius fpeedily entred and rooted them 
both in one dayiyet neither knowing it. Mahomet the Prophet was In He- 
radius Armie till now: and about this time begins the Begyra or flight of 
that falfe Prophet from Mecca, whofe people threatned to kill him for his 
innovation and dodh'ine. Anno D0m.623.and of the Emperours retgne 13, 
Sarbaras pa ft his Armie over Euphrates of purpofe to trie the fortune of 
war re with Heraclius : who fo foone as hec knew his in tent gave him rea- 
fon to repent his arrogance: the good Emperour himfelfedifcharglpghis 
duty fo excel lendySc with fuch excellent co\mge,zhzt$arbaras upon view 
ofitcryedout thus to Cojma his Companion, O Cofma] feeft thou with 
what courage the Emperour fights? certainly hee alone is able to vanqnifh 
all our multitudes. That Winter the Emperodr marched to SebaJHa , and 
croffing the river Halys madePaphlagonia his rendezvous.But fofrhoe (weis 
with pafiion, and combines with Lucifer, that by diabolical! Witchcraft he 
might vex the miferable Chriftians, again ft whom hee raged with all forts 
of cruelty: and ere he gave a farewell to this world,once more ventures a 
bactell with the Romans: 150000 men he roufters up, and divides them 
in three;to Sayn one part, to Serbam another, to him Celfe the reft; ima¬ 
gining by fome or all of thefeto doe wonders, Sayn with bis 50000 went 
agaioft the Emperour. Sarbaras with his 50000 nfarchc to Conflanttnophi 
and C ofrhoe ftayes upon the frontiers, Heraclius divides his alfo into three; 
t;he one to haften into Thrace .the other to beftowa Camifado upon Soyas 
Quarter, thelaftheeled himfelfe into the Lazic Territories: to which 
place the Gazarrs (a'fort of Turk) came to ferve him : Theodore in finall 
time rais'd Say ns Armiejfls Chrylblocce ; affifted by hayle from heaven, fo 
direfully thundring on them, that all men there, faw chat God fought for 
them. Sayn wasflaine in that battell; but in fte^d ofa decent buriall, the 
PerfianTyrant array'd his carcatfe in raggs, per fumed him with dogs turds, 
aad flalbt his fencelefle trunck into athoufandpeeces. • That yeare the 
Gazarrs (to gratifie Heraclius) under conduct of Ziebit broke through the 
Cafpian ftraits, and did the Per Cans much raifehiefe * and to the Roman 
Armie expreft nofmall affeftion. t^Anno Dem. 626 Sarbaras with i#finit 
troopes entred 7 hr ace, pillag'd Cake Aon, atowne bull r by lafon and Ar- 
gw/ 5 much traded to, in view of Eyfanth 3nd upon tht^Boj^horus. After that, 
they layd fiege to Coyffiantinople ; and for ten dayes, incdfantly laboured 
to enter it : but fuch was the excellent courage of the Chriftians, fuch 
her natural! defence, that the Perfians could not prevaile;but upon notice 
thaxHtracktfs was approching,they rais'd their fiege 8t retreated ifomfully. 
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Anm d2S. the Roman Emperour entred Armenia s and in a long fought 
batreil obtained a mervailous great vi&orie. After which 3 heecfemoliftit 
Ctcfyhox, and purfued Cofrhoe : who when he heard that Sarbaras had fped 
bnc ill in Thrace, and had re-delivered Calcedon to the Chriftians, inflamed 
with patlion hefcnds a villain an Alfaflinate tomurther him: bat by ftrange 
hap the Emperors fonnehad notice of it and acquaints the Generali; who 
by this ingraticade of Cofrhoe begun to raife a dangerous rebellion. Cof- 
rhoes when he faw things fucceedcd thus infortunatly,in anguifh of foule 
breath'd out bisfpirit: a Fever firft, and then a Flax fo taking him, that 
after he had reigned 50 yeares, upon his death-bed he nominated, as King 
his fbnne Matdefae begot of Syr a his Queene 5 who ere hee could fet the 
Crowne on’s head, was flaine by Syroes his brother, yea before his fathers 
face: an ad fo horryd that Cofrhoe bitterly curfes him ; but Syroes (the 
moft bloudie viper that ever liv’d; heaps greater finnes upon his head, by 
commanding fome villains to fboot him to death rat that inftant his loathed 
foule call'd to mind hie like cruelty to Hermifda his-father, and acknow¬ 
ledged that God was juft in his retaliation. 

So foone as Heracltus heard of Cofrhoes death, he imagines all his quar» 
fells ended: that yeare Therefore he travell’d to the holy Cicie, and pre¬ 
ferred Zacharyas the then Patriarch with the CroiTe of Chrift, found by 
Saint Helena (a Brittanifh Lady) jJVhyjae. and raviftit thence by Cofrhoes 
as I lately remembred. His triumphant entring thither was the 17 of Sep¬ 
tember 628 : the fame yeare that Boniface publifhed to the world his Ca- 
tholique Supremacie 5 and in which ^Mahomet divulg'd his Alcoran, 

Syrees ( by Teixera call’d fhobad-Xirvihe, in the Tarich or Anoal of 
Time, Scyrviab) in the fixth yeare of his reigne was flame by Sarbaras. 
Barbaras is by thePerfians call’d Shaveryr-, by Shicard, shariban in the 
third moneth of his reigne he flew ArdchyrbenXirvUh , right heire to the 
Crowne : eight moneths after that, is himfelfe flaine by loen-fba or shyn* 
Shaw, Lord of part of Xaurm. The fucceffours to this man are inccrtainly 
ddivered.The Roman Authors from him to the conqoeft of Mahomet rec¬ 
kon three Kings of P erf a. The Arabs 6 . The Perfians j. The Tarich 4. 
Tcifhcra 7. The Armenians n. How can I therefore reconcile them > 
The moft plaufible is this.’ That loon-fha at the end of chrjre moneths was 
banifht by Tuvan or Tnr an Bod natural! daughter to Cofrhoe. She had as 
bad a fate5 at the end of -fixteeoe moneths fliee was poyfoned and dyed, 
much lamented: to her followed la&an-Zeddahs, by the Tarich call’d Ian- 
kp-kar-connah ■ by £ lmacyn.Gafcan-%edda\ who ruled nine months: to him 
fucceeded AzffmyDoU (Cofrhoes youngeft daughter) who after fixteene 
moneths dyed 5 and left sbt%ir (or Kezir) to fucceed her: who alto at the 
end of fix weeks was flaine by Phoro^Zeddah(pv shyriar as fome call him) 
who after like time,dyed of poyfon ; and Tefdgyrd followed 5 who was forth¬ 
with made away by Bornary/m , and he by Hormifdas 5 the 1 aft of thofe vi 
vanithing Turrets, Cofrhoe Haw in a perplexed vifion one*night after he had 
beene admiring Arifiotle. The Period of Per (ids command was :nOW a.0 
complithed. Such time as Hormifda after five yeares rule (ten fome fay 5 
others fix 5) was flaine by Omar the 2 Calyph after Mahomet: at which 
rime vi%. Anno 640: and of the world 4610. and from the yeare of the 
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Per f m c!> n- Hegira 20. by whofe fall, Perfta after fo long glory fees in an Ecliptique 
qkeredby cloud,and is fettered and forced under the iron yoak ofSarac'enie bondage. 

the Arabi - Mahomet (whofe life and afts I have already fpoken of) was borne in 

mu. Arabiapetrea, AnM r Dpm*574-'ia the yeare 620 was baniflic Mecca : and in 

the yeare 637- May 3 and at the age of <53 dyed, and was buried in Medina 
( Mrenichtates formerly) now call’d Tal-nahi.ue, the'Citie of Gods Pro¬ 
phet. From him to Abbasl intend to ramie over curfarily: and to rejett all 
circumftances. 

To Mahomet fucceeded Ehubokar^ AbdallaEubechar fome name him. In 
fhe great Clymaftick yeare he alCo dyed ; fufpedled to be poyfoned: he fat 
as Ring of Per fid and Caliph , but two yeares. Omar fucceeded him. Hee is 
called Howmar and Homer . and was fonne to Rattah-F aruques , a wealthy 
Merchant. - Ally the Perfian and fonne in law to Mahomet , was by this reft- 
leif^ Ralypb not a little perfected in his quarell: heefaekt Bajhra an Ara¬ 
bian Cirie 3 wall’d by Mttjlyn 5 and as an over-flowing current, ruiht as farre 
as Gabata, monftronfly tyrannizing in Syria and JEgipt ; after that heeru- 
ines V a lefline and Iberia^ and as an unluckie comet blazes in Ajjyria , where 
he full gorg’d his furie. At Bagdat hee intends to meditate, but commands 
MavitoCack Damafcut t and encourages other his grand Captaines to doe 
their beftto propagate th^ Alcoran in all Nations. Rnjfan begvjiih 15000 
horfe enters but at the fiegeof Efcair-Mecron is flame: and in the 

Armie Mofes firoam’d Apar governed. This wild Arab forced the Cicie, 
and made Ahamiz , Sabnr y Arcfyin, Cewreftan, laarorm , and Laar become 
Mahometans, and to enroll themfelves Omars Tributaries. Hahn-obsd * hen- 
Mafudb alfo with 13000 horfe fubje&ed Iraet^ wall’d Raflac^ and of a 
poore Towne made it a brave Ci tie, but new-named it Kufa or Kalnfa o - 
pkrat , fince then the place of Coronation for the Kingsof Verfa ; J cis 40 
miles from Babylon , and conjoynes Mofqited-Ally the buriall place of Mor- 
tis-AlIyS 1 ' Ring, and Prophet to the Perfians. 

HabU’Obcd next yeare fubdued Waft upon Dig lat ■ a Towne agrandiz’d 
by a bdal Meleq Anno Dow.70 5 Jiejg&i •Elfseer h e alfo attempted^but in c he 
* triall loft 50t?o men, Obed was flaine and the Saracens rooted. Omar reani¬ 

mates his men, and perfwades them that the Elfherians overcame them by 
Arc Magique : jvhich alfo hee knew how.to praftife. They hope the befi: 
and returne to El-jfyeyr, under the conduft of Stet-Ben- Abi Vakgz 7 who had 
fuch luck through Omars skill, thztElffteyr was forced to feele his tortures. 
At Ekadifa (a frontier Towne) he flew 25000 Perflans, and at Galttla, 
Spa-hawi, and re^atfevexall times ma deTezdgirdfiy • who had no com¬ 
fort left him, when he beheld how fortunatly 0«whimfeIfe fubjefred C u ~ 
Jtjlaitj FareyCarman^ and Iraacl^ } and in Maqueroos, Iaarooh , VEdgan^Vea- 
cow. Ear , shyraZs and Moyooa } had made all men there fweare themfelves 
true Muifulmen. Tefdgird dyes, and Hormifda labours to re pell the Sara¬ 
cens- but in vaine: an uncontroulable Decree ha lined this longflavery and 
change of Per fir. 15 000 men with himfelfe hee facriflc’d as a far well ende- 
vour to his Country. Omar alfo fix moneths after this battell was flaine 
trecheroufly by a varlet $ and in the Ale aba in Mecca neere to Ebuhocarbu 4 
ried. Otmatt (in defpight of Ally) fucceeded him. Omar fat Ralyph twelve 
yeares 5 this man ten, and foufc months in the Pohtificacie. By Hncba his 
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field Marfhall he fubdued divers parts of Afriqnc fan. NumydiajMauritama^ 
lybia, and as far as Carthage, Mavi, Sultan of Damafco, alio over-ran Syria, 
JEglpt, and in a iooo Gallyfoifts cransfer’d fuch 3 fwarme of Saracens irro 
Cyprus-> that upon their entry they feemed enough to cover it: there they 
fackt Conpantia (or ctraunia , a City built by Cyrus) and thence fell upon 
the Rhodes, where they perpetrated all poffible villany : k amongft other 
fpoylesthey dimolifhtthat Coloflus which was built by Chares of Lyndas t 
fcholler to Lyjtppus in is yeeres, It was so cubits high, the thomb as big as 
a large man, the leggs flood on either fide the river, fo wide and fpatious, 
that thereunder might fayle a large veflell: in the one hand it held a ja¬ 
velin,which it raifed to the Eaft: on its breaft was a mirror, wherein thole 
that dwelt far within the lie might defery Ships fay ling ata great diftance. 

This wonder of the world,and which coft 300 Talents,Maw fold to Emifa 
fa a Jew for 200 pounds fterlin; who with the braffe of it Ioded away 950 
Came Us. Id that Tie he alfo defaced 100 other Colofles,and of coftly Mo¬ 
numents 73000. During this, Heraclm dyed, Amo Domini <540, after 30 
yeeres rule, and in’s place Herachconpantinus fucceeded, who in they 
month of his Empire was poyfoned by Martina his ftep- Djme, and Hera- 
diona* herfonne advanced :buc were forthwith both of them exiled by 
the people, their nofes and tongues cut out; and Coupons laluted Empe- 
rourin his place. 

Ofman by this time had finxflat his Paraphrafe upon the Alcoran, and di- 
gefted it incp 7 fmall books, fubdivided into 114 chapters. It hapned that 
by fome chance or other he loft a Ring of gold which Mahomet left him a 
and which was to difeend to every fucceediog Calyph^no palnes, no mi- 
gick could recover it: he concealesthe Ioffe, and made one offilver, em- 
bowelling a Motto or Symbol, to this purpofe^ O Pertinacity 0 Pceniten- 
tes : from which patterns, all Mahometans to this day weare their Rings 
of filver.

The family of Mortis-Ally or Bert- Abbas in this man begun agen to rule 
the Scepter ofFerjca.'An.Dom.y^o.Hig. 1 ^o.Ahiballaa while oppofed Saint 
AKrmiUiJmi in vain, Afmnfli at Cufe was made Ring and cbalyph of ?erfia„ 
This man reviv'd Mntars tenents to the honour of Ally and difgrace of the 
three fucceffours of Mahomet: againe revived by Siet Gmet of Ardavdl, 
as hereafter may be fpoken of. 

Saint Azmulli being deadjhis fonne Salyn is fainted King. In three yeares 
he alfo dyed, St Abu r becr (call'd Bngiafer St Almanfor) followed him in his 
royalties.^# ?ySkf/rg. J38 he repaired Bagdat, Mahadi-^bibala lucceeded 
him, by fome call'd Negmedden-Phidnl<^ 4 Uy ; to whom, Mofis or Eladi- 
tsirzAy father of that Amantmlm the French men prate (o much of. In his 
time wz» 798 Charkmaigne flourifhed, and this our Ifie altered its name 
from Brit tame to England. ’Twixt this lAtnarnmlut (or Aaron Ring of 
Terjid) and the Chriftian Emperour Charles was great friendship: Ambafia- 
dours and Prefen cs were fent from either of them: of which, read Mgin-> 
ardst his Secretaire. This Aaron is thought to have dyed a Chriftian. In 
his time many frantick Schoflcrs in the fight ofthoufands of mea, threat- 
ned to file, but in the tryall from one rock to another dyed miferabiy. 
Aaron after 23 yeares dyed, and Mahomet his fonne reigned after him five 
yeares: Abdaila after him$ who when hee had raged againft the Chri- 
ftians, and troubled the Hands in the medicerran Seas., dyed: and was (uc- 
ceededby Mull a- Caron, who alfo vexc the Chriftians, diftuFb’d Italy, and 
dared ito/»«. 4 k but he alfo fuddenly vanifhed and was fucceeded by thefe Ka- 
lyphsi Vvacecl^AhnotoJAontaccr,Abbas,Mufleadzem, (in whofe timehap- 
oed rhe greateft Earthquake ever felt in Ajta) Alrntez, Mo8adi*Bila, Anns 
s7j .Heg. 355, Almet-Mamed, MutaZed,Mo 3 afi-Byla, Mottatkr, Elhakgr, Rat- 
Jha,Ra zi - bilaJAn 8acfi, Moriah,Toy aha, Kadcrkamct,and Mahomet-El- takgrt 
h e, Gods fervantpn whom ended the Chalyphs of the Arabique or Perfian 
Pedegree. For then *Mn. 1050 Heg, 410 came in the Turquemen led by 
Tasgrolipix, fir ft call'd into Perjia by Mahomet the then Sultan to affifthim 
againft the Babilonians: but (after he had freed him from that danger) de¬ 
fires leave to goe into Armenia to vific his kindred lately (bated therej and 
is denied: an unkindneffeof fiich force that CMahomtt ere he could ap* 
peafe the enraged Turk, was forced to diveft both life and Ringdome. In 
him the family of Saint vdfmaUye clipfedjtill sha-Jfmaeldifpeld cheinter- 
pofing cloud, and refufeitated the glory of his Anceftrie. .The Boyiaran 
Kin gs who begun Anns f leg. 319, and ended Anno Heg. 480. In the Iacha- 
fin they are chronicled and at shyras I have alreadie fpoken concerning 
them. 

The fucce(Tor of Tangnlipix was Ottoman fon ofUrtrognh\xt Oguzian, 
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who in theyeare i3cx)H?,g.6So. layd the foundation ofthe Turkifh Em- 
Tbe Turfs pfte in Europe and rift a : the Salghocian (of the fame extraction) comman- 
and Tartars fled Per fa agrandiz’dby Togrubbeg, fonneof MkhaeljtpnneoiSalgbucm , 
conquer Per ~ f oflne 0 f Diddcus a Turq’nnan. Togrulbtg (fome fay) was flaifie by rreafon: 
fa. hls f UC c dlo ur was Pharu^g-zed , Met fads fonne ; flaine by Ola-ben-Mfolan 

Prince of Gafnebtn: to him followed Ebram-ben-Mafudj whofe fonne Ma~ 
f/i married the daughter oi'Mdet-fia, King of Turf pa. Mafted from Co¬ 
ro fan entred Perfa with a great Armband neere to Tabryz flew /)lmo(ia r - 
flred-bila-Caliph , and in another fight Rapd-byla his fonne at Hifyahawn. 
To Mafudlti Gafnehenfticcetded sba-Mfolan^ flaine by Bakaren-fa his bro¬ 
ther, -iff. Beg. 49 9;to whom followed his fonne Cofrhao ; who after he had 
forraged India dyed A.H.54.0: and in him took end,the Sabutaqoe family. 

In thofe times aS Kaliphs of Babylon and part of Perfa, were Ghaladud- 
daulj whofe fevenrhfucceflour Muped-zm was-flaine by Cingu Chan An. 
Heg 580; Almopnfor bila Man for in his place governed Caldea and Perfa. 
Of 1thofe Tartars I have formerly fpoken. Defcend wee therefore to the 
yeare of our Lord 1415 Heg. ypy.fuch time as chara Mabumed the Turk 
re-entred Perfa. Hee ruled three yeares and left Kara-IJfuph to fucceed 
him; who alto after three yeares dyed at casbyn , and left fix fonnes, viz. 
Pir-buda eawti, Scander-ffiirza , Ioon-jha , sha-Mahomet, Abwzedda , and Mir- 
fa-Abfitii all which dyed untimely by envie,and oneanothers emulation. 
Of thofe fevenpon-fljdwas Island he alfo flaine with Acen-Ally his fonne 
by Acem-beg: at that time the family of theGufpan Caraculnoi black- 
{heep ended,and the Gufpan Ac or lu or white-fheep took beginning. The 
firfl: were Turks; the laft, Armenians. 

Acent beg (otherwife call’d Vfan-Caffn) conquerd Perfa An.Dom. I470. 
The Arms- Heg. Sj o.he fnb/e&ed Hyracfrabyn, Aderbayon^KaboncaraJAofendrampCar- 
mans fab- maKj. md C n fift dH: an ^ after eight yeares command dyed at Kazbyn in Sher~ 
due iu van.fr. was folemnly buried.He left behind him feven fans • Ogorlu.Snltan- 
Kalyl, Iacob-mirza,, Iojias , Tjfkfy Maczud } and Zenal-beg. Ogorht was) poy~ 
foned ; Kalyl was flaine by Maczu i-beg : loftas md SynaB were flaine in the 
Turqnifh warres. Jacob was murthered by a Whore at Tattriz : and Tffttf 
dyed ofan Impoftume. The feven fonnes of Vfan Caffan being all dead, 
the Empire defc ended upon Baifangor,Jacobs fonne : hee wasdepofed by 
Rufan-beg fonne to Muczud beg. Next yeare Baifangor return’d with 
many of his Armenian friends, but in the way dyed. Ruflan that yeare 
was dethroned by Hagrnet beg fonne of Ogorht - and he by Kaam beg and 
Hayb-Sultan , two powerful! rebells» who alfo by Ah an- beg were flaine, 
and in Spah awn al l of them buried. Ahan-beg , Baifangor a brother after 
he had ruled Perfa five yeares. An. Heg. 8'; 8, was vanqoifhed by ifmael his 
Aunts fonne; and two yeares after, Moradwas flaine at Spah awn. In him 
ended the race of white fheep, who xindcc Acem-beg had conquered Perfa. 
In Ifmatl revived Saint Azmully and Moriis-Att/s glory; whofe fucceflbrs 
at this day rule Perfa. I will very briefly touch fome pad ages of their 
Reigne-.that I may haften to our ocher Tray ells. 

Ifmael Cim&mtd Sophy was inverted Monarch of Perfa An.Dom ryoo, 
Hsg.88o.He drew his pedegree from Mortis- AUy King of Perfia^Amo Dorn. 
7 so Heg. 130. la a defeentof 35 Princes, fome of them are thus named. 
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Ahi-Talcb had Mortis- Ally y Father cdOctmfaxhtt of MahometMahadynfaom 
whom Mutarfaiiaz ^AjmttUy&nd Salyn defcended : to them, thefe • Shec- 
Sophy-Eddin-Tfaac\ roamed ('from his learning and piety) Cntb'el-eulya y 
to whom in order are thefe, Shcc-Mofes y or Mizra-Sedrjddm y shec-AUy- 
shec-Ebrahym, Sut-G»mi y Shec (or Ski) Aydar , arid shaw-lfmael: Whofe 
Tide to the Crowne was this. Shec-Sofy fnch time as Tamberlane returned 
from his Turquifh Conquefts, this Shec was of that holinefle and fame that 
that great Monarch vouchfaf’t not only to vifit him at Ardarned y but alfo 
to expreffe his beft affeftions. Hee made no ocher life of the Tartars Fa¬ 
vour lave to beg the lives of many thoufands of miferable Perfians, whom 
by Hoharo-Mirfas folly, Tamber lam had markt out for death. That aft ad¬ 
ded inhnitly to the Santos credit. TamberUne dyed Anno 1407. Beg, 787, 
and is buried at Anzar in {athay*. The Perffan Saint lived but three yeares 
after him: of whom I may fay, as B orace did of another.

SyetGuaet his forme, by the excellent report his Syre had hononredhim 
with, not only inheriting his fathers repuce,bat Co popularly beloved,that 
hefuddenly hatches the ambitious thoughts how to difpoffeife Toon-Sha of 
the- Empire* Hee attempts it divers wayes, but finds none fo fure as by 
making a Schifme in their Religion: he therefore diftates a new Cttrrawn y 
Wherein he villified Sc accurft the three fucceffours to Mahomet,and, magni¬ 
fied Mortis Ally: adding this,That he was lineally fro him defcended. loon- 
Sha efpies his drift and feeks t chill him: But he (doubting no Ieffe)avoyd* 
itjaad flies into Armenia j where Vfan Caffan entertained him with allfefpeft 
poffible; and to make it more apparant beftowes his daughter Martha(Ka- 
daijon Katun thePerfians call her,begot upon Dejfyua daughter Vo Calo-lo 
aswe/Emperour of Trepifond) upon Aydar his ton: by whom he had two 
fonnes, AUy-Sha firnamed Sulyman , and shalfmad. Afty was flalne in the 
Cradle by Prince lacup their Uncle, Vfa» Cajjans fonne. But ifmaelionnd 
mercie from Rufian Amanjbr fent to murther him : and who lived to re¬ 
venge his fathers and brothers death upon him. Aydar in the Annalls of 
Ter pa is faid to have fubjefted Tnbizond , Sc to have fat as Emperour eight 
moneths^conquerd afterwards by Mahomet the firft Turquifh Emperour. 

Upon FfanCaJfa/is conqueft of Per/a, he alfo recovered his Barony of Ar- 
daveel: but (by the treacherie of lacup) at his befieging Tabriz^ was flame 
by Pharuc-Ijfur the then Viceroy of Suit any and Tabriztan. 

I have told you how Tfmael in revenge of his Fathers murther, and to ThePtrfiam 
make good his claime from Ally y in two battells (wherein hee vanquifht recover their 
Alvan and AiiWKings of perjra) made himfelfe Monarch of that Empire, liberty. 

For upon his flight into Arzenion he was fo welcommed, that in memorie 
of his Grandfires kindnefTe ro them (when hee begd their lives ofTamber- 
lane) they all rofe in his defence: namely thofe great Tribes, the Auxar - 
ehiarS) Rowlvj SttfialzEJiayalu^ Kayridac, Verfabli^ Sbamln , 2 ulcaderht^&c, 
by whofe help hee flew Pharucljfup , conquerd shervan\ at Tabryz beat 
Aha**,and in himfelfe eftablifhc the Empire. In memory of which, and the 
other hee gave Morod thatyeere neere Shyraz^ hee inftituted an order of 
Coofel-baftds- y in them both memorizing his difeentfrom Mahadyti 12 fonne 
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the Turk fquints at ifaatls gceacnefTe,. having formerly in hfc 
appetite devouredBut fuchwas,^^*/Vbigb courage &vcrtae,thac 
be not only. refjftedche utmqft famplB^ah but alfo made the Tar¬ 
tars and Indians embleatbisfortnnc, , : The Perfiaos honoured.him, the 
Armenian*, loyqd, him, but the Jewes. deified and allured him hee waa 
the Mqflias ; they fo long wayted.fot * But, lfaaeh feverity towards them 
upon that hlafphemie, made them quickly recant, and? rather chink him a 
Cecond ¥$&**• Ercl gpc further, let mecfpcakea vordof hi* firname

■ ifoud at his Coronation proclaim'd himfelfe King of PerJZtby Dame of 
FMrSbaw-jfiffatl-Sfyhy.W hence that word Sophy was borrowed, is much 
controverted. Whether it be from the Armenian idiom,fignifying wool], 
of which the Shafibesare made that enoblcd iris new.order. Whether the 
name was from Sophy his Gcandfire, or from the Greek word Sophos im- 
pofed upon Ay Jar at his conqneft o£Trepizo»Jby the Greeks there, I know 
not.

Next fotnmer he went into D'arbeg againft the Turks, whofo footre as 
they had heard of Xfmaeli doings in Tartary entred BdgJat and dxpreft 
their utmoftvUlanie there if calling them Raffadins or Sefaifiaatlcks, ami 
cutting off the nofes aud thumbs of many hundred Peril ana. Iq ; their re¬ 
venge ifmad affronts them with joooo horfe, and in defpight of what Ga¬ 
ng) zndAtij-Bafharo could do a upon the bancks of Tjght he gave the Turks 
an overchow j and that yeere feconds it by another he-gave the*Beglcrt)e J g 
of Anatolia: whereat Bajauth ftormes, hut Ijwasf to exafpCrat c him took 
a Swine into his Court, and names it Bajazeth; madding the Grand* Senior 
and his Ambaffador, but joying the Perfians* to fee the excellent courage 
of their Emperour. At this time alfo, TehgUes, a favorite to Ijmaeft hither 
A) Jar, to propagate the Reformation leads aoooo men into Trepifond^hX- 
ther the Armenians flocktin fach abundance, that that Sytt entred Tntqtty 
with 200000 men, as farreas Ic&nium in Ljcaomia$ where heevanqtiiifet 
Mahomet and Orcan the 2 youthful] Nephews of Bejdzeth : Carogozesikc 
BafTaof Aft* alfo he criumpht over 5 fackt Cntay, and in theplainesof Art- 
dr* put to flight Ally-Bajja and his innumetable company, j yea had tfmad 
taken the advantage to have backt him,he bad prov’d mozheiTOmberlain: 
but wanting his countenance and other neceffaries, Xonufes R^feneeretO 
Anti.Taurut conquered him: and which was no lefle milerable - that fa¬ 
mous Captain doing fomc violence to a Carravan he met with by the way,, 
Is at this entring Casbyn apprehended, and by Ifmaelt command burned. 
Anno Domini 15 n, Heg. S91. ifmad recovered Bagdat, Bdrrkjeck-beg the 
Sultan betraying it and opening a pofterne where*through the Perfians 
entred, Mahomet Baffa being forced to flie to fave his life. That yeere hee 
entertained lamina (the Portugal! Agenr)at Caftan^ who was led into the 
Army by MirzaAbaeaca the field Martha!!: the which Lmtm reported tt> 
Atbuqutrq 3 tbax ijmoel had 35 0000 Pavillions pitcht there, and in the field 
1 joooo men. That yeere Bajazatb was'poyfonned by a jew, and in fafit 
place Selym hi$ younger fon,made Emperor of Tvrqnj. That yeere, Morad 
fonne to Sultan Ac mot, Bajazetks eldeft fbnnc,fted to Jfmael for ftfety; 
and Aladyn his brother,to campfonGanrva Sultan of v where both 
were welcomed. Selym prepares to fetch them thence: but Ifmde/ irri¬ 
tates his vexation s and in courages Morad with ioOoo horfe fpromifing 
t'ofecond him by Vftrefoglan with 20000 more) to forrage Tnrquyi ac¬ 
cordingly Morad pait through Armenia the ]riTe s and in Cappadocia fbewed 
himfelfe an adveriarie. 0 eftdmta with great forces oppofes him r who 
upon notice of his Uncles approach,fell back to if ref, and both of them 
to Anti-Tour at, where Aladuies quietly fuffered him to paffe the Moon- 
taines into Amenia^hlthcT they knew ere-long the Grand-Senior would 
hunt after them. Selym command* his whole forces to follow him ijitd 
PerJ?j : Chendemvt for difwading him is flaine •, bat by Bbrahim Bdffa s ad¬ 
vice after loog march into Armenia, be gotj where in the Galdcran plains 
was ftught Vwixt the Turk and Perfian a moft memorable batcell: IJmaet 
with aoooo Perfians for 16 houres maintaining the fight with Stlymvi and 
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300000 Turks; and where (if the Turquifh Artillery bad not disordered 
and affrighted the Perfian hoife) the Perfian had glorioufly triumphed : 
but as it was, for one Perfian ten Turks were Caine; and neither of 
them obtained conqueft : the horror of it fueh, that the Turkifti An¬ 
nuls call that dayes fight. The day of Doom. Anno Lomini 1515. Beg, 
S95 Selym returnd with new forces into Armenia, but bytbe way ftrangled 
Aladmks the Mountaaous King: ifmael leaves Synal-beg to purfue his con¬ 
queft of Mofendram , and with 30000 horfe, attended Selym zt Tabriz,.’ 
but St '1%* diverts his firft thoughts,and at an unexpefted houre enters 
Mgjpi and by the daughter of the Sultan Campfon (betrayed by Cater- 
beg Sultan of Aleppo) conquered it, and gave end to that order o f Mama- 
hecks which from Sultan Saladym who lived An. Heg. 6% o. had continued 
to An. Heg. 896, with much fame and excellence : Tomambeym fought to 
have reftored it, but Selym made his life the price of ir. 

Anno Domini 1514. Heg. 894. sha-Tamas was borne, who fucceeded 
ifoael in the Empire 5 in j yeeres after,he had alfo Htl can>» 9 Som-Mtrza^ 
and Bacram-cawn »* fame call them, Elias y sormza, aad Barhon-carm. An. 
Dom. 1520- Selym the Turkifli Emperour dyed,and was fiicceeded by Soly- 
man- zAnao Domini i^i^.Heg. 96 J. Ifmael alfo dyedjin the 40 ofhis age, 
and ofhis reigue, 20 yeeres, 

ifmael *a foure foones did what they could to mine the Empire, by one 
anothers mine : Hrhcatrn efpedally: who to effeft it,fyded with the Tur- 
kifh Emperour. ykmbegalCo (who had married. their filler) laboured ic. 
But albeit Solymandid his beft by his owne forces and by their treafons, 
yet fuch was his ill luck, that (excepting Babylon and Tahyz) they got no¬ 
thing but fad experience : for Tamos uyoa notice of the Turkifh entry, 
leaves Kezien BaJfazndCorafan (which he then had befeiged) and hafts to 
Cashjn : the Turks fo foone as they had rifled Tabryz, retreat; bur are fo 
aflajled in the rear by Delementhesy ftill as they marched, that they could 
cot prevent the lofle of 40 Cannon, 3 Sanfacks, Soo Janifaries,and of 
Afaps or common men above 20000 : avkftorie fo plaufible,th3t ro this 
day upon the 3 and 10 of Ardabehifh or October, tis with many fignalls 
of joy folemmzed: 4 yeeres after, as Morodhid done to ifmael , fo Bajazet 
SolymansConne fled to Tamos-, to favehisUfe,willing to part with his hopes 
of a Monarchy this rebellions and injuries to his father and brorherhad 
beene many and notable : fo as Hagan Bajfa comes to Casbyn i and upon 
affuringTrfWrfr that Bajazet h came purpofelyto kill him, that infortunate 
Prince was by that old villaine ftrangled, and his 4 fonnes alfo , Homer ? 
HoradjSdymus^ and Mahomet. Solyman next yeere enters Verjia with 
150000 men. Tamos affrighted with their great ordnance, hyres 5000 
Portugalls from Qrmus and Indy a ^ who brought 20 Cud non along with 
them, and by whofe helps the Turks were vanquifhed. That yeere Tamos 
entred the Ouz- begs country and returned victorious: andnext into Cabuk 
whence he thought to have gone to Lahore ;but upon newesthat Mnfiapha 
(Selywans eldeft fonne and brother to Bajaz*th y htcly at Cosby* ftrangled) 
was fled from his Father to him from fuccour, he returnes and welcomes 
tiim, willing any way to agrandize difeord amonft the ottomans. Solyman 
in perfon with SccOomen followes him; in every place hee came that lo¬ 
ved 
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red the Perfian, perpetrating all fort of favage cruelty. Ac Erez, Tamos 
fought with Solyman, bat with worfe fuccefle than formerly neere Eagdat: 
for iooo Perfians were flame,and 20000 Turks; but by their numbei3 the 
Perfians were forced to leave the field; which when Muftaphat aw, hee 
fled to his father and befeeches (for Roxalana his Mothers faite^ par¬ 
don : but it would not be, his Father forthwith made him to be 

flraogied. ' , , 

Anno Domini 1576. Heg. 956 . King Tamos dyed at cazbyn, aged 68 ; ha¬ 
ving reigned $0 yeeres; and left his eldeft fonne Mahomet to fucceed 
him: bee had in all, iz fonnes and 3 daughters ; Maomet, ifmatl , Aydar, 
Snlyman. Emangoly , Morad, Mnflapha^ ASy, Homed* Ehrahim y Hamze, and 
Izma conn. Jfmatl during his flay at Cohac complots with VerUXonconna 
and Sabamalcan ; by whofe help hee ftrangled Aydar* and beheaded 8 o- 
therof bis brethren : hopefull alfo to meet with Mahomet: who being 
fled to Georgia finds fuch friends that ere long he returned with 12000 
horfe.Curds and Ceorgians;by whofe fervice, and the valour of Leyenthy- 
beg-hc arrives at spahawn-. whcte he had newes of Jjmacls death. Hum in his 
bed by Teriaconconna and 4 SultanSj who entred habited h.-^e women, An t 
Dom. 1577-The fame yeerethat Jjmael was thus flam, Veria-Cewcomdwas 
alfo made away by Salmas-Mirza, at the command of Mahomet. ■ 

Mahomet (call’d codobandaby the Turks; had many fonnes: Ifmael, 
MuflaphaMir-can y Guy net, Sophy, & 0. ijmatl was familht to deat h at cay- 
kahe Qiftle neere Tabriz^ by meanes of MaJJombeg the favorite : the reft 
of his fonnes dy ed un dm e ly. He had a lfo 3 fon n es begot of loon- Coma 
Piinceflc of Hert and Ccraffan: Emyr-Hamze mifza, Sultan Aydar and 
KAlbhas. Emyr-hamze-mirza , was the moft famous, active, and ;i beioved 
Prince that ever to thisday lived in Perjta. When he commanded , they 
thought nothingimpoffible : the Turks, the Indyan, the Arab, and Tartar 
feared him; with 4 oo°o horfe hee vanquilht 200000 Turks neere Vjn, 
and cleared Armenia oi chofc Locufts, After that, with joooo Perfians 
and Ouzbeghians hee over-threw them at Erez, and obceyned a moft 
glorious viaory. Two yeeres after, Anno Domini 1$ to-Meg. 960 at 
Baedat he beat the Turks 3 at that rime of Perfians being flame 10000 
but of Turks 70000. Next yeere,he oppofedthe Tartar neere to Sumachy 
and flew 20000 of their men: and that fame month of the Turks led by 
MufiaphaEaffa 100000 :but with Ioffe of above 40000 of his owneraen. 
AnJJom xf U - H '& 9 « 4 - againe.he flew above aooooTurks: 

and wkh'his own hands flew the Sultan of Caramt .the Generali; the 
Baflia 0frrrfW 3 and 5 Saozacks. At the mining fprmfohe 

alfo beat ofinan the Balha (who dyed to think of it)and (lew above a 3000 
other Turks. At Tephlk he vanquifht Sycala the famous Baflia, and fie w 
,0000 of Mi Turks 1 the Prince Iofing 9000 Perfians: hut by that viftory 
regained Tahriz-.Babjfon, and all other tucb places as KingTeiwr had Anno 
Domini im.m 917, loft to sohmn. Next yeere he took Dorient from 
the Turk, and neere to Tepllp with aoooo horfe, fcatrered and flew 
80000 Turks :fo fflfesll to Amnratb, that rather than fee his face Mnfla- 
pha by voluntary poyfon at the age of 78 gave up the ghoft and 
renouned Eunuch refolv’d to beg rather than to fee Ferfa agame. Bup 
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Synon Baffle was fo pufc up with his late conquefts (at Cyprus, Malta , and 
<£gypt)zhat he threatens his payment; and to that end wich 100000 men 
he eatted Georgia, fackt Tephlyt , and in shervan did many mifchiefes: bue 
plague and famine purfuing him, the Prince of Perfta ere the Tartar could 
joyne with Synon bad him batcell at carfe in the Turq’men confines and 
beat him,but two dayes after loft 5000 men more,and was forced back to 
Trepizond.- But at length, what enemies abroad could not effeft, at home 
his brother Abbas perpetrated by ppyfon: infomuch as in the vigor of his 
age, and hopes of further conqueft,this gallant Prince goes down not aged 
3 o^andoffuch force with purblind Mahomet, that in few dayes after hee 
expired : An. Dorn. 1585 .Heg. 965.after8 yeeresreign e,andat ArJaveelby 
his father was lome part buried. 

Abbas bad much adoe to quiet the diftempef of the Perfians; fuch hate 
they bore him for his cruelty. At Casbyn hee found moft welcome .* they 
had confidered the other two were irrevocable, & that it concernedthem 
to have fome expert man to defend them from the Turk, who aim oft eve¬ 
ry day from Tabriz, affronted them. Spahaven indeed paid deere/y for her 
rebellion. The firft yes re of his reigoe Amuratb the Turkifh Emperour 
Pent his Ambaffaa'or to Abbas , to command him (If he de fired peace) to 
fend him his fonne ifmael as a hoftage: the Ambaffador had better have 
flayed at home, for albeit hee efcaped with his life, yet hee was rnife- 
rably baftinadoed. Enraged by that melTage hee befieged Tabriz, and 
eafily forced the Turks thence, as alfo one of Van and all Armenia two 
yeeres after he beat them out of Balforac and Bagdat ; yea made Dyatbee 
and laziry too hot for them. By Curchiki-can he fubdued Ghey-lan \ by Ta- 
mas-coolibeg, Mozendram 5 by Ferret-chan , Candahar\ and by LoUa-beg 
and Emangloy-cawn,Larr , Cttjijian, carman, Macron, and part of Tazireyot 
Arabia : yea to this laft over-throw ar Babylon, he gave fucceffively to Ma~ 
hornet 3, Acmat, Ofman, Muftapha , and Amuratb , all of them Grand Seig¬ 
niors, above 20 other fevcrall over-throwes; moft of which the Turks 
conceale,and chcnceitis that we have them not recorded in our Turkifh 
Hiftories. 

About this time, Abbas became foraged againft the Georgians: and up¬ 
on this occafion. * * 

Scantier, lake Ring of Georgia (a Countrey confyning palus Meet# 
ewixt theEuxin and Cafpian feas) by a Sarcafhhn Lady had 3 hopeful! 
tonnes5 Scander-eaten, Thre-beg, and ConjiandeS : all borne ChriftLins ; 
but for preferment the two laft named became Bofarmen of circumcifed 
Tbn-beg ferv'd the Turk; ConftandeU, the Perfian. Conftandell was natul 
rally deforned, but of fuch an aftivc fpirit, that his bodily imperfections 
were not noted: yet his hatefull ambition rendred him more than mon- 
ftrons. It hapned that Abbas vowed fome revenge upon the Turk ■ and 
to that end gave order to Atiy-catw to trouble them. per¬ 

ceives the occafioo right to attempt his hellifh refclutions, and therefore 
after long fiuit got to be joyned ioCom million with the Perfian Generali. 
Thrcmgh Georgia they go: where ConjiandeS under a pretext of Duty vi- 
fits his fad Parents, who (upon his proteft that his Apoftafy was counter¬ 
feit) joy fully welcomed him: but forgetting that., an d all other tyes of 
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Nature, next night at a fojpmn banquet caus’d them to be murdered : and 
till the Georgians faiutea him by the name of King, perpetrated all forts 
of villanies poffible, But how fecure ’ foerc hee Hood in his owed fm cie, 
the dreadful! Juftice of an impartiall God retaliated him :the reft of his 
life proving to this hellifh Affaffiuate infinity miferable; for fir ft, neere 
Sttmachan , Cycalas fonne the Turkifh Generali 3 wounded him in the 
arme 3 and by that forfeited theviftory to the Perflan. That fame night 
he was alfoafiaolred in his tent by his inraged Country-men; who in his 
place, (ferae the firft alar me he efcaped)' cut a Catamite in peeces, his ac- 
curfed bed-fellow : and albeit hee fofarre exafperated the Perfianto re¬ 
venge, that hebroughtthe whole Army into Georgia , refolving thereto 
aft unparellel’d tragedies; yet was heeover-reachtiu his ftratagems:for 
upon parlee with the Queen (his late brothers wife) he was fhot to death, 
at a private fignall given by that Amazon to fome Mulqueteers, ambulhed 
of pllrpofe ’twixt both the Armies. A juft punifhment lor filch a viper. 

For can there be a punijbmcttt more fit —-Ncc enim lex juft tor uih cjf 

Than he fiould die , that firfi invented it * Bccis ar:ificis . artc i’ erirc 

But \-Abboi (glad of all advantages to fpoyle and conquer) takes the 
affront as done in his defpighr, in that QonfiandeU was his fuhjeft and a Ma¬ 
hometan ; and therefore ftudies their deftruftion : but Inch good reafons 
ASy-catm gave him to the contrary, that hee alters his firft intents, and 
feekes by conferring hisbeft love upon young Temsrisk their Infant King 
to oblige their afFeftion : and accordingly returned him into Georgia roy¬ 
ally attended, yeamade him bee crowned King in Georgia , with all cere¬ 
mony requirable. But long thefe Halcyon dayes endured nOt; for the 
Grand Seniors Amhaffadorat Spahatcn laboured by all wayes how to ope¬ 
rate this their Union; St by deceit effefted it:Firft wifpering in Temerisks. 
eares that Abbas hated him; and then made Abbas beleeve chat Tcmeriskwzs 
an undoubted creature of the Grand Seniors: fo that (upon Temtrishy 
deniall to come to Abbas f he enters Georgia with 30000 h orfe, where Lol- 
la-begy at his Mafters command, made fire and fword equally tyrannical!. 
yemeriskyi2& forced to the Turk,from whom he got fueh forces, that hee 
re-entred Georgia^ and flew the Perfique Garrifons, yea forraged beyond 
Tephlys into Medya : which fo inraged Abbas that from Mofendram heiffued 
with a greater Army than formerly, and in Georgia made a more terrible 
execution: firing their Churches, houfes, and Mulberry-trees; deftroy- 
ing their fllk-wormes ,and roaflkring young and old, wit hour mercy. But 
fo foone as Abbas was gone, Temerisk^ re-poffeffed hir defolate Coimtrey ; 
and by a ftratagem of Morad-cawns , in lome fort requited the Perfian : 
for MoradX\\.c another Z^rjKfjdeformes his face, flies to Cazbya 3 and is 
welcomed: pretends that Feme-risk had fo mutilated him; and that hee 
refoived to betray him to the Peifian. Abhas beleeves him, and fends iz 
famous Dukes and au Army along with him rbut being upon the Geor¬ 
gian Confines, and knowing that the Perfians were feareleffe of danger 3 
he iffue sat midnight from his owDe quarter upon them with 500 volun¬ 
tary Georgians (whom hee had appointed fliould accidentally proffer 
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7 be fever all Kings &c. 


their fervices) with fuch hideous clamours,that u of thofe Dukes and 700 
mea were flame; the reft fo terribly affrighted, chat they rather chofe to 
dye any other ddath'than hazard any more adventures among!! chofe 
Chriftians. Since which;, Abbas (by meditation of his Cofel-bafhaws, who 
are moft of them Georgians) has firmed a fure friendihip with the Geor¬ 
gians. 

If I Ihould but memorife his feverall viftories again!! the Tartar, Geor¬ 
gian;, Mogull, and Arabian; It would be enough to make a Book volumi¬ 
nous, But I promifed to weave no eircumftances: for if that could have 
beene accepted of, I had hercalfo fpoke his journey and- wanes of Arme¬ 
nia ; and his tragick a&s againft his own children: which in regard I have 
elfewhere glanced at, I have here prerermitted purpofely; this only be re- 
membred : Tfiat sha-Abbas dyed Amo Domini 1628. Heg. t 00s. aged 70, 
having ruled the Perfian Empire43 yeeres; and was buried, part at C#%. 
bynj part at Ardavnl^ in the Chappell where are intombed his famous and 
warlike Progenitors: And albeit in the infancy of his reigne he had beene 
Tyrannical!, yet fuch was the Majefty ofhisafpe<ft,his courage ; policy,wif- 
dcme,8t good fortune in all his wars,that never any Prince before him was 
better beloved, and every way by all Symptoms of Duty and refpeft/nore 
honoured. His Care to admSnifter juftice; his Zeale to Strangers, whom 
he ever much regarded,and gave all fafety and priviledges to; it beeing 
his ufuall phrafe, that Strangers added elpecially to the luftre of his Court, 
more than any Domeftiq’ magnificence; his Labour to increafe Com¬ 
merce with other Nations ; his Ineouragement to Souldiere; his Indul¬ 
gence to Merchants of his owneNation; and in a word, his great K now- 
ledge in Hiftory and Philofophy, not only made him to bee adored by his 
owne,but admired at by Travellers 1 ; elpecially when with him they com¬ 
pared other Emperours and Princes of Ajia 3 who fuck with delight their 
native ignorance : and thence it was that Abbas went to his grave, with 
fuch generall lamentation as made it known chat he was their Father,Pro¬ 
testor, and Empetour. 

In his place was Sha-Soffj ( Abbas his Grand-fonne) faluted King; whole 
fathers death and his broker si have el fe where remembred. 

Of Sba-Seffy I will fay little, lave that fince his being King (albeit very 
young) hee has vanquxllit the Turks 4 times:albeit twice the Grand- 
Seignior was in perfon to fight with him. Many of his Nobles hee has be¬ 
headed : but in thefe things argues his juft difcent from ABy rand is a3 like¬ 
ly as any that reigned before him, to advance the Monarchy of PerJFa ;and 
every way to make it rich, and famous. 

To conclude Perjfc and this fecond Book, give me leave to do it in this

know, howtheir bravadoes, to the Englifh were noway formidab^. 

Hie South point of D a b n L has Artick Elevation 17 deg^j mioats; 
variation Weft, 15 degrees 34 minnts. It once obeye e , 

Diam , but at this day the Lufitanian. ’Tis feated at the foot ofa high,but 
pleafimt mountainei whence, diftills a fweet rivolet,beyon mea lire u e 
foil in thofc torryd Clymats: the Road gives reasonable good Anchor ge. 
The Towne ii felfe is beautifull to fuch as view it atdiftance: the houles 
are low Sc thick,and tarras'c at the top3 fervingbothto lenifiethelcorch- 
ingflames of wanton fbaeton, and to refill: the quick ant u _ 8 

Ujcm's icyles; an old Caftle and a few Temples or Monafteries arc di 
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&e boafts ofjthe Bnzzar or F or am is but ordinarie, the ftreets narrow arc: 
nor is her mart now notable^ Surat and Cambya to the North y Get and 
Calicuth to the South To much eclipfingher 5 that (he condoles with other 
her difconfolace neighbours,and acknowledges a feerecdeftinie& change 
in Townes as well as other temporaries. 

Choiil (in Ptolomyes dayes call'd Comam , if C*ftsldmt gueffe right) 
is fubje& tolikevariede: it i$ removed from the lEqui-noftiall is degrees 
30 minuts North : and was raviflu from die Emperiall Dyadem of Decam 
(or Dccanory ) by Almeyda that ambitious Portugal! iu the yearc of our re¬ 
demption 1507= and in which (to perpetuate bis Conqueft ) hee erefted a 
gallant Fort or Bulwark, 8c planted it with Cannon: a Caftle alfo no lefle 
fortified 5 fo terrible to the Indyans, as they have forborne to make them 
rore, doubting the very clamour may undoe them. The Inhabitants are 
a few melancholy butluftfull Portugalls, andfome peacefull crafty Ban- 
nyans;it affoords naught elfe to be fpoken on in this place. TheExpeditioa 
bearing up ro fpeak with us, both fiiips fell foule (to (peak in Neptnneshn- 
guage ) or thwart one anothers houlfes; by which mifdbance her boie- 
fprit gave our mizzen Ihroudsa churlilh kifle ; but by a happy gale parted 
without farther inconvenience. After five dayes ifayle wee were Na- 
dyr to the Sunne, at chat inftantin our Vertic£ or Zenyth • his decli¬ 
nation then being juft fifteene degrees 5 and weclofe by the Ile’incyrcling 
Goa, a gallant Citie, the Metropole and feat of the Spanifh Viceroy and 
Archbllhop, the Citie I have formerly deferibed r bafte wee therefore to 
ocher places. The wind was favourable a while ; bat ere long becalmed 
whereby the ayre inflam’d, and Sea gave a fieric reflexion; to fweat and 
live like Salamanders was no novel thing with us to fuffer bravely all mu¬ 
tations i Coslum nonanimum , was a verified Motto, and ferv’d in geneAll 
to comfort us. The three and twentieth of April! we got to Mangalore a 
Cine obeying the Mallabar , in whofe road wee found thirty or forty Fri- 
gads of MaUabar men of warre , who durft not infu It upon their numbers 
but choofe ratherto avoyd,and accordingly all together hoift faile cowards 

. 5 one ? ae, y mifearrying, fuffering a while the Tomas her Barge to do- 
mineere ? but after variable ftrife by rowing and augmenting canvafie got 
away, with fome fbotc in her fide, aud many wounded. That fame night 
we came to an anchor in Mount My or <Dclym bay, a Towne and Port ac¬ 
knowledging vaffalage to the Mallabar; wee rode in nine fadoms, not 
above three oeerer the fhore. Gladly wee yrould have landed. but durft: 
not be too prodigall of our beliefq they feemed willing, wee knew them 
racherous ; but feeing wee had difeoverd their villany, they ventur’d 
aboard our fliips, they knew us merdfull: they fill’d theirXanoes with 

greenc Pepptr,C a ravance or Indyan Peafc,Buf- 
ial , Heft, Beans Eggs, and other things, fold us notat very eafie price- 
but(whac principally vext us) alfo made us pay for every tun of water a Rv- 
all or foure ftillmgs foure pence; and though they hand plenty of it viz 
grudg’d exceedingly to (hew us any curtefie in that common dement 
infringing by chat their barbanfme, the law of Nature and Nations: one 
of their owue religion (but more moral!) fhall accufethem.

The Bannyans inthefe parts are as fuperftitious as any other where,and 
arrogate as much vainglorious ceremony in their Funeralls: tranfeending 
in soft and curiofity as theCarcafft differ’d ere-while from others in Efface 
and Quality : the richer fort have redolent gums, or aromatick odours of 
Arabia iucendiated or put to flames, wherein the dead body is laid, in¬ 
volv'd in linnenpnre white. Tweet, and delicate; or in TafFataes of tranf- 
parent finenefle: of all forts of wood theyafFed that called AquiU^ and the 
older kind nam'd Calamha^ or Calambuca^ trees,rare,fweet, and pretious; 
of admirable height and evennefTe, found commonly in the lofty Moun- 
taine of Chamoys in Cochyn-chym ; and which, thefe people fell at eXcef- 
five rates;both in regard the Bannians delight to have it in their Obftquies, 
asthat the Japonians (b much valewit. They imagine no pillow -whol- 
fomer,no thing more efficacious for health, than that to deep upon. They 
cxtreamly hate fuch as have doun or what their heads may (Ink into 5 
both/or tjiatitheats the blood,and pertubs the fancy : you now may view 
your fruits afore you. I will feleft the rareft, and firff prefent a fhorc 
defcripcion : here are faire and/uyey Lemons, Pappacs; Coco's, Bananas* 
or Plaincains, fweet and delicious: the Orenges may tempt a tail, they are orevgesl 
fucculenc and dainty, of fo curious arelHhasafFeftsthe eater beyond mea- 
fure,aod offer the rynd no lefFe pleafantthan the juyce,both which feeme 
to have dulcity Sc acrimony mixt together. The Bannana’s is no IefFe dain¬ 
ty : the tree mounts not high) but fpreads in a moft graceful! pofture;the 
fruit is long,not unlike a Soffage in fhapedn tafl: moft excellent: they ripen Tlantans 
though you crop them immaturely; and from a dark-greene, mellow into 
a flaming yellow: the rynd peeks off very eafily; the fruit put into your 
mouth, difFolves and yeeJds a raoft incomparable relifln the Windfor or 
Pome-crittien are ro it farre inferiour. 

The Jack or Giack growes upon a hyer tree, uneafie ro bee afeended : s 
the Jack for fhew and quantity refembles a Pompeon; without, ’tls a gold iuu ^ 
yellow, commixt with veins 5 within, is foftand tender^ full of golden co- 
loored cloves,each full ofkernells,not unlike a great French Bean, fome- 
what more globous :£ll of them comprife abone or ftone not manduca- 
ble, except being boyld the BufFols eat it: the fruit is foinewhatunplea- 
iantat firft: guft, the heat andrareneffe caufes it: 'tls glutinous and clam¬ 
my in the mouth,but of double benefit in the ftoroack, being reftorative, 
and good for the back ; but of lingular ufe agaiiift that French difeafe, 
they brought from the hoc war res a z Naples ; whither the luftfull Spaniard 
brought it, with his Idol-gold from ravifbc Indy a.

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The Ananas is not inferionr to the Jack in bulk., in round neffe; yet is 
Ananas. t ^ e pi anc or parent it fpung from no way equall: it arifes from no feed 
nor fowing, but from a root like to an Artichoak ; at maturity they (hew 
themfelvei, and affeft not above two foot height, the better and with leffe 
labour to inrich the gatherer : withour,'tis armed with a moyftleffe rynd, 
hard and skalee 5 within, is wholfome and pleafant: and though a little 
feeme to fatiate the appetite, yet experience teaches us the ftomaek co- 
Darojen. vets a 0 d admits an eafie digeftion. The Duroyen fomewhat refem- 

bles the Jack : the ftiape is round, the out-fide bravery no way parellells 
the incrinfique venae: at fir ft opening it gives a fmellnot unlike a rotten 
Onyon,tomaoy feeming odious and offenfive: the meat is whitifli,divided 
into a dozen cells or partitions,fild with ftones as bigas Chez-nuts, white 
and cordial!: in Malacca , and lam they abound, St are worth the inquiring 
after: a fruit, nutritive and dainty i yea, without an hyperbole may well 
Artec *. bee called, an Epitome of all the belt and rareft fruits throughout the O- 

ryent. Arec and Betele allb is here much ufed. The Arecca tree afpires in 
height like to a Csedar, but rather fimulates the Palmeto. It is a fuzzy con¬ 
cave fubftancc, decorated at the very top with plumes, wherein the fruit 
hangs in cluftcrs: ’tis lhaped like a Wall- nut-aud of like bigoeffe • white 
withfn,noteafily penetrated $ has no taftc, fm ell,nor fapor: they n ever eat 
it alone, but wrap it in aleafe of Betel, and chaw it in many feverall mor- 
fclls: fome (as I have noted amoogft the Mohelyans) adde to it a kind of 
Lyme of Oyfter-fhells^all which together, cures the chollick, removes 
melancholy, kills wormes, helps Venus 7 purges the maw, and prevents 
hunger. 

MountE^isin i2deg. latitude; in 55 deg. 30 min. longitudd; variation 
13 deg. as eminent in precipitious hills as any other part of Jndya ^and limits 
the two rich and populous Kingdomes, Decan and Mall abac. To me it gave 
thisrefemblance,as wee rode before it :where ere wee weighed anchor. 



an unhappy accident hapned 5 and thus: On the five and twentieth day, 
at the point of the Bay we fa w a Junek of about feventy Tun nes : fraught 
with merchandize, bound for Achtett , a mart Towne in the He Sumatra: 
neere her skulkt a MaOabar Pirat, with a full intent to beard her when (he 
was off at Sea, and out'of our view,hopefull of a booty: the poore Junck 
perceiving the danger, chofe rather to put her felfe into our mercy, than 
hazard the rapine ofthat Frigat$ but her fortun was little bettered} for,the 
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boarding her with her Barge tow’d her to our Admiral! , and ( after fhort 
confutation) agreed (he was a prize, good 8c warrantable; riches too oft 
caufe caufeleffe deftruftion; for doubtleffe had it bin poorest had efcaped; 
but the great ftore of Cotton, Opium, Onyons, and feme what under the 
Cotton (of moil value) made them be adjudged Slaves; eighty able fel- 
lowes receiving the brand of hate full villanage. The Tomjjes men, not 
concent with fo much wealth and conqueft, unworthily and without caufe 
fell upon thofe difarroed Negroes and beat them cruelly; a wretched va¬ 
lour to aftuace in rage where they knew was no reflftancc; but rather than 
fufferfo much infolence , threefcore of thofe wretches threw themfelves 
headlong into the Sea, defiring rather to expofe their carcafTesto fucha 
hazard though therby their lives were terminated, chan by fuch cruelty,or 
a lingring flaverie to be in a perpetuall torture: 'and albeit it (eemed fport 
to many infolent Saylers, in me I afluie you, it bred companion, to fee fo 
many miferable Infidel Is throw themfelves downe-rightinto hell; at that 
inftant in dead of reft beginning an endlefTc unquiecneffethe Canoos 
from the fliore fav’d foine of them ; thofe our Boats faved were not joy- 
fuil; feeming more willing to be drowned chan be fold to the Banta- 
nefes, who proffer 50 Ryalls for one nun , but fhew them no rnerrie to 
their dying day. That night we had terrible weather, many furious guffs 
commixe with thunder, raine and lightning afTauItiag us * wee admired ir s 
but fuch as live fo neere the Sun fay,That weather there is ufiiall. Thence 
we fayleddue Sooth , and chat evening paft by Cenarnr s in view of us : 
by Mmtingue , by Onor and BatHcala next day * and then by Manga lor 
(Mandagara of old,) Cdicut, Cochyn, Crancanon (in iodegr. 12 minutes) 

Coulam , Brin lohnyio Cape Comery , the uemoft promontory of Bldlabar , in 
feven degrees and a halfe, North ; var. 14 degr: by Vtolomy called Cary ; 
by Strabo , Cotscmandna ; by Pliny, Calafca ; Comar by Arrhyan 5 by other 
ancient Cofmographers caUigicum and Calingon : at this day by the Inha¬ 
bitants, Tuttatt-Cory 5 where, ere we paffe further, wee will effay the cu- 
ftome, habit, and fnperftition of the Mallabars, with fuch as mix among 
them; but differ in defceot, garb^and religion; this ferving as our caveat 
there, and in other places.

1 Account fo farre HaUabar , as is included ’twixt Cape Comry and twelve 
degrees North,neere about Baltic da ; foure hundred miles in lengthen 
breadth no where above a hundred; yet fo populous, that the Samoryn 
or King of CaUicut is at any time able to affront the Narfrngan, Decan, or 
Gulcnnian Kings (his borderers ) with iooocomen: his Country is green 
aodfuli of all delights, cattelJ, corne, fruit, cotton,filkwormes,and other 
merchandizes: ftore offtrong Townes, fafe Harbours (not infertourto 
thofe at Goa, Chord, Babul, S&ally, or at Danda-ragea-porce) as cmilam,Go* 
chyn ,, C a b* ut > Mangdortj&c, and to fay truth the Ocean ft felfe 40 leagues 
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into the Sea , all along the Indyan fhore is anchorable. Bat before wee 
goeany further, I hold it the beft way to dire& your eyes in finding out 
fuch exotique places of Eaft Indya and the adjacent lies as I intend to 
fpcake of, in two Mapps * either of which are Iimittedby Ganges: that 
thereby our Travel! may be the leffe difficult to your inquirie. A ad firft of 
India intra Gangers. 
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MaSabar isfubdevided into many Toparchyes, all obeying the Samo- 
reen, a naked Negro 3 but as proud as Lucifer j as fwarthy and tyrannicall: 
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the Nayroesare his Lords ; a fort of Maraaluck ■ they live by the fweat 
of other mens browes , luft wholy maftcrs them 5 they goe no whither 
but are as well armed as if friends & enemies had no difference. Maffem 
improperly imagines them a kind of Braminy, to no fort of people more 
unlikejthe Bramyns being men of peace; the Nayro.ever quarelling: their 
armes are clad with Armolets of filver, or Ivorie • they walk no w hither 
without fword and target; and have fuehafuperftitious conceit of their 
owne merit and temper above other men, that wherefoere they meet & 
vulgar fellow j they clamour Nay re, vibrate and clafh their fword and 
fhield together, and fopaffe without oppofall; but that no poore man 
dare looke them in the face or come within fifty paces of them, Thevtf 
Vert oman ^ and M, P. Vmet us have fo reported I know j but either the cu- 
ftomes have altered, or I muft call the one a deceicfull Monk , and the 
ocher two too credulous Travellers. 

The extent of MaQabar I have given you. The people generallyarebi? 
limb'd, ftrong, cole black, and weare their haire ( more"like wooll than 
haire) long, and curled; about their heads they wreath a fmall but curi¬ 
ous fort of Jynnen wrought with gold and filk: their waift is circled with 3 
peece ofCallico, which makes them modeft : from the thigh downward 
and from their middle upwards^re furely naked. The vulgar fort weare 
about their waift a parri-coloured Piad (like Barbara Aprons,,) andpinck 
their skin in many places.The women(fuch as credit Mahomet)v aile them- 1 
felves like other Indyans^: fuch as affeft gentilifme covet nakednefie: their 
greateft ornament and pride is in their cares and nofes ; they fuppofe them 
cioft brave, moft courtly, who can ceare or dilacerate their eares wideft 
(which they effea: by many ponderous babies they hang there,; and ring 
their fnouts with filver, braffe, or Ivorie: their armes andleggsajfoare 
chained richly. The Ethnique marriages want nocfuperftinoo : where 
God is not knowne, thedevill invclopes and traines them upinmyftique 
darknefie: one fame ceremonieisobferved by King and Pefanc. Whoever 
marries, he enjoyes not the firft nights embraces with his Bride • a vene¬ 
rable cuftome transferres all maydfen heads unto the Braminy, who (to 
ftiew theirobedience to the law) accept the motion and firft feafon her ■■ 
it betides happinefie ever after : they fuppofe the ground richer, the crop" 
cxcellenter,which receives fuch hoiy feed, and proraifes fuch future Har- 
vefts ofcomencednefie: no marvel! then, to fee a Prieft enter where hee 
pkafes, difeourfe when and where he will, the good mao joying at their 
privacies fincethey are in apparition terrhene Idolls: But, which is more 
than marvellous, the King not knowing whether his children be of his be¬ 
getting ; to make fure work,eonferres the Empire on his filters ilTne; aifu- 
red it feemesthat fhee is of his blood, and they of his by confequence: a 
very fimple Sophiftry, grounded upon cuftome more than reafon. 

The men, what they want in Sciences, fupply by a furpaffing courage 
and pollick; the PortugaJs at their firft: intrenching on their lhore : thoughc 
them filly, becaufe unlearned; eafie to be overcome, becanfe covered 
with an indefenfive nakednefte: but bc<h conceits deceived them ■: they 
found (by lad experience) Nature had inftrufted them in their owne de¬ 
fence, and chat no Cannon nor iron is fo violently dangerous as revenge 
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precipicated, exafperated by contempt aod where furie rageth: howbeit, 
by long wanes, they are growne expert and orderly: yea know how to 
play with Cannons, have as great ftore of Harquebuzes, aod are as well ac¬ 
quainted with the force of powdery's we or any other Nation: in all fights, 
they alfo ofe bow and arrow , darts and targets, granads and variety of 
fire-works; of which they have fuch ftore, that they proffered us as much 
and of what forts we would/o we returned them money. Their Country 
abounds with mineralls and ftonesof luftre : no partis without abundance 
of fruits and provifion: generally (efpecially by the Sea) tis woody and 
Diountanous. We will a-ftior eat cal/text the Metropolis. 

Calucvt (ten leagues from that place wee tooke our prize ) is 
thought to be thac Towne Btolomy calls Cmthapis^ a Citie in 23 deg. an er¬ 
ror broacht by Niger and Bert iusv It was above a thoufand yeares ago call’d 
CaSicam : was then knowne, but now is famous 5 and had beene of more 
trade and excellence, had flic profperd againft the continual! bravadoes of 
the Portugal!: who when they fail'd to conquer her, fdid with her as Se- 
leH.clw did with Babylon) transferr'd their trade to other Townes, and di¬ 
verted her Merchants to other places 5 whereby in fmall cime it became 
halfe defolate. It declines froni the jEquacor towards the North-Pole, 
eleven degrees: and from its ftanding in the burning Zone muft needs be 
hot, ifnot fulphureous : the earth is but meanly fruitfull in graffe, Apollo 
eats it up j but, her gardens by induftry and he Ip-of feme brooks are green., 
fpatious, and redundant id variety of droife fruits. The Citie it felfe is 
large, but of no beauty: the houfesrarc low,and chick, and dark: the har¬ 
bour is a pretty way diftant from the Town, and but indifferent to anchor 
in: it fhewes two great Forts,biailr ryj 5 by the Portuguife * unfor¬ 
tified and in a fort raized by the MaUabar* the S amor ten or Empexonr in 
this place ufually abiding: a Prince of great power and awe: black asthe 
devill,and as treacherous: is alfo of his religion, and makes him heirc to all 
£is offrings. Many deformed Pagatho’s are here woxfhippedrthey fay they 
adore not the 1 dolls, but the Deumos they reprefenc, and whofometimes 
enter and Oracuiize ; the Cbappel where the grand Caco~Bexmo firs is un¬ 
covered , and about three yards high 3 the wooden entrance is ingrave-n 
with infernall fliapes : within, their beloved Priapus is imperioufly in- 
throniz'd upon a brazen Mount: they advance hi* head with arcfplendent 
Dyadem, from whence iffue foute great Rams homes, denomring fome 
efpeciall my-fterie: his eyes fquint, his mouth opens like a Port-cullice, 
and from thence branch foure manffrous tusks 3 his nofeisflit; his beard 
like the Sunnes rayes,dfan affrighting afptft 3 his hands are like the clawes 
of a V ulture j his thighes and legs, ftrong and hayrie •, his feet and tafle re¬ 
ferable a Monkeys: which put together , renders the devil! wickedly de- 
formed,and the idolaters beyond all meafure groffe Demonomifts: Other 
Temples have other Pagods 5 ugly, all: yetalldfferin invention: fome 
of them are painted or fineered black- others red: fome bright- others de¬ 
vouring foules ; hell fi&itiouOy tormenting white ones: Thefe Gods of 
theirs are of the old /lamp: thef feeme to threaten and ro cake notice of 
mens offrings: but whac They cannot doe, their Baalyms effeftuate. Each 
morne, the Prieft (a Jague) perfumes and wafbe's them: itfeemes the De- 
*•'-> • !’• 3 • vill 
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rill ever pollutes and leaves a bafe fin ell behind him: he departs not with- 1 
out a benedi&ion; humbly he proftrates his corps and has ft granted him. 
Every Dew Moone they folemnly Tacrifice a live Cock as a Symbol of luft 
and courage; in themfelves predominating : the Prieftis pontifically atty- 
red in pure fine Lawne, arm’d with a fharp long filver knife, hisarmes 
and Jcggs garnifht after the Morifco mode with bells; round filver plates 
and other jangling triflesrafcer he has bravely facrific’d the yeelding Cock, 
he fills his hands with Ryce, goes retrograde, not daring to Jooke oo any 
other object fave his Idoll ^ till being come neere an Acherontique lake, 
he then turnes, there embowells his offring, advancing his hands feme fee 
tjmes above his head, and fo returnes crown’d with applaufe and blefled in 
other mens opinions. The Samoryn eats not till it be firft offred,andfo ac¬ 
knowledges bis food fent him fron^the Deumo, i. e. by the devills permif- 
fion; what he leaves, is not for thepoofe* the Crqwes expert it: good 
reafon too,They think them the Devilsferviceurs. The people to this day 
retains fome commendable cuftomesamongft ’em: they commonly ex¬ 
change their Wives one for anothers, doe feeme the women angry at it 5 
PoligamyisfufFcrable: but in this they differ from other Ubidraous Law¬ 
givers ; as the men have many wives, fo one woman may here have many 
husbands: theiflue is bequeathed as file nominates. 

Covvlam isaTownc aDd Province ( call’d Sopatpa in Arrhytm ) 
in 9 degrees North, and included in the Travaazoriaa K.iagdome. Once 
it obeyed the Narjivgav Mon arch ^ once the UaUdbar 5 at this day, neither. 
200 yeares agoe, theTowne was rich, and great, and populous; traded to 
by many Indyans, augmented by the Samoryn, and able to number a hun¬ 
dred thoufand inhabitants: of fuch value was the feirnarion for trade, fe- 
curicy for anchorage, and fidelity of the Coobmites. But now, whither 
herglafie is runne, the period of her excellence out-runne; or that Cal" 
licttt firft, and then Goa have attracted her cuftome and refort, I cannot 
fay 5 this I may: at this day fliee is vailed wich a fable habit, defolate and 
difconfolate; fliee contemplates t Immutability of Times, and other’s difi 
afiers J and then comparing them with her owne, fees they conclude in s 
like Cenrer. 

And albeit I have in many places memoriz’d theBannyanss hereal- 
fo I may name them, where they fwatme in multitudes, and fuck in the 
fweetnefle offline, by an immeafurrble thirft andinduftry 5 but [sk vos 
nonvobis) it is raviflufrom them by Drones, the 1 awleflc Moores and 
Gentiles,who Lord it over them. Alas! the Bannyan is no fwaggerer, no 
royfter: he hates domineering and fighting, yea will buffer himfelfe to be 
fleec’t by any mao , rather than fted blood by any unhappy contention: 
they love no tumult, no innovation ; but wifii that all men were of their 
mind 5 that is to fay, courteous in behaviour, temperate in paffion, mode¬ 
rate in apnarell, abftemioua in dyet 5 humble, merciful!, and fo innocent, 
as not to undoe the fillieft vermin : doubting that if they flioald deftroy 
a n y living thing, thereby'they might difpofTefie their parents or dearc 
friends of a peacefull Mmfion 5 but by eating fuch, may peradvencure 
devoure the follies of fuch as once were deareft to them, Ovids conceit is 
partly for them, ' 
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Lets home , and in bruit Beajisour bodies hide y 
Where happily our Parents may abide , 

Our Brothers , or feme by Allyanee tide. 

One man or other jure l 


And in as many places are Chriftians, or relics of that holy profeffion: 
for no doubt the A pofties propagated the glad tidings of falvationto all 
Nations $ prophefiedby the Prophet David, Pfalme 19. Their found is 
gone into all lands , and their words into the ends of the worlds Mantuan 
alfo celebrates it in thefeverfes.

In both Ajiaes the Gofpell was throughly preached: but now the fubtle- 
ty of Satan., and that carnal! law of Mahomet have infefted thefe foule-ficfc 
Nations : for all which, Chrift has his flock there, which though at this 
time fcattered, yet in due time fhall be gathered, and made one blefled 
company. In Terfta are many thoufand Chriftians; in India a no lefte 
multitude ; compared indeed to other Idolaters, but a hand-full: yet that 
does not difeourage them : ’cis better go to heaven alone, than to hell with 
an innumerable multitude : Arnobias of old times could fay Nationibus 
eun&k nos fumus ChrifHanu In many mar it dm Townes ol India, that 
name is honoured. In Meliapore , Narfmga , Coolan , Cucurran,Curigan, 
Bipur,Tanor, Battacala , Onor^Cranganor, Goa, and other places are Chri¬ 
ftians : yea,in many Indian lies fome are numbered: among Mahomitans 
they have freedome of conference from chat A&oara in the Alcoran,.That 
none are to be difw ad ea from the religion they fuckc from their cradle: 
amongftPanyms, from that rule of Nature ; life others, as thou would’ft 
others fhould ufe thee. The Cbriftians in theie parts differ in fome things 
from us and the Papacie ; yetretaine many principles oft he Orthodox and 
Catholick doftrine : Lets enter their Temples. Their Churches are low 
and but poorely furniflied; their valfalage will reach no further: whether 
from their fubjeftioa, or chat (fo the Temples of their bodies bee reple- 
nifhc With vertue) the excellency of buildings conferre not holinefie,'I 
know not: neat they are, and fweetly kept; matted, without fears, and in- 
fteedof Images have fome Cel eft and ufefull texts of holy Writ obvionfly 
vvritorpainted. They affemble and hafte to Church each Lords day with 
great alacrity : at their entring they fliut [heir eyes and contemplate the 
holindfe of the place, the exercile they come about, ; and their owne un- 
worthinefle: as they koeele, they look towards the Altar or Table,neerc 
which the Bifhop or Preiftis feated, whom they falute with a low and 
humble revereoce5 who rerurneshis bleffing by the up-lifting of his hands 
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and eyes: at a fet houre they begin prayers, above two houres fddome 
continuing : firft they have a Chore generall confeflion, which they follow 
the Prieft in,andaflent in an unanim Amen : then followes an Expoficion 
of fome part or text of holy Scripture : during which, their attention, 
dejected lookes, and filence is admirable: they fingan hymne,and at par¬ 
ting out of Church, re-falute the Minifter* who ceafes not (rill all begone 
out) to elate his hands and bleffe them. When they are come home they 
read a chapter in either Teftament,both which they fuppofe they have in¬ 
corrupt after the Original Is, andtranflated for them by Saint Thomas the 
Apoftle and patron of the Orient: they have it alfo in the Chaldy * but 
none fave the Clergie underftand it: every firft Sonday m the Month* 
the Prieft reads a Sermon out of an old Homily,writ (as they fay; by the 
Apoftle or fome of his Difciples: they Baptife commonly at the 40 day , 
ifthe Parents do nofooner defircit; they firft figne the Infant on the fore¬ 
head with the Crofie, and theDwalhic all over with water: the Sacra¬ 
ment of the Lords holy Supper they adminifter in both kindsjtheCommu¬ 
nicants receive it (reverently) kneeling : they obferve two dayes ftriCl 
preparation, during which they eat noflefh,revell cot, accompanie with 
no women : in the Church they confeffe their fumes and demerits with 
great reluQancy: They marry as wee do : the Clergie marry but once } 
the Lavety but twice 5 widdowes if they marry before the yeere be expi- 
red f after which their husbands dyed) are ill reported o£> aod hazard their 
joynaure : none (fave for adultery) have lycence to part rill death fifver 
them. In fickneffe the Prieft is Pent for to comfort them, and to give the 
Eucharift, if it bee heartily defired: that done, they take farwell of chew 
wife.and children,and all others;and fo rid themfelves of carnall diftrachi 
ons ; which too oft hinder the defired meditation of the mifery of world- 
lines; and by a holy contemplation of the ineffable joyesof heaven 5 drive 
to mitigate the pangs of their difeafe, yea the grim afpefl of approaching 
Death: and the furvivers rather joy than mourne as they folemmze his fu¬ 
neral : they fir ft wafh,then wrap theCorps in clean Unnen *& a few felefted 
friends concomicate it to the grave, wherein they, placeit looking (not 
Eafhbut) Weft towards krufatem : five dayes after that they vifit his b ami- 
lv They feaft and faft as we; their Lent or abftioence from flelh and the 
like,begins eachfpring, andisftriftly obfervedfortiedayes,without ban- 
qnet or bravery: their yeareis Soli-genian.: our three cheefe Feaftiva s 
they celebrate 9 in July they commemorate the martyrdome of Saint 
Thomas: they have many Patriarchs or Protomtfts, the tkeife refides at a 
houfe built upon a high mounta»e,oine miles from Crangaifor. Since the 
Portugal^ traded Indp they have (haven their heads :the Layicks pay Dt- 
cm a: or Tythes willingly: they affeft juftice, truth peace, huanlicy, obe¬ 
dience, Stc. and acknowledge Saint Thomai (fome the Eunuch oUraha } 
conver ted by VhiUp) their Tutelary Saint, and Patron.

At this day Zeyloon 
byu3$ ChingaUy by the'inhabitants;an lie, fpatious, rich, and famous: 
fevered from the Afiacick continent by a fmall fea,not forty Leagues over. 
It is Emitted from 8 to n deg.oflatit.Norchjthe length is about 70 leagues5 
breadth 40, and circuit 250 or thereabouts: an He famous in fome old con- 
je&ures, as that Paradife was here; 8c that K. Salomon had hence his obrize 
gold or gold of Ophyr •, but I beleeve neither,in regard moft writers fix the 
ruines of the one in Mefopotamia-^ and the other rather in Peg»,L*w,8uhofe 
wealthy places. The moft memorable is this, T hat Meleck (or Melchior) 
Tyramal 3 King of this Hand is thought one of thofe wife-men (premonifht 
by that prophefy of Balaam the Edomite in Num. 24, 37 J that brought 
fas to a King, a Prieft,a Prophet,) Gold, Frank-infence, and Myrrh,unto 
our blelTed Saviour3 foretold alfo by the Perfian Sybill, and by a new 
made Starre guided by the finger of God, miraculoufly directed : and 
who at his returne made knowne the myftery of Gods Incarnation, for 
mans redemptioniSc by bis laborious teaching made many Profelites; fome 
to this day by tradition memorifing him,and reteining fome what ofChri- 
ftian knowledge, though the greateft part bee Apoftats 3 and drunk with 
abominable demonomy and fiaperftition. But whether Mtlchyor returned 
(upon Saint Thomas his arrival 1 ) and with the other two came into Europe , 
and whether thofe three buried in CnUcnhz fiftitious or no 5 it is not per¬ 
tinent to a Travellers curiofity toinfiftupon. But this is obvious in Hifto- 
ry, That Candaces Noble Eunuch, baptifed by Philip , left herfervice to 
preach Chrift^whom very fruitfully he made knowae to many parts of 
Araby and fundry lies j as Socotora , this, and Tabrobane , or Sumatra$ 
as Dorotheas BHhopof Tyre[m. the dayesof the great and godly Cosjian¬ 
ting witnelfeth.

Scarce any Village or Mount without its inanimate Paged 5 which being 
diversin fliape, are therefore diverfified, in that they relifh the divers pal- 
lats of divers men. Witneflc that infamous Apis Hanimant , or Knifes- 
tooth-god , fo highly , fo generally reforted to by millions of Indians, till 
Confantiat the late Goan Viceroy landed 500 men , fpoil'd Columio , and 
tooke away that fimple Idoll , and in his zeale burnt it, refufing 300000 
Duckets which the Zeylonians profferd to redeeme that their helplefle 
Pagod. Unwifely refufed j in that a craftie Barmy an produced fuch ano¬ 
ther, protefting it the fame, was beleev’d by the Jogues the Priefts,there¬ 
by exceedingly enriching himfelfe, and joying not a little thefe credulous 
Zelonyans. 

They have many other Cacodamions horrible and ugly. The more de¬ 
formed the more exaft Uaasoi Devills, & the more venerable. A notable 
one is that (not farre from Mattacala) confpicuous in its handing, an Idoll 
of great bulk and Antiquity ; Of which, the Smgales and Jogues Crono- 
graphy. That, many ye ares agoe, one lohm their King nourifht a ridicu¬ 
lous and impious conceit of this Diaholo, as a fooliih and fen felcfle Idoll* 

But loe, the Jogues by the Devills craft fo wrought that upon a folemne 
day as Johns entred, he beheld the Pagod to breath out fire and furle , his 
eyes colour’d with rage,and the Seraiter in his hand wrathfully bent againft 
him • the amazed King cryes out for help, accufes his infidelity, confeffes 
it a perfeft Devil!, and having well fatisfied for his errour, is reconcil'd, 
and ever after a zealous Idolater.

And wirh this, that all 
put together feem’d fo magicall and dazeliog intbe eyes of the avaricious 
Tufitanian, that Ahmyda in defpight of her united Heptarchy landed here 
Anno Dom. 1506, fortified and forced for Emapuelb is King a prety Tribute, 
an Annalt tax of 250000 pound weight of their beft Cinnamon, which 
Soufa begun to lod e away the third yeare after. E ut the Kin g (more rich 
than c-rafty) to fhew how little hee regarded the Ioffe of fo muchufelefle 
Barks ofTrees ,.and ( Ikcow no other reafon ) to fee a better edge upon

Ocean bellowing upon thefe well knOwne Townes of Trade, NegapataS, 
Melispore (both, famous for intombing S .Bartholmm and S Thomas ,) Poljf- 
caf, ^Armagun^ Narfag*? Mrftpatan, Mipilrpatzn, and other places 3 where 
of old the Africani (whence the Aflaffioaccs) are placed by Strabo , and 
Narftnga I take to be Magoza. 

Negapatan (ke. a Towne upon the river Negdy) has iz deg.lati- 
tude North, odd minutes ; hot and unwholfome, both in regard the wind 
and raises are for the better part of the yeare T high and unfcafonable.The 
Towne has good water , and Fruits well relifht, cooling and nutritive 3 
notwithftanding, the people are much vexed with Fevers, Fluxes, and 
other Difeafes. The people be blackilh, blockilh, and unapt for ftudie or 
exercife : Heat (which here predominates) debelirates their appetite,and 
invites them to too much eafe (the Mother of luxuriea fraall ,thin, but 
very fine Shuddery or vaile of Lawneis drawee afore their fecree parts 5 
their head a!fo has a fmall wreath, the reft is expofed to view and weather. 
They want no gold, ftonesof value, nor fucb things as the Merchant co¬ 
vets - but they prize them as we doe Trifles. Any religion is tolerable: fo 
that fome praife Mahomet Some a Dog, others a Crocodile, and fome lore 
fenfelefle Pagcds. The Banyan wives here have more freedome to burn 
themfelves to allies at the Funerall of their husbands, than where the 
Moores have command 3 fo that in this Coaft thecuftomeisufnall. Their 
Marriages require the firft place. They are various, the moft Novell be¬ 
ing that a Prieft,a Cow,and the two Lovers go together to the water fide* 
where theBramyn mutters a prayer offmal matter to fomepurpofeywbich 
finilhc, in order and Sy mmetry they linck hands, and have the Cowes eayle 
commixt as a holy teftimony 3 on all together the Bramin powres his hal¬ 
lowed Oyle, and forces the beaft into the river , whereimo fheegoes wil¬ 
lingly.yea fo farre till they be to the middle in water; nor returnes lhe,nor 
doe they difu nice,till Neptune fright her: but being on ftiore, they untie, 
holding that conjun&ion facred and powerfull ever after. 

Their Epithalamy is fung, let's heare their Funeral Is! vhen Death has 
cut in two their Union • ftiee conceits her felfe a loathed carkafle to live 
after him: ftiee roabs her tender body with a trailfpareot Lawne 3 her 
armes, leggs, and thighes, are fettered with wanton chainesoflove ; her' 
C i res nofe,and fingers,adorn'd with Pearles and precious ftones 3 one hand 
holds 5 choife ot flowers5 th’other a Ball;Embleamsof immortal!

The Prieft all the way deferibes the rare joyes ftie is going to 5 ffie 
grants a modeft fmile, trips on, and upon fight of the flame, feemes tradf- 
ported beyond meafure j fhe fees the carcaffe of her Husband layd Upon a 
pyleof pretious wood, and when the fire begins to embrace him, like a 
mad Lover (hee bids Farwell to her Parents,children,and friends,and wil¬ 
lingly incorporates her felfe with fire, which quickly makes them one, 
and nothing nothiag extant fave fame, flame, and allies.

man, rich and poore, great and bafe ■ can faften a hand to draw the Char- 
riot : y ea they account them happieftjwho out of a frantick zeale, eeme-

Sririe,) may feeme donbtfull, this is certaine that in Memory of their cra- 
eil ingatitude, the divine juftice hath marked their poftcrities, (as fome 
Jewes fay the Tribe of Benjamin are to this day, who of all others were 
moft fierce againft our Saviour of the Tribe of David and ludah) fo thefe 
have one leg as big againe in the calfe asis the other. Notwithftanding the 
peoples rage, the two noble Martyrs had each his fepalcher , and to this 
day was areceptory of many native and other holy Chriftians j till about 
fiftie yeares fince, their skulls and bones were brought away and (as ho¬ 
ly relieks) at this day kept in the Virgins church in loa) by command of 
Uhn 3 of Portugal^ who fern Emanuel Ftirn (guided by Alphovfa Sou fa) to 
that parpofe. 

Many ftrange leports I could give yee out of Spanilh reporter*, Bat I 
amnotenjoyned tobeleeve them. What is very obfervable and with 
warrant, I may. That in the yeare of our Lord God 885 (as Mdmfbury^ 
Glor.Wizprn. and others )nft'Ae)Syghelmw a devout Eifhop'of shirborm in 
varjetjbyre eacoraged by Alfred* holy Engliflb King travelled to this place 
In pilgrimage with Alms and Offrings; yea and retain’d home in nine 
yeares with great joy, rarities and experience , bought by incredible pati¬ 
ence, coft and danger, after which the place was very famous. I read alfo, 
that in the yeare of our Lord uri-Myrangee an Atheift cooquerd Narjtnga 
and beyond this City, a man full of rapine and other impietie j yea fo bafe- 
ly opinionated of this relique and Tradition that having one yeare abun¬ 
dance of ry ce and other graine, and roome enough to hoord it in^na con. 
teaming way and bravery noplace wouldpleafe him to put it fave the 
holy Chappell, where prayers were inceflantly made by many religious 
Chriftians. Theyiotreat him to refrains, by all fubmiffive meanes, bur it 
fpurs him on to a greater height of profaneneffir, yea is infinitely glad It 
vexes them, by this fuppofmg himfelfe to be thought aGod (a Devill ra¬ 
ther) and to be worlhipped. But fee Gods power and favour m it} that 
night, io an affrighting dreame or vifion he fees the old Apoftle approach¬ 
ing him in wrath full and difeontented way threatrftng to punith him for 
his ungodlinetTe, and with an Iron whip proffers tolafli the relent mg 
King, who foddenly is awaked and as foonc befeeebing the Chriftians to 
pray for him, helping himfelfe to purge the houfe of God and iaasfyiDg 
for his facriledge. A Miracle not a little joying the fad minded Clan-

Ocean.The King fo rich,that he defpifes his Neighbour s : fo powerfull la 
Men, Armes, and Ammunition; that hee values neither Mogul, Decan, 
Samoryn,norPeguan. His Kingdemesare defended by loyal I Oaves, and 
many natnrall advantages; full of all things requifite, forufe, and plea- 
fare : as faire Townes, ftrong Forts, pleafanr fields, and choifeft Miners! Is j 
abounding in rivers, hills,dales, corne,cattell,fruits. See.fotbar with good 
eaufehe is reputed asabfolute a Monark as any other in India, The Banny- 
ans fwarm like Locufts here ;the Bramyns are no where more reputed of: 
the Temples indeed in their ftraftmres boaft of no great bravery, but are 
proud within $ reteynlng many rich and maffy Idoils, fhaped and com¬ 
manded by the Devil for his fervice and their devotion. 

Bisnagak {Mo dura of o \A,Arcati faies cafiatdm) is thefecond Citie 
in Narfinga for grandeur and braverie; being circled with a wall of fourc 
miles compaffe, and as well forrefied: well built, and no letfe wealthy. 
Some Churches it has,remarkable for lhape & ornament $ but in their gen- 
tilifme bafe and immodeft,yea unworthy the relation. The Port or Haven 
is good to anchor in: the Citie well frequented by European fhips and 
Iunks from Malacca , P tgu, Cambegia , Cochyn-chyna, Chyna , I apart, VhyUty- 
pitt £ 3 the Moluccas, Borneo, lava , Sumatra, Zetfoon, and many parts of /«- 
dia, Arabia , Perfia, and like places. 

When any Traveller comes to his Court^e foall have fitting entertain¬ 
ment : and is many times invited by the King, the better to {hew his fine 
cloaths, which to {hew onr felves thankfall we will report to other nati¬ 
ons jbeing thick fer with ftones and gems of infinite valeW and wonderful I 
luftre 5 which when he is roabed with (for the refemblance they have with 
the Son,which they worihipjhe is adored: his Court is full of Majefty,his 
guard being a thoufand penfioners : he affc&s poligamy, and therefore 
writes him felfe husband of a thoufand women 5 many of them having him 
all his life in fuch efteeme, that at his Death they make his flaming Grave 
their confuming Sepulcher. 

Me svlipatak, commonly pronouncT by concraftion Mejlipa- 
tan,n fubjeft: to the Gulcundan King, and removed from the Equ in oft fall 
riSdegr. and a halfe, North ^ feated in the skirt of the Bengalan Ocean.

The ftreets are few, and narrow • 
the houfes low and unfurnifhed } the fiddsand gardens parcht by flaming 
phaeton , which here rages from March to Inly ; from thence to Novem¬ 
ber the wind and mine as incriTanrly difturbing them: To as of twelve 
months, they have but foure from November to March falubrious and 
moderate: howbek, byreafonof the Eoglilh refidencehere,oflate traf¬ 
ficking for callicoes,rice,and the like, it begins to Hourifh,andiS not to be 
doubted, uolefFe the unquiet and deceitful! humour of the people diftafte 
the Engh'fh and force their removall to adjacent places as Atmagm and 
Polycat ^ where they may lit downe with more eafe, lefie charge and 
choyfer merchandizes. 

Hence remove your chafteyes and cares to an unchaft Towne, though 
Caff a by name ; a Towne infamous in curfeddemonomy and wantonnelfe. 
The Mofqnes have Idols in them, (hewing art in fculpture very commen¬ 
dable, but hatefull in the ftinck of their devotion. The common fhapes 
of Pagods here refemble beafily Vriapm aDd Van (as is defcribed by 
Servius in Mgloe s Virgil) having great eyes, flat nofe, wide mouth,foure 
great homes, a long beard fliaped like beames or radiance of the Sun, 
clawes for hands, and crooked legd,all over deformed. 

Niljtne N amine is old. Here we fee Nil nifiNamen. The Devill pleafing 
them in varietie and not caring how nor in what (hape it be , fo he befer- 
vcd. Some imagins a cow above a(l creature?worth his adoration. Others 
regard the Sunne, Moon, Starres , as heavenly foules and helpers: and 
other,fame therefrelhing ftreames, (hadingtrees, and the like ; whereby 
I may fitly paraleM them with what TVitef fpeaks of the Cdtes ouf neigh¬ 
bours. Maltaftmulacra^ malt am peregrins fwperfttionis vefiigium ibi wi¬ 
den liceat. They have many foiemne Feftivalls,' In fome of them they 
fallen fick orne?dy-men(roade ftupid by too much zealq) to a hook or eh* 
gine, which being hoift to elevate him with the Pagod, the blood trick¬ 
ling from, his wounded fhonkters (excejfit mtdicina modxm)\$ preferved by 
the Priefts j & at his difcent(asa meritorious facrificej daflit againft a Tree: 
and after he has (in mofl fubmiffive fore) inrreated.the djvell to accept his 
ofFring, rcturncs fild with joy and applaufe and hopes to thrive the better 
ever after. They Offer in the night,firft making the ftreets bright a$ day by 
a multitude of lights,then Huffing their hands and bags with ryce,they glo¬ 
merate and wind in dances^in every corner(wher a puppit-god (its)thcow- 
ing ryce and fruits; but being once ont of the magick ring,hafte away ;not 
daring to Jooke back left the Diveil (hould tearethem for this their gra¬ 
titude. 

They ufe no: common burialls ; in that the CarcafFe is placed io a deep 
cave, long and narrow; or betwixt two walls built fo of purpofe; and 
wherein the foolifli widdow immures her (elf; Dever after fpeaking to any, 
but expecting death by the arrow of Famine; of all other the moft formi¬ 
dable aodinfufferable. 

Their Habits are beft part nakedne(Te,the zone excufes cloathing. They 
delight infifhing, and to (port upon the water, in boaces or currkurrics 
thns fliaped.

M A l A c c a { Terra aurifera in Iofephus .*) elevates the Article Pole 
5 degr. fromthe Equator. Was known of old by the Dame of Au- 
reaCherfotiefm 7 and if my ay me deceive me not, the lame, Pfolomy in hij 
7 lib. 2. c. cals Facela , and more likely to be pare of Ophyr, (from fuch 
abundance of Gold as hence, in Pegu y Sjam, Borneo and Sumatra is and 
has ever been ravifhed, and in that, Ophyr and Hobab with Havilah their 
brother, founcs of loBanhezt inhabited) rather than Hifpaniola fuppofed 
Ophyr by Columbia and Stephanus 5 SojfaU by Ortelius, Gambraby \jir- 
rm Mont am# 5 Qrmus by Hansens^ or thofe moon conceits of Peru by 
bold fac't Goropiw ■ or that Spanilhbrag of Pineda who threatens thofe 
that will not beleeve Cadiz, was it: for I fee this place admits the conje¬ 
cture better both from the Port of Ez,ion-geber in the red Sea, whence by 
Arabia s fhorc and the Indian they might without helpe of the Adamant or 
Pole Starre facilitate their voyage; and that this place has of old been 
denominate the Land of gold. This old verfe of Tzetza points at it.

The Citie Malacca is under 5 (fome obferve^degrees Northland obeys 
the Monarchy of Syam 2 everfince Abdatia the hon eft King therof was An, 
i50s.moftineonfiderac.Iy beheaded by the Portugal! ; and that upon Se- 
qxeyra's complaint Albuqtterk fackt it, obcerning an incredible mafTe of 
creafure ; 3000 peeccs of great Ordnance, andfo much minted coyne/hat 
the King of Portugalis pare (being bat aifift) came to- 25 0000 ryalls of*s 
a eonqueft fo fbrceable, that fnotwirhftanding the Caftle and Garifon left 
there by the Lufitanian) the Syatn King at his owne' leifureproftrated it. 

The Cine is above 3 miles long, but very narrow; built in a hemicycle, 
upon the banks ofa plcafant river, as broadas istheThames, but not fo po¬ 
table : a rivolet of fweeter water glides gently thorow the Town, over 
which is rais’d a Bridge,ftrong though meanly beamifull; the wals circling 
her are reafcmable ftrong; but invalidable againft the fiery vomits of the 
Caution : the buildings are generally low and bafe, and lined with poore 
furniture , though they want no gold to buy it with ; but being dark and 
clofe, tis the leffe ufefatl: the moll obfervableate her Fanes, CyprefTcs, 
and Gardens j theftreets and fields fhow many delightfull Arbours and 
choyce fruits; amongft which the Duroyen (as viewable with them as 
Mynes of Gold and Silver,abounding here,) Come, Str.ger,and feme other 
rarities: the people are naturally hofpitable; affe&ed w-ithmufick, fongs, 
and ft rangers: howbek, impatient and fierce, if exftperated ; }ealous.°if 
occafionedPleceiifull if too much credited: their language is epedemic, 
and ferves no leffe b thefe parts, than with us the Latine 5 in other parts, 
the Arabic : leave we Sjnca-pura 3 andpafie to patama, an eafiedyaes jour¬ 
ney thence. 

Of Tatania « 

p A TANIA, (PcrtmulaofoldyZt this day a well-known Citie in the Ben. 
A galan or Argaric gulph,and extra Gangtm) elevates the Pole Artick, 
about 7 degrees; and isfcicuate in raidft of thofc two famous Ports, Ma¬ 
lacca and syam. The government is Monarchical!; the Kings derive 
themfelves from a Gentile King of DeUy^ who when he had fubdued Pa- 
tania^ left his forme Gingtt his Prorex here; and from whom the lace 
Queene and this Prince are truly branched. The Mogull oft threatens 
to dethrone him ; yet he fits clofe and keeps his owne ; efpecially fafe- 
guarded by interpofing Ganges^ and fome fmall but ufefull 1‘lets where he 
advantagionflyfortefies. The To wnc is ftrong, and beft defended by iz 
peeces of great braffe Ordnance; one of them(aBafilifco) is twenty fix 
foot long, well proportioned in bore and fquaring. Some Temples of 
Idolatry Patanla fliews,furnifht with wooden gods for poiitheifine ; but 
more note-worthy in fomeantick Monumets of former Kings. 

The people are black, and go with the moft parr of their bodies naked; 
they take great delight in eating of Bede and Opium, and Jove Areck(or 
ftrong liquor) exceedingly t they ufually eat in plates of gold. 1 They fre¬ 
quently fpeak three Languages/he Malay^ Siam , and that of Chyna : Their 
writing differs, one which is the Malay ^ from the right hand to the left, as 
the Hebrews* another, which is the Syam, from the left to the right, as 
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we ■ a third, which is the China, right dowse and bending no way: all 

three very ufuall and affe&ed by the ioduftrious. 

They are part Moores, and part Gentiles : the onefo worfhip God; 

as the other do Pa-Gods or Idolls. • 

They are hofpitable to fuch Grangers as frona defire of novelyor gain, 
refide amongft them; neither do they enquire of what Conntrie they be, 
what their Bufinefle, nor Religion. The men of note tranfcend in cur- 
tefie: for at any mans arrival!, they blufh not to proffer theirj Daugh¬ 
ters or Neeces to be cheir bed-fellowes; yea to concomitate them at bed 
and board during his flay; the price for fuch a favour not equalling fo 
high a complement: bat that, were it leffe , too much in my opinion for 
fuch Pandars andbafe proftituces. Ac the end of the prefixed time the 
woman returneshome well pleas’d; fo far from fhameor Ioffe, that they 
rather accompt her honoured; and fit for preferment : But 'tis dangerous 
to be wanton elfewhere; jealoufie on either fide inflaming into rage,which 
feldome dyes without one or anothers deftru&ion: I cannot but cry out 
upon them,and adjudge them in the civil forrew of one of their Religion, 
but more temper3 qcc; who could figh our,at fight of fuch abfurdities, oh 
miCzrum \ cutpeccare liceat. Adultery they punifh rigidly ; Fornication 
ismoretollerable. The young women are carelefly frolick,and feare- 
lefly merry; the married , melancholy and ftri&ly obferved ridleuefTe 
and heat provokes them to inchaflity. The men are alfo cff#unate;yea 
wallow in all kind of turpitude and fenfuality : their females are often in 
their fight 5 the grape commoves them to wickcdnefTe; they delight their 
guft and pallat with choyfeft wines, waters, Rack, Ryce, and fruits, both 
fucculenc and reiterative 5 and which make Venus predominate: but by 
this their intemperance they abreviate their dayes 5 few exceeding fixey 
yeeres: an old age, if you contemplate their luft (Deaths beft harbinger,) 
and the Zone they fwcat in • bad, both 5 both, intemperate. 

Of Siam . 

S I a m, (calld Sobama formerly^ Citie and Kingdome fo denominated; 

declining North from the jEquino&iall 14 deg.) is famous for power, 
wealth, and many forts of excellencies: a great part of Pegu, Braama, 
and Cambogia are tributary to him ; Bat am* alfo, lamohay, ojjea^nd many 
other Territories watered by Ganges acknowledge him: his power is 
great,ufually warring with 1000 Elephants and, 200000 men. The Zone 
is hot, the men black, and in fuch torrid places,litrie cloathing is required: 
a Cambolin of pure lawn of a fad colour, trebled on and about their naked 
fhoulders: fome tye a leather skioabouttheirneckjand (as a badge of de- 
votion)gird their middles with a leathern thong, and hold a Sumbrero or 
Umbrella in their hands to lenefie the flaming Sun; but weare no Sandals, 
that the fcorching fands may fo mortifie, that the TaUapoi may be thought 
a wonder. They are tranfeendent Tdokters,carving Gods to worfhip,after 
chefhapesof Priapta, and other gotifh fancies, yea and in poflures 

not to bee remembred i they have Groves and Altars alfo, whereon they 
offer flefh, fruits, flowers;and many times when the Tallapoz tells them 
the Devillismelancholy, they warble out harmonious niufick, and do 
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what they can .to make him merry: others (fo focne as Aurora fhewes 
her golden Trammell) rrmne to their Pagods with a basket of Ryce to 
be his breakfaft, hoping thereby toptofper that day the happier. 

TheTailapoi preach every Monday in the Market, and aflembletheir 
aaditory by a copper Baforj. But though they feeme Fryer-mendicants 
by profeffion, yet what by awe (for the very infernal] fpirirs obey their 
incantations)and what by pollicie(for they contempJate humilitie- exter¬ 
nally much) the people have them in lingular eftimation : Nor is iedimi- 
nifht, but agrandiz’d exceedingly by their prediction of futsfe events., and 
mervailous knowledge in things pall and prefent- by Magiqud aod Moral] 
obfervatj 0 n,refolving,difwading, applauding, dire&ing, and pleafing all 
that come unto them (as to Oracles) from fuch enthufiaftic Notions as 
Satan prompts them with,in a word, being. 

Of Gods, Interpreters, of Ph cebus layer, -Int«pr« Div dm; Qui NumJkrf; 

The three legd charming St oak,the Clary an Bayes, Qui tripodas C] a iii Wos, qui tydeni ftneis 
Manets, Birds,Language, and all old ajfayes. * £tV«*Inci&» tingiias &prarpetisomniapenn* 

They have beene (in forigoing rimes) Wicked Sodomites, a fone lb 
hatefuJl to nature it felfe, that it abhor res it; and to deterre thefe cata- 
mits, a late Queen rectrix commanded that all male children fhould have 
a Bell of gold (in it an Adders tongue dried) put through the prepuce, 
which in fmall time not only became not contemptible, but in way of or¬ 
nament and for mufick fake few now are without three orfoure- fo that 
when they have a miod to marry, he has his choice of what maid he likes 
but beds her*iot,till the Midwife prefent a fleepie ophiated potion, during 
which, the Bell is loofed from the Belli,and faftned to the fore-skin,which 
hinders not but titularesj the unguent is applied,and the cure is perfected. 

But to lee a Virgin here, at virgins yeeres,, is as a black Swan, in regard,- is 
green yeers they give the too forward maids a virulent drinkjwhofevertue 
(vycerather) is by arrange efficacy to diftend their muliebria focapaci- 
oufly that Belsand rope ring too too eafily:and which is worft ('dull memo¬ 
ry compels us wrire it)the women here are not afhair.ed (the better to al¬ 
lure men from fodomitry) to go naked to the middle, where with aline 
trafparent cobweb-lawn they are fo covered,that by a bafe device tis made 
to open as they go $ fo that any impure ayre gives all to mens immodeft 
viewes,denudacing thofe parts, which every modal eye moil fcornes^each 
hone ft thought moft hates to fee and think upon. The Boyes paint them- 
felves with a celeftiall colour from top to toe, and as an augmentation of 
beauty, cut, galh, and pinck their naked skins j which in mine (contrary- 
ing their) opinion,rather breeds horror than affeftacion in any Travellerj 
the men affeft perfumes,and praflize complement. 

The foyle isbutindiffereut for grafle, or natures Tapiftry, but in rich 
ftones,as Dyamouds, Chryfolites,Onix Bones Magnets, Eezarrs lignum 
Aloes, Benjamin, Cotton $and My ties ofGoId,Silver,lron, Copper,and the 
Jike,moft uberousjaod made more by Silverplcnrifuil brought from Iapart, 
and viitualls and commodities from ocher parts, and bought here cheaper 
than in any other places:but moft memorable in the Cabriz or blood-ftone 
he grenerated; the mervailous venue being fuch (as Qform tells us) That 
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fuchtimc, the Portuguizes warred againft the bold Sumatrans, they de¬ 
fied a Tunck or Ship at Sea; they made ro it, and were refitted boordmg 
ir by Uahodabeg theCaptaine their inveterate adverfary : but after long 
and cruell fight they encred among the naked Indyans, flew fuch as refi- 
fted them, andamongft them Nahodabtg ; who (to rheir amazement) bled 
not.albeit they had fiackt him in forty places j they thought it magicall, 
rill (having taken from his Arme a bracelet of gold 3 wherein was fee the 
Cabriz ftone) they found the reafon, for that was no Co oner removed, but 
that his blood iffned abundantly from each woundheehad about him: 
doubtleffe it is a moft pretious Hone,and had it power to expell death al¬ 
io, it were more than admirable. 



P E g u, is alfo a renowned Kingdome of the Orientall tody* (Lefiarnm 
regie) m old writers) confined hySyam, Ga»ges,aadtbe Ocean $ a Mo- 
narchy of farre greater extent and power fifty yeeres ago, till the Syamite 
plnckc forceably from her Dyademmany brave and wealthy Seigniories: 
howbeit (he is yet commandreffe of many Hands, Mmym, Baropgc, tfego- 
matio, Dnradura , Cocos^ <&c. 

Vegu (by CtfUtlim fuppofed that old City trigliptort in Vtolomy) has 
Artique elevation 16 degrees +o minutes: a Citie walld with good ftone, 
beautified with many Turrets and parrapets : and to iflbe out and enter in, 
fhewes foure faire Gates, and twelve pofternea, prettily built^and made 
more fafe 3 by that deep Moat or Trench (fildwith Crocodiles) that cir* 
cumvolves her : the ftreets are not many, but large and broad they are 
and feldome crooking: afore every doore (rheboufesare all Jow)growes 
a pleafant eree,whofe fruit and wholfome (hade makes them double ufe- 
full. It is divided into two, the new Towne and the old; the old is moft 
great and beft inhabited. 

The Varellaes (or Temples) and Sudatories areobfervable 5 each Va- 
rellafarcinated with ugly (burguilded) Idolls : that at Dogotmee is. not 
a little memorable * for ftruGnre and ornament out-braving any other in 
the Orient: the wildernefleabout it and antick fuperftition might cha- 
lenge a copious defenprion j which I forbeare, having other things to 
denotate. 

This Kingdom is full of al earthly delights ,8tbleflings ofNaturejGold, 
Silver,Lead,St IroD^allo Smaragds,Topaz,IVubies,Saphyres,Garnatg 3 Em- 
ralds,EfpiBells, andCats*eyes 5 asalfo FLyce, Caravances, long Pepper, 
Sugar, Benoyn, Musk, Gum-lack, Cotton, Callicoes, and what elfe a rea¬ 
fon able man can luft after: But all thefe if they were centuplied, are not 
able to make them truly happy, wanting the true pearle, thatwhichthe 
godly Merchant bought, though to obtaine it he fold all his fraile wealth 
and poflelfions: for, albeit the holy Apoftle Saint Thomas brought them 
blefTed tidings of falvation; yet they quickly loft the true light, delight¬ 
ing to this day iu obfeure and loathed finnes, the Kyacks fiid with bafe 
Idolatry: infomuch that father Bomferrus (an old Francifcan) after foure 
tedious yeeres labour to reduce them to fome knowledge of the Church 
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of Rem, came home, defiring rather (as did S, y^nthony) to preach a- 
mong piggs, than fucha fwinifh generation. The truth is, they beleeve 
they know not what ; and ?fl ifla (implicit as j? neflcire quod credos 

fayes Hitrom againft the Luciferians; yet fomcwhat (if aii be true be tells 
us) wee gather from his obfervation ;that they beleeve the world (con¬ 
fining of Heaven, Sea, and Earth,) had foure Creations 5 and for impiety 
was foure times deftroyed : by Fire, by Wind, by Water, and by Earth¬ 
quakes: each Age or World governed by a feverall tutelarie Numen or 
God, raiferable only in this, that hewastranfitory, and not omnipotent, 
nor immorrall: they reckon that the laft deftrudttonof the world St death 
of their laft God was thirty thoufand yeeres ago ; and that in Plato's great 
yeere all (hall once more fuffera chaos. They imagine a great Lord ora- 
nifcienc, omnipotent, and immortal), lives and rules in Heaven ; but they 
do not worfhip him,in chat Satan cels them,he defires it not ,: they beleeve 
arevivifi atioD of the body after death, and co-union with the foule; and 
{Bomfirrus beleeves it)confe(Tea three-fold receptacle offoules departed, 
Nafhac, Nifhac^and Schua ; Heaven, Hell, and Purgatory: by which that 
holy Frier conviacesus of more ignorance than thefe Pagans:hut wee 
beleeveit never the fooner, fince the Devill is their inftru&er, yea who 
di&aces their profefiion. 

T'heir habit h thin and fine; it differs little from that they have in to- 
dufloat, and Syam : but in this they varie; they weare no beards ; they 
dye their teeth black, in chat Dogs teeth are white j whom they hare to 
imitate : they alfo cut and pluck their flefh to become braver than other 
Nations 

I have told you the beft of Pegtt ; the word is alfo memorable: In leffe 
than a hundred yeeres ago, the Peguan Monark was far re more powerfull 
and formidable than at this prefenr: his Dyadem *hen fparkJed with a gal- 
lent luftre; twelve wealthy Kingdomesat that rime acknowledged Pegtt 
their Sov&aigne: Some of chofe Provinces are wellknownetous, os Sy¬ 
am, A ova, Kaidatt, Par mate, Jangomer, Tavgram, Catalan, lowran, Melio- 
talk , &c. out of which, hee yeerely extracted as tribute-money two 
Millions of crownes; and had a Million of men to ferve him at all occafi* 
ons $ hut this hardly could content him, for by a two lofty conceit of his 
Monarchick greacneffe; he grew efflated, and to contemns others as too 
bafe to fix his eyes upon 5 Tyranny fucceeded his prid e, and decadence or 
deftruftion of his Empire: Tyranny,for the Auvan Ring when he found 
nopriviledgeby being Uncle to the Emperour of Pegu, nor that he was 
hisloyall fubjeft; he fwells with rage, and breaks afunder his filver yoak 
of hated fervitude: howeit, ere hee could ripen his defignes, the Peguan 
has notice ,3 nd fo fnddenly arreftshim,thatin am azement he acknowleges 
his fault, and begs his mercy : but the Peguan King forthwith beheads 
him,and (to terrifie others by his example) makes no difference ’twixt no- 
cent and innocent; his wife, his children,and forty other whom he moft 
refpe&ed concomitating the miferable Auvan Ring in that fad Tragedy. 
It was terrible Juftice no doubt, but rather exafperated others to new re¬ 
bellions 5 the moftincenft and greateft in power was the Siam Ring, who 
feeing his ovvueincertaine ftanding, (any occafion breeding )edoufie,and 
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the leaft jealoufie bringing death from his conquerour) hee fuddenly 
breaks out , and with all the forces he could make by money or promifes 
(ere the Peguan was return’d from Attva) in fbort time enters Tegu^nd ap- 
parantly made knowne his high rebellion: the Peguan threatens terrible 
thiogsjind to cffe&them oppofes the Siamite with an Armie of nine hun¬ 
dred thoufaud fightiag men; but that world ofmen could not contrarie the 
decree ofampre powerfull King^forfuch was the confufed hafte he made, 
precipitated by furie, fuch the hate, his crueltie had defam'd him with, 
aad fuch the affright his uncles Mdw Genius (as Catjaridtd Brutue) every 
where oppofed him with, that in three houres fight his mooftrous mujti- 
tudeturne taileand willingly yeeld chemfelves a prey to the imaged axe 
of war, chofing rather to dy, than any way to increafe the Paguan’s pride; 
fo as the Siamite triumphs^Sc the Peguan haftens back toraife more men to 
trie a fecond fortune: The Siamite (not willing to ingage himfeife too far) 
returnes^the Peguan is almoft there as foone ashe ; all the way burning and 
deftroying all he met with : the Siam Kingarmes himfeife with the Foxes 
skin 5 he refufed to fight jnot that he feared, but chat he knew an eaficr way 
whereby to a fibre his conqueft • the Pegit darrs many fiery defiances, calls 
him rebell, coward, and what not; not dreaming of his ftraragems.: for 
ere hee could leave his trenches the fwiftand mighty river Swum {Mean 
fome call it) fweld defperately, broke ore her bancks, and flufiht fo violent 
intoth? Peguan army, that for want of boates and other helpes, above 
feven hundred thoufand periftied, the reft were as bad as dead; feare and 
famine fo overwhelmed them; this river every yeere (like Ni/ar)over- 
fiowes, and fupplies their want ofraine 5 fo mellowing the earth as it com¬ 
pares with JEgypt for plenty, and with any other part of Indja for rarities: 
the next yeere the King of feconded his fight, but was compen/ated 

with no better fortune, we may fay with worfe; in that his fonne in this 
triall by too much valour loft his life, and of 500000 nota third got fife 
back to Martama. And which was worfe than that, by thefe perpetual! 
hrawles of warre, his coffers were emptied; his Cities impoverifht by 
want of trade; and his Kingdome in a fort depopulated by Ioffe of fo many 
men: thefe prov’d not motives ofpittie to the other late fubjefted Ter¬ 
ritories, but provocatives rather to unfetter themfelves(as Siam had done) 
from uDoaturall thraldome; fo that the King of Bramaw, the viceroy of 
Tmgu^ and of Kachan (a Province twixt Pegu and Bengali) confederates 
and whiles the King of Pegu was hatching more prodigies at Martovas^ 
they ftealc into Peg# with a refolate Army, deftroying fuch as the late 
famine had fpared * but though they found few people, and leffe food, 
yet got they riches incredible; out of Peg# the Cine as much treafure as 
loaded 2000 Camells : and as a period ofthatdefigne not only made the 
wretched King crownlefle,but crowned their conqueft with his life, his 
wife, and three fonnes forrowfully accompaying him : Arraign and the 
other two difagrering about the fpoyle, were beaten home by the 
Braraaan King; hee e D jy’d it but a while, the Siamite entring fo furi- 
oufly, that hee alfo packt home and left Syam the viaorie * who fince 
then, upon a marriage twixt one of the royall family of Vtgu and his 
daughter, has quit his daime; and gives way to have both Citie and 
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Kingdome brought to fuch trade and beauty as ic had formerly. But to 
facilitate our travells, and to point you out the way the eafler, accept an 
adjoyning Maputo that in fol, 300: Thisdcfcribing India extra Gangem, 
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yii Tegu, Sumatra* L i b. ^ 

From Pegu to Bengala are 90 leagues: thefecond Towner of note is 
Martavan under 15 degrees ; and which I guefle was chut Triglipton, noted 
by Ttolomy , rather than Pegu as chinks Caflaldus. I might tell you of the 
vanitie of this wealthie Monarch ; either when he fhowes himfelfe in his 
royall paradrome or in his loading himfelfe with glittering gem': ; his head, 
ear<es,annes 3 hands,legs,and feer f refemblinga befpangled firmaraeor;fuch as 
may amaze a good fenfe,yea dazie a good eye,and force fome men to judge 
him infinitely rich ; but I behold him othenvife, and rhiok him poore and 
miferable: Or of his deifying his Elephants, becaufe milke white, and of 
greater bulke than ufuall ; Ifuppofe him worth our defcription, not that 
he is unknowne in England 5 but for other things in him 5 than his fhape, 
more obfcrvable.. 

Elephant. The Elephant is for growth and underftanding chiefeft,of unreafonaHe 
Animalls, foashehasbin affcibjeft of many learned writers, Ariflotle , p/«- 
tarkjy Pliny , Strabo , Annian &£■ They go two, fome times three yeares 
with young, and have extreame torment in their labour 5 their teat is 
twixt their fore legs, which the young one eafily finds and fucks with eger- 
nefTe. When they attaine three yeares, they feed upon Dates, Meale, 
Milke, Whey, Fruits, Suger-caues,and Honey: they grow till fifteen, in 
that time mounting cofoure and twenty foot, yet lie downe, dance and 
prove very a&ive, In hot weather or when luft inflames them, the male# 
grow mad , and paft jefting with, their tefticles being in their fore¬ 
head. Umbragiouslhades , eaves, and rivers pleafe them. Swine, Ser¬ 
pents, and Mice difpleafe them ; cockcrowing does not fo affltfthim, as 
with his Probofcii toencounterthe Rhynoceros affefts him. The Perfians 
call him the Symboll of Fidelity; /Egyptians, the hierogliphic of juft ice 3 
Indians of piety; Siamyts of memory; Arabs of magnanimity; Suma¬ 
trans, the Embleam of providence ; Pliny in 8. fib. Nat. Hifl. gathers them; 
I»tc!le3usi8i ferments patrii, imperierumque^ obedientia, ojflriornmque di~ 
dicere memorta y ameris & glorite voluptas , imo mra retigio quoque Syde- 
rptm , Solisqm ac Lun£ vcnc atio &c. 

Mhs(^ Cat. The Musk Cat here alfo convenes and may merit a ca’tagraph: ftiee ex¬ 
ceeds the Caftor for bigndfe; her head is little, eyes cleare, a long muz¬ 
zle, her teeth (harp, and offenfive: her hayre is particoloured, harfti, and 
briftly; yellow above, and whiter downewards: her profound pocket i3 
neer the genitory, excerpt fometimes withafpooneor flick 5 but when 
out offervitude, of her owne accord parts with it, and by its fragor is ofc 
found by the carelefie pafienger. 

Having refrefbt enough upon themayne, hoife we fade for the moft 
noble lies of the Orient, and vicinating the Cities lately fpoken of. 

Of Sumatra . 

Qv MATRA, is that famous He, by Ariflotle lib. de mundo , and others 
^of old, cald Taprobane ; Symunda in 7. lib. Pi$l. and now by the in- 
habiters, Salyce or Saint ra ; and ((provided/^#® be nor an Ile^J may truly 
be reputed the third great lie in all the Univerfe : fix hundred (Tome fay 
niae hundred) miles long, and in breadth two hundred and forty; traded 
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Sumatra* 


to by Solomon, , bur unknown to Alexander, though Mtgafthmes thinks One- 
fieri* *t his fervant faild thus far- One Idmbuht an errant Gretk is faid to 
have bin here, 200 yeares afore Chrifts nativitie fif d, sic , fay true,) and 
may be the hrft difeoverer : of a Chriftian, AlvaroTekzzoisthe firft,who 
An. 1506 to find out gold, faild whether M&mt guided: fince when,’moft 
people of the world have knowledgof it: Tis Nadyr to the EquinoftiaE: 
and now a place, where many petty Kings advance their Scepters. The 
moft glorious Dyadem indrcles the ecliprick brow of that Tyrant of 
Acheen. All ofthem rich in gold and fruits and ftones, but miferable in 
their Mawmecry and fuperfiition 5 moft of them fo ingnlpht in the abifle 
of paganifme,that they dare adore Cat;, Rat, Dog, Diveil, or what can be 
moulded after the reprefentatioo of an elementary Creature: both Sex go 
moft part naked 5 both are couragious,and apt in EcUonaes dances. The 
foile is good where rivers fruftifie, barren where gold is veined. 

Many Townes of valew are mediterranean $ of which, Mamncalo (full 
of gold ) is not leaft memorable. But of beft note here are Ports 
and Villages maritrimat; fuch as bee Achtm (by them cald Ajh(y') p e ~ 
der, Vasem, Dayajico, Vriamm, Tjkpa (eaft of lambeej Earuzee, Catta- 
Hxga, Aru } Darn , and (chough laft , firft in gold and value) Pajama*. 

The rivers flow with filh, and might prove more delightfnll for the Net 
and Angle, did not thofe hateful! Crocodyles (here more than in Nilm) 
fruftrate both. This noyfome creature is one of the greateft wonders we 
meet with, in that from fb final I a beginning as an Egg (not much bigger r ... . 
than that of aTurkey)they increafero s'or 10 yards in length.Their bodies Qrte6M< * 
are not longer than their cay)«, which is of like ufe with them, the Pro- 
befits is to the Elephant: their mouths are very widest one gulph able to 
fwallow horfe or man; their teeth areingraile f 5 they have no tongue: 
nor can they move their upper /aw- bone: their bellies are penetrable : 
backs hardy to be peirced^ thebrumall quarter they faftfrom food: but 
the reft of the yeare devoure all fort of prey, with much voracity and gre- 
dinefle. No leffe notable is the Females burthen: fixty dayes paffe ere fhe 
lay her egs, and which be commonly fixtie numbred : fixtiq dayes thee 
conceales them: and when fhe fits, fixtie dayes donfumein batching: 
and’to agree in one,• fixtie yeares is ufually the Age of this deeefted 
beaftjfiihj or Serpent: by Sea-men improperly cald Alligator, corrupted 
from Allegardotj. mixture of Spanifh and Alman language: the name Cro¬ 
codile is taken a creceo colore, or per Anriphrafin quod crocum timeat. It 
is the moft obnoxious of all fea monfters, and rightly becomes the Dif- 
femblers epithice, la qmbmeftaftutla Hytem^ pie/as Crocodili 5 the Egyp¬ 
tians ofimpudency : awed by none fave the Ichneumon, whoftealcs into 
his belly and gcawes his guts whiles he opens his chaps to let the little 
Trochi! pick his teeth, which give it feeding- 

Hence,faile we by many fmall lies, as Marrah and tampon in the ftraius 
of Sundy, (o named by Viola, and from a point and Town in the next great 
Hand- Of PolygunJy alfo we might fpeak, but love not to land there, p £- 
nitijfijuvabit , fuch bad luck by malevolent Venus or ill dyet had our late 
plantation, wherby the Monopoly died with them-out of their graves only 
I cringing a new deterring name, of Kill abundance. But caft we Anchor 
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upon an ozier ground, and fix our wandring eyes upon a more delighted 
obje&j lava, an lie both great, wealthy, and famous 5 Inftla labadis, Niger 
gheffesic. . 

Of fay a major . 

I a V A the greater,is an He high the Bengalan Sea, declining (even (feme 
obferve nine) degr. 4.0 minutes towards the Ancarcick Pole from the 
Equinoftiall; and in the 120 degrees of longitude. From Eaft to Weft it 
ftrerchesone hundred and fifty leagues, orof eogjifh miles foure hundred 
and fifty ; from North to South niutie leagues,or two hundred and feventie 
miles: the midland is for the moft part mountainous and ill peopled ; the 
marittim low, and populous; the fir ft is windy, but conducing to health 5 
the latter marifh, and infalubrious. 

It is full of fmall villages, and inhabitants: the fea coaft (by reafon of 
trade for pepper) has Townes well built, moft wealthy, and beft defend¬ 
ed : upon the North fide, and to the N. E. efpecially, are Bantam, P dam- 
ban, lackgtra (new named Batavia by the Duchj but formerly S tends- Ca - 
laps by the Inhabitants,) Iaparra,tuban } lortan , Greecy, C'hyringw, Sere - 
baya&c. 

Bantam is under Antartick declination or latitude, 6 degr. 20 minutes, 
and ofwefterly variation 3 degrees: the biggeft Citie in the Hand. ownd ■ 
by the Natives, built well nigh two miles long, diftmguilht into a Buzzar^ 
the Pcngratts Paliace, a few ftreets, and at the furtheft end the Cheuefes 
live together in low built dwellings. Of it felfe it affords nothing fave 
ryce, p*pper,andcOttenwoll: though'indeed, pepper for the greateft 
part is brought hither by the crafty but infinitely induftrious Chyney men, 
who each January anchor here, and unload their Iuncks or Prawes from 
Iatnby , Borneo^Malacca, aod diversother places^makiog Bantam their Maga- 
zen or Beehive, out of which they furmfti the Englifh Sc ocher merchants. 
Thefe Chynefes are men of peace, voluptuous, venereous, coftly in 
their fports, great gamefters ,and in trading over fubtle for young Chri- 
rtian merchants: oft-times they are fo wedded to dicing, that after they 
have loft their whole eft ate,* wife and Children are ftak't and parted with • 
yet in little time by gleaning here and there, he will be able to redeenie 
them ; if not, at the day, they are fold in the market. 

The lavan Rings are five, (Viceroys I might better call them 5) foure 
of them are fubordiuate to the Mat tar as's command, who is able to bring 
unto the field 200000 defperate flaves, black, but valiant: they have 
fmall order or pollicy in warre j yet dare attempt any thing, they are 
fo forward. The climate burnes fo fiercely, that little apparell pleafes 
them 5 moft, goe moft part naked: they ufe lances, darts, arrowes, and 
fhields; but their foie braverie is in their crises 5 a weapon, commonly 
two foot long, broad,waved, (harp edgd, and fmall pointed * but (againft 
the lawes of Nature, and honour) bafely poifoned : the hilt or handle 
is ufually of w®od or home , (fome have them of gold, filver, and Ivory) 
cut into the crooked Ihape or figure of a deformed Pagod: yet were 
they athoufandtimes more ugly,thefe favages would dare to adore them ; 
efpecially, in that they aske the Idol! on their creaft pardon, after,they 
have perpetrated homycide or fuch like villany ; a trick us’d by Lares 
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the eleventh to the Crucifixe in's hat, to his eteroall infamy. But thefe 
Javans are druackin their demon oiny ; they the more earneftly imbrace 
it, by how much their poyfoned natures abhorre honefty. They trade 
inmurrhers, adn 1 eerie , thefts, rapiae, deceit, and all kinds of knave¬ 
ries: Magique alfo, and Alirologic delights them: a ftudy their Priefts 
areexcelieut ja , and in which Satan inftru&s them; the better to oblige 
their gratitude, and to worfhip him as the Apollo of knowledge 5 which 
wee inculcate, and abominate, yea fay with ifahh, Is there any God he- 
jides the Lord (Jehovah} / yea , there is no God, tee know not any; hetjfi. ^ 
makeih the diviners mad, hee turneth the wife men backward , and maketb 
their knowledge fiotifo. Let ns not learne the way of the heathen, they i# 
are altogether brut ip and fooltjh ■ hk molten Image kfdjhood , and then 1 
is no breath in them: they arc vanity , and in the day of account they jhad 
perrfh. Butin the Lord (ball ad true beleevers bee juflijied and pall glory. 

Thefe people know better how to fwitn than navigate; yet are not ig¬ 
norant in fea affaires, nor want they veffels to doe mifehiefe in. Thjir 
chiefe delight is hunting Tygres, Ounces, and fuchbeaftsas give chafe 
and refiftance 5 They know Mahomet in fome parts of the lie, who as an 
iofe&ious ayre isfuckc by many people of remote Hands. Friendly they 
are to EngUfh men and delight to ferve them, efpecially fince the 
Duch forced locate a from them , betwixt whom is ftich mortal! vari¬ 
ance that fifteen ryalls (is given by either/ as a reward ior each prifoner 
dead or alive , either people can take nor fs there ever hope of 
trne Amity with Barbarians. The Oran-kaysor heft fort of people here, 
are lafie, lociable j but not to bee too much traded: they fuppofe them- 
fclves defeended from Chyna\ in alunck 700 yeares ago forced hither 
by Tuffon or temped. They are proud, and weare their hay re pretty 
long , and about their crifpes wreath a valuable Sbafh cr Tulipaut j go 
naked to to the waft, where they gird them with a parti-coloured plad or 
mantle, falling no longer than the knees; and are impatient if any of¬ 
fer to touch their heads. The ordinary food had here (not at eafie rates) 
isryce, wheat, pinange, betele, ophium, goates , egs, hens,coquos, 
plain tains, jacks, and rack-a-pee fo cald Rar sjW'lw; which drunck irhmo- 
derately,accilerates Death ;but temperate ly,fixhile rates the heart; cures 
fluxes, kill worrnesand helps digeftion. To conclude. 

Whence this great and noble lie is called lava, I eonfeffe my ignorance. 

I dare not fay from Javan (laphets fonne) grandfonof Nod', in that moft 
agree, he planted Greece. But by reafon his own brother Tharjts peopled 
thefe parts, why might he not from his brothers name (to eternize his me¬ 
mory) borrow the denomination. Nothing elfefave Pepperprefentsic- 
felfeia this lie, worthy our noting: Pepper is fowne,and in the growth 
fupported by poles or canes, about which it entwines and duplicates with 
many embraces, till by maturity it gets the ftiape and ftrength of a buftiy, 
round, and pleafanc tree. The pepper hangs foure inches in length, and 
one about 3 tn many clufters; each yeelding fifty or fixtie cornes,fuIl/onod 
and fragrant; the fmooth is beft accounted of. 

The Cotton (more common in Verfia and ) is no lefle memo- Gotten 

rable and ufefull. The tree is flender,ftr eight, a yard high, and like a bryer; 
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ac the cop it expands into many Coverall branches; «ch,dja?g a with ma¬ 
ny balls or cods concerning the Bumbaftor Cotton : the Ibapc is round, 
and equal! in higneffs to a Walnut: at maturity the cod opens'difclofes 
her creafu*c 5 but being cropt,is put in an entire heap, and with Hay lea 
or Cueh like uft:full (chough churlifh) inftruments is forced out 5 and by the 

enriched owner cheerefully gathered. ' , . 

The Malayan Tongue founds well, and may prove harmony to the in¬ 
genious oblerver;in thefe parts nolelfe muficall&epedemiCj than is (with 
us 3 and others) the Latine, Arabique, and Sdavoman.

i iebes, by fome is cald Makaffer lie, from her be ft Cicie fo cal- 
^-^led : a place for quantitie and quality no way defpicable y ftretching 
from the Equator 6 degrees South: ovall formed, two hundred miles long 
at lefty well peopled, but with bad people y no place ingendring greater 
Demonomifts, wellagreeing with the old name Viol, gave them Ant hr a- 
popkagomm regie, Mahomet is notunknowne among them, but by him, 4 
male in pejat: for though he teach them, there is one and but one God; 
yet feeing lefus Chrift is unknowne there, what does this their know¬ 
ledge, but make them more capable of rorment, than if they had been far 
more barbarous. From Mac offer to Camhyna W. N. W. are foute aud 
twentie leagues 5 to Nojfafcres eightie* 

The lie is fruitful!, though under the moft frying part of the burning 
Zone. The Sonyeelds them day and heat enough 5 but Night,their com* 
plexion: the habit they weare, differsnotfrom their grandfather Adams. 
a few fig or plain tan leaves tide about their middles, being el fe where 
naked; the better fort (to varie.from the vulgar) are tulipanted, and 
Hurt their coleblack skins with a pure white cloth, which does not leni- 
fie the fcortching fonne, but fervesfor complementall difference. The 
women are Gods creatures, hut have adulterated his holy ftampe, by not 
only deforming their face and body, but by that vile lubricitie, their foulcs 
are fpotted with. Impudence goes here unmasked: It is no novel- 
tie for them to open the fack they goe in, andintice a ftrangevto conco- 
mitatej her honefty was loft before, but now fhe ferries two to Bara¬ 
thrum : if his body (by that voyage) leak not to death, the Tobacco flic 
proffers him will operate it ;for fach is their damned Art in horrid venom, 
that thefe Syrens can fing fafety to chemfelves, arid by the fame pipe and 
weed finoak him to death 5 a trick they will be perfeft io , though the Di- 
vellowne them for it. Bythagoras made the wantons of Crotom modeft 
and the men moderate; lam qut corrigatj alter erit. And which is no leffe 
Infernally the men ufe long canes or truncks (cald Sempitans) out of which 
they can (& ufe ic)blow a little pricking quill, which if it draw the left drop 
of blood from any part of the body, it makes him (though the ftrongeft 
man living) die immediately 5 forps venoms operate in an houre, others 
in a moment y the veynes and body (by the virujencie of [hat poyfon)cor- 
ruptiog and rotting prefently, toany mans terrour and amazement, and 
feare to Ifrre where fnch abominations predominate. Toa cannot chuie 
but think this a hell upon earth , though at our fifft approach upon fight of 
Co goodly an Hand, we thought it better than Elyjittni : but remembring 
Impiafub dttlci mellc venena latent: 

we will away for better places 5 the C-Moluccots I meane, P tolomy calls 
them Sind& \ than which, no part of thellniverfe gives more delight and 
' 3 variety 
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v^ritie ofrefrefbmeots. But by the way caft our eyes upon mao y fra all 
lies and fas we fail e due Eaft) uponB^/p in gdegr. 30- min. and on Tymore 
lodegr. South aouiin. eafterlyfrom the laft : both of them more rich 
io ftones and fplces thaa fome greater lies about them : leave we alfo 
Conio and Serran unfpoken of * not that they are unworthy, but becaufe 
wehafttothe Moluccs , in view now, and where wee nieane to reft 
a while.

Of the Molucca fles . 

r T' , Hey are numbred five. Molucca. GlUdo. Ternate. Ttdere. and Ma- 
1 chan (where Magellan after his long voyage Anno 1520 loft his life by 
treachery of thefe barbarians.) TheEnglifh were the firft that ever trad¬ 
ed to thefe lies of any Chriftians: and tnoft of them have acknowledg’d 
our King their Sovereigne: but by the Duch it feemes our men are now 
thruft out, as if all India were theirs by title from the Creation. 

Of thefe Gillolo is greateft; but in Cloves, Mace, Nutmegs, Ginger, 
Pepper, Oyle, Aloes, and Honey, all of them alike plentiful!. All or molt 
of thefe, have the Equino&iall for their Zenyth, and by thofe diurn all 
fhowres, and breezes which faile them not, and Apollees commorance, the 
the fruits ripen foouer, the earth fmells more aromaticall, and the Ayre 
feemes more nutririve than to other places. Let us reft a little upon fome 
fruit deferiptlons. 

The Clove tree differs in proportion according to the place it receives 
vigor in : fome being comparable to the Bay, others to Box or fuch like 
trees of humble ftature^ *tis, raoftpartofche yeere green and pleafant, 
having leaves long and final!, diftendtog into many branches: It bioflomes 
early, and becomes exceeding inconftant in complexion 5 from a virgin 
white pa]itaring other colours;in the morne a pale green,to the meridian a 
diftempered red,8t fleepes in blacknefle, The Cloves manifeft themfeIves 
at the uemoft end of all the branches io great plenty 5 and in their grow¬ 
ing evaporate fuch fenfe ravifhing odours, as if a compendium of Natures 
fweeteft gums and de’icacies were extracted and here uuniced: they are 
thrice yeerly pruined, and gratefully retorta treble vintage: and though 
but perfected in 3 yeares, yet muft be counted an advantage ; for Phyfiti- 
ans tell us, they are hot anddrie to the third degree, corroborate the fto- 
mack, and benefit concoftion. 

The Nnrmegg (or great Nut) like thofe trees moft famous for their ex- 
ellencies, is not very lofty in its heigth, fcarcefo proper as the Cherrie ; 
by fome, refembledto the Peach, with which ie varies to forme of leafe 
and graine, affe&ing more aflize and compaffe. The Nut is cloathed with 
adefenfive husk like thofe of bafer quality, but at full ripeneffe difroabs 
it felfe, and difeoversher naked purity the Mace, which chaftely intwines 
(with a vermilliionblulh or colour) her endeared fruit and Hirer, both of 
them breathing out moft pleafing fmell 9 and perfumes: the Mace in few 
dayes (like choifeft beauties) by Apolloes wanton flames becom’s tawny 
and unlike her former braverie : yet to that diffent, beft pleafes the 
ruftick gatherer. 

Neere 
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Neere the Molucco'j, and neererthe Antartique, wee fee many other 
lies, noble in efteeme, and rich in qualitie: but, for that more than bar¬ 
barous bafcnefle our miferable Country-men fuffered by the Dutch , we 
have no pleafure to ftand upon any thing five recitall 3 fuch are Amboyna, 
(placed 'cwixt Banda and Molucco;) Banda, (in 4degrees 50 minutes, and 
(from Amboyna 34 leagues:) Pulaway, (from Banda 3 leagues:) Puloreth, 
(from Puloway W. N. W.) Lantore, (the greateft of the lies of Banda:)Ba- 
tan : Labafacka 3 Nero, Ticobajfa, Cumber , S alamo 3 and others: all of them 
efpecially puloway and fuloreen , Teeming continued wilderndTes of Nut* 
megs and Clove-trees, Pepper, Vines,and Olives. Thefe two laft named 
commercedfirft with our Merchants, and contra&ed aperpetuall Amity 
tfnd Fealty to our King; but in defpight of them and us, the uncivill Dutch 
(whom for their braving humours here, pride, hate, and bloody execu¬ 
tion of our ifinocentmen at Amboytta and other places in India 3 \ cannot 
name with patience) have banilht our Merchants, and entitle themfelves 
Lords of molt of Bauds Hands, caring neither what right the Tarsatenpn 
Bor Banda Kings have over them. 

From thefe, ftrer wee another courfe,to Swawagreat and wealthy 
Hand. We are foone in fight of it, the gale is fo profperous. 

Of Borneo. 

D ORNEO,orr^/a boat fortune in Ptdl. is Nadyrto the ^Equator; and 
-^-''refe rubles an ovall feicld \ the major part inclining North : Antartiek 
elevation not mounting above 3 degrees ; Artick, to 7 and odde minutes: 
& owes her firft difcovery (by any Chriftian European)tooDe de Brenyu ho 
lathe yeere of our blefled Lord 1523. anchored here. Itgroanesac this 
day, (for the tn oft part) under Spanish bondage; who in any place where 
gold or other treafure is to bee had, ceafe not till they can rnafter it- va¬ 
lewing neither foule not body of any Inhabitant, (favc for l heir luft) with 
the leaft weight of thac too much foule-con founding creature. But let us 
cOnfider! Nulla Cmlum reparabile gaza. 

It has many Villages and people; but the one are poore in their ma¬ 
terially the other more wretched in their infernal! Religion, and late 
taught Idolatry : both, no way valewabi’ey didnoc thofe mynes of Gold 
and Dy3moads, and feme other merchandifes; as, Bezarrs, Musk, Am¬ 
ber, Lignum Aloes, Sanguis Draconum, Wax, Rice,and Rattans or Canes 
make her moft magneticall. Hermarittim Townes and Ports exceed not 
fornumber, but Pitt & boh. Socodania, (in 1 deg. 3 5 minutes South, from 
Bant amt N. E. r 60 leagues) and Bemermapn^ Lit tie,but good; if fuch thou 
interpret. Safety and Satiety. 

We are landed info good aplace, that wee will reft our wearied feet 
awhile, and entertaine your curiofity with a few viands; friends (chough' 
Ample food) to infeobled Nature. Bezar, Lignum Aloes,Musk, Civic, 
Benjamin, and Amber. 

Bezar t or (as the Perfianscall it) Pezar, is of two forts; generated in 
Perfia and both the Indyes: the American is worfe than be thefe of Ajts 
and the Orient. The fliape alfo fa various ; fome refembling a plum, fbmc 
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a Date-ftoae, others like Egges of Doves, feme like Cheztmts, and Goats 
kid Dies $ all agree in this, they are blunt ended: they are no lefle incon* 
ftant and divers in colour ; fome being red, pale-greene fome,other-fome 
of a dark yellow, and fome sky-coloured: the lift are beft, thefe confift- 
ing of many skalesflike Unions and Onioas)circuravoIviBg one the other, 
and in which, Nature has expreft fane more excellency, than Arts beft in¬ 
genuity or pcrfe&iQn : for, each inferior skale (not unlike the glorious 
Orbes inverted) yeelds frefher beauty, and more celeftiali fpleudorthan 
the fcrmerieach skale diminifhing 8t being of more venue,as the Bezar is 
in tenuity or erafficude. Many arc counterfeit. They try them rhus,either 
by pearcing them with hot bodkins;or after they havewayd them, to 
fteep them in cold water foure houres; and if it crack not,tis not feyned: 
to know it good,tbey then wipe ic, and ballance it againe; obferving, if 
it weigh neverfo littleabove the firft weight,’tis bafe and defyicable. Note 
alfo, that Borneo Bezars are not halfe fo valewable as Vtrjfa s. 

Lignum Aloes, from diverfity of Countries, varie in their Nomenclati- 
ons. The JavaaS and Malayans name it,Garroo: Indians and Portuguizes, 
D‘Aquillha,tbe Chinee,and Co chinchin se, Ca 1 am ba: fra m'd of large round 
flicks, of a cloody graine, commixt with a (by veines; no leffe pica fane to 
the eye, than to the hand ponderous: the relifh or tafte proves bitter, in 
its language telling you. It would be burned; for, hoc coales, of Fyre no 
fooner couch it, but it incendiaces, and (to the. honour of its owne Fune- 
rall-foleranity ) expires and breaths out an odor fo aromatick and comfor- 
able, that no other i9 ufedby the Indians, Malayans, Siamites, Peguans, 
Cambogians, and Borneans, when they incinerate theCarcafles of their 
moil honoured Parents. 

Musk, is either yellow, browne, or black: the ffrft is befl laft , is bafeft; 
the choyfeft yellow (hews a deep Amber completion (not unlike Spike¬ 
nard) cloathed with a reafonable moift skin, fweatiogout fomebriftly 
hayres, without ftones, lead, or like adulterate mixtures; of fo ftcong a 
fmell as feemes offenfive; but tafted, penetrates a ftrongbraine by its fra- 
gor : fweec fpicesdead it ; and put in the mouth, if it fuddenlydiflolve, 
or in the hand if it be long a melting; thofe trialls difeoverit for bad and 
imperfet. 

Civit,isdiverfified in colour alfo : deep yellow (I have beene told) is 
beft, the worft is white, gerafie aud fophifticat: howbpit,the new is pale, 
and foone after groweth yellowifh. 

Benjamin, by the Malayans call’d Menyan ; by other Indians Benyan: 
is either pure cleare white, or yellow, ftreaked or coloured; the gum 
iflues from a tree high, finall, and fernifhed with fruitlefle branches j the 
leaves are not unlike the Olive: Pegu and Siam yeelds the beft; Arabia 
very good; that from Sumatra, Priamanmd Barroufi ,courfe, and bad: 
better lik’d of at Java, than in England. t 

Amber, is of fo many formes; grey, browne, white, black: grey is 
beft ; black is worft; the other two are indifferent. The beft fort ofgrey 
is pure,interlac’t withalhieveines,notfubjeft tofinck; and got (as Mer¬ 
chants in for me us) in Soffala , Magadaxa, Mombajfa^ Mozambique, Madagaf- 
car , MohtUa , Helindt , and other parts of Afriqm: found thcre at incercain 
i . hazards. 
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hazards,hadathomeat eafie charge and Ieffe danger : for Gems, I will 
fum iie up all in naming their proper places 5 and chough 1 borrow the re¬ 
port from Merchants, I never thought any many Notes or Language lefle 
honourable 5 fo thereby they may in a decent way prove to the reader ad¬ 
vantageous. We have Corral 1 , Amber, Em raid. Calc edon, Pearle, Onix, 
Sardonix, Sardis,Bezar,Hematift,aad Turquoife from Arabia,Indopan, and 
perjra: Pearles, BerilIs, Saphyres, and Adamants from Zey loon : Jalper, 
Cornelion, Agar, Heliotrope, Jacinth, and Cfaryfolite from MaUabar, 
Narjtnga , and Cochimchyna. Diamonds from Bor mo,and Gulkpndah : Gold, 
Silver, Rubies, Saphyre, Granats, Topaz, Emrald , Sraargd, Efpmells, 
Cats-eyes, and Porcellan, from Pfgfif, Siam, Bengala, Sumatra, lap an, and 
Chyna : enough to make a poore man rich, and rich men miferable. 

Let us now to Seaagaine, and by a N. N. E. courfe in few houres view 
Mi&dano, an lie (as big as Cicely) branching from 6 , to above 9 degrees 
North. North of it, and neighbouring, are the Phillippina?, fo named 
from King Phillip 2, by Lopez de Legafpi who firft difcovered and planted 
there Anno Domini rydy. lies for the greateft part namelefle and number- 
lefTe^ all of them wounded by avaricious men.,and branded under Spanilh 
fervitude : of thefe,the beft and greateft in Lnconia, under 14 degrees 
North latitude 5 from whence in a direft azumoth Weft, is cambogia a 
rich part of cheAfiacique Continent. North of Luconia, are shyma and 
Shycoca knowne (by coftly neighbourhood) to Chyna and Japan, as is Co¬ 
rea alfo 5 a long narrow peninfule , famous in the fate, but infamous in her 
PagaD inhabitants 5 faid to bee more fubtle, cruell, and indomitable than 
be the Chynefes. 

Of fapdtL-a. 

I A PAN, unlefie Mercators fancie be true that it was Anna Cherfouefm^ 
was queftioolelfe unknowne to old Geographers: howbeit, the Name 
Ckryfe is given it by Niger 5 Zipangri, by M. P. Vemtus : who would rather 
feigne a *ame, than that fo grear, fo noble an IJcfhould be fo long inno¬ 
minate. 

The prim ierdifcov cry wee give to Mot us, Pejhotus, and Zeymerits, ba- 
niflit Portugal 5 who in the yeere 154a. were caft upon thi* lie by florin 
andaccidenr. Whether it bee an He or no, is difputable : fuch as make it 
one, give it in length (Soo,in bredth,rgo miles English : for my part, I hold 
JtqueftionabJe. The moft Southerly part is removed from the line 31 deg. 
the beft Townes and Ports of ftrengch and trade are Meaceo, 0 %acca, 
Teme, Fyrando, Fmcate (or Falcate) Sacay , Crate*, Tenfyday, Oringaw, Vo- 
fuquis, Machma.&c< Ofthefe, MeaccoQi mediterran City ) is call'd the Me- 
croplis, Surtmga next, and next it Ozacca t honoured with the Court fom- 
times i till of late was. 161 y. a rebellious fire fubverted and incinerated not 
it only, but many other Townes in that wealthy Province. Meacco is as 
bigas Florence , but not fo beautiful 1 : proud in a fweet and fpatious river, 
in many low, but comlyhoufes 5 and memorable in abundance of ftately 
Temples or Fotiquees full of guilded Mannad'as or Idollsy to which 
(above all other Nations),the Japonlans are moft addi&ed; the Jefuits 
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barreft reaping fcorneand cathobque apoftafi-e : Neither char grave af- 
peft, nor fubtle fophiftef; neicher their many miracles there, nor their 
col legist bravery, having that force to make them thought other thanfe- 
dicious, vain-glorious, and avaricious: fuch is the reward of H.pocnfie. 

in fhewfeemingdcflrons to do others good, in truth ayming at rheir uui- 
verfality.gainc 5 andhopeofConqueft. . , 

The government is Monarchical!: above threefcore petty Kings do ho* 
mage, and proftrate their maffy Coronets to be encircled, and to ilfoftrate 
the Emperki Diadem; from whofefrowne, a pumfhment and aifliftion 
worfe than common death ufually is darted : luch is hispower^hisawe; 
fuch their valfalage, their opinion of their Governors. The Country is 
moftpart mounranous; but full of floods, trees, corne, gr^fTe, and mine, 
rails: every way prefects Villages, fwarming with hcithen Inhabitants: 
the North and Eaft parrs of lap*# are leffe peopled than theSomhand 
Weft: andthofemuch more favage and barbarous; cruel], trccherous, 
idle, lafcivious, and awed by no Law, nor any way indu ft no us. The old 
Roman way of execution is here ufually fuffered ; they faften malefactors 
to Crofles with foure miles ; whether in hate to the Jefmts,or of Antique 
cuftome I am not cercaine; but fore it is, the puntfhment is full of torture 
and ignominious : thecivill Japoniansare valiant, curteous, complcraen- 
tall and great affeftors of novelties; but beyond meafure jealous, crafty, 
andrevengefull.if injured , yea divelUb,if exafpcrated. They would>c 
cannot deny themfelves difeended out of China, banifht upon a heedleffc 
rebellion fix hundred yeeresago; in memory of which, they bate one 
another mortally, no quarter being given to either Nation at any rime, nor 
ceafe the Ilandeis to rob and piratizeche Chynefes at all advantages; at 
homealfo in their prayers abhominating them, and in all complements 
and ceremonies varying from one another to expatiate their wrath and 
unnatural! diftempers. 1n any flight fufpeft or accufation, the very chil¬ 
dren are fo jealous of their reputations, that in cafe you lofe a trifle and 
fay to one of them; fyrrah I beleeve you have ftolen it without 
any paufe the boy will immediatly cut off a joync from one finger or ano¬ 
ther ; aud&y Sir,if you fay true, I with my finger may never heale againe; 
murder, theft, treafon, and adultery, are punilht with death; either cru¬ 
cified, or beheadded with a Cuttan 5 an Indian fword which flices eafily. 

Towns of note aad ftrength are Ozacca (so leagues from Bnngo) a Port 
Towne of good uore, and nearethe Sea; ftiongand beautifull: in no¬ 
thing more famous nor obfervable than in the royall Caftle, varnifhed, ty- 
led, and bamiflit over with flaming gold; rich and majefticall ; form’d of 
the beft fliape, of excellent ftone 5 the walls, every where twenty foot 
thick , finely fram’d, well polifht, curioufly cemented, plcafant, and du¬ 
rable : circled with deep trenches full of water $ and for entrance and de¬ 
fence {hewes above a dozen iron Gates,and drawing Bridges. 

It has formerly fuccourcd many Kings, and fecur*dthem from thepur- 
fuit and heat of Rebels; in this as memorable,'t was of late yeeres made the 
prifon of Cojg‘%<tt0#r* Prince of Taozey and eldeft Sonne of Ttyudzamma 

the late vi&orioas Eraperour; whofe Father Faxiba-zmPt* fubje&ed all 
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the petty Prioces of Ufa* 5 and made them by Oath and pledge agnlCe 
him and his their Soveraignes: Coja-zammav^oo his Fathers l'uddcn death 
was as fuddenly feiz’d upon by Qgofoo-zdm&a one of the three Protectors, 
and by him compelled to betroath his daughter 5 and for portion was 
thruft, and for ever damned to this hatefull Piifon. Againft Ozacea.on the 
other fide the river is feared Saeaya Towne well traded to by Chriftlsns; 
Edoo is well wall’d and peopled : 15 leagues thence is Qri»g»o a Towne af- 
foordmg good refrefliment and excellent harbouring or anchorage, Fy- 
tando (300 leagues thence, rocoaft thither,) is a CherfondTe and elevates 
the Artick Pole 33 degrees, 30 minutes: var. Eaft 2 degrees 50 minutes ; 
where and at Fuccatt the EagliQi had a refidence or faftory. 

Facatenx FaUateh a precty fvveetTowne, well watered, and ownesa 
ftrong and defenfive Caftle or Forcrefie: a Forreft of loftie Pines and 
fpreading Sycomores for three miles fpace environs it 5 with other Groves 
of force again ft the fcorchingSun* deiightfull to the eye, yea more grate- 
full rhanany other objeft: but (which renders them ingrate and bafely 
idolatrous) under thofe greene trees, and in many fmail but richly tyl’d 
Temples or Fouqnes, they adore Pa» and P riapw, yea Satan himfelfc in 
his uglieft refemblances : for where the Country is molt inhabited and 
garnifhtwith moft variety of trees, grafle, corne^c. (as, ’twixe Edoo and 
Seringa ') there are erefted moft Fotiques, there the people are moft 


idolatrous. 

In Meacco are 70 Temples, wherein they number 3 S 3 3 Chatnstiraror 
little guilded Devils, to which they give divine refped : they call them 
mtmad*es: But more notable than the reft is that in Meacco-, not unlike 
the Rhodyan CoJotftiSjhuse & wonderful!. This was built by Tyco-zamma 3 
and without much paine and coft was not finilhed: Vis of Oricalke or 
guilded Copper t, Us pofture is fitting in a Chaire 70 foot high , and 80 
broad : his head is capable to fupport fifteene men, who may ftand toge¬ 
ther without preafiog: his thumb Is forty inches about 3 and his other 
limbs proportionable. This is the grand Vagotha t the other are Dn m- 
nores , 0r of 1 efie adoration, Noltfie notable is the Monument adjoyning, 
in a*Cloifter within the prinripall Focique of Metceo^ where are gallantly 
iDterredffcuc to their ignominie) the cares Sc nofes of 3000 Coream 5 abale, 
theevilh people,vicinating & infefti&gthe Japoniane. At £>^y/isanother 
Mannada no lefTe infamous and reforted to: this Devill (or Molecn) is of 
concave copper, vaft,thick, and double guilded; its height is foure and 
twenty foot, and would be mote but that they have form d it kneeling, fot 
buttocks reftiug upoa hisleggs after the ufuall mode of the Eafterne Pa- 
«,ns • his armes are ftretebt to the utrooftjandat folemne times is wfiam d 
ikbmaodTrific-d.nto by offering him a child, which In embraces is 
fride to death in an inferuall torture. But of more note is another at: 2T*- 
cbtd, Eaft thence, where Sithan vifibly playes th Impoftor. The_bo- 
tiqtie is of rare ftrufture , and daily ferved by a mu Itimde of hellllh Pnefts 
Of Bonzees: act admitted to attend there, except they be young , well 
fttap-c and L ftrong in venetie as was Hercukt. Every new Moon they ft- 
lemnly betroth unto theDevilUDamofell , whofc Parents account the 
ceieuiosie happie and honourable: ifanyoeraore fetters lingular than 
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another , fhee is fetefted, by the luftfull Priefts devoted, and brought into 
the Temple;, and placed right againft the Mamada or Idoll: the roome is 
firli made glorious with Lamps of burnifht gold, and a preparation by ia- 
cendiatiog Lignum vita, or other gums and perfumes , fuch as be curious 
and coftly : by and by the Lamps extinguifli by myracle, and in a groffe 
darkneffe the Prince of darkneffe approaches and abufes her ; fo fhee 
imagines, and the rather credited, in that the Deviil leaves behind him 
certaine fcales like thofe of fifties , an argument of nophantafma : but, by 
this hellifti conjunction they fwell nor, unleffe the Bonzce fecondir: Sa- 
than is no fooner gone , but (he is faluted by the Bonzees, who ravifh her 
with fongs and pleafant mufique j which ended, fibee acquaints them with 
her fortune, and refolves them in fuch queftions, as Che by their mftruftion 
propounded to the Devill,and he had fatisfied her in : ftiee iffue's with ap- 
plaufe, and ever after is reputed holy and honourable : many other things 
I could prefect you from tradition-, but lavoyd (as much as may be) roin- 
fert incertainries: from hence therefore fsile wee Weft and land in Chyna, 
where though the travaile be difficult,yet fufferme to glean a little,chough 
it but expreffemy induftiie and care to offer you the trueff Novelties. 

Of China-}. 

C H 1 N A , is the ffioft Eafterly parr of Afta. A Kingdom e, both great 
and wealthie: famous alfo,but fcarce difeovered. Their jealoufie and 
difcourtefic toftrangers (they fuffer any to enter,none to returnc,) chiefly 
caufes it. 

It is fubjeft to many feverall names: fcarce any two ft range people ac- 
cordinone Nomenclation : and no wonder, fince amongft themfelrei 
they affeCt variety : the Kings new naming the whole Kingdoine at their 
Coronation, as they fancie it. 

Vtolomy long agoe call’d it Sinarum Regio: other Geographers, Seres : 
the Moores in Indujlant , call it c,at hay 0 : the Arabians,.* the Sya- 
mites, Cyn : rhe Malayans, Tabenzo: the Japanites,T/w»,and T’Jyn: the 
Tatcarrs, Bam: Alhacen,Tartgis : PaulusVenetua,blangi: the Inhabitants 
(if P ever a, Kicciu -r, and Trigautius fay true) Tamen 5 and themfelves Tame- 
gtnes. But how various foe’re that be; this isnotuncerraine: that it is a 
very fpatious Monarchic: for it extends from 17 deg. to 43, of North La¬ 
titude : and to the South, Cant am-, to the North, Peyuin-, tworoyall Ci¬ 
ties , fee me to terminate it. But thus confined: On the Eaft, it has the Sea 
of Japan (Corea is part of China , no lie, but to the North conjoyned with 
the Continent :) On the Weft, rhe Defaitsof Indujlant ; On the North, 
the Taccars: On the South, the Vhiilipina lies; and the South Weft ad- 
joyneth to Cochyn-£kina , and Ptgu y with part of Siam. AU agree that ids 
fqaare - and that from any one fide to another is 1500 Englifh miles: the 
circuit above 4000. the Country is generally champaign, 8c fruitful!; full 
offweet and navigable rivers; and which are no leffc inhabited chan the 
Villages and Cities be: of which, (kina has no fewer than 600 Cities; 
2000 wall'd Townes - 4000 unwalled ; 1000 Caftles; and of Villages 
fcarce to be ntunbred: and many they had need to be, fiace they give 
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lodgingtoabova threefcoremillionsofmenand boyce, befides women; 
which be notinrolled. The whole Empire is divided into fifteene great 
Provinces: governed by fo many Qrion-fu and Lauda: 5 who have their 
Tatans s and Chyans,or Deputies under them. Each of thofe Provinces has 
a Metropolis e full of people 5 fairely built $ and very fparious. But every 
way more excellent than the reft, are thefe foure, Paqttin by fome called 
Fafyttin : Nanqutn or Nant on : Cant am or Canton : and gninfay, by them 
called Ham- ecu: of which foure, at this day Faquin is chicfe or Em- 
periall. 

pAqviN elevates'the North Pole 41 degf. 15 minutes *andby late 
Geographers is accounted that fame Citie which fome call Cambalu water¬ 
ed by Fotifanga 5 and China then muft bee Cat hay a : yea (if Fantoja , and Di 
Canti fay true) the chyna Monarch is that fame great (?<#«,with M. P. Vt~ 
attm and Mantfevih afore him have famoufed. The Citie Feqttin is que- 
ftionleffe the moll fpacious, and beft peopled in Aft4^ if not in rhe world i 
finceit has go Duch leagues (ninety Englifh miles; circumference: it 
includes many fiat el y buildings; and Maufckas; 24.000 are numbered of 
the Mandarins Sepulchers g the meaneft of which, is not without beauty: 
and a no lefle number of little gnilded Chappells, befide 3 Soo Temples 
devoted to Idolatry. It has as many Gates SkPofterns as be dayes in a yeer: 
fixfcore Buzzars or Market-places: above a thoufand Bridges of ftone: and 
fuch water as is every where potable. This City is not above a hundred 
miles from that marvellous wa 11 , which crifnsgol their King (Zaintzon 
the 117 King fome fay) built 1000 yeeres ago, to keep out the invading 
Tartarr: a wall 1200 miles long 5 fix fathoms high ;twelVe yards thickg 
and fuch as was feven and twenty yeeres ere&ing, by a continued labour 
of750000 men. 

NanqVIN (the fecond Citie for grandeur and bravery, till of late,; 
was the China Metropolis. It elevates the Artick Pole 32 degr.and is di- 
ftaot from the Sea l leagues or there abouts. The City is 1a leaguesa- 
bout; circled with three ftrong walls and ditches : the Kings Pallace is 
glorious and vaft 5 the other buildings many (for 200000 are reckoed) but 
meanly beautiful]: the Temples area hove a choufand:the ftreetsfayre^the 
people induftrious : from Paqufo removed Eaft, fix hundred miles Englfth: 
moft part of the way is navigable. 1 . . . . 

Can TAM is at the South end of C?>in<t y in 17 deg. a Towne both rich 
and fpatious : our Ships came alraoft in view* of it: from it to FaqninU 

two months travel). ■ , „ 

Qv IN Z A y or Ham-sett borders Cochin-China: of old, the greateitj at 
this day the moft admirable for variety ofancick rarities in the Orient. _ 

Thefe bee the moft noted, but many other great and populous Cities 
this great Empire coneeineth: generally ofone fhape and alike governed: 
None be without their Mean! or Temples fildwith Deaftrior Idols. The 
Countrcy is generally champaigoand fruitfull 5 the husbandmans care and 
paines makeitto fruftifie and repay its thanks in various tribute:each Pro^ 
vincc there is well watered : and few of thofe rivers but abound in nib, 
which the Chynefes not only banquet on, but on Frogs, Snakes, Rats, 
Dogs, Hogs,and fuch food as many other Nations abhommate : thev filh 
with Cormorants. - 
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The people are Olive coloured ; more black or white as they vary 
from the iEquino&iall: they weare their haire very long,and fillited; their 
eyes are commonly blacky their nofes little; their eyes fmall ■ their beards 
deformedly thin 5and nailes often times as long as their fingers , ferving 
as a mark to diftinguifh the Gentry by. The better fort are habited in Hike 
and a Height fort of fatten ; the meaner, io black cloth made of cotton: 
their coats or vefts are long and quilted; nude cotye under the Jeftarme 
afterthe ufiiall garb of Ajta ; theirfleeves are alfo very long, and at the 
wrift very ftrait : their ihoes are many times of fuch ftnffe as bee their 
coats; and foaled with cloth or callicoes: fome have them richly imbroy- 
dered. The greateft variety amongft them is in their head attire : fome 
knit their hayre in cawles of (Ilk, of horfe-hayre fome, and fome with, 
fillets of gold or filver : others weare high caps or felts made of fine 
twigs, round, and commixt wichfilk of divers colours; and other-fome 
anantick fort of hat, high crown’d, round, one halfe without brim, and 
tawny coloured- The women are commonly mod eft,and differ not in ap¬ 
parel! ; in that a like vaile of white Jinnen wholly couers them; fhewing 
nothing but rheic pole-feet, which from their infancy are ftraicned; fo as 
to make them alia mode, many of them are maymed. 

They tollerate Polligamy, and Sodomy; yea, what elfe their luftfull 
idle natures can diftate to pleafe- their effeminacies. They are generally 
crafty, proud, hfie, jealous,complementall, and voluptuous. Mufick, Po¬ 
etry, Painting, and Stage-plaies delight them exceedingly : they care not 
what they fpend in luxury and fire-works : they eat in porceliane*, and 
have their dyet in many but fmall difhes^their meat mine r,and which they 
take up with two fticks of bone or Jvory; but fome have their nailes fo 
long as m iy excufe them ;for to touch their mouths or meat with fingers 
is held abfnrd and impious; their drinck is commonly hot, and by its taft 
and colour feemes to be fuch a Coho potion as they drinck in Perfa* they 
drinck oft and little. The Louchya’s are ferved on the knee, and much re¬ 
garded ; they all fit upon ftooles and eat on Tables. And albeit no Nation 
in the world is more idle and gluctenous; yet are no beggars to be found 
there; if he be young and beg, the whip rewards him ; ifold or lame 
or blind, the Hofpitall releeves him. Murder they punifh with death; 
theft and adultery commonly with the ftrappado: their Juftice is fever e 
and impartial!; their prifons,ftrong;their executions, beheading; or ftar- 
ving them. The Mandarins are honoured; the Chyam’s reverenced ■ the 
King adored: no Subjeft nor Ambafiador ever feesorfpeaks with him, 
(fave his children and Eunuchs) except by petition. They fuffer Ambafla- 
dors (or others) to enter Chmafb they bring prefects of valew; otherwife 
they fufpeft them as fpies and do way honour them. The Chynaesare 
curious in noveltiesiand love to fee ftrange Arts ; which they alfo delight¬ 
fully praflife : few of them buc has skill in fome thing; either in tillage 
making China difties or porceliane, to paint,flog, or play well: the Mathe- 
maticks they affett, 8t they civill Laws: they ufe not letters but Characters, 
or By erogliphicks, of which they have above 40000: they write neither 
to the right hand nor to the left, as the Latin and Hebrews did • but right 
downe and fimmetrically: they write with pencills made of horfe hayre, 
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fuch as they alfo paint with: their language is, moft part of raonofylJabies: 
they be generally Poets and Muficians: afFefted with Rhetorick and Di¬ 
vination. The Scholars and Merchants in this republique are much more 
honoured than the Souldiersbee: and fomc reafon they have for it, They, 
are fo cowardly, lafie, and.tyrannical!. No people in the world more ho¬ 
nour their King than do the Chynaes: they fuppofe him too glorious for 
them to look upon; they obey his will in every thing5 they fill his Ex¬ 
chequer yeerely with above a hundred millions of crownes j they call 
him The undaunted Emperour^and great Lord of the whole World ;Sou 
of the Sun; and beauty of che whole Earth. 

No people whatfoever, exprefie more filial! refpeCt unto their Parents 
than the Chynefes do : they obey them at all times, and everywhere : 
they do nothing to difpleafe them: they marry not without their afient s 
their childrens Names are at their difpofing : they honour them, bee 
they never fomeanej releeve them, bee they never fo poore • at their 
death, expreffe all fymptotnspoflible of their loyalty and duty: and fel- 
dome mourne lefTe (in white linnen, as did the Jewes) than two or three 
yeeresj the longer they mourne, they think they che better expreffc af¬ 
fection. 

They arrogate ,ail forts of excellencies whether in Art or Science, as 
peculiar to their Nation :they think their Speech the moft fweet and rhe- 
toricall of any in the world : what other people have, they judge deduc¬ 
ed and borrowed from their cnffifcendcnt Notions. They fay they are the 1 
moft ancient and immixt people in the Univerfe 5 and borrow nothing of 
any ocher Nation* They fay they firft invented Letters (or Chi rafter#,) 
Guns, Paiocing, Tillage, and Navigation: yet in none of thefe (for all 
their brags) can they paraliell us of Europe. For their antiquity,! deny noc 
but they may have continued their plantation and without much mixture 
(admirable iffb, for che Tartarrs and Siamits have oft over runne them) 
fince the firft fermaary ,begunne by Sim in thofe parts : yet may others in 
that point compare with them ; I might nominate the Bry trains: for I re¬ 
gard not their Lies and Hiftories of fuch Kings as reigned, or fuch Con- 
quefts as the Chynefes obteined (long before the birth of Time) a hun¬ 
dred thoufand yeeres ago,; unlefiewee qualifie it by the example of the 
Arcadians, whofe yeare had but ninety dayes; of the Maflagets, who had 
fifteen yeeres, or ofche ./Egyptians who had twelve yeeres in one of ours; 
following the courfe of the Moone, and not che revolution of the Sunoe, 
nor regarding the Dies intercalates 1 an error, moft of the Orientall Ech- 
uiques are plunged In. Their letters are nOt fo fucclnft as ours: their 
Hieroglyphicks come fhorc of the Egyptians. Their Guns are not fo 
ferviceable: they have them not above a fpan long ; fo .that they rather 
referable Piftols than Guns : nor are their bore nor fqaaring fo good as 
ours; fo ftrong, fo near, fo mathematical!. Their painting is of good co¬ 
lours; but their defining farre ihort of our inventiop: they draw the 
poftures filthily, and fhadow meanly; which doubtlefTe in painting 
makes the perfection. Their husbandry is without Art or Reafon; the 
graine is good, the foyle rich, the Zone moderate ; and yet their corne ir 
neither fo various, fo good,nor fo cercaine, as be pur Barvefts. Their Na- 
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vigaticm is lame: they build maoy ftiips^ but without beauty , or fervice: 
nor have they much skill in fayling, their Logarithms and Machemarirk 
inftruments to take the height of the Sun by failing them : their Compare 
alfo is defective, 5 for they have but eight or twelve points at rooft todi- 
ftingoilh by: nor is the Magnet (till of late} acquainted with them : for 
all which , they fay they fee with two eyes 5 we with one j and that all 0- 
ther people be more than purblind in fottifh ignorance. 

They delight exceffively in all (ores of games, and voluptuoufnefle : 
they can play at che(ie,irifh, paffage, in and in, ha2ard 5 and not only play 
great games, but when they have loft, care-not though they /take their 
wives and children; whom if they lofe, they part with till they can ad¬ 
vance fo much money as they were ftaked for. T hey are very hofpirable 
One to another,and have fo lure a faith ofthe Refurre&ion that they fome- 
times lend money to be repayed them in the world to come. Inter-ludes, 
Mafqs, Fire-workes,andfuch devices wonderfully cake them :nor valew 
they what money they expend in fnch fport, fo their expedition bee not 
deluded. Their houfes are meanly built, and as badly fornifhed. Their 
Meant or Temples havenofuch grandeur, nor beauty, as In a Coun trey 
fo peacefull, fo rich, and amongft a people fo ftudious, fo fuperftitious, 
might be chalenged: but chough their outfidesbee but ordinary, yet ; bee 
they many times lined with excellent good Marble, Prophyre and Ser¬ 
pentine. , - ■ - 

They celebrate their Natalitia or Birch-daies with great folemnity; 
for fifteene dayes they re joy ce and play 5 and each night gormundife up* 
on choice fruits, wines,and cares, wirhnofmMl voracity. The New yeerc, 
which they begin in March, is no leffe illuftrated: at that ti ne every man 
reares up his Pageant,and beautifies his door with paper Arches,and Ima¬ 
ges, and all the night long makes them vifible by ftore of Lantherns. 

Their Weddings have equal Ceremony: greater or leflerafter the qua¬ 
lity of the Deceafcd. When any Chyna diesjthey wafhhim every where, 
perfume him next, and then apparrell him ! : they put his beftdoaths on, 
aQd hate to let his head be naked: that done, they feat him in his chayre, 
and make him fit as if hee were not dead but hying. At a fet time his 
wife enters the roome$ fhe firft does him refptif, kifteS him, and fakes 
her farewell by expreffing fo much love andfchW as is polfibler at her 
depar tu re fhe takes her lodging, and her ch ildren next enter y wh ere they 
kneele and kiffe bis hands, yea fympathife, and ft rive *6 out*vie each Mo¬ 
ther in their ejaculations, and'fuch outward options of forrow and piety 
as is imaginable^ beating their breafts, and po wring out teares in abun¬ 
dance : next to them his kindred do their pans, and then his friends and 
other acquaintance: the third day they coffin him, in moft prttion3 wood; 
cover it with a coftly cloth,and over it place his imagefor fifteen efcyes 
the corps reft fo; each day having a Table fpread with dainty meats, but 
nightly the Prtefts eat it and buroe Incenfe. ) &off r er an expiatory Sacrifice* 
when ; hey carry it to the grave (which is neither within any Town doc 
C uie) they have women that do accompany ir.purpofely hyred to howle, 
to reare their bayre, and to move others to companion : fomerimes ujjon 
his coffin they place divers pictures of de admen , whom they merest to 
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fbewhim the beft way toParadife :thac done, his wife and children for 
fome dayes feclude themfelves from fight of men : and when they go a- 
broad, go doloronfiy habited : they put coutfe fack-cloth next their skin; 
have their cloaths made long and plain; and for three yeercs fear ce laugh, 
or feeme to joy in any thing: but contrariwife indeavour to the utmofl: of 
their power to agrandlfe their Duty by a continued lamentation, abfti* 
nence from pubiique feafts, and pjftimes : yea in all their letters, ioftead of 
their Names fubferibe themfelves Such a ones difobedienc and unworthy 
Child,8cc, 

But for all this, the Devill h is too greatafoveraignty over them: moft 
of their Colledges and Temples exprefling by one or other invention, 
their infernall wifdome, and familiarity with that old Magician • to whom 
they devote many enthufiaftickboyes, who with their long fpread haire, 
proftrate themfelves afore the Mannadaor Idoll $ and fuddenly as if fome 
Hag had terrified them, flare up and vibrate their fwords,kept there of 
purpofe : whiles the Idolaters with deje&edlookes note their anrick po¬ 
llutes, and ceafe not ro warble out a foft Doriq’ fort of mufick,not de¬ 
parting till the vaticinating youths pronounce fomewhac, poyncing at his 
Worfhipaod their Obedience. 

But wc have faiid too far ( Tis high time to 1 ook homewards. Yet not 
till we have bid farewell to Afta : into which when others adventure, let 
this Motto be remembred. r. 
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are, yet Ovid's Nefcioqtfanatale Solum , &c. was my fong,and bleft mee in 
my fuccesfuli wifhes: fo that upon the, feventh of June (after long failed 
fomeftormes, and much patience,) weagainedefcribedlaod; it bore Nl 
N.W.from us,but at Tytans firftblufh the enfuing morning,we-were affured 
it was Digarreys 3 a final! lie, about fifty miles about, aDd in 20 degrees 
South latitude : there we anchored nor, wee knew Moritiuswas but 90 
leagues diftant thence; thecourfe W.N. W. a morehofpitable place, and 
where we expected better,welcome and refrefhmenr. 

Digarroys (as Sea-men tell us) wjsfirft difeovered by the Portuguife: 
but except fome Welfh-man had the honour of naming it, I know 
not whence calid Dygarroys^ for Digarrad in the Britifh dialed fitly com¬ 
plies with it, An He fo Defolate: defolate I mean in humane Inhabitants; 
other things ’tis Uberous in,as Wood, (choyce and ftore) Tortoifes, Do¬ 
dos, and other Fowle rare & fcrviccable. To our view,it gave it fdfe not 
very high at 6 leag. diflance : and this remember, that at the South-Wefl- 
end are Syrcesor fhoalds long and very dangerous. By benefit of conftant 
winds, in few houres wee arrived at the Mauritius y a place no vvaydefpi- 
table jbut father luch as in the Travelling ever, defervedly chalendges 
my paiues, your patience.

A 4 A u R 2 T 1 u s / an Me fcieuate within the burning Zone, not farrc 
from the Tropick of Capricorns) has twenty degrees, five minutes 
Antartick latitude; longitude from the Meridian of Cape Comoryn, twenty 
degrees and as many minutes 5 variation, fonre and twenty degrees and 
nineteene minutes: In what part of the World, queftionabie. participa¬ 
ting both with \ America , in refpetf of that va ft South Ocean • as bendina

part, and partly expert in the reft, I may without mu?h hyperbolizing a f

g i k W ^°/ e ln . dL \ ftrlous arme and ingenious fancie (cveAmerila was 
ftfcovered by Cohmbm) brought flrange things to pafi^aod gavfr Names to 
many places formerly 1 nominate. Amongft others, the name Do Cerne 
unto this; improperly, if they allude to that which P% names in hh 
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6 Ub. cap. 31 , for that Cerne of his is placed neere the Gulph o SPerjia- 
fome he alfo of this name amongft the Azores and other places. After 
that, it varied into other denominats, as Roderick $ Cjgtota^ and now, 
by the Hollanders, Mauritius : but whither, borrowed from Grave Mau¬ 
rice , or in memory of a Ship fo named, that by age or accident layd her 
bones here, I determine not; for, by equall authority and lelfe prefump- 
tion I may conferre the Nomencladon upon fome adventurous Cambryan 
(the relicks of whofe moft auntient fpeech and dialed: is yet living in ma¬ 
ny of thefe remote and fecrec quarters of the world,) the word Maur- 
Tuifus or bigger Hand * fitly lb named, if compared with thofe other Jefler 
lies, Dygarrm^ England* Forreft, Dozimo) Ss.Apo/foma.&c : and by a more 
euphoniacall concifion now Maur-ijius. But grant it be lo called by the 
Hollanders, yet it followes not that they have more right to it thanrhe 
Eoglifh ; for theythemfelvcs know that the EngJifh landed there a dozen 
yeares,before them : and noqueftion had new-named it, but that they 
knew the Porcugall had done it before them. This alfo remembred,tfaat 
in the yeare 1505, when Francifcvs Almyda ? of all the Portugalls the moft 
excellent in conqueft and difeoverie, fubjefted many marittim parrs of 
Mgt-fymba or South- Afrique, in ^uiloafeombazza^ UelinM feozambyc fez 
Hee reports that there and in fome lies flfuppofethisone,) where hee 
erected Forts and Caftles of defence, he found Croflesand other fymbolls 
of Chriftianitk: whereby (as Cforiuc in his 4. lib.) hee wasfure Chrift had 
beene ferved there, and therefore would not efteemc himfelfe of any of 
thofe parts,The firft Chriftian difeoverer. 

Mauritius is an He abounding with all good things requiflte for mans ufe, 
and require-able for the Zone ’tisplaced in .* the land (efpecially where it 
refpefts the Sea) is high and mountainous : the fhape fome what round; 
the circuit not much above a hundred Eoglifh miles: the greatelt extent 
is from the North Eaft to South-Weft t every where fweet Sc flourifhiog. 
Jt procreates a healthie ayre 5 the blooming fragrant trees both lenifie the 
fcalding heat fuch time as Don-Vhcnhus wantonizes with the Goat; and 
fen the gentle Breezes wafted from the Note Zephirm , fuch time as Sol re- 
fidesin Cancer. And here I flionld fee a full point to her commendations, 
did that ignorant opinion of our home-bred Seniors difeourage me , af¬ 
firming pofitively thar the Torrid Zone was un-inhabicable : a conceit 
fometime predominating; but now that mift of error is difpell’d, the vaile 
removed, and experience advanced.* wee fee it yearely, and plainly, that 
no place ‘twixt the two Poles is more habitable, more young, more excel¬ 
lent. I grant; the Zone is twice every yeare fubjeft to the Sunnescx- 
treameft Candor, that the ayre enftames, and thatcloudsdoe not there fo 
ufually as elfe-where in colder Regions generate : but, two Winters they 
alfo have,thcy want not clouds; (for, the benevolent heaven daily difFodes 
a gentle fhower, whereby the earths ficcity is mollifieftand made moft ube* 
fous,)the ayre alfo is lenified by a conftant breez or favonins which breaths 
fweetly every day towards Sun-fer; and fo refrigerates, that no diftempe- 
rature is perceived, no not when Apollo dimits his perpendicular rayesand 
divefts himfelfe in his moft ardent fplendour: yea. when rheDog-ftarre 
rages, the people in this Zone find the ayre falubrious; the ground alfo in 
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raoft places is enrichc with de licious Bcepe-cbarmidg ftreames, whic h by 
their infufion not only fru&ifie the foiid earth, but alfo by a harmonious 
progreffe affootd an unreliable magiqueto eafe and meditation : the in¬ 
finite ftore of lofrie and fpreading trees, all the yeare condecorated with 
fuch verdant beautie and fragrancie 5 their boughes never unapparrelled 
from their Summer liverie 5 the ground ever fpread with Natures choifeft 
tapeftrie j the fap never exiled into the melancholy earth by Winters fri- 
giditie- yea, the mirthfull Sunne (the provpkerand reviver of decayed 
Nature) is ever pleated to re-enforce a continued vigour and aftivitie 5 fo 
as an Epitome of alt delight and plenty feeme contracted here, and to 
difplay it felfe in her exa& content, health,and braverie,Such as fome have 
fabled of Eiizium.

And as that body is beft compounded which pertakes indifferently of all 
the Elements 5 for either to want or fuperabound, begets defeat: fo,to be 
bleft in 211,this place (humane focietie excepted)is abortive in none. For, 
water is here in plenty 5 nor is its goodneffe and fweetueffe exceli’d by 
plentie ; bu-, as it gently drills it felfe from the ftupendious rocks 5 fo it 
trickles along the pleafaotvalleyes, as it were befotredat the delightfull 
murmur it liveth in : in fome places it fpreads into Meanders, till (too fe- 
cure in icsowne mUdaeffe) it commixes, and is ingulpht by that vaft and 
brinie Ocean* It alfo abounds in divers forts of Trees: fome,good for tim¬ 
ber ; others for food; all for nfe. I cannot tell you the halfe of them, I 
- want names to fpeake, and Art to deferibe them by. There, b ftore of 
Box (as they firft appeare, fo 1 remember them) whofe growth and green- 
neffe affoords profit and delight: here is alfo great ftore of Ebony, of all 
forts 5 black, red, white, and yellow: the tree is high, fmall and ftraight, 
the out-fide is covered with bark \ the in-fide lyned with Ebony: black is 
the belt, and good for many noble ufes $ for frames of piftores, Mathema- 
tique inftruments. Chefs* and playing tables, bowles,&c, forich, fo valu¬ 
able, that few yeares paffe but either Dutch or French Ships came to this 
lie of purpofe to load away with nothing elfe but Ebony: than which, no 
wood is better ^ than which, no lie in the world has more, more forts, or 
leffe chargeable: and if Virgil’s concdt may carry it,we may conclude this 
He a member ofEaft India.

round, and foft $ without leafe, bough. Of branch, fave at the very topj and 
thofe are few, and greede,and fedgie: adder the brarich appeare certaine 
codded feeds: both trees (male aud female) bloffotne, but the ihee is only 
fruitful! ; and not fc neither, u nleffe a flo wring branch of the male tree be 
yearely innoculaced cr incorporated, that by a commixture of feed the fe. 
male may fruftifie 5 no miracle in Nature: the leaves ferve for many ufes ; 
wee made them cover our Tents, to ftiade us from the Sun and the fere- 
Des which fall nightly, and are dangerous: at the top of the Palmeto tree 
is a foft pith, in which confi/lS the foufe or vegetative vertue, for being 
cur out the tree dyes' 5 the pith is in blgnefte like admail Cabbage , in tafte 
like a Nut,but boy Id eats like a ColJfflory. Of more value is the Palme to 
wine ^ it i s muft or fweet • pleafant and nouriflung yin colour ahd tafte not 
unlike new Muskadine. It is intoxicating, but cold in the digeftion; it pur¬ 
ges and helps obftroaSons, kills wormes, and let ftand two dayes in the Sun, 
becomes good vinegar. The 1 wine is thus gathered: we peirce or cut fmall 
holes in three or foure trees that grow together y the fap or liquor effudes 
preft-mly,and all the holes orvelfells arc quickly filled: impatience for¬ 
bids to bring wooden harrycoes thither, our bellies were prepared to re¬ 
ceive it; by help of a Cane or Quill we fuck and fuck againe/rom one tree 
to another, two or three trees in lefTe than an houre repictiating the grec* 
dieft appetites,though they bowze their bellies full.

I his 1 
to eke notice of, that what the Birds eat not, the i ortoyfes doe eai ^ and 
what the Tortoyfes refufe to eat, the Hoggs devoure: fo, as by one o t 
other, all is tafted of. Again e, as this noble lie is prodigal in her water 
and wood, fo Ihee correfponds in what elfe a fruitfull Parent labours in : 
not only boafting in that variety , but in feathered creatures alio • yea,m 
the rarenefleoftbat variety : I will but name fome of them ; you (hall lick 
them to perfection. The'Dodo comes.firft to our defection : here,and 
in Dygarrois (and no where elfe, that ever I could fee or heare of) is gene¬ 
rated the Dodo (aPortuguize name it is, and has reference to her fimple- 
nesA a Bird which for fliape and rarenefle might be call d a Phoenix (wer t 
in Arabia :) her body is round and extreame father flow pace begets that 
corpulencies few of them weigh kfc than fifty pound: better to the eye 
than ftomack •* greafieappetites may perhaps commend them, but to the 
indifferently curious, Dourifhment, but prove effenfive. Lets take her 
cifiure ■ her vifage darts forth melancholy, as fenfible ol Naruresinjurie m 
framing fo great and maffie a body to be direfted by fuch fmall and cota- 
okmentall wings, as are unable to hoife her from the ground, fervmg only 
to prove her a Bird i which otherwife might be doubted of: her head is ya- 
rioufly dreft the one halfe hooded with downy blackifh feathers, the 
other, perfefily naked • of a whitifti hue, as if a transient Lawne had co¬ 
vered it * her bill is very howked and bends downwards, the thrill or 
breathing place is in the midft ofic 5 from which part to the end, the co¬ 
lour is a light greene mist with a pale yellow * her eyes be round and 
fmall, and bright as Diamonds $ her cloathing is of hneftpowne, fnch as 
voufee inGoflins : hertrayneis (HkeaChiza beard) of three or foure 
Let feathers^ her legs thkk 3 and black,and ftrong 5 her tal ons or pounces 
fharp her ftomack fiery hot, fo as ftones and iron are eafily digefted in ic ; 
in that and (hape,not a little refembling the /fJw^Oeftrichestbut fo much, 
as for their more certain difference I dare to give thee (with two others) 
her reprefentation.

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Here are alfofundry other fcwle, yea birds of higheft quality ; as Gof- 
hawkes, Hobbies, Lannars j and alfo Reer-mice or Bars as large as Gof- 
hawkes, Paffe-flemingoes, Geefe, Powts, Swallowes, Kites, Black-birds, 
Sparrow es, Robbins, Herons, white and beaucifull ; in their flefh good, in 
their feathers morevalewable: Cacatoes, a bird fomewhac like a Parrar, 
but may fecme to borrow his name from iteutvt aovj he is fo fierce, fo ra¬ 
venous, and fo indomitable, Bitters, Hens, and many other; which I for- 
beare to name to avoyd impatience : But I mnft give the Parrat* a pecu¬ 
liar falutation, they made meefo admire their feathers, andarefocarho- 
Jickly beloved and pointed at; Such are their curious liveries, and fuch 
their language,not unaptly thence cal’d AvStewoyAor'W a good Epithicon.

Here are alfo as great variety of fifh, as in any other part of the world, 
I thinck : fuch as wee took and tailed of I noted. The Man-atee or Cow- 
fifh was beft and rareft ;for tafte and fhape equally can appofe both feeder 
and beholder. They ufe both clements^thofe very fins which fteare them 
in the Sea, ferve as ftilts on fhore to creep along, and to fupport them 5 
their paps alfo in their land travels do befriend them : and though a fith, 
yet differ little from Veale in taft, fave that it is fomcwhat waterifh ; the 
ribs and entrails refemble a Cows, fo do their face,aod thence have their 
denomination : for doubtlefie the land has not that creature which the 
watery citizens refemble not. This fi(h is of a great length,and fwims but 
flowly ; they affeft fhoald waters, and to be neare the fhoare to graze 005 
Andrew Evans our hone ft Captaine, ftruck one of them with 3 Trident or 
Fif-gigg, and (here m this Bay) leapt upon her, wounding her above fifty 
times with his fteletto, but ere hee got the viftory,fhe crufht him by in cir¬ 
cling him with her taile,enraged by fharp pangs of death, fo that his con- 
qneft was dearly bough r^for though at that prefeat he fpat blood without 
feeling ocher torture, yet fo mortall was his bruife,that he bade this world 
farewell, within three weekes after ; as in my defcription of Saint Helena 
is remcmbred. The head ofthis fifh is like an Elephant (fave that the pro- 
bofcis is wanting:) but to a Cow moft liken her: her eyes are very fmall; 
her bulk, about three yards long; and in bredth halfe fo much : cis fa- 
moufed for a gentle fifh; yea in their love to the vifageofaman , are 
ranckc with Dolphins: moft certaine and moft valewable is the ftone con- 
folidatedia their beads: for,beiDg pounded.put in wine, Sc drunck fafting, 
it is (as are the brains of Sharks,fome call them Tuberons)moft foveraigne 
againft che ftone and collick : queftionleffe of more prife than his other 
fix great teeth, which yet to himjare farremore nfefull. 

Give mee leave to name what fifh wee took, *rwill eafe my memory: 
Dolphins. Bonetates, Albicores, Cavalloes, Whale, Porpice, Grampaffe, 
(or Sufmarims,) Mullet, Bream, Tench,Trout, Soles, Flounders, Tor- 
toyfes, Eeles, Pikes, Sharkes,, Crabs,Lobfters, Oyfters, Crafifh, Cuctle- 
fifh, Rock'fifh, Limpits,and a fpeckled Toad-fifii or poyfon fifh,as the 
Sea-men from experience named it: This came firft to net and was eaten 

too 
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too greedily by the heedles Sailers; an error which coftfome their Jives, 
others their fences; adeererare,a bad reckning : It is not unlike a Tench, 
but farre more black, meazled, and deformedly painted. Other ftrange 
made fillies we had there, who met with fome ftrange ftomacks,who in a 
dangerous curioficy would Deeds caft them : fome of them had thelhapc 
of Hedg-hogs, Of Cats fome: forrie were bungy, others briftly and man- 
guler; fuch as Gorr&m calls Lepi/s marinas ^of which and the reft this caveat 
may be inferred.

The Torprdo or Cramp-fifh came alfo to our hands, but were amazed 
(not knowing thatfiih but by its quality) when a fudden trembling feazed 
on us j a device it has to beget liberty ; by evaporating a cold breath to 
ftupifie fuch as either touch, or hold a thing that touches it: heare OppUs.

Moreover,this He affoords us Goats, Hogs, Beeves, and landTortoi- 
Tes; fo great, as fuffer two men with eafe to fit up on them; foftrong,as 
they can carry them : yea (in Portugall reports,) fifeeene men have alto¬ 
gether ftood on one of them : Sailers affeft to eat them j but are better 
meat for Hogs, in my opinion: they make pretty fport, but are odious 
food ; and fo are their Rats, Bats, and Monkeys: moftof which ufefull 
aod unufefull creatureswere firft brought hither (men fay) by the Portu- 
ga ill to refrelb them in their returne from India fmx. at this day dare nei- 
th er anchor there (feariDg the Englilh and Dutch,) nor owne their firft- 
lings. The Birds, had here at no charge and little labour, are Hens, Bats, 
He’rns,8cc. The Hens flock together twenty and forty in a company; if 
you catch one, take all: the fureft way is to fhew them a red cloth ■ that 
colour exafperates their fpleen, they fticw it by flying out-ragioufly at it 5 
and when wee ftr&ck do woe one, the refldne budgd not one jot till all 
were vanquished: they eat like pareht Piggs if you roaft them. The 
Herons alfo through a long continued fecunty (ignorant of the deceits of 
men, and uuufed to the villany of powder,) are as eafily gotten: wee have 
come in fhot of fix, and when wee had kilid one, the other took not wing 
butfuffered us to fhoot and cake them all,one after another; neither know¬ 
ing nor valuing danger, but quicken deftrudlion to chemfelves by a ftrange 
condoling their late dead affbeiates. All forts offilh are eafily taken. The 
Bats are innumerable, and admirable in their bignefle: Some ofthem are 
not Jefle than Gof-haukes: Sea-men cafe them like Rabbets, but (if my 
ftomack deceive me not) worfe meat cannot be tailed of: a fierce ilfavo- 
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A word now of the Soyl-e itfelfe. 

The lie has many good places to anchor in : two are well knowne t, the 
one, at the North-Weft fide, which beares the forme of a Hemi-cicle, and 
elevates the Pole Antartique, 19 degrees, and 30 minutes: the other, at 
the South- Eaft is dir eft ly oppofite,and in 30 degrees^ 15 minutes 5 in lon¬ 
gitude from Cape Comrju the qtmoft promontory of ladia, 20 degrees, 
ao minutes: and from the Lizard the extr.eameft part of England , 99. 
both Bayes feeme hnd-lockt , thegroundis oazy, the depth in y, 10, ij, 
or 20 fadoras,as the Sea-man beft affefts’.No where dangerous. The Soile 
it felfe; is ftony and troublefome towards the flioare ; howbeit the in¬ 
land parts are fat, and plealant, full of fhadowing tFees, and drilling rivo¬ 
lets, reciprocally benevolent, equally delightfull to the eye and rafte : 
fomc few places excepted ; which either ftorming at the afpiring height 
of fome adjacent Mountains, or effiatedin their owne noife, defeend fo 
violently that they become Catara&s in their violent and precipidous 

v fluxes; 


red carrion it is, ever fqueaking, and intnoft hidioas and ofFenfive noifes 
calling one another: they hang in fwartnesupon the boughs of trees, by 
elawes fixed at the extreame part of their wings* their monkey faces tur¬ 
ned downwards.

A day afore wee parted thence, wee took aFifh,an Eagle-fiflil ima¬ 
gin'd it: the eyes were five quarters afunder : from one fin end to ano¬ 
ther, were above foure yards: its mouth and teeth refembled a Port-cul- 
lice • a long fmall caile it had: a creature (take it altogether) rather made 
to wonder at, than to juncket on.

fluxes: but, though the eare be angry at it, the other fences derive much 
happinefle 5 for hereby the earth is mellowed and made fruicfull, which 
otherwife would bee too full of ftones and fand; yet fuch is the richneflfe 
of it,, as rather commands us wonder at, than defcribe it. Amber- 
greafeis often found flooring about this Hand: how generated, whether in 
the Whale,or froth of Seas,or other wife,is yet doubted of. Corall, white 
and pleafant to look upon,grows here in abundace: but how that ftiocking 
weed Tobacco came thither I know not: whether by Arc or Nature que- 
ftionable. To conclude, this pleafanteft of AfTatick lies is un-inhabited, 
unldTe you pleafe to intitle Beafts and Birds Inhabitants : thofe Jive here 
without dread of Lyon, Tygre, Wolfe, Fox, Dog, or fuch offensive crea¬ 
tures 5 and have it upon this condition, to pay a grateful! Tith or Tribute 
to fuch fhips as famine or foule weather direft to ride here: a fit place for 
Sir Thomas Moore to have feated his Utopia in« But his conceits were for¬ 
ged : this merits the beft of people,

If I have flood too long in her defeription, excufe it in the furpafling 
delight I took in It, fuch as without Circe’s (pells had a magick force To 
wifti wee dwelt there. But home wentuft5 the wind blew faire, the Sea 
was cal me, and all our company fully refreshed;’ 1 So, aboard wee went, 
and in three homes faile loft fight of that Elifium y wifhingfuchan Optick 
glaffe as every where would (hew it us: but our ftiong imaginations repre¬ 
sent it. / 

The fife day we deferkd Jandjitbore South-Weft from us: by its height, 
fhape,and pofition, wee knew ‘twas that our Captaines called Englands 
Force ft : next day we attained ir. The name was 161 j. itnpofed by 
Captaine CajHetett Commander of the Pearle (a (hip I meaner; feme fay' 
the errant Porugall firft faw it, and by Seignior As Ufiareuas from his owne 
name was denominated: yet othef-fome go further and call it Tufapvar, 
an Indian name, but by whom or when,' darkly writ in the miftique Cha- 
rafter of Oblivion. The He has above fifty Englifh miles circuit: the 
South Pole $3 elevated in that place, 20 degrees, and $5 minutes,South 
from the Equator : in longitude from Mauritius 1 degree and a halfe i 
/ b u t diftanc thence, feven and thirty Duch leagues:) and variation of the 
CompafTe 23 degrees: an lie exceeding lofty^nadefying her airing fore¬ 
head within the middle Region: everywhere greeue,and everflorifti- 
jng-pleafantly apparelled in various liveries 5 efpecially in ftore of trees, 
branching gallantly, and mounting toa rare fublimity. It had bo Creature 
in it fave birds; till our Captaine landed fome Hogs and Goats of both 
kinds chat by a happy multiplication and encxeafe the future Paffenger 
might be releeved and blefle the Planter- It wants not water j fweet and 
plentiful!: thefrefb ftreams are Magazeius ofwatry Citizens,fricb as fporfi 
themfelves in that liquid Element: *t were prolixity to name halfe of them* 
the Eeles are notable; many there be,and moft weigh thirty pounds 3 not 
odious In their corpulency, for to the taft they render tbemfelves fweer, 
moift,and excellent: the birds are many, rare, but moft of them fuch as 
are fpoken of in t he Mauritius* 

We moft to Seaagaine, hue not without a gratefuil farewell to thole 
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healthy and well-plac’t Hands, prepofleft with a felicitated memorial by ea 
enricht with fo great choice, fuch plenty of visual Is , that the vaft and 
churlifh Ocean became Idle diftaftfbll to us 5 contemplating the jocund 
exercifesand pleafures we were fo late pofleflors of. 

I q few dayes (by benefit of propitious windes) we Janchc farre into the 
Mare del Zur, the Antarcick conftellations more vifibly difcovering chem-i 
felves, and to approach our Zenych. But, long thofe happy Favonii con¬ 
tinued not; the windveered into other (our contrary) quarters j the Skie 
ore-fpread with black and lowringclowds, the Sea roar’d and labour'd in 
many dread foil tumors, threatmngfpigbt, and no fmall danger: for leaven 
whole dayes and nights the Temped raged, and forced us all that while to 
lye by the Lee (to fpeake Sea language,) no faile but the mizzen dj ring to 
oppofe, the reft made proftrate to a fenceleffe furie: howbeit, the old 
fong Venit pojl mult os uoa ferena Dies revived us, by a continued patience 
begetting free dome and victory. 

For many hundred miles we had nothing but Sea and Ayre to feaft our 
fighrs with: fomwhat bettered by many fhoales of filh every where con- 
comirating us, now and then by too much greedinelTe proffering them- 
felves to the deceitfull bait of the cunning Marriner. In this vacaocie, I 
may remember 5 Arijiotle 2 lib Meteor is of opinion, that no great blafts of 
wind blow from the South 5 meaning, that the burning Zone is without 
much raine, and clouds, fuch as conduce to exhalation and vapours: or, 
that before they can exceed the Tropicks, and enter the temperate Zone, 
the Sunnes vehement and continued heat and rays difpell, annihilate, and 
make thetn onforceable, Doubtleffe he retraCied; for who fees not, that 
Mcebus in his attractive power (fo,the matter be alike) equally co-operates 
towards a generation of wind and raine in his progreffe unto either Tro- 
pick. Experience, the Miftrefle of Knowledge taught it us; we foundic 
fo: for from the South many gufts aad ftormes a flailed us. Ovid in his 
4 Ubj& Pento\% of Arifiotles opinion (to be granted in our Hemifpheare.)

After threefcore and ten dayes further faile, wee came in view of Saint 
Helena , ( fo long were wee with faire winds ’twixe that lie and the Mauri¬ 
tius ;) a very little lie and ftrangely founded. The fpatious Ocean bel- 
lowes on every fide fo fretfully, as it might feare an inundation,had not the 
extraordinarle height, but chiefly a Supreame providence (which hath fee 
the Sea its bounds)fafe-guarded it. It has no neighbour lies,neither great 
nor fmall 5' but feemes equally removed from thofe two famous Ports Rio 
C *P e Negro i the one in Brazelia } th’other in Congo : in America 
tUe&rlf; in Africfthc laft: both, in one elevation, and in the fame parallel 
with Sunt Helena from that in America , diftant above 400 leagues • from 
this in Africa 3 00. But let us a feoare, and fearch what fee aboundech in. 
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Of Helena-:. 

S Aint H e L fc N A is an lle,& was in-nominate rill John de Nova gave 
it one, in the yea re after th’in carnation of our Saviour Chrift i j 02: and 
fo named, for that he difeovered it (inhis returne from India to Lishon)i\ be 
third of May 5 a day confecrated to the memory of Helena the Ernpreffe: 
She that firft found the CrofTe,fbe that was the moft religious of Ladies ia 
her time, ihe that was mother to the firft Chriftian Emperour, great Con- 
fiantim : both ofthem glorious to the world; Brit lavs both 5 both bright 
Jems of this our Nation. 

S c . Helena is removed South from the ^Equator fixteene degrees: has 
longitude from the utmoft promontory of South Afric 4 , two and twenty 
degrees: the needle varies there,five degrees andthirteene minutes. From 
the lands end of England it is diftant 1500 leagues, or 4500 Englifli miles: 
From the Cape of Good hope 58 o leagues, or 1740 miles. From Mala¬ 
ga (car 1000leagues, or 5000 miles. From Surat 2200 leagues, or 6600 
miles. And from Bantam in *04 2300 leagues, or <5900 miles, or there¬ 
abouts. The lie has this front in that Bay which takes name from the 
Chappell, nigh which we anchored.

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by, Marrioers are forced co carry their anchors a (hoare, if they would ride 
lecurely : and with pood caufe too j for, by reafon of the abiiTe, I could 
hardly difcerne any flux or reflux, as if wee had beene neere no land, but 
rather in the body of the Sea, where neither ebb nor flow can bedifco- 
vered: the fait water indeed continually plafhes and froarhs with rage to 
fee it felfe fo fuddenly refilled 5 but, the moift breach ufually vapring in 
or upon the Seas occafionsit, and makes it turbulent. 

The He is hard to be afcended^ not that the paflage is craggie, but pre* 
cipitious: the Sailers Proverb of it is, A man may choofe whirherhe will 
break his heart going up, or his neck in comming down ■ amerryjeaft, but 
let them choofe it. Once up, no place yeelds a more delightfull objeft. It 
is even and plaiue above/welling no whereto a deformed riling; c loath’d 
with fweec grade, long and curious 5 every where it gives a large propped 
and horizon into the Ocean. The Springs above are fweet, but below 
are brackilh ; the reafon js,tbey participate (in theirdrilliDgdifcent) ofthe 
fait hills, through which it cuts a pafTage 5 fait both by their owne compo- 
fition, and the fait brearh theSeaperpetually evaporates. There are but 
two rivolets in that lie: the one bubbles down into the Ch 3 ppell,th’other 
into the Lemmon V a! lyes They take their names fro a Lemon tree whence 
it arifes, and an old Chappell built at the very bottome by the Spaniard 
Anno 1571, and delapidaced by the Dutch : a place once intended for Gods 
glory, but by malice of rude man made ruinous and a prophane nelt of un- 
oleane avarice. The mines of a little Towne demolilht lately fhew chera- 
felves, and ferve to tcftifie a like Face makes men and Villages dye, Death 
and deftru&ion makes both morcall and miferable. Some fay the Spanilh 
King fuhverted it, in that it became an unlawful Magazein of Sea-mens 
Traffick, turning and returning out of both the Indyes : thereby lofing his 
tribute in coo apparent meafure. It is but lately made fociable; rhe world 
is but beginning there 5 no Monuments, no Antique rarities are there 
found. You fee all,if you looke upon the fhitterd ribs of an old weather¬ 
beaten Carrique, and fome broken peeces of great Ordnance left there 
againft the Owners good liking, and ferve now in Head of Anchors. The 
lie is defolate of reafonable Inhabitants: Hoggs and Goats dwell there: 
they agree well-favouredly , and multiply in mighty numbers ^ happy in 
their eafe and fafery, till fhips arrive there to banifh hunger : wee got alfo 
other good refrefhraenc; Phefants,Powrs, Quailes, Henris, Partrich- and 
(which were as acceptable) divers forts of graffe & roots, Wood-forrell 
three-leav'd-graffe, Bafil, Parfly, Mints, Spinage, Fennel,Annys, Radifh’ 
Muftard-feed, Tobacco, and fome others,which by a willing hand,directed 
by an ingenious eye, may foone be gathered : brought hither, and here 
fowne by Fernandus Lupins an honefl Portugal 1, in the yeare of our Lord 
MOP. whofe Country-men at this day dare hard!v land there to over-fee 
their Seminary, or owne their labours; left the Englifh or Hollander in 
the churlifh language of a Cannon queftion them. Amo rjss Gandifo 
our Country man landed here in his circum-navigating the earth: I name 
him in this refpedh he reoorts,he found hereftore of Lemmons,Orenges 
Pomgranads, Pomcitrons, Figgs, Dates,See. but now are none of thefe 
fruits growing there that I could fee or heare of,a Lemmon tree excepted * 
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to conclude, here wee buried in the old Chappell our honeft Captaine 
Andrew Evans: his deaths wound (as I have cold you) was given him by a 
fifh at the Mauritius. 

Saint HeStna was a pleafant place, but bad fbr us to flay too long in : 
after fix dayes coramorauce, wee paid our reckning in a hearty Farwell, 
and by benefit of a happy gale cut fwiftlytheyeeldingbillowes in aNorth- 
weft courfe ; whereby, on the fifteenth of O&ober wee made our felves 
Nadyr cotheSunne, at that time in hisProgrcffe towards the Antartique 
Tropick: our latitude was 15 degiand 13 min : the third day after that we 
got fight of Attention Ik , nam'd fo by Tofw da Nova in the yeare x 502: 'ris 
removed Slouch from rhe Equino&iall Circle feven degrees, 40 minutes : 
in circuit it is 3oEnglifb miles; from S'.Hells ns life removed feven hundred 
andtwenty: little ink faVe wood and V/ater, obfervable. 

On the feven and twentieth day we croft under the Equator ; whence; 
to nine degrees North latitude wee were pefterd with continual! Torna- 
thes; a variable Weather, compos’d df lowd blafts, ftinking feowers,and 
terrible thunders. Tfie eleventh of November we were parallel, to Cape 
sfeyerd, and with the Gorgad’is, Iflesfamoufed by antient Poets, who 
fay, that the three Gorgons, Medufa, S tenia , and Euryale , the daughters of 
of Ring vhorcys Neptunts fonne here lived, and by the traofeendent ex¬ 
cel! encie of their beauties (their yellow halres curling like Snakes , and 
defhevelling about their naked (boulders) turn'd the beholders into aftu- 
pid admiration , and by Ferfeus his report of that their faculty gave Poets 
fome ground whereon to build their fiftion. Leaving thofe, wee fleered 
Weftward, and part by many paris of the New found world (as fome men 
call it) Gniaha , Florida, Virginia, Nova Anglia , (parts of Nontmbega') and 
the gulph of Mexico : where I have feared my felfe a while , and will de¬ 
fraud the Reader of fome patience, by travelling to find out the fir ft Dlfco* 
verer: a Qneftion not a little controverted*

In the firft place it may be asked whence MadoeQs refolurion came. I 
anfwer. From an innate defire to crave] 1 . and to avoid domeftique broiJes 
he put that in aft ion which feme old prophetique fayings gave him light 
and encouraged him in. ’Tis very like he had read Vlato (for what part 
of the world has ever more fFefted learning than the Brittons) who in his 
Dialogue *cwixt Tymeus and Cricioi , difeourfes of a great vaft He, Weft 
from the Atlantique Ocean, and named A t l a s : as bigg as AfU and 
Africa put together. Some illumination hee had alfo out of Ariftotle and 
Theophraflm their Books of Rarities writ two thoufaod yeares agoe, re¬ 
lating how fome Merchants paffingthorow the Straits of Gibralter , were 
by tempeft driven whitherwind and Sea compelled them , fo farre Weft 
that they finally difcrled land, but un- inhabited: It may be ’twas fome of 
the Azores: but what ere ic was, it proved a Magnet of encouragement 
to iliure future Ages todifeover Weftward , and doubtlefle was a prime 
caufe of finding out the Wefterne Continent. Banna alfo is fuppofed to 
have landed there. Queftionlefle he adventured farre (far in regard they 
had no Compafie to rezurne by)into the Ariautique Seas; but which way 
he fail'd is dilputuble; Weft,fome lay; fome fay,Southward. Vomponim 
Mfila and Lampridm affirene the land was South from Carthage hee di/cove¬ 
red ; if South, then no part of the Weft-Indies : the Canary Ues perhaps, 
the Atlantiades , the Gorgades , Afcention ,• or Saint Helens ; who though 
they carry not the Epithite of Great, yet the Novelty confidered,and the 
Diftance, the wordgreatmay be affefted. Some (but I beleeve them not) 
carry him to Uadagafcar .* ifthat, hee difeovered a great He indeed; But 
thenfure he would have found out the Red Sea (not comparable to the 
dangers he had paft, in doubling Cape Tormentofo) and made his journey 
home, lefle dangerous. Virgil the beft of Latine Poets, from fome vati¬ 
cinating Norion feemes to point at it, in the 6 . lib, Mnead. where hee pro* 
phefies the vaft extent of C£fars Dominions.

Uadoc from thefe lights difcerned it: And leaftany maythinck the 
man to whom we ere ft aTrophy of fo great honour, an obfcure or illite¬ 
rate .map j not worth a memory 5 let’s in a line or two fpeak his difcenta-nd 
quality 3 and then the particulars of his voyage. 

He was brother to Prince David 3 fonnes of that famous Owen-Gwynedd 
Prince of Wales, who fof above thirty yeeres governed wifely, with great 
courage and good fortune : his Father was Grujfith ap Conan that did ho¬ 
mage for homelands in .England, to William the Conqueroor at S. Davids: 
and defcended lineally from King Rodri Mawr for Roderic the groat) glo¬ 
rious in many conflifts and victories a gain It the favage Saxon ; in thofe 
foure great batt ells efpe dally,at 'Bert hen, Bangelu, Monegid, and Anglefa-, irj 
the yeerefrom Adam 4820: from the nativity of our Bleffed Saviour 84 6 . 
fuch time as Burchred King of Mercia,,dthelwolfe King of the Weft-Sayfles, 
Metric and other valiant Princes by fad tryall found him fortunate : which 
fuffice to illuftrate Madocb^s quality ; every way exceeding honourable. 

It folio wes why they put to Sea upon difcovery; The Annalls of thofe 
times (to this day happily preferved) tell us, That fofoone as Omn Guy- 
nedd(pt Venedotia ) was dead; the cuftome of Gavelkind (which has con¬ 
founded Wales ) becameaSubjeftof implacablebate amongft his fonries, 
jomerth (or Edward, firnamed Dwryndwn , from his broken nofe) Hewll 
# nd David-, whofe peculiar ambition banifhtal! generall kinds of love 
due amongft friends and brethren. lomerth , albeit be was eldeft, \Vashdd 
incapable of the Crowiie inrefpeft of his lameneffe and other deforroi;- 
ties: Bowel alfo was thought unworthy by reafonhis Mother was an Iriflf 
l.ady,with which Nation they had then fome difference : David had ieaft 
right by law of Nature and Nations, being youngeft; bowbeit, by his 
comly perfonage, his skill in Armes, but principally by marrying Emma 
plant agimt , After to King Henry the fecond, hee got the Scepter into his 
hands and fwayed it as beft liked him: yet the Crowne tottered uponhis 
head, till in a viftdry againft his brethren wherein Hoell was ilaine , hee 
Kcted it better and faftned it. Butafupream power and Juftice would not 
eftablifh it againft right and reafon, for fo foone as Llewellyn (; lomprths 
fonne and right heyre) was capable to grafp it, hee drew many of Davids 
men to his party (fuch is the vnlgars levity) promifing them great matters} 
and ayded by HOwedap Meredith and Conan ap Owen hh aftive kinfmen, 
Daviduo willingly defcends from fas Princely Seat, and Llmtllyni s feated 
Anno Domini ilHi not without much blood-faed anddiftraftion of the 

Wl1 ^tadoc ipOwen Gwyneth perceives the Normans ready to fwallow them 
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(for nothing more deftroyes a Nation chan divifion:) and that his advice 
nor propositions of peace were harkned to, but rather by fuch good of¬ 
fices made himfelfethe objeft oftheirfuriej he thence-forth ftudieshis 
owne prefervatioD, but fees no part of hi? native home-glance any happi- 
neffe, but every where horror and deftrnftion : his genius therefore 
prompts him to ad ventures, yea to haft aboard, in fome remote place or 
other to eftablifh hisprefent ftate and future happinefTe; nofliew of fear e, 
no improbability in reafon, no peradvemures any whit difaminating bis 
well-tcmper’dfpirit,to Sea therfore he meant to go and prepares fpeedily: 
for at that inftant hee faw that Prophetique fong penned by Ambrofe Te- 
kjfftn a noble Bardh fulfilled ; writ in the yeere 490, fuch time as Aurelu sr 
Ambr&fiufy brother to Vther-pen-Dragon arrived he re (from Armerkdjto re¬ 
venge them upon the uncivill Saxons r the Bardh vaticinating chat when 
they fell to Idolatry, to difeord, or to admit ftrange people among them, 
that then the Brittiih glory fhould be Eclipfed.

day in danger; all things therefore being fitted, tie put to Sea without bid* 
ding his kindred farewell, leaft too much Jove or hate might have with- 
diawne him. The yeere he fet forth in, was from Adam 5140. from Cbrijt 
1170. the wind and fea feemed to favour him (Omens of good fortune:; 
fo as, after fome patience and weeks faile due Weft, hee deferied land a 
Jand where he found ftore of good viftiaalls, fweec water, frefh ayre, gold, 
fand which was beftj where they were a good whiles healthful! : fuch^ 
as over-whelmed him with joy, but moderated when he confidered how 
Almighty God was alike powerfull and gracious in all places: bis exile 
now turned into comfort. In leiw of ingeminating his owne mifery, hee 
joyes himfelfe,and fees his brothers moft unhappy Princes ■ who fo eagerly 
emulated one anothers greatnefie: a Territory caufingit, which compa¬ 
red which this s God had directed him to, was but as a handfull of earth, and 
which he had polTeflion of without oppofition or bloodfhed. Here Main 
planted (in Florida or Canada , fome part of Mexico) rais'd fome fortificati¬ 
ons for defence, left a hundred and twenty men (I follow the old Copie, 
in this Storie) and dire&iy by Gods providence ft be beft com pa fie) and 
benefit of the Pole ftarre after long fade arrived fafely at home $ where, 
hee recounted his mervailous fuccesfull voyage, the fruitfulneffe of the 
foile, the fimplicity of the Savages,the great wealth abounding there, and 
facility of Conqueft : a difeourfe that fill’d them with joy and admiration; 
and whereby hee drew many willing minds to returtte with him. In ten 
good Barques , loaded with all neceflary provifions they advanced back, 
and moft fortunately re-attained the fame place they hoped for. Great re- 
joycing was among them at that their happinetfe, but no Me forrow fol¬ 
lowed : for, being come to the Plantation , they found few of thofe they 
left there, living: caufed by too much eating, the indifpofition or Novel¬ 
ty of that ayre and climate, (which though never fo excellent, yet caufes 
fickneffe and alteration in new Inhabitants) by fome trecherie of rhe Bar¬ 
barians. Madoc digefted it with a Chriftian fortitude and patience, and 
forth-with bettered the Colony, by help of Bneon and Edwall his brothers 
contriving every thing with fo good order, that they were fecure from 
any Etienne, and had all things conducing to eafe, plenty, and contented- 
iiefle : they threw away the too indulgent thoughts of their Native homes, 
by this reafon, that if they died there, they were in the fame diftance from 
heaven, and had as eafie a Journey thither 1 what moft afBi&ed them was 
the breach ofpromife, many of their friends had made but not performed. 
The caufe was not io them, but in the overture of that ftate turn'd topfie- 
turvie by the Brittainc Princes, and totally by theindiferetion of chat un- 
bappy Prin ce LlueUyn ap Griffith , ( lately married to Ekontr 0 daughter of 
Monteford the bold Earle o tLecefter and Ekoner daughter of King idv) 
which Gruffph wasflaine Anna 1282 at Buelht by Franckion an EDgMi- 
snanln an unmanly fafhion. So that Madoc and his Company returned no 
more, nor did the Welfh faile thither afterward, whereby one of another 
hi final! time were in fome fort forgotten and never retnembred. 

But although Madoc and his Cambrian crew are dead and their memo¬ 
ry moath-eaten 5 yet the foor-fteeps aod reliques of their former living 
there are to be traced jand fuch, as deferve to be revived clearly: the lan¬ 
guage 
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guage they left there, the religion they taught the Savages, manifcftedit - 
other wife how comethofe many Brittifh words (not much altred from the 
dialect) amongft the Mexicans ? whence had they the ufc of Beads, of 
Crucifixes, of Reliques &c ? all which the Spaniards (as we read in Lopez, 
ds Camera and othersjconfefle they found amongft the Canibals, and thofe 
of Acujano^ and Culhuacan at their firft landing in America . Yea, fome tra¬ 
dition and reports amongft: the Mexicans, thac (about the time that Madoc 
was there)a ftrange people came thither inCorraughs orShips,who taught 
them fome knowledge of God, and by whofe examples they became 
more civill and indnftrious: teftified by Columbus , Fraud feus Lopez ^ Coz- 
tezo , ToJieUus and other Caftilians of quality j thac of Fernando Cortez^ 
{Anno Domini 1519 Ambaffador aid Gen'erall for Ferdinand and if bell ) 
is alfo remarkable. In fome difeourfe betwixt him and Mutezuma (fecond 
fonne of Antzol , and Father of gfuabutimoc laftKing of Mexico^) the 
Ambaffidor obferving the Indians to have many ceremonies the Spaniards 
ufed, demanded of the King who firft inftru&ed them, who anfwered Cor• 
tez ; That many yeeres age a ftrange Nation landed there, a civill people, 
and from examples of piety they received them 5 but how rhey were cal¬ 
led, or whence they came he could nor fans fie him. Another time, in an ' 
Oration of thanks which Mutezuma returned them for fome favours* hee 
thus told th m. One chiefe caufe of my efpeciall affe&ion to your Nati¬ 
on is this, I have many times heard my Father fay, hee heard his Grandfire 
ferioufly affirme ( out of a continued tradition ) That not many Defcema 
above him, his Progenitors came chit h er as ft rangers by accident, in com¬ 
pany of a Noble man, who abode there a while and then departed, but 
left many of his people behind him 5 and that upon his returne, moil of 
thofe he left, died ; and chat from him or fome of them they thought they 
themfelves difeended. A fpeecb agreeing with our Narration r and that 
this people were Welfti rather than Spaniards, or others, the Records of 
this voyage writ by many Bardhs and Genealogifts confirmeit; memoriz'd 
alfo by thofe learned Poets Cymeric op Grom and Guten Often (who lived 
in Edward the fourths time) and by Sir Meredith ap Reefi a valiant and lear¬ 
ned man,living in the yeare 1477. and of Madoc in this Eulogie.

toy, an egg: Calaf a quill; Tr&yn^nofe : ZVe/,heaven: and others, Welfh 
words, and of the fame fignification: whereby, in my concci r ,none fave 
detracting Opinionatifts, can juftly oppofe fuch mod eft teftimonics and 

proofes 
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proofes of what I wifh were generally allowed of. Nor is it a phamafie 
of yefterday, many worthy men of late and arstient times have revived it: 
fochare Cjaw i cap Grono^ Meredith op Rhyce , GutenOwn^ Uoyd^ VomH y 
¥rk~ Hackluit , Broughton^ Vnrchas , DavjjJz c. Enough to fat is fie the wel- 
willers of truth ; too much for Zoiiifts and fuch as delight in oppofirion. 
This, no doubt had it beene fo defervedly knowne and Catholiquely be* 
leeved as it mericed ; rhen had not chrijlopher Columbus (a man in truth, 
honourable and tnduftrious) Americas Vefpujtus, Magellan , nor others ca¬ 
lled along with them all the honour in fo great an enterprife: Nor had 
Prince Madoc beene defrauded of his memory, nor our Kings of their juft 
right and Title to the Weft Indyes (a fecret fate as it weremiracaloufly 
renuingtheir claime by Columbus his proffering the difeoverie and wealth 
ofthofe Countries to our KingH. 7.} nor then had his HolinefTe, nor his 
CatholiqueMajeftie had that plea nor immediate Intereft grounded upon 
the Genoans difeovery, as many Jefuits and Scate-politiques have fo ve¬ 
hemently, fo late difpmed for. Farre be it from me or any honeft man to 
detra& Columbus , or to derogate from his deferred glory : It may be his 
difeovery was (as Madacks wasJ meerely from his owne skill, genius, and 
magnanimity, without knowledge olMadocb foimer being therefor of en¬ 
couragement from old conjectures: his greateft reafon I know, was that 
fo much of the 3.60 degrees could fcarce be Oceandk that he might as well 
difeover Weft ward as'the Portugalls had done. Eaft to the other Indies. 
But this I would witball have alfo granted $ That this his voyage was after 
the other (of our Country-man) three hundred and two &: t wenty year es; 
and that the Spaniards have not fo much right to thofe Countries (I mcaoe 
of America ) as our King has 5 fo long as they arrogate their daime from a 
primier diftovery. 

Columbus was borne at Cugureo (at Nervi fome fay) not far from Genoa; 
a man ofa modeft nature, ftudioos, and well read in the Machematiques: 
and of that, chiefly in Navigation: His firft encouragementof going Weft 
upon difeovery, grew (as fay the Spaniards; from his perufing an Ephe- 
inerideswritby a Spanifh Mariner, who had beene forced into the Weft 
Indies by teropeft, and died at Columbus his honfe upon hisarrivall; rhis is 
a Spanifh lye, invented meerely to derogate from his worth, and that an 
Italian fhouid not mafter fo much glory. Whither Columbus had any illu¬ 
mination from old Poets,or that he had feene or heard of Madoc ks journey 
Weft ward, who knowes: for* what Nation formerly knew not theafts of 
Enelifh-men better than themfelves : otherwife, voHdore Virgil thnatf- 
tie Monck bad nor nndertooke to illuftrate (to his and our fhame ) the 
Enelifh Cronologie, nor Verfiegaa ( alias Rowley )AzCA to make us all Teu¬ 
ton ichs \ from both which wee fuck too many egregious falfboods. O 
btmbus armed wirb much confidence, fends his brother to our King Ht»ry 
the feventh, the wifeft in his time and moft noble, if too much avarice had 
not fwayedbim: whofe ill hap it was to flight the Meflenger and his Mef- 
fage, from his incredql ons heart and the poverty of Columbus, who m his 
paffage had been imprifonedby Rafcalls, and nakedly (after much intreaty) 
delivered. Upoathe Kings refnfall, he defired the French King to Patro¬ 
nize it, but hee (hearing that King Henry had pefufed) derided him 5 who 
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had beene for ever difcouraged, had not Ferdinando the Spauifh King ('af¬ 
ter long fine) accepted of the motion, and trufted him with two hundred 
men iti two final 1 Ships, at the earneft foie of Tsba Perez de Marchers*, at 
that rime Reftor of the Monafterie of Rabija, a great Mecenas to ioduflri- 
ous men: with which, after threefcore dayesfaile, much impatience, and 
no leife ftirre to quiet the difeontented Spaniards ,C*hmbw deferied land, 
that part call'd Grtanahami, but by Colon new nam'd Saint Salvador , a part 
of Mexico , (very neere where Modoc had firft landed; ) a difeovery no 
leife joying them , than as if thereby they had got the Conqueftand En> 
pire of all the world: a Prize fo worthy s that from that yeare 1492 to this, 
they have brought home no leife gold and filver, than all Europe enjoyed 
formerly. Columbus died in the yeare 1506, in his fourth retUroe out of 
the lndyes. But of hisforrowes afterwards, and of the Spaniards ingrati¬ 
tude to him ; their pride to all the world, and cruelty to the tuiferable 
Indyans; thou mai'ft fatisfie thy felfe at large in their owoe and other 
Hiftories. 

An. Dam. 1 497 Americas yefpucuts a Spaniard (before hb Voyage in- 
to the Orient) adventures South ; wherewith final] toyle or fiudie hee 
found land enough (but part of the Continent formerly discovered) to 
glut his ambition : howbeit, as if Colon had done nothing in refpeft of him, 
conceiting his endeavours more tranfcendcotly meretorious, hee dares to 
callthe whole Continent (teaching alraoft from one Pole to another) 
from his own name, America i injurioufly aflumedj and unwifely followed 
by other Nations; who if they had given every man his due, had more rea- 
fon to have called it Madocya , Nova Brittaoia, C*l*nU, or columba (for to 
NoaCs Dove he may be likened:) but we fee, by Epidemic aflent the fu- 
percilions Spaniard has got the honour of it: yea, thrives better than did 
Bat hill us the Poetaftor , who thought to have defrauded Virgil of his ela¬ 
borate Poem; andfome there be (yet thofe not envious ) that wi/h his re- 
Watd agreeable: for, they are Fnrtivi colores ( Americas) you are cloathed 
with. Magellan faiies more Southerly than Vefpucius , in the yeare 1519 
thorow that F return or Strait, with good reafon called MageBane, A hun¬ 
dred Others have fince that laboured in the like harveft, and reaped feve- 
rall Epethitcs of honour, memorizing (and not unworthily) their Names 
in frelh dlfcoveries of Ports, hills, rivers, rocks,2cc. Only hee that moft of 
all deferved it,isdiferted,leftouc, Madocpwho fleepes in reft, more happy 
in his lifting quiet than the bubble of vaine-glory. Howbeit, fuch as love 
his memory cannot palfe by fuch living monumens of his deferring* (of 
which number 1 am one) in the lndyes, without fome final) ElTay of their 
affections : But 1 am neither able nor worthy to fpeake in fuch a fubje&: 
and cberfore wifli a better Author, who ia a better method may revive him 
clearelier. In magnify mluijfe fat efl. Let s homewards now, for we have 
too farce wandred; tired in a double Travell; of feorching and intempe¬ 
rate Zones , and of too great preemption in your patience. 

Being off at Sea, the beginning of December wee got fight of the 
Assorts j Flemmi(h or Wefterne Hands, ( by fo many fever a II names they 
are call’d by feverall Nations:) but wee got not thither without much 
ftrugling with adveifc winds, and fome tempefts. The Flemmings cha- 
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lenge them for theirs, and fay. That a Merchant of Bruges intending Anno 
1449 to goe for lysbon 3 was by force of ill weather driven upon thefe 
Hands* that they peopled., & named them. At this day.they are comman¬ 
ded by a higher power, the Pomigall: they are nine in number, T erc&ra. 
Saint MichacljSaintOeorge^Salst Mary , fyco^ FayaU , Craciofa , Flores, and 
corvo, all of them included ’cwixt 38 and 40 degrees: Nam’d Azores (torn 
the many Ayeries of Gofhawks found there. Ortclius (in the behalfe of 
his owne Country) wrefb the name fromEfforer to dry or wither: the 
old one (koowneto antient Cofmographers) was Vxund : the Il3nd= alfo 
have their peculiar denominats; Tere&ra, from a three-fold partition: 
FayaU, from Beach trees: Flores and Corso^ from Flowers and Crowes: 
Tycofiom its piramidall fliapc and height. The reft are named from Saints, 
fuch asthePortuguize then thought on. O fthefe, T erc.tra is the great ell, 
if not the fruitfulieft: it abounds with Oyle,Wine 5 Corne 3 Oade,Fraits,&c. 
Her beft Town e, is Angra ; beft Fort, Brazsily her Haven, bad to anchor 
in. This I le is raoft fa mows for a defend ve wane the Prior Don Antonie^ 
Titulary King of Toriugall^ commenc’t, abuh good while held oat againft 
the infatiate Spaniard, who finally got that and the reft of Don Antonio's 
Territories; by fword they forced them, but claimed both by blood and 
Conqueft as Cftmjldgiom his Union of the twoCrownes spaim and For- 
tngally treats of- 



Tyco is higheftj though not greateft; above five miles (fooie fay) it mounts 
into the ayre , andisfo oft invelloped with foggs and clouds, chat but fel- 
dorae her head or peake can be difcovered : it exceeds not ten miles cir¬ 
cuit, is for the raoft part compos’d of Sulphur; which many times confla¬ 
grates ; for, within are fome concremated vaft Caves, where the ayre in¬ 
flames, and from thence evaporate fmoke and flame, and belch out Brim- 
ftone : below, are umbragions fhades, and chil-cold riVolcts, into which 
when the vomited fire is forced ? thofe oppofite elements eccho forth their

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difcontentmencs not in filent murmurs; fome of thefe lies have rafted ad¬ 
vene fortune ^ yea, became proftrate to the Englifh bravery: futhtime 
as chat valiant Earle o^Effex (Generali and Admirall of hex late Majefties 
Forces) to retaliate the Spaniard for his intentions in a s, arrived here in 
the yeare of grace 1597, landed in their de(pight,and did what pleafcd him^ 
he alfo made Floret and Carvs to curfe the ambition of the Spaniard j Saint 
Michael alfo; and out of Villa Franca tooke what was valuable ; fo much as 
amounted to foure hundred thoufand Duckets and upwards: moft of 
which, had eight yeece formerly yeelded to the mercie of that never to 
be forgotten Heroe, George Earle of Camber land: Fay all alfo in the yeare 
after 88 enobled his good fortune and vidfory ; and in the yeare 15^7 was 
fackt by Sir Walter Raleigh , whiles Pico became a prey to other Englifh- 
men: ere wee lole light of thefe lies, remember wee that the antieot ac¬ 
count of the firft Meridian is transferd hither from the C dttar J ss °r fortu¬ 
nate Hands 5 for, 'twixt Flores and corvo the Needle feeJes no Variation, 
in all other parallels encreafing. From thefe lies, by an Eaft courfe wee 
quickly entred the Cantabrian Seas, where (when wee thought all danger 
paft) a violent ftorme threacned us with no /mail danger, for thrice fotire 
and twenty houres bluftering with fuch rage that we could make do /Hie, 
but in defpight of Helme and Mifen forced us upon Ufhents point in Brit¬ 
tany (a marittime part of France } Armorica of old $ but now (in memory of 
their defeent from us) call themftdves Br titans, Britt wants : ere long the 
ftorme abated, and in few watches we attained fight of our long-lookt for 
Ithaca: the rather that thefe Relations (the ifTue of youth and hafte) 
might find acceptance from that moft noble Lord the Earle of Pembroke 
Lord Steward,8tc. (now with God,) and my Lord of Powys ^ from 
whofe encouragements I affe&edTravell; whofe memory I 
honour, and whofe love merits my acknowledgement. 

To conclude , wee got Cafe to Plymouth j 
where (not without great caufe ) 
wee gave God thanks for 
our fafeties.
